IN a few years after the Engliſh eſtabliſhed themſelves at Plymouth in 
New England, their ſettlements became fo extenſive, and were ſo diſtant 
from each other, as to render their ſituation very inſecure. Surrounded by 
enemies, diſtracted by internal diviſions, and too far from their mother coun- 
try to receive ſeaſonable aſſiſtance from her, they were led to conſult their 
common ſefety: and for that purpoſe the four principal colonies, (Maſſachu- 
ſetts, Plymouth, Connecticut, and New Haven), confederated in 1643. 
They gave to commiſſioners, annually choſen, the management of ſuch af 
fairs as concerned the Union generally, while each retained its Sovereignty 
in other Reſpects. The Commiſſioners held both ſtated and occaſional 
meetings, and kept regular Journals of their Proceedings, which have acqui- 
red the name of the Records of the United Colonies of New England: Al- 
though theſe contain much Information, and have been frequently referred 
to by Hiſtorians, they have never yet appeared in Print; and as the Com- 
piler was informed of but two Copies of them exiſting in Manuſcript, he 
thought it adviſeable to make another, and accordingly tranſcribed the 
whole, which is now ſubmitted to the public Eye. 

The intelligent Reader will obſerve in it ſome Errors and Inaccuracies, 


but theſe are found in the Original. 
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The Faithfulneſs and Impartiality required in an Hiſtorian have made it 
neceſſary to continue the Record of ſome Tranſactions, which, for the Ho- 
nor of Humanity, it were to be wiſhed, had never taken place; while, how. 
ever, he thus keeps alive the Remembrance of paſt Perſecutions, the Com- 
piler feels himſelf equally bound to remind the Reader that the intolerant 
Spirit which dictated them was not confined to New England :—it raged, 
at the ſame time, in Europe; and was active in Virginia; and even the un- 
happy Sufferers themſelves appear to have poſſeſſed ſomething of it ; for al- 
though they had not the power to control the reigning Sect, yet their con- 
duct clearly evinces that they would not have tolerated a Religion againſt 
which they ſo frequently denounced the Judgments of God. In ſhort it is 
not to be wondered at that ſuch Severities were exerciſed at a Time when the 
Rights of private judgment in Matters of Religion were but little underſtood, 
and the Arm of civil Power was too generally allowed to be the Defender 
of the Faith. It is more ſurprizing that even American Hiſtory ſhould have 
furniſhed later Inſtances of ſimilar Intolerance ; and that notwithitanding d. 
boaſted Illumination of the preſent Day, the Laws which oppreſs Diſſenters 
are the Reproach of the greateſt part of Europe. While, however, the Phi- 
lanthropiſt will lament that Bigotry ſhould any where enſlave the human 
Mind, he will with pleaſure recollect that the liberal Conſtitutions of the 
United States of America afford an Opportunity of eſcaping from its Chains; 
and the Citizens of theſe States will glory in the example of Catholiciſm 
which their country firſt dared to exhibit to the World, and will rejoice 
in the proſpe& of giving an Aſylum to Millions of the Oppreſſed. 
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ARTICLES F CON FEDERATION Betzweene the Plantations vnder the 
Gouernment of the MA$8$ACHUSETTS the Pluntacons vnder the Gouern- 
ment of NEw PLYMOUTH the Plantacons vnder the Gouernment of CON- 


NECTACUTT and the Gouernment of NEw-HAVEN with the Plantacons 
in Combinacon therewith. 


HEREAS wee all came into.theſe parts of America with one and the ſame end 

and ayme namely to advaunce the Kingdome of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt and 
to enjoy the liberties of the Goſpell in puritie with peace And whereas in our 
ſettleinge (by a wiſe Providence of God) we are further diſperſed vpon the Sea 
Coaſts and Riuers then was at firſt intended, ſo that we cannot according to our de- 
lire with convenience communicate in one Gouernment and Juriſdiccon: And where- 
as we live encompaſſed with people of ſeuerall Nations and ſtrang languages which 
hereafter may proue injurious to vs, or our poſteritie. And foraſmuch as the Na- 
tines have formerly committed ſondry inſolences and outrages vpon ſeueral Planta- 
cons of the Engliſh and have of late combined themſelues againſt vs And ſeing by 
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reaſon of thoſe ſad Diſtraccons in England which they have heard of, and by which 
they know we are hindred from that humble way of ſeekinge adviſe, or reapeing 
thoſe comfortable fruits of protection which at other tymes we might well expecte 
Wee therefore doe conceiue it our bounden Dutye without delay to enter into a pre- 
ſent Conſotiation amongſt our ſelues for mutuall help and ſtrength in all our future 
concernements: That as in Nation and Religion ſo in other Reſpects we bee and 
continue one according to the tenor and true meaneing of the enſuing Articles: 
Wherefore it is fully agreed and concluded by and betweene the parties or juriſdic- 
cons aboue named and they joyntly and ſeuerally doe by theſe preſents agree and 
conclude That they all bee and henceforth bee called by the Name of The United 
Colonies of New-England. © © | 

II. The ſaid United Colonies for themſelues and their poſterities do joyntly and ſe- 
uerally hereby enter into a firme and perpetuall league of Frendſhip and amytie for 
' offence and defence mutuall adviſe and ſuccour vpon all juſt occations both for pre- 
ſerueing and propagateing the truth and liberties of the Goſpell and for their owne 
mutuall ſafety and wellfare.  _ | | 
3. It is further agreed That the Plantacons which at preſent are or hereafter ſhal- 
be ſettled within the limmetts of the Maſſachuſetts ſhalbe forever vnder the Maſſa- 
chuſetrs and ſhall have peculiar Juriſdiccon among themſclues in all caſes as an en- 
tire Body and that Plymouth Connecktacutt and New Haven ſhall eich of them haue 
like peculier Juriſdiccon and Government within their limmetts and in referrence to 
the Plantacons which already are ſetled or ſhall hereafter. be erected or ſhall ſettle 
within their limmetts reſpectiuely Prouided that no other juriſdiccon ſhall hereafter 
be taken in as a diſtin& head or member of this Confederacon nor ſhall any other Plan- 
tacon or Juriſdiccon in preſent being and not already in Combynacon or vnder the 
Juriſdiccon of any of theſe Confederats be received by any of them nor ſhall any 
two of the Confederates joyne in one Juriſdiccon without conſent of the reſt which 
conſent to be interpreted as is expreſſed in the ſixt Article enſuinge. | | 

4. It is by theſe Confederats agreed that the charge of all juſt warrs whether of- 
fenſiue or defenſiue upon what part or member of this Confederacon ſocuer they 
fall, ſhall both in men and proviſions and all other Diſburſements be borne by all the 
parts of this Confederacon in different proporcons according to their different abillitie 
in manner following, namely that the Commiſſioners for eich Juriſdiccon from tyme 
to tyme as there ſhalbe occation bring a true account and number of all the males 
in euery Plantacon or any way belonging to or under their ſeuerall Juriſdiccons of 
what quallyty or condicon ſocuer they bee from ſixteene yeares old to threeſcore be- 
ing Inhabitants there And that according to the different numbers which from tyme 
to tyme ſhalbe found in eich Juriſdiccon upon a true and juſt account, the ſervice 


of men and all charges of the warr be borne by the Poll: eich Juriſdiccon or Plan- 
| tacon 
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tacon being left to their owne juſt courſe and cuſtome of rating themſelues and peo- 
ple according to their different eſtates with due reſpects to their quallites and ex 
emptions among themſelues though the Confederacon take no notice of any ſuch 
 priviledg : and that according to their differrent charge of eich Juriſdiccon and plan- 
tacon, the whole advantage of the warr (if it pleaſe God to bleſs their Endea- 
vours) whether it be in lands goods or perſons ſhall be proportionably deuided among 
the ſaid Confederats. | 
5. It is further agreed That if any of theſe Juriſdiecons or any plantacon vader 

or in combynacon with them be envaded by any enemie whomſoener vpon notice 
and requeſt of any three majeſtrats of that Juriſdiccon ſo invaded the reſt of the 
Confederates without any further meeting or expoſtulacon ſhall torthwith ſend ayde 
to the Confederate in danger but in different proporcons ; namely the Maſſachu- 
ſetts an hundred men ſufficiently armed and provided for ſuch a ſervice and jorney, 
and eich of the reſt fourty fiue ſo armed and provided, or any leſſe number, if leſſe 
be required, according to this proporcon. But if ſuch Confederate in danger may 
be ſupplyed by their next Confederate, not exceeding the number hereby agreed, 
they may craue help there, and ſeeke no further for the preſent : the charge to be 
borne as in this Article is expreſt : And at the returne to be victualled and ſupply- 
ed with poder and ſhott for their journey (if there bee neede) by that Juriſdiccon 
which employed or ſent for them: But none of the Juriſdiccons to exceed theſe 
numbers till by a meeting of the Commiſſioners for this Confederacon a greater ayd 
appeare neceſſary. And this proporcon to continue till upon knowledge of greater 
numbers in eich Juriſdiccon which ſhalbe brought to the next meeting ſome other 
proporcon be ordered. But in any ſuch caſe of ſending men for preſent ayd whe- 
ther before or after ſuch order or alteracon, it is agreed that at the meeting of the 
Commiſſioners for this Confederacon, the- cauſe of ſuch warr or invaſion be duly 
conſidered : And if it appeare that the fault lay in the parties ſo invaded that then 
that Juriſdiccon or plantacon make juſt Satisfaccon, both to the Invaders whom 
they have injured, and beare all the charges of the warr themſelves without require- 
ing any allowance from the reſt of the Confederats towards the ſame And fur- 
ther that if any Juriſdiccon ſee any danger of any Invaſion approaching, and there 
be tyme for a meeting that in ſuch caſe three majeſtrats of that Juriſdiccon may 
ſummon a meeting at ſuch convenyent place as themſelues ſhall think meete, to con- 
ſider and provide againſt the threatned danger Provided when they are met 
they may remoue to what place they pleaſe Onely whilſt any of theſe foure 
Confederats have but three Majeſtrats in their Juriſdiccon, their requeſt or ſummons 
from any two of them ſhalbe accounted of equall force with the three menconed in, 
both the clauſes of this Article, till there be an encreaſe of Majeſtrats there. 
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6. It is alſo agreed that for the mannaging and concluding of all affaires proper 
and concerneing the whole Confederacon two Commiſſioners ſhalbe choſen by and 
out of eich of theſe foure Juriſdiccons namely two for the Mattachuſetts, two for 
Plymouth, two for Connectacutt and two for New Haven being all in Church fel. 
lowſhip with us which ſhall bring full power from their ſeuerall generall Courts re- 
ſpectively to heare examine weigh and determine all affaires of our warr or peace 
leagues ayds charges and numbers of men for warr diviſion of ſpoyles and whatſoe- 
ver is gotten by conqueſt receiueing of more Confederats for plantacons into com- 
binacon with any of the Confederates and all thinges of like nature which are the 
proper concomitants or conſequents of ſuch a confederacon far amytie offence and 
defence not intermeddleing with the gouernment of any of the Juriſdiccons which 
by the third Article is preſerued entirely to themſelues. But if theſe eight Com- 
miſſioners when they meete ſhall not all agree yet it is concluded that any fix of the 
eight agreeing ſhall have power to ſettle and determine the buſineſs in queſtion: 
But if ſix do not agree that then ſuch propoſicons with their reaſons ſo farr as they 
have beene debated be ſent and referred to the foure generall Courts vizt. the Mat- 
tachuſetts Plymouth Conectacutt and New Haven: And if at all the ſaid Generall 
Courts the buſineſſe ſo referred be concluded then to bee proſecuted by the Confe- 
derates and all their members It is further agreed that theſe eight Comiſſioners 
ſhall meete once every yeare beſides extraordinary meetings (according to the fift 
Article) to conſider treate and conclude of all affaires belonging to this Confede- 
racon which meeting ſhall euer be the firſt Thurſday in September. And that the 
next meeting after the date of theſe preſents which ſhalbe accounted the ſecond meeting 
ſhalbe at Boſtone in the Maſſachuſetts the third at Hartford the fourth at New Ha- 
ven the fift at Plymouth the ſixt and ſeaventh at Boſton And then Hartford New 
Haven and Plymouth and ſo in courſe ſucceſſively, if in the meane tyme ſome mid- 
dle place be not found out and agreed on which may be commodious for all the Ju- 
riſdiccons. 

7. It is further agreed that at eich meeting of theſe eight Comiſſioners whether 
ordinary or extraordinary they or ſix of them agreeing as before may choſe their Pre- 
ſident out of themſelues whoſe office and worke ſhalbe to take care and direct for 
order and a comely carrying on of all proceedings in the preſent meeting: but he 
halbe inveſted with no ſuch power or reſpect, as by which he ſhall hinder the pro- 
pounding or progreſſe of any buſineſſe or any way caſt the Scales otherwiſe then in 
the precedent article is agreed. | 

8. It is alſo agreed that the Comiſſioners for this Confederacon hereafter at their 
meetings whether ordinary or extraordinary as they may have Comiſhon or opertutt- 
tic do endeavoure to frame and eſtabliſh agreements and orders in generall caſes of 3 


civill nature wherein all the Plantacons are intereſſed for preſerving peace among 
themſelues

themſelues and preventing as much as may bee all occations of warr or diferrence 


with others, as about the free and ſpeedy paſſage of Juſtice in every Juriſdiccon, to 


all the Confederats equally as to their owne, receiveing thoſe that remoue from one 
plantacon to another without due certefycats ; how all the Juriſdiccons may carry it 


towards the Indians, that they neither grow inſolent nor be injured without due ſatiſ- 


faccion, leſt warr break in vpon the Confederates through ſuch miſcarryage. It is alſo 
agreed that if any ſervant runn away from his maſter into any other of theſe conte- 
derated Juriſdiccons That in ſuch Caſe vpon the Certyficate of one Majeſtrate in the 
juriſdiccon out of which the ſaid ſervant fled or vpon other due proofe, the ſaid ſer- 
vant ſhalbe deliuered either to his Maſter or any other that purſues and brings ſuch 
Certificate or proofe. And that vpon the eſcape of any priſoner whatſoever or fugi- 
tive for any criminall cauſe, whether breakeing priſon or getting from the officer or 
otherwiſe eſcapeing vpon the certificate of two Majeſtrats of the Juriſdiccon out of 
which the eſcape is made, that he was a priſoner or ſuch an offender at the tyme of 
the eſcape, The Majeſtrates or ſome of them of that Juriſdiccon where for the pre- 
ſent the ſaid priſoner or fugitive abideth ſhall forthwith graunt ſuch a warrant as the 
caſe will beare for the apprehending of any ſuch perſon, and the delivery of him into 
the hands of the officer or other perſon who purſues him. And if there be help re- 
quired for the ſafe returneing of any ſuch offendor, then it ſhalbe graunted to him that 
craves the ſame he paying the charges thereof. 

9. And for that the juſteſt warrs may be of dangerous conſequence eſpetially to , the 
ſmaler plantacons in theſe vnited Colonies It is agreed that neither the Maſſachuſetts, 
Plymouth, Connectacutt nor New-Haven, nor any of the members of any of them ſhall 
at any tyme hereafter begin undertake or engage themſelues or this Confederacon or 
any part thereof in any warr whatſoever (ſudden exegents with the neceſſary conſe- 
quents thereof excepted) which are alſo ro be moderated as much as the caſe will per- 
mit) without the conſent and agreement of the forenamed eight Comiſhoners or at 


leaſt ſix of them, as in the ſixt Article is provided: And that no charge be required 


of any of the Confederats in caſe of a defenſiue warr till the ſaid Comiſſioners haue mett 
and approued the juſtice of the warr, and have agreed vpon the ſum of money to be 
levyed which ſum is then to be payd by the ſeverall Confederates in proporcon accord- 
ing to the fourth Article. 

10. That in extraordinary occations when meetings are ſummoned by three Majeſtrats 
of any Juriſdiccon, or two as in the fift Article If any of the Comiſhoners come not 
due warneing being given or ſent It is agreed that foure of the Comiſhoners ſhall have 
power to direct a warr which cannot be delayed and to ſend for due proporcons of men 
out of eich Juriſdiccon, as well as fix might doe if all mett ; but not lefs then fix ſhall 
determine the juſtice of the warr or allow the demaunde or bills of charges or cauſe any 
levies to be made for the ſame. 
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11. It is further agreed that if any of the Confederates ſhall hereafter break a any 
of theſe preſent Articles, or be any other wayes injurious to any one of thother Juri. 
diccons, ſuch breach of Agreement, or injurie ſhalbe duly conſidered and ordered by 
the Comiſſioners for thother jurifdiccons, that both peace and this preſent Confedera- 
con may be entirely preſerued without violation. 

12. Laſtly this perpetuall Confederacon and the ſeveral Articles and Agreements 
thereof being read and ſeriouſly conſidered both by the Generall Court for the Maſſa- 
chuſetts, and by the Comiſſioners for Plymouth Conectacutt and New-Haven were fully 
allowed and confirmed by three of the forenamed Confederates namely the Maſſa- 
chuſetts Conectacutt and New-Haven Onely the Comiſſioners for Plymouth haveing 
no Comiſſion to conclude, defired reſpite till they might adviſe with their Generall 
Court, wherevpon it was agreed and concluded by the ſaid Court of the Maſſachu- 
ſetts and the Comiſſioners for the other two Confederates That if Plymouth Conſent, 
then the whole treaty as it ſtands in theſe preſent articles is and ſhall continue firme 
and ſtable without alteracon : But if Plymouth come not in, yet the other three Con- 
federates doe by theſe preſents confirme the whole Confederacon and all the Articles 
thereof: onely in September next when the ſecond meeting of the Comiſſioners is to 
be at Boſtone, new conſideracon may be taken of the ſixt Article which, concernes 
number of Comiſſioners for meeting and concluding the affaires of this Confederacon 
to the ſatisfaccon of the Court of the Maſſachuſetts, and the Comiſhoners for thother 
two Confederates but the reſt to ſtand vnqueſtioned. In teſtymony whereof the Ge- 
nerall Court of the Maſſachuſetts by their Secretary and the Comiſſioners for Conetta- 
cutt and New-Haven haue ſubſcribed theſe preſente articles this xixth * the third 
month commonly called May Anno Domini 1643. 

At a Meeting of the Comiſſioners for the Confederacon held at Boſton the ſeaventh 
of September. It appeareing that the Generall Court of New Plymouth and the ſe- 
veral Towneſhips thereof have read conſidered and approoued theſe articles of Confe- 
deracon, as appeareth by Comiſſion from their Generall Court beareing Date the xxixth 
of Auguſt 1643 to Mr. Edward Winſlowe and Mr. Will. Collyer to ratifye and con- 
firme the ſame on their behalf wee therefore the Comiſſioners for the Mattachuſetts 
Conecktacutt and New Haven doe alſo for our ſeueral Gouernments ſubſcribe vnto 

them. ;

HE Articles of Confederacon agreed at Boſtone the xixth of May laſt being 
now read Mr. Edward Winſlow and Mr William Collyer Comiſſioners for 
the Juriſdiccon of New Plymouth delivered in an Order of their Generall Court 
dated the xxixth of Auguſt 1643 by which it appeares that the ſaid Articles of the 
xixth of May weere read approued and confirmed by the ſaid Generall Court and by 
all their Towneſhips and they the ſaid Mr Winſlow and Mr Collyer were both author- 
ized to ratifie them by their ſubfcriptions and choſen and ſent as Comiſſioners for 
that Juriſdiccon with full power to treate and conclud in all matters concerneing warr 
and peace according to the tenor and true meaneing of the ſaid Articles of Confede- 
racon for this preſent meetinge. 

An order made by the Generall Court of the Maſſachtiſetts was now alſo preſented 
and read dated the xxth of May 1643. By which it appeares That John Winthrop 
and Thomas Dudley Eſqu'rs. were choſen Comiſſioners for the Juriſdiccon of 
the Mattachuſetts, and inveſted with the like full power for this meeting. 

An order madeby the Generall Court for Conneetacutt was preſented and read da- 
ted at Hartford the fift of July lat. By which it appeares Georg Fenwick Eſqr. and 
Mr Edward Hopkins were choſen Comiſhoners for that Juriſdiccon and inveſt- 
ed with the like full power for this meeting. 

An order made by the Generall Court for the Juriſdiccon of New Haven was pre- 
ſented and read dated the vith of July 1643 by which it appeares that Mr Theophi- 
lus Eaton and Mr. Thomas Gregſon were choſen and ſent as Comiſſioners for that 
Juriſdiccon with the like full pouer for this meeting. 

John Winthrop Eſqr. was choſen Preſident for this meeting according to the vij 
Article in the Confederacon. \ 

Vpon a motion made by the Comiſſioners for New Hauen Juriſdiccon. It was 
graunted and ordered That the Towne of Milford may be receiued into Combinacon 
and as a member of the Juriſdiccon of New Hauen, if New Hauen and Milford agree 
vpon the termes and condicons among themſelues The like liberty was alſo granted in 
regard of the Towne of Southampton. 

The Commiſſioners were informed that Vncus Sagamore of the Munhegen Indians 
haueing in warr taken Miantinomy Sagamore of the Narrohiggunſets priſoner, had 
brought him to be kept at Hartford till he might receiue aduice from the Engliſh 
how to proceed againſt him for ſondry treacherous attempts againſt his life beſides

this laſt ſuddaine Invaſion without denoynceing warr, and when Vncus was unpro. 
vided to withſtand the great force Miantinomo brought againſt him: Whereupon 
the Comiſſioners did ſeriouſly conſider Miantinomos courſe and carriage, And though 
they knew and well remembred his ambitious deſignes to make himſelf vniverfal Sa- 
gamore or Gouernor of all theſe parts, and his plotts to remoue whatſoeuer ſtood in 
his way, And though they haue had many concurrant and pregnant teſtymonyes 
from the Indians in ſeueral parts of the Countrey, of his treacherous plotts by guifts 
to engage all the Indians at once to cutt off the whole Body of the Engliſh in theſe 
parts which were further confirmed by the Indians Generall preparaccons, meſlages, 
and ſondry inſolencies and outrages by them comitted againſt the Engliſh and ſuch 
Indians as were ſubjects or frends to the Engliſh ſo that all the Engliſh Plantacons 
were to their great charge and Damnage forced to arme to keepe ſtronge watches day 
and night, and ſome of them to trauell with Convdyes from one plantation to ano- 
ther yet leaueing theſe conſideracons which diſcouer the pride, treachery cruelty and 
malicious diſpoſicon of the man; and to the Engliſh might haue beene ſufficient pro- 
uocacons to a warr againſt him: The Comiſſioners weighed the cauſe and paſſages 
as they were clearely repreſented and ſufficiently euedenced betwixt Vncus and Myanty- 
nomo and it appeared that a Tripartite agreement was made and concluded at Hartford 
berwixt Vncus and Myantinomo with ſome referrences to the Engliſh ; in which one 
of the Articles were, That though either of theſe Indian Sagamores ſhould receive 
injuries from the other, yet they ſhould not make warr one of them againſt the other 
till they had firſt complayned, and that the Engliſh had heard their greevances, and 
had declared and determyned what was juſt and right betwixt them: And that if ei- 
ther of them ſhould attempt againſt the other without conſulting with the Engliſh, 
the Engliſh might then aſſiſt againſt the Invader: Notwithſtandinge Myantinomo and 
his Confederats haue ſondry wayes manefeſted their enmity, and treacherouſly plot- 
ted and practiſed againſt the life of Vacus. But eſpecially of late ſince they were pre- 
pareing ang ripening their plotts againſt the Engliſh firſt a Pequin Indian one Vncus 
his ſubjects ſhott Vncus with an arrow through the arme but aymeing at his life and 
preſently fled to the Nanohigganſets or their confederats proclaymeing in the Indian 
plantacons that he had killed Vncus: but when it was knowne Vncus was not dead 
though wounded, the Traytor was taught to ſay that Vncus had cut through his 
owne arme with a flint, and had hyred the Pecott to ſay hee had ſhott and killed 
him. Myantinomo being ſent for by the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts vpon ano- 
ther occation brought tlie Pecott with him: but when this diſguiſe would not 
ſerue, aad that the Engliſh out of his owne mouth found him guilty and would have 
ſent him to Vncus his Sagamore to bee proceeded againſt, Myantinomo defired he 
might not be taken out of his hands promiſing he would ſend himſelf to Vncus to be 
examined and puniſhed but contrary to his promiſe, and fearcing as it appeares his 
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owne treachery might be diſcouered he within a day or two cutt of the Peacotts head 
that he might tell no tales. After this ſome attempts were made to poyſon Vncus, 
and as is reported to take away his Life by Sorcery. That being diſ-ouered ſome of 
Sequaſſons company an Indian Sagomore allyed to, and an intimate confederate with 
Myantinomo, ſhott at Vncus as he was going down Conectacutt Riuer with a arow 
or two: Vncus according to the foreſaid agreement complayneing to the Engliſh they 
ſought to make peace betwixt Vncus and Sequaſſon: but Sequaſſon refuſed and ex- 
preſſing his dependance upon Myantinomo preferred warr before peace they foughr 
and Vncus had the Victory. Laſtly Myantinomo without any prouocacon from 
Vncus (unleſſe the diſappoyntment of former plotts provoaked) and ſuddainly with 
out denounceing warr came vpon Vncus with nine hundred or a thouſand men when 
Vacus had not half ſo many to defend himſelf : Vncus had before the battell told 
Myentinomo he had many wayes ſought his life offered by ſingle combat betweene 
themſelues to end the qvarrell and ſpare blood: But Myantenomo preſumeing vpon 
his number of men, would have nothing but a battell, and ſince Myantinomo was 
taken priſoner the Indians aſfirme that the Mohawks haue ibecne ſent vnto, and are 
come within a dayes journey of the Engliſh plantacons, but ſtayed by Miantenomo 
till hee may atraine his liberty, and then they will carry on their deſignes whether 
azainſt the Engliſh or Vncus or both is doubtfull. 

Theſe thinges being duely weighed and conſidered the Comiſhoners apparently 
ſee that Vncus cannot be ſafe while Myantenomo lives but that cither by ſecret trea- 
chery or open force his life wilbe ſtill in danger. Wherefore they thinke he may 
juſtly putt ſuch a falſe and blood thirſty enemie to death, but in his owne Juriſdiccon, 
not in the Engliſh plantacons, And adviſeing that in the manner of his death all mer- 
cy and moderacon be ſhewed, contrary to the practiſe of the Indians who exerciſe tor- 
tures and cruelty. And Vncus haueing hitherto ſhewed himſelf a frend to the Engliſh, 
and in this craueing their advice, if the Nanohigganſetts Indians or others ſhall vo- 
juſtly aſſault Vncus for this execucon, vpon notice and and requeſt the Engliſh pro- 
miſe to aſſiſt and protect him, as farr as they may againſt ſuch vyolence. 

The Comiſſioners do think it fitt to aduiſe euery generall Court that they would 
fee that every man may keepe by him a good gunn and ſword one pound of pouder 
vith foure pounds of ſhott, with match or flints ſutable, to be ready vpon all occa- 
tions, and to be carefully viewed foure tymes a yeare at leaſt. And that over and 
aboue this euery generall Court do ſee that they keep a ſtock of pouder ſhott and 
match ever by them. And it is conceiued by the Comiſſioners that one hundred 
pounds of pouder and foure hundred pounds of ſhott with match ſutable at the leaſt 
be prouided for every hundred men thorow all the the vnited Colonics of New Eng- 


land and that the Comiſſioners at each meeting report bow the ſeuerall Juriſdiccons 
are furniſhed. 
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It is thought fitt and ordered that there be one and the ſame meaſure throughout 
all the Plantacons within theſe Vnited Colonies which is agreed to be Wincheſter 
meaſure, viz. eight gallons to the buſhel. 

It is judged meete by the Comiſſioners that there be trayneings at leaſt ſix tymes 
euery yeare in each plantacon within this confederacon. 

The proporcons of men to be ſent for by any of the Juriſdiccons in caſe of any 
preſent danger, vntill the Comiſhoners may meete according td the fourth article 
in the Confederacon : is for the Maſſachuſetts one hundred and fifty men Plymouth 
thirty Connectacutt thirty and New-Hauen twenty fiue and according to this propor- 
con are all numbers to be ordered in caſe of any warr that may fall out vntill the next 
meeting of the Comiſſioners in September 1644. 

Whereas Complaints “ haue beene made againſt Samuell Gorton and his Compa— 
ny, and ſome of them weighty and of great conſequence, and whereas the ſaid Gor- 
ton and the reſt haue beene formerly ſent for, and now lately by the generall Court 
of the Maſſachuſetts with a ſafe conduct both for their comeing and return, that 
they might giue anſwere and ſatisfaccon wherein they haue donn wrong. If yet 
they ſhall ſtubbornely refuſe The Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies think fit 
that the Majeſtrats in the Maſſachuſetts proceed againſt them according to what they 
ſhall fynd juſt : and the reſt of the ſuriſdiccons will approue and concurr in what 
ſhalbe ſo warrantably donn, as if their comiſſioners had beene preſent at the con- 
cluſions prouided that this concluſion do not prejudice the Gouernment of Plymouth 
in any right they can juſtly clayme vnto any tract or tracts of land beſides that poſ- 
feſſed by the Engliſh and Indians who haue ſubmitted themſelues to the Government 
of the Maſſachuſetts. | 

In regard of the diuerſitie of expreſſions which are and may be uſed in the Com- 
miſſions comeing from the ſeurall juriſdiccons which may occation diſputs, It is 
thought fitt and ordered that this enſuing forme bee hereafter uſed by all the Confe- 
derates. | AT

A and B were choſen Comiſhoners for this Juriſdiccon for a full and compleat 
yeare as any occation or exigents may require and particulerly for the next yearely 
meeting at the firſt Thurſday in September And were inueſt- 
ed with full power and authoryty to treate of and conclude of all thinges according 
to the tenure and true meaneing of the Articles of Confederacon for the vnited 
Colonies of New England concluded at Boſton the xixth of May 1643. 

Vpon Informacon and complaynt made by Mr Eaton and Mr Gregſon to the Co- 
miſſioners of ſondry injuries and outrages they haue receiued from the Dutch and 
Sweads both at Delaware Bay and elſewhere the particulers with their proofes being 
duly conſidered. It was agreed and ordered That a letter be written to the Sweadiſh 
Gouernor expreſſing the particulers and requireing ſatisfaction which letter is to be 
vnderwritten by John Winthrop Fſq. Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts and Preſident of 
the Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies of New England. And whereas the Dutch 
Gouernor wrote to the Gouernor and generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts com- 
playneing againſt Hartford as by his letter dated the xxth of July laſt appeares vnto 
which Mr. Winthrop in part anſwered the ſecond of Auguſt referring to the generall 
Court for the Maſſachuſetts and to this meeting of the Comiſſioners for a further 
and full anſwere, It was thought fitt that in that anſwere the wrongs donn both to 
Hartford and New Haven be expreſſed requireing anſwere to the particulers that as 
wee will not wrong others, ſo we may not deſert our Contederates in any juſt 
cauſe. 


Theſe foregoing concluſions were ſubſcribed by the Comiſfioners for the ſeverall 
Juriſdiccons the xxith of September 1643.

AT a meeting of the Comi i/Noners for the Vnited Colonies at Boſton the vij. Septem- 
ver, 1643. | 


IT was agreed that the Gouernment of the Maſſachuſets in the behalf of the vni- 
ted Colonies of New England giue Conoonacus and the Nanohiggunſets to vnd.r- 
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ſtand that from tyme to tyme we haue taken notice of the violacon of that league be- 
tweene the Maſſachuſets and themſelues (notwithſtanding the manefeſtacons of loue 
and integryty towards them by the Engliſh) which they haue diſcouered as by other 
wayes, ſo lately by their concurrance with Myantenomo their Sachim in his miſchee- 
vous plotts to roote out the Body of the Engliſh nation purchaſeing the ayde of 
all the Indians by Guifts threats and other allurements to their party (except a few 
vizt. Vacus and his men whom they have not ſpared to invade notwithſlanding a tri. 
partite Couenant to the contrary, betweene the Gouerment of Conectacutt Myan- 
tenomo and Vncus Sagamore of the Mohegan vnder their hands and markes. But vn- 
derſtanding how peacable Conanacus and Maſcus the late father of Myantenomo go- 
uerned that great people we rather aſcribe theſe late tumults outbreakings and mali- 
tious plots to the raſh and ambitious ſpirit of myantenomo then any affected way of 
their owne. And therefore once more notwithſtanding all thoſe former vnworthy 
paſſages ſo well knowne vnto us, as a people inclineing to peace, and deſireing their 
good we do in our owne names and in the behalf, and with the conſent of the vnited 
Colonies tender them peace and ſuch louing correſpondency as hath formerly beene 
euer obſerued on our parts vizt. the ſeuerall Gouernments of the Maſſachuſetts, Ply- 
mouth, Conectacutt and New Hauen with all ſuch as are in Combynacon and con- 
federacon with them both Engliſh and Indians as Vncus Sagamore of the Mohe- 
gins and his people Wooſamequine and his people Sacanocoe and his people Pum- 
ham and his people whoſe peace and lawfull liberties we may not ſuffer to be vyolat- 
ed. And if the Nanohigganſetts be deſireus of peace as formerly we ſhalbe as care- 
full to preſerue their peace and liberties from vyolacon: but ſhall expect more fayth- 
full obſeruance then we haue formerly found from Myantenomo in the time of his 
Gouernment requireing anſwere with as much expedicon as the waight of the caſe 
requireth. And whereas Vncus was aduiſed to take away the life of Myantenomo 
whoſe law full Captiue he was, They may well vnderſtand that this is without viola- 
con of any Couenant betweene them and vs for Vncus being in confederacon with 
us, and one that hath dilligently obſerucd his Couenants before menconed for ought 
we know and requireing aduice from us vpon ſerious conſideracon of the premiſes 
vizt. his treacherous and murtherous diſpoſicon againſt Vncus &c. and how great a 
diſturber he hath beene of the Common peace of the whole Countrey we could not in 
reſpect of the juſtice of the caſe ſafety of the Countrey and faythfullnes of our frend 
do otherwiſe then approue of the lawfullnes of his death, which agreeing ſo well 
with the Indians owne manners and concuring with the practice of other nations 
with whom we arc quainted we perſuade ourſelues how euer his death may be griev- 


ous at preſeat yet the peacable fruits of it will yield not onely matter of ſafety to the 
Indians but proſitt to all that inhabite this continent. 


That 
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That aſſoone as the Comiſſioners for Conectacutt and New Hauen ſhall returne n. 
to thoſe parts that then Vncus be ſent for to Hartford with ſome conſiderable num- 
ber of his beſt and truſtyeſt men and that then he being made acquainted with the 
advice of the Comiſſioners Myantenomo be deliuered vnto him that ſo en ecucon may 
be donn according to juſtice and prudence Vncus carrying him into the next part oc 
his owne gouernment and there put him to death Provided that ſome diſcreet and 
faythfull perſons of the Engliſh accompany them and ſee the execucon for our more 
fall ſatisfaccon, and that the Engliſh meddle not with the head or body at all : and 
this being fo donn that notice be giuen to all the Confederates by letters that ſo 
the Maſſachuſetts gouernment may therevpon ſend to Nanohiggunſett, and Ply- 
mouth may cake due courſe with Wooſamequin as after is aduiſed. 

That Hartford furniſh Vncus with a competent ſtrength of Engliſh to defend him 
againſt any preſent fury or aſſault of the Nanohiggunſetts or any other. 

That in caſe Vncus ſhall refuſe to execut juſtice vpon Myantenomo, That then 
Myantenomo be ſent by Sea to the Maſſachuſetts, there to be kept in ſafe durance 
till the Comiſſioners may conſider further how to diſpoſe of him. 

That Plymouth labour by all due meanes to reſtore Wooſamequin to his full liber- 
ties in reſpect of any Encroachments by the Nanohigganſetts or any other Natiues 
that ſo the proprieties of the Indians may be preſerued to themſelues and that no 
one Sagamore eneroach vpon the reſt as of late: And that Wooſamequin be reduc- 
ed to thoſe former termes and agreements betweene Plymouth and him.

Tr articles of Confederacon being read an order of the generall Court of the 
Maſſachuſetts dated May the xxixth 1644 was preſented and read whereby it appear- 
ed Mr, Symon Brodſtreete and Mr. William Hawthorne where choſen Comiſſioners 
for one full and compleat yeare being inveſted with full power and authority accord- 


ing to the tenor of the ſaid articles and an order made therevpon at a meeting at 


Boſtone the viith of September 1643. 
= Mr. 
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Mr. Edward Winſlowe and Mr. John Browne, were in like manner choſen Comiſ 
ſioners for the Colony of New Plymouth as appeared by an order of their general 
Court dated the fift of June 1644. | 

Mr. Edward Hopkins and George Fenwicke Eſq'r. were choſen Comiſſioners for 
the Colony of Conectacutt as appeared by an order of their generall Court dated 
the 4ait of July 1644. 

Mr, Theophilus Eaton and Mr. Thomas Gregſon were likewiſe choſen Comiſſion. 
ers for the Colony of New Hauen as appeared by an order of their generall Court 
dated the xxvijth day of October 1643. 

Mr. Edward Hopkins was choſen Preſident for this meeting. 

The Comifſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts moued that a due order might be attended 
in the ſubſcriptions of the acts and determinacons of this and any future meetings 
of the Comiſſioners for the vnited Colonies, and expreſſed not onely their owne ap- 
prehenſions but the judgment of their generall Court That by the articles of Con- 
rederacon the firſt place did of Right belong to the Maſſachuſetts, as being firſt nam- 
ed and ſo thother Colonies in like order which being taken into conſideracon, and 
the articles of confederacon read It appeared euidently to the Comiſſioners that no 
ſuch priuiledg had beene euer propounded graunted or practiſed by the Comiſſion- 
ners for the Juriſdiccons in either of their former meetings and yet the firſt ſubſcrip- 
tion was made in the preſence of the generall Court of the Maflachuſetts. And to 
prevent future inconuenience vpon this occation they thought fitt to declare that this 
Commiſſion is free and may not receiue any thing, not expreſsly agreed in the arti- 
cles, as impoſed by any generall Court, yet out of their reſpects to the Gouernment 
of the Maſſachuſetts they did willingly graunt that their Comiſſioners ſhould firſt 
ſubſcribe after the Preſident in this and all future meetings. And the Commiſſioners 
for the other Colonies in ſuch order as they are named in the articles viz. Plymouth, 
Coneetacutt and New Hauen. 

The Comiſſioners being put in mind of the differrences betwixt the Narrohiggan- 
ſets and Vncus and the former engagements of the Engliſh to Vncus and his expecta- 
con of ſuccors from them in regard of ſome aſſaults pretended to be made vpon him 
by the Narrohigganſetts, as alſo of a charge layd vpon Vncus by the Narrohiggan- 
ſerts of takeing a ranſome or at leaſt a part thereof for the life of their late Sachim 
who afterwards notwithſtanding he put to death. It was conceiued requiſite before 
a full conſideracon could be taken of the ſaid differrences or any determinacon 
therevpon, that two meſſengers ſhould be ſent to both the ſaid Sachims with the 
following Inſtructions. | 
Inſtruccons for Thomas Stanton and Nathaniell Willett ſent by the Comiſſioners for 

the Vnited Colonies of New England to Peſſicus Canoonacus and other the Sa- 


chims of the Narrohigganſetts Indians and Vncus Sagamore of the Mohegan N 
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1. You ſhall informe the above menconed Sagamores reſpectiuely That the Com- 
ifioners for all the Engliſh Colonies namely the Maſſachuſetts New Plymouth Coneeta- 
cutt and New Hauen who have full power and authoritie from all the ſaid juriſdic— 
cons to conſider and conclude both of peace and warr, and by all juſt meanes, to 
prouide for the ſafety and welfare of the Countrey are now mett together at 
Hartford. 

2. That the ſaid Comiſſioners haue heard that the Narrohigganſett Sagamores and 
their company do charge Vncus and the Mohegan Indians that an agreement was 
made for the Ranſome of the late Narrohigganſet Sachim and that Vncus hath re- 
ceived part of the ſaid ranſome which Vncus denyeth to have received vpon any 
ſuch conſideracon, and therefore hath hitherto refuſed to returne the ſame. 

3. That diuers acts of hoſtillity haue lately paſſed betwixt the Narrohigganſets and 
the Mohegan Indians which are like to breake forth into an open warr to the diſtur- 
bance of the publicke peace vnleſse ſome ſeaſonable courſe be taken to prevent it 

4. That the Comiſſioners have therefore ſent you both to the Narrohigganſott 
and Mohegan Sagamores to let them know that if they pleaſe either to come them- 
ſelves, or to ſend any conſiderable men of theirs to propound their ſeueral greevances 
whether concerneing the fore menconed ranſome or any other matter and to bring 
due proofe of their complaints. The Comiſhoners without any partial reſpe& to 
either party will conſider their differrences, and give anſwerable aduice to them 
both to ſettle peace and a neighbourly correſpondence with due ſatisfaccon for inju- 
ries betwixt them. 

5. That the Comiſſioners hereby do promiſe and aſſure them, that they or their 
meſſengers ſhall have free liberty to come and returne and to treate and proſecute 
their affaires in peace without moleſtacon or any juſt greevance from the Engliſh. 
And in the name of the Comiſſioners you ſhall require of both parties that during 
this treaty no acts of hoſtillyty paſſe either againſt any of their ſeuerall plantacons, 
or of their people in their occations or Sagamores or Meſſengers in their trauels. 

6. If either of the parties put in excuſes and ſeeme vnwilling to come, you may 
remember them of the treaty made and concluded at Hartford bctwixt the Narrohig- 
gunſet Indians, and the Mohegans, by which they engaged themſelues, that vpon 
any differrences or offences before they entered vpon warr, they would firſt acquaint 
the Engliſh with their greevances and receiue aduice and direction from them. 

7· But it notwithſtanding they refuſe to come or ſend you ſhall from the Comiſſion- 
ers demaund from the refuſcing party what their purpoſe and reſolucon is whether 
for peace or warr betwixt themſelves, and on what termes they ſtand with the Eng- 
liſh Colonies, whether they. purpoſe to hold and continue all former treaties and 
agreements made either with the Engliſh of the Maſſachuſetts or the Englith at 
21 85 Hartford, 
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Harttord, or whether they account them all as broken and voyd chat the C omiſſion. 
ers may accordingly order their occations. 

8. You ſhall endeavour particulerly and clearely to acquaint and open euery one 
of the former articles both of the Narrohigganſet and Mohegan Indians, and you 
ſhall rake their anfwere in writing to eich particuler and when you have ſo donn 
reade their anſwere in the ſeuerall parts of it to them that they may underitand how 

ou underſtand their anſwere, and that we may know they owne it, and that there 
is no miſtake. 


Hariford September 6th 1644. 

YOUGHCO the Sachim of Munhanſett vpon long Hand preſenting himſelf to 
the Comiſſioners defired that in regard he was a Tributary to the Engliſh and had 
iitherto obſerved the articles of agreement, he might receiue from them a certyficate 
whereby his relacon to the Engliſh might appeare and he preſerved as much as might 
be from vnjuſt greevances and vexacons (though the Colonies. be no ways engaged 
to protect him) yet herevpon the following certificate was given him. 

To all whom it may concerne, whereas Longe Iland with the ſmaler lands adjacent, 
are graunted by the Kings Majeſtic of Greate Brittaine to the Lord Starling, and 
by him paſſed over to ſome of the Engliſh in theſe vnited Colonies and whereas the 
Indians n the Eaſterne parts of long Hand are become tributaries to the Engliſh and 
hive engaged their lands to them: and whereas Youghcoe Wiantauſe Moughmai- 
tow and Weenahaminin do profeſſe themſelues frends both to the Engliſh and the Dutch 
and that they haue not been injurions to either of them in their perſons cattle or 
goods, nor by wampam or any other meanes have ſought to procure the Mohawkes 
or any other Indians to annoy or hurt either of the nations, and promiſe ſtill to conti- 
nue in a peaceable and inoffenſive courſe towards them both, and that if it may ap- 
peare that any of theire men in any ſecrett way have beene actors in any thinge againſt 
either Engliſh or Dutch, vpon due notice and proofe they will deliuer all ſuch to 
deſerved puuiſhment, or provide dut ſatisfaccon for all i injuries and offences donn. 
It is our deſires that the ſaid Sagamores and their companies may enjoy full peace 
without diſturbance from the Engliſh or any in frendſhip with them whileſt they carry 


themſelues in wayes of peace without engageing themſelues in the quarrells of others 
or doing wrong to any. :

intereſſed in the lands in queſtion, deſired that nothing might be concluded againſt 


their Right and Title in their abſence, and profeſſeth that Pecoat Harbor and the lands 
adjoyneing were of great concernement to thoſe intereſſed in Conectacutt River, and 
that they had- a ſpeciall ayme and reſpect to yt when firſt they conſulted about 
planting in theſe parts. The reſt of the Comiſhoners conſidering the demaund and 
anſwere thought fit that due and convenyent reſpect be giuen to thoſe noble and wor- 
thy perſons abſent to pleade their owne interreſt, and that all patents cf equall Au- 
thoryty receine the ſame conſtruccon both in referrence to proprictic in lands and ju- 


riſdiccon ; And Mr. Fenwick was deſired to acquaint thoſe in England interreſſed, 


that the queſtion might be yſſued with convenyent ſpeed. And vpon this occaſion 


Mr. Fenwick-d-fired a meete proporcon of the tribute receiued from the Irians as a 


fruite of the Conqueſt attayned by a common charge wherein the Gentlemen interreſt- 
ed in Say-Brooke fort bare a conſiderable part. 

Whereas the moſt conſiderable perſons in theſe Colonies came into theſe parts of 
America that they might enjoy Chriſt in his ordinances without diſturbance, and 
whereas among many other precious mercies the ordinances haue beene and are diſ- 
penced among us with much puritie and power. The Comiſſioners took it into their 
ſerious conſideracon how ſome due mayntenance according to God might be prouid- 
ed and ſetled both for the preſent and future for the encouragement of the miniſters 
who labour therein and concluded ro propound and commend it to eich generall Court. 
That thoſe that are taught in the word in the ſeueral plantacons be called together, 
that euery man voluntaryly ſet downe what he is willing to allow to that end and ule. 
And if any man refuſe to pay a meete proporcon, that then hee be rated by authory- 
ty in ſome juſt and equall way, And if after this any man with hold or delay due pay- 
ment, the ciuill power to be exerciſed as in other juſt debts. | 

This enſuing propoſicon of a general Contribucon for the mayntenance of poore 
ſchollers at the Colledg at Cambridge being preſented to the Comiſſioners by Mr. 
Shepard paſtor to the Church at Cambridg was read and fully approued by them and 
agreed to be comended to the ſeueral generall Courts as a matter worthy of due confi- 


deracon and entertainement for advance of learneing and which we hope wil be chear- 
fully embraced. | | 


To the honored Comiſſioners 


Thoſe whom God hath called to attend the welfare of Religious Common Weales 
haue beene prompt to extend their care for the good of publike Schooles by meanes 
of which the Common wealth may be furniſhed with knowing and underſtanding men 
in all callings the Churches with an able miniſtery in all places and without which it 
is eaſy to ſee how both theſe eſtates may decline and degenerate into groſſe ignorance 
and conſeqyently into great and vniuerſall prophaneſſe. May it pleaſe you therefore 
among other thinges of Common Concernement, and publike benefitt to take into 


©. your 
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your conſideracon ſome way of comfortable mayntenance for that Schoole of the 
Prophets that now is: For although hitherto God hath carryed on that worke by a 
ſpeciall hand and that not without ſome euedent fruit and ſucceſſe yet it is found by 
too ſad experience, that for want of ſome externall ſupplys many are diſcouraged from 
ſending their children (though pregnant and fitt to take the leſt impreſſion) therevnto, 
others that are ſent their parents enforced to take them away too ſoone or to their 
owne houſes too oft as not able to miniſter any comfortable and ſeaſonable maynte- 
nance to them therein. And thoſe who are continued not without much preſſure ge- 
nerally to the feeble abillities of their parents or other private frends who beare the 
burthen therein aloanc, If therefore it were commended by you at leaſt to the free- 
dome of euery famyly (which is able and willing to giue) throughout the plantacons 
to give yearely but the fourth part of a buſhel of Corne, or ſomethinge equiuolent 
therevato. And for this end if every Miniſter were deſired to ſtirr up the hearts of 
the people once in the fitteſt ſeaſon in the yeare to be freely enlarged therein and one 
or two faythfull and fitt men appoynted in each towne to receiue and ſeaſonably to 
fend in what ſhalbe thus giuen by them, It is conceived that as no man would feele 
any greevance hereby, ſo it would be a bleſſed meanes of comfortable prouiſion for 
the dyerc of divers ſuch ſtudients as may ſtand in neede of ſome ſupport, and be 
thought meete and worthy to be continued a fitt ſeaſon therein. And becauſe it may 
ſeeme an vnmeete thing for this one to fuck and draw away all that noriſhment which 
the like Schooles may neede in after tymes in other Colonies, your wiſdomes there- 
fore may ſet downe what limmitacons you pleaſe, or chooſe any other way you {hall 
think more meete for this defired preſent ſupply, your religious care hereof as it can- 
not but be pleaſing to him whoſe you are and whom now you ſerue, ſo the fruit here- 


of may hereafter aboundantly teſtyfye that your labour herein hath not beene in 
Vayne. | | 


The Gouernment of Maſſachuſetts may receive Martins vineyard into their Juri- 
diccon if they ſee cauſe. 


The Jurifdiccon of Coneetacutt hath the ſame liberty for Southhampton vpon 
Long Iland. | | 

Whereas a queſtion hath heene fomerly propounded betwixt the Maſſachuſetts and 
Mr. Tenwick about the runing of the Maſſachuſetts line in referrence to Woranoake 
where Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Whiteing haue purchaſed lands from the Indians and 
haue built and are poſſeſſed of a trading there with the Indians. And whereas the 
preſent Comꝭſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts produced an Order of Court made at 
Maflachuſetts wherein Mr. Fenwick promiſed to cleare the title to Woronoak as not 
within the Maſſachuſetts line at or before this meeting or elſe to ſubmitt yt to the 
Maſſachuſetts Government, The Comiſſioners fynd that Mr. Fenwick hath not yet clear- 


ed his title by Patent to woronoak, and therefore ſec not for the preſent but . 
| tradin 
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trading houſe and lands at woroack doth fall vnder all juſt orders made at the Maſſa. 
chuſetts with other trading houſes and land within that Juriſdiccon, till the title be 
further cleared. But the proprietie of the land to be left to the Purchaſors they 
makeing their title appeare, prouided it exceede not a thouſand acrees. 

It is ordered that no perſon within any of the vnited Colonies ſhall directly or indi- 
rectly ſell to any Indians either pouder ſhott bulletts guns ſwords daggers arrow heads 
or any amunition under the penalty of twenty for one nor ſhall any Smyth or other 
perſon whatſoeuer mend any gunn or other foremenconed weapon belonging to any 
Indian vnder the aforefaid penalty. And it is comended vnto the ſerious conſideracon 
of the ſeuerall Juriſdiccons whether it be not expedient and neceſſary to prohibit the 
ſelling of the aforeſaid ammunition either to the French or Dutch, or to any other 
that do commonly trade the ſame with Indians. 

Whereas there was a petition preſented to the Commiſſioners for a proporcon of 
pouder and other guifts ginen to New England in generall. It is thought fitt that 
what appeares to be ſo giuen ſhall be diuided according to a juſt proporcon reſeruing 
the particuler guifts giuen to each Juriſdiccon as proper to themſelues. 

The Comiſſioners fynding that in that intercourſe of occations which they may 
haue with their neighbours whether Dutch French Sweeds or others ayd may be 
demaunded or liberty and permiſſion for voluntaries t6 ſtrengthen and aſſiſt one par- 
ty which may bee lyable to miſconſtruccon and haſſard the peace of the Colonies. It 
is therefore ordered that no Juriſdiccon within this Confederacon ſhall permitt any 


voluntaries to go forth in a warlike way againſt any people whatſoeuer without order 


and direccon of the Comiſhoners of the ſeuerall Juriſdiccons. 


Whereas the Trade with the Indians in theſe parts is or may be of great Concerne- 
ment, but with all ſubje& to many queſtions and differrences, as whether eich Juriſ- 
diccon ſhalbe limmitted and reſtrayned to their owne knowne and allowed bounds, 
whether in each Juriſdiccon each particuler perſon ſhall haue liberty at his diſcretion 
to mannage a particular trade according to his opportunitie, or whether the trade 
ſhalbe rented out to ſome either at certaine yearely rate, or ſuch proporcon by the 
hundred or ſkinn, or whether as the Colonies are now vnited, ſo a generall ſtock be 
raiſed for, and throughout them all, into which each man ſhall haue liberty to put 
in as he is able and willing. The Comiſſioners conceived this latter more profita- 
ble and honorable and accordingly agreed to comend it to their generall Courts in their 
ſeuerall Juriſdiccons with theſe following conſideracons. 
1. It is conceived that a ſtock of five or fix thouſand pounds may begin ſuch 
2 Trade, but Tenn thouſand or more may 3 and to good advantage 
be ymployed in yt. 
2. That in each Plantacon euery man may either put in his proporcon vnder his owne 
name (prouidedhe put not in lefle than xxlb.) ordiners may put in vnder the name of ſome 
6 | one 
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one whom they generally truſt and are fatisfyed in, And in ſuch caſe he whoſe name 


is uſed, to be called an vndertaker or feoffee, and all the reſt adventurers. 

3. That in each Juriſdiccon two or three be choſen by the vndertakers to mannage 
this joynt ſtock, by providing Comodities for trade, ſetling tradeing houſes hireing 
factors or ſervants to trade with the Indians, receiving the Beaver or other proceeds 
of the trade from them with accounts from tyme to tyme and what els may be 
neceſſary and ordered as proper to their place and theſe to be called com- 
mittees. 

4. That if the ſeueral General] Courts approue this courſe of trading by a joynt 
ſtock every man may have tyme with in three months after to vnderwrite what hee 
will furniſh for the trade, and fix months after to pay it in. Prouided that whatever 
any man vnderwrites no more ſhalbe accounted or expected then what he payeth in 
with in the aforeſaid ſix months. | 

5. For the payment of every mans proporcon, either money Engliſh com- 


modities fitt for trade, wampom Beauer Engliſh Corne or cattell fitt for the Butcher 
or markett ſhalbe accepted: fo that by the comittees they bee duly and indif. 


ferrently rated, that they may equall to the payment of others that no man be 
wronged. 


6. That this way of tradeing with due priuiledges be eſtabliſhed by each Gene- 


rall Court for tenn yeares and that all Interlopers both our owne and others be re- 


ſtrayned aſmuch as may be. . 
7. That the accounts of this joynt ſtock be made by the aforeſaid ene 


euery yeare and tendred to the view of the Comiſhoners in each Juriſdiecon before 
this yearely meeting in September. And that after the firſt yeare ſo much of the 
gayne and profitts (if it pleaſe God to proſper the trade) be deuided as the Comiſſi- 
oners for the Colonies with the aforeſaid Comittees ſhall thinke meete. 

8. The aforeſaid Comittees to haue ſuch allowance and conſideracon for their 
care and paynes in mannageing this joynt ſtock as the vndertakers ſhall thinke 
meete. 

9. Whereas it is conceiued there will be a general Count in each Juriſdiccon 
this next enſuing month or the begining of November where theſ: propoſicons may 
be ſeriouſly conſidered, the Comiſſioners promiſe mutually to certefy each other 
what entertainement they fynd that accordingly each Juriſdiccon, and trader may 
order their owne occations. 

Some of the Inhabitants of Roade Iland hauein intimated a willingnes to be re- 
ceiued into and vnder the Gouernment of one of the Colonies, The Comiſſioners 
conſidering that by an vtter refuſall, they may by the diſcords and diuifions among 
themſclues be cxpoſed to ſome greate inconvenyences, and hopeing many of them 


may be reduced to a better frame by gouernment thought fitt that if the major an 
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and ſuch as haue moſt interreſt in the Iland will abſolutely and without reſervacon 
ſubmitt either the Maſſachuſetts or Plymouth may receive them. 

It is agreed by way of explanacon of the fourth Article that in each meeting of 
the Comiſſioners in September they alwayes bring with them the true number of all 
their males from ſixteene to ſixty yeares of age That till the next yeares meeting in 
any occation of ayde the number of men to be ſent from each Juriſdiccon ſhall con- 
tinue as was ordered in September 1643 but all charges paſt which fall vpon the 
Colonies by the Articles ſhalbe payd according to the number of males laſt yeare 
brought in, and all future charges for this yeare according to the number to be 
brought in in September 1045. | 
There being a queſtion propounded of what eſteeme and force a verdi& or ſen- 
tence of any 'one Court within the Colonies ought to be of in the Court of another 
juriſdiccon the Comiſſioners well weighing the ſame thought fitt to comend it to the 
ſeueral Generall Courts, that euery ſuch verdict or ſentence may haue a due reſpect 
in any other Court through the Colonies where occaſion may be to make vſc 
of it and that it be accounted good euidence for the plaintiffe vntill either better 
euidence or ſome other juſt cauſe appeare to alter or make the ſame voyde, and 
that in ſuch caſe the yſſuing of the cauſe in queſtion be reſpited for ſome convenient 
tyme, that the Court may be aduiſed which were the verdi& or ſentence firſt 
paſſed. 

The Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts informeing what ayd had formerly beene 
afforded to Mons. de la Toure at his owne charg by ſome marchants or other vo- 
lunteers out of the Bay without publike order or allowance that Mons. de Aulney 
hath ſince given out Commiſſions to take any veſſells belonging to the ſaid Bay: 
that Mons. de la Toure is or lately was in the Bay deſireing further ayde againſt 
Mons. de Aulney that the Magiſtrates in the Maſſachuſetts haue not onely refuſed 
to graunt any further Aſſiſtance, but by a publike Declaracon haue ſtrictly forbid- 
den all theires (ſaue in their owne defence) either as volunteers or any other way to 
do any hoſtile act againſt Mons. de Aulney or any of his till further conſideracon 
and order. And that the Counſell tor the Maſſachuſetts haue written to Mons. de 
Aulney that the former ayde was carryed by private men hyred by Mons. de la 
Toure at his own charge and had no Comiſſion countenance nor any allowance from 
ihe generall Court or Gouernment there ſettled, that if it appeare any injurie haue 
beene donn by any of them in that courſe, they will as they may prouide for a due 
repaire and for that purpoſe are ready and do deſire that in a faire treaty conſidera- 
con may be taken of all former paſſages and greevances betwixt the Engliſh now 
vnited in theſe Colonies and himſelf and his Company, that due fatisfaccon may be 
giuen and receiued and peace and a neighbourly correſpondence preſerued and con- 


tinued betwixt them. And in the meane tyme that their Merchants may proceed in 
their 
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their law ſull raves without diſturbance, but what anſwere or ſucceſſe they may 
receiue or fynd is yet doubtfull, wnerefore they deſired advice from the Comiſſion. 
ers how to proceed further in theſe treaties or affaires with Mons. de Aulney. 

The Comithoners ſeriouily conſideriug the premiſſes did fully approoue the late offer 
of a faire and neighburly treaty to conſider of greevances mutually that juſt repara- 


- cons may hee accordingly made and if occation require themſelues ſhalbe ready to 


ſecond and confirme that foremenconed offer that Juſtice may be furthered and peace 
with the ſweet fruits of it continued but if notwithſtanding thoſe juſt propoſicons 
made by the Maſſachuſetts Monſ. de Aulney ſhall refuſe to treat, or neglect to call 
back his firſt Comiſſions, if he ſhall profeſſe a reſolucon for warr or proceede in Cour- 
ſes of actuall hoſtilitie aſſaulting or ſeizeing any of the veſſells belonging to any of the 
Colonies either at ſea or in any harbour, before any attempt or further juſt provocacon 


haue beene offerred by any of the Engliſh then it ſhalbe lawfull for the generall 


Court of the Maſſac huſctts to graunt a lymmitted Comiſhon to any of theires to re- 
paire themſelues and by ſeizeing any veſſells of his to recouver their loſſes. And fur- 
ther if it be apparent to the ſaid generall Court that Monſ. de Aulney be ſo reſolued 
vpon warr that peace andneighbourly correſpondency cannot bee had vpon any equal 
termes. Then it may be lawfull for the ſaid Court in the name and for the uſe of 
the {aid vnited Colonies to treate with Monſ. de la Toure and if he be willing to pur- 
chaſe all his right and title to the lands forts and appurtenances at St. John's River, 
or if hee will not part with it, they may then take the beſt and ſpeedyeſt courſe they 
can according to rules of juſtice and prudence at his charge to ſecure Monſ. de la 
Toures fort there, that yt fall not into the hands of ſuch an implacable enemie. But 
in ſuch caſe the Comiſſioners for the vnited Colonies are to be ſumoned aſsoone as the 
ſeaſon will permitt to afford their further aduice and direccon in a buſineſſe of ſogreat 
importance and concernement. 

Whereas a peticon was delivered to the Comiſſioners deſireing the mending of ſome 
places ia the way from the Bay to Coneetacutt. It was agreed that it be left to Mr. 
Hopkins Preſident, to take care for the prouideing ſome man or men to fynd and lay 
out the beſt way to the Bay, and the charge to be borne by the whole. 2 

A motion being made by the Comiſſioners of Plymouth that fatisfaccon might be 
required of Monſ. de Aulney for the injurie donn to them at Matthebiquatus in 
Penobſcott The Comiſſioners thought meete to deferr the ſame till they ſee what 
anſwere the ſaid Monſ. de Aulney will returne to a lettre ſent him by the Magiſtrates 
of the Maſſachuſetts wherein that particuler is menconed and that therevpon it be 


taken into further conſideracon. 


Whereas by a wiſe Providence of God two of the Juriſdiccons in the weſterne 
parts vizt. Coneetacut and New Hauen haue beene lately exerciſed by ſondry inſolen- 


cies and outrages from the Indians. As firſt an Engliſhman running from his maſter 
7 out 
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out of the Maſſachuſetts was murthered in the woods in or neere the limmitts of 
Coneetacut Juriſdiccon and about ſix weeks after vpon diſcouery by an Indian the 
Indian Sagamore in thoſe parts promiſed to deliver the murtherrer to the Engliſh 
bound, and haueing accordingly brought him within the fight of Vncowa by their 
joynt conſent as it is informed he was there vnbound and left to ſhift for himſelf, where- 
vpon tenn Engliſhmen forthwith comeing to the place, being ſent by Mr. Ludlow at 
the Indians defire to receiue the murtherrer, hoe ſeeing him eſcaped, layd hold of 
viij or ix Indians there preſent amongſt whom there was a Sagamore or two, and 
kept them in hold two dayes, till foure Sagamores engaged themſelues within one 
month to deliuer the priſoner ahd about a week after this agreement an Indian came 
preſumptuouſly, and with guile in the day tyme, and murtherouſly aſſaulted an 
Engliſh wooman in her houſe at Stamford, and by three wounds ſuppoſed mortall left 
her for dead after hee had robbed the houſe, by which paſſages the Engliſh were 
provoaked, and called to a due conſideracon of their one ſafetie, and the Indians 
generally in thoſe partes aroſe in an hoſtile manner, refuſed to come to the Engliſh 
to carry on treaties of peace departed from their wigwams left their corne vnweeded 
and ſhewed themſelues tumultuouſly about ſome of the Engliſh Plantacons, and ſhott 
of peeces within heareing of the Towne, and ſome Indians came to the Engliſh and tould 
them the Indians would fall vpon them ſoe that moſt of the Engliſh thought it vnſafe 
to trauell in thoſe parts by land and ſome of the Plantacons were put vpon ſtrong 
watch and ward night and day, and could not attend their priuate occations and yet 
diſtruſted their owne ſtrengthe for their defence, wherevpon Hartford and New 
Hauen were ſent vnto for ayde, and ſaw cauſe both to ſend both in the weaker parts 
of their owne Juriſdiccons thus in danger and New Hauen for convenyency of Scit— 
tuacon ſent ayd to Vncowah though belonging to Coneetacutt of all which paſſages 
they preſently acquainted the Comiſſioners in the Bay and had allowance and approbace . 

from the generall Court there with-direccon neither to haſten a warr nor to beare ſuc. 
inſolencies too long which courſes though chargable to themſelues, yet through 
Gods bleſſing they hope the fruite is and wilbe ſweete and wholeſome to all the Co- 
lonies the murtherrers are ſince delivered to Juſtice the publike peace preferued for 
tie preſent and probably may be better ſecured for the future. The Comiſſioners 
for Coneetacut and New Hauen for their Juriſdiccons who haue expended theſe 
charges in the aforeſaid cauſe prepounded how they ſhould be borne whether by the 
Colonies or the aforeſaid Juriſdiccons which being conſidered and the articles for 
confederacon, the greater part of Comiſſioners conceiued that till war be begunn 
vpon ſome one of the Colonies by an actuall aſſault, no charg ſhalbe expected from 
the reſt of the Juriſdiccons. And the Comiſſioners doe joyntly agree that in any 
ſuch aſſault or warr begunn vpon any one of them no charge is to be borne by the 


reſt till all the grounds and occations of the warr be conſidered and the Juriſdiccon 
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invaded cleared by the Comiſhoners according to the articles, hut being cleared then 
flom the beginning of the warr the charge to fall vpon the Colonies according to 
their proporcon wherein the French buſines (if there be cauſe) ſhall be taken into 
confideracon, and the order now entred in this meeting of the Comiſhoners ſhalbe 
of no force to guide the matter of charge in any warr which may follow any further 
then the articles thus expounded require. 

Vpon certaine differences between the Maſſachuſetts and Mr. Whiting with 
others concerneing an agreement beareing date xilijth of the fourth month 1641 con- 
cerning two patents vpon the Riuer of Paſcataque. The comſſioners for the Maſſa. 
ch pleaded that their general Court intended not to graunt any lands to the fore- 
ſaid Gentlemen but onely to receiue from them what then was conceued to be theirs 
vpon a ſuppoſicon that the Patents of the ſaid gentlemen were antienter than that of 
the Maſſachuſetts, and deſired that ſome courſe might be thought vpon and ſetled, 
whereby the townes on the ſaid River might enjoy ſuch liberties as other Townes in 
the Bay doe according to a clauſe in the ſaid agreement, or otherwiſe they ſhalbe 
forced to ſurrender which being duly conſidered it apppeared to the reſt of the Co- 
miſſioners that in the agreement menconed the Court of the Maſſachuſetts do graunt 
or conſent to the reſeruacon therein expreſſed and promiſe to aſſiſt them by all legall 
courſes in the mayntenance of thoſe reſeruacons, and that in making the ſaid agree- 
ment there was a debate and agitacon both aboute the Maſſachuſetts line and date of 
the two Patents but they were by the ſaid Court layd aſide that the ſaid Agreement 
might precede and be concluded, and the Comiſhoners conceiue that that clauſe 
wherein there is mention of liberties referrs opely to Juriſdiccon, and cannot infring 
or weaken the gentlemens propertie in the lands reſerued by the ſaid agreement: yet 
they think it reaſonable and juſt, that the Gentlemen afford ſome ſuch further accom 
modacon in land to the Inhabitants, as by which they may comfortably ſubſiſt and 
enjoy ordinances among them though no ſuch thing be expreſſed or prouided tor in 
the agreement before menconed. 

Vpon the reading of A letter from the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts to the Comil 
ſioners dated the fecond of the vijth month 1644 and vpon a ſerious conſideracon 
among themſelues how the ſpreading courſe of Error might be ſtayed, and the 
Truths wherein the Churches of New England walke ſet upon their owne firme and 
cleare foundacons The Comiſſioners propounded to and receiued from the Elders 
now preſent at Hartford as followeth. | | 

Duet, Whether the Elders may not be intreated ſcriouſly to conſider of ſome con- 
teſhon of Doctrine and Diſcipline with ſolid Ground to pe approued by the Churches, 
and publiſhed by conſent (till further light) for the confirmeing the weake among 
ourſelues, and ſtoping the mouths of aduerſaries abroad.

Anſ. Wee who are here preſent in all thankfullnes acknowledg your Chriſtian and 
Religious care to further the good of our Churches and poſterytie, and do readily 
-ntertaine the motion; and ſhall uſe our beſt dilligence and indeavour to acquaint the 
reſt of our breethren with yt, and ſhall ſtudy to anſwere your deſires and expec- 
tacon aſſoone as God ſhall giue a fitt ſeaſon. 

Whereas there hath beene ſome differrence betweene the Maſſachuſetts and New 
Plymouth concerneing A plantacon now called Seacunck, to which Juriſdiccon it 
ſhould belong and appertaine, which was now referred by both parties to the Co- 
miſſioners and an abſtra& or copy of a clauſe of Plymouth Patent expreſling and lim- 
miting their bounds ſhewed vnto them: By which it appeareth that A Countrey or 
place called Poccanokick (alias) Sewamſett is graunted vnto them. I he Comiſhon- 
ers not conceiueing that the clauſe (alias) Sewamſet as there expreſſed ſhould ſtreaten 
the limmitts and improueing an oppertunitie df the Narrohigganſet Deputics now 
preſent do find Seacunck clearely within the limmits ſo graunted to New Plymouth, 
And therefore adjudg that unleſſe better euedence be brought at or before the Co- 
miſſioners meeteing the next yeare in September Seacunck doth and ſhould fall into 
the Juriſdiccon of New Plymouth. 

Thomas Stanton vpon his returne informed that hee had fully acquainted the Nar- 
rohigganſet Sagomores with the contents of his inſtruccons that they conſulting 
amonge themſelues and with Kienemo one of the Nayantick Sachems had ſent a Sa- 
gamore with other conſiderable perſons as their deputies with direccon and full power 
to charge Vncus and to treate with the Engliſh promiſeing to ratify and confirme what 
the ſaid Deputies ſhall agree and conclude, wherevpon the Comiſſioners gaue a full 
heareing bothe to the Narrohigganſet Deputies and to Vncus Sagamore of the Mo- 
hegans concerneing a pretended ranſome for Myantenomo and as the yſſue found, 
that though ſeueral diſcourſes had paſſed from Vncus and his men that for ſuch quan- 
tities of wampom and ſuch parcells of other goods to a great value there might haue 
been ſome probabilitie of ſpareing his life, yet no ſuch parcells were brought : But 
Vncus denyeth, and the Narrohigganſet Deputies did not alleadg, much leſſe proue that 
any ranſome was agreed, nor ſo much as any treaty begunn to redeeme their impriſoned 
Sachim. And for that wampoms and goods ſent as they were but ſmale parcells and 
ſcarce conſiderable for ſuch a purpoſe, a part of them diſpoſed by Myantinomo him- 
ſelf to Vncus his Counſellors and Captaines for ſome favour either paſt or hoped for 
and part were giuen and ſent to Vncus and to his Squa for preſerueing his life ſo 
long and vſeing him curteouſly during his Impriſonment. Wherefore the Comiſſi- 
overs declared to the Narrohigganſett Deputies as followeth. 


1. That they did not fynd any proofe of any ranſome agreed. 
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2. It appeared not that any wampom had beene payed as a ranſome or part of a 
ranſome for Myantinomos life. 

3. That if they had in any meaſure proued their charg againſt Vncus, The Co. 
miſſioners would haue required him to haue made anſwerable ſatisfaccon. 

4. That if hereafter they can make ſatisfying proofe the Engliſh will conſider the 
ſame and proceede accordingly. 

5. The Comiſhoners did require that neither themſelues nor the Nyanticks make 
any warr or injurious aſſault vpon Vncus or any of his company vntill they make 
proofe of the ranſome charged. And that due ſatisfaccon be denyed vnleſse he firſt 
aſſault them. 

6. That if they aſſault Vncus the Engliſh are engaged to aſſiſt him. Herevpon 
the Narrohigganſer Sachim aduiſeing with the other Deputies engaged himſelf in the 
behalf of the Narrohigganſets and Nayanticks That no hoſtile acts ſhould be com- 
mitted vpon Vncus or any of his, vntill after the next planting of Corne. And that 
after that, before they begin any warr they will giue thirty dayes warneing to the 
Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts or Conectacutt. 

The Comiſſioners approoueing of this offer, and takeing their engagement vnder 
their hands required Vncus as hee expetted the continuance of the favour of the 
Engliſh to obſerue the ſame terms of peace with the Narrohigganſetts and theirs. 

Theſe foregoing concluſions were ſubſcribed by the Comiſhoners for the ſeveral 
Juriſdiccons this xixth September 1644.

The within named Narrohigganſets Deputies did further promiſe That if contrary 
to this Agreement any of the Nayantick Pecoatts ſhould make any aſſault vpon Vncus 
or any of his, they would deliuer them vp to the Engliſh to be puniſhed according 


to their demeritts. And that they would not vſe any meanes to procure the Maw- 
hakes to come againſt Vncus during this truce. 


Boſton, Maſſachuſetts the 28th of the fift month 1645. 


AT a meetinge extraordinary of the Comiſſioners of the Vnited Colonies called 
by ſpeciall Order of the general Court of the Maſſachuſetts John Winthrope Her- 
bert Pellame Eſqrs. Mr. Thomas Prence Mr. John Browne gent. George Phenwick 
and Edward Hopkins Eſqrs. Theophilus Eaton and Mr. Steeven Goodyer. 

An order of the general Court of the Maſſachuſetts dated the xiiijth of the third 
month 1645 was ſhewed whereby John Winthrope and Herbert Pellame Eſqrs. were 
chofen Comiſſioners according the tenure of the Articles for this preſente yeare vn- 
til new be choſen. | | Hs 

An order of the generall Court of Plymouth dated the fourth of the fourth month 
1645 was likewiſe produced whereby Mr. Thom. Prence and Mr John Browne were 
choſen Comiſſioners according to the tenure of the Articles for this preſent yeare. 

A like Order of the gencrall Court at Hartford for the Juriſdiccon of Conneeta- 
cute was produced whereby George Fenwick and Edward Hopkins Eſq'rs. were 
choſen Comiſſioners according to the tenure of the Articles &c. for this preſente 
Jeare which order was dated the ixth of the fift month 1645. 

3 A like Order of the generall Court at New Hauen dated the xxxth of the 
eight month 1644 was ſhewed forth whereby Mr. Theophilus Eaton and Mr Stce- 
phen Goodyer were choſen Comiſſioners according to the tenure of the Articles &c. 
for a yeare then following. 


John Winthrope was choſen Preſident for this meeting of the Comiſlioners. 
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The Comiſſioners deſired to know the ſpeciall occaſion of this meeting, the Comiſ- 
ſioners of the Maſſachuſetts anſwered That it was concerneing the French buſineſſe, 
which not being fully prepared this Day and the warrs betwixt Piſſicus and Vncus 
being begunn and requireing ſpeedy courſe &c. It was agreed to take that firſt into 
conſideracon according to the preſent ſtate of affaires, It was thought fitt to ſend mel. 
ſengers forthwith to both the parties to procure the Narrohigganſett and Mohig- 
gen Sachems to come or ſend to Boſton and Inſtruccons were drawne accordingly as 
followeth. 


Inſtruccons for Serjeant John Dames Benedict Arnold and Francis Smyth ſent by 
the Comiſſioners of the Vnited Colonies of New England to Piſſecus Canonna- 
cus and other the Sachems of the Narrohigganſett and Neantick Indians And to 
Vncus Sagamore of the Mohegans. 


1./Y OU ſhall inform thaboue menconed Sagamores reſpectiuely that the Comiſſi. 
onets for all the Engliſh Colonies namely the Maſſachuſetts New Plymouth Conneeta- 
cutt and NewHauen whoe haue full power and Authoryty from all the ſaid Juriſdic- 
cons to conſider and conclude both of peace and warr and by all juſt meanes to 
prouide for the ſafety and welfare of the Countrey are now mett together at 
Boſtone. 

2. That the Comiſſioners take knowledg both of ſome vnderhand on eich parte 
made one againſt the other contrary to rhe true meaneing of the late truce betwixt 
them at Hartford and of ſeuerall hoſtile Invaſions made by the Narrohigganſets vpon 
and againſt Vncus and the Mohegan Indians to the diſturbance and breach of the 
peace which the Engliſh haue ſought to ſettle. 

z. That therefore the Comiſſioners haue ſent you both to the Narrobigganſet and 
Mohegan Sagamores to lett them know That if it pleaſe them to come themſelues 
or to ſend any conſiderable men of theirs fully inſtructed to declare and proue vpon 
what occations and grounds this warr is thus broken out, and fully authoriſed to 
treate and conclude as occation ſhall require the Comiſſioners without any partiall re- 
ſpect to either party will conſider the ſeme and take the beſt conrfe they can to 
reſtore and confirme peace berwixt them for their mutuall ſafety and advantage. 


4. The Comiſſioners do hereby promiſe and aſſure them that they or their meſſen- 
gers ſhall haue free liberty to come and returne to treate proſecute and conclude their 
affaires in peace without moleſtacon or any juſt greevance from the Englith. And in 
the name of the Comiſſioners you ſhall require of both parties that during this treaty 
no acts of hoſtilitie paſſe either againſt of their ſeuerall Plantacons or any of their 
people in their occations or any of their Sagamores or Meſſengers in their tra- 
ve'!s too and froo. 


5. If 
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5. If either of the parties put in excuſes and ſeeme vnwilling to come or fend 
to or ſuſpend the warr begunn you ſhall remember them of their former 
treaty made and concluded at Hartford fiue yeares ſince with Mr. Heaynes and other 
mageſtrats there by which they are both engaged to acquaint the Engliſh with their 
greevances and receive advice and direccons from them. | 

6. But if notwithſtanding they refuſe to come or ſend you ſhall acquaint them that 
the Engliſh are engaged to aſſiſt againſt theſe hoſtile Invaſions and that they have ſent 
ſome of their men to defend Vncus. You ſhall therefore from the Comiſſioners de- 
maund of the refuſeing party what their purpoſe is eich to other, and on what termes 
they ſtand with the Engliſh Colonies whether the former Treaties for peace ſtand 
and remayne in force, or whether they will aſſault the Engliſh now with the Mohe- 
gans that the Colonies may prouide acccordingly. 

7. You ſhall endeavour particularly and clearly to open euery one of the former 
Articles to the Sagamores both of the Narrohigganſetts and Mohiggan Indians that 
they may fully vnderſtand the ſame, and you ſhall rake their anſweres in writmg to 
eich particuler and when you have ſo donne reade their anſwere in the ſcuerall parts 
to eich of them, that they may owne the Returne they make, and that wee may 
know there is noe miſtake. 

Our ſaid Meſſengers being returned Benedict Arnold our Interpreter informed vs 
vpon his oath of the anſwere hee received and what vſage he found from the two 
Sachims of Narrohigganſet and Naantick as appeares in the Declaracon hereafter in- 
ſerted. They brought vs alſo a Letter from Mr. Roger Williams wherein hee aſſures 
vs the warr would preſently breake forth and that the Narrohigganſet Sachims had 
lately concluded a Neutrallyty with Providence and the Townes vpon Aquidnett 
Iſland. Wherevpon the Comiſſioners confidering the great provocations offerred and 
the neceſſyty we ſhould be put vnto of makeing warr vpon the Narrohiggan &c and 
being alſo carefull in a matter of ſo greate weight and generall concern2ment to fee 
the way cleared and to giue ſatisfaccon to all the Colonies did think fitt to aduiſe with 
ſuch of the Majeſtrats and Elders of the Maſſachuſetts as were then at hand, and alſo 
with ſome of the Cheefe Millitary Commanders there who being aſſembled it was then 
agreed, Firſt that our engagement bound us to ayde and defende the Mohegan Sa- 
chem. 2dly That this ayde could not be intended. onely to defend him and his in 
his fort or habitacon, but (according to the common acceptacon of ſuch Couenants or 
engagements conſidered with the grounde or occafion thereof) fo to ayde him as hee 
might be preſerued in his liberty and eſtate. zaly That this ayde mult be ſpeedy leaſt 
he might bee fwallowed vp in the meane tyme and fo come too late. 

4thly. The juſtice of this warr being cleared to ourſelnes and the reſt then pre- 
ſent it was thought meete that the caſe ſhould be breifly ſtated and the reaſons. 
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and grounds of the warr declared and publiſhed which declaracon hereafter in. 
ſerted. | 

5thly. That a Day of humiliacon ſhould be appoynted, which was after agreed to 
be the fitt day of the weeke following. | | 

6thly. It was then alſo agreed by the Comiſſioners that the whole number to be 
raiſed in all the Colonies ſhould bee three hundred, whereof from the Maſſachu- 
ſetts one hundred and nynety Plymouth fourty Conetacutt fourty and New Ha. 
ren thirty. | 

According to the Counſell and Determinacon aforeſaid the Comiſhoners confider- 
ing the preſent Danger of Vncus the Mohegan Sachim (his forte haueing beene divers 
tymes aſſaulted by a great army of the Narrohigganſers &c) agreed to haue fourty 
ſoldiers ſent with all expedition for his defence, and becauſe a conſiderable number 
of men had formerly beene ſent to him from Conectacutt and Newhauen, and that 
the Narrohigganſets &c might know that the reſt of the Colonies were reſolued to 
joyne in this warr and not to fit ſtill and deferr the tyme by Meſſages It was agreed 
that thoſe fourty men ſhould bee ſent from the Maſſachuſetts, and becauſe the buſi- 


neſſe would admitt no delay (notice being giuen to the Comiſhoners that the ayde 


ſent him from Coneetacutt and New Hauen were returned hoame) ſo as there was 
not tyme to ſtay the conveineinge either of the generall Court or of the ſtanding 
Counſell It was ordered by the Comiſſioners that thoſe fourty men might and ought 
to be raiſed &c by the preſent Authoryty therevpon they acquainted the Gouernor 
herewith who gaue aſſent and advice therevnto and withall ſent out ſummons for the 
generall Court to be aſſembled aboute ſiue or ſix dayes after Vpon this the Comif- 
ſioners for the Mafſachuſerts one of them being Preſident ſent firſt to the Majors of 
the Regiments of Suffolk and Middleſex for their Aſſiſtance in raiſeing the ſaid 
fourty men. But feareing that would not ſucceed ſo ſpeedyly as was required they 
ſent warrants with all to the Conſtables of ſix of the neareſt Townes intemateing the 
vrgent and preſſing occation and requireing them to impreſs ſo many men and ſome 
horſes to be ready at Boſtone within two dayes &c The Majors endeavoured to 
rayſe the volunteers, but they returned vs anſwere they could haue men, but they 
expected to be ympreſſed So the Conſtables brought in our full number and wee 
ſent them forth within three dayes armed and victualled vnder the comaund of Lief. 


tennant Humphrey Atherton and Serjeant John Davies with foure horſes and two of 


Cutchimakins Indians for their guides and gaue Leiftennant Atherton a Comiſſion 
and Inſtruccons by which himſelf and Serjeant Davies vnder him were to conduct 
the {aid fourty men to Mohegan and to ſtay there vntill Captaine Maſon ſhould come 
to them, as in the ſaid Comiſſion and Inſtruccons more fully appears: And it was 
further ordered that the forces to be ſent from Coneetacutt and New Hauen ſhould 
joyne with Leiftennant Atherton at Monhegan and ſhould be there by the 8 
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of this month at furtheſt and Leiftennant Atherton not to attempt vpon the Towne 
otherwiſe then in Vncus his defence before they came and then Captaine Maſon to 
haue cheife commaund of all thoſe companys vntill they ſhould meete with the reſt 
of our forces in the Narrohigganſets or Nyantick Countrey and the reſt of the forces 
from the Maſſachuſetts and Plymouth being to joyne together at Seacunk now called 
Rehoboth and ſo to proceede And comiſhon to the fame purpoſe in forme of a let- 
ter was ſent to Captaine Maſon by Leiftenant Atherton as followeth. 

Loueing frend Captaine Maſon we are aſſured you haue full notice before this 
how things ſtand betwixt the Colonies and the Narrohigganſets and their Confede- 
rates All the Companies hitherto ſente haue beene limmitted to defend Vn- 
cas without invadeing his enemies Now. we ſ{ece ourſelves called to a warr in the 
full compas and extent of it fourty men vnder the direccon of Lieftennant Atherton 
are ſent from the Maſſachuſetts thirty wilbe ſent from New Hauen wee defire and 
hope Leiftennant Silly may haue the ouerſight of them And fourty are to be ſent 
from Coneetacutt the charge of the whole company is intruſted to your care we 
ſo now ayme at the protection of the Monhegans that wee would haue no opportu- 
nitie neglected to weaken the Narrohigganſets and their confedetats in their number 
of men their cane canowes wigwams wampom and goods We looke vpon the Ny- 
anticks as the cheif Incendiaries and cauſes of the warr and ſhould be glad they 
might firſt feale the ſmart of it. The Maſſachuſetts and Plymouth will ſend ano- 
ther army to invade the Narrohigganſcts or to devide themſelues as the Service 
may require, and as oppertunity ferueth : You ſhall from tyme to tyme haue notice 
of their proceedings we reſt aſſured of your experience and prudence in theſe af- 
faires and neede the leſſe to aduiſe for the ſafety of your men preſeruacon of all pro- 
viſions whether for Dyett or ſervice, and particulerly that Vncus Fort be ſecured 
when any ſtrength is ſent forth againſt the Enemie leſt hee and wee receiue more 
damnage by ſome Indian ſtratageme than the enemie. What booty you take or pri- 
foners whether men weomen or children you may ſend them for Scabrook fort to 
be kept and improoued for the advantage of the Colonies in ſcuerall proporcons an- 
ſwering their charge &c. Theſe Diſpatches being made and Leiftennent Atherton 
being vpon his march the generall Court aſſembled where the Gouernor declared 
vnto them the occaſion of calling this Court, and the Comiſſioners being all preſent, 
the Preſident ſeconded them and tould them that the Comiſſioners had drawne vp a 
declaracon of the juſtice and neceſſity of this warr which was openly read to them, 
which being done the deputies deſired to haue it with the ſcuerall Treaties and 
Agreements made with the Narrohigganſets &c. that they might conſider of the 
cauſe and ſo proceede : The fame day they ſent three or foure of themſelues to the 
Majeſtrats with a Bill to this effect: vizt. That in regard the fourty Souldiers were 
gone forth without Comiſſion from the generall Court, That a Comiſſion might be 
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ſent after them, The Comiſſioners being preſent with the Mageſtrates when this Bill 
came to them they declared to the Mageſtrats how they had proceeded and vppon 
what grounds therevpon the Mageſtrates returned the Bill without conſenting to yt, 
the Deputies not ſatisfyed with this, defired a conferrence in which the caſe was 
debated The Deputies alcadged that ſeing the Court was now afſembled before the 
fourty men were gone out of the Juriſdiccon they ought to haue Comiſſion from 
this Court, otherwiſe if any blood ſhould be ſhed, the Actors might be called to 
an account for it. It was anſwered that howeuer it did properly belong to the Au- 
thoritie of the ſeuerall Juriſdiccons (after the warr was agreed vpon by the Comiſ. 
ſioners and the number of men) to prouide the men and meanes to carry on the 
warr yet in this preſent caſe the proceeding of the Comiſhoners and the Comiſſion 
given was as ſufficient as if it had beene done by the generall Court. Firſt it was 
a caſe of ſuch preſent and vrgent neceſſyty as could not ſtay the calling of the 
Court or Counſel. | 

2ly. In the Articles of Confederacon power is giuen to the Comiſſioners to con- 
ſult order and determyne all affayres of warr &c. and the word determine comprehends 
all acts of authoryty belonging therevnto. 

aly. The Comiſſioners are the ſole judges of the neceſſyty of the expedition. 

4. The General Court haue made their owne Comiſſioners their ſole Counſell for 
theſe affaires. 

F. Theſe Counſells could not haue had their due effect except they had power to 
proceede in this caſe as they haue donn which were to make the Comiſſioners power 
and the mayne end of the Confederacon to be fruſtrate and that merely for obſerueing 
a Ceremony. 

6. The Comiſſioners haueing ſole power to mannage the warr for number of men 
for tyme place &c. They onely know their owne Counſell and determinacons, and 
therefore none can grant Comiſſion to act according to theſe but themſelues. 

7. To ſend a new Comiſſion after them or any confirmacon of that which they haue 
would caſt blame vpon the Comiſſioners and would weaken their power as if they 
had proceeded vnwarrantably. | 

After much agitacon and long tyme ſpent herein it was at laſt agreed That the 
Court would allow the proceedings of the Comiſſioners in this caſe for the mat- 
ter thereof but they would reſerue the manner of proceedings as to their owne 
Comiſſioners to further conſideracon and ſo go on to expedite the preſent buſines 
propounded to them by the Comiſſioners And firſt they agreed that it did belong to 
the Comiſſioners onely to appoynt one to haue commaund in cheife of all the forces to 
be ſent from the ſcueral Colonies and therefore deſired them to conſider of a man fit 
for ſo weighty a ſervice : The Comiſſioners willing to ſhew all reſpe& to the Maſſachu- | 


ſetts agreed to make choyce of one out of that Colony, and accordingly diners able 
and 
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and ſufficient men being propounded at laſt they made choyce of Major Gibbons and 
acquainted the General Court therewith that if they had any juſt exception againſt 
him it might be conſidered : The General Court not objecting any thing the Comiſi- 
cners ſent for Major Gibbons who accepted the charge and had comiſſion and inſtruc- 
cons as followeth. | 
The Comiſſioners of the vnited Colonies of New England being to appoynt a 
Comaunder in Cheife ouer all ſuch millitary Forces as are to be ſent forth and vmploy- 
ed not onely in ayde of the Mohegan Sachem but allo againſt the Narrohigganſetts, 
Nyanticks and other their Confederats, who in makeing warr vpon Vncas the Mohe- 
gan Sachem contrary to former treaties and agreements are now become aſwell our 
enemies as his, in regard of our engagement. The ſaid Comiſſioners haucing ſuſhti- 
cient knowiedg of the pyety courage [kill and diſcretion of you Major Edward Gih- 
bons do hereby committ vnto you the charge commaund conduct and gouerment of all 
the ſaid millitary Forces with all ſuch Armes and Amunition prouiſion and all other ap- 
purtenences with all officers thereunto appoynted to be ordered mannaged and diſpoſed 
of vpon all occaſions by yourſelf and your Counſell of warr according to the courſe 
of millitary Diſcipline and according to ſuch Inſtruccons as you ſhall receiue from the 
ſaid Comiſſioners from the tyme of your ſeting forth in your march vntill your returne 
or ſufficient Diſcharge ſent you from the ſame authoryty. You haue power alſo here- 
\ by (with aduice of your Counſell of warr to uſe and execute Marſhiall Diſcipline vpon 
all offenders and delinquents as occaſion ſhalbe by fynes corporall puniſhments and ca- 
pitall puniſhments alſo if neede ſhall require. And all perſons whatſoeuer ymploycd 
under you in this ſervice are hereby required to yield due obedyence and ſubjection to 
all your lawfull commaunds according to the quallity and power wherewith you arc 
hereby inveſted I on haue alſo power to comaund and order all ſuch Barkes and other 
ueſſells which are to be ſet forth in the ſaid ſervice with all Seamen Souldiers and 
Ammunition and prouiſions in them: And the ſaid Comiſſioners doe hereby conſtitute 
and appoynt Captaine Miles Standiſh Captaine John Maſon Captaine John Leueret 
Leiftennant Robte Silley (or ſuch others as ſhall haue cheefe Comaund of the Forces 
comeing from New Hauen) Leiftennant Humfrey Atherton, and the reſt of the Leif. 
tennants vader your Commaund to be your Counſell of warr whereof yourſelf to be 
Prefident and to haue a caſting voyce: And you and your ſaid Counſell or the greater 
number thereof ſhall haue power from tyme to tyme as a Counſell to mannage all af. 
faires concerning the ſame and to joyne to you any other deſcreete and able officer or 
Oſſicers to be of your ſaid Counſell as you ſee meete. Vou haue alſo power hereby, 
pon any neceſſary occation to make new officers and to giue them titles ſutable to their 


places. Giuen vader the hands of the ſaid Comiſſioners at Boſton in the Maſſachu- 
ſctts the 19th of the 6th month 1645.

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Inſtructions for Serjeant Major Edward Gibbons Commaunder in chiefe of our

WHEREAS you Serjeant Major Edward Gibbons are appoynted Commaunder. 
in cheefe of all ſuch forces as are or ſhalbe ſent forth of the ſeuerall Colonies as by 
your Comiſſion beareing the date of theſe preſents doth more fully appeare and 
whereas there is joyned to you by the ſame authoritie as a Counſell of warr diuers 
of your cheife officers perſons of approoued worth and fidellyty as in the faid Comiſ.

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| ſion they are more fully expreſſed and whereas the ſcope and cauſe of this expedition 
| is not onely to ayde the Mohegans but to offend the Narrohigganſetts Nyanticks and 
| other their Confederates who vpon making warr vpon Vncas the Mohegan Sachem 
l contrary to their engagements are become as well our enemies as his yet it being the 
; 


earneſt defires of the Comiſſioners if it may be attayned with juſtice honour and ſafe- 
ty to procure peace rather then to proſecute warr It is firſt commended to your good 
diſcreetions to take any fitt occaſion (or if with ſafety you may without any conſide- 
Table delay or danger to your proceeding) to vſe meanes to draw on fuch a peace 
| which you haue hereby power to treate of and conclude wherein you are to take 
| due conſideracon of the charges the Colonies haue expended in the warr which you 
| may eſtimate by the number of men ſent forth at ſeuerall tymes by their continuance 
| abroad with wages and prouifions apertaineing, and of the damage which Vncas hath 
| ſuſtained ſince the warrs began wherein it were meete (if it may be donn with conve- 
nyency) hee were conſulted with that both the Colonies and hee may recciue juſt ſa- 
tizfaccon and repayre, which if the Narroganſets cannot prefently make a conſidera- 
ble part may be payd in hand, and the reſt by a yearely tribute. But withall accord- 
ing to our engagements you are to prouide for Vncas his future fafery that his planta- 
cons be not invaded, that his men and Squawes may attend their planting fiſhing and 
| other occaſions without feare or injurie and Vſſamequine Pomham, Sokakonoco 
| Cutchamakin, and other Indians frends or ſubje&s to the Engliſh be not moleſted 
which will diſturbe the peace and drawe on further charge and Inconvenience : But 
a peace well framed will hardly be fecured vnleſſe either ſome of the chiefe Sachims 
deliver their Sonnes as Hoſtages or that ſome conſiderable part of the Countrey be 
yielded to the Engliſh for plantacons wherein there may be forts built by the Eng- 
liſh and mayntayned (at leaſt in part) by a tribute from the Narrohigganſets to fecure 
the agreement. And it might probably conduce to the ſettleing or preſerueing of 
peace, if a trade were ſetled betwixt the Colonies and them by which they might be 
ſupplyed with neceſſaries, but peeces and poder kept back which other traders fur- 
niſh them with Vf you cannot conclude a peace with them vpon the termes above 
menconed to preuent greater Iuconueniences, you may abate ſomewhat of our char- 
ges, and of the damnage Vncas hath ſuſtayned, but much care muſt be taken to fe. 
cure both our and his future peace which if it may be donn by raiſeing 2 
ee

keepeing Garriſons in the Narroganſets and Nyantick Countreys at their charge, 
though we require Hoſtages as aboue, they may bee reſtored when the Fortifycacons 
are finiſhed and their payments made, and the articles for future peace are to be 
agreed and confirmed by the Comiſhoners of the Vnited Colonies at their next meet- 
ing, otherwiſe to be of no force, But if peace may not be obtayned in ſuch way 
as before expreſſed you are then with all prudent to proſecute with 
force of arms the ſaid Narrohigganſets and Nyanticks and all ſuch as ſhall aſſiſte 
them vntill you may (through the Lords aſſiſtance) haue ſubdued them or brought 
them to Reaſon. And if the neceſſitie of the ſervice ſhall require a further ſupply 
of men or prouiſions (be it one hundred more or leſſe) vpon your letters of aduice 
to the Gouernors of the ſeuerall Colonies, ſupply ſhalbe ſpeedyly ſent vnto you ac- 
cording to the proporcon agreed. 

You are to make fayre warrs without exerciſeing cruelty and not to put to death 
ſuch as you ſhall take captyue if you can beſtowe them without daunger of your 
owne. You are to uſe your beſt endeavours to gayne the Enemies Canowes or vt- 
terly to deſtroy them, and herein you may make good uſe of the Indians our confe- 
derates as you may doe vpon other occaſions haueing due regard to the honor of 
God, whoe is both our ſword and ſhield, and to the diſtance which is to be obſerued 
betwixt Chriſtians and Barbarians, as well in warrs as in other negotiacons, if you 
fynd any Engliſh Straglers traders or others whom you ſhall ſuſpe& to giue intelli- 
gence or to furniſh with armes or amunition, or to giue any other ayd to the Enemie, 
you may ſecure them or ſend them to Boſtone, all other of our Countrey men carry- 
ing themſelucs peaceably and inoffenſively ſhalbe at peace with you. And if you 
have occaſion to make uſe of any of their boats or veſlells, cattell, prouifions or 
other goods you ſhalbe very tender of indamnageing them, And you ſhall giue them 
a tickett whereby they may receiue due ſatisfaccon from the Colonies or ſome of them. 
When you ſhall meete with the forces which come from the Confederates of Ply- 
mouth Coneetacutt and New Hauen or any.of them yourſelf and your Counſell may 
order and diſpoſe of them into ſuch bodyes, and vnder ſuch of the Commaunders as 
you ſhall fynd to be moſt convenyent and moſt agreeable to the ſeruice, haueing care 
to giue no juſt occation of offence or diſcontent to any of the Commaunders or 
Othcers of any of the Colonies. 
| Wee doubt not but yourſelf and your Counſell knowing well how precious the 
lives and healths of our men are among all our Colonies, and how greate charg this 
warr1s like to bring vpon us wilbe very carefull in preſerueing and huſbanding both 
to the beſt advantage, ſo as we ſhall not neede to giue you any Inſtruccons or Direc- 
cons about the ſame, but ſhall reſt ſatisfyed in the confydence wee haue of your wiſ- 


domes and faythfullnes, to be ymproued through the Lords aſſiſtance and bleſſing

vpon you in this ſcruice for his owne glory and his peoples ſafety and proſperitie in 
this wildernes. 

Yt the Enemie fly ſo as you cannot come to fight with them it may be expedient 
that you build one or more fortyficacons in the moſt conuenient places of the Narro- 
higganſets or Nyantike Countreys into which you may by the help of the Indians our 
trends gather and preſerue the Enemies Corne and other goods for the aduantage 
of the ſervice, 

Laſtly (yet aboue all the reſt) we commend to your Chriſtian care the vpholding 
of the worſhip of God in your army and to keepe ſuch watch ouer the conuerſacon 
of all thoſe vnder your charge, as all prophanenes ympieties, abuſe of the ſacred 
name of God Luxury and other Diſorder may be avoyded or duly puniſhed, that 
the Lord may be pleaſed to go forth before you, and proſper all your proceedings 
and returne you to us in peace which we ſhall dayly pray for. 


Baſion, the 19th of the 6th month 1645. 

TIE Comiſſioners conſidering that of neceſſity they muſt ymploy ſeuerall veſſells 
io carry prouiſions by Sea for the army and to attend ſuch occaſions as the ſervice 
may require agreed that the men ymployed in ſuch veſſells ſhould be an ouer num- 
ber aboue the three hundred and to be payd by the Colonies in their due propor- 
cons and in like occaſions the other Colonies haue and will ſend an ouer number as 
occaſion ſhall require which the generall Court approoued. 

The Prefident informed the Comiſſioners that ſince Myantenomy his Death the 
Narrohigganſet Sachems by meſſengers ſent him a preſent expreſſing their deſire to 
keepe peace with the Engliſh ; but defireing to make warr with Vncus for their Sa- 
chems Death, Mr. Winthrope then Gouernor would not receiue it vpon auy ſuch 
termes, The meſſengers defired they might leaue it, till they had further aduiſed 
with their Sachems, and the preſente not accepted nor diſpoſed off remaynes in 
Spetie, to be ordered as the ſtate of thinges now required, Wherevpon the Comiſ- 
ſioners thought fitt to returne ir by expreſſe meſſengers conceiuing thereby the In- 
dians would ſee the reſolucon of all the Colonies for warr : and accordingly Cap- 
taine Harding Mr. Welborne and Benedict Arnold had Inſtruccons giuen them as 
followeth. 


Inſtraccons for Captaine Harding Mr. Welborne and Benedict Arnold ſent by the 
Comiſſioners of the Vnited Colonies to Piſcus Canownacus Janemo and other 
Sagamores of the Narrohigganſets and Nyantick Indians. 


YOU ſhall informe the Sachems aboue menconed that the Comiſſioners for all 
the Engliſh Colcnies aſſembled and yet continuing at Boſton haue formerly by treaties 


and more lately by meſſengers vſed their beſt endeavours to preſerue the peace of the 
Countrey 
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Countrey in generall ; and particulerly to preuent or ſtay the warr betwixt them and 
the Mohegans but hitherto their meſſengers diſcouraged and abuſed haue returned 
without ſucceſſe The Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Indians haue begun and proſecuted 
warr vpon Vncas, haue wounded and flayne diuers of his men, ſeized many of his 
C:nowes, taken ſome priſoners, ſpoyled mutch of his corne and haue not onely re- 
ſuſcd a faire treaty wherein all differences and greevances might have beene heard 
and wayed and due fatisfaccon ordered according to juſtice but haue reproached the 


| Engliſh threatened to kill them, if they but ſtirr out of doores and to lay their cattell 


on heapes all which are heigh prouocacons and open willfull breaches of the former 
treaties and agreement. 

Wherefore you are from Mr. Winthrope Deputie Gouernor of the Maſſachuſets 
and Preſident of the Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies to returne a preſent long 
ſince ſent and left by Meſſengers from Piſcus, but not accepted, vnleſſe the peace both 
with the Engliſh and Vncus and other Indians frends to the Engliſh might bee en- 
tirely kept: but as thinges ſtand he may no longer keepe the preſent the Colonies 
being now forced to other Counſells and Courſes. 

Yer the Engliſh (euen to the Indians themſelues if they ſhut not their eyes) may 
cleare and manefeſt their peaceable diſpoſicon and juſt proceedings. You ſhall let 
them know that thoſe men already with Vncus by expreſſe order haue hitherto onely 
endeauoured his defence, without invadeing, or attempting any thinge againſt the 
Narrohigganſet Countrey, and if yet they may haue due reparacon for what is paſt, 
and good ſecuryty for the future, it ſhall appeare they are as deſireous of peace and 
ſhalbe as tender of the Narrohigganſets blood as euer Yf therefore Piſſcus and ſa- 
nemo with other Sachems will (without farther delay) come along with you to Boſton 
the Comiſſioners hereby promiſe and aſſure them they ſhall haue free liberty to come 
and returne without moleſtacon or any juſt greevance from the Engliſh : But Depu- 


ties will not now ſerue, nor may the preparacons in hand be now ſtayed, or the Di- 


reccons given recalled till the foremenconed Sagamores come, and ſome further or- 


der be taken, but if they will haue nothing but warr, the Englith are provideing 
and will proceede accordingly.

polt-ſcript. Vf you cannot conveniently come to ſpeech with all the foremenconed 
Sachems you may deliver the Contents of theſe Inſtruccons to ſuch onely as you have 
opportunitie to ſpeake with at the Narrohigganſets eſpecially Piſſecus. 


Captaue 
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Captaine Harding and Mr Welborne returneing from the Narrohigganſets ga. 
chems brought back the Preſent, and acquainted the Comiſſioners, that they found 
not Benedict Arnold at Providence, and heard he durſt not adventure himſelf againe 
amongſt che Narrohigganſet Indians without a ſufficient guard. 

They alſo vnderſtand that Mr Williams ſent for by the Narrohigganſet Indians was 
going thither, wherefore they acquainted him with their meſſage, ſhewed him their 
Initruccons, and made uſe of him as an Interpretor. The Narrohigganſet Sachems 
denying ſome of the Paſſages which Benedict vpon oath had formerly certefied and 
excuſeing others declare that Ianemo the Nyantick Sachem had been Ill divers dayes, 
but had now ſent ſix men to preſent his reſpe&s to the Engliſh, and to declare his af. 


ſent and ſubmiſſion to what the Narrohiggenſet Sachems and the Engliſh ſhould agree 


vpon whether by their Meſſengers at the Narrohigganſets Countrey or elſe where 
whereupon it was agreed that Piſſicus cheif Sachem of the Narrohigganſets and Mixano 
Canownacus his eldeſt ſonn and others with full power from the Narrohigganſet and 
Nyantick Indians ſhould forthwith come to Boſtone to treate with the Comiſſioners 
for the reſtoreing and ſetleing of peace, and what they did conclude ſhould bynd the 
reſt Captaine Harding and Mr. Welborne further acquainted the Comiſſioners that 
vpon Mr. Williams requeſt they had written to Captaine Maſon certefying him of 
their hopes of a peace betwixt the Indians and Engliſh, adding in their letter (as 
they affirme) they did it not to ſtay any direccon he had formerly receiued. 

The Comiſſioners thanked Captaine Harding and Mr. Welborne for their paynes 
and expediccon, but blamed them that they had in ſeuerall thinges gone beyond their 
Inſtruccons namely in bringing back the Preſent, in uſeing My. Williams, but cheefe- 
ly in writeing to Captaine Maſon, which would haue no other end as they ſuppoſed 
but to retard his proceedings and therefore profeſſed they thought them worthy of 
cenſure and puniſhment. 

Piſſicus Mixanno and Witowaſh, three principall Sachems of the Narrohigganſetts 
Indians and Awaſequen Deputy for the Nyanticks with a large trayne of men within 
a few dayes after came to Boſton. The Comiſſioners firſt acquainted them with the 
Inſtruccons ſent by Captaine Harding and Mr. Welborne and enquired whether they 
vnderſtood them and came prepared accordingly. They profeſſed Mr. Williams had 
not acquainted them with two weighty paſſages therein, namely that they muſt give 
ſatisfaccon for what is paſt and good ſecuritie for future peace And that the Engliſh 
preparacons and direccons for invaſiue warr might not be ſtayed or recalled till by 
treaty ſome further order were taken. 

Herevpon Captaine Harding and Mr. Welborne were ſent for who therevpon de- 
clared that Mr. Williams had the Inſtruccons in his hand tould them hee had opened 
all the particulers therein and by the ſeueral anſwers he returned from the Indians they 
conceiued he had ſo done. The Comiſſioners acquainting the Indian Sagomores that 

howeuer 
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howeuer this treaty ſhould ſucceed they in their perſons and company ſhould receiue 
noe injurie but ſhould ſtay and returne in ſafety (according to the foreſaid Conduct 
graunted them) entred a Treaty with the ſaid Sagamors and deputy and firſt remem- 
bred them of ſeuerall agreements made betwixt the Engliſh and them both in the 
Maſſachuſets and at Hartford, by which they were engaged not to enter vpon 
any warr either with Vncas or other Indians without firſt acquainting the Engliſh 
with the cauſe thereof; notwithſtanding they had this ſummer at ſeuerall tymes in- 
vaded Vncas and had wounded and flayne divers of his men taken ſome priſoners 
and brought much damnage vpon him in his eſtate and had forced the Engliſh accord- 
ing to engagement to ſend their men at ſeuerall tymes to defend him: And when firſt 
che generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts and after the Comiſſioners for the vnited Co- 
lonies ſent vnto them to ſtay theſe violent and hoſtile courſes and offered them a faire 
and a juſt heareing of all differrences betwixt them and Vncus: they abuſed our 
Meſſengers refuſed any ceſſation of Armes reproached and threatened the Engliſh Co- 
lonies and profeſſed whoeuer began the warr they were reſolued to continue yt and 
nothing but Vncas his head ſhould ſatisfye them. 

The Narrohigganſet Sachems at firſt began to charg Vncus with ſondry injuries he 


cctv them and particulerly they alleadged his takeing of a ranſome for their Sa- 


chems life but being tould the Comiſſioners E ermine nothing concerneing theſe 
Matters in Vncus his abſence, and remembred that themſelves had hindred his being 
ſent for to anſwere for himſelf they excuſed themſelues concerneing the Engliſh, and 
were loath to acknowledge any breach of couenant with them: but after a long de- 
bate and ſome priuate conferrence they had with Serjeant Cullicutt they acknowledged 
they had brooken promiſe or couenant in the afore menconed warrs, and offerred to 
make another truce with Vncas either till next planting tyme, as they had done laſt 
yeare at Hartford or for a yeare or a yeare and a quarter; but that not ſatisfying, one 
of che Sachems offerred a ſtick or a wand to the Comiſſioners expreſſing himſelf that 
therewith they put the power and diſpoſicon of the warr into their hands and deſired 
to know what the Engliſh would require of them The Comiſſioners tould them that 
che charge trouble and diſturbance which they had brought vpon the Colonies by their 
vnjuſt proceedings was greate beſides the damnage Vncas had ſuſtayned, yet to ſhew 
their moderacon they would require of them but twoo thouſand fathome of white wam- 
pon for their owne ſatisfaccon, and that they ſhould preſently reſtore unto Vncas all 
Captiues and Canowes they had taken from him with repairacon for his Corne ſpoyl- 
ed and deſtroyed in this warr ſince they were forbidden by the Engliſh, referring all 
other differrences vnto the next meeting of the Comiſſioners The Sagamores and De- 
mY would haue had an abatement in the charge demaunded for the Colonies, and 
profeſſed they had ſpoyled none of Vncas his Corne that was againſt the cuſtome and 
cource of their wars but at laſt craueing onely ſome caſe in the manner and tymes of

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payment, and that Vncas might reſtore ſuch Captiues and Canowes as hee had taken 
from them they yeilded that part And the ſame euening concluded with the Comiſſion. 
ers a perpetuall peace both with the Engliſh and with Vncas and all other Indians be. 
ing frends or ſubjects to the Engliſh and to giue Hoſtages for the Engliſh better ſecury. 
ty the day being ſpent in theſe agitacons the full yſſue was referred to the morneing, 
then the Comiſlioners againe propounded to the ſaid Sachems and deputie the former 
and other particulers for ſetling and eſtabliſhing a perpetuall peace, and after a due 
and ſerious deliberacon a full agreement was made and drawne vp as followeth 


A TREATY and AGREEMENT betwwixt the COMISSIONERS for the vN IT. 
ED COLONIES of NEW ENGLAND 07 7he one part And PESSECUs Mrx- 
ANNO eldeſt of CANOWNACUS Sonne JANNEMO (als) NENEGELETT 
and WIP ETAMOcR and others SAGAMORES of the NARROHIGGANSETS 
and NYANTICK INDIANS on the other part made and concluded at Bos- 
TONE 77 the MASSACHUSETTS He xxvijtb of the ſixth month 1645. 


WARR being raiſed and proſecuted by the Narrohigganſets and Nyantick 

Indians againſt Vncas Sagamore of the Mohegans contrary to former treaties 
and their expreſſe engagements therein, The Engliſh Colonies were firſt put vpon 
charg and inconvenience in ſending men for defence of Vncas, then they ſent Meſſen- 
gers to the Narrohigganſets and Nyantick Sagamores to ſtay their warr till the Engliſh 
according to former couenant and agreement had heard their greevances but without 
ſucceſſe: And laſtly were forced to prepare an offenſiue warr againſt them. Yet the 
Comiſſioners before the warr began ſent other Meſſengers to the Narrohigganſet Sa- 
gamores to offer them peace vpon due ſatisfaccon for what was paſt and other juſt 
termes for the future. 

2. Peſſecus and Mexanno with other Captaines and Counſellors of the Nazfohig- 
ganſets and one Deputie for the Nyanticks being come to Boſtone, and joyntly af- 
ſirmeing they had comiſſion to treate and conclude not onely for the Narrohigganſett 
but for the Nyantick Indians, and engageing themſelves one for another were after a 
large debate and conferrence about former greevances betwixt themſelues and Vncas, 

and a due Conſideracon of former Treaties and agreements with the Englinſh convinc- | 
ed and acknowledged that they had broken their Couenants and had thereby not onely 
kd Vang but had brought much charge and trouble vpon all the N Co- 
lonics which they confeſt were juſt they ſhould ſatisfy. 
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3. It was agreed betwixt the Comiſſioners of the vnited Colonies and the foremen- 
coned Sagamores and Nyantick. Deputie That the faid Narrohigganſet and Nyantick 
Sagamores ſhould pay or cauſe to he payd at Boſton to the Maſſachuſetts Comiſſioners 
the full ſum of two thouſand fathome of good white wampom or a third part of good 
black wampem peage in four payments namely five hundred fathome within twenty 
dayes, fiue hundred fathome within foure months, fiue hundred fathome at or before 
next planting tyme and five hundred within two yeares next after the date of theſe pre- 
ſents which two thouſand fathome «he Comiſſioners accept for ſatisfaccon of former 
charges expended. | | | 
4. The foreſaid Sagamores and Deputie on the behalf of the Narrohigganſets and 
Nyantick Indians hereby promiſe and couenant that they will vpon demaund and 
proofe ſatify and reſtore vnto Vncus the Mohegan Sagamore all ſuch Captiues whe- 
ther men weomen-or children and all ſuch Canowes as they or any of their men have 
taken, or as many of their owne Canowes in the roome of them full as good as rhey - 
were with full ſatisfaccon for all ſuch Corne as they or any of their men haue ſpoil- 
ed or deſtroyed of his or his mens ſince laſt planting tyme And the Engliſh 8 
oners hereby promiſe that Vncus ſhall do the like to them. "ds 
5. Whereas there are ſondry differrences and greevances betwixt Narrohigganſet and 
Nyantike Indians and Vncus and his men (which in Vncus his abſence cannot now be 
determyned) It is hereby agreed that Narrrohigganſet and Nyantik Sagamores ci- 
ther come themſelues or ſend their deputies to the next meeting of the Comiſſioners 
for the Colonies either at New Hauen in September 1646 or ſooner (oopon conveny- 
ent warneing if the Comiſſioners do meete ſooner) fully inſtructed to declare and make 
due proofe of their injuries and to ſubmit to the Judgment of the Comiſſioners for 
the vnited Colonies in giueing or receiueing ſatisfaccon, and the ſaid Comiſſioners 
(not doubring but Vncus will either come himſelf or ſend his Deputies in like manner 
turniſhed) promiſe to giue a full heareing to both parties with equall juſtice without 
any partial reſpett according to their allegacons and promiſes. | 
6. The ſaid Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Sagamores and deputics do hereby pro- 
miſe and couenant to keepe and mayntaine a firm and perpetuall peace both with all the 
Engliſh vnited Colonies and their Succeſſors and with Vncus the Mohegan Sachim and 
his men with Vilamequin, Pomham, Sokaknooco, Cutchamakin, Shoanan, Paffa— 
conaway, and all other Indian Sagamores and their companies, who are in frendſhip 
with or ſubject to any of the English hereby engaging themſelues that they will not 
at any tyme hereafter, diſturbe the peace of the Countrey, by any aſſaults, hoſtile 
atempts, inuaſions or other injuries, to any of the Vnited Colonies or their Succeſ- 


ſors or o the aforeſaid Indians either in their perſons buildings cattell or good: di- 
realy or indirectly, nor will they confederate with any other agaiuſt chem, and if 
Vai.

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they know of any Indians or others that conſpire or intend hurt either againſt the 
faid Engliſh or any Indian ſubje& to or in frendſhip with them, they will without 
delay acquaint and giue notice thereof to the Engliſh Comiſſioners or ſome of

And if any queſtions or differrences ſhall at any tyme hereafter ariſe or grow be- 
rwixt them, and Vncus or any Indians before menconed, they will according to 
former engagements (which they hereby confirme and ratify) firſt acquaint the Eng. 
gliſh and craue their judgments and advice therein, and will not attempt or begin any 
warr or hoſtile invaſion till they haue liberty and allowance from the Comiſſioners of 
the vnited Colonies ſo do doe. | 

7. The ſaid Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Sagamores and Deputie do hereby promiſe 
that they will forthwith deliuer and reſtore all ſuch Indian fugitives or captives which 
haue at any tyme fled from any of the Engliſh, and are now liueing or abideing with 


or amongſt them, or giue due ſatisfaccon for. them to the Comiſſioners for the Maſſa- 


chuſetts, And further that they will (without more delayes) pay or cauſe to be 
payed an yearely tribute a month before-Indian harveſt cuery yeare after this at Boſ- 
ton to the Engliſh Colonies for all ſuch Pecotts as line amongſt them according to the 
former treatie and agreement made at Hartford 1638 namely one, fathome of white 
wampam for euery Peacott man, and half a fathome for eich Peacott youth, and 
one hand length of wampom for eich Peacott man child And if Weekwaſh Cake re- 
fuſe to pay this tribute for any Peacotts with him the Narrohigganſet Sagamores 


promiſe to aſſiſt rhe Engliſh againſt him. And they further couenant that they will 


reſigne and yield vp the whole Peacott countrey and every part of it to the Engliſh

8. The ſaid Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Sagamores and deputy do hereby pro- 
miſe and couenant that within fourteene dayes they will bring and deliver to the Maſ- 
ſachuſetts Comiſſioners on the behalf of all the Colonies four of their children vizt. 


Piſſacus his eldeſt ſonn, the ſonn of Taſſaquanawitt brother to Piſſacus Awaſhanoe 


his ſonn and Ewangeſos ſonn a Nyantick to be kept (as pledges or hoſtages) by the 
Engliſh till both the foremenconed two thoufand fathome of wampam be payd at the 
tymes aboue expreſſed and the differrences betwixt themſelues and Vncus be heard 
and ordered, and till theſe articles of agreement be vnderwritten at Boſton by Jane- 
mo and wypetock.

9. The Comiſſioners for the vnited Colonies do hereby promiſe and agree That 
at the charg of the vnited Colonies the foure Indians now left as pledges ſhalbe pro- 
uided for, and that the foure children to be brought and deliuered as hoſtages, 
ſhalbe kept and mayntained at the ſame charg, that they will require Vncas and 
his men with all the other Indian Sagamores beforenamed to forbeare all a&s of 
hoſtility againſt the Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Indians for the ſuture. © And fur 
ther all the premiſſes being duly obſerued and kept by the Narrohigganſet and Nyan- 
tick Indians and their company; they will at che end of two yeares teſtore the ſaid 
children deliuered as hoſtages and retayne a firme peace with the Narrohigganſet 
and Nyantick Indians and their Succeſſors. | 0 
10. It is fully agreed by and betwixt the ſaid parties that if any hoſtile attempt be 
made while this treaty is in hand or before notice of this agreement (to ſtay for- 
mer preparacons and Direccons) can be giuen, ſuch attempts and the conſequents 
thereof ſhall on neither part be accounted a vyolacon of this treaty nor a breach 
of the peace here made and concluded. 7 5 
11. The Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Sagamores and Deputie hereby agree and 
couenant to and with the Comiſſioners of the vnited Colonies, that henceforward 
they will neither giue graunt ſell or in any manner alienate any part of their Coun- 
trey nor any parcell of land therein either to any of the Engliſh or others without 
conſent or allowance of the ſaid Comiſſioners. | 
12. Laſtly they promiſe that if any Peacott or other be found and diſcovered 
amongſt chem who hath in tyme of peace murthered any of the Engliſh, he or they 
ſhalbe delivered to juſt puniſhment. In witnes whereof the parties abouenamed 
haue interchaungably ſubſcribed theſe preſents the day and yeare aboue written.

. This treaty and agreement betwixt the Comiſſioners of the vnited Colonies and the 
3 and Deputie of Narrohigganſet and Nyantick Indians was made and con- 
cluded : Benedict Arnold being interpreter vpon his oath Serjcant Callicutt and an 


F2 Indian 
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Indiai his man being preſent and Cutchamakin and Joſias two Indians acquainted with 
the Edgliſh language aſſiſting therein who opened and cleared the whole treaty and 
euer Article to the Sagamores and Deputy then preſent. 

The Comiſhoners calling for the number of males according to the Articles they 
were brought in from all the Colonies (except from the Maſſachuſetts) whereupon 
it was ordered, that the number of them bee forthwith taken, that the charges of 
the preſent expedition againſt the Narrohigganſets &c, And the wampum to be re- 
ceinedffrom them may be equally proportioned which is to be according to the dif. 
ferrent 'number of males at preſent, and not as it may be when the after payments 
are to be made. The Comiſhoners alſo conſidering the great damnage that Vncus 
the Mohegan Sachem hath ſuſtayned in theſe warrs, and that much thereof hath 
befalen him for want of tymely ayde from the Colonyes, they haue therefore order- 
ed that he ſhall haue one hundred fathome of wampum out of the firſt payment to 
the Comiſſioners from the Narrohigganſets &c. 

The Comiſſioners conſidering that the Colonies of Conneeticutt and Neu Hauen, 
haue expended more then their proportions in the late expedition &c and that they 
haue beene out of purſe a good value a conſiderable tyme before the other Colo- 
nies were at any charg about the ſame haue therefore ordered that they ſhall haue 
the five hundred fathome of wampam due vpon the firſt payment deducting the hun- 
dred fathome ordered to be giuen to Vncas. 

Whereas the Comiſſioners were called to Boſton vpon extraordinary occaſion and 
the meeting cominuing to this day being the firſt of the ſeuenth month, ſo as they 
cannot afſemble at New Hauen at the tyme appoynted in ordinary courſe It is there- 
fore agreed and ordered That the next mecting in ordinary courſe ſhalbe at New 
Hauen according to the Articles. The Comiſhoners having occaſion to conſider 
whether by vertue of the Articles of Confederacon they haue not power to cenſure 
all ſuch as ſhall offend in any of the ymployments as meſſengers of what Juriſdiccon 
foeuer they bee, and whether all miniſteriall officers be not ſubje& to their comaunds 
in ſuch ſervice as concernes their àauthorytie for the generall affaires of all the Colo- 
nies It was agreed by the Comiſſioners of the ſeuerall Juriſdiccons that ſuch agree- 
ments and order may be made therein, as may beſt conduce to the good of the 


whole. 


Here followeth the Declaracon before mencconed.

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A Declaracon of former paſlages and proceedings betwixt the Engliſh and the Narro- 
higganſets, with their confederates, wherein the grounds and juſtice of the enſu- 
ing warr are opened and cleared. 


Publiſhed by order of the Comiſſioners for the vnited Colonies at Boſton the 
xixth of the vith month 1645. 


THE moſt confiderable part of the Engliſh Colonies profeſſe they came 
into theſe parts of the world with deſire to advance the Kingdome of the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, and to enjoy his precious ordinances with peace (and to his praiſe they con- 
feſſe) he hath not fayled their expectacon hitherto, they have found ſafety warmth 
and refreſhing vnder his winges to the ſatisfaccon of their ſoules : but they know and 
haue conſidered that their Lord and Maſter is King of Righteouſneſs and peace, that 
hee giues anſwerable lawes and caſts his ſubjects into ſuch a mould and frame that (in 
their weake meaſure) they may hold forth his vertues in their courſe and carriage not 
onely with the nations of Europe, but with the barbarous natiues of this wildernes : 
and accordingly both in their treaties and converſe they haue had an awfull reſpe& to 
divine Rules endeauouring to walk vprightly and inoffenſiuely and in the middeſt of 
many injuries and inſolencies to exerciſe much patience and long ſuffering towards 
them. | 

ThePecott grew to an exceſſe of vyolence and outrage and proudly turned aſide from 
all wayes of Juſtice and peace before the ſword was drawne or any hoſtile attempts made 
againſt them, during theſe warrs and after the Pecotts were ſubdued the Engliſh Co- 
lonies were carefull to continue and eſtabliſh peace with the reſt of the Indians, both 
for the preſent and for poſteryty, as by ſeuerall treaties with the Narrohigganſer and 
Mohegan Sagamores may appeare, which treaties for a while were in ſome good 
meaſure duly obſerued by all the Indians, but of late the Narrohigganſets and eſpeci- 
ally the Nyanticks their confederats haue many wayes injuriouſly broken and vyo- 
lated the ſame by entertayneing and keepeing amongſt them, not onely many of the 
Pecott nation, but ſuch of them as haue had their hands in the blood and mur- 
ther of the Engliſh ſeizing and poſſeſſing at leaſt a part of the Pecott Countrey, 
which by the right of Conqueſt juſtly appertaines to the Engliſh, by allureing har- 
bouring and withholding ſeuerall Pecott captiues fled from the Engliſh, and makeing 
proud and inſolent returnes when they were redemaunded, and more lately the En- 
Iſh had many ſtrong and concurrant Indian teſtymonies from long Iſland Vnkoway, 
Hes. Kennebeck, and other parts, of Myantenomies ambitious defignes trauel- 
ling through all the Plantacons of the neighbouring Indians and by promiſes and 
guifts laboureingto make himſelf their vniuerſall Sagamore or gouernor, perſwadeing 

and 
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and engageing them at once to cut off the whole body of the Engliſh in theſe parts: 


which treacherous plotts were confirmed by the Indians generall preparacons, meſſa. 
ges, inſolencies and outrages againſt the Engliſh and ſuch Indians as were ſubjedts 
or frends to them, ſo that the Engliſh Colonies to. their great charge and damnage 
were forced to arme, to keepe ſtrong watch day and night, and ſome of them to 
travell with Convoyes from one plantacon to another, and when Myantenomy in his 
circuler trauell was queſtioned at New Hauen concerneing theſe thinges, inſtead of 
other and better ſatisfaccon hee threatened to cutt off any Indians head that ſhould 
lay ſuch a charge on him to his face. | 

The Comiſſioners by the premiſſes obſerued Myantenomies proud and treacherous 
diſpoſicon, yet thought not fitt to proceede againſt him in that reſpect till they had 
collected more legall and convinceing proofe. 

But when theſe thinges were vnder deliberacon Myantenemle Was brought ptiſo- 
ner by Vncas to Hartford and the caſe being opened aud cleared as foltoweth, hee 
craued the Com: Moners advice how to proceed with him. | 

It appeared in a Treaty made with the Engliſh at Maſſachuſetts 1637 Myantenomy 
engaged himſelf not to fight with any of the Indians and particulerly not to invade 
Vncas without the Engliſh conſent. And after in tripartite agreement mide and 
concluded ar Hartford betwixt Myantenomy and Vncas with referrence to the Engliſh 
anno 1638 In which one of the articles was that though either of the ſaid Indian Sa- 
gamores ſhould receiue injurie from the other, yet neither of them ſhall make or be- 
gin warr vntill they had appealed to the Engliſh and till the greevances were firſt 
heard and determyned, and if either of them ſhould refuſe, tlie Engliſh might afſiſt 
againſt and compell the refuſeing and obſtinate party. 

Notwithſtanding which Myantenomy and his Confederates haue both ſecretly and 
openly plotted and practiſed againſt the life of Vncas, not at all acquainting the En- 
gliſh or adviſeing with them, but more ef] pecially of late ſince the foremenconed plotts 
and deſignes were in hand. 

Firſt a Pecott Indian one of Vncas his ſabjeQs in the ſpring 1643 aymeing at 
Vncas his life ſhott him with an arrow through the arme, and preſently fled to the 
Narrohigganſets or their Confederates, boaſting in the Indian Plantacons that he had 
killed Vncas, but when it was knowne that Vncas (though wounded) was aliue, the 
Peacott taught (as was ſuppoſed) chaunged his note, affirmeing that Vncas had cutt 
through his owne arme with a flint and had hired him to ſay that he had ſhott and 
killed him. 

Myantenony being ſent for by che Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts vpon mother 
occaſion brought this Peacott with him and would haue covered him with the former 

but when the Engliſh out of his owne mouth found him guilty and would haue 


ſenthim to Vncas his Sagamore Myantenony earneſtly deſired he might not be taken 5 
0 
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of his hands promiſeing hee would ſend him ſafe to Vncas to be examined and puniſh- 
ed. But feareing (as it ſeemes) his owne treachery would bee diſcovered in a day 
or two he ſtopped the Pecotts mouth by cutting off his head, But at parting hee 
tould the Gouernor in difcontent, that hee would come no more to Boſton. 

After this ſome attempts were made (as it is reported) to take away Vncas life by 
poyſon and by ſorcery, that fayleing ſome of Sequaſſon's Company (an Indian Saga- 
more allyed vnto an intimate confederate with Myantenomy) ſhott at Vncas 
with an arrow or two as he was going doune Coneetacutt Riuer, Vncas according 
to the foremenconed Treaty 1638 complayned and the Engliſh by mediation ſought 
to make peace, but Sequaſſon expreſſing his dependence on Myantenony refuſed, 
and choſe warr, they fought and Vncas had the victory. 

Laſtly Myantenomy without any prouocacon from Vncas (vnleſſe the Diſapoyntment 
of former plotts provoaked) and ſodainely without denounceing warr, came vpon 
the Mohegans with nine hundred or a thouſand men, when Vncas had not half ſo 
many to defend himſelf ; Vncas before the battaile tould Myantenomy, that hee had 
many wayes ſought his life, and for the ſpareing of blood offerred by a ſingle com- 
batt betwixt themſclues to end the quarrell : but Myantenomy preſumzing vpon the 
number of his men would haue nothing but a battell, the yſſue fell contrary to his 
expectacon his men were routed, diuers of his conſiderable men flayne and himſelt 
taken priſoner, ; | 

Theſe thinges being duely wayed the Comiſſioners judged that Vncas could not be 
ſafe whilſt Myantenomy lined, wherefore they thought hee might juſtly put ſuch a 
treacherous and blood thirſty enemic to death, but aduiſed him to do it in his owne 
juriſdiccon without torture or cruellty. And Vncas haueing hitherto ſhewed him- 
ſelf a frend to the Engliſh, and in this and former outrages (according to the treaty) 
craueing their aduice if the Narrohigganſets or their confederates ſhould for his juſt 
execucon vnjuſtly aſſault him, the Comiſſioners for the Colonies promiſed Vncas to 
aſſiſt and protect him, 

Vncas herevpon flew an enemie but not the enmyty againſt him, the Narrohiggan- 
ets ſoone fell to new contriuements, they pretended they had payd a Ranſome for 
their Sachems life and gaue in particuler about fourty pounds. 

This for a while caſt an imputacon of foule and vnjuſt dealeing vpon Vncas, but in 
September 1644 the Engliſh Comiſſioners meeting at Hartford ſent for the Narro- 
higzanſer Sachems or their Deputies deſireing they might be inſtructed to make good 
their charge. | 5 

Vncas came himſelf, they ſent their deputies, but aſter due examinacon it appear- 
ed that ſome looſe- diſcourſe had paſſed, that for ſuch quantities of z Wampam and. 
ſuch parcells of other goods to a great value there might haue beene ſome probabili- 
tie of ſpareing his life, that no ſuch parcells were-brought, and the N arrohigganſet 


Deputies 
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Deputies did not alleadg much leſſe proue that any Ranſome was agreed, nor ſve 
much as Any ſerious treaty begun to redeeme their impriſoned Sachem, and for the 
wampam and goods ſent as they were but ſmale parcells and ſcarce conſiderable for 
ſuch a purpoſe, ſo they were diſpoſed by Myantenomy himſelf to ſondry perſons for 
curteſies receiued during his impriſonment and vpon hope of further favour. The 
Narrohigganſet Deputies ſaw their proofes fell far ſhort of former pretences and 
were ſylent. The Comiſſioners promiſed that vpon better cuedence hereafter, they 
ſhould haue due Satisfaccon. | ns 

Wherevpon a Treaty was made, and both parties were engaged that all hoſtilitic 
ſhould ceaſe till planting tyme 1645 and after that they would giue thirty dayes 
warneing either at the Maſſachuſetts or Hartford, before the treaty ſhould ceaſe, 
Vet in February laſt the Narrohigganſets, by Mefſengers ſent to Boſton declared that 
vnleſſe Vncas would redeliuer one hundred and ſixty fathome of Wampam or come 
to a new heareing within ſix weeks they would beginn the warr. | 

This croſſed the former agreement and the ſeaſon was ſuch that neither Comiſſion- 
ers could be aduiſed with nor could Vncas trauell if notice had beene giuen. After 
which about or before planting tyme Tantoqueſon a Mohegan Captaine who tooke 
Myantenomy priſoner was dangerouſly and treacherouſly wounded in the night as he 
ſlept in his Wigwam, and other hoſtile acts were on both parts attempted in a priuate 


and underhand way as they could take aduantage eich againſt other. : 


But ſince the Narrohigganſets haue at ſeuerall tymes openly invaded Vncas, ſo 
that Coneetacut and New Hauen were forced according to engagement to ſend men, 
from thoſe Colonies for his preſent defence, but with expreſſe direccon not to begin 
any offenſive warr againſt the Narrohigganſets or their Confederats till further order. 
In the meane tyme meſſengers were ſent to the Narrohigganſets from the generall 
Court in the Maſſachuſets ſignifying the Commiſſioners meeting, promiſcing their 
greevances ſhould bee fully and juſtly heard, and requireing a ceſſacon of warr in the 
meane tyme, but they refuſed. And heareing probably thar the Engliſh from the wel- 
terne Colonies were returned, they made a new aſſault vpon Vncas and haue done 
him much hurte. ; | a es 

The Comiſſioners being mett ſent meſſengers the ſecond tyme both to the Narrobig- | 


ganſet and Mohegan Indians, mynding them of their former treaties and truce, de- 


ſireing them to ſend their deputies inſtructed and furniſhed with authorytie, to declare 
and open the grounds of the warr, to giue and receiue due ſatisfaction and to reſtore 
and ſettle peace. Es, a ee ER AG 
At firſt the Narrohigganſet Sachem gaue a reaſonable and fayre anſwere that he 
would ſend guides with them to the Mohegans, and if Vncas conſented he would 
ſend his Deputies to the Comiſſioners and during eight dayes hoſtilitie ſhould ceale, 
but he ſoone repented of this moderacon, tould the Engliſh meſſengers his mynd 
was chaunged, ſent private inſtruccons to the Nyantick Sachem, after the deluery 
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of Which there was noching Vit proud aud itfolent paſſiges, the Indian gtiides which 
the Engliſh meſſengers brought with them from Pumhatm and Sokakandto were by: 
Frownes and: threateniny ſpecelles, diſconraged' ahd returned, no other guides could 
be obrayned though much preſſed, they ktew (as they expreffed theinſclue:) by the 
courſe holden at Hartfortl Juſt yeare tliut the Gomiſſioners would fmediate and prefſe 
for peace; but they were reſolued to haue o peace without Vncas his head, it mat- 
tered not who begann the warr they were reſolued to continue it, the Engliſh ſhodtd 
withdraw their garriſon from Vncas, or they would take it as a Breach of former 
Couenants, and would procure as many Mowhauques as the Engliſn mould afront 
them with that they would lay the Engliſh cattell on heapes, as heigh as their houſes, 
chat no Engliſh man ſhould ſtir out of his doore to piſſe, but he ſhould be Killed. 

They revyled- Vncas charged him with cutting thirough his owne arme, and ſaing 
me Narrohigganſett had ſhott him, affirmed that he would now mtirther the Engliſh 
meſſengers as they went or returned (if he had oportunitie) and lay it vpon the Nar- 
rohigganſets. | £ | : 

The Engliſh meſſengers vpon this rade and vnciuill vſage wanting guides to pro- 
ceede and feareing danger returned to the Narrohigganſets, acquainted Piſſicus with 
the former paſſages, deſired guides from him, hee (in ſcorne as they apptehended it) 
offerred them an old Peacott Squaw, but would afford no other guides: there alſe 
they conceiued themſelues in danger, three Indians with hatchetts ſtanding behynd 
the Interpreter in a ſuſpicious manner while he was ſpeaking with Peſſecus, and the 
reſt frowneing and expreſſing much diſtemper in their countenance and carriage. 
The Engliſh meſſengers not hopeing for better ſucceſſe at that tym departed, telling 
Peſſecus that if he would returne any other anſwere, he ſhould ſend it ts the Bugliſh 
trading houſe where they intended to lodge that night. In the morneing hee invited 
them to returne and promiſed them a guide to Vncas but would graunt no ceſſation 
of armes. When they came to Prouidence they underſtood that in their abſence a 
Narrohigganſet Indian had beene there and feineing himſelf to be of Coneetacut 
ſpake in that dyalect, but could not put off the Narrohigganſet tone, hee tould Bene: 
dict Arnolds wyfe (who well vnderſtood the Indian language) that the Engliſh meſ- 
ſengers ſhould not paſſe to the Mohegans, he knew they ſhould haue no 
ſhould be deſtroyed in the woods as they trauelled towards Vncas. 

Thus the Engliſh meſſengers returned and- the Interpreter vnder his hand and 
upon his Oath related the former paſſages (with others leſſe material) more largely. 

Mr. Williams by the meſſengers wrote to the Comiſſioners aſſureing them that 
the Countrey would ſoddainely bee all on fire meaneing by warr, that by ſtrong rea- 
ſons and arguments hee could convince any man thereof, that was of another mynd, 


that ” Narrohigganſets had beene with the Plantacons combyned with Prouidence 
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guides, but 


and 
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and ſolemnly treated and ſettled a Newtrallyty with them: which fully ſhews their 
Counſells and ſetled reſolucons for war. e 

« Thus while the Comiſſioners in care of the publicke peace ſought to quench the 
fyre kindled amongſt the Indians theſe children of flrife breath out threatenings pro-

vocacons and war againſt the Engliſh themſelues : ſo that vnleſſe they ſhould"diſha 


nor and provoak God by vyolateing a juſt engagement, and expoſe the Colonies to 
contempt and danger Gi the Barbarians they cannot but exerciſe force when no 
other means will prevayle to reduce the Narrohigganſets and their confederatstoa 


moſt juſt and ſober temper. of 


The eyes of other Indians vnder the protection of the Maſſachuſetts and not at al | 


— 


engaged in this quarrell are (as they haue expreſt themſelues to the Engliſh meſſen- i 


gers) faſtened vpon the Engliſh with\{tri& obſeruacon, in what manner and meaſure 
they prouide for Vncas his ſafety : If hee periſh they will charge it vpon them who 


might haue preſerued him, and no Indians will traſt the Engliſh if they now broke 


Engagements either in the preſent or ſucceeding generations. Yf Vncas be ruined 


in ſuch a cauſe, they foreſee their heads vpon the next pretence ſhalbe delivered to 
the will of the Narrohi gganſets, with whome therefore they ſhalbe forced to com- 
ply as. they may for their future ſafety, and the Engliſh may not truſt an Indian in 
the whole Countrey. The premiſſes being weighed it clearly appears. That God 
calls the Colonies to a Warr. - N — S | 

The Narrohigganſets and their Confederats reſt on their numbers weapons and 
opertunities to- do mifcheefe as probably as of ould Aſhur Amaleck and the Philif. 
tins with others did confederate againſt Iſraell. So Sathan may ſtir up and combyne 
many of his Inſtruments againſt the Churches of Chriſt : but their Redeemer 


is the Lord of Hoſtes, the mighty one in bartaile, all the ſheilds of the earth are in 
his hands, hee can fave by few and by weake meanes, as by many and great In him 


they truſt. \ | | 


The Comiſſioners takeing into eonſideracon the matter concerneing the peace made 
betwixt the gouernment of the Maſſachuſetts and montſeur De Aulney referred to this 
meeting for confirmacon or abrogation. And ſuch queſtions and propoſicons as haue 


beene deliuered vnto them, both by the Comiſſioners for the Maſfachufets Colonies 


as alſo by Mr. Saltenſtooll and Mr. Hawtherne ymployed by the general Court to en- 
quire about the proceedings of Captaine Haukens and other of the Engliſh in ayde 


of Monfeur De Latore againſt Monſeur De Aulney, and alſo ſome queſtions pro- 


pounded by one of the Elders concerning the ſame matter, and haueing peruſed the 
faid Articles of Agreement, and all ſuch letters and other writings as concerne 2 
faid affaires haue (vpon mature advice and deliberacon) ſtated, reſolued and anſwere | 
the ſaid propoſitions and queſtions as here followeth.

Queſt. 1. Whether Monſeur Latore being a Frenchman borne, accepting his land 
from the Canada Company, and of Comiſſion of Leiftennancy of thoſe parts from the 
King of France, be not concluded thereby (both in facto and de jure) to be a ſubject 
of France and to hold all his eſtate in Accady of the Crowne of France ? 
The Comiſſioners anſwere affirmatively. 

2. Monſeur Latore being knowne and concluded to be ſubject of the King of 
Fraunce, and his lands to be accounted (by Cuſtome of all States of Europe) as be- 
longing to that Crowne whether theſe confederate Colonies of New England (being 
ſtrangers to that Kingdome of France and the affaires of that State) may judg of the 
validitie, of any of the proceedeings againſt Latore there? 

Anſwered negatively. S 

3. If Monſeur Latore his perſon, eſtate and cauſe belonging to the Juriſdiccon, 
and cognizance of the Crowne of France ſhould be apparently injured, or oppreſſed 
by Monſeur De Aulney, whether the ſaid Vnited Colonies, haue any lawfull calling 


to giue aſſiſtance to Monſeur Latore againſt Monſeur De Aulney, holding forth the 
Authority of the King of Fraunce for his warrant ? 
Anſwered negatiuely. 

4. When Monſeur Latore ariued here, in the ſhip of Monſeur Mooroone, with 
Comiſſion from the Vice-Admiral of France for bringing ſupply to Latore (ſtiled 
therein Leiftenant Generall of the King of France) and therein required all the Sub- 
jets of France and deſired all others to yield him afliſtance, as occaſion ſhould re- 


quire, whether in this caſe the voluntaries might lawfully be permitted to go in ayde 
of Latore, according to the requeſt of the ſaid Comiſſion ? 


Anſwered That in referrence and reſpect to the State of France it might be done, 
and ſo it appeared to haue beene allowed in France. | 

5. Whether ſuch Volunteers (as were permitted to goe in ayd of Latore vpon ſuch 
grounds and intimations as is expreſſed in the former queſtion) invadeing Monſeur 
De Aulney in his owne habitation &c. do by ſuch action lay this Gouerment under 


guilt or partitipacon of any hoſtillity, or injurie which might be nel 
thereby ? 


Anſwered That in referrence to the State of Fraunce volunteers going forth as be- 
fore without Comiſſion or incouragement to do any vnlawfull act, the State fo per- 
mitting them doth not fall vnder guilt, vnleſſe by ſome after neglect of Duty.

8. Whether the carrying hoame Latores Lady from Boſton in the Skipps of 
Strangers rideing in our Harbour or the attempt of the ſaid Crafton to carry proui- 
ſions to Latores fort being both donn without the Aſſiſtants of this Gouerment be 2 
breach of the peace on our parte? 

Anſwered That vpon conſideracon of the Articles agreed vpon with Monſeur Ma- 
rie there appeares no breach of the peace in either. 

Whether the Mortgage or conveyance made from Monſeur Latore to Major 6 Gib- 
bons of his Fort &c. after the Comiſſion of the King of France to Monſeur De Aul- 
ney was made knowne to us be of any | force againſt the ſaid Monſeur De Alney, el. 
pecially now after the Fort hath beene ſeized i into the hands of the King of France by 
Authoritie of the faid Comiſſion ? 

Anſwere Negatiuely for ought appears at prefent vpon what wee, haue ſeene. 

Whether the Comiſſioners are to take cognizance of the DURO injuries offerred 
to any of the Confederates (as that of Penobſcott) &c. feng the parties intreſſed 
do not now complayne? 

Anſwere. The Comiſſioners conceiue they neede not expreſſe their thought 
herein, till the parties intreſſed ſhall. call tor them. 

11. Whereas fome hoſtile acts appeares to haue beene comitted againſt Mont. De 
Aulney in killing ſome of his men and deſtroying and takeing his goods, by ſome of 


thoſe Engliſh who went forth under the Comaund of Captaine Hauking and Joyned 


with Monſ. Latore his men therein, whether this act may be juſtyfyable in him and 
the reſt of thoſe Engliſh, or if they ought not to be called to an account for the ſame ? 

Anſwere. It doth not appeare to the Comiſſioners that Captaine Haukins or any 
vnder him had any Comiſſion from the gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts or any other 
to attempt any hoſtile act againſt Monſ. De Aulney, nor to enquire after wronges or 


require ſatisfaccon from the one to the other, nor why hee or they ſhould joyne 15 |

Monſ. Latores men in that way of force after he had receiued Monf. De Aulney's 
Letter: but Captaine Hawkins being now abſent they leave him to anſwere for him 


ſelf. | 
Whereas the Comiſſioners haue beene further mooued by ſome of the Court of 


the Maſſachuſetts to conſider of the faid boſtile act comitted by Captaine Haukins and 


the Engliſh with him 

They anſwere therevnto in effect as before: vizt. They conceiue that Captaine 
Haukins or thoſe with him haue donn ſeueral thinges againſt Monſ. De Aulney of 
weighty concernement (without Comiſhon from hence) which are juſtly queſtiona- 
ble, but the cauſe depending as they hear in the Court of rhe Maſſachuſetts they 
refer it to the due courſe of Juſtice. ; 

Laſtly the Comiſſioners vpon ſerious advice and conſideracon doe aſſent (as is here- 
after expreflcd) to the artieles of peace made betweene the goucrament of the Maſſa- 
' chuſetts and Monſ. De Aulney, if hee agree and ratifye them vnder his hand. The 
ratyficacon now drawne vp as here followeth in Engliſh (but it was tranſlated into La- 
tine) and under the former agreement exemplyfyed &c. 

An agreement between John Indicott Governor of the Maſſachuſetts in New 
England and the reſt of the Majeſtrats there And Monſ. Marie Commiſſioner for De 
Aulney Knight Gouernor and Lieftennant of his heighneſſe the King of France in 
Accaday a Prouince of New France made and confirmed at Boſton in the Maſſachu- 
ſets aforeſaid the eight day of the eight month 1644. 4 
The Gouernor and majeſtrats do promiſe to Monſ. Marie aforeſaid That they and 
all the Engliſh within the Juriſdiftion of che Maffachuſets in New England ſhall ob- 
ſerue and keepe firme peace with Monſ. De Aulney Gouernor &c. and all the French 
under his Gouernment in Accady and alſo Monſ. Marie promiſeth for Monſ. De Aulney 
that hee and all his People ſhall keepe firme peace alſoe with the Gouernor and majeſ- 


trats aforeſaid, and all the Inhabitants of the ſaid Juriſdiecon of the Maſſachuſetts and 


that it ſhalbe Lawfull for all their people aſwell French as Engliſh to trade eich 
1-1th other, ſo as if any oecaſion of offence ſhall happen, neither of them ſhall at- 
tempt any thing againſt the other in a hoſtile way except complaint and manefeſtacon 
of the Injurie be firſt made and ſatisfaccon according to equitie bee not giuen Prouid- 


ed always that the Gouernor and Majeſtrats aforeſaid bee not bound to reſtrayne their 


Merchants from tradeing with the ſhipes with what people ſoeuer whether French or 


others in hat place ſoeuer inhabiting. Provided alſo that the full ratyfycacon and 
concluſion of this agreement be referred to the next meeteing of the Comiſſioners of 


the vaited Colonies of: New-England for the continuance or abrogation thereof and 
in the meane to remayne firme and inviolabl e. | 


The Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies of New England hauing peruſed and 


conſidered the agreement and articles aboue written and being deſireous that a firme 
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and generall peace might be mayntayned between the Engliſh and all their neighbours 
that every one might purſue the common iutention of ſubduing this wildernes for the 
uſe of man in that way for which the earth was firſt giuen to the ſonnes of Adam, and 
for bringing theſe barbarous people firſt to ciuilitie (and fo by diuine aſſiſtance) to the 
knowledge of the true God and our Lord Jeſus Chriſt It ſeemes fitt and neceſſary vnto 
them, that the Agreement and Articles afore ſpecifyed (comprehending therein all 
the ſaid Vnited Colonies) ſhould be confirmed. But whereas there are certaine queſ. 
tions and injuries on both parts alledged and charged the Comiſſioners are willing 
that in due tyme and place the ſame ſhalbe duly heard and compoſed according to 
Juſtice, and that peace in the mean tyme, be fully and firmely kept by the Engliſh 
Colonies according to the late agreement. Prouided that Monſ. De A vnder 
his owne hand doe confirme and obſerue the ſame. id 

' Theſe foregoing concluſions were ſubſcribed by the Comiſſioners for the ſeverall 
Juriſdiccons this ſecond of September 1645.

THE Articles of Confederation being read, an order of the generall Corte of 
the Maſſachuſets dated the ſixt of the third moneth 1646 was preſented and read, 
whereby it appeared that John Endecutt and Herbort Pelham efqr. were choſen 
Comiflioners for that Colony for a full and compleate yeare, and were inveſted with. 
full power and authority according to the tenure of the ſaid articles, and an order 5 


made therevpon at the meeteing at Boſton the 7. 7ber, 1643. 


Mr. John Browne, and Mr. Timothy Hatherley preſented a like order of the ge- 
nerall Corte of Plimouth the ſecond of the 4th moneth 1646 at which tyme they 
were Comiſſioners for that Colony for one yeare accordeing to the tenure of the afore- 
mentioned articles. | 

Alike order of the generall Courte at Hartford for the iuriſdiccon of Connecticutt 
was produced, whereby Edward Hopkins and John Heynes eſqrs. were choſen Co- 
miſſioners accordeing to the tenure of the ſaid articles for one yeare, which ane was 
dated the gth of the ſecond moneth 1646. 5 *

Theophilus 18 Eſq. and Mr Stephen Goodyeare were choſen Comiſſioners for 
the Colony of New Hauen for one yeare, according to the tenure of ſaid articles, 
as by an order of that generall Courte dated the zoth of the 8th moneth 1645 ap- 

peared. 

I heophilus Eaton was choſen Preſident for this meeting of the Comiſſioners. 

The Comiſſioners of Connecticute complayned of ſeueral inſolencies and iniuries 
with an high hand lately committed and mayntained by the Dutch agent, and ſome 
of his family to the Diſturbance of the peace there; and a proteſt lately ſent by the 
Dutch Governoure againſt New Haven, with the ee returned were read. The 
Proteſt was written in Latine, the contents in Engliſh was as followeth. | 

We William Kift generall Director, and the Senate of New Netherlands for the 
high and mighty Lords the States of the Vnited Belgicke Provinces, for his Excel- 
leney the Prince of Orange, and for the moſt noble Lords, the Adminiſtrators of | 
the Weſt India Company to thee Theophilus Eaton Governoure of this place, by vs | 
called the Red Hills in, New Netherland, but by the Engliſh called New Haven, we 
give notice that ſome years paſt, yours (without any occaſion given by vs, and with- 
out any neceſſity impoſed vpon them, but with an unſatiable deſire of poſſeſſinge that 
which is ours, againſt our proteſtations, againſt the law of Nations, and the aunci- 
ent league the Kings Majeſty of greate Britaine, and our ſuperiours haue indirectly 
entered the limitt of New Netherland, vſurped diuerſe places in them, and haue 
bene very injurious vnto vs, neither haue they given ſatisfaccon though oft requir- 
ed: And becanſe you and yours haue of late determined to faſten your foote neare 
Mauritius River in this Proviuce, and there not onely to diſturb onr trade (of noe 
man hitherto queſtioned) and to draw it to yourſelues, but vtterly to deſtroy it, were 
compeled againe to Proteſt, and by theſe preſents doe proteſt againſt you as againſt 
breakers of the peace, and diſturbers of the publicke quiet, That if you do not re- 
ſtore the places you haue vſurped, and repaire the loſſe we haue ſuffered, we ſhall 
by ſuch meanes as God affoords, manfully recover them. Neither doe we thincke 
this croſſeth your publicke peace but ſhall caſt the cauſe of the enſuinge euill vpon 
you.

VPON a due conſideration how peace (a choice bleſſinge) may be continued, 


we are carefull to enquire and ſcarch into thoſe differences and offences ſoe longe 
continued betwixt-ſome of our confederates and your ſelues: it is neare 3 yeares 
ſince the Governor of the Mattachuſets by conſent and advice of the Counſell of 
that Colony, did particularly propounde to your conſideration ſundry injurious and 
vnworthy paſſages done by your Agent vpon the freſh River, and ſome of his fami- 
ly vpon our brethren at Harford to all which you returned an Ignoramus 
with an offenſive addicon which we leaue to a Review and better conſideration, 
what inquiry and order you after made and tooke to ſuppreſſe ſuch miſcarri- 
ages for the future, We haue not heard, but certainly your Agent, and his com- 
pany are now growne to a ſtrange and vnſufferable bouldnes (we hope without comil- 
ſon) An Indian Captiue liable to publicke puniſhment fled from her Maſter at Har- 
ford is entertayned in your houſe at Harford, and though required by the magiſ- 
trate is vader the hands of your Agent there denyed, and we heare ſhe is either mar- 
ryed, or abuſed by one of your men: Such a ſervant is parte of her maſter's eſtate, 
and a more conſiderable part then a beaſt, our children will not longe be ſecure if 
this be ſuffered : your Agent himſelfe in height of diſorder and contempt of authori- 
ty, reſiſts the watch at Harford, drawes and breakes his rapier vpon their weapons 
and by flight eſcapes, had he bene flaine in this proude affront, his bloud had beene 
vpom his owne head: Laſtly to paſſe by other particulars, ſome of your horſes be- 
inge pownded for damage done in the Engliſh Corne, your Agent and 4 more made 
an aſſault, and ſtroke him who legally ſought juſtice, and in an hoſtile way tooke away 
his teame and laden. 

We have alſo ſeene a Proteſt of yours Dat. Aug. 3. 1640 New ſtile, againſt our 
Confederates of New Haven with cheir Anſwer Dat. Ang. 12th. and delivered to 
leiſtenant Baxtey your meſſenger : vpon our moſt ſerious conſideration of the 
contents togeither with their title heere held forth, we conceiue their Anſwere 
fayre and juſt ; and hope it will cleare their proceedings, and giue you full ſatisfac- 
tion, yet to prevent all inconveniences which may grow by any part of the premiſes, 
we haue ſent this bearer, by whome we deſire ſuch a returne as may teſtify your 
concurrence with vs to pay ace and purſue righteouſnes and peace. 

Vpon information that the Dutch Governor in a lettre to the Governor of the 
Mattachuſets chargeth Mr. Whitinge, one of the Magiſtrates of Connecticut that at

there, Mr. Whitinge vpon other occaſions beinge nowe at New Haven the Comiſ- 
ſioners enquired of him what had paſſed betwixt him and the Dutch Governoure or 
him and others at the Manhattoes, and therevpon in Engliſh wrote another letter to 
the Dutch Governoure as followeth : 


S I R, 


SINCE your former dated the fifth of this prefent we haue ſpoken with Mr, 
Whitinge concerninge words you chardge him with in your letter to the Governoure 
of the Mattachuſets, he profeſſeth he neither remembereth nor knoweth any ſuch 
words ſpoken by him, and we could wiſh that all ſuch provokinge and threatninge 
language might be forborne on both parts, as contrary to that peace and neigh- 
bourely correſpondency which we defire ſincerely to preſerue betwixt the 2 nations, 
Mr. Whitinge complaines of a ſentence lately paſſed againſt him in his abſence at the 
Manatoes, when he had noe agent there to pleade to his cauſe, or to giue in his 
evidence, and that demandinge a juſt debt longe ſince due from ſome of yours, he 
receiued neither that help of juſtice from your ſelfe nor ſoe faire an anſwere as the 
cauſe required and he expected, we are aſſured you will both grante him a review in 
the former and free paſſage for recoveringe debts as all the Colonies will readily doe 
to any of yours in our Courts, yf in your anfwere to our former you will pleaſe to 


adde a word or two concerninge the premiſes, it may ſettle a right vnderſtandinge 
betwixt vs, we reſt yours &c.

Both thoſe letters were ſent by Leiftenant Godfrey a meſſenger to the dutch Go- 


vernoure the ſame day. 


The Comiſſioners conſideringe the treacherous diſpoſition of the Indians, how 
hard a thinge it is to continue any firme peace with them, how ſkilfull they growe in 
the vſe of peeces, powder and ſhott and inſolent thereby, and withall how plentifulh 
thoſe who liue aboute and neare the French and Dutch are (though at high prices) 
furniſhed with them, the Traders of both nations preferringe profit to theire owne and 
neighboure's ſafety, thought it their duty to receiue and ſtrengthen what former pro- 
uiſions hath beene made that ſuch diſorderly and dangerous tradinge may not onely 
be ſtraitened, but ſuppreſſed in all thoſe Colonies, accordinge to their place and 
truſt, they doe therefore confirme the order made at Hartford in September 1044 
hopinge that neither any generall Courte, nor magiſtrate within thoſe Colonies, will 
vpon any occaſion or for any reſpect giue licenſe or vſe any Connivance contrary to 
the ſcope and true meaninge thereof, and whereas three of the Colonies haue already 


made orders to regulate tradinge with others in thoſe prouiſions for warr, the Comil- 
ſionert 
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foners for Mattachuſets, Connecticut and New Haven and the Comiſſioners for Pli- 
mouth in particular, where for want of ſuch an order ſome traders haue lately taken 
too much liberty to carry and ſell conſiderable quantities of powder and ſhot, or lead 
to and at the Manatoes which hath beene as fewell to the fire, a meanes to continue 
and increaſe an indirect and hurtfull trade the Dutch haue with the Indians, are in- 
treated to preſerue the orders already made, and with due ſeriouſnes to propounde to 
the ſcuerall generall Courts that ſpeedily ſome wholeſome prouiſion may be made 
vnder a weighty penalty, that none with in their particular and reſpectiue Juriſdiftions 
ſell or cauſe to be ſould directly or indirectly any gun or guns of what name or ſorte 
ſoever, any powder, ſhott, bullets, lead, ſwords or any other weapons or inſtruments 
proper and vſed for war to any perſon or perſons out of thoſe or any of thoſe Juriſdic- 
tions without licenſe vnder the hands of two magiſtrates of the Juriſdiction, or at 
leaſt vnder the hand of one magiſtrate and two deputies intruſted for the publicke 
affaires, and that all and every ſuch licenſe ſhall from time to time be kept in a booke 
or memoriall in writinge that all the parcells or particulars with the quantities ſoe li- 
cenſed, the perſons to whome, and the grounds for which, vpon occaſion may be con- 
ſidered by the generall Courte or Comiſſioners for the Colonies. 

Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Heynes acquainted the Comiſſioners with a murtherous plott 
and deſigne Sequaſſon is charged with againſt themſelues, and Mr. Whitinge, that 
his accuſer formerly hired by Sequaſſon to murther an Indian petty Sachem, offers to 
witnes this to his face that the wampum giuen with Sequaſſon's ſeuerall falſe excuſes 
and flight makes the euidence probable, if not certaine, and that Sequaſſon doth not 
yet come to cleare himſelfe, though twice ſent for by Mr. Heynes ; The Comiſſioners 
conſideringe the premiſſes thought fit once againe to ſend for him with ſafe Conduct 
vnder their hands, and accordingly gaue inſtructions to Jonathan Gilbert, as fol- 
loweth, 

You are with all convenient ſpeede to repaire to Warranok or ſuch other place 
where you vnderſtand Sequaſſon abides, and havinge obtayned opportunity to ſpeake 
with him, you are to give him to vnderſtand that the Comiſſioners for all the Engliſh 
Colonies, viz, Mattachuſets, Plimouth, Connecticute, and New Haven who are be- 
truſted with matters of peace and warr in behalfe of all the Colonies beinge now 
mett at New Haven haue bene enformed that he the ſaid Sequaſſon, and ſome others 
are accuſed by a certaine Indian ſometimes reſiding with him, of a plot and conſpira- 
cy entered into by them for the killinge of Mr. Hopkins Mr. Heynes and Mr. Whit- 
inge of Hartford, and that the faid Indian was hyred by them for the affectinge there- 

of, havinge received part of his pay for the ſame in 3 girdles of wampan which he 
hath brought to the Engliſh, with promiſes of a far greater quantity when the deſigne 
Was accompliſhed, you are further to acquainte the ſaid Sequaſſon, that the Comiſſion- 
ers aforeſaid beinge very deſirous to vnderſtand the truth or falſhood of the premiſes 
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doe by you tender to him an open and willinge eare vpon notice hereof, if he forth. 


with repaire to them at the place of meetinge at New Haven readily to heare and 


impartially to conſider what alleadge and evidence in his owne defence in the pre- 
ſence and before the face of his accuſer, who tenders himſelfe ready to make good 
his accuſation. | 

You are for his further encouragement herein to giue the {aid Sequaſſon to know, 
that the Comiſſioners did promiſe that he ſhould receiue noe diſturbation or mo- 
leſtation in his repaire to them from any of the Engliſh, or any others by their know. 


ledge or conſent, and the like free liberty and paſſage he ſhall haue in his returne 
backe wharſoener the diſcovery of the caſe ſhalbe. But if nocwithſtandinge the 


aforeſa'l cencourazement he refuſe perſonally to appear before the Comiſſioners for 


the ci-aringe of himſelfe you may let him know, that the withdraweinge of himſelfe 
will much increaſe the ſuſpition of his guilt to all the Engliſh, and induce them to pro- 


ceede in anſcrable courſes towards him. If there be any other Indians at War. 
ranok or thercabouts whome you know to be accuſed of the aforeſaid plott togeither 
with Sequaffon, you are to require them to repaire hither alſoe in the name of 
tne Comiſſioners to cleare them ſclues, if they deſire to ſtand right in the eyes of the 
Engliſh and havinge cauſed them all fully to vnderſtand thoſe inſtructions, you are to 
take their anſwere in writinge and to returne it to us with all convenient ſpeede. 
Jonathan Gilbert vaderſtandinge where Sequaſſon was, went to have ſpoken with 

him (but as he conceiveth) the Indians prevented him, and gaue notice to Sequal- 
ſon, who therevpon fled and could not be mett with : But a few dayes after Nepin- 
ſoyt and Naimutaigue two Sagamores with other Indians came to New Haven, aud 
informed the Comiſſioners that they were friends to Sequaſſon, and had beene with him 
at the Mattachuſets and intimated he had preſented the Governoure with wampam 
but the Governoure would not accept the preſent, onely would giue it houſe roome 
and wihed them to attend the Comitſioners at this mectinge and if Sequaſſon clear- 
<4 himſelfe then he would tell them more aboute the preſent, they alſoe profeſſed 
reſpe& to the Engliſh and ſaid they had brought downe Sequaſon to cleare himſelfe, 
that one of them held him by one arme, and the other by the other, yet when he 
was neare New Haven, almoſt at the towne fence, he brake from them and made 
an cſcape, they added alſoe that he was aſhamed to come becauſe he had brought no 
preſent. The comiſſioners tould them they intended Sequaſon no hurt, but deſired 
to bring him and his accuſer face to face, that he ſhould haue a iuſt hearinge in their 
preſence: But as they were aſſured the Gouernor of the NMattachuſetts would re- 


turne his preſent, if he did not cleare himſelfe, ſo the Comiſſioners would neither 


accept any preſent if tendered, nor ſhould the want of it prejudice his cauſe. The 
Comiſſioners were by ſome other Indians informed. that Sequaſon was within 2 mile 


of New Haven and it was conſidered he would gladly make his peace ſome other 2 
| en 
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then by a due examination and tryall. The two Sagamores ſaid he was afrail and 
durſt not come, though he confeſſed it was iuſt he ſhould come and cleare himſolſe 
if innocent, all which being confidered the Comiſhoners conceiued, that Scquaſon 
whither guilty or afrayd of the Engliſh, would be plottinge againſt them, and ſoc 
proue dangerous, wherefore they thought fitt and ordered, that all juſt and pru- 
dent meanes ſhould be vſcd (his life preſerued) to bringe him to tryall that the mat- 
ter might ſome way be ſhewed. 

In the meane time they thought fitt to examine Wotchibrok a Potaruke Indian Sc- 
quaſons accuſer who waited to give cuidence againſt him, he beinge warned by Thomas 
Stanton the Interpreter to ſpeake nothing bur truth aftirmed that bcinge this laſt 
ſpringe in a wigwam with Sequaſon at Warranot and ready to depart, Scquaſon per- 
ſwaded him to ſtay three daics, thence he drew him to the Falls about Mr. Pinche- 
ons, when they had bene there fowre days, Wontibron would haue bene gone to 

to ſee ſome freinds, Sequaſon tould him it was dangerous to tra- 
uell that way he would be killed, walked along with him to a ſpringe, and there 
tould him that if euer he would doe him the ſaid Sequaſon a kindnes now was the 
time, he was almoſt ruyned, and the Engliſh at Hartford the cauſc of it, he ſhould 
therefore go to Hartford, and kill Mr. Hopkins, Mr. Heynes or Mr. Whitinge and 
he would giue him a greate rewarde, and therevpon pluckt out of his bazg, three 
girdles of wampan and gaue them to him with a peice of a girdle to play and pro- 
miſed him much more. Watchibrok tould him it was dangerous to kill an Engliſh 
Sachem, they would finde out the murtherer and purſue him to death, what would 
then wampam doe him good. Sequaſon ſaid he had ſtore of wampam, when the 
thinge was done, they would fly togeither to the Moyhaakes, But in the way when 
they came to the Wampog Indians he ſhould giue it out that Vnkas had hired him 
for ſo much Wampam and that would ſer the Engliſh againſt Vnkas, and then he the 
ſaid Sequaſon ſhould riſe againe, and he further tould this examinant Naime taigue 
one of the forementioned Sagamores that came on the behalfe of Sequaſon and 
his father knew and approued the ſaid murther. Wotchibrough further ſaith that 
hauing taken the aforeſaid wampam he remembred that himſelf? had taken former- 
y Buſshege and brought him to the Engliſh who for a murtherous attempt at Stan- 
ford was put to death at New Hauen, that if he ſhould kill any Engliſh by ſuch 
meanes, he ſhould goe in feare of death all the dayes of his life, and that for bring- 
inge in Buſshege he had a gratuity from the Enzliſh, and for diſcouery of the plot 
£ ould finde favor, and he thought the favoure of the Engliſn with ſccurity 
could be better to him then Sequaſon's wampam with fear and danger, he there- 
tore came firſt to Tunckſus and the next day to Hartford, and diſcouered Sequaſyns 
bea ile, he ſaith further that Sequaſon hearcing of the diſcouery ſpake to Rominot 
an Indian, and he ſent 6d. by another Indian to this examinant, defirinze him to 
-onceale and hide as much as he could of the plot and not to lay all open, but he 
N. 5 the ſaid ſix pence hold his Peace, he had diſcouered it and would 
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Two petitions were preſented to the Comiſſioners from John Griffin, Edward 
Elmar and others complayneinge that ſome Indian or Indians had willfully and mali. 
tiouſly burned ſome quantities of Pitch and tar of rheirs togeither with beddinge, a 


Cart and its furniture with heapes of Candlewood, tooles and work for greater quan- 


tities of pitch and tarr in value (as they expreſſe it) aboue roolb. and particularly 
they complayned of Wahannos a Waranot Indian as guilty therein as by ſufficient 
euidence they thought they could proue, that he had ſince avoyded all the Engliſh 
plantations, and that he beinge ſent for by a warrant from ſome of the magiſtrates 
of Connecticut fled, but beinge overtaken and ſciſed by one of the Engliſh he was 
reſcued by Indians, and the Engliſh by them jeared and abuſed, and particular. 
ly by Chickwallop, Sachem of Nowottok, wherevpon Jonathan Gilbert and John 
Griffin with others were ſent with inſtruftions from the Comiſhoners as fol. 


loweth. 


Inſtructions for Jonathan Gilbert and John Griffin ſent by the Comiſſioners of the 
vnited Colonies to Chickwallop Sachem at Nawattock and Manaheuſe an In- 
dian, abidinge in thoſe parts the 5th Sept. 1646. 


You are with all convenient ſpeede to repaire to Newattock and haveing informed 
the Sachem there of the meetinge of the Comiſſioners for all the Engliſh Colonies 
at New Hauen, you may giue him to vnderſtand that the ſaid Comiſſioners haue 
beene enformed of ſome late practiſes of Manahauſes an Indian now or lately reſid- 
inge with him, in burninge the pitch and tar of ſome inhabitants of Winſore vpon 
Connecticut, and of ſome reſiſtance made by himſelfe againſt ſome Engliſh ſent by 
order from the magiſtrates, vpon the River of Connecticute to bringe the ſaid Ma- 
nanoſe to a due tryall of the ſaid charge layd againſt him. You are further to let him 
know that the ſaid Comiſſioners not being willinge to condemne any before they heare 
them, doe by you tender them an impartiall heareing ok what they can alleadge in 
their owne defence, if they preſently vpon notice hereof repaire to them at the 
place of their meeting in New Hauen, which you are in the Comiſſioners name to re- 
quire of them, and for the encouragement of the ſaid Sachem hereunto, you-may 
let him know that the Comiſſioners doe promiſe that he ſhall receaue no diſturbance 
nor moleſtation in his repaire to them or returne from them from any of the Engliſh - 
or any other with their conſent or knowledge, Burt in Caſe they refuſe to attend the 
aduice of the Comiſſioners herein, you ſhall enforme him that ſuch refuſal will 
much increaſe the ſuſpition of their guilt, and induce the Comiſſioners to proceed * 
anſwerable courſes towards them; when you have cauſed them ſully to vnderſtand 
thoſe inſtructions and that you perceiue they are reſolued not to make their appar- 


rance here, but to withdraw themſelues from the way of righteous money 
| therein 


- 


therein propounded to them, Vf upon a prudent conſideracon of the ſtrength you 
haue with you in reference to the nomber and ſtrength of the Indians that may oppoſe 
you, you doe iudge your ſelues able with ſafety to your perſons to bringe away 
Manahanoes in a forcible manner then you may conſtraine him to come alonge with 
you Prouided you can do it without preiudice to his life, 

At their returne they informed the Comiſſioners that they could not meete either 
with Crickwallop, or with Manahanoes, they conceived the Indians had carried 
away Manahanoes, but the Sagamores and Indians at Waranoco carryed it inſolent- 
ly towards the Engliſhe vauntinge themſelues in their armes, bowes and arrowes, 


hatchets, ſwords, ſome with their guns ready charged before and in the preſence 


of the Engliſh Meſſengers, they primed and cocked them ready to giue fire, and 
tould them that if they ſhould offer to carry away any man thence, the Indians were 
reſolued to fight, and if they ſhould ſtay but one night at the Engliſh tradinge houſe, 
neare all the country would come in to reſcue any ſuch Indian ſeiſel, Yer 
the next morninge the Sachem with ſome others offered the Engliſh meſſengers 8 
fadome of wampam towards ſatisfaccon and promiſed to prouide more. The meſ- 


ſengers not havinge any thinge to that purpoſe in their Comiſſion adviſed the Sachem 
to ſend to the Comiſſioners but he refuſed. 


Herevpon Roynetacha one of the Sagamores of Waranoco who as before came 
vpon Sequaſſen's behalfe, was queſtioned by the Comiſhoners aboute thoſe proude 
affronts to the Engliſh, at firſt he denyed part of what he was charged, and excuſ- 
ed ſome parte, but one of the Engliſh Meſſengers beinge preſent, and he hearinge 
the reſt ſhould be ſent for, fell vader moſt of the chardge, profeſſinge he intended 
noe harme to the Engliſh. 

The Comiſhoners ſeriouſly conſideringe the premiſſes thought that if ſuch wilfull 
and hoſtile practiſes againſt rhe Engliſh, togeither with the entertayninge, protect- 
inge or reſcuinge of offenders were ſuffered, the peace of the Colonies could not 
he ſecured, it was therefore concluded, that in ſuch caſes the magiſtrates of any of 
the iuriſdictions, might at the plantifs chardge ſend ſome convenient ſtrength of En- 
ghih, and according to the nature and value of the offence and damadge ſeiſe and 
bring away any of that plantation of Indians that ſhall entertaine, protect, or reſ- 
cue the offendor, though it ſhould be in anothers iuriſdiccon, when through diſ- 
tance of place, counſell, or direccon cannot be had, after notice and due warninge 
given them as abettors or at leaſt acceſſory vnto the Injury and damage done to the 
Engliſh, onely weomen and children to be ſparingly ſeiſed, vnles knowne to be 
lome way guilty. And becauſe it wilbe chargeable keepinge Indians in priſone, 
and if they ſhould eſcape, they are like to proue more inſolent, and dangerous af- 
ter, it was thought fitt, that vpon ſuch ſeaſure, the delinquent or ſatisfaction be 
againe demanded of the Sagamore or plantation of Indians guilty or acceſſory as be- 

fore,

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ſore, and if it be denyed, that then the Magiſtrates of the Juriſdiccon deliuer vp 
the Indians ſeaſed to the party or parties endamaged, either to ſerue or to be 
ſhipped out and exchanged for Negroes as the cauſe will iuſtly beare. And though 
the Comiſſoners foreſee that ſuch ſevere (though juſt proceedinge) may provoke 
the Indians to an vniuſt ſeaſinge of ſome of ours, yet they could at preſent finde 
noe better meanes to preſerue the peace of the Colonies (all the forementioned out- 
rags and infolencies tendinge to an open war conſidered) onely they thought fitt, 
that before any ſuch ſeyſure be made in any plantacon of Indians the enſueinge De- 
claration be publiſhed and a copy of it giuen to the particular Sagamores and accord. 
ingly copies were giuen to Nipneſait Manatayno the 2 before mentioned Sachems/ 
Dat. 7ber 15. 1646. ; 

The Comithoners for the Vnited Colonies conſideringe how peace with righieouſ. 
nes may be purſued betwixt all the Engliſh and the ſeverall plantations of the Indi- 
ans thought fitt to declare and publiſh, that as they will doe noe iniury to them, ſoe 
if any Indian or Indians of what plantacon ſocuer, doe any wilfull damadge to any 
of the Engliſh Colonies, vpon proffe they will in a peaceable way require ſatisfacti. 
on accordinge to the nature of the offence and damage, but if any Sagamore, or 
plantacon of Indians after notice and due warninge, entertaine, hide, protect, 
keepe, convey away, or further the eſcape of any ſuch offender or offenders, the 
Engliſh will require ſatisfaccon of ſuch Indian Sagamore or Indian plantacons, and 
if they deny it they will. right themſelues as they may vpon ſuch as ſoe maintaine 
them that doe the wronge, keepinge peace and all tearmes of amity and agreement 
with all other Indians. 

A letter from mr. Peeters, and another from William Morton one of the planta- 
cons at Pequatt were reade, wherein they complaine againſt Vncus for a plott &. 
and for ſome iniurious and hoſtile infolencies comitted by him and his brother againſt 
Notowas Cooke and his man at the Englith plantation to the diſturbance of the 
peace &c. And by advice of the Comiſſioners anſweres were returned that Vncus 
was expected; if they ſent any inſtruccons to chardge him they ſhould be heard. 
Vncas came and ſtayed certaine dayes before any of the Engliſh came or ſent from 
Pequart, wherevpon after inquiry and a large debate with Vncus the yſſue was 
drawne vp in the cnſucinge writinge and vnder the Comiſſioners hands giuen to 
Vncus.

Whereas feucrall complaints haue beene made againſt Vncus for an affault made 
vpon Nockcwaſſi Cooke and his Company at or neare the Engliſh Plantation at Pe- 
quatt, concerning which with ſome other accuſations not onely Wm. Morton but 


Mr. Peeters wrote lately to one of the Comiſſioners and by way of anſwere Were 
I acquainted 


\ 
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acquainted that Vucus within 4 or 5 daycs was expected at New Hauen vppon 
other occaſions, and then the caſe might be heard betwixt them, Vncus came ac- 
cordingly, but none either from Nameoke or Seabrooke, The Comiſſioners there- 
fore queſtioned Vncus in all the particulars expreſſed in Wm. Mortons letter: he 
acknowledged ſome miſcarriages in vindicatinge his owne right ſoe neare the En- 
gliſh plantations, and complayned of ſeuerall wrongs he had receiued, namely that 
divers of the Pequatts formerly graunted him, were drawne from him vnder collourc 
of ſubmittinge to the Engliſh plantation at Pequat that Nockwaſh Cooke vpon ſcme 
countenance and incouragement given by the ſaid Engliſh, hunted within his pro- 
per limits v ĩthout his leaue. And that Nockwaſh Cooke (the Narragenſct and Ny- 
anticke Indians not havinge performed their Covenants) ſhculd without the Comil- 
ſioners knowledge be entertayned and maintayned againſt him as a freind to the 
Engliſh. 

Theſe things beinge conſidered, though the Comiſſioners would receiue nothinge 
againſt the Engliſh plantation in their abſence, yet deſiringe to prouide for their 
future peace and withall to maintaine Vncus in his iuſt right by Thomas Stanton the 
interpreter expreſſed them ſelues as followeth. 

Firſt that it was an error in Vncũs to begin any quarrell with Nockwaſh Cooke 
to the diſturbance of the publicke peace without conſent of the Engliſh. 

2ly. That to doe it neare the Engliſh plantation was an offenſive affront and 
blameworthy : and the Comiſhoners required him to acknowledge his fault to that 
plantation (as he did to the Commiſſioners) and by promiſe to ſecure them from 
any ſuch diſturbance for che future. 

3. Whereas complaints are brought againſt Vncus his brother for ſome inſolent 
expreſſions or carriage, but neither the accuſers or accuſed being preſent the 
Comiſhoners only aduiſed Vncus that he ſhould take due order therein. 

4. The Comiſheners acquainted Vncus with a declaracon which they intend to 
make to the Indians, that in caſe of any wilfull damadge done to any of the En- 
gliſh in theſe Colonies by any Indian or Indians vppon proffe they will in a peaceable 
way require juſt ſatisfaction But if any Sagamore or Plantation of Indians after no- 
tice and due warninge entertaine, hide, protect, keepe, convey away, or further 
the eſcape of any ſuch offendor or offendors, the Engliſh will require ſatisfaction 

of ſuch Indian Sagamores or Indian plantations, and if they deny it, they will right 
themſelues (as they may) vpon ſuch as ſo maintaine them who doe the wronge 
keeping peace and all tearmes of amity and agreement with all other Indyans, 
which Vncus approued. 

5. The Comiſſioners aſſured Vncus that he performinge the Covenants concern- 


inge the Pequats, they will neither take any of them from him, nor allow that 
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they be withdrawne by any of the Engliſh plantacons, till they haue ſome further 
iuſt groundes, and acquainted him therewith. 5 

6. That the Comiſſioners haue not yet graunted any licenſe to Nockwaſh Cooke 
or any other of the Narraganſett or Neantick Indians to hunt within his proper li- 
mits, nor will they allow any Engliſh plantacon to countenance any ſuch diſorderly 
huntinge, till vpon a due hearinge the Comiſſioners ſer ſome order therein. 

7. The Comiſſioners thought it diſorderly and vnwarrantable for any Engliſh 
plantation to entertaine Neckwaſh Cooke br any of the Narragenſet or Neanticke 
Sazamores or their companies into a league, protection or ſubmiſhon vntill they 
haue fully performed all their covenants with the Colonies, and that the Comiſſion- 
ers haue conſidered and ordered ſome thinge therein. 

The 16. September William Morton and 3 Pequats Indians came from Mr. John 
Winthrop's plantacon, Vncus diſmiſſed from the Comiſhoners, but not gon from 
Newhaven was ſent for, ſundry queſtions were propounded and Iniuries chardged, 
but the Comiſſioners founde noe cauſe to alter the former writinge giuen him onely a 
plott menconed by Mr. Peeters was by Wm. Morton chardged upon him, namely that 
for ſome parcell of wampam, aboute 1 5 fadome he ſhould hire Wampuſhet a Pequat 
powowe now preſent, by himſelfe or ſome other with a hatchett to wounde another 
Indian and to lay it vpon Neckwaſh Cooke, the Indian was accordingly hurt and 
Neckwaſh Cooke at firſt chardged with it, but after the Pequats Powow troubled in 
conſcience could haue no reſt till he had diſcouered Vncus to be the author Wm. 
Morton being aſked what Witnes he had againſt Vncus anſwered that an Indian Woe- 
man had ſpoken as much, but whither ſhe had heard it from Vncus, or onely from the 
Pequat Powow he could not ſay : being further aſked to whome the Pequat Powowe 
had firſt chardged Vncus as guilty in the plott, he ſaid it was to Robin an Indian who 
had ſerued Mr. Winthrop, the whole euidence for ought appeared reſtinge vpon 
Waupuſhett. The Comiſſioners by Tho. Stanton required him to relate the ſtory, 
which he did but contrary to the expectation of William Morton and of the 2 Pe- 
quats which came with him, he cleared Vncus and caſt the plott and guilt vpon Neck- 
waſh Cooke, and Robin Mr. Winthrops Indyan, and though Thomas Stanton had 
repeated to him all he had ſayd, and the Comiſſioners propounded ſcuerall queſtions, 
and Wm. Morton by order from the Comiſſioners did the like, and though the other 
two Pequats, whereof the one was Robins Brother ſeemed much offended, and after 
ſaid Vncus had hired him to withdrawe and alter his chardge, yet he perſiſted and ſaid 
Neckwaſh Cooke and Robin had giuen him a payre of breeches, and promiſed him 
25 fadome of Wampam to caſt the plott vpon Vncus, and that the Engliſh plantacon 
and Pequats knew it. The Comiſſioners abhorringe this diuilliſh falſhoode and adviſ- 


inge Vncus if he expected any favoure and reſpect from the Engliſh to haue no hand

in any ſuch deſignes or other vniuſt wayes, diſmiſſed Wm. Morton and the In- 
dyans. 

Vncus now beinge gon and nothinge yet heard from the Narragenſet and Nyan- 
ticke Indyans accordinge to theire couenants, the Comiſſioners did ſeriouſly conſider 
what courſe ſhould be taken with them, they called to minde their breach of coue- 
nant in all the articles, that when aboue 1300 fadome of Wampan was due they ſent 
(as if they wold put a ſcorne vpon the ) 20 fathome and a few old kettles. 

That the Narragenſets chardged the Nyanticks, and they the Narragenſets, but 
both delude the Colonies. That the Nyanticks had ſent 100 fathome of Wampam 
as a preſent to the Gouernoure of the Mattachuſets, promiſinge to ſend what was 
due to the Colonies uery ſpeedily. Mr. Winthrop would not accept the preſent, 
tould them they might leaue it with Cuchamakin, and when the couenants were fully 
performed he would conſider of it. But no payement nor any thinge tendinge to ſa- 
tisfaction ſince tendered, the Comiſhoners were alſoe informed, that theſe Sagamores 
had taken contribucon of wampam from their men, and by good euidence it appear- 
ed, that by preſents of wampam they are practiſinge with the Mohawkes, and with 
the Indyans in thoſe parts, to engage them in ſome deſigne againſt the Engliſh and 
Vncus. All which beinge duly conſidered with the former paſſage mentioned in 
the printed declaracon the laſt yeare, and the chardge they putt the Colonies to be- 
fore theſe articles of peace were concluded, the Comiſhoners haue a cleare way open 
to right themſelues accordinge to iuſtice by war, yet to ſhew how highly they prize 
peace with all men, and particularly to manifeſt their forbearance and long ſufferinge 
to theſe Barbarians, it was agreede that firſt the forementioned preſent ſhould be re- 
turned, and that after that againe before any thinge ſhould be attempted againſt them 


a declaration by ſome fitt meſſenger ſhould be ſent from the Mattachuſetts vader the 
hands of all the Comiſſioners as followeth : 


A Declaration or Inſtructions for ſent by the Comiſhoners of the 
Vnited Colonies viz. the Mattachuſetts Plimouth, Connecticut and New Haven 


to Piſſicus Canonicus Janemo and other Sagamores of the Narragenſett and Ny- 
anticke Indyans. 


FIRST you ſhall enforme the Sachems aboue menconed that the Comiſſioners 
from all the Engliſh Colonies who mett at Newhaven expected them or their Depu- 
nes accordinge to an expreſle article in the covenants made at Boſton the laſt yeare 
fully inſtructed to meete with Vncus that all differences betwixt them might be fully 
heard and iuſtly ordered and yſſued. Vncus attended diverſe dayes but none at all 
came from them, though they haue the Articles by them and though from the Mat-

tachuſets they hane beene mynded of the time ſoe that Vncus was forced to depart 
vnſatisfyed. 

2. That in noe other parte they haue obſcrued the Covenants which . and 
with much deliberation they made with the Engliſh Colonies, as 

1. Though they left hoſtages at Boſton to bringe 4 of their children, yet they nei. 
Fo brought any of their children within the time limited, nor haue yet brought the 
right children named and agreede. 

2. Whereas towards the great chardge they had put the Colonies vnto in defence 
of Vncus againſt their hoſtile aſſaults vnjuſtly made, they ſhould haue paide 500 fa- 
dome of wampan in September 1645, 500 fadome in December, and 500 fadome i in 
May, they haue yet paid but 170 fadome in all. 

3. They haue neither returned to Vncus the eaptiues, and Canooes vnjuſtly taken 
the laſt yeare, nor made him any ſatisfaction for his corne ſpoyled as by couenant they 
are engaged. 

4. They haue not reſtored the Indyan fugitiues and captiues fled from the Engliſh, 
nor giuen any ſatisfaction for them, nor haue they paide the tribute due for the Pe- 
quats who liue amonge them, nor any parte of it. 

Laftly as appeares by good euidence, by preſents of wampam, they haue beene 
practiſinge with the Mohawks and other Indyans contrary to their Couenants; foe 
that the premiſes to all the Comiſſioners and Colonies doe juſtly render them a perfidi- 
ous and treacherous people, and accordingly in their owne ſeaſon they ſhould proceede 
againſt them, and whateuer the conſequences prone, themſelues are the authors 
of it. 

September 15th lieftenant Godfrey returned Manattchoes and brought 2 letters 
from the dutch Governoure, the one in latine, the other in Engliſh, the latine tranſlat- 
ed hath theſe contents. 


To the moſt noble and worthy Comiſſioners of the federated Engliſh met togeither 
at the Red Mounte, or Newhaven in New Netherlands Wm. Keift Director and 
the Senate of New Netherland doe ſend many ſalutations. 


YOURS dated the 5th September old ſtyle we receaued the 21. new ſtyle by your 
meſſenger to which we thincke ſufficient to giue this ſhort anſwere. 

at the Inhabitants of Hartford haue deceiued you with falſe accuſations as Were 

eaſy to be euidenced by us if it were now ſeaſonable to produce our allegations which 

we can proue to be true by diuerſe atteſtations as well of your owne Country men, 4s 

ours, togeither with other authenticke writinge, but that we may not ſceme to be 


willing to evade you with vaine words, we ſhall at this time preſent you a few parti. 
culars

culars, out of. ſve ꝑreate an heap, as by the claw you may iudge of the talants of rhe 
lyon, and therefore paſlinge by their vſurpinge of our juriſdiccon, and of our proper 
grounde againſt poſſeſſion ſolemnly taken by vs, and our proteſtacons formerly made, 
we doe ſay, that the bloude of our Country men wrongfully ſhed by the inhabitants 
of Hartford, and the ſellinge of our domeſticke beaſts by them, doe ſufficiently teſtify 
the equity of their proceedings and therefore yqur prejudgement ſupported by this 
Oath Creto Coxtius, as if you ſhould ſay Amen, Amen, ſeemes wonderful to vs, and 
done contrary to the modeſty requiſite in ſuch an Aſſemblie, WhO ſhould a'lwa'es 
keepe one eare for the other party. 


Soe tar as concernes the Barbarian handmaide although it be apprehended by ſome 
that ſhe is no ſlaue but a free woeman, becauſe ſhe was neither taken in war nor 
bought with price, but was in former time placed with me by her parents for educa- 
tion, yet we will not ſuffer her to be wrongfully detayned, but whither he ſhall pay 
the damadge to her Mr. or ſhe ſhalbe reſtored to him we will not fuffer him that de- 
fires her for his wife to marry her, vntill the be lawfully baptiſed. Concerning the 
breaking in of our Agent vpon the watch at Hartford we truely coaceiue that watches 
are appointed for the defence of townes againſt the violence of enemies, and not for 
the hinderinge of freinds returne to their owne hoyſcs, and therefore leaſt miſcheifes 
happen, it were good to committ ſuch a truſt to ſkilfull men, and not to ignorant 


boyes who when they once finde themſelues loaden with armes, thincke they may 
alſoe lawfully cry out, etiam nos poma natamus. 


Certainely when we heare the Inhabitants of Hartford complayninge of vs, we 
ſeeme to heare Eſops wolfe complayninge of the lamb, or the admonition of the 
younge man who cryed out to his mother chideinge with her neighboures, oh mo- 
ther revile her, leaſt ſhe firſt take vp that practiſe againſt you: But being taught by 
precedent paſſages we received ſuch an anſwere to our Proteſt from the inhabitants of 
Newhaven as we expected, the Eagle allwaies deſpiſeth the Beetle fly, yet notwith- 
ſtandinge we doe vndauntedly continue in our purpoſe of purſueinge our owne right 


by juſt armes and righteous meanes, and doe hope without ſcruple to execute the ex- 
preſſe comands of our ſuperiours,

WORTHY GENTLEMEN, . 


YOURS of the 7th Sebtemb: I haue received wherein you are pleaſed to mention 
your ſpeakinge with Mr. Whitinge concerneinge ſome words ſpoken by him and 
mentioned in my letter to my honoured freind Mr. Winthropp Governour of the 
Mattachuſets, what I haue there chardged him with I haue it under good teſtimony 
of his owne country men however, I ſhall rather ympute it to his preſent paſſion 
then any premeditated reſolucon and alltogeither forgett it. Your honourable de- 
ſires that all occaſions of Diſcontentments may be remoued by the forbearinge of all 
threatninge and provokinge language on both ſides, and that the ſun of peace may 

more clearly ſhine among vs, I both applaude and defire. 

Whereas likewiſe you mention Mr. Whitinge's complaint concerning a ſentence 
of Corte paſſed here againſt him in his abſence and without any Attorney to pleade 
for him, I cannot but apprehend it as a greate injury to myſelfe in particular, but 
cheifly to you gentlemen that he ſhould ſoe miſinforme you, for in the firſt place 
he left Mr. Dolling for his Agent, who pleaded his cauſe for him, and what proces 
was then and there adwarded with the reaſons and grounds inducinge vs, if he had 
produced the Copy of the Sentence of Corte vnder our Secretary's hand, I ſuppoſe 
you would haue beene very well ſatisfyed. Yet if he can further cleare the ſaid 
cauſe hy better Evidence I ſhall willingly graunte a review, and doe that which 1s 
juſt accordinge to that light God giues me. | 

Concerninge debts due to him from any here, I ſhall according to juſtice and the 
law of our country doe him right. 

Whereas I vnderſtand there is ſomethinge pretended to be due to him from our 
Agent Mr. Dauid Provoſt, I ſuppoſe our ſaid Agent ſhall giue ſuch fayre ſatisfaction 


to Mr. Hopkins, or Mr. Haynes in the ſaid cauſe, that it wilbe clearly demonſtrated 
to 
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to them, that it is more pretence then a juſt due ſoe Gentlemen I ſhall take my

To theſe letters the Comiſſioners thought meete to returne this enfucing 
anſwere.

WE haue lately receiued by our meſſenger, 2 letters 
from you, the one in Engliſh, the other in Latine, of the former though we 
cloſe not in each particular, we can in generall make a further conſtruccon, in 
the latter we muſt profefle our ſelues much vnſatisfyed, ſome particulars, or the 
weight in them, you leaue vntouched in ſome you are miſinformed : the Indyan 
mayde was taken in war and for late miſcarriages of a publick nature, was ſubject to 
the juſtice of the place, ſhe flyes is receaued at your houſe and detayned both from 
her Maſter and from the Magiſtrate, as by a writinge vnder the hands of your depu- 

\tyes may appeare, and from your Agent we are informed that one of yours hath 
abuſed and defiled her, ſuch a practiſe we ſhould condemne in one of ours with any 
vnmarryed much more with an vnbapriſed Indyan : what order you haue taken that 

he be returned, what ſatisfaction you for this wronge we heare not, we 
conceiue watches are in all places ſet to prevent inconveniences and miſcheifs which 
may be done hy enemies, or diſorderly perſons, and in all places a ſober and comely 
anſwere expected, he that ſhall draw and breake his weopen vpon a watch, neither 
attends his duty nor ſafety. Your Agent and 4 more came in an hoſtile manner, 
aſlaulted, ſtrike and take away the teame and ladinge from a man peaceably follow- 
ing his occaſions, who had onely legally ſought ſatisfaction for damadge, to this you 
returne no anſwere, Vpon our ſecond thoughts we conceiue theſe things to be vn 
doubtedly true, and to be vnſufferable diſorders, we thought you ouerſtraine in ex- 
ceptinge againſt that phraſe (moſt certainely) and that without wronge to yourſelfe 
you might haue ſpared that chardg of ymodeſty, we conceiue you will hardly proue 
either by witneſſes or writinge that our Confederats of Hartford haue deceiued vs by 
falſe complaints for your other expreſhons, pronerbs or alluſions, we leaue them to 
your better conſideracon you might indeed expect a faire and iuſt anfwere from our 
Confederats of New Hauen which we did and doe hope will giue you ſatisfaction, 
either here or in Europe, but we ſhall waite the yſſue. Your concluſion though it 
ſceme

teeme harth to vs, agrees with your premiſes, and that we ſay no more, we haue 
more cauſe to proteſt againſt your proteſtation, then you haue to be offended at our 
bouldenes in meetinge at Newhauen, and for ought we know, may ſhew as good 
Comiſſion for the one, as you for the other, But our iuſt liberties being preſerued we 
relt yours &c. | | 

An Englith plantation being lately begun by Mr. John Winthrop Junior at Pe. 
quat, a queition grew to which Colony the Juriſdiccon ſhould belonge. The Comil. 
ſioners for the Mattachuſets propounded an intereſt by conqueſt, the Comiſſioners for 
Connecticut, hy patent, purchaſe, and conqueſt. ' It was remembred that in a treaty 
berwixt them at Cambridg 1638. not perfected a propoſition was made that Pequat 
river in reference to the conqueſt ſhould be the bounds betwixt them, but Mr. Fen. 
wick was not then there to pleade the pattent neither had Connecticute then any Title 
to thoſe lands by purchaſe or geed of gift from Vncus. But theplantacon is on the welt 
fide of Pequat, and foe within the bounds at firſt propounded for Connecticut. The 


* Comiſfioners joyntly agreed that an Engliſh plantation there being well ordered may 


in ſundry reſpects be of good vſe to all the Colonyes, and thought fütt it ſhould 
haue all encouragement cnely they conceined vnleſs hereafter the Mattachu- 
ſetts ſhew better tytle, the Juriſdiction ſhould belonge to Connecticute. 

A queſtion beinge propounded aboute the interpretation of a paſſage in 
the Comiffioners concluſions at Bofton 1643. the Commiſſioners for Con- 


necticute and New Hauen joyntly (Mr. Eaton and Mr. Hopkins being preſent 
at thofe agitations) conceiue the ſenſe is cleare that all tracts or parcell of lands 


are thereby preſerued to the Colony of Plimouth, except that poſſeſſed by the Engliſh 
or Indyans, who had then ſubmitted to the Mattachuſetts, but vpon what grounds 
it was done, unles to eaſe Plimouth of chardg in Gorton's buſineſſe, or for that 
they thought the land queſtionable or of ſmale value is not now remembered. 

A queſtion was propounded by the Comiſſioners for Connecticut concerning an 
impoſition layd on goods paſlinge by the Rivers mouth to ſea, which all the planta- 
tions on Connecticut Riuer pay, cheifly to maintayne the fort for ſecurity and con- 
veniency, onely Mr. Pincham and Sprinckfield who have in their proportion the 
the ſame benefit refuſe. The Comiſſioners thought it of waighty concerament to 
the plantations aboue that the mouth of the River be ſecured ; but Mr. Pincham be- 
ing abſent and noe inſtruccons giuen from the generall Corte in the Mattachuſets, 
the yſſue and determination was reſpited till the Comiſſioners next meetinge. 

Mr. Pelham on behalfe of Richard Woddy and Mr. Pincham by letter complayn- 
ed of ſome thefts Comitted by ſome of the Narraganſett Indyans, the like complaint 
was alſoe made by Mr. Browne in the behalfe of Wm. Smith of Rehoboth but in 
the abſence of the Indyans nothing could proceede. 10 

According to former orders the nomber of males ſhould haue beene . 
foorth from the ſeuerall Colonies and a true accounte ſhould alſoe haue beene broug 
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of all the expences in the ſeuerall expeditions for the publicke ſafety, but the Mattachn- 
ſ-rts and Plimouth being defe&iue in one or both, nothing could be yſſued with full 
ſatisfaction, onely it appeared that Conecticute and Newhaven Colonies haue ex- 
pended more then their proporcons, namely Conecticut 1621b. 3s. 1d. at leaſt, and 
Newhauen 711b. 88. 7d. at leaſt as the accompts were repreſented with ſome diſad- 
vantage to them, which monies ſhoulde haue beene paid vnto them by the other 
Colonies ſome time ſince, It is therefore ordered that the Mattachuſetts forthwith 
pay to Conecticute or their aſſignes 1361b. 198. 11d. and to Newhauen or their 
aſſiones 711b. 8s. 7d. and that Plimouth pay vnto Conetticute or their aſſignes 251b. 
45. od. and that againſt the next meetinge the accounts be better prepared and 
brought in. And vpon conſideration of ſouldiers dyett, and other expences in 
Wine, hott Waters, powder and {hott wherein any of the Colonies may either be 
prouident or remiſſe to their owne or their neighboures damadge, it was now or- 
dered, that no Colonies for ſuch expence bring to account aboue 6s. a man per weeke 
according to the nombre of ſouldiers, onely meetings of ſervice a due conſideration 
may be had of the expencs of powder and ſhott, and in this accompt boate hyre not 
to be included. And that no Colony bringe to accompt for the wages of any ſouldier 
aboue 6s. per weeke, for officers not aboue the rate followinge viz. a Corporall 8s. 
per wecke, a ſergeant 10s. an Enſigne 1 5s. leiftenant 208. and for the Captaine not 
aboue 30s. per weeke. | 
Vpon ſerious conſideration of the ſpreading nature of Error, the dangerous growth 
and effects thereof in other places and particularly how the*purity and power both of 
religion and of Ciuil order is already much complayned, if not wholy loſt in a parte 
of New England, by a licentipus liberty graunted and ſettled, whereby many caſtin;z 
off che rule of the word, profeſle and practiſe what is good in their owne eycs: and 
pon information of what petitions haue beene lately putt vp in ſome of the Colo- 
ne, agaiaſt the good and ſtraite waies of Chriſt, both in the Churches and in the 
Comon Wealth, the Coraiſkoners remembring that thoſe Colanies for themſelues and 2 
their poſteritie did enter into this firme and perpetuall league, as for other reſpects 
ſo for mutuall adviſe that the truth and liberties of the goſpell might be preſerved, 
propagated, thought it their duty ſeriouſly to Comend it to the care and conſideration 
| En generall Corte within theſe Vnited Colonies that as they haue layd theire 
adations and meaſured the temple of God, the worſhip and wor ſhippers by that 
ſtraight Reed God hath putt into their hands, ſoc they would walke on and build 
vp (all diſcouragements and difficulties notwithſtanding) with an vndaunted heart and 
vnwearied hand, according to the ſame rules and patternes, That a due watch be kept 
and continued at the doores of Gods houſe, that none be admitted as members of the

that Babtiſme, the ſeale of the Covenant be adminiſtred onely to ſuch members and 
their ymediate ſeed, that anabaptiſme, familiſme, antinomianiſme, generally all errors 
of like nature which oppoſe, vndermine and light either the ſcriptures, the ſabboth 
or other ordinancs of God, and bring in and cry vp vnwarrantable Revelations, in- 
ventions of men, or any carnall liberty, vnder a deceitſull colloure of liberty of 
conſcience, may be ſeaſonably and duly ſuppreſt, though they wiſh as much forbear. 
ance and reſpe& may be had of tender conſciencs ſeeking light as may ſtand with the 
purity of religion and peace of the Churches. (The Comiſſioners of Plymouth de- 
fire further conſideration concerninge this adviſe given to the generall Corts.) 

And laſtly that ſome ſerious prouiſion be ſpeedily made againſt oppreſſion whither 
in Comodities, or wages, againſt exceſſe and diſorder in apparrell, drincke and all 
other looſe and ſinfull miſcarriages not fitt to be named amongſt Chriſtians, by which 
the name of our holy God is much diſhonoured, and the Churches of Chriſt in theſe 
parts much reproached, as if they were ſtrict in their formes onely, or had 
reſpect onely to one of the tables of Gods law, their fruites in reference to the 
other, beinge nothinge better then the wild vines or brambles in the wildernes. Yf 
thus we be for God he will certainely be with vs, And though the God of the 
world (as he is ſtiled) be worſhipped, and by vſurpation ſett vpon his throane in 
the maine and greateſt part of America, yet this ſmall parte and portion may be 
vindicated as by the right hand of Jehovah, and juſtly called Emmanuells land. 

The foregoing concluſions were agreed vpon by the Comiſhoners of the Vnited 
Colonies 18 Sept. 1646. and ſubſcribed.

Concerninge the Narragenſett and -Nyanticke Indyans when firſt the preſent is 
returned and in a ſitt ſeaſon after the declaration drawne by the Comiſſioners ſent 
and interpreted to them, yf yet they attend not the Colonies iuſt ſatisfaccon or if by 
any inſolent or hoſtile carriage they giue further provocation, It is now agreed, that 
in May, or any other fitt ſeaſon vpon conyenient warninge from the Mattachuſetts, 
with the Conſent of the Comiſſioners from Plimouth all the Comiſſioners for the 
Colonies doe meete at Plimouth to conſider of ſome further courſe to ſecure our 
owne peace and to bringe the Narragenſetts. and their confederates into a better 
frame. | | 
Whereas the Colonies at preſent afforde ſome helpe towards the maintenance of 
ſome poore ſchollers in the Colledge at Cambridge in the Mattachuſetts, It was pro- 
pounded and thought fitt that ſome courſe be taken with the parents and with ſuck 


ſchollers themſclues (as the caſe may require) that when they are farniſhed with

learning, in ſome competent meaſure, they remoue not into other Countr

improue their parts and abillities for the ſervice of the Colonies and for this purpoſe 
the Comiſhoners for the Mattachuſetts were deſired to adviſe With the generall 
Courte and Elders there for the orderinge ſuch a courſe, and how fuch ſchollars may 
be impioyed and incouraged, when they leaue the Colledge either in new Plantations, 
or as ſchoole Maſters or in ſhips, till they be called and fitted for other ſervice. . 
Whereas our good God hath from the firſt done great things for his people in theſc 
Colonies in ſundry reſpects worthy to be written in our hearts with a deepe and cha- 
refed impreſſion not to be blotted out and forgotten and to be tranſmitted to poſterity, 
that they may know the Lord, and how he hath gloryfycd his Grace and mercy in. 
our foundations and beginnings, that they alſo may truſt in him, and walke with a 
right foote before him with out warping and declining, It is deſired by the Comil- 
fioners, that all the Colonies (as they may) would collect and gather vp the many 
ſpeciall prouidencs of God towards them, ſince their arrivall and ſetling in theſe parts, 
how he hath made roome for them, how his hand hath beene with them in laying 
their foundations in church and comon wealth, how he hath caſt the dread of his 
people (weak in themſelues) vpon the Indians, ſcattered their counſells, broken their 
plotts and attempts and continued our peace (notwithſtanding their inſolencies rage 
and malice) made gratious prouiſion for ys and in all reſpects hath bene a ſun and 
ſhield to vs, and that memorialls being made, they may be duly communicated and 
ſeriouſly conſidered, that no thinge be miſtaken, but that hiſtory may be compiled 
accordinge to truth with due weight by ſome able and fitt man appointed therevnto.

AT A MEETING of the Comiſſioners for the vnited Colonies of New England 


held at Boſton 26 July 1647 an order of the generall Corte of the Mattachuſets 
dated 26th of the third moneth 1647 was preſented, whereby it appeared, That 
Thomas Dudley and John Endecott Eſq'rs. were choſen Comiſſioners for that Ju- 
riſdiction for this preſent yeare, weere inveſted with full power to treate and conclude 
of all things according to the tenure of the articles of combination concluded at 
Boſton 19th of the third moneth 1643. 
A like order for the Juryſdiction of New Plimouth dated the firſt of the 4th 
moneth 1647 was read inveſting Mr. William Bradford and Mr. John Browne with 
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like power as Comiſſioners to treate and 2 n to the teuure of the 
ſaid articles. : 

An order of the generall Corte of Comnoicere was alſoe preſented and read 
dated 28th of the 4th moneth 1647 appointing Mr. Edward Hopkins and Captain 
John Maſon to the foremencond ſervice and inveſting them with full power accord- 
ing to the articles of Confederation. 

A like order for the generall Corte of Newhavens Juriſdiction dat. 27 October 
1646 inveſting Mr. Theophilus Eaton, and Stephen Goodycare with the like 
power 3 to the tenure of the ſaid articles for the yeare enſueing was now 


alſoe read. 


Thomas Dudley Eſqr. was choſen Preſident for this meeting. 

The Comiſtioners by experience findinge that the occaſions of the Colonies ſome 
times require their meetings and conſultations before the ordinary time appoynted by 
the Articles of Confederation in the 7th moneth, And that at ſuch times the ordinary 
meetinge in Sept. may well be ſpared (the general occaſions of the Colonies being 
diſpatched) which yet ſeemes by the Articles ought neceſſarily to be attended euery 
yeare, it was agreed, that it be propounded to the ſeuerall generall Courts, that it 
may be left to the liberty of the Comiſſioners for the time beinge to order the time 
of meetinge, as the occaſions of the Colonies may require: And to forbeare the 
or nary time of the meetinge in Sept. as they fee cauſe, Provided there be a meet- 
inge once every yeare. þ 

And whereas the Articles of combination ſeems to require the meeting togeither 
of the whole nomber of the Comiſhoners before they can conſult or conclude of any 
occaſions which concerne the Colonies, which may be very preiudiciall to the pub- 
licke weale, not onely the lives of men after they are on their journeys (beinge h- 
able to hazzards) whereby their meeting with the reſt may be prevented, but other 
occaſions may alſoe intervene to hinder the ſame, It was agreed that it alſoe be re- 
comended to the generall Corts that when any meetinge is agreed vpon, whither or- 
dinary or extraordinary (all the Comiſſioners choſen by the ſeueral jurifdiccons hav- 
ing hadſeaſonable notice thereof,) yf no more then 6 come, they may meete, conſult 
and (in caſe they all agree) conclude ſuch things as concerne the ſeuerall Colonies, 
as if the whole nomber were togeither. | 

One principall cauſe of the Comiſſioners meetinge togeither at this time being to 
conſider what courſe ſhould be held with the Narraganſett Indyans, aud their con- 
federats who haue not onely broken their Covenants ſolemnly made at Boſton in 
Anno 1645. But as the Comiſſioners haue bene enformed credibly, haue bene plottinge, 


and 
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and by preſents of Wampam, ingageinge the Indyans rounde aboute to combine with 
them again!t the Engliſh Colonies in war. It was thought fitt to ſend Thomas Stan- 
ton benedick Arnold, and Seargent Waite, as meſſengers to them, And that there 
m. ut be better aſſurance of a true returne the Comiſſioners gave Thomas Stanton as 
interpreter the oath and inſtructions followinge. | 

Lou ſhall fully and trucly according to the belt of your abillities and knowledge in 
the Indion language expreſſe the meſſage now ſent by you to Peſſacks &c. from the 
Comiſſioners of the Vnited Colonies, and in the like manner make returne of what 
anſwere you receaue from them or other conſiderable paſſages you meete with accord- 
ing to the inſtruccons now given you this 27 July 1647. 

Thomas Stanton you are hereby defired to goe with what ſpeed you may, to 
Peſſacks the cheife Sachem of the Narragenſetts, as alſo to Nenegrate and We— 
betamuk and deliuer to them in reference to themſclves and all their Confederats in 
the Indyan tounge (as neare as may be) the meſſage hereafter written, in the 
words wherein it is expreſſed, as ſent vnto them from all the Comiſſioners of the 
Vnited Colonies now mett at Boſton in the Mattachuſerts, And you are to bring 
packe to vs with all convenient ſpeede their anſwere and reſolucons with what other 
conſiderable paſſages you meete with either from Peſſacks or any other conſiderable. 
Sachem Counſellor Captaine or Indyans. 

The vnited Colonies haue now neare 2 yeares waited for the performance of the 
Covenant made at Boſton by the Narragenſet Sachems in the ſcuerall parts concern- 
inge the Engliſh &c. but haue founde hitherto nothing intending to ſatisfaction. The 


laſt yeare they ſhould haue mett the Comiſſioners at Newhaven Vncus then attended, 


but they neither come nor ſent. The Comiſſioners therefore now aſſembled at Bof- 
ton expect them all with full fatisfationto the ſeueral foremenconedingagements. Vncus 
is appointed to meete them here and expected daily, For their incouradgement the 
Comiſſioners hereby promiſe full ſafety that they ſhall come and returne without 
danger from the Engliſh Colonies yf they refuſe or delay they intend to ſend no more, 
but to proceede hereafter as they ſhall ſee cauſe. 

The 31ſt. July Thomas Stanton returned with Peſſacks anſwere as followinge. 
Peſſack being charged for not meetinge the Comiſſioners at Newhaven the laſt yeare, 
his anſwere was, he had no warninge. It is true ſaid he I haue broken my Covenant 
theſe 2 years, and it is and hath bene the conſtant greife of my ſpirit. 2ly. the rea- 
5 hoy he doth not come at this time is, becauſe he hath beene ſick and is now ſick, 
4H on a pretty well (faid he) I would haue come to them. zly. he faith 
MES ent his fall minde by Nenegratt, and what Nenegratt ſhall doe concerning his 

elle he will ſtand to it: he faith alſoe, that he hath ſent Powpynamett and Po- 


mamiks to goe and heare and teſtiſie that he hath betruſted his full minde with Nene- 


gratt. 
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Fratt. Aly. he doth ſay when he made his covenant he did it in feare of the Army 
that he did ſee, and though the Engliſh kept their covenant with him there and let 


him goe from them, yet the Army was to goe to Narragenſett ymediately and Kill 
bim there, therefore ſaid the Comiſſioners ſett your hands to ſuch and ſuch 


thinges or els the Army ſhall goe forth to the Narragenſctts. 


Noyanno anſwered that at this ſpringe he did deliver his minde to * and 
hat he did or doth he will ſtand to it. 

Alſo he faid if Nenegrett ſhall make any other or new Covenant or agreement wich 
the Evgliſh Sachems he will ſtand to it. 


THOMAS STANTON, * BENEDICT ARNOLD. 


In which anſwere the Comiſſioners founde ſeuerall paſſages of vatruth and guile 
and were vnſatisfyed. 

Firſt Mr. Pelham and Mr. Hopkins by Benedi& Arnold at the latter end of the 
third moneth 1646 minded Peſſecks and his company of the meeting at Newhaven, 
and the time when the time ſhould be, and they promiſed to come or to ſend their 
meſſengers thither. 

2ly. Thomas Stanton vpon his beſt obſeruation could not diſcerne any ſicknes, or 
ne indiſpoſition of body to hinder his trauell. 

After covenants haue bene ſoe ſolemnly made and hoſtages given, and a ſmall 
= of the wampam payd, and all the reſt due, now to pretend feare is a vaine 
and an offenſiue excuſe. 

Auguſt 3d. Ninegratt with ſome of the Nyantick Indians and two of Peſſacks 
men came to Boſton, and deſiring Mr John Winthrop that came from Pequatt plan- 
tation might be preſent, they were admitted. The Comiſſioners aſked Ninegratt for 
whome he came whither as a publick perſon on the behalfe of Peſſacks and the reſt 

of the Narragenſetts Confederates, or onely for himſelf as a particular Sagamore, 
he at firſt anſwered that he had ſpoke with Peſſack but had no ſuch Comiſſion from 
him, he added there had not beene ſo good agreement betwixt Peſſacks and himſelfe 
as he deſired, but by Mr. John Winthrops teſtimony, by the anſwere Tho. Stanton 
and Benedict Arnold brought from Peſſacks and by the witneſſe of Peſſacks two 
men, it appeared to the Comiſhoners that whatever formallity might be wanting 
in Peſſacks expreſſions to Ninegratt, yet Peſſack had fully ingaged himſelfe to ſtand 
to whatſoever Ninegratt ſhould conclude. The Comiſſioners therefore aſked Nine- 
gratt, whence it proceeded that the Narragenſett confederates (of which him ſelfe 
was one) had neither paid the wampam to the Engliſh Colonies, nor performed any 
other of their Covenants either with the Engliſh or with Vacus. Ninegratt 4 ſirſt pre- 


tended ignorance as if he had not knowne what covenants had beene made, he boy 
10 
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tould that one of his men, as his deputy was preſent at the treaty and vnder writ” 
the Covenants that Peſſacks and Canonicus ſonne with the reſt affirmed that what 
they and his agents did conclude, Ninegratt had promiſed to ſtand vnto, That they 
had a Copy of the Covenants in parchment and had or might have Mr. Williams: 
help at all times to interprete them ; there could therefore be no truth in his an- 
ſwere. " 

2ly. Ninegratt aſked for what the Narragenſetts ſhould pay ſo much wampam ; he 
knew not that they were indebted to the Engliſh, he was anſwered that the Narra- 
genſetts had greatly broken their former Covenants with the Engliſh, and contrary 
to their agreement and engagement they had made war vpon Vncus, wounded and 
flain diuerſe of his men, taken Captiues, ſeaſed ſome of his Condoes, and ſpoiled” 
much of his Corne, by which hoſtile outrages they had conſtrayned the Englith at 
their great chardges to ſend men for Vncus defence. That the Comiſhoners for alt 
the Colonies meetinge at Boſton on this occaſion ſent Meſſengers to the Narragen-- 
fett Sachem. But inſtead of juſt ſatisfaction, their Meſſengers were lighted, and 
yll vied, and Ninegrate himſelfe vſed threatninge and inſolent language, he tould 
the meſſengers that by the meetinge at Hartford they knew the Comiſſioners would 
endevoure to compoſe matters, and to ſetle a peace betwixt them aud Vncus, but 
they were reſolued to war, nor would they enquire who began war, they would 
carry it on and nothing but Vncus head ſhould: end it, and if the Engliſh did not 
withdraw their garriſons from the defence of Vncus, they would heape vp their 


cattle as high as their wigwams, and an Engliſhman ſhould not ſtep out of the 


doores to piſſe, but they would kill him. Ninegrat not able to deny this charge, 
pretended that the Engliſh meſſengers provoked him, but that appeared a falſe and 
weake excuſe, he laſtly affirmed that the ſome was ſoe great, that the Narragenſetts- 


had not wampam enough to pay it, but that ſatisfyed not, it being well knowne to 


the Comiſſioners, that the Narragenſetts are a greate people, and can raiſe a great- 


er quantity of wampam vpon a ſhorte warninge when they pleaſe: Ninegrate here- 


upon aſked, what wampam had beene already paid vpon the Covenants and how 


the reckoninge ſtood, he was anſwered” thas Peſſacks firſt ſent 170 fathome of wam- 
pam which was receiued in part of payment after he ſent ſome kettles and abonte 15 


fathome of wampum which beinge a contemptible ſome was refuſed, and that the 
Narragenſett meſſengers had ſould the kettles to Mr. Shrimton a braſier in Boſton 
at 1.24 per Ib. they weighinge 28 51b. came to 141b. 58. but the Indian meſſenger pre- 
ſently receiued 208. in part the reſt with the mentioned wampam amountinge to 41b. 


48. 6d. the left in the braſiers hand, in all amounted to 171b. gs. 6. which hath beene 
imce attached by Richard Woddy for goods ſtollen from him by a Narraganſet Indi- 
Ninegrate was not ſatisfyed with the attachment and affirmed that neither the 
kenles nor wampam did belonge to Peſſacks him ſelfe nor to the Indian that had 
{tollen-.. 
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ſtollen the goods, and that they were left for the Comiſſioners in part of payement 
and ſo muſt be reckoned. The Comiſſioners thought it not fitt to preſſe the attach. 
ment but reckoned the kettles and wampam "at 70 fathome and acknowledged the 
receipt of 240 fathome, beſides a parcell of Wampam ſent by Ninegrate himſelfe 
to the Governoure; whither as a preſent to him or in parte of payment to the Colo- 
nies, he was wiſhed to expreſſe, togeither with the quantity he ſent, becauſe the 
ſaid wampam then apprehended to be a preſent was not accepted by the Governonre, 
But in truſt left in the hands of Cutchamaquin who vpon a meſſage-from the Co- 
miitoners had lately brought in 2 girdles with a ſtring of wampam all which himſelſe 


rated at 45 fathome, affirminge he had receined no more except 8s. which he had 


vied, and would repay. Ninegrate tould the Comiſſioners that he had ſent 4o fa- 


thome of black and 45 fathome of white in value togeither 105 fathome, that he 


left it to the Governoures diſcretion whither he would take it as a preſent, or as 
parte of the debt: but being preſſed to cieare the queſtion himſelfe, he anſwerd his 
tpunge ſhould not belye his heart, let the debt. be ſatisfyed as it may, he intended it 


as a preſent to the Governoure, he alſoe affirmed he ſent no girdles, it was all in 
ſtrung wampam white and black in different proportions as before. Hereupon 


Cutchamaquin was ſent for and before Ninegrate queſtioned for his vnrighteouſ. 
nes and falſhood, he at firit perſiſted, and added to his lyes, but was at Jaſt convin- 


ced by Ninegrate, and his meſſengers who then breughe the preſent, and was now 


here that the wampam for the Governoure was 105 fathome, beſides which Nine- 
grate bad ſent Cutchamaquin 10 fathome for himſelfe. 

Theſe thinges being largly debated Ninegrate was wiſhed to N and adviſe 
with the Narragenſetts deputy and to give their full anſwere the next day according 
to which the Comiſſioners would reſolve and proceede. The next day Ninegrate 


with the depurics for Peſſacks appeared, Ninegrett tould the Comiſſioners that be- 


fore he came he doubted the burthen of the buſineſſe would lye vpon him Peſſacks 
having fayled him in what he ſhould haue done and now he fownde what he feared 
yet ypon due conſideration of former paſſages with the Covenants made at Boſton 
Anno 1645 he was reſolued to give the Colonies due ſatisfaction in all things, add- 
ing that he would forthwith ſend ſome of his men to the Narragenſett and Nyanticke 
Indyans to gather up the reſedue of wampam yet behinde that in 3 dayes he hoped 
to haue an anſwer what they would doe and in 10 dayes at furtheſt he conceived 
the wampam might be here, that himſelf reſoln=d to ſtay at Boſton till it came And | 
ſoe he would certity the Narragenſett confederates : But if the collection of wam- 
pam ſhould falle ſhort of the whole ſomme due, he deſired ſome forbearance, al- 
ſuring that the reſidue ſhould be ſhortly payd and they ſhould ſee his reality in 


&cepinge Covenants and tearmes of amity with the Engliſh ; wherewith the Comitli- 
3 ones 
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oners were well ſatisfyed for the preſent, hopinge they ſhould finde anſwerable per- 
formance and Ninegrate ſent away his meſſengers. 
Whereas a queſtion propounded the laſt yeare at Newhaven concerninge an 


ympofition laide vpon goods paſſing through the mouth of Connecticute river to ſea 
was reſpited to this meeting, the Comiſſioners for Connecticute deſired the ſame 


might now be conſidered and yſſued. And the Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts 
did therevpon deliuer in writinge certaine reaſons from the generall Corte of that 
juriſdiction againſt the ſaid impoſition which were as followeth. | 

At the general Corte at Boſton 4th 9 moneth 1646 the Corte having conſidered 
the controuerſy betwixt the Juriſdiction of Hartford vpon Conecticute and the Inha- 
bitants of Sprinck-field vpon the ſame River touchinge either the purchaſe of the 
Fort &c. at the Riuer's mouth, or the payment of ſuch cuſtomes as is or ſhalbe 
impoſed vpon them towards the maintenance of the ſame, doth declare its judgement 
as followeth 

Firſt they conceive that the juriſdiction of Hartford hath not a legall power to 
force any inhabitant of another Juriſdiction to purchaſe any forte or other lands out 
of that Juriſdiftion without their conſent. 

2dly. They conceaue that it were injurious to require a cuſtome to the maintain- 
ing of ſuch a forte which is not uſefull to ſuch of whome it is demanded. 

3. They thincke it very vneqnall for them to impoſe a cuſtome vpon the freinds 
and confederates, who haue not more benefit of the River by exporting and impor- 
inge of goods then ſtraungers of another nation where there they liue within Hart- 
ford Juriſdicon pay none. 

4. The propoundinge and 8 vpon an impoſition of Cuſtome to be paid to 
the Rivers mouth by ſuch as were, or are within our Juriſdiction, hindered our con- 
federation aboue 10 yeares, And there was never any paid to this day, now to im- 
poſe it vpon any of ours after our confederation will putt vs to new thoughts. 

5. It ſeemes to vs very hard that - of our Juriſdiccon ſhould be forced to ſuch 
a diſadvantage as will neceſſarily in thrall their poſterity by impoſing ſuch rates and 
cuſtomes as will either conſtraine them either to departe their habitations, or weaken 
their eſtates, eſpecially when as they with the firſt took poſſeſſion of the Riuer, and 
were at greate chardge at buildinge &c. which if they had * would not there 
have planted. 

6. If Hartford Juriſdiction ſhall make vſe of this power ouer any of ours, we con- 


ccine we haue the ſame power to imitate them in the like kinde which we deſire may 
be forborne on both ſides.

A ſhorte anſwere to the reaſons propounded by the generall Corte of the Mattachu- 


ſetts, for Springfield not payinge of the impoſition at Seabrook Forte preſented to 
the Comiſſioners of the Vnited Colonies 27 July 1647. 


Tre firſt argument ſeemed (at leaſt to vs) to laboure of a greate miſtake in refe. 
rence to the caſe in hand (to omit all other juſt exceptions that might be made 
againſt that affirmation) and doth not touch the preſent queſtion, which is, whither 
ſuch an impoſition be lawfull and regular, bottomed vpon a foundation of equity and 
righteouſnes, and not to what vſes | the meanes raifed vpon the 
impoſition is put, for if there be ſufficient grounde and reafone for the impoſition, 
that it tranſgreſſe not a rule of righteouſnes in regard of the thinge itſelf, not exceed. 
inge a rule of moderation in regard of the quantity, it concernes not the 
party that payes to enquire after, or call to account for the imployement of 
the monies raiſed by this impoſition therefore the further anſwere it might be abſolute- 
ly denyed that which is impoſed to be paid by Springfielde as they paſſe, is to pur- 
chaſe lands or forte. 75 

2. The ſecond, as it is a poſition in itſelfe nakedly conſidered ſeemes at leaſt to lay 
moſt of the government of Europe vnder the guilt of injuſtice, yet becauſe it hath 
an appearance of an equitable conſideration in it, we are content the yſſue of the 
preſent difference may lye there, for we affirme the forte mentioned hath beene for 
nigh 12 yeares paſt, is at preſcnt and may be ſtill for the future, uſefull to that plan- 
tation, and yet not id paid by them towards it to this very day. 

3. The third is but a preſumption, and if it had any cleare fovndation, yet the com- 
pariſon is not equall. | 

4. The fourth euer fince the firſt reading of it hath beene a reall troble to our 
thoughts, labouringe of ſo apparent miſtakes, both in the one parte of it and in the 
other which makes vs hartily wiſh that we may be all conſcientious ca:efull that our 
publicke records may carry ſuch evidence of truth, that thoſe who deſire to take 
advantages may not haue any juſt occaſions giuen them, for whereas it is ſaid the com- 
bination was hindered aboue 10 yeares by the meanes propounded, if a due confide- 
ration be had of it, it will appeare, it was not aboue 5 yeares from the mentioned 
agitation for combination, and the concluſion of this preſent confederation the one 
beinge June 1638 the other agreed vpon in May 1643. Whereas it is affirmed that 
the propounding and ſtanding vpon an impoſition of cuſtome at the Riners mouth hin- 
dered the combination ſoe many yeares, it ſhall (if need) be made appeare by the 
oath of thoſe who were imployed in that ſervice, that they were foe far from Stiflly 


ſtandinge vpon ſuch an impoſition, that they did not foe much as propounde it, as , 
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is there expreſſed, nor could they in reaſon doe it the townes hauinge no intereſt in, 
nor relation to. the forte at that time. 0 
5. The fifth carrieth not that ſtrength of reaſon with it as to compell our vnder- 
ſtandinge to fall in therewith, for what inthralement ſuch an impoſition is or can be 
to the Inhabitants there, as to cauſe them to forſake their habitations vpon that 
grounde, our thoughts reach not, eſpecially conſideringe if that Juriſdiction grow 
exorbitant in their taxes, there is a remedy provided in this combination to re&tify 
any ſuch deviations, bur if weakeninge of eſtates be a ſufficient plea to free men from 
payinge of taxes, we know not who will pay, for all ſuch payments doe weaken men's 
eſtates, What is meant by taking poſſeſſion of the River (which was poſſeſt by 
the other townes a conſiderable time before the foundation of that plantation was 
layd) and the greate charg in buildings we vnderſtand not, for we are wholy igno- 
rant what expences they haue beene at in that kinde, But for their owne particular 
private advantages, nor can we yeeld a ready beliefe to what is affirmed, that if they 
had foreſeen the preſent impoſition wouldhaue beene required, they would not then 
haue planted for the thing carryeth that euidence of equity with it that Mr. Pincheon 
whiles he looked vpon him ſelfe as a member of that Juriſdiction, acknowledged the 
ſame and yeelded vpon a motion made by himſelfe to Mr. Fennicke (as we have it 
from his teſtimony deſeruing credit) that the trade of beauet vpon the Riuer, which 
is the greateſt thing now ſtuck at, ought in reaſon to contribute to the chardg of the 
forte : beſides the incouragment given by Mr. Pincheon vnder his owne hand, by 
others to the gentlemen intereſſed in Seabrooke forte: which might well draw out 
from them an addition to the former expences, there ſeemes to deſerue ſome weight 
of 0 conſideration in the preſent caſe. 
6. To the ſixt we willingly aſſent, and in parallel caſes ſhall readily ſubmitt. 
Which arguments and anſweres being read and a further debate betwixt the Co- 
mĩſſioners of the Mattachuſetts and Conecticute had, and Mr Pincheon then in Boſton 


being ſent e to add what further reaſons he could againſt the impoſition 


in queſtion, he w y referring to what the general Corte had done, it appeared to 
the Comiſſioners for rhe other two Collonies vpon their moſt ſerions conſideration, 
that it was of weighty concernment to all the plantations vpon the River of Conecti- 
cute that the mouth of the Riuer and the paſſages of goods through it to and fro 
(though at ſome chardg) be preſerued and ſecured to them, that though the forte 
. Seabrooke be not of force againſt an enemy of any conſiderable ſtrength, yet an 
Ingliſh plantation being now ſettled there, it may more eaſily be preſcrued, and may 
in a comfortable meaſure ſecure the paſſage aforeſaid for the convenience of all the 
plantations vpon that, of which bencfite Springfield doth ſhare with the reſt, That 
though nothinge be as yet demanded from the Dutch Houſe within Harttords limitts, 
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yet this impoſition with other differrences are like to be conſidered in a fitt ſeaſon, that 
whatever conference hath formerly paſſed about the cuſtome or impoſition at Seabrooke, 
there never was any ſetled or demanded of any of the plantations till now of late, and from 
the firſt day that any of the plantations vpon that Riuer haue paid, hath vpon the ſame 
grounds beene demanded and expected of and from Springfield. That it is no im- 
peachment of any liberty granted by patent to the Mattachuſetts that Springfield 
ſeated vpon the River of Conecticut, doe beare a moderate and equall part of 
charges, whither of ſcouring any parte of that Riuer, or River's mouth (if there 


ſhould be occaſion) or in making or maintayninge ſuch a forte as is in queſtion to ſe- 


cure the paſſage to and fro, that the impoſition in queſtion is but the payment of 2d. 
per buſhei for corne and about 1d per lb for beaver paſſing out through the mouth 
of that Riuer, and therefore ſeemeth a moderate charge in reference to the cuſtome 
propounded, and no matter of juſt greiuance or diſcouragment to the plantations 
themſelues there ſetled. | | | 
The premiſes being wei ghed and conſidered with all due tendernes and reſpedts to 
the | the ſaid Comiſhoners for Plimouth rnd Newhaven doe 
conceiue and conclude | | 
1. Firſt that Springfield doe henceforward from time to time give in to Connecti- 
cute, or the Agent or Agents a true note or accompt of all Corne, and beaver they 
or any of them ſhip, or carry out through the mouth of that River to ſea, to pay or 
deſpoſet into theire hands after the rate of 2d. per buſhell for corne, and 20s. per 
hogſhead for beaver ſoe exported. | | 
2. That the mentioned impoſition be neither at any time hereafter raiſed, nor in- 
creaſed vpon any of the inhabitants of Springfield, without juſt and neceſſary cauſe 
to be firſt approued and allowed by the other Colonies, nor continued longer 


then the forte in queſtion is mayntained, and the paſſage as at preſent thereby 
ſecured. ; | LES! 

3. That at the next meetinge of the Comiſſioners any Deputy from the Mattachu- 
ſetts Colony, or from Springfield plantation, ſhall haue liberty further to propound 
or object as they ſee cauſe againſt the preſent impoſtion, which according to the na- 
ture and proper weight of the matter alleadged, ſhalbe duly heard and conſider- 
ed without any diſadvantage: from the concluſion now made in the premiſſes. 


A petition was preſented by Mr. Henry Dunſter preſident of Harvard colledg

1. Whether you be willing to ſubmitt the youth of your Colonies that be or 
fhalbe ſtudents ſo far to the Colledg Diſcipline adminiſtred by the Preſident and fel 
lowes and in caſes arduous, by the advice of the overſeers, that whatſoeuer puniſh- 
mentt ſhalbe inflicted for the demerits, according to the lawes of the ſaid Colledg 
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{hall nowaies infringe any priuiledge or honourable exhibition from your Colonies to 
the Colledg, and whither you doe not giue your approbation to the ſaid Jawes. - 

2ly. Whereas vpon the ſeaſonable motion of Mr. Thomas Shepheard, the ſeue- 
rall Colonies agreed firmely to contribute to the furtherance of learning in the col- 
ledg, the diſpoſall whereof hath wholy beene left · to me hitherto, wherein I haue 
allready fownde ſome caſes difficult to my ſelfe, and which may be dangerous in time 
enſueing tojothers, vnles by your counſells they be regulated, therefore haue I thought 
it neceſſary to ꝓropound to your wiſedome theſe following queſtions. 

1. Whereas that way is by free contributions wherein euery Colony, Towne, 
and family take themſelues to be at liberty to giue or withould, yf therefore ſome 
Colonies or townes in them ſhall giue nothinge, yetout of the ſaid places well deſerving 
ſchollers ſhall come, whither then theſe ſhalbe as capable of thefe contributions, as 
ſuch as come from other Colonies that doe contribute liberally and conſequently, if 
theſe ſupplies ſhalbe extended to ſchollars coming from forraine places, as old England, 
Virginia and the like. 

2ly. Whither in any cafe you giue way that any of the ſaid ſupplies be di- 
verted from. the Society for the maintenance of ſchoole ſchollars, and if foe in 
what caſes. | | 

zly. Whither we ſhall haue reſpect in the diſpoſall of the ſaid contributions to all 
the ſchollars in generall (as by maintenance of common officers or the like) or eſpe- 
cially to ſuch as are poore pious and learned the three vſuall qualifications looked at 
in ſuch caſes, and whither any ſcholler diſcontinuinge from the Colledg aboue a 
moneth ſhall haue his exhibition continued. 

4ly. Whither any ſchollers that haue had theſe exhibitions, ſhall accoume 
themſelues ſoe ingaged to ſtay in the country, as that they may not goe away. 
without offence, and if ſoe, then what way they may diſengage themſelues. 

Fly. Seeing the contributions of the Colonies have already amounted to aboue 
5olb. per annum And if the firſt propoſition of 18. a family were attended, they 
would amounte to much more, whither therefore if the ſaid exhibitions were col- 
lefted by ſome faithfull officers, conſtable or the like and preſented to the generall 
Cortes, or their betruſted in the ſaid Colonies, and thereof a fit. proportion as 
themſelves ſhall ſee good, allotted to the colledge glb. per An. for a {chollarſhipp 
and 161b. per ann. for a fellowſhip and the reſt for the maintenance of ſchollars at 
the grammar ſchoole in the plantacons where theſe collections are made the ſaid courſe 
would be more honourable and orderly to the Collonies and Colledge and more ſa- 
uSaCtory to the people, when they ſhall ſee how their gifts are beſtowed and how 
themſclues may reape the gruite of them both at home and abroade. 
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Sixtly whither it is expected that pious dilligent and learned Graduats ſhould be 
elected fellowes, as emergent occaſion ſhall require, and that then they ſhould haue 
for their encouragement the ſtipend due from ſuch ſchollars as are vnder their tuition, 
which for the preſent is a conſiderable parte of the Preſidents maintenance, therefore 
we humbly entreate you to ſtate, what you thincke to be a meete allowance for the 
Preſident and whence it ſhall ariſe. | | 1 8 

Seaventhly ſeing from the firſt euil contrivall of the Colledg buildinge there now 
enſues yearely decayes of the rooff, walls and foundation, which the ſtudy rents will 
not carry forth to repaire Therefore we preſent it to your wiſedome to propounde 
ſome way to carry an end to this worke. | | 

Eightly ſeinge the publicke library in the Colledg is yet defectiue in all manner of 
bookes, eſpecially in law, phiſicke Philoſophy and mathematicks, the furniſhinge 
whereof would be both honourable and proffitable to the Country in generall and in 
ſpeciall to the ſchollars, whoſe various inclinations to all profeſſions might thereby 
be incouraged and furthered, we therfore humbly entreate you to vſe ſuch meanes 
as your wiſdomes ſhall thincke meete for ſupply of the ſame. | 

Ninthly ſeing it wilbe of concernement and incouragement to the Students, that 
the degrees here taken may be ſo accounted in England and we are informed of the 
readines of ſome maſters of Colledges there to entertaine and promote ſuch a motion, 
we therefore deſire your advice and furtherance in this matter. So prayinge for the 
blefling of the Lord vpon all your conſultations for the welfare of the vnited Colo- 
nies I humbly take my leave and reſt Your willing ſervant

The anſwere of the Comiſſioners to the former petition and queres ſo far as con- 
cernes the Colonies in joynt reſpects. 

Firſt they conceiue that all who ſend any youthes to the Colledge doe, Eo facto, 
ſubmit and leauz them to the Colledg Diſcipline, as is vſuall in ſuch cafes in all places 
in Europe. 


2dly They apprehend it very equitable, that thoſe Colonies and places which doe 


contribute or are moſt engaged therein, ſhould be firſt attended, when any of theirs 


are equally capable of the releife affoorded thereby with others, though. they would 
alſoe that deſerving youthes from other places (recomended from ſuch Colonies 35 
doe contribute) be not neglected. 

:aAly They doe not thincke it fitt that any of the ſaid ſupplies be diverted to the 
maintenance of Grammar ſchoole ſchollars, the ſeuerall plantations making proviſion 
in theſe kindes within the ſeuerall Juriſdictions. 8 

Athly The ſupplies graunted by the ſeuerall Collonies Kere firſt intended for 4 
ſupport and encouragement of poore pious and learned youthes, and it ls deſire 


theſe ends may cheefly be attended in the diſpoſall thereof, onely if no ſuch 25

be preſent, it may be imployed for the Comon advantage of the Colledge, and if 
any ſcholler ſhalbe abſent in a diforderly way aboue a moneth at one time they iudge 

5thly It is apprehended by the Comiſhoners that thoſe who haue benefitt by the 
contributions of the Collonies ſhould be engaged to attend the ſervice of the country 
vpon tender of imployment and maintenance ſutable to their condition and the ſtate 
of the Country, but ſuch tender being made in caſe they doe not aquies in what is 
preſented, but for greater outward advantage or other reſpects chufe to depart, they 
ſhould be engaged in convenient time to repay what they have received from the 
Colonies.” | 

6thly The Comiſhoners promiſe with concurrent endeavours to promote the con- 
tributions accordinge to the former propoſitions, but doe not indge it meete to put it 
into any other frame. The other particulars mentioned belonge properly to this 
Juriſdiction wherein the Comiſhoners will not intermeddle, but referr the conſidera- 
tion thereof to the wiſdome and piety of the generall Corte for this Collony. 

The queſtion concerninge the Juriſdiction of the Engliſh plantation lately ſet- 
led on the weſt ſide of Pequatt Riuer was againe taken into conſideration by the 
Comiſſioners. Mr. John Winthrop now preſent expreſt himſelfe as more indiffe- 
rent, but affirmed that ſome of the plantation ſate downe there in reference to the 
goverment and iu expectation of large priviledges from the Mattachuſetts and ſhould 
be much diſappointed if that plantation fall and be ſetled vnder any other juriſ— 
diction. p DINE TION 
The Comiſſioners conſidering what paſſed at Newhauen laſt yeare and that in all 
the Colonies though title to land may be ſeuerall waies acquired, yet Juriſdiction 
gocth conſtantly with the Pattent, they tould Mr. John Winthrop that they doubted 
not, but Conecticute would tenderly conſider and affoord ſuch priuiledges as may 
ſuite a plantation ſoe remote, but concluded that the Juriſdiftion of that plantation 
doth and ought to belonge to Conecticute. 

A Petition in the name of many Pequatts was preſented by Mr. John Winthrop 
to the Comiſſioners as followeth. | 

The humble petition of Caſmamon and Obechiquod in the nam? and behalfe of 
other Pequatts now dwelling at Namyok, humbly ſhewerh 

That whereas our Sachems and people haue done very ill againſt the Englith for- 
merly for which they haue juſtly ſuffered and beene rightfully conquered by the 
Engliſh, we your humble petitioners, who had no conſent nor hand in ſhedding the 
Engliſh bloud, but by the advice of Necquaſh fled from our countrey, being promiſ- 
ed by Necquaſh 1 0 Engliſh ſhould not hurt vs if we did not ioyne in war agaiuſt 
them, doe humbly beſeech the Comiſſioners to take vs vnder the ſubjection of the 
Engliſh, and appointe vs a place where we may line peaceably vnder the gonernment 
of the Engliſh. Caſmamon and the Pequatts preſent gaue in the names of the Pe- 

quatts 
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quatts and Nyanticke Indians to the nomber of 62 on whoſe behalfe the petition was 
preſented, the particuler names are vnderwritten and left with Mr. Hopkins. | 

The Comiſhoners not having formerly heard either from Necquaſh while he lined, 

or by any other meanes ſince of any ſuch innocent Pequats who fled from their coun- 
try to decline that vnjuſt war againſt the Engliſh, which the reſt of their Countrymen 
proſecuted, By enquiry from Thomas Stanton from Foxon one of Vncus his men 
and at laſt by confeſſion ot the Pequats preſent fownde, that ſome of the petitioners 
were in Miſticke fort in fight againſt the Engliſh and fled away in the ſmoake. Thar 
others of them were in other places to fight againſt the Narragenſets and Moheggens 
then aſſiſting the Engliſh, ſo that the grounde of their peticon proued falſe and de- 
ceitfull. It appeared further vpon enquiry that thoſe Pequats, or moſt of them 
though they might haue beene entertayned by other Indian Sachems, yet vpon the 
perſuaſion of Necquaſh and promiſes of good Vſage from Vncus, they ſubmitted to 
him, and haue beene reckoned amonge his men, paid him tribute, and aſſiſted him in 
his war ever ſince, onely they complayne of ſundry oppreſſions and outrags which 
they haue ſuffered from Vncus, ſome concerning particular perſons, others of a more 
it generall conſideration, in which the body of the Pequats ſeeme intereſſed. 

1 5 Obechiquod complayned that Vncus had taken away his wife, defileth her, and 
| keepeth her away per force. Foxon being preſent (as Vncus deputy) was queſtions 
. ed aboute this baſe and vnſufferable outrage, he denyed that Vncus either tooke, or 
4 kept away Obechiquods wife per force, and affirmed that Obechiquod withdrawinge 
1 with other Pequats from Vncus, his wife refuſed to goe with him, and that among the 
11.5 Indians it is vſuall when a wife ſo deſerts her huſband another may take her, Obechi- 
f | | quod affirmed that Vncus had defiled her before, and ſtill kept her againſt his will.

| the reporte of a Sachems ſquaw (ſince dead) complayned, that Vncus had abuſed 
his wife, he affirmed that after ſhe was Toedefiled, ſhe grew froward, and he had little 
wa peace with her, he added that Vncas had ſince taken away his corife and beanes per 
08 force and had engaged himſelfe and attempted (as he conceiues) to take away his 
1 life but the A, x noe proff firſt or laſt of theſe chardges and for 
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Vncus ſeiſed it, becauſe Sannop with the Pequat 
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orderly manner withdrew him ſelfe from Vacus, vnder whom he had lined ſeuerall 
yeares. They conceiued therefore that Sannop might either returne to Conecticut, 
or live at Nyanticott, or that ſome proviſion be made for his ſafety and peace at 
Mohegan, and that Vncus vpon Evidence reſtore what corne or. beanes he hath 
taken from him in an vnrighteous manner. 

In generall the Pequats complayned, fiſt of Vncus his vnjuſtice and tyranny, 
drawinge wampam from them vpon new pretences from time to time, they ſay they 
haue giuen him wampam 40 times ſince they came vnder him, and that they haue 
ſent wampum by him to the Engliſh 25 times, but know not whither all or any part 
of it was rightly deliuered. 2dly that in their play if a Pequat win of a Mohegen, 
he cannot get payment if he complaines, Vncus carries it partially to the Mohegens 
and threatens the Pequats. zdly when Vncus had a child dyed, he made an offer- 
inge and gaue his wife a gift, and comanded the Pequats to doe the like. They be- 
ing affraid collected roo fathome of wampan and gaue it as a preſent, which pleaſed 
Vncus, and he promiſed them forward to eſteeme them as Mohegens, yet a few 
dayes after, Vncus brother came and tould them that Vncus and his Councell had 
determined to kill ſome of them, wherewith being much amaſed they conſulted, and 
reſolued to with draw from Vncus, and to ſubmitt and ſubject themſelues to the 
Engliſh. Athly That deſiring favours from tne Engliſh they purpoſed to collect 
wampam from amonge themſelues and to preſent it to them and by ſome of their old 
men acquainted Vncus therewith, yet the next morninge he came wirh his men armed 
to the forte, called for thoſe who promoted that buſineſſe, threatninge to kill them 
but they eſcaped out of the forte, went to ConeQicut and complayned. pthly that 

though Vncus ſeemed glad that Mr. John Winthrop came to ſettle an Engliſh plan- 
tation at Pequat, and preſented him with wampan yet without cauſe (as they con- 
ceiue) he quickly took offence, fell to outrages, firſt Vncus hauing a man wounded 
at long Iland, had occaſion to goe thither and required Robin alias Caſmamon with 
other Pequats to goe with him, Robin alledged that he had engaged himſelfe with 

ſome others to Mr. Winthrop, who was his former Maſter to build him a wigwam, 
the reſt not knowinge any cauſe why Vncus ſhould take ſo many men with him, ex- 
cuſed themſelves, yet promiſed if any ſhould ſhoote an arrow againſt him vpon no- 
tice they would come ouer and affiſt him. Vncus was not fatisfyed, threatned to be 
revenged and did cut all their netts 2dly Mr. Thomas Peeters beinge ill and others 
N r wanting proviſion, wiſhed Robin to goe a huntinge, Robin profeſ- 
1 8 u Le Wen would be angry, Mr. Peeters told him he ſhould goe, as in 
1 oy as qi Plantation, Robin replyed we are but 20 men we cannot drive

We and they hunted vpon che Eaſt ſide of Pequat vpon this occaſion, Vncus 
ade che aſſault of which the Comiſſioners heard the laſt yeare at Newhaven, and 
Vol. II.

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Mr. Winthrop hath now further to complaine. Foxon being preſent gaue anſwere 
to the aforeſaid charges as followeth. | 

Firſt he believeth the Pequats haue for tribute and vpon other occaſions at ſundry 
times paid wampam to Vncus but denyeth that they in particular had given him any 
for the Engliſh, but the Moyhegens and they had ſometimes joyned togeither to 
glue in wampam which had beene ſent as a preſente twice into the Mattachuſets, and 
ſometimes to Mr. Heynes at Hartford, but he thinckes the nomber of 25 times to 
be alltogeither falſe. 2dly. he*conceiues that the Pequats being an vnder people 
might haue ſome wrong from the Mohegens in play and durſt not preſſe for their 
right, but denyeth that Vacus had any hand therein. | | 

3dly he acknowledgeth that the Pequats did bring in 100 *fathome of Wampam 
at the death of Vncus child and were promiſed favoure as is exprefled, but the latter 
was onely a treacherous plott of Vncus brother perſwading the Pequats to withdraw 
from Vncus into their owne country, and there he would come vnto them, and to 
provoke them thereunto he tould them (though falſly) that Vncus had determined 
to kill ſome of them. 4thly though Vncus at firſt apprehended noe inconvenience 
in ſuch a preſent to be ſent by the Pequatts to the Engliſh, yet being after informed 
that it was a plott, or a fruite of crooked counſell given them by Taſſaquanott Safla- 
cus his brother, who had ſuggeſted vnto them, that moſt of the cheife Sachems 
were cutt off, Vncus to them but a ſtranger, why ſhould they ſerue or giue wam- 
pam to him, they ſhould rather ſend preſents to the Engliſh, withdrawe from the 
Mohegens, and ſettle in their owne Country, herewith Vncus was iuſtly offended. 
5thly he acknowledgeth that Vncus was glad at Mr. Winthrops ſetlinge at Pequatt 
and preſented him with 25 fathome of Wampan, but he was afterwards troubled 
when Robin and other Pequatts his men refuſed to goe with him to long Iland. Fox- 
on added that he had heard ſome of the Mohegens tooke fiſh from them, but know- 
eth not that he cutt their netts tbough he cannot deny it. Laſtly he confeſſeth that 
Vncus and his men were fooliſh and faulty in that raſh aſſault which they made vpon 
the Pequatts and Neckwaſh Cookes men at Nameok eſpecially in the Engliſh planta- 
tion, to the affrightment of the woemen and children there; But faith Vncus and his 
men were troubled, that Mr. Peeters ſhould not make vſe of them who would willingly | 
haue hunted for him and the Engliſb, but they were much provoked that Neck- 
waſh Cooke, a profeſſed Enemy to Vncus, and one who ſtands in tearmes of poſſeſ- 
ſion and had broken all Covenants with the Engliſh, ſhould be fo entertayned and 
imployed by Mr. Peeters, he added that Vncus had a right on the Eaſt ſide of Pe-- 
quatt from his father, from his mother and from his wife and had aue to hunt 
there from the Engliſh which Neckwaſh Cooke never had till now. 
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The Comiſſioners conſidering the promiſes as far they concerne the Pequatts inte- 
reſſed in the petition ordered, that Vncus be duly reproued for any paſſage of tiran- 
nicall government over them, ſoe far as they may be proued, and ſeriouſly enformed 
that the Engliſh Colonies cannot owne or protect him in any vnlawfull much leſſe 
trecherous and outrageous courſes, but they are not ſo far ſatisfyed in thofe Pequat 
complaynts,- as to iuſtify their diſorderly withdrawinge, and whereas Mr. John Win- 
throp ſpake of a reſignation made by Vncus of thoſe Pequats to him, which yet he in- 
ſits not on. The Comiſſioners doubt, whither there were not ſome iſinterpre- 
tation and ſoe miſonderſtandinge therein, but howeuer, remembring the proud wars 
ſome yeares ſince made by the Pequatts, and the juſt reſolutions of the Engliſh that 
though after the warre they ſpared the liues of ſuch as had noe hand in the blonde 
of the Engliſh, yet the remnant of that nation ſhould not be ſuffered (if the Eng- 
liſh could help it) cither to be a diſtin& people, or to retayne the name of Pequatts, 
or to ſettle in the Pequat Country, but that they ſhguld all be devided betwixt the 
Narraganſett and Mohegens Indians, and that vnder a tribute.to the Engliſh, they 
concluded that neither the Narraganſett Sagamores nor Vncus had power to refigne 
chem or any of them to any Engliſh plantation or Juriſdiction without the Conſent 
of the Comiſſioners, and ordered thoſe Pequats foerthwith returne a due ſubjection 
to Vncus, that he receaue them without charge or revenge for this diſorderly with- 
draweinge, or the complaintes they haue now made and in all reſpects to governe 
them with due moderation as he doth the Mohegan Indians (the tribute to the 
Engliſh onely excepted) yet they thought fitt that the old men who were at Nameok 
before Mr. Winthrop's cominge, ſhould continue there, or be ſoe provided for as 
may beſt ſuite the Engliſh around at Pequatt, but vnder ſubjection to Vncus, as 
the reſt. 

Mr. John Winthrop on the behalfe of the Nopnat Indians complayned, that No- 
wequa (Vncus brother) came upon them the laſt yeare with 130 Mohegens and 
plundered them, takeing from them 35 fathom of wampan, 10 copper kettles, 10 
greate hempen baſketts; many beare ſkins, deere ſkins nd other things to a greate 
value. Foxon being queſtioned affirmed, that Vncus with his cheife Counſellors 
and Captains were at New Hanen with the Comiſhoners when his brother thus plun- 
dered in particular he knoweth not what wampam or other goods were taken away, 
but affirmeth that Nowequa at the ſame time robbed ſome of Vncus his owne men 
neare adjoininge, but Vncus neuer received any of the ſpoile either of the one or 
the other, 

Mr. Winthrop and ſome with him complayned further, chat Nowequa with 40 or 
50 Mohegens lately gocing ouer to Fiſher's Iland did ſtaue a Canoo freighted the In- 
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dian that was there with his man, that his man without ſome prouiſion againſt ſuch - 
outrages would be vnwilling to ſtaye and himſelfe ſhould ſuffer in his occaſions there. 
It was alſo teſtifyed by an Englith man of Mr. Winthrops plantation, that None 
qua returning there hovered againſt the Engliſh plantation in a ſuſpicious manner 
with 40 or 50 men many of them armed with gunns, ta the affrightment not onely 
of the Indians on the ſhore (ſoe that ſome of them began to bring their goods to the 
Englith houſes) but of diverſe of the Engliſh themſelues. | 
Ihe Cdmiſtioners conſidering the ſundry. complaints now brought againſt Noye. 
qna (Vncus brother) confirmed by Foxon his acknowledgment and teſtimony by en. 
quiring of | that the Nopnat Indians having noe Sachem of their 
owne are at liberty part of them by their owne choice doe appertaine to the Natra. 
geuſett Sachem and parte to the Mohegens, ſoe that when the Covenants betwixt the 
Engliſh Colonies and the Narragenſett Confederats come to be conſidered, ſatisfac- 
tion for the outrages committed by Nowequa will be expected, ordered that Vncus 
from them be fully informed, chat he muſt either regulate and continue his brother 
in a righteous and peaceable frame for the future vnderſtandinge, and providing 
that vpon due proof due reſtitution to be made to ſuch as haue been wronged by him, 
or elſe wholy diſert and leaue him, that the Narragenſett and others may require 
and recouer ſatisfaftion as they can. They alſo thincke it fitt and jiuſt that with the 
canoo ſplit and broken by Nowequa due conſideration be had of returninge the gun 
taken from a Mohegen by the Engliſh men at Fiſher's Iſland, as the caſe vpon ex- 
amination ſhall require. | Fiat | 1 

Mr. Winthrop and his ſervant Robin alias Caſmamon preſented ſundry com- 
plaints againſt Vncus importing that though at firſt he ſeemed glad to entertayne 
the Engliſh plantation at Pequat, yet his carriage hath bene ſuch ſince, as if he in- 
tended by alarums and affrightments to diſturb and breake that plantation. But 
that which appeared to the Comiſſioners moſt cleare and weighty was an hoſtile af- 
ſault the laſt yeare made ypon Neckwafh Cooke and the Pequats now petitioning, 
neare or within the Engliſh plantation, in which ſome of the Indians invaded were 
wounded, all of them plundered, the Engliſh diſturbed and affrighted, their cattle 
driuen away, and they ſuſtayned much loſſe in ſeverall reſpects. | 

Two petitions from ſergeants Myuot and Wm. Morton were read, wherein they 
defired ſatisfaftion, the one for a curtaine or bead covering taken away. (as he faith) 
worth 2 fathome of wampam, which it ſeemes he had lent Neckwaſh Cooke: the 
other for charges of a journey he made the laſt yeare to complaine againſt Vncus at 
Newhaven, and the complainte of one Stibbins for corne taken away or ſpoiled 7» 
heard, all which being duly conſidered the inſolency and outrage of Vocus and his 
men appeared much more heinous then the complaints at Newhaven the laſt yeare 


imported. The Comiſſioners (havinge the laſt yeare ordered that Vncus ſhould ac- 
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knowledg his fault to the Engliſh plantation, which they heare he performed in Capt. 
Maſons preſence) thought fitt now to add that vpon the returne of the Pequats to 
his ſubje tion, Vncus foorthwith pay into the hands of Mr. Jo. Winthrop, to be 
by him diſpoſed and diuided to the Engliſh and ould Pequats and other innocent 
Indians towards the repaire of their loſſes in proportion as he ſhall finde cauſe 100 
fathome of wampam. 

Mr. John Winthrop did further informe the Comiſſioners that he vnderſtood from 
the Mowhaſet Sachem of long Iland, that after the Pequats wars he had by Vncus 
ſent 6o fathome of Wampam as a preſent to Mr. Winthrop Governor of the Matta- 
ckuſetts, and had alſo then given to Vncus 20 fathoms for himſelfe, but vpon enquiry 
he findes that Vncus did never deliuer the ſaid preſent. Ihe Comiſſioners thought 
fitt and concluded, that if vpon inquiry and examinacon it be found, Vncus hath 
receaued and vnjuſtly detayned this wampam, he be required forthwith to make 
payment to him the Governoure. 

Mr. John Winthrop maketh clayme to a greate quantity of land at Nyanticott 
by purchaſe from the Indians, gave in to the Comiſſioners a petition in thoſe 
words. 

Whereas I had the land of Nyanticott by a deed of gift and purchaſe from 
the Sachem before the wars, I deſire the Co miſſioners will be pleaſed to confirme 
it vnto me, and cleare it from any clayme of Engliſh and Indians according to the 
equity of the caſe. 

Mr. John Winthrop having no writinge from the Indian Sachem concerning theſe 
lands preſented to the Comiſſioners the teſtimony of their Indians as followeth. 

We Fromatuſh Wambarquaſke Antuꝑpo doe teſtify vpon our knowledge before the 
wars were againſt the Pequats Saſſious our Sachem of Nyantick did call vs and all 
our men togeither, and tould that he was reſolued to giue his country to the Go- 
vernours ſonne of the Mattachuſetts who liued then at Pattaquaſſat alias Conecticut 
Rivers mouth, and all his men declared themfelues willing therewith, Thereupon 
he went to him to Pattaquaſſets and when he came backejhe tould them he had grant- 
ed all his Country to him the ſaid Governours ſonne and ſaid he was his good 
friend, and he hoped he would ſend ſome Engliſh thither ſometime hereafter 
moreouer he told him he had receaued coates from him for it, which they ſaw him 
bring home. 

We the vnderwritten doe teſtify that we heard theſe Indians teſtify the aboue 
written teſtimony concerninge the grante of the land of the Nyanticks.

The Comiſfioners for Conecticut vpon the readinge of Mr. Winthrops peticon, de- 
fired to be ſatisfyed vpon what grounde the Comiſſioners could tae the determina. 
tion of the caſe in queſtion concerninge Nyanticut lands into their hands, vnles it be 
by the mutuall conſent and deſire of both parties, which ſeemed to claime intereſt 
therein, and for themſelues, though they could in their owne particulars ſubmit to 
their judgment yet they humbly concciued it was beyond their Comiſſion to refer any 
fuch thinge to be determined at this time, nor are they prepared to make a full an. 
ſwere to Mr. Winthrop for the right he challengerh in thoſe lands, onely they pre- 


ſent to the Comiſhoners conſideration, that the gift or purchaſe pretended by Mr. 
Winthrop beares not date, nor is lymitted within any preciſe bounds, nor doth it yet 


appeare, whither the Indian mentioned to giue the ſaid lands had any reall or true inter- 
eſt in them himſelfe, And the pretended graunte is onely verball no Recorde by writ- 
inge appearinge of any ſuch thing which intimates that what ever it was it was looked 
vpon as a tranſient airy paſſage. Beſides Mr. Winthrop was then ymployed by Gen- 
Hemen intereſſed in Seabrooke and whither the lands mentioned were not procured by 
him for them, and by him with their meanes doth not appeare, how euer it ſeemes 
ſomewhat vncomely (at leaſt) for Mr. Winthrop, who was acquainted with their 
great ingagements in the place to purchaſe land for himſelfe, beinge their Agent, ſoe 
neare the cheife place of their intended Reſidence. But if all that is anſwered ſatisfy 
not, yet they humbly conceine the land was juſtly conquered before Mr. Winthrop 
made any clayme therevnto, which makes his dormant title (if it may be ſo called) al- 
togeither invalide. 

The Comiſhoners for the Celeste duly conſideringe the premiſſes, though they | 
deſire the Engliſh plantacon at Pequat may haue all comfortable and requiſite accomo- 
dations, yet they ſee no grounde for themſelues to intermeddle or determine any things 
concerninge the clayme and title in queſtion. x | | 

Vpon occaſion of the former debate ſome of the Comiſlioners acquainted Mr. Win- 
throp with ſome reports they had heard that he was aboute a purchas of land at 
longe lland, he was deſired to take knowledg that longe Iland (for a conſiderable 
ſome of money paid) is vnder engagements to ſeueral perſons of Conecticut and New- 
haven, and that any title which may be pretended from Mr. Cope will be 1 
weake, as himſelfe a little before his death had acknowledged. 
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Mr. Elliot on the behalfe of an Indian called Todorſway complayned that one of 
the Mohegans called Cogeleys belonging to Vncus his brother, and knowne by Mr. 
Pincheon did owe him 6 beaver ſkins, and deſired ſome meanes might be vſed for Re- 
couery of the ſame. The Comiſſioners thought fitt that enquiry be made, and ſatis- 
faction required if the debt be founde juſt. : 

According to agreement and order made the Jaſt yeare at Newhauen the nomber of. 
males with the chardges proper to the combination expended by the ſeuerall Colonies: 
were now brought in, by which it appeared that the Mattachuſetts with Mr. Dunſters 
Bill, and a gratuity giuen to Maior Gibons had expended 4 5lb. 18. 6d. Plimouth. 
with 31b. 10s. for bread 1011b. 10s. od. Conecticutt as per accountt laſt yeare 2961. 
Newhauen as per accountt 170lb. 18s. 7d. of which ſome of 10431b. 10s. 1d. as the 
accompt was caſt vp both by the Comiſſioners and by the auditor for the, Mattachu- 
ſets, the Mattachuſetts are to pay 670lb. 3s. 4d. Plimouth 128Ib. 138. 4d. Conecticut 
140lb. 28. 5. Newhauen 1041b. 118. od. By which it appeares that the Mattachu- 
ſetts were to pay to Conecticute 1281b. 14s. zd. and to Newhauen 66ʃb. 7s. 7d. and 
that Plimouth is to pay to Conecticut 27Ib. 38. 4d. ä 3 

And becauſe the weighty concernements of the Colonies may ſometimes call for a 
meetinge when yet the Comiſſioners (as hath beene formerly founde) are not prepar- 
ed, to giue in the nomber of their males, It is now thought fitt and ordered that 
it be propounded to each generall Corte that after the proportion now ſetled in this 
preſent accompt the Colonies ſhall hereafter beare theire ſeuerall parts of all chardge 
diſburſed, for the publicke till ſome inconvenience ariſe or appeare by a conſiderable in- 
creaſe or decreaſe in ſome of the JuriſdiQions, and that in ſuch caſe any of the 4 Co- 
lonies callinge for it, the males be againe brought in, and charges borne according to 
the firſt importe of the Articles. | 

The Comiſſioners vnderſtanding that the Indians are plentifully furniſhed with Eng-- 
liſh guns, powder and ſhott (notwithſtandinge ſeuerall orders made by themwand as 
they hoped confirmed by the generall Courts in the ſeuerall Colonies to ſuppreſſe a 
trade of ſuch a dangerous conſequence) vpon enquiry finde that a conſiderable part 
of this Inconvenience doth. ariſe from warrants and diſpenſations graunted, either by 
the generall Corte or by ſome mageſtrats of the Mattachuſetts to ſhop-keepers, or 
others to ſell, lend, or furniſh ſome Indians either becauſe they are confederates, or 
vader the gouerment of. that Juriſdiction, or vpon ſome other reſpect, which cannot 
ſecure the Collonies from danger: For the publicke ſafety they deſire therefore that 
all ſuch warrants formerly granted may be ſpeedily called in, and due care taken, 
that no guns, ſwords, rapiers, or rapier blades, powder, lead, ſhott, or other inſtrue- 
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ments or furniture for war, be ſould, ginen or lent, or by any other meanes direQly 
or indire&tly be paſſed over into the hands or power of any of the Indians vpon any 
pretence or reſpect whatſoeuer, And they conceiue it worthy of the moſt ſerious 
thoughts and conſideration of the Collonies how the like diſordered trade may be ſup. 
preſſed at Roade Nand and their confederates, and of all other Engliſh plan. 
racons and if poſſible it may be alſoe reſtrayned in the french and dutch Jurifdic. 
tions. | 
The Comiſſioners having waited many dayes for a retorne from the Narraganſett 
Indians and their confederats, the 16th of Auguſt Ninegrett and Peſſacks deputies 
acquainted them that the meſſengers were now returned, but had in noe meaſure 
anſwered their expectation, they had onely brought 200 fathome of wampam. The 
Comiſſioners by Tho. Stanton their Interpreter aſked what the reaſon was, that ſoe 
much being due foe little was brought, and from whom this 200 fathome came. 
Ninegratt and the reſt could giue noe ſatisfaction to the former queſtion, onely Nine- 
grett pretended that his being from home had hindred the gathering and ſendinge of 
the wampam, for the latter he ſaid 100 fathome came from Peſſacks, and 100 fathome 
from himſelfe, he added that ſince they fell ſoe far ſhort in the payement of their 
debt, he would order that the 105 fathome intended for a preſent to the Gouernoure 
ſhould goe towards fatisfa&tion of the Colonies, and defired reſpite for the reſt, vntill 
next ſpring, and then if it were not fully paid, the Engliſh ſhould take his head and 
ſeiſe his country. | 
The Comiſſioners not thinkinge it meete to begin a preſent war if ſatisfaction 
(though with a little forbearance may be had otherwiſe) by their interpretor ac- 
quainted Ninegratt, that ſince he pretended the wampam had bene gatherd and paid 
if himſelfe had bene at home, they would gine him free leaue to returne, and 20 
dayes more from hence to collect and ſend the reſidue yet behinde, and though 500 
fathome of the wampam now due ſhould fall ſhort in his payement 20 dayes hence, 
they would forbeare it till next ſpring planting time, and in the meane time accept 
both the 200 fathome now brought, and the 105 fathome intended for a preſent in 
part of payement but if they brought not 1000 fathome more within 20 dayes, the 
Comiſſioners would ſend noe more meſſengers, but take courſe to right themſelues, 
as they ſee cauſe in their owne time. And if they be forced to ſeeke ſatisfaction by 
armes, he and his confederats muſt not expect to make their peace as lately they bad 
done by a little wampam. In the meane time though for breach of Couenants they 
might put their hoſtages to death yet the Comiſſioners would forthwith deliner the 
children to Ninegratt, expecting from him the more care to fee ingagements fully fa- 


tisfied. And if they find him reall in his performance, they will chardg all former 


neglects vpon Peſſacks, who hath not attended Covenants and in ſach caſe they - 
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expect from Ninegratt his beſt aſſiſtance when he ſhall be required to recover the whole 
remainder from him. All which Ninegrett 2 A e and . to per- 
forme accordingly. 7

A writinge beinge preſented by Seargeant Collicut to the Comiſhorers in the na- 
ture of a petition wherein they complaine againſt the Dutch and Sweeds for ſeuerall 
greevances and in particular for high Cuſtomes impoſed vpon them at the Manatoes, 
and for a diſorderly trade in ſelling guns powder and ſhort to the Indyans &c. The 
Comiſſioners thought fitt to write to the Dutch Governoure as followeth: 


HONOURED SIR, 


WE jointly congratulate your arivall and enterance to the gouernment at Mana- 
toes &c. hoping all the Engliſh Colonies ſhall enioy wirhin your limits all the fruites 
of a neigbourly and freindly correſpondency in a free concourſe and intercourſe as 
yours haue and ſhall doe in all our ports and harbours : fome things preſented to vs 
we ſhall preſent to your eonſideration, firſt we Heare of a dangerous liberty taken 
by many of yours in ſelliag; guns, powder, ſhow and other niſtruments of warr to the 
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Iadians-not onely at your forte Aurania (though wee conceive that trade there driven 
is very unſafe. both for yourſelues and vs but at long Iſland within. the River of Con. 
necticut at the Narraganſetts and other places within the Engliſh. Juriſdictions, And 
though poſhbly you haue good lawes to ſuppreſſe ſoe miſcheevaus a trade, yet ſve 
{tronge is the temptation by an exceſſive gaine ariſing thence that without a conſtant 
care and ſevere execution (as we ſinde by daylie experience) the inconvenience cantiot 
be removed, but the meanes we leaue to your owne wiſdome and iudgment. Se- 
condly we heare of an high Cuſtome, exciſe or recognition demanded and taken for 
all goods ſold within your Juriſdictions, not onely of your owne people, but of the 
Engliſh, with heavy fines, and ſeiſures, and ſeiſures for omiſſions or miſſe entries to 
the hinderance of trade and the diſcouragement of our marchants, whereas hitherto 
all our harbours haue beene open and free to yours without any ſuch burdens and 
haſſards, We entreate from you therefore in a few lines a perfect information of what 
Cuſtomes &c. you require with the growndes of the ſame both for goods imported 
and ſould, and for beaver, mouſe, and for other 'comodities exported, and in what 
caſes you impoſe fines and make ſeiſures, that we may enforme our marchants, and 
ſteere a courſe accordingly, with our due reſpects to yourſelfe and the late gover- 
noure Mondſier Kieft we reſt

that John Endecott Eſquire and Mr. Simon Bradſtreete were Choſen Comiſſioners 
for the Juriſdiction for this preſent yeare and were inveſted with full power to treate 
and conclude of all things according to the tenor of the articles 9 Con-

A Like Order from the Juriſdiction of New Plymouth Dated the 7th at. 1648 was 
Read inveſteing Mr. William Bradford and Mr. John Browne with the Licke 
power as Comithoners to treate and Conclude according to the tenor of the __ 
articles. . 
An order of the General Court of coniticott, was alſoe — and Reede Da- 


ted the 18 May 1648 appoyntcing Mr. Ed. Hopkins and Mr. Rogger Loodloe to 
the foremenconed ſeruice and — them with full power . to the arti- 
cles of confederation. 

A like order from the General Courie of Menden juriſdiction Dated the 3th. 
may 1648 Inveſting Theoph Eaton Eiqr. and Mr. John Aſtwood with the Licke 
power according to the tenor of the {aide Articles for the yeare Isſewing was now al- 
ſoe Reed. 

Mr. Wm. Bradford Eſqr. was Choſen preſident of this meeteing. 

It was propounded for the avoydeing of ofence, and the carefull preſervacon of 
Lone and amety betwixt the vnited Colonies and theire comiſhoners, that a dew order 
might be ſettled and obſerued by theire comiſſioners as in theire Subſcriptions, ſoe 
alſoe+ in theire tackeing place at all publique meeteings, Dewering the time of theire 
ſeuerall ſeſſions, which vpon dew confideracions was thus agreed, that the Comiſh- 
oners of the maſachuſets ſhall haue rhe firſt place at all ſuch meeteings, and accord- 
ingly the Comiſſioners of the other Colonies in ſuch order as they are named in the 
articles of confederation, viz. Plymouth Conitacott and Newhaven, Onely it is 
provided that any Comiſhoners may manefeſt ſuch perſonall reſpects as in his owne 
diſcreetion hee judge meete to any of the reſt of the Comiſſioners in any of the fore- 
mentioned particulers, notwithſtanding this conclufion. ba 

Mr. Will Cottington and Capt. Patridg of Rhode Iland preſented this inſewing re- 

queſt to the Comiſſioners in wrighting, our requeſt and motion is in the behalfe of 
R. Iſland: that wee the Ilanders of Roode Iland may be Reſcauied into combination 
with all the vnited colonyes of New England in a firme and perpetuall League of friend- 
ſhip and amity: of ofence and defence Mutuall advice and ſuecor vpon all juſt occa- 
ſions for our mutuall ſafety and wellfaire, and for preſerueing of peabe amongſt 
ourſelues, and preventing as much as may bee all occaſions of warr and Diference, 
and to this our motion wee haue the conſent of the maior part of our Iland.

ſetts to ſend the ſaide Indians that Satisfaction might be giuen him for the 
wronges hee hath ſuſtained: To which the Comiſhoners returned this anſwer 


That they much pittied his Condicon and were very ſenceable of the wronges 


hee hath ſuſtained, but ſoraſmuch as it is a particuler caſe and belongs proper- 


ly to Roade land wheare he liues to Releaue him the Comiſſioners could not 


ſee a faire and Convenient way to anſwer his deſier but Refered him for farther 
anſwer to the advice giuen to the Iland in, Generall whereby both hee and 


others that are oppreſed may com to Reſcaine dew ſatisfaction, and for his future 
fecurity gaue him a wrighting vader the Comiſſioners bands of the ſame Contents 


which they gane to houlden and Warner which here followeth:

The Comiſfioners for the vnyted Colonyes of New England haueing Reſcaived 
informacon of ſcuerall outrages comited vpon the perſons and Cattell of the En- 
gliſh in Seuerall pla ces Canot but looke vpon ſuch praftizes as tending to the diſ- 
turbance of the publique peace: and therefore advize that dew care may bee tak- 
en by the ſeuerall Sachems and all others wliome it concernes to prevent and ab- 


ſtaine from all ſuch miſcarages' for the future and if any of them Reſcaiue any Iniury 
from the Engliſh, vpon Complaynte in dew place and order Satisfacon ſhall bee 
Indeuored them according to Juſtice, as the Licke will be expected from them.

Wheareas by order of the Comiſſioners the Laſt yeare it was provided that the 
Peaquats Reſideing neere to the Engliſh Plantacions Settled at Nameach ſhould re-

Vpon which cccafion Mr Eaton acquainted the Comiſſoners what had paſſed be- 
tweene the dutch Gouernor and Newhauen Colony and ſundery Letters from the 
dutch Gouernor was Reed and theire Anſwers returned to Aguſt the 28. 1648 all 
which being dewly Conſidered the Comiſſioners did firſt inquire of Mr. Wm. We. 
terhowſe, whoe In the dutch Gouernors Laſt Letter was accuzed of a ireguler 
with the Indians, what gunns and-powder hee had brought And how hee had dif- 
poſed the fame. _ 

Hee Anſwered with 8 confidence that he had not Brought at moſt aboue ten 
Guns In all, and not aboue a thouſand weight of powder, of which the dutch Go- 
uernor had ſeized in the formencioned ſhipp about fine hundered pounds, hee had 
ſould three 100 pounds to Newhauen Colony, or Plantation and moſt of the reſt 
by pounds to Newhauen planters, and others within that Juriſdiction, but abſo- 

lutly denyed that euer hee {ould gun or guns or any powder to any Indians, or any 
dutchman or if the duch Gouernor or any other could prone to the Contrary hee 
profeſſed himſelfe willing to Submit to the ſeuereſt Sencure, as being fully inform 
ed by the Gonernor of Newhauen, that all ſuch tradeing without expreſs Lycence

ces Impoſed at che Manatoes, Nay wee haue not refcaiued any anſwer, not ſo much, 
as a particuler Information as wee Requeſted, of what is Required and expected 
That wee might Informe our merchants do prevent future fines and Seaſures. 
Mr. Will. Weſterhowſe one of your Contrym en, but at preſent a Planter at New 
bauen, Informes vs and Complaines of his one And prencipalls greate loſs, and 
damadge by your ſcaſing his Shipp, and goods within Newhauen Harbour, he 
profeſſed hee would haue eleared himſelfe at the Manatoes of being either Rebell 
or fugative To or from his natiue Cuntry, that hee paide Cuſtoms at his comeing 
forth In reference to Virginia and the Engliſt Colonyes; But not admiting him thi- 
ther: It ſeemes you Refered him to the expected meeteing at Conitacott heerevpon 
we haue peruſed and conſidered your Claime to all the lands Riuers Streames &e from 
Cape inlopen to Cape Cood with your proteſt, and Letter Both Dated October 12. 


1647 Noua Stilla wherein wee finde Sondery vnſatisfying paſages wee haue alſoe 


ſcene diuers other Letters which you haue ſent to the Gouernor of N ewhauen 
with his ſeuerall anſwers To Aguſt the 28. 1648 old Stile: by all which wee finde 
much Cauſe of meeteing to ſettle a right vnderſtanding betwixt the Engliſh Colinies 
and your ſelfe, which hath beene by you propounded in ſondery of your Letters 
And was deſiered and intended by the Engliſh Colonyes; though vpon neſſeſary 
Conſideracon Defered to a. fitter ſeaſon In the meane time Some paſſages in your 
Letter by way of preperation had neede to bee Cleared in (of the 25 of June 
1647) to the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts: you deſier that himſelfe and ſom 
others of the Engliſh may bee deligated, and that they will bee pleaſed to giue you 
a meeteing, to adiatate paſt actions to Reconſile the preſent. and to preuent all future 
occaſions of Conteſtation but your Cloſſe ſeemes then to importe, that all this is but 
to prepare things that your or our Lords and Maſters, may more eaſy determine, 
in your of November the 15th 1647 to the Governor of Newhauen Mentioning 
the Meeteing by you propounded: you profeſſe your Reſolution to give pregnant 
Teſtimony to the World of yonr Redineſs for a fayer and neighbourly compoſure 
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of diferences, but ia your Letter to Mr. Goodyer depnty Gouernor at Newhauen, 
Dated the 13th December 1647 you (expreſs your ſelfe more doubtfully, if you 
meete in the ſpring with the Gouernor of the Maſachuſetts and Plymouth you hope 
you ſhall Indeuor Reconſciliation, but to put any thing to them as Arbitrators you 
were not then Reſolued, which in ſome of vs ſuſpended all former thoughts of a 

mecteing till the mater againe was Reuiewed, by your ſeuerall Letters to the Go- 
-uernor of Mathatuſetts Plymouth and Newhauen Whearein deſiering a meeting at Co- 
nitacut you expreſs your ſelfe, as not doubting but Mutuall ſatisfaction wil bee giuen to 
one and other In euery reſpect; that paſt diferances and agrecueances ſhallbee for- 
gott, future preuented and a happy vnion firmely eſtabliſhed, the premiſes conſidered 
wee deſier to be Informed whither you haue Comiſſion from your prinſipalls to make a 

Referene to home becauſe ſom tyme you mencioned the two Gouernors of the Ma- 
ſathuſetts and Plymouth and ſom time the Comiſſioners and what you propoſe to 

Referr whither title to land or other Queſtions and differences, as the Gouernor of 
Newhauen did ſom time propound (Nouember the 16th 1647) If you pleaſe heere- 
in to expreſs your ſelfe, wee ſhall the better vnderſtand our way and accordingly as 
the Caſe may Require further the meeteings with the firſt oppertunity : in the meane 

tyme with hearts Inclined and Ingaged to all Councels treatyes and wayes of a whole- 

ſom and juſt peace and we ſhall propound vnto you fucn Conſcideracons as we ſup- 

Poſe your ſelfe will judg Eaquall, and till diferences bee iſued or ſom ſpeedy Courſe 

of ſetlement agreed, neſſeſary vidz. that the traders within any of the dutch planta- 
ciops, or vnder the duch Gouernor whither merchants or mariners may expect noe 

more Liberty within any of the harbours belonging to the Engliſh Colonyes Either 

in poynte of anchering, Cuſtoms Searching fines Seizures &c. then the Engliſh Co- 
lonyes and thcire merchants and marriners Inioy at the Manatoes, or within your Ju- 
riſdiction Secondly that if vpon ſerch wee finde in any of the traders veſſells, within 
the Engliſh Juriſdiction any quantaty of guns powther ſhott &c. fitt for that miſche- 

vous trade with the Indians, and ſo tendmg to the publique damage of both the 
Engliſh. and dutch, we ſhalt make ſtay of them vatill further Inquiry; and ſatisfac- 

tion bee made and giuen. "Thirdly that what Reſtrants, penaltyes and Confiſcations 
you put vpon the Engliſh Colonyes and theire merchants for tradeing with the In- 
dans within. your Juriſdiction The ſame the Colonyes muſt put vpon yours within 
the Engliſh: Limits fourthly Refering what is paſt to the meeteing propounded if 
hcazafter you tacke and Carry away any ſhipp Veſſell or goods out of any harbour 
within the Engliſh: Juriſdiction or Elſe wheare ſeize any veſſell or goods belongeing 
to any marchant or marriner either Engliſh: Dutch or other nation admited to be 
planters or Inhabitants within any of the vnired- Colonyes you will neſeſitate vs to 
vindicate the Engliſh Rights and to Repaire ſuch damages, by all ſuitable and Juſt 


meanes. Wee ſhall add noe more, but to preuent miſtackes, profeſſe, and deſier 
you 
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you will beleue that wee ſhall neither protect or countenance any vnrighteous courſe 
in any of ours to your preivduce nor Impoſe or any way inovate Either in poynte 
of Cuſtoms, or in the Liberty of our harbours, or otherwiſe till wee doe or might 
vnderſtand your minde and reſolucion in the former particulers The vtmoſt of our 
aime being but to remoue what might hinder or ſlacke the peace and that neighborly 
coreſpondencie that wee deſier intierly to preſerue betwixt the Engliſh Colonies and 
the dutch plantacion in theſe parts but if you refuſe or delay either to retourne an 
anſwer or to giue dew and meete Satisfaction in the promiſes your ſelfe will hinder 
the meeteing which wee all deſier from which wee may doe and hope we expect reall 
and Laſting fruite and will not then blame vs if by all iuſt meanes, wee ſeaſonably 
provide for our one ſafety and Conveniency. Thus deſiering you will bee pleaſed 
with your firſt opertunity to returne your minde and anſwer hearein to Mr. Eaton 
Gouernor of. Newhauen Colony, from whome that our Councells and Cource bee 
accordingly ordered, we expect the Iſew of theſe our propoſalls we tacke Leaue and 
reſt Your Loueing Friends 


Plymouth September 1bth, 1648. 


September the 12th the Comiſſioners reſeaued a packat brought by two Indians, 
whearein they found Letters from Mr. John Wintherope, from Captaine Maſon 
and Mr, Williams with a retourne from Tho. Stanton by all which together with the 
Informacon formerly brought into the Colonyes by the Indians aboute them it ap- 
peareth that the Narraganſetts and Nyanticke Indians in Steed of paying the wam- 
pom longe dew to the Colonyes by theire Covenants made at Boſton in ano 1645 
they haue by wampom hired the Mouhackes the Pocontock Indians and others to 
cut of Vnquas and his people, and in caſe the Engliſh defend him, then to fight with 
the Engliſh, which Councell of theires was ſoe farr Ripned and prepared for execucon 
That Tho. Stanton and others ſent as meſſengers from Conectacutt to inquire into 
(and if it might bee) to ſtopp ſuch proceedings found the Indians mett at Pocamqua- 
tuk as at theire Randivoze : Whoe acknowledg they had reſcaiued Wampom &c 
from the Narraganſets to invade Vnquas, that they were mett for that purpoſe, and 
expected both the Mowhackes and other Indians to macke vpp theire full numbers ; 
but partly by a reporte they had hearde That twoe Mowhacke Sachems were killed 
by the French or Eaſterne Indians, or partly vnderſtandinge by Thom. Stanton that 
the Engliſh were a juſt and warlicke people, would defend him, they would ſtopp 
the intended Invaſion of Vnquas for this tyme. And further they were Informed 
by Mr. John Winthrop That the Narraganſet and Nyantique Indians were with 
draweing theire ould men theire weomen and childeren into Swampes, hideing theire 
Corne &c. and ſoe prepareing to meete the Confeiderates the Mowhaukes, and with 
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Eight hundered men to invade Vnquas, and the Mowhackes were deſcribed by theire 
armes, as haucing fower hundred guns and for each gunn three pounds of powther 
and anſwerable ſhott with a proviſion for theire breſts to ſecure them in the fight, 
and that Ninegratt in particuler had enquired whither the Engliſh would defend Vn- 
quas expreſſing himſelfe that if they did they could ſoone burne the Houſes att Co- 
nectacutt &c. that Weaquaſh Cooke and the Pacatuck Indians, had retired them- 
{clues to a poynte of Land, and difclamed any adheareing to the Narraganſetts in the 
ſoremencioned deſigne, all which beeing conſidered the Comiſſioners returned thanks 
to Mr, John Winthrope Captaine Maſon and Mr. Williams deſiering them if they 
heard any thing further Conſerneing the Indians defignes either againſt the Engliſh 
or Unquas they would as Cafe might require giue fpeady noatis thereof both to the 
Mattathuſetts and Conitacott that from thence the other Colonyes might vnderſtand 
the dainger and provide for theire fafety, and upon further conſideracion of the 
Naraganſetts and Nyantiques breach of Covenants and trecherous proſeedeings they 
thought fitt and deſiered that the Comiſſioners for the Matathuſetts with theire firſt 
conveniencie Send ſixe horſe men with an able Intarpreter to the Narraganſett and 
Nyantique Sachems with the Inſtructions followeing ; giueing the Intarpriter an oth 
treuly to expreſs their minds and to make a trew Returne of the Sachems anfwers : 
the Inſtructions were as followeth, 

Inſtructions for Sent by the Comiſſioners of the vnited 
| Colonies to Peaſacus &c. Youe ſhall with the firſt Conueniency goe to Narragan- 
fett and Niantique and if it may bee procure a meeteing with all the Chefe Sachems, 
and giue them fully ro vnderſtand, that the Comiſſioners of the Engliſh Colonyes 
lately mett at Plymouth, haue dewly conſidered what hath formerly paſſed betwixt the 
Engliſh and they the ſaide Sagamores and theire people, and more particulerly, 
what had paſt att boſton the laſt yeare, that vpon Ninegritts promis and Ingagement 
they not onely gaue further tyme that the wampom long fence deue might bee fully 
brought in but geue backe the Indian Hoſtages then in theire hands, whom they 
might for breach of Covenants iuſtly put to death the Comiſſioners therefore hoped 
that at length the Narraganſett Sachems Generall and Ninagratt in particuler 
would haue Conſidered and provided for theire peace, by giueing dew Sattisfaction 
to the Engliſh Collonyes but they finde to the contrary, the whole Narraganſett 
Carrag being full of guilefull delayes as if they would proclaime themſelfes a falſe 
Trecherous people not to bee truſted or treated with, Secondly you ſhall acquainte 
the ſaid Sagamores or foe many as you ſhall haue oppertunity to ſpeake with, that 
the Engliſh Comiſſioners from ſeuerall places and Sondery perſons of Crediott; 
haue full Informacion of their latte Trecherons deſignes in hireing the Mowhaukes, 
the pocantack Indians and others to aſſault and Cutt of Vncus and his people wheare- 
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ſettled three yeares ſence at Boſton, with theire proude and inſolent threttnings 
againſt the Engliſh, together with the mad and outragious Carrag of waopenhomeim . 
one of the Narraganſetts Captains who as a fier brand is ſtill kindleing diſcontents 
and ofences, as if hee would drawe on a warre and ſoe the effuſion of much bloode 
which the Engliſh would ſpare. | | 
Laſtly you ſhall lett them know that the ſaide Comiſſioners haue ſent you to the 
ſaide Sagamores and theire people, to vnderſtande theire purpoſe and reſolucion, 
and if they Intend to Inioye the fruites of theire agreement made at Boſton in Ano 
1645 they doe without further delayes bring in the reſt of the wampom yet vnpayed, 
that ſom dew Courſe may bee taken with woapinſhawmin that hee diſturbe not the 
publique peace and that dew proviſion bee made for the ſecurity of Vncus and his 
people whome the Engliſh are bounde to defende and preſerue while hee Carieth 
himſelfe fairely or as the caſe may require makes dew ſatisfaction for iniuryes, and 
you ſhall tacke theire anſwers particulerly and fully, with ſuch dew Conſideration 
that if there bee Cauſe for the Satisfaction of the Comiſſioners and Colonyes you 
may. returne it vpon oath. 

The foregoing meſſage being ſent and the meſſengers returned it is deſiered that 
the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſetts giue ſpeedy noatis to the Comiſſioners of the 
other Colonyes what returne is made therevnto by the Narraganſetts and Niantiques 
Sachems that if noe Satisfaction bee giuen them in the premiſes but they proceede in 
theire Contineued prouocacions a meeteing of the Comiſſioners may bee haſtened 
before the ordinary time in September in the moſt Conuenient ſeaſon to provid fer 
the ſafety of the Colonyes, and vindicat the honor of the Engliſh in performance of 
theire Covenants to Vncus whoſe Ruin hath beene ſoe often atempted by them, 
and it is Concaived the moſt Convenient place for a meeteing in the foremenconed 
Caſe to bee at Boſton and the time the 16th day of July that all things may bee 
ordered in the fitteſt Seaſon, and beſt maner for the atainment of our ends in the 
publique wellfaire which they recomended to the ſeuerall Generall Courts to Conſi- 
der of and provide for accordingly and becauſe it is vnſertaine what aſſaults may 
bee made vpon Vncus and wayes tacken for his ouerthrowe, before the Comiſſioners 
Can meate it is left to the Comiſhoners for Conitacutt and Newhauen to aford ſuch 
aſſiſtance to him from thoſe twoe Colonyes as they ſhall judg the neſeſcty of his Caſe 
maie require, vntill further proviſion bee made for his ſafety by the Concurant ad- 
uice of all the Comiſſioners at theire meeting. 

The Comiſſioners for the Mattathuſetrs preſented to the Comiſſioners of the other 
Colonyes a writeing from a Comitie of theire General Corte deſireing that a dew 
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Conſideration may bee had thereof, and anſwer to the ſeueral particulers, the 
wrighting is as followeth. 


Boſton in Suffolke 


Att a meeting of the County apwoynted by the laſt generall Courte (vizt.) the 
Gouernor Deputy Gouernor Mr. Belingham Mr. Hibins Mr. Simons, Captin Caine, 
Captaine Artherton Captaine Hawthorne the Surveyor General and Mr. Jackſon, the 
19th of the 4th month and adiournied to the 26th of the 5th month, it was agreed 
and ordered that the propoſiſions heere folowing ſhould be Comended to our Co- 
miſſioners for the vnited Colonyes, by them to be propounded to the reſt of the Ca- 
miſſioners at theire next meeteing. 

Whereas the intention of the Vnited Colonyes in our confederacion was to pre- 
ſerue and propogate the truth and Libertyes of the Goſpell, and to provide for meu- 
tuall ſafety againſt enemies and preſeruacion of peace amongſt ourſelues, and Comon 
well faire as by the Second and Eight Article &c. ſoe as the Comiſſioners Power 
{ſhould not extend to limitt or interupt the Siuell Gouernment or church affaires within 
any of the Colonies within it ſelte according to the entent of the third article, and the 
proviſo in the ſixth article, it is deſiered that the Comiſſioners would pleaſe to make a 
more full and cleare explaination of thoſe articles and of the faid proviſo, according 
to the propoſiſions here following vidz. 1. by ſafety in the ſecond Article to bee in- 
tended onely ſafety from an enemye, Not from comon prouidences as Famin peſtolence 
ſame of Comon wellfaire. 

2. The ſcope of the Eight Article: to extend onely to eauſes which conſerne 
diuers of the Colonyes (not any one in itſelfe) or ſom one or more of the Colonyes, 
and ſome neighbor Plantacions, not within the confederation—and by Indians to bee 
ment Indian Straingers or ſuch Neighbour Indians as are not in Subiection to the 
&c. the Gouernment of any of the Colonyes. 

3. In ſuch Caſes of Ciuell nature wher the Comiſhoners may haue power to make 
orders &c. yett not to haue power to make generall officer of a ciuell nature to exe- 
cut ſuch orders, but the ſame to be executed by the Officers of ſuch Juriſdictions as 
ſhalbe conſerned therein, and if ſuch Juriſdiction or Colony ſhall not Submitt and 
performe &c. After dew admonicon then to be Reſponcable to the reſt of the Co- 
lonyes for breach of league and Couenant, and to be declared what further 
power the Comiſſioners haue in ſuch Caſes or what willbee fitt to be don in caſe 
any Colony ſhould chang theire religion profeſſed &c. 

4. Whereas in caſe ſixe of the Comiſſioners ſhall not agree the cauſe is to be refer- 
red to the foucr General Courtes, and by theire joynt agreements to be determined 


c. to be conſidered if it were not more expedient to bee determined vpon the agree- 
ment 
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ment of any three of them provided it bee in ſuch cace whearein the Comiſſioners 
haue to dealle“. | 

5. If the annuall meeteing were not better to be trianuall except occaſion require 
any meeteing in the interuall, and the Comiſſioners at ſuch occaſionall meeteings to 
haue power to put of the next Trianuall metings if they ſee cauſe. 

6. Whereas by the 6 Article each of the Colonyes is to haue two Comiſhoners 
and the Colony of the Matathuſetts beares almoſt fiue for one in the proporſion of 
Charge with any one of the reſt, they deſier to have one Comiſhoner more, or 
otherwiſe they ſhall be content that any other of the Colonyes ſhall haue the ſame 
priuiledg to haue three Comiſhoners to the other twoe, if ſuch Colonyes will beare 
the Licke proportion of Chardg with the Mattathuſetts. 

7. It is deſiered it may bee conſidered if that way of proportioning the charg in 
the 4th Article, by numbering of people bee convenient (if Lawefull or ſafe in Re- 
gaurd of the Frequencie of it) or equall in Regaurd of the diferant Condicions of 
ſom of the Colonyes; others being many pore laborers and artificers, ſom of the 
other all men of ability well ſtockt &c. if it bee found ſoe, then ſome other more 
ſafe and equall Cource to bee agreed vpon. 

Whereas there bee diners orders made by the Comiſhoners (as aboute admiſſion 
of Church members, maintainance of Scholers at Cambredg, about a general trade 
&c. as in the booke of Records of the Comiſſioners Acts doe more fully appeare, 
all which orders are onely by way of aduice, to the General Courts of the ſeuerall 
Colonyes yet for as much as orders by way of adviſe are in ſom caſes introduction to 

orders where the aduiſe is not followed it is to bee pro- 
pounded if it were not ſeaſonable to be declared that in ſuch cafes, if any of the 
Colonyes ſhall not thinke fitt to follow ſuch advice, the ſame not to be accounted 
any offence or breach of any article of our Confederation or to give power or occa- 
ſion to the Comiſſioners to proſede to any act of athority in ſuch cace. 

Whereas by order of the Comiſſioners at theire laſt meting at Boſton, Sprincke- 
field is Inioyned to contrebute towards an Impoſiſion for the maintainance of Sea 
brooke forte (as the order ſeemes to Intend with Liberty for Matathuſets &c.) to 
propounde and obiect &c. at the next meteing of the Comiſſioners &c. as in the ſame 
order doth more fully appeere, according wherevnto wee doe propounde, to the ho- 
nored Comiſhoners the obiections and arguments heare following: 

Firſt wee obie& that our Reaſons formerly deliuered into the Comiſſioners haue 
not Reſeaiued a full anſwer from our breatheren of Conectacutt nor can we perſeaiue 
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that the peramble to their ſaide order Doe make any ſupply of ſaide Defe& in our 
brethrens anſwer or is a ſufficient grounde of the ſaide order for the ſaide contri. 
bucion &c. wee hope to make. euident by particulers. | 

1 Reaſon. our firſt reaſon was drawne from the defect of power in one Juriſdiction 
to contribut towards the purchas of lands tenements and other hereditaments or Li. 
bertyes whatſoeuer. 

Anſwer. The anfwer is that the queſtion is miſtacken which ſhould haue bene 
whither the Impoſiſion be lawefull or regular, not to what vſe &c. and conclude that 
in ſuch caſe the party is not to Inquire after the Imployment of the meanes ſoe con- 
tributed &c. with deniall of pwoynte of Imployment for purchas. 

Reply. To this anſwer wee reply, I. The anſwere is not to the Argument but to 
an other thing, 2ly that the queſtion (as we conſeaiue) is not miſtacken for which 
we refer our ſelues to Mr. Hopkins owne Letter, and Mr. Fennix intreſt in the Im- 
poſiſion for if he hath ſould the forte and yet haue ſole (or any) right to the Impo- 
ſition for maintainance of it, then it muſt needes bee for the purchas, and if hee bee 
not to employ what he reſaiues For the maintenance of the forte, then it muſt bee for 
the purchas, or for ſom other Conſideracion which will not anſwer the entent of the 
order, and to bee forced to contribute to a purchas and yet to haue noe ſhare in 
the thing purchaſed ſeemes not juſt. 2ndly wee deny the argument to bee good 
at leaſt not ſo in our caſe for Sprinkfield is not in Subjection to the Juriſdiction at Co- 
nectacutt ſo as to reſeaiue any of their impoſiſions without Queſtion &c. as if the 
Comiſſioners vpon noatis of a foraigne enemy ſhould raiſe a thouſand pounds to 
maintaine a man of warre vpon the Coaſt, and in ſteed thereof ſhould raiſe a forte 
at the enterance of one of our harbors, the Colonyes might Juſtly queſtion this 
improvement &c. 

2 Reaſons our firſt 

Our Second Reaſon is vpon that maxem which wee Conſeaive to be the ſole 
grounde of the Comiſſioners order vidz. Qui ſentit Commodum ſentire debet et 
Onus Conuerſo &c. but Sprinkefteld hath noe benefit and therefore it ought 
not to be chardged. 

Anſw. The Anſwer to this is I. that ſuch opoſition would reflect vpon moſt of the 
Gouernments of Eurup, ſecondly a reference of the cauſe to be iſewed vpon Sprink- 
fields haueing benefitt or not &c. 

Reply. Wee reply to the firſt it is noe good argument to ſay moſt of the Gouern- 
ments of Euroup doe thus therfore it is Lawefull noe more than if wee ſhould ſay 
moſt of the Governments &c. opreſs both Subie&s and ſtraingers, ergo opreſion 
is Lawefull. 2ndly Let any ſuch example be produſed (as comonly allowed) wheare: 
by a ſuitable benefit is not held forth or at leaſt pretended. 3dly vpon all Impoſitions 
pon Straingers if they Licke not to pay them they haue Liberty and oppertunit) to 
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Sprinkfield had noe ſuch Liberty before the Impoſiſion Raiſed nor can haue any ſuch 
opertunity for the avoydeing. After being Impriſond by the Scituacion of the habita- 
tation, to the Second if wee might conclude of future time by what is paſt wee might 
joyne Iſew vpon this pwoynte but when a meere poſibility is to bee determined by 
mens various ſirmiſes it canot be ſafe to referr maters of weight to ſuch vnſertaine 
Iſew, but let it be graunted that Sprinkfeild may haue benifit by Sea brooke fort, 
yet not being neſſeſarily but contingent onely they arc noe more bound to contribute 
in that Reſpect, then Newhauen and we are bound to contribute to the maintain- 
ance of Hartford Bridges or theire high waics : which we haue more ſertaine beni- 
fitt by for though they might impole a toale for the maintenance of a Bridge (not ſoc 
in an anciant high waie) yet men were at Liberty to paſs over the anciant ford if they 
like it not to pay theire Toale and we defier no more at Seabrooke, but to paſs as 
alwaies we and others haue done ; but if we come to Anchor for refuge vnder the 
forte or volontaryly will make uſe of the we will not refuſe to pay 
for our benifitt as if Conectacutt wilbee at chardg to clence the chanell for paſage of 
greate Shippes, and therevpon lay a Impoſt vpon all of ſuch a burthen as could not 
haue paſſed otherwiſe then if Sprinckfeild will make vie of it for ſhipps of ſuch 
burthen it is reaſon they ſhould pay the Impoſt.

Anſwer. The Anſwer to this is firſt; that it is but a preſumption &c. ſecondly 
the Companion is not equall. 

Reply, wee Reply (if it will not bee Confeſſed &c.) then vpon our firſt payment 
wee may and deſier accompt of what hath beene Reſcauied &c. which Canot bee 
denyed vs, ſecondly, we Confeſs the Compariſon is not of things euery way a Licke 
but this diferance makes the more for vs for they being more ſtrainger, wee leſs or 
not at all, being now vnited Tribut ſhould bee demanded them rather then 
of vs. 

4 Reaſon, our Fourth Reaſon conſiſteth of twoe Branches 1 tacken from the longe 
time that this Confederation was hindered by the propoundeing and ſtanding vpon 
ſuch propoſicions & the ſecond from our preſcription of Imunyty &c. 

Anſwer. To which they anſwer by diſcouering theire greife at our Miſtake as 
they terme it, and Implyſitly taxe us with Neglect of Evident truth, in our publique 
Records : 2ndly. by Laying open our miſtacke in maner following, viz. whereas 
we ſay that this Combination was hindered for aboue x yeares by the meanes pro- 
pounded, "They ſay it will be found that it was not full ſiue yeares from the menconed 
agnacion and the Concluſion of this preſent Confederacion, the one being in June 
1638 and the other agreed vpon in May 1643 and whereas It is affirmed &c, it ſhall 
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if neede bee be made apeare by the oath of thoſe whoe were Imployed in that ſeruice 
that they were ſoe farr from ſtifly ſtanding vpon ſuch an Impoſicion as they did not 
ſoe much as propownde it as is heere expreſſed, nor could they in Reaſon doe it the 
townes haueing no intereſt in, nor relacion to the forte at that tyme. 

Reply To this wee reply 1. wee muſt confeſſe theare is a miſtake in the words as 
for wante of one ſillable which the neceſſitie of aprehending the trew meaneing might 
haue helped without any greife or trouble, for it beinge knowne to them and us, that 
from the firſt eſtabliſhing the Gouernment at Conetacott to the perfiting of our Con- 
federacion there could not be aboue ſeauen yeares, it muſt needes bee either an Ex- 
preſſion againſt our meaneing to put in ten for foure or ſixe, or elſe it muſt be a hu. 
perobolicall ſpeach, as is not rare, either in humaine or deuine wrightings to expreſſe 
a leſs number by ten as Jacob ſaide to Laban thoue haſt changed my wadges ten 
times; but wee ſhall not neade to vſe any figur to helpe our Expreſſions if the word 
ſince had beene aded according to the trew meaneing of ſome that had an hand in the 
paſſing the reaſone &c. for wee can make it appeare that the not conſenting to free 
paſſage in the Riuer of Connetacotte had hindered the combinacon ten yeare ſince or 
neare thereaboutes, at the Time when thoſe Reaſons were drawne up, and however 
ſom of the Comiſſioners then Imployed at Camberidge may have forgotten yet it is 
ſertaine to vs, (for Littera ſcripta manete) that the Articles for the free Paſſage vp 
and downe the Riuer was then ſtood vpon by vs, and they affirmeing that the Riuer 
&c. did belong to the Lords &c.—(onely for ſoe much as belonged to themſelves they 
were content to graunte) wee thought not fitt to finiſh the agreement vntill they had 
conferred with their Corte aboute it, and whoſeuer ſhall offer to teſtifie otherwiſe, 
ſhall comitt a greater error then our Records can juſtly be charged with—and there- 
fore wee deſire that either, that Chardg vpon us may bee put out of the Comiſhoners 
Records, or elſe that this our defence may likewiſe bee recorded. 

5 Reaſon. Our laſt Reaſon was the unexpected thrauldom &c. 

our preſcription by ancient poſſeſſion. 

Anſwer. To this they anſwer they cannot conſeaiue how it can bring any 
ſuch thrauldom, or Inconveniencie ſence the Comiſſioners haue power to regulate 
&c—2dly. that they had poſſeſſion before Sprinkefield 43d. That Mr. Pinchin him- 
ſelf, when he adhered to that Juriſdiction did acknowledge the Juſtice of ſuch an Im- 
poſicion, and did incorag the Gentlemen of Saybrooke forte &c. 


Reply. To this wee reply 1. though the preſent Comiſſioners (whom wee know 
well and whoſe wiſdom and Integrity wee doe not Queſtion) haue declared theire 
tender care of an equall cource betweene the twoe Coloneys according to theire pre- 
ſent aprehencion of the caſe in queſtion yet (for as much as wee canot foreſee what 
Comiſſioners may folow in time ſucceeding) it canot be expected that we ſhould yealde 


vp any Lawefull Liberty god hath giuen us to the will and diſcreſion of others, eſpe-

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cially ack as Wee canot foreſee whoe or what they may bee, —andly. the queſtion of 
priority for poſſeſion as well as priority of graunt muſt needs bee determined for us 
for the firſt poſſeſion of Saybrooke forte, was tacken by Mr. John Wintherope No- 
ucmber 1635 and our poſſeſion was before that, for thoſe whoe went from Water- 
rowne and Camberidge and Roxeberry and Dorcheſter the ſumer before tooke poſ- 
ſeſion in our name and Right and had a Comiſſion of Gouernment from vs, and ſome 
ordinance for theire d e, and in this State they remained a good Space—3dly. 
if Mr. Pinchin were now Hartford Juridiction as hee then ſupoſed himſelfe to 
bee hee might ſay ſtill as he did then and ought to bee ſubjett to, their Impoſiſi- 


ons &c. 
Haucing thus replyed to our breathere ns anſwers to our former Reaſons againſt 


the Impoſiſion & c. wee deſier the honoured Comiſſioners for theire better ſatisfac- 
tion, to conſider what wee haue further to propound, and obiect againſt the ſaide Impo- 
ſiſion and the Order for the Eſtabliſhing thearof. 

Firſt it is a reſaiued Maxem in Lawe Com aliquide alteri dater Conſcedi. eatiam 
vydetur Elud fineco redita frui non poteſt, thearfore if a man endoweth his wife of

Fifthly wee propounde whither (admiieing it were Lawfull) i it were expedient and 
whither the beniſite is licke to be ſuch as may recompence the Inconveniences which 
may ariſe hearevpon, wee looke at it as a boane caſt in by Sathan to interupt our 
happy peace and brotherly vnion, and to raiſe diſcord amongſt vs and ſoe put vs vpon 
temptacions to helpe ourſelues ſome other way, and the rather when we ſhall heart 
that ſom of our breatheren, not contenteing themſelues with what benifit our Contri 

may afford ſhall triumph over us as haueing gained a greate victory and en- 
lardgeing theire conqueſts (inoviſſimum us que Diem) to che furtheſt of our Intereſt 
ypon that Riuer &c. which may indeede bee a juſt action of greife to vs whoe ear- 
neſtly deſier that not onely the affaires of brotherly vnion, but the ſenceare afection

The Comiſſioners haueing peruſed and with dew Reſpect conſidered the former 
propoſicions, wheareof ſome conſerne explication fom an alteration in the Articles of 
confederacion betwixt the Colonyes, doe joyntely and in general concaine that all 
and each of the Articles from time to time as theire may bee occaſton ſhould bee ſoc 
underſtoode, that noe ſuch interpretacion bee put vpon any one article as may croſſe 
the dire& ſcope and importe of the reſt or any of them, that the pretenſion made to 
maintaine a peculier and intire Juriſdiction in each Colony within itſelfe hinder not 
the atamement of the publique and weighty ends of the Combination namely the dew 
preſervacion of the peace of the Colonyes, ioyntely by all iuſt meanes of a publike 
Conſernement according to the Articles and the dew Manageing of grarr in the pre- 

paracions 
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paracions and of che ſame when the Colonyes are neceſſarily called unto it— 
"This premiſed, 

Firſt The Comiſſioners conceive that by the words (Safety and Wellfaire) in theire 
Second Article noe power is graunted to them by which they may make orders or 
Lawes to prevent or provide in caſes of famine and peſtilence, though yet in thoſe and 
other caſes of like Conſernement the Advice of Comiſſioners Magiſtrats Elders, 
members of the Colonyes or any of them ſhould be dewly and reſpectfully conſidered, 
According to the Nature and weight of ir. | 

2. The Comiſhoners concaiue that the Eight Article in the trew ſcope fi it extends 
only to cauſes whearein all the Colonyes are conſerned, or at leaſt more then any one 
conſidered ſingly and without Reference and Influence unto the ſafety and welfaire of 
any of the reſt, - they concaiue further that it is and may be ſafe for any man to take 
an Indian Seruant, or for any Plantation to admit a ciuelized Indian to bee a Planter, 
but by the third Article, (as they underſtand it) prouiſion is made that noe Juriſdic- 
tion receaue any plantation or Juriſdiction, whither Engliſh, French, Dutch, or Indi- 
an, without Conſent of the reſt, which Conſent is to be interpreted as in the ſixth Ar- 
ticle which is a Caſe of generall and weighty Conſideration the Comiſſioners believing 
that ſeverall plantacions of Indians will redily ſubmitt to each of the Colonyes reſpec- 
tively if they may haue guns, powder, ſhott 8c. ſould vnto them as the Engliſh with- 
in theire ſeuerall Juriſdictions but ſuch a Courle cannot ſtand with the ſafety of the 
Colonyes, they deſier therefore that all the Colonyes for the future will conſider how 
fafe it my bee either to recaiue or to furniſh ny Indians with any proven for 
Warr, 

zZaͤly Though the Comiſſioners conſider and order in the publique G 
of the Colonyes within the Compaſſe of their truſt and power contained in the Arti- 
cles as in all treatyes conſerneing peace and warr ſending meſſengers, appoynting Ge- 
neralls and other Officers for warr when all the Colonyes are intereſſed, apwoynteing 
Numbers of men ordering prouiſion and Chardges neceſſary for the Seruice, giueing 
Comiſſion, tackeing accoumpts conſerneing Offenders, and all things of licke Nature 
which are the proper Concomitants or Conſequents of ſuch a Confideration yet the 
execucion to belong to the Juriſdiftion wherein the Comiſſioners ſitt or wheare the 
offendor is or may bee founde, and to the Magiſtrates and other inferior Officers, but 
ſoe that if the Magiſtrates or the officers doe deny or delay execucion in any Caſe pro- 
per to the Comiſſioners Cognizence and whearein the other Colonyes are Intereſſed, 
and may ſufer ſuch Juriſdiction to bee reſponſible for Breach of Couenant, but what 
thall be don in ſuch Caſe, or in Caſe any Colony ſhould change their Religion pro- 
feſſed they conſeaine cannot be now ſoe well reſolued, as when the Caſe in the Com- 
88 and with all Sircomſtances ſhall bee conſidered, . 
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4. In Caſes proper to the Comilſioners whereas by the ſixth Article if fixe agree not 
the propoſicons with the Reaſons are to be referred to the fower general! Courts: 
the Comiſſioners aproueing the Mocion made by the Comity of the Maſſachuſetts doe 
recomend to the fower Generall Courts that if any three of the ſaide Courts agree or 
conclude of avy ſuch propoſicion it ſhall paſſe and bee accoumpted as the Conclucion 
of the Vnited Colonyes as it ſhould haue paſſed as. an act of the Comiſſioners if ſixe 
of them had conſented. For the 5th ſixth and ſeaventh propoſicions preſented from 
the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſcts importeing a reall Chang in the tearmes and 
Covenants of Confideration as noe alteration can bee made without the Conſent of 
all and each of the Generall Courts ſoe the Comiſlioners feare that any of the Alte- 
racons mencioned would proue daingerous and inconvenient to all or ſom of the Co- 
lonyes, the tacken of the Number of males they hope need not bee frequent Nor as 
it hath been caryed by the Comiſſioners inconvenient, in part of the ſeuenth propo- 
ſicion they conſeaiue there is a Miſtake, the lardge Trade of the Maſſachuſetts be- 
ſides theire numbers afford many advantages in Reference to eſtates which the other 
Colonyes wante, . but it is from the free Grace of God that all and each haue what 
they haue—they deſier to bee thankfull. | 

A dew Conſideration of the Articles and what is already expreſſed j in the premiſſes 
ſerve for anſwer to the propoſicion in all Caſes wheare the fower Generall Courts haue 
not giuen the Comiſſioners power to determine, it will bee by miſtake if they ither 
make order or chardge Breach of Covenant vpon any of the Colonyes for , 
in other Caſes wheare they doe but advize and recomend as the Articles give war- 
rante ſoe they doe not yet aprehend how ſuch recomendacions may growe Introduc- 
tions to orders of power, if they did they ſhould redyly cloſe with the honred 
Courte of tb⸗ Maſſachuſets in providing againſt ſuch an Inconveniencie. 72 | 

Laſtly the Comiſſioners haue ſeriouſly confidered what i is propounded from the 
Maſſachuſets in reference to the dutch impoſicions and reſtraints by which the Engliſh 
Merchants are burthencd and much diſcouraged i in theire trade and haue both wrigh- 
ten to the dutch Gouernor and his Counſell and doe recomend to the ſeuerall Gene- 
rall Courts, that anſwerable preparacion may be made that either vpon his refuſeing 
to anſwer or his not giueing mc:t ſatisfaction the Colonyes may feaſonably provide 
for theire ſafety and Conveniencie.

Comiſſioners 
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Comiſſioners of the other Celonyes that the queſtion might for preſent remaine as it 1 
was determined the laſt yeare and Liberty giuen to the Generall Courte at Conitacut 
to prepare a reioynder to the reply now made againſt the next meeteing, which wee 
concaiue is noe more than hath been graunted to the Maſſachuſets, the heareing and 
determineing of this Caſe haueing beene put of for a hole yeare vpon the bare alliga- 
cion of the Comiſſioners for that Colony that they were not prepared by any Inſtruc- 
tions from the Generall Courte then to ſpeake to it, and the diſadvantage to Conita- 
cut ſeemes tparent (the Maſſachuſets haueing had a full whole yeares Liberty for pre- 
paring arguments to opoſe, and the licke for theire Reply to the anſwere giuen into 

their arguments) if a preſert returne to theire reply be required But ſeeing the Co- 
miſſioners for the Colonyes judg it meete that anſwer bee made wee redyly ſubmit and 
adrefle ourſelues thereunto, with as much brevity as wee can reſerueing ourſelues for. 
a fuller anſwer hereafter if ocaſion ſhall ſerue. | | 

To theire firſt Reply wee concaiue wee neede not ſay more for the Cleareing of that 
Caſe then what is expreſſed in our former anſwer onely wee add this which wee hope 
canot be denyed, that the demaunds of the Impoſicion being by vs it is in our Liberty 
to ſtate the queſtion (and not in thoſe that opoſe) which as formerly foe wee now 
again do thus. 

Queſt. Whither for erecting and maintaineing a forte uſefull and ſerviceable to the 
whole Riuer it bee not lawefull for the Juriſdiction of Conectacutt to ſett a moderate 
Impoſiſion vpon fome Goods exported through the Month of the Riuer wheare the 
forte is though it reach Sprinkfield ſituat upon that River under the Conſideration of 
lying within another Juriſdiction which yet is not ſoe cleared but that the Juriſdiction 
of Conectacut haue Liberty for theire Inquiry and concaiue they haue Cauſe to make 
Clayme therevnto, being redy to atend all due meanes for the Iſewing of this buſineſs 
alſoe; this being the Queſtion and Caſe propounded by vs, we conceiue our anſwer 
(to which wee referr) is full, and it will bee no diſadvantage to the Caſe though Mr. 
Phenwicke doe inioy what comes in from the ſame Impoſicion notwithſtanding what 
is in the fecond Place theire reply that Sprinkfield is to recaiue our Impoſicion without 
queſtioneing for wee ſtall concaiue the Arguments brought bee directed againſt the 
Impoſieion as by us claymed either in the quantity or quality of it, or they reach not 
the Caufe: it conſernes them not to queſtion as wee ſaide before to 3 vſe the meanes 
raiſed by the Impoſicion is put. 

Theire Reply to the ſeconde Conſiſting of ſeuerall particulers, wee anſwer thus and 

graunte the firſt that it is noe good Argument to ſay moſt. Gouerments in Europe doe 

thus Ergo ſuch a Practice is lawfull, but deny that any fuch thinge was afirmed by vs 

or can hee rightly colected from what wee anſwered, for the Argument being that it is 
iniurious to require a cooſtom to the maintainance of a forte to whom it is not vſefull;

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wee anſwered that this is an Impoſition in it ſelte naxedly conſidered in it ſeemed to 
lay moſt of the gouernments of Europe vnder the guilte of injuſtice though it touch- 
ed not the preſent queſtion is if there were noe lawfull grounde of requireing and 
tackeing any impoſicion or cooſtom to any without retourneing a proportionable ap- 
parent advantage and good to thoſe of whome it is reſcaiued when as it is aparently 
knowne Impoſiſions are reſcaiued, and that lawfully upon other Conſiderations 
which is ſoe obvious to every man's aprehenſions, that wee neede not 
in particulers as is deſiered and therefore ſhall ſay noe more to the Seconde | 
To the third particuler conſerneing the vſefulneſs of the foremencioned forte to 
Sprinkefield, wee leaue that to Conſideration of ſuch things as haue beene alredy 
preſented in that reſpe& onely ſhall add that if an Impoſicion may be tacken (which 
ſeemes to be granted) of ſuch which onely come to trade in the River, in Regard 
if they licke not to pay they may avoyd it, wee concaiue it much more reaſonable, 
for thoſe whoe haue a more aparent and conſtante benifit thereby, and wee might 
alſoe ſay there is no abſolute Neceſſity put upon Sprinkefield in this Impoſicion if 
they will carry theire Corne as Mr. Pinchin doth his beans by lande they may avoyde 
it: and wheareas it ſeemes to bee intimated that all fords and paſages muſt be lefte 
in the ſame freedom and Liberty which Nature hath lefte them, and others at any 
time haue found them in it ouerthrowes as wee concaiue all particuler Intreſts and 
the practiſe of all people even of the Maſſachuſets Gouernment as may bee inſtanced. 
Wee ſhall not much add in the third as being deſierous to contracte what may 
bee, and there being ſoficient as wee concaiue in our anſwer and the expreſſion 
in the Comiſhoners determinacion to ſatisfie onely wee deſier it may be con- 
ſidered how neere the practice of the Maſachuſets is heere to what they obie& 
againſt theire arguments ſeeme to bee thus, it is not right to demaund that of 
breatheren which is not of Strangers, but that the Maſachuſets, by vertue of the 
expreſſions in theire patent of goeing to the South Sea clayme an Intereſt to Sprinke- 
field (Warro Noco &c) after they were ſettled under an other Gouernment, yet 
they clayme not the licke at Forte Orania that lyeth without any Controverſy with 
in theire Limites upon that grounde; and wee further concaiue if the Maſſachuſetts 
ſetle any plantacion upon Hudſons Riuer by vertue of theire graunte theire preſent 
plea for free egreſs and regreſs in and out of that Riuer would not bee founde of a 
prevaileing Power. | 


4. What was ſaide in the Fourth doth not any way contradi& what was anſwered 
by vs: but the whole remaynes untouched, and wee could ſay alſoe that the adicion 
of the monoſileble ſome will not helpe in the Caſe unleſs theire bee another Monoſi-

made, we deſerne not (perhaps through our owne darkeneſs) wheare any apearance 
of prevaileing force of argument yet lyeth; all that comes to our vewe is heere, 
there was a propoficion made by the Maſachuſetts in 1638 at a treaty for Combina- 
cion that they might haue the free Liberty of Conectacut River for any plantacions 
that were or might bee vnder theire Gouernment without Impoſicion of Conettacurt 
and they not conſenting to that propoſicion hinderd the Combinacion Ergo it might 
ſeeme vnequall now wee are combined to require any; wee nead not ſay any more 
to ànſwer to this but that Conectacut was not in a Capaſaty then to graunte what 
was deſiered, Nor are they now in the Condicion they were in at that Treaty: the 


Intereſt and Chardge of the forte being now theires, which was then in other 
hands. | SR Tos : 
5. The uery ſame which is heere replyed to our anſwer, how the bondage and in 
thrauldom of Sprinkeſield (which was obiected) is preuented by the Confideration 
may bee obiected againſt that Article which was and is {till ſoe good and ſoe whole- 
ſome and uſefull for preſerueing peace with Righteouſneſs therefore ſhall ſay noc 
more vnto it. | | 
Secondly in the firſt argument Sprinkefields poſeſions and chardges. is aledged, 
now the poſeſion of the Maſſachuſets by all the townes thence iſewed is peruſed but 
neither the one nor the other can as wee coneaiue carry this Cace the Comiſſion of 
Gouernment mencioned tacken from the Maſſachuſets, was tacken Salva Jury of the 
entereſt of the Gentlemen whoe had the Patent of Conectacut, that. Comiſſion take- 
inge riſe from the deſier of the People whoe removed whoe judged it in Conveniencie 
to goe away without any frame of Gouernment not from any Clayme of the Maſa- 
chuſets Jurifdiction ouer them by vertew of Patent. 
Thirdly the reply to our anſwer conſerneing Mr Pinchines prop oficion to Mr., 
Phenwicke doth not ſatisfy, for that aroſe not from Power of Juriſdicti on the plan- 
tacions upon the Riuer not being then vnder the Gouernment of the Patent nor 
vnder the authority of any order amongſt themſelues requireing ſuch a Contrebuci- 
on but as wee concaiye' from that pren cipall of equity in his owne breſt—qui ſentit 
Commodum ſentire Debet onus. 88 a 
To the freſh arguments now produced wee bre afely anſwer, that maxem in lawe 
hee ſighted wee concaiuę houlds not vniuexſally trew nor can bee aplyable to the pre- 
ſent Caſe, the inſtances giuen noe wayes ſuiteing therewith and wee concaiue all the 
Intereſt the Patent doth or can in any way of reaſon giue unto any in the Riuers 


hauens Creekes &c can bee extended but ſoe farr as the limitts of the patent ex- 
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"The ſecond ſeemes to yield the cauſe by confeſſing Sprinkeficld to recaiue e benifi by 
The forte which was denyed, but wee add alſoe this che benifits Sprinkefield re. 
-caiues is ſoe farr diſtant from that of Newhauen and the other Townes mencioned 
&. and this ſoe obvious to every view as wee concaiue it needs noe anſwer. The 
«hird wee leaue to the Comiſſioners to determine. | 

Fourthly the Coppy of the Patent was ſeene when the Confideration was made, 
the thing itſelfe is well knowne to many, beſides wee concaiue it cannot bee vnknowne 
to the Maſſachuſets that this Patent hath beene lately owned by the honorable Co- 
mity of Parlament and equall Reſpe& and power giuen to it by them within-the 
bounds therein mencioned as to the Maſſachuſetts and Plimoth within theire ran 
Limits reſpectiuely. 

Fifthly wee hope and much deſier that in all the proſeedings of this Confideration 
truth and peace may ſoc kiſs each other that the pleadeings for truth may not pre- 
iudice peace, but that which ſeemes raſionall and according to God may bee preſent- 
ed without offence, and wee hope the boaſteing heerin chardged upon ſom of ours 
will either be held forth in particulers-and Euidences that the guilty may com under 
dew ſencure or the Chardge recalled for as in our Judgment wee condemne ſuch 
wayes ſoe it is our hope we ſhall not bee founde ro aproue in practice. | 

Wee haue breifely and ſodenly retourned our anſwers to what hath beene preſent- 
ed from the Maſachuſets, and doe hope it will be ſatisfactory to thoſe whoe imparſi- 
ally conſider the Cafe in hand, but if there ſhall appeare any defect iu our anſwer, 
wee deſier the ſame Liberty may bee graunted to vs was formerly to them, that no- 
thing bee concluded againſt vs untill our Generall Conrte haue had Conſideracion of 
the reply and the more full rejoynder bee from them retourned, upon further argue- 
ing the Cacein hand. The Commiſſioners for the Maſachuſets e this enſew. 
ing wrighting. 

An Addicion of ſome conſideracions and abel concerneing the Impoſt and 
Contrebucion required of Sprinkeſield by the Comiſſioners of ConeRacur to thoſe 
-wee haue tendered from the Comity of our Generall Courte which wee deſier may 
dewly be conſidered, wee deſier that the Comiſſioners of Conectacut may expreſsly 
declare wherher they deſier that Ympoſt or Contrebucion to the purchas of the forte 
at the Riuers mouth or as cuſtom that ſoe wee may ſpeake more diſtinctly to it. 

Secondly wee haue Cauſe to ſuppoſe there is no order of the Generall Courte of Co- 
netacut that requires any thing of Sprinkeſield by way of cuſtom or impoſt, and 
therefore if required at all it muſt be by way of contrebucion to the purchas as Mr. 

Hopkins Letter to Mr. Pinchin ſeemes to intimate and a clauſe in the Comiſfioners 
order the. laſt yeare doth the licke wheare it is ſayde that from the firſt day that any 
of rhe Plantacons vpon the Riuer haue payed, it hath vpon che ſame groumde beene 
demaunded and expected from Sprinkefield which wee by purchas as appeares by 
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Mr. Hopkins his Letter and yet the Comiſſioners of Conectacut at leaſt in our vnder- 
ſtanding decline the ſame, yea deny the demaundeing of any thing at all of Sprinkefielde 
either as Impoſt or Contribucion to the purchas if therefore theare bee noe order of 
Cort for Cuſtom or Impoſicion and not required in way of contrebucion to the pur- 
chas there can bee nothing juſtly dewe. 

Thirdly wee deſier to ſee order or orders of theire Generall Courte for the re- 
quireing of this Impoſt or Contrebucion of Sprinkefield if they haue any that foc 
wee may haue opertunity to make our obiections againſt the ſame. 

Fourthly whereas the ſaide Impoſt or Contrebucion is pleaded to bee don by the 
Comiſſioners order the laſt yeare, our anſwer is wee concaiue the Comiſſioners haue 
poe power to make an order to injoyne Couſtom or Impoſt to bee payed by any per- 
ticuler towne to its owne or any other Juriſdiction of forte therein, for that being an 
act of Gouernment is preſerued intire by the third and ſixth article of Confideration 
to each Juriſdiftion, nor can they (as we concaiue) make that dew in this kinde, 
which was not dew by uertue of ſom order before, they onely iudg and declare 
what is juſt and dew vpon other grounds then theire owne order, theire beinge 
therefore noe order of the courte of Conectacut formerly ſhewed can be now pro- 


duced (as wee concaine) makes Sprinkefield vniuſtly lyable to pay the foremenconed 


Cuſtom or Impoſt nor any fuch order in being as wee ſuppoſe nor patent produced 
now or formerly wee deſier that the concluſions of the Comiſſioners the laſt yeare 
Soe farr as conſernes Sprinkfield in this Caſe may be reuerſed and that the preſent 
Comiſſioners willbe pleafed equally and indiferently to atend the arguments of our 
Comiry againſt the thing in generall for time to come and withall to tacke noatice 
that there hath beene noe proofe (ſoe farr as wee knowe) of any ſuch forte keepte 


or maintayned ſoe as may bee for the Safety of rhe Riner but rather the indangering 


of it being of noe force againſt an enemie of any conſiderable ſtrength in the Comi. 
ſioners owne iudgment expreſſed in theire laſt order touching this particuler and why 
Sprinkefield ſhould pay to the maintainance of ſuch a forte, wee muſt needs profeſſe 
wee want light to ſee. : 

Vnto which the Comiſſioners of Conectacut returned as followeth 


A ſhort anſwer to the adicionall propoſicion preſented by the Comiſſioners of the 
Maſachuſets conſerneiug the formencioned Impoſt. 

To the firſt wee anſwer as before that what wee demaunde from Sprinkefield iS 
for the erecting and maintaincing a forte which hath beene and is uſefull to them 
as the other townes vpon the Riuer and accordeing to the beſt of our aprehencions 
neceſſary for theire generall Safety, if others haue other and difrent aprehencions 
wee leaue them to the liberty of theire owne thoughts. 

Secondly wee aferme that there is a order of the Generall Courte of Conectacut 


for what wee demaund and ſeuerall forfaytures incured by ſom of Sprinkefield for 
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goods put abord ſeuerall veſſells, lying in and paſing through Conectacut Juriſdiction 
contrary to the ſaide Order the execution wheareof hath orſely been deferred for 
loue and peace Sacke vntill a full Confideracion might bee had of the Impoſicion 
demanded by the Comiſſioners and iſewed according to Righteouſneſs. 

To the thirde wee anſwer that this being the thirde yeare that the preſent Quef- 
tion hath beene on foote, and the of the order from Concctacut not at 
any time heeretofore required wee concaiue there wilbee founde noe juſt ground to 
alter what hath bene allready determined for the preſent want of that eſpecially en- 
ſidering the Queſtion and Diferance is nackedly and clearely ſtated and wee con- 


caive it will not bee graunted that our order can make the thing jult if in its owne 


nature varighteous. 

The Fourth conſerneing the Comiſſioners to anſwer and therein wee ſhalbee ſilent 
onely wee canot but cleare ourſelues herein, that wee noe waies iudg what was 
don by them in the order mencioned is any incrocheing vpon the power of our or 


any juriſdiction, nor can concaiue how others can ſoe looke vpon it. The Cafe 


therefore haueing beene ſoe fuly argued, and the Copy of our patent haueing beene 
produced, as at the makeing of the Combinacion ſoe now againe to all the Comiſ- 
ſioners wee deſier a full end may now bee put to this vncomfortable diferance, which 
wee hartyly deſier may bee according to truth and righteouſneſs. 

Vpon pervſeall of the wrighting preſented from the Comity of the Maſachuſets 
Generall Courte the Comiſhoners for the New Hauen founde themſelues conſerned 
in one or two of the obiections, the Importe theregf ſeemeth to bee that they are 
partyes with Conectacut in the Cauſe, and therefore noe competent judges which 
the Comiſſioners both for Plymouth and New Hauen would haue taken into farther 
Conſideration, and m the meane time would haue reſpited the cauſe in queſtion be- 
tween the other twoe Colonies, but the Comiſſioners for the Maſachuſets concured 
with the Comiſhoners for the other Colonyes, that there was noe force in the obiec- 
tion, wherevpon tire other fower Comiſſioners did fully pervſe and according to 
theire beſt light weighed the contents of the former wrighting delivered in by the 
Comithoners for the Maſachuſets and Contctacut and doe concaiue that the Impoſicion 
in queſtion is not for purchas of lands tenements &c. but for erecting and maintaine- 
ing a forte at Seabrooke the better to ſecure the Paſage of the Riuer twoe and froe 
for the benifit of the other townes ſoe of Sprinkfield. 2. That the fort of Seabrooke 
as it was made or raiſed and in former times maintained (though not ſufficient againſt 
an army or powerfull enemye, nor could ſoe ſmaule a Chardg layd vpon the reſt of 
the Townes vpon that Riuer in proporcion of what is required of Sprinkefield either 
erect or maintaine a forte of ſuch Strength yet) was neceſſary and uſefull agafnit ſuch 


atempts 
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atempts as were then conſiderable and tended to the Safety and benifit both of the 
other townes and of Sprinkfield. 

3. That it is juſt for Straingers in the ſame Condicion and Conſideration with 
Sprinkefield to pay theire parte of the ſame Impoſicion vpon the ſame grounds yet 
probably vpon conſideracion of the dutch Clayme to all the whole tracte of Land to 
Cape Cood and particulerly to Harteford it might not bee convenient for Conectacut 
to demand it of them vntill things were cleared or at leaſt till the Comiſhoners were 
advized with. 

4. Though that maxem in lawe aliquid alteri dater &c. bee graunted in ſom Re- 
ſpects admitted as ſuiteing the caſe yet they concaiue if a perſon by purchas or graunte 
haue right to a peece of land lying vncompaſed or ſo bordering vpon the lands of a 
towneſhipp that his way muſt be through theire landes or fall into theire way they 
and hee being onely intereſſed in the way if now the towneſhipp vpon publique Re- 
ſpects finde juſt cauſe to expend a conſiderable Chardge either to ſecure or repaire 
the ſaide way, that perſon in a dew proportion ought to contrebute. | 

5. The Copy of the Patent of Conecticut &c. hath formerly beene reviewed by 
the Comiſſioners and lately owned in England but was not either called for laſt yeare 

or not ſoe inſiſted on as to cauſe any demurr in the Comiſſioners proſedings, but vpon 
demand the copy of the ſaid Patent was now produced and read by which it clearely 
apeareth, that both the place and Juriſdiftion is graunted to the Lords and Gentle- 
men and their aſſoſiates and aſignes yet the Comiſſioners for Plymouth and New 
Hauen (though for the preſent they finde not ſufficient cauſe to reuerce what was 
done the laſt yeare) Conſidering that the Comiſhoners for the Maſſachuſets call for 
and deſier to ſee the order of the Generall Courte of Conectacut by which the fore- 
mencioned Impoſiſion is required of Sprinkefield, ſuppoſeing they may thence haue 
further mater of conſideracion and argument conſerneing the Caſe which the Co- 
miſſioners for Conectacut (though they afirme there is ſuch an order) canot preſently 
produce haueing noe coppy of it heer not expecting it would bee called for nowe 
ſence it was not demaunded in either of the twoe former meetings at Boſton or 
New Hauen and further conſidering that the Comiſſioners for Conectacut haue for- 
merly and doe ſtill lay Clayme to Sprinkefield as falling within theire patent, and not 
within the Limits of the Maſſachuſets they thought it not fitt to add to what was 
done the laſt yeare or to make further concluſion vpon what was nowe on either 
parte preſented or anſwered, but to ſettle (if is may be) a right vnderſtanding betwixt 
the other twoe Colonyes and to remoue any occaſion of offence or griefe they deſire that 
a coppy of the order from the General! Courte of Conectacut bee brought and pre- 
fented to the Comiſſioners for further conſideracion if there bee cauſe the next yeare, 
and that in the meane time the twoe Colonyes of the Maſachuſets and ConeRacur 
would agree vpon ſom cquall and ſatisfying way of rooneing the Maſachuſets line 
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that it may without further diſpute apeare into which of the ſuriſdictions Sprinkefield 
falls, which being don they ſupoſe that either the queition betwixt the twoe Colonyes 
will ceaſe or there may be a dew conſideracion of what ſhall further bee tendered, 
from the order of Conectacut and in the mevne time what was don the laſt yeare to 
ſtand as then coucluded. 

Vpon the mocion of Mr. Dunſter Preſident of the Coledg at h 
Conſideration was had vpon payments made and reſcaiued in Peage whether white 
or black, the Comiſſioners were informed that the Indians abuſed the Engliſh with 
much falſe badd and vnfiniſhed Peage and the Enghih Trayders after it comes to 
theire hands choſe out what fitrs theire market and occaſions and leaue theire Refuge 
to paſs twoe and froe in the Colonyes which the Indians which beſt underſtand the 
Quality and defect of Peage will not willingly take back wheareupon (though they 
ſee not at preſent how to propound a full Reformacion in all particulers withour 
much difficulty and inconveniency yett) they comend it to the ſcuerall General] 
Courts and plantacions within the vnited Colonies that noe peage neither whitte nor 
blacke bee payed or Reſeaiued but what is ſtrung, and in ſom meaſure ſtrung ſutably 
not ſmaule and great vncomly and diſorderly mingled as formerly it hath been and they 
further offer it to the conſideracion of the ſaide Generall Courts whether they thinke 
not fitt to provide that if hereafter any of the Indians in payment bee founde to offer 
peage vnto the Engliſ made of Stone or other vnalowed mater or tender dyed peage 
tor black that it be forthwith broken or ſom other courſe taken to convince them of 
the deſcaipr and to ſupreſs it as the ſaide Courts ſhall thinke meete. 

And for the more ſpeedy and free paſage of Juſtice in each Juriſdiction to all the 
Confederates the Comiſhoners doe propounde and recomend to the fower Generall 
Courtes for the Vnited Colonyes that if the laſt will and teſtament of any man bee 
dewly proued and dewly ſertified from any one of the Colonyes it bee without delay 
accepted. and allowed in the reſt of the Colonyes except ſom iuſt Exception bee 
made againſt ſuch will or the proueing of it which Exception to bee forthwith dewly 
ſertified back againe to the Colony wheare the ſaide will was proved that ſome juſt 
Courſe may bee taken to gather in and diſpoſe of the Eſtate without delay ordamage; 
they concaiue alſo and deſier it may bee conſidered by the Generall Courts for the 
vnited Colonyes that if any knowne planter or ſettled Inhabitante dy inteſtate that 
adminiſtracon bee graunted by the Colony to which the deſeaſed belonged though 
ne dyed in another Colony and the adminſtracon being dewly ſertefied to bee of force 
for gathering in the Eſtate in the reſt of the Colonyes, as in the caſe of wills proued 
where noe juſt Exception is returned, but if any perſon poſeſt of an Eſtate whoe is 
veither planter nor ſetled inhabitante in any of the Colonyes dy inteſtate the admini- 
gration (if juſt cauſe bee found to giue adminiſtration) bee graunted by the Colony 


 witvare the per fon ſhall dy and departe this life at leaſt that a care be taken by the 
Government 
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Government to gather in and ſecure the Eſtate untill it bee demaunded and may bee 
deliuered according to Rules of Juſtice. 

The Comiſſioners being informed and dewly conſidering Mr. Elliots's godly zeal 
and great Care and continewed paynes in teaching the Indians what may conſerne 
theire ſpirituall and everlaſting good and hoping that the God of Spirits and of all 
grace hath and will open and prepare ſome of theire hearts to embrace the truth in 
loue and Sincerity vpon his mocion (notwithſtanding all former Aduice the ſtrict ob- 
ſeruance whereof they ſtill recomend to the Colonyes) they conſent that twoe guns 
with all ſuitable prouiſions not exceeding two pounds of powther and ſixe poundes 
of ſhot for each gun per anum (each gune being firſt by his direction ſoc marked that 
he may knowe it from all others) be by him diſpoſed either by guifte or leaue to 
ſuch Indians as hee ſhall choſe by them to bee vſed as hee ſhall apwoynte but not to 
bee alianated for any price or conſideracion whatſoeuer, this graunte to be onely for 
tryall and to be recalled when any enconveniencie ſhall apeare. 

The Comiſhoners takeing into theire Conſideracion that by the enterveneing of 
extreordinary occaſions theire meeteings haue beene ſomwhat deuerted from theire 
cource at firſt ſerled and concluded by the articles doe conceaiue it fitt for the reduce- 
ing of the ſaide meeteings into order againe that the next meeteing bee at Boſton f 
the ſecond at Harteford, the third at New Hauen, the Fourth at Plymouth then 
Boſton and the other Colonyes ſucceſſiuely, as in the Articles. 

The foregoing Concluſions were agreed and ſubſcribed by the Comiſſioners the 
19th. of the ſeuenth month 1648.

AT a meeting extraordinary of the Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies holden 


at Boſton the 23d of the fift month called July 1649. 


The Articles of Confederation being read 
An Order of the Generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts dated the 2cond. of the 


third month 1649 was preſented and read whereby it apeered that Tho. Dudley Eſq. 
| and 
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and Mr. Symon Bradſtreete were choſen Comiſſioners for that Colonie for a full and 
compleate yeare and were inveſted with full power and authority according to the te- 
nor of the ſaid Articles concluded at Boſton 19th. of the 3d. month 1643. 

Alike Order of the Generall Court of New Plymouth dated the 6th. of the 4th. 
month 1649 was preſented and read wherby it appeered that William Bradford 
Efqr., and Mr. John Browne were choſen Comiſſioners for that Colonie for a full 
yeare and inveſted with full power and authority according to the aforeſaid 
Articles. | 

A like order of the Generall Court of Connecticot, dated 17th. May 1649 
was prelented and read wherby it appeared that Edward Hopkins Eſqr. and Mr. 
Tho. Wells were choſen Comiſſioners for that Colonie and inveſted with full power 
and Authority for one whole and compleat yeare according to the aforeſaid Articles 
of Confederation. | 

A like order of the Generall Court of New Hauen dated 3oth. of May 1649 was 
preſented and read whereby it appeared that Theophilus Eaton Eſqr. and Mr. John 
Aſtwood were choſen Commiſſioners for that Colonie for a full and compleat yeare 
and were inveſted with full power and authority according to the tenor of the Arti- 
cles of Confederation aforeſaid. | 

Thomas Dudley Eſqr. was choſen Preſident for this meeting of the Comiſſioners. 

Whereas it is found by Experience that the occaſions of the Colonies doe ſome- 
times require the meeting and conſultations of theire Comiſhoners before the ordina- 
ry time appointed by the Articles of Confederation in the 7th. month and fo that 
meeting may conveniently bee ſpared which thing was taken into Conſideration by 
the Comiſſioners at theire meeting at Boſton 26th of July 47 and an order therevppon 
made to propound it to the ſeverall Generall Courts that it may be left to the libberty 
of the Comiſſioners (for the time being) to order the time of theire meetings as the 
occaſion of the Colonies may Require and ſo to forbeare the ordenary meetings in 
September as they ſhall ſee cauſe, provided there bee one meeting euery yeare. 

To which propoſitions all the Generall Courts (except the Maſſachuſetts) haue 
returned their aſſent : it is therefore deſired that the ſaid Court of the Mafſachuſetts 
would declare theire mind heerin by theire Comiſſioners at theire next meeting. And 


it is propounded as an addition to the former propoſition that if there be no occaſional 


mecting in the ſummer before September, that then the ycarly meeting to bee held as 
in the Articles of Confederation. | | 
The Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſets acquainted the reſt of the Comiſſioners with 
a late order of theire Generall Court for the procuring a further ſupply of powder 
and bullets and match ouer and aboue that which they already haue or by order ou2ht 
to haue deſiring the ſame may bee comended to the ſcverall generall Courts and 
that a due proportion bee obſerved and like proviſions made of the forementioned 


particulars it being of ſo General a Concernment to all the Colonies, BN

The ſum of the ſaid order is to this purpoſe ſirſt that two hundred pounds worth 
of powder ſhalbee forthwith bought and to bee and Remayne as an addition to theire 
publicke ſtocke 2condly. that a barrell of powder 150 pound of muſkett bullets and a 
quarter of a hundred of Match bee provided for every fifty Souldiers and this to bee 
done by the ſeverall townes before the 24th of June next vnder the penalty of five 
pound for every default which ſaid powder bullets and match are to bee as theire 
Townes ſtocke. 3 

The reſt of the Comiſſioners approueing what the Court of the Maſſachuſetts 
have done heerin did Redily aſſent to comend the premiſſcs to theire ſcverall generall 


Courts promiſing at the next meeting of the Comiſſioners to acquaint them with the 
iſſue and effect thereof. 


From Newhauen Generall Court it was propounded to the Comiſſioners what 
Courſe might be taken for the ſpeedy planting of Delaware Bay The title ſom Mar- 
chants at New Hauen haue by purchaſe from the Indians to conſiderable tractes of 
land on both Sides of the River was opened, and the Comiſhoners did Read and con- 
fider what had paſed at a former meeting of theires in Anno 1643. 

A writing delivered into New Haven Court by Mr. Leech concerning the Health- 
tulnes of the Place the Goodneſs of the Land Conveniency of the leſſer Rivers with 
the Advantage of a well ordered trade there was alſo peruſed, The Comiſſioners 
with the premiſſes conſidering the preſent ſtate of the Colonies, the Engliſh in moſt 
plantations alredy wanting hands to carry on theire neceſſary ocations thought fitt not 
to ſend forth men to poſſeſſe and plant Delaware nor by any publick acte or Conſent 
to incurrage or alow the planting therof ; And if any ſhall voluntarily goe from any 
of the Colonies to Delaware and ſhall withour leaue and concent from the Marchants 


att Newhaven ſitt down vppon any Part or Parts of theire land there or in any other 


Reſpects ſhalbee iniurius to them in their title and Entereſt there, the Colonies will 
neither protect nor owne them therin; The Newhauen Marchants being notwith- 
ſtanding lefte to theire juſt libbertie to diſpoſe improve or plant the land they haue 
purchaſed in thoſe parts or any part therof as they ſhall ſee cauſe. 

The Comiſſioners for Newhauen Informed the reſt of the Comiſſioners that in or 
about october laſt John Whitmore one of the Deputies of Stanford a peaceable in- 
offenſive man not apt to quarrell or provoke any of the Indians goeing forth to ſeeke 
his Cattell Returned not according to Expectation nor could bee found by the Eng- 
liſh that ſought for him; but quickly after the ſonne of a Sagamore who liues neere 
Stanford came into the Towne and tould the Engliſh that John Whitmore was mur- 
thered by one Toquattoes an Indian and to prone it tould them that Toquattoes had 
ſom of his Clothes and particulerly his Shirt made of Cotton linnen heervppon the 
Engliſh and ſom Indians went into the woods to look the murthered body for buriall 


but though thay beſtowed much time and labore could not find it; diuers of the

Englith at Stanford ſuſpected the Sagamor:s ſonne to bee either rhe auther or the ac. 
ceſſory to this murther hut had not then ſatisfying grounds to ſeize and chardg him; 
about two or three months after Vncas coming to Stanford calling the Indians thither 
and Inquiring after the murthered body the foremenſioned Sagamores ſonne and one 
Rehoron another ſuſpected Indian ledd ſom of the Engliſh and ſom of Vncas his men 
derectly to the place wher the murthered body or the Relicts of it lay The Carkaſe 
was brought to Stanford the Sagamores ſonne and Rehoron fell on trembling and 
tiercby confermed the Suſpition of the Engliſh and wrought ſuſpition in ſom of the 
Mohegin Indians ſo that thay faid thoſe two Indians were nought meaning thay were 
guilty but thay both tooke an opertunity and fled away as for theire lives notwithſtand- 
ing which the Indians in thoſe parts whether for feare or favour to the Sagamore in 
Reference to his ſonne or vpon ſom other Reſpe&s charge Toquattoes alone with the 
murther excuſing the Sagamores ſonne ; but to this day neither Toquattoes can bee 
apprehended nor is the Sagamore's ſonne brought to a due examination. 

John Whitmores Widow both by meſſengers and letters preſſes for Juſtice and 
other Indians grow more inſolent and ſenſure the Engliſh for want of due proſecution 
in ſuch a caſe, it being either conceved by the Engliſh or by ſom Indians intimated 
that if the Sagamores ſonne ſhould bee ſeized and kept in durance the Indians will 
forthwith ſeize ſom Engliſh and keepe them till he bee freed ; The Comiſſioners for 
the Vnited Colonies conſidering the premiſes thought it juſt and neceſſary that the 
murtherer or murtherers in this and other caſes concerning the confederated Engliſh bee 
duly purfued and proſecuted and particularly adviſed that either Thomas Stanton or ſome 
other ablelnterpteters bee ſent to the Indians. neighboring vpon Stanford Requiring 
them according to Juſtice and theire Couenants and Ingagements to the Engliſh to make 
knowne and deliver up the murtherers to examination and tryall which if they refuſe to 
doe or doe not duely attend and that Toquattoes accuſed by them cannot be found out 
and apprehended that then the Sagamore bee required to bring and deliver up his 
ſonne to examination if that be denied or delayed that then himſelfe or his ſonn be 
ſcized and kept in durance till the murtherers be brought forth and Juſtice haue its 
due courſe according to Evidence. | 

The Comiſſioners being minded that Aſhquaſh a murtherer of an Engliſhman ſom 
yeares ſince in or neare the bounds of Fairefeild lives yet (according to a general Re- 
port) among the Indians neare to ſom of the Engliſh Plantations in thoſe parts, 
and that the non purſuite of ſo notorious a malefacter is like to prove preiudiciall 
to the Engliſh by giveing Incurragment to the Indians in other malicius and mur- 
therus attempt-. It is therfore thought fitt that the two weſtern Colonies uſe the belt 
meanes thay can to take him and then proceed with him according to righteouſnes. 
An Inform tion being alſo giuen of ſom Indians at long Ifland that (by the en 
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of a natiue that ſuſfered lately at Hartford for a murther) are guilty of the death of 
ſom Engliſh who ſuffered boatwracke ſome years paſt in a veſſell belonging to one 


Cope at or neare long Iſland. It was deſird and thought expedient that all oppertu- 
nitics preſeuting bee improved for making inquiry and ſearching after the truth and 
{if evidence appeare) rhe murtherers be proſecuted to Juſtice. 


The Comiſlioners taking into confideration the great danger that is like to befall 


the Colonies by the miſchievous Trad that is yet Carried on by ſelling amunition to 
the Indians. Wherin as ſom Engliſh are conceved to bee deeply guilty who are de- 
ſervedly liable to ſeveere ſenſure if at any time they may be diſcovered, ſo vppon 
more than probable ground it is apprehended that many of the Dutch haue been 
long acquainted with the Sectetts of that Trade; and in particulare chey were in- 
formed that Govert Lockman (of whole iregulat orocendings | in that kind the Dutch 
Governor formerly informed the Engliſh) was repteſented to the Governor of Conec- 
ticot as deeply entereſted therein and had vppon his being called into queſtion for the 
ſame at Hartford entered into a bond of two hundred Pounds with ſureties for his ap- 
pearance at the Court to anſware, but failed thetia. The ſeueral Euidences alſo 
both of Engliſh and Indians from long Iſland of his guik were read and the Judg- 
ment of the Comiſſioners deſired therin. Which becing duely weighed both in the 
great Iniurie to all the Colonies by the dangerus and vnlawfull Trad and the many 
Teſtimonies againſt him the Comiſſioners conceve that if the Court of Conecticot have 
evidence that hee was not hindered by the Hand of God for atending the faid Court ac- 
cording to tis bond but that it cam to paſs through want of due care or providence 


of his owne chat then ſaid Court may lawfully take all or ſo much of his bond as 


they ſhall judge meete: eſpetially conſidering hee the {aid Govert when he came to 
Conecticot refuſed to attend a Court the Governor would haue called on putpoſe for 
his trial vnles hee might haue it at his one time. 

A Declaration being preſented to the Comiſſioners by Mr. Hopkins vnder the 
Hands of Mr. John Goſmar and Tho. Holney of Southamptom touching the danger 
thay were in and difficulties expoſed vnto vppon the late murther in that rowne wherby 
thay were neſefitated to arme themſelves and ſtand vppon their defence for many 
dayes. The Indians being gathered togerher in an hoſtile poſture and there- 
fore deſired the charge therof might bee borne by the whole combynation which 
being confidered and former proceedings in Anno 1644 at Fairfeild and Stanford Re- 
Viewed it was conceved and concluded that as no ſuch charge was then allowed ſo 
u doth not fall withinthe articles to bee attended. 

The Comiffioners were minded of the continued complaint of Vncus againſt the 
Narrag nſet and Nyanticke Indians that notwithſtanding all former Ingagements they 
are ſtill vndermin n. his peace and ſeeking his Ruine and in particular that their late 


endeavor to bring in the Mowhaukes vppon him and when that failed by witchcraft 
Vol. II. R to 
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to take away his life; A Narroganſet Indian in an Engliſh Ueſſel in Mohegen Riuer 
ran a {word into his breſt wherby hee Receeved to all apeerance a mortal wound 
which murtherus a&e the affalent then confeſſed hee was for a confiderable ſum of 
wampam by the Narraganſett and Nianticke Sachems hired to attempt. 

The Comiſſioners then vnderſtood that Nenagrett of his owne accord was com to 
Boſton to cleare himſelfe, hee was called to attend and in the preſence of Mr. John 
Winthrop by Tho. Stanton as Interpreter vpon oath he was minded of Breach 
of former Covenants made at Boſton in anno 1645 ſubſcribed by the Narraganſet 
Sachems and his deputie and confermed by himſelſe in anno 1647 that hee with the 
reſt of his Confederates haue fayled in all the branches thereof; the hoſtages were not 
duly ſent, the wampam agreed upon was not payed, nor part of the tribute due for 
pequats fatisfyed, Indian fugitives belonging to the Engliſh were not returned nor 
Captives and canowes taken "hol Vncas reſtored but above all hee was put in mind 
of the deſturbance made by him and his Confederates in the publicke peace by hyer- 
ing the Mowhaw!.es to com vppon Vncas the laſt yeare and the aforemenſioned at- 
rempt to take away his life by Cuttaquin a Narrahigganſett Indian. Ninagrett vtterly 
denied the laſt afferming that Cuttaquin who accuſed himſelfe and the other Sachems 
was drawen therevnto by torture from the Moheges and Indeavoured to clear him- 
ſelfe of the former but he was tould that the aſſalant before he cam into the hands 
of the Moheges preſently after the fact was comrted layed the chardg vpon him with 
the reſt which hee confermed the day folowing to Captaige Maſon in the preſence 
of the Engliſh that were in the barque with him and often reiterated it at Hartford 
though ſence hee hath denied it: that he was preſented to Vncas vnder the notion of 
one appertaining to Vſſamequin wherby he was acknowledged as his friend and no 
provocation giuen him; vnto all the reſt was added that Cuttaquin affermed hee was 
neſſeſitated to attempt that murtherus acte by the deſperateneſs of his one condition 
through his great Ingagment to the ſaid Sachems haveing receved a conſiderable 
quantity of wampam which hee had ſpent who otherwiſe would haue taken away 
his life: by all which the guilt charged upon them apeered very probable to all the 
Comiſſioners ; theire Indeavours to diſturbe the peace by their Confederafy with 
the Mowhawkes was ſo euedent by Mr. John Winthrope and Mr. Williams Relation 
the laſt yeare together with the Confeſſion of the Mowhawks themſelves to Tho. 
Stanton who now again confermed the ſame in the preſence of the Comiſſioners. 

Ninegrett and a weſtern Indian brought by Ninegrett to wittnes for him and ten- 
dered if convenient time might be allowed him to bring the Pocomtuke Sachems 


face to face to euedence the ſame that in the Judgment of all preſent it was beyond 


all Rationall Denial]. 


The accoumpt of wampam Receved vppon agreement being alſo taken into conſi- 
deration, Ninegrett affermed that ther was litle more then 2 hundred fathom vnpay- 


ed. 
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ed. Bat the Auditors accoumpt of the Maſſachuſetts being called for and examen- 
ed it apeered that no more then 1529 fathom hath been brought to the accoumpt of 
the Colonies nor could Ninegrett by any Euedence make any more to apeer; only 
he alledged that about 600 fathom was payed by meaſure which he accoumpted 
by tale wherin ther was a conſiderable difference. The Comiſſioners not willing to 


adhear to any ſtrict tearms in that particuler (and though by agreement it was to be 


payed by meaſure and not by tale) weere willing to allow 62 fathom and halfe in 
that reſpe& ſo that there remaynes due 408 fathom. But Ninegrett perſiſting in his 
former affermation and not endeavoured to giue any reaſonable ſatis faction to the Co- 
miſſioners in the premiſes, a ſmale inconſiderable parcel of beaver being all that was 
tendered to them though thay vnderſtood he was better provided. The Comiſſioners 
expreſſed themſclves as altogether vnſatisfied in the whole frame of his proceedings, 
and haveing tendered vnto him as formerly was appointed at the meeting att New 
Haven (which was negle&ed by him) an impartiall hearing and determination of all 
his complaints againſt Vncas att their next ſeſſion if thay found in him a Compliance 
with theire preſent reaſonable expectations, and not receauing a Returne from him 
anſwerable to theire deſires thay left him to his owne wayes and profeſſed thay muſt 
provide for the peace of the Countrey and preſervation of Vncas according to theire 
Covenants by ſuch meanes as in theire one Iudgments may beſt conduce therunto, 
and therfore do refer it to the ſerious Conſideration of all the Colonies to bee in 
ſuch conſtant Redines either for defence or offence as the ſtare of occaſions may call 
for and require which is like to bee turbulent and difficult which thay the rather 
preſent to Conſideration from an Information thay received ſence theire ſiting of a 
marriage ſhortly intended . betwixt Ninegretts Daughter and a brother or brothers 
ſonne of Saſſaquas the malignant furius Pequot whereby probably theire aimes are 
to gather together and reunite the ſcattered conquered Pequates into one Body and 
ſet them vp againe as a diſtin& nation which hath always been witneſſed againſt by 
the Engliſh and may haſſard the peace of the Colonies. | 
Mr. John Winthrope being preſent with ſom of the Indians that lately reſided near 
Nameok. The buſineſs was taken into conſideration both in Reference to the 
Engliſh and Indians And the Comiſſioners leaving the things proper to Conectacot 
to bee deſided by that Government according to, Juſtice could not but diſlike and pro- 
teſt againſt the Pequots reſolute withdrawing from theire ſubiection to Vncas and if 


thay perſiſted therin profeſſed theire continued Reſolution of haueing them compoſed 


by force But theſe preſent profeſſing a redy willingneſs to herken to the Comiſſioners 
advice. it was concluded that ſom fitt place by the concent of Conectacot no wayes 
prejuditiall to the towne allredy begune at Nameoke may bee found out wher thay may 
haue libertie for the preſent to ſettle and plant thay owning Vncas as theire Sachem 
and in all thinges carring themſelves as his other Subiects, and the Comiſſioners re- 
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quired Foxon who wayted at this meeting on the Behalfe of Vacas that it is the mind 
of the Engliſh that hee carry himſelf towards them in a loving way and doe not Ti. 
raniſe over them: he was alſoe informed that Cuttaquin who weunded Vncas ſhallbee 
delivered vpp to him to proceed with him according to Juſtice and vppon the Pe- 
quots due Subiection the things taken from them laſt winter are to bee Reſtored. 
Mr. William Weſterhowſe marchant and now a Planter at Newhauen as formerly 
at Plymouth did now againe deliver in a petition to the Comiſſioners informing and 
complaining againſt the dutch Gouernor of the Monhatowes that contrary to the 
tenor and import of his owne Comiſſion ſent to the ſaid Weſterhowſe at New Hauen 
and vpon pretence that Newhauen is within the Patent and Juriſdiction of the Dutch 
ee did iniuriuſly ſeize within Newhaven Harbore a ſhipe and goods belonging to 
him the faid William Weſterhowſe to the vallew of 2000l. as it coſt in Holland and 
though for Satisfaction hee hath made ſeuerall addrefles vnto the ſaid Dutch Gover- 
nor yet hetherto hee can obtaine nothing from him ; hee therefore defired healpe 
and Releife from the Vnited Engliſh Colonies and as at Newhauen hee had former. 
Iy moued that ſome dutch Veſſels then within the Harbore might bee attached or 
areſted to bring his Cauſe to a further and due triall the which the Governor of 
Newhauen thought not fitt to graunt till hee had firſt aduiſed with the reſt of the 
Comiſſioners fo now hee propounded and defired that hee might haue Comiſſion from 
the Vnited Colonies to recover his loſe and damnage as hee ſhould find opertunity 
by way of Repriffall. 

All which being duely weighed and conſidered the Comiſſioners as formerly ſo 
{till found juſt Cauſe to witnes againſt the vnjuſt ſeizure to the great loſe and damnag 
of Mr. Weſterhoyſe and iniurius to the Engliſh Colonies the ſhipe beinge taken out 
of New Haven harbor vpon pretence of the Dutch Title and entereſt to and in all 
the lands, harbors Rivers &c. from Cape Henlopen to Cape Cod or point Judeth ; 
yet they thought it not conuenient to graunt Mr. Weſterhouſe (a ſtraunger, and no 
planter in Newhauen when the ſhipe was ſciſed) a Comiſſion of Mart or Repriſſall, 
and though they haue not denied Juſtice to Strangers by way of atachment or arreſt 
to bring the cauſe to hearing and juſt Tryall, yet thay thought fitt firſt to ſignify the 
Offence to the Dutch Governor and accordingly to bring ſeuerall ocher queſtions 
and differences depending; They wrote to him as followeth. 


HONERED SIR 


FROM Plymouth September 1648 wee wrot vnto you "BE and in Sundry par- 
ticulers what might trouble or ſettle a comfortable and ſafe peace berwixt ys; youer 
anfwere wee Receued long ſence from Newhauen but found it in ſundry Reſpects 
deffective and vnſatisfying, you are alltogether ſylent concerning the dangerous Trad

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of Guns Powther Short &e. driven with the Indians at Aurania Fort which is alſo by 
ſom of youers to our great Prejudice carried on and centinewed within the Engliſh 
Juriſdictions; Gouert Lockerman hath giuen much offence therein preſuming poſa- 
bly chat no Indian Teſtimony how full ſoeuer will paſe and bee taken againſt him; 
how farre bur marchants are freed from Cuſtoms Recognitions &c inward and out- 
ward and whether thoſe burdens bee vtterly aboliſhed or onely ſuſpended for the 
preſent you informe not ; what Reſtraints are continewed vppon Trad and in- what 
Caſes our marchants lyable to Confiſcation of goods you are not pleaſed to anſware ; 
though ir bee juſt and neceſſary our marchants ſhould know both theire duty and 


ers for ſom way of ſatisfaction and Redreſe and deſires libertie to atach or arreſt ſuch 


ed Colonies that hee may bring his Cawſe to a fayre and juſt hearing and Tryall ; in 
theſe particulers wher hee is a planter and where his occaſions lye; wee, denye not 


Coreſpondenee wee defier to hould with youer ſelfe and the Juriſdiction not to graunt 
it till wee had acquainted you with his requeſt and the equitie therof. Wee canot but 


deth both on the mayne and the Iſlands which are poſſeſſed by the Engliſh at preſent 
vnder theire Gouernment as anciently graunted by the Kings of England to theire 
fubiects and ſence duly purchaſed from the Indians andpeacably planted and imployed 
by the Inhabitants of the Vnited Colonies refpectively and accordingly cannot but 
witnes againſt the injuries and hoſtile ſeifure of a ſhipe made by you in Newhauen 
harbor vppon an vniuſt-pretence of title and Entereſt in the place: wee haue peruſed 
che lettres you ſent both to the honered Governor of the Maſſachuſetts and of Ply- 
mouth with what by way of anfware you wrote tothe Governor of Newhauen concern- 
ing Delaware bay wee haue formerly heard and conſidered the Right and Title our 


ware bay by you called the ſouth Riuer with the Iniuries thay receued from youer 


and Preſedent of the Comiſſioners wrot the apprehenſion and ſence the Comiſſioners 
had of his proceedings and receved his anſware but without ſatis faction: our frinds

danger; and the Governor of Newhauen did lately deſire it from you; We ac- 
quainted you wth Mr. William Weſterhouſe his grevance and Complaint with his 
offer to cleare himſelf from being either Rebell or fugetive to or from his native 
Cuntry ; in youer anſware you refer him to the Juſtice of Holland. Time doth not 
yet abate his ſence of that loſe: hee now againe attends and petitions rhe Comiſſion- 


veſſell or veſſells of youers as come into any of the harbors belonging vnto the Vnit- 


Juſtice to Strangers of any nation yert wee thought it ſuttable to the amytie and 


aſſert the Engliſh Title and iuſt Right both to the Newhanen Lands and Harbor and 
to all the Engliſh Plantations and theire apurtenances from Cape Cod or Paint Ju- 


Confederats of Newhauen haue to ſundry tracts or parcells of Land within Dela- 


predeſſeſer Monſ. Kieft in anno 1643: Mr. Winthorpe Gonernor of the Maſſachuſets 


of Newhaven will neither encroch vppon youer Limmitts nor any way deſturbe youer

- Theſe' with other differences might haue been conſidered and ether iſſe wed or 
prepared for Europe had you been pleaſed to haue giuen vs a meeting at Boſton as 
was propounded and deſired but that not ſating your conueniency wee ſhallbee con- 
ſtreyned to provid for our owne ſafty and firſt finding the Trad of guns powther and 
ſhott with the Indians ſoe miſcheueous to vs all and yet ſo hard to bee diſcouered 
and proued wee mult neſſeſarily wright after youer Coppy and forthwith forbid all 
Trad dire& or indire& with any of the Indians within the limitts of any of the Vnit- 
ed Colonies vnder the Penalty of Confiſcation of veſſels and Goods if thay be 
there found ſo trading or after proued to have tranſgreſſed and offended therin, to all 
perſons but ſuch as are Inhabitants within the ſaid Engliſh ju: iſdictions and ſubiect 
to theire lawes and Gouerment ; Wee ſhall add no more at preſent But againe deſier 
youer anſware may be returned to the Gouernor of Newhauen that from him the 
reſt of the Comiſſioners may vnderſtand youer mind in the premiſſcs ſoo wee take 
leaue and reſt youer loucing frinds.

The Comiſſioners taking into conſideration the dangerus and . Courſe of 
trading guns powther ſhott &c to the Indians by the French Dutch and other foraine 
nations reſiding in theſe parts of America tending greatly to the prejediſe of the En- 
gliſh heere, and to the ſtrengthening and animating the Indians againſt them as by 
dayly Experience they find as alſo that the ſaid French Dutch &c doe prohibitt all 
Trad with Indians within their Iuriſdictions vnder Penalty of Confiſcation of Goods 
and Veſſell and that wampam being kept amongſt the Engliſh (it being generally 
made within theire Limits) may bee of good benefitt and advantage to them many 
wayes vpon the Conſiderations aforſaid the Comiſſioners thought meete in this caſe of 
ſoe generall concernment to comend it to the ſeuerall generall Courts to reſtrayne all 
perſons of or vnder the aforſaid forraine nations for Trading with the Indians within 
any of theire Juriſdictions vnder the like Penalty they impoſe vppon others and to 
the end that in caſe this propoſition bee accepted there may bee one and the fame 
Law in this particulare in the ſeuerall Juriſdictions, the Comiſſioners thought meet 
to propound this Inſuing Draught; | 

Whereas the French Dutch and other forraine nations doe ordenarily trad guns 
powther ſhott &c. with the Indians to our great prejediſe and ſtrengthening and ani- 
mating the Indians againſt vs as by dayly experience wee find and wheras the aforſaid 
French Dutch &c doe prohibbite all Trade with Indians within theire reſpectiue Ju- 
riſdictions vnder penalty of Confiſcations &c. It is therfore ordered that after duc 
Publication heerof it ſhall not bee lawfull for any Frenchman Dutchman or any per- 


ſon of any other forraine nation whatſoever or any Engliſh liueing amongſt them or 
| vnder 
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ynder the Gouernment of them or any of them to trade with any Indian or Indians 
within the limits of our juaiſdiction either directly or indirectly by themſelues or others, 
under Penalty of the Confiſcation of all ſuch goods and veſſells as ſhallbee found fo 
trading or the dew vallew thereof vppon juſt proufe of any goods or veſſells ſo trad- 
ing or traded ; and it ſhallbee lawfull for any perſon or perfons inhabiting within 
this juriſdiction to make ſeiſure of any ſuch goods or veſſclls trading with the Indians 
as by this lawe prohibbited ; one halfe whereof ſhallbe to-the proper vfe and benefit 
of the partie ſeiiing and the other halfe to the publick. 

Wheras att the laſt meeting of the Comiſſioners att Plymouth there were ſeuerall 
propoſitions comended to the conſideration of the generall Courts of the Vnited 
Colonies videlecet : the concluſiue power of theire generall Courts in caſe of non 
agreement of ſix Comiſſioners concerning the regulateing of Peag concerneing the 
Dutch Impoſition, concerning the probation of wills, concerning admineſtrations. 

Now vppon Examination wee find by the Returne of the Comiſſioners that all the 
fad generall Courts haue aſſented onely to the laſt videlecet that concerning wills and 
admineſtrations which thay haue agreed to in the words of the propoſition and 


wheras att the ſaid meeting at Plymouth there was a propoſition made for 


the giueing or lending of two guns to the Indians by Mr. Elliot the meaning of the 
Comiſſioners was and is that two guns ſhould bee given or lent at this time onely and. 
not yearly. 

A Letter being preſented to the Comiſſioners from the Towne of W arwecke the 
enſeuing anſware was returned by the ſame Meſſenger. 

Wee Receued a Letter from you on the twenty ſixt of this preſent wherin you 
propound ſeuerall Iniuries offered to you by the Indians and defire to bee informed 
whether wee haue not receiued an Injunction from the Parlement in England to ate 


in youer defence. To which wee breiffly anſware that no ſuch thing hath hetherto 


beene comended thence to the Comiſſioners of the Colonies on youer behalfe, nor 
by you can Rationally bee expected from vs in the ſtate wherein you now ſtand ; 
but wee ſhalbee redy to attend theire late direction as any opertunitie is preſented 
to find vnder what Colonie youer Plantation doth fall and then in all future pro- 
eeedings both with the Engliſh and Indians endeavor to acte according to- Rules of 
truth and Righteouſnes.

To the Comiſhoners declaration or advice at Plymouth in the difference wherin 


Sprinkfield is concerned; The Generall Court for the Maſſachuſetts anſwared that 


in the booke of the actes of the Comiſſioners folio 20 it appeereth that Mr. Fenweke 
was to joyne with vs in runing the ſouth line to deſide the Queſtion about Warranoco 
&. But Mr. Fenweke fayled to ſend in any to joyne with us wheruppon wee did 


it at our owne Charge; and Warranoco was theruppon ordered by the Comiſſion- 


ers 
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ers to the Maſſachuſets But wee ſhalbee redy to joyne wich our bretheren of Co- 


necticott in another Sorvey ſo as thay wilbee at the whole Charge in this as yee 


were in the other; and withall produce theire Pattent as wee haue done. 

Vppon reading of which anſware from the Maſſachuſuts the Comiſſigners for go. 
nectacott expreſſed themſelves altogether vnſatisficd the foundation therof being a 
great Miſtake And what is preſented not conduceing in theire Apprehenſions-to the 
deſired End; for wheras it is affermed that rppon ſom former agreement Mr Fen- 
weke fayling to fend any to joyne with the Maſſachuſits in runing the weſteren lige 
they did it at theire owne Charg and therfore conclude that what is further to bee 

attended therin ought to bee at the ſole Charg of Conecttacott; it was offered to 
Conſideration and an vndeniable truth that whatever promiſe Mr. Fenweke might 
make of endeavoring to clear Sprinkfield from being within the Maſſachuſets patent 
(wherin yet hee differed from what the order of the Maſſachuſets holdeth forth 
which could not bind him without his Confent) yet nothing is expreſſed in the order 
of any agreement for runing the line nor did the Maſſachuſets after the making of 
that order run the line menſioned or vppon any agreement with Mr. Fenweke as is 
1mplyed in theire anſware But what was done in that kind was effected at leaſt the 
yeare before that agitation betwixt the Maſſachuſets and Mr. Fenweke and therefore 
it is preſented by the Comiſſioners of Conectacott as the moſt redy way to iſſew the 
difference according to truth and Right that the moſt ſouthwardly Extent of the 
Maſſachuſetts Patent bee firſt agreed vpon and ſettled and then at a mutuall Charg 
the line bee run by ſome ſkilfull man choſen by eich Colonie; wherunto they pro- 
feſſe themſelves for love and peace fake. willing to ſubmite Though they conceve 
the Maſſachuſets ought in reaſon both to cleare theire Entereſt by pattent to Sprink- 
feild and to beare the whole Charg therin the towne of Sprinkfeild being by vol- 
lentary agreement ſettled in Combination with the Government of ConeQacott at 
that time when challenged by the Maflachuſers, and therefore that Colony ought 
Not to bee deprived of theire juſt Poſſeſſion vppon a bare Challeng without proufe 
if the ſouthern Extent of the pattent cannot to mutuall ſatisfation bee iſſeued; the 
Comiſſioners for Conectacott deſireing to promote all ways of loving accord pro- 
pound to the Maſſachuſetts that they wilbee willing to attend the determination for- 
merly made betwixt themſelves and the Colonie of Plymouth in the like Caſe if it 
be preſently accepted though it is like to be to cheire diſadvantage, but if the Maſ- 


ſachuſets think it not fit to joyne with vs heerin wee referr the Conſideration of 


what wee preſent to the other Comiſſioners and ſhall ſubmite to what in theire bet- 
ter Judgments ſhalbee propounded But if they thinke it not ſitt out of experimeß- 
tall or other Conſiderations to enterpoſe or that the Maſſachuſetts reſt not in theire 


determination wee ſhall deſiſt from further W this Matter at preſent 5

A Reply to the Anfware of the Comiſſioners of Conedctacott * the Comiſletiers 
of the Maſſachuſets. 

Wheras the Comiſſioners for ConeQacott are pleaſed to fy the foundation of 
the order of our Generall Court concerneing the runing of our ſouthernly line 1s 
uppon a great miſtake and therfore reſt wholy vnſatisfied therin wee Reply the ſum 
of the anſware of our Court conſiſts of two particulars, firſt that wee haue run the 
ſaid line attredy at our owne Charg 2condly. it4s implied in the order that Conecta- 
cott hath not yet produced any pattent or authenticall Coppy therof to make good 
theire Challeng to Sprinkfeild or the land adiacent and in all this there is no miſ- 
take; It is therefore deſired by our Court that the pattent of Conectacott may bee 
produced before wee bee put vppon the runing of our line againe and that wee ſup- 
poſe will ſeeme but reaſonable to rationall men ; beſides the want of the pattent 
was obiected the laſt yeare at Plymouth in Sprinkfeilds Caſe and therfore in Rea - 
ſon ought to haue been produced now; But to this part of our Courts Order tlie 
Comiſſioners of Conectacott in theire anſware are ſilent; if ther be any miſtake in 
che ſaid order in any ſurcomſtance of time or the ocation alledged of runing our 
line in Reference to Mr. Fenwekes promiſe of joyning with us therin wee ſhall not 
owne the ſame but for the preſent can nether afferme nor deny tell wee haue made 
further Inquiry, however it little or nothing weakens the anſware of our Court 
much les makes the foundation therof to bee vppon a great miſtake as before is ex- 
preſſed for that wee ran it att our owne Charg is certaine but that which cheefly ob- 
ſtructs the iſſety of the difference is the want of the aforſaid pattent, wee have done 
ſufficient allredy for the determining our bounds to our owne ſatisfaction and the 
which ſhould bee to the ſatisfaction of all others that can make no legall and due 
Claime to the lands aiacent which Conectacott cannot without a Pattent ; And 
wheras it is alledged that the towne of Sprinkeficld was formerly in Combination 


with Conectacott and therfore that Colony ought not to bee diſpoſſeſſed therof vp- 


pon a bare Challeng, wee anſware that to the Combination wee can ſay little but 


leaue Sprinkfeild to anfware for themſelves which wee doubt not but they are ſuffici· 


ently able to doe not knowing for what time or vppon what tearmes it was made or 
how or by whom broken nor doe wee well remember (ir being long ſence) whe⸗ 
cher ther were euer any or no; but this is certaine without queſtion that both Mr. 
Pynchon and thoſe that went lam hence to inihabite at Sprinkfeild were of this Ju- 
riſdiction and went hence with a promiſe fo to continew as did the reſt of the townes 
upon the River 2condly they tooke a Comiſſion for Government from the Juriſ- 
diction of the Maffachuſets, thirdly at the meeting at Cambridg about ten or twelve 


yeares ſence Mr. Pynchon in the behalfe of Sprinkfaild declared his deſire to bee and

remayne vnder our Goverment and ſo haue continewed ever ſence without queſtion 
or word ſpeaking againſt it that wee remember tell ſomthing was moved to that pur. 
poſe the laſt yeare at Plymouth, wee 'profes ourſelues vnfaynedly defirus of a juſt 
and righteus end to bee put and that with all conuenient ſpeed to this or any other 


difference with our bretheren of ConeQacott or any other of the Juriſdictions, and in 


order therunto and as that in our apprehenſions conduceth much to promote the 
fame; wee deſire the reſt of the Comiſſioners would bee pleaſed to reverſe the or- 
der or orders that adiuged Sprinkfeild to pay Cuſtom or Contribution to the erect- 
ing or mayntayneing a Fort at the Rivers mouth and for that end ſeriuſly to attend 
theſe enſewing Reaſons amongſt many others that hath been formerly alleged. 

Firſt there hath bene no pattent or exemplifycation yet produſed by Conectacott 
to prove Sprinkfeild within theire Juriſdiction nor order of theire Court for impoſ- 
ing Cuſtom vppon them but only a part of an order to that purpoſe now produſed 
which is very darke and ambigius to vs ſo fare as concernes Sprinkfeild; our defire 
therin and the Comiſſioners thervppon at Plymoutſt being in no fort (as we conceaue 
obſerued as by comparing our propoſitions and the Comiſſioners order with 
what is now produfed together will appear the whole order not being brought but 
that left out which we ſuppoſe would make moſt for our advantage in the Caſe. 

Secondly there hath bene no evidence (fo farre as wee know) of any fort at all 
in being worthy the name of a fort and therfore according to a clauſe in the Co- 
miſhoners order page the zd no cuſtom or Impoſition is to bee payed ; the words 
are theſe ; provided that the ſaid Impoſition bee continewed no longer then the 
fort in queſtion is mayntained and the paſſage therby ſecured as at prefem; which 


in rationall conſtruction ſuppoſeth that the ſaid fort was then mayntained and the 


Paſſage therby ſecured or at leaſt that the Comiſſioners conceued it ſo to bee but 
the contrary is now apparent. 8s 22 ST 4 

Thirdly ſuppoſe the fort in queſtion ware or hereafter might bee of ufe to ſecure: 
that paſſage yet wee propound it to conſideration whether ever it hath been known 
or any Inſtance can bee given of any Gouerment in the world that hath” compelled 
the people of any other Juriſdiftion to contribute to the erecting: of a fort or place 
of ſtrength by which they may rule ouer them and order them at pleaſure as well as 
bee a protextion to them; (if that were the cafe) vnles it were in way of Teranny 
and opreſſion; our Requeſt therfore is as before that the faid orders may be reuerſ- 
ed and Sprinkfeild left in point of paying cuſtome or contribution in ſtatue coprius 
till it bee made apeer that by Patent or other juſt Right it fales within the Juriſdic- 
tion of Conectacott; Our motion hearin being attended and graunted wee fhalbee 
redyly willing to embrace and dillegently to comend to our Court any equall and 


juſt motion that ſhallbee made or aduiſe that ſhalbee given by thereſt of the Comiſſi-· 
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oners for the ſinall ending of this difference betwixt vs in Refference to the bounds 
of our pattent and that which depends thervppon. 

The Comiſſioners of Conectacott doe conceaue it is eſily apparent to all who duly 
conſider the foregoing reply of the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſetts how ſhort it 
fales of clearing the order of theire generall Court or taking of what is iuſtly and 
trewly obiected by our ſelues and therfore ſhall not need to ſay much in way of Re- 
turne onely deſire it may bee attended with due Reſpect to Truth in Simpliſſity; 
That the foremenſioned order faith that Mr. Fenwicke agreed to run the line with 
them which is one miſtake, ſecondly it ſayth Mr. Fenwike fayled therin; and that 
is a 2cond of the ſame nature; and thirdly the ordet affermes that heervppon the | 
Maſſachuſetts ran the line at theire owne charg which alſo is a great error and was | 
tendered to bee proved ſo vppon oath by the Comiſſioners of Conectacott if it were 
deſired. And if this bee not a fundamentall Miſtake and not ſercomſtanciall onely 
as is pretended (it beeing almoſt all that is ſaid if the words bee attended in theire 
due connection) wee muſt confeſſe our ſelues to bee in a great miſtake and ſhall 
owne it when its made to appeere ; But for the preſent wee muſt take leaue to judge 
where premiſſes are not true the concluſion or Inference cannot bee ſtrong. In our 
anſwere we touched not vpon the calling for a ſight of our Pattent becauſe wee de- 
fired according to the propofition of the Comiſſioners at Ply mouth to propound 
that which wee conceued might tend to a preſent iſſeu of the difference if it might 
bee accepted and the ſtanding vpon a ſight of the Pattent ſhuts vp the way it being 
well known to them as well as to ourſelues that the Pattent is in England And 
though the laſt yeare at Plymouth it was ſtood vppon yet it was verily apprehended 
by vs the Returne then made by the tendering of a true coppy thereof to view and 
tne equall Reſpect given vnto that Pattent as to the Pattent of the Maſſachuſetts and 
Plymouth by the Right honourable Comitty of Parlement known well to our honer- 
ed frinds of the Maſſachuſetts had ſatisfied that particuler. 

That Sprinkfeild was in Combination with Conectacott and ſo owned by the Go- 
uernment of the Maſſachuſets is more cleare then to bee left vnder any doubt; pro- 
poſitions being ſent in Anno 1637 by the honered Gouernor lately deſſeaſed to all the 
plantations vppon that River concerning a Combination with the Maſſachuſets and 
Mr. Pinchon in proſecution therof choſen and ſent as Comiſſioner from that Colo- 
nie to acte in the treaty for them in anno 1638, at which time and not before hee de- 
clared his apprehenſione that Sprinkfeild would fall within the Maſſachuſetts line; 
and was fo accepted without any proufe of what was alledged, and that motion by 
Mr. Pincheon aroſe (as is verily conceved) from a preſent pange of diſcontent vp- 

Fon a ſenſure hee then lay vnder by the Gouermend of Conectacott.

Wee ſhalf not inſiſt for brevity fake vppon a particuler anſware to all that preſents 
in Refference to the Impoſiſſion vppon Sprinkfeild, moſt if not all of that which is 
alledged having com vnder conſideration in former agitations about this buſineſs (The 
order of the generall Court of Conectacott ſo fare as concernes and may bee ſatisfac- 
tory in the preſent caſe is brought and preſented. A Fort vſefull to the whole Ri- 
uer hath been mayntained at Seabrooke at a great charg nye 14 years paſt; the pre- 
ſent decayes therin are Indeavored to be relieved by the building of a new worke 
of ſtone wherby the Entrance into the River may bee ſecured and wee doubt not 
when Inſtance is given of a place for ſituation parallel to Sprinkfeild vnder a diſtinct 
Gouerment from other towns aiacent but it wilbee found in comon Concernment 


it hath been lyable to bear a part in the comon Charg. 
To conclude wee deſier it may bee conſidered that both the Court of the Maſſa- 


chuſetts and theire Comiſſioners fall not in with the Deſire of the other Comiſſioners 
for a ſpeeddy Iſſewing of preſent difterences but retard the fame by requireing that 
which they know att preſent cannot be attained. 

Secondly That theire Comiſſioners manifeſt an Ereſoluednes and vnwillingnes to 
refer differences of this nature to the determination and Judgment of the Comiſſion- 
ners of the other Colonies which wee had rather our much honered brethern of 
the Maſſachuſits would duely confider how agreeable it is to the fundamental Articles 
of the Confederation wherunto we all ought to haue a conſieneius Regard then to 


make any coment ourſelues. 
Among the orders or wrightings from the generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts a 


Lawe impoſing a Cuſtom or Impoſition vppon the other three Confederated Co- 
lonies was by the Comiſſioners read and conſidered. the Tenure whereof is as fol- 
loweth. 

| Whereas the Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies haue thought it but juſt 
and equal that Sprinkfeild a member of this Juriſdiction ſhould pay cuſtom or contri- 
bution to the erecting and mayntaining of Seabrooke fort being of no force againſt 
an Enemy of any conſiderable ſtrength (before it was burnt) In the Comiffioners 
owne Judgment expreſſed in theire owne order page 109 which determination againſt 
Sprinkfeild they haue alſo continued by an order att the laſt meeting att Plymouth 
(though the ſaid fort was then demoliſhed by fyer and the paſſage not fecured) con- 
trary to a clauſe in their order provided on Sprinkfeild's behalfe page III. and foraſ- 
much as this Jurifdiction hath expended many Thouſand Pounds in. erecting and 
mayntaining ſeueral forts which others as well as ourfelues haue receued the benefit 
of and haue at prefent one principal fort or caſtle of good force againſt an enemy 


of conſiderable ſtrength and well garriſoned and otherwiſe furniſhed with ſufficient 
| Ammu- 
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Ammunition, beſides ſeveral other forts and batteries wherby veſſcls and * of all 
ſorts are ſecured. ö 

It is therefore ordered by this Court and the authority thereof That all 6d be- 
longing or any way appertayning to any inhabitants of the Juriſdictions of Plymouth 
Conectacott or Newhauen that ſhallbee imported within the caſtle or exported from 
any part of the Bay ſhall pay ſuch cuſtom as heerafter is expreſſed 


Videlecer all ſkins of Beaver Otter Mooſe and Baare two pence a ſkine and all 


other goods packed vpp in hogſheads or otherwiſe tenn ſhillings a tunn and corn 
and meal of all ſorts 2 pence a buſhel, biſket fix pence per hundred; And i: is fur- 
ther ordered that all ſuch ſkins and other goods as ſhalbee imported or exported as 
aforſaid ſhalbee duly entered with the Auditor Generall and the cuſtom therof 
payed or depoſited before any part of the ſaid goods bee either ſould ſhipte landed 
or otherwayes diſpoſed of; vnder the penalty of forfeiting the ſaid goods not ſo 


entered or due vallew therof and if any Inhabitant of this Juriſdiction or ſtranger 


ſhall buy any of the aforemenſioned goods belonging or any wayes appertayning to 
any of the Inhabitants of Plymouth Conectacott, or Newhauen aforeſaid imported 
to any other part of our Juriſdiction or ſhall ſell or deliuer to any inhabitant any 
other goods in any Part of the Bay without the Caſtle hee ſhall enter the ſaid goods 
with the Auditor Generall and pay or depoſett for the ſame after the ſame manner 
and proportion and vnder the lame penalty as is provided for goods. &c; brought 
within the Caſtell :

AT a General Court held att Hartford for the FJuriſdiction of ConeAlacatt Sexto 
Junii 1649. . 
Conecticott 
Vpon Reading the acts of the Comiſſioners for fn 'Vaited Colonies att the meet- 


ing held att Plymouth the laſt ſeaventh month; It was obſerved that in the agitation. 
of the difference betwixt the Maſſachuſits Colonie and this in Reference to the Im- 


poſition required from Sprinkfeild vppon ſome goods paſſing out at the mouth of: 
this: 
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this Riuer towards the charg expended att Seabrooke tending to the good and bene. 
fir of all the plantations vppon the River; It was queſtioned by the Comiſſioners of 
the Maſſachuſits whether there were any order of this Court extant for the payment 
of any Impoſition by goods appertaining to the Inhabitants of Sprinkfeild brought 
from them and paſſing downe this River 

This Court doth declare That by expreſſe order of the fift of February 1645 all 
Corn laden on board of any veſſell uppon this Riuer and paſſing out to Sea att the 
Riuer's mouth was to pay 2d. per buſhel in the foremenſioned Reſpects; and Beauer 
twenty ſhilling per hogſhead, wherin as Sprinkfield was intentionally included foe this 
Court hath due reſpect therunto as then conſidered vnder the Maffachuſets Gouer- 
ment; That noe greater burthen might fall vppon thoſe Inhabitants then according 
to cleare grounds of Equity and Righteouſnes in theire beſt apprehenſions they ought 
redily to ſubmit vnto, and was equall for them to beare and no more then they 
ſhould haue expected to be impoſed vppon themſclues in the like caſe which order 
hath been ſince confermed and a penalty of confiſcation of ſuch goods annexed in 
caſe of non payment ; the Execution wherof in Reference to our bretheren of 
Sprinkfeild hath onely been defered vntell the Judgment of the Comiſhoners of the 
other Colonies might bee vnderſtood in the premiſſes according to the Articles of 
Confederation wherin Proviſion is made for deſiding of any differences that might 
fall in betwixt any of the Colonies wherunto they reffered themſclues in this caſe 
although they are yet altogether vnſatisfyed that Sprinkfeild doth properly fall in 
within the true limitts of the Maſſachuſetts Patent which they much deſire may 
with all conuenient ſpeed be cleared and iſſewed! in a way of loue and peace e 
to Truth.

The former Paſſages betwixt the Maſſachuſets Generall Court and theire Comiſ- 
ſioners on the one part and the Comiſſioners for Conetacott on the other part 
concerning Sprinkfeild together with the order or lawe impoſing Cuſtomes vpon 
the three Collonies being duely conſidered fix of the Comiſſioners did declare and re- 
monſtrate to the generall Court for the Maſſachuſits as followeth | 

A Difference betwixt the Maſſachuſits and Conetacott concerning an Impoſition 
att Seabrook required of Sprinkfeild haueing long depended ; the Comiſſioners hop- 
ed (according to adviſe att Plymouth) might at this meeting haue been ſatisfyingly 
iſſewed ; But vppon peruſall of ſome late orders made by the Generall Court for 
the Maſſachuſets they find that the line on the ſouth fide of the Maſſachuſets Juriſ- 
diction is neither run nor the place from whence it ſhould be run agreed: That the 
originall Patent for Conectacoit or an authentick Exemplification therof (though | 


Mr. Hopkins hath offered vppon Oath to aſſert the truth of the Coppy by him 2 
ſented) 
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ſented) is now required; And that a burthenſom Cuſtom is by the Maſſachuſits ati 
impoſed not onely vppon ConeQtacatt intreſſed in the Impoſition at Sebrooke but 
yppon Plymouth and Newhauen Colonies whoſe Comiſſioners as arbitrators accord- 
ing to an Article in the Confederation haue been onely exerciſed in the queſtion and 
that vppon the requeſt of the Maſſachuſits, and have imparſially (according to theire 
beſt light) declared theire apprehenſions therin, which Cuſtom and burthen (gre- 
vius in itſelfe) ſeemes the more vnſatisfying, and that becauſe diners of the Maſſa- 
chuſets deputyes who had a hand in making the faid lawe acknowledge the preface 
imports it that it is a Returne or Retaliation vppon the three Colonies for Sebrook 
and the law requires it of no other Engliſh nor of any ſtranger of what nation ſoever; 
how farre the premiſes agree with the lawe of love and with the tenure and import 
of the Articles of Confederation the Comiſſioners tender and recomend to the ſerius 
Conſideration of the Generall Court of the Maſſachuſets and in the mean time defire 
to bee ſpared in all further agitations concerning Sprinkfeild. 


A queſtion being propounded whether notwithſtanding the preſent meeting of the 
Comiſſioners begun in July and not ended tell Auguſt there ſhould not bee another 


meeting in September; The Comiſſioners conſidering that in. Anno 1645 and in An- 
no 1647 when extreordinary meetings were called either by the Generall Court or by 
the Governour of the Maſſachuſetts they did ſerue and ſatisfy for the ordinary yearly 
meetings and that in 1647 the Comiſhoners did propound it to the fower generall 
Courts that in caſe of an extreordinary meeting in.any yeare no other meeting without 
an apparent cauſe ſhould bee expected; And three of the generall Courts did con- 


cent thereunto ; and the Maſſachuſets General. Court haue not in the leaſt. declared 
any diſſent ; theire Comiſſioners poſſibly not adviſing with them therein; And laſtly 


the occaſions of the Colonies being conſidered and debated according vnto what hath 


been now preſented the Comiſſioners ſee no cauſe to meet againe a month hence They 


agreed therfore that no other meeting bee expected or attended this yeare vnles 
ſom. vrgent occaſions of the Colonies call for new concederations and Counſels. 
Vppon a queſtion, betwixt the two Collonies. of the Maſſachuſets and Plymouth 
formerly propounded and now againe renewed by the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachu- 
ſets concerning a tract of land now or latly belonging to Pamham and Saconoco two 
Indian Sagamores who had ſubmitted themſelves and their people to the Maſſachu- 
ſts Gouerment vppon part of which land ſom Engliſh (beſides the faid Indians) in 


Anno 1643 were planted and ſetteled; The Commiſſioners for Conectecott and 
Newhauen remembring and duly conſidering what had paſſed in Anno 1643 and in 
Anno 1546 did and doe ſtill conceaue that the Comiſſioners for Plymouth did con- 
cent and agree that the aforſaid Tra& of land though it fall within Plymouth 
bounds ſhould bee and from thence forward acknowlidged as a part and vnder the 
Maſſachuſits Juriſdiction; nor doth it yet apeere that Plymouth. when thoſe conclu- 
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ons of the Comiſſioners Anno 1643 were Red in the Generall Court did proteſt 
or doth declare againſt it That the Maſſachuſits might haue concidered theire way 
before they expended ſo much Chardge in Samuell Gorton's buſines; But what di. 
rection Counſell and Order Plymouth Comiſſioners had from theire Generall Court 
ſo to doe, wee vnderſtand not; and what power any of the Comiſſioners haue to re. 
figne or paſe over any tracte of lande within theire pattent to another Juriſdiction 
without concent and expreſſe lycence from the Generall Court intrefled and con- 
cerned therin is of weighty concideration to all the Colonies ; they therfore adviſe 
and defire that by a Naighborly and frindly Treaty a due concideration may bee had 
and a courſe ſettled both about the charges expended and how Pomham and Soka- 
noco with theire people may bee gouerned and protected. 

Mr. Dudly one of the Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſits and Preſedent for this 
meeting being latly fallen ſicke and vnable to attend the preſent ocation in hand; the 
other Comiſſioner for the Maffachuſits declared himſelfe vnfatisfied with this Returne 
of the Comiſſioners of Conectacott and Newhauen as ſeeming to detract from the 
concluſions of the Comiſſioners in this caſe in Anno 1643 and in Anno 1646 where 
the lands in queſtion ſcem to bee graunted and aiudged to the Gouerment of the 
Maſſachuſits and the way propounded not lickly to iſſew the preſent difference there 
haueing beene Tryall formerly made therof but without any effecte; The like vnſa- 
tisſiednes hee expreſſed in the laſt anſware or Reply of the Comiſſioners for Conecta. 
cott but for the Reaſon before menſioned and preſent ſtraights of time deffers reply. 
ing to ſome other opertunity. . 

The Comiſſioners for Conedtacott and Newhauen who were preſent in the 
former agitations conceaue they haue retracted nothing in any reſpe& from 
what they did in Anno 1643 and in Anno 1646 And therin refer to an indifferent 
and due concideration of thoſe paſſages and what is now declared But they proffes 
they never thought themſelues intereſſed in the queſtion betwixt the Maſſachuſets and 
Plymouth vnles as Wittneſſes in both thoſe yeares they being neither concerned in 
Samuell Gorton's buſines or in the Tra of land in queſtion But concured in what 
was juſt and warramable that a due peace might be ſetteled for che comfort of all the 
Colonies. 

Theſe foregoing eoncluſions were ſubfcribed by the Comiſſioners the 8th. of Aus 


guſt 1649.

AT 4 MEETING of the Comiſſioners for the Vnited Colonies in New England at 
Hariford the 5th September 1650. 


THE Articles of Confederation being read an order of the generall Court of the 
Maſſachuſetts dated the 22cond. of May 1650 was preſented and read Wherby it | 
apeered that Mr. Symon Bradſtreete and Captaine William Hawthorne were choſen 11 
Comiſhoners for one full and compleat yeare being inveſted with full power and au- 
thoritie according to the tennor of the ſaid Articles. 

Mr. Thomas Prence and Mr. John Browne were choſen Comi ſſioners for the Co- 
lonie of New Plymouth as apeered by an order of theire generall Court dated the 4rh. 
of June 1650 which was preſented and read. 

Mr. Edward Hopkins and John Haynes Eſqr. were choſen and apointed Comiſſi- 
oners for the Colonie of Conectacot as apeered by an order of theire generall Court 
dated at Hartford the 16th of May 1650. 

Theophilus Eaton Efqr. and Mr. Stephen Goodyeare were likewiſe choſen Comil- 
ſioners for the Juriſdiftion of Newhaven for this preſent yeare to treat and con- 
clude of all things according to the tenor of the Articles of the Confideration 
as appeered by an order of theire generall Court dated at Newhauen the 3oth of 


May 1650. 

Mr. Edward Hopkins was choſen Preſident for this meeting. 

The Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſets preſented a letter from Mr. Steele Preſident | 
of the Corporation in England directed to the Comiſhoners for the Vnited Colonies ; 
and withall informed that Mr. Winſlow hath for ſom yeares paſt ſpent and improved 9 


moſt of his time about the buſineſs of the Indians ſetleing the Corporation in Eng- 
land and procuring other priuileges of comon concernment to all the Colonies as 
well as that of the Maſſachuſetts and therfore moved the Comiſſioners to concider | 
that ſom honerable and equall Recompence may be allowed him for his paſt paines i 
and charges either out of the Collections for the Indians or out of the three Juriſ- 
ditions of Plymouth Conecticot and Newhauen That of the Maſſachuſets haucing 
diſburſed allreddy vppon that account betwixt three and foure hundred pounds ; and 
alſo to conſider whether the Comiſſioners judge it meet to continew the ſaid Mr. 
Winſlow ſtill in England to atend vpon the aforſaid Imployment, and if ſoe what 
may bee a meet allowance for time to com ; Informing likwiſe that theire Court had 
giuen order the laſt yeare for his Returne. Mr. Steel's Letter being read and 
conſidered the Comiſſioners joyntly returned anſware as by the coppy will appeare | 
But to the propoſition concerning Mr. Winſlow the Comiſſioners for the three Colo- 
nics expreſſed theire owne thoughts and apprehenſions that had the Maſſachuſetts at 
Vol. II. T firſt 
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firſt or at any meeting ſence propounded any publick ſervice wherin the other Colo. 
nies might haue been concerned they would haue found a reddy Concurrance both in 
ſending an agent and in contributing to a meet allowance; But Mr. Winſlow was 
ſent forth anno 1646 vpon particular ocaſions and Concernments of the Maſſachuſets 
and though the Comiſhoners for the Colonies haue mett ſeuerall times ſence, yet they 
neuer were aduiſed with either about his goeing ſtay returne or how to improue him 
there; ſoe that they know not vpon what grounds or by what arguments to pro- 
pound or perſwade theire reſpectiue Courts to contribute to the charg paſt ; though 
they hope theire ſeuerall Colonies will thankfully acknowlidg his loue in any con- 
cernments of theires; But being informed by Mr. Steele that his preſence hath a 
ſpeciall Influence in that great worke in raiſing meanes in England for the publiſhing 
of the Goſpell among the Indians, a ſeruice they judg very acceptable to God and 
of great Import to the natives they are afrayde to hazzard or hinder it by his over 
haſty returne but rather thought fitt to comend it to the preſedent and aſſiſtants of 
that Corporation that 100l. may bee paied to Mr. Winſlow out of thofe Collections 
towards his Expence and Incurragement with promiſe that if they ſhall ſoe adviſe 
the Colonies in theire ſeuerall proportions ſhall heare returne the ſame without loſe 
to the worke intended. 

The tenor of the foremencioned letter from the Preſedent of the Corporation is 
as followeth 7 


WorTHY GENTLEMEN 


This day the Corporation appointed by act of Parlement for carring on and pro- 
moteing the Goſpell of Chriſt in New England being informed by Mr. Edward Win- 
flow (youer agent and one of the aſſiſtants nominated in the ſaid acte) of his letter 
to you ſent wherin he deſireth for Reaſons to himſelfe beſt knowne that you would 
bee pleaſed to ſend oner ſom other in his place which allthough it bee contrary to the 
mind and judgment of the ſaid Corporation to part with foe worthy a member yet 
wee cannot prevayle with him to revock his ſaid letter; and wheras in all ages it 
hath been the deſigne of vngodly men to hinder and oppoſe the ſpreading and pro- 
pagating of the Goſpell of the Lord Jeſus of which wee are truly ſenfable, In Ret- 
ference to thoſe diſcorragements wee haue mett withall ſence wee had ſoe great trult 
vpon vs yet through the bleſſing of God the buſines of the ſaid Corporation is in a 
good forwardnes and the Integritie abilities and dilligence of tne ſaid Mr.. Winſlow 
being well knowne both to you and vs as allſo his great Entereſt and acquaintance 
with the members of Parlement and other Gentlemen of quallitie in the reſpectiue 
Counties of this Commonwealth ; Wee cannot but conceaue his preſence and Reſi- 
dence heere to bee of abſolute neflcſtie for the carrying on the work for wee cannot 


conceaue you can ſend ouer any that hath the like influence and entereſt in the af- 
fections

fections of ſuch as may bee moſt healpful heerin; Wee confes and muſt acknowlidg 
it is vncomfortable to him to bee ſoe long from his famyly and perſonall occaſions; 
But as to that you and wee muſt ſee hee bee noe ſufferer but if hee leaue vs the work 
in all liklyhood willbee hazzarded (if not fall) which is at preſent in an hopefull way 
notwithſtanding all the oppoſitions wee haue mett withall ; Wee therfore thought 
good to informe you of the neſſeſitie of his contineuance with vs, haueing found 
him uery inſtrumentall in the carrying on this work ; and therfore wee once more 
intreat your concurrance with our defires that ſoe with Cheerfulnes wee may carry 
on the work wee haue begun which wee hope will center in the Glory of God the 
good of many and our mutuall Comfort which is our earneſt deſire and prayer.

Youers of March 24. 1649 wee have receaued and in the name of theſe Vnited 
Colonies wee doe thankfully acknowlidge youer great labore of loue to raiſe and 
ſettle due meanes and Incurragement that the Goſpell of peace may bee further pub- 
liſhed to theſe miſerable Indians which haue long layne in groſe darknes and haue 
worſhiped the prince of darknes not conſidering that theire way and every ſtepp of it 


tends to death and everlaſting deſtruction Wee are ſory that a Work ſoe acceptable | 
to God and of ſuch concernment to theſe poore men ſhould meet with oppoſition ; ( 
But the Almighty whom you ſerve heerin can eaſily remoue Impediments and make * 


euery mountain becom a playne, and wee are aſſured youer eye is towards him whoe 
obſerues to the kindleing of a fier vpon his aulter and a cuppe of water giuen with 
ſpirittuall aymes all the loue and labour of his people and in no ſeruice will ſuffer the 
intervening difficulties and exerciſes to pas without a waight of Recompence ; Vpon 
a ſerius Conſideration of a ſtate of affayers comitted vnto the Care and truſt of Mr. 
Winſlow and with tender Reſpect to his Family and occaſions in theſe parts his Re- 
turne was expected this laſt Spring yet if the Comfort of his Relaſions may be pro- 
vided for wee concent to his preſent ſtay that the Worke in hand bee neither haz- 
zarded nor. hindered ; what money is allreddy collected vpon that accoumpt wee can- il 
not coniecture but if youer ſelfe and thoſe worthy Gentlemen youer aſſiſtants con- 

cure wee deſire that one hundred pounds may bee thence allowed and payed towards | 

his Expence and Incurragement and if vpon any Reſpectes you haue other thoughts 
pon a word of aduice wee {hall reddyly heer ſupply the fame without loſe to the 
work entended. Mr. Elliott hath allreddy ſpent much time and labore in fitting | 
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ninntelfe and preaching to the Indians; Mr. Mahew hath made a good Entrance into 
the fame way and worke ; if you pleaſe for theire Incurragement and ſom neſle. 
lary healpes for the Indians to pay to the aſſignes of Mr. Elliott the ſom of one 
tundred pounds more wee hope it will prone a reall furtherance to the ſervice; 
Laſtly Wee humbly deſire that one thouſand pounds or any leſſer ſum according to 
the'ſtocke in hand may bee payed to Harbert Pelham Eſq. and the ſaid Mr. Win. 
low whoſe care and paynes wee fhall intreate to ſend it hither in ſuch Comodities as 
may ſuit the end propounded ; Thus in our meaſure and according to our oppertuni- 
ties wee deſire to put our hands to this pius work leaumg the whole ſucceſſe to him 
whoſe the harveſt is and who by weak meanes and inſtruments can work wonders, 
even of ſuch Stones raife vp Children vnto Abraham and with our due Reſpedts wee 
comend you and the waighty occaſions vnder youer hand to the guidance and bleſſing 
of our good God, reſting 

It was alſo thought fitt that Letters ſhould bee directed one to Mr. Winſlow 
and another to Mr. Pelham and Mr. Winſlow jointly ; the tenor wherof was as

HoNORED SIR, 


By a letter from Mr. Steele the Honorable Preſedent of youer Corporation wee 
are ſatisfyingly informed of youer Care and paynes for the propagation of the Gol- 
pell among the Indians in theſe parts, a work of high Concernment as we conceaue 
for the Glory of God and for the ſpirituall good of theſe poore Creatures: Wee 
are ſory, but cannot think it ſtrange, that you ſhould meet with difficulties in ſuch a 
way ; the prince of darknes whoſe throne hath been long highly advanced in the 
harts of theſe barbarus heathen will ſertainely by himſelfe and his Inſtruments oppoſe 
the kingdom of our Lord to the vtmoſt tell hee find himſelfe rebuked by him whoſe 
power hee hath felt and trembleth at; Wee heare that the Maſſachuſetts both with 
reſpect to theire owne occaſions and the Comfort of youer Relations expected youer 
Returne this laſt Spring; But upon the aduice receiued wee all concure and concent 
to youer preſent ſtay Wee hope the foundations are well layed and the buſines allred- 
dy in a good forwardnes that a little more time may ſettle and eſtabliſh it as a work 
the Lord ownes and proſpers Wee hope that ſom that are yet backward may yet ſee 
theire error and that others willbee free and cheerfull in ſo pious a ſervice how larg 
a ſum or to what vallew you haue allreddy colle&ed wee cannot foreſee but defire our 
adviſe may bee conſidered with Reſpect to the ſtock in hand Wee haue written to the 
Honored Preſident that if the Treaſury will afford it they would out of this Collec- 
tion pay an hundred pounds to youer ſelfe towards youer expence and Incurragement 


yet with promiſe that if himſelfe and the worthy aſſiſtants concure not in that way

vpon the leaſt word of aduiſe or Information it ſhalbee heer repayed and imployed 
to the beſt aduantage of the ſeruice intended ; Mr. Elliott hath ſpent much time and 
paynes and continews zealous in the ſeruice of Chriſt and loue to the ſoules of the 
Indians; Mr. Mahew hath made allſo good entrance into the fame worke and goeth 
on to fitt himſelfe to open and diſplay to theſe poore natiues in theire owne language 
the vnconceaueable exelency of that Prince of peace ; if therefore one hundred 
pounds may bee payed to Mr. Elliots aſſignes partly for their Incurragement and 
partly to provid ſom Conueniencies for the Indians wee hope it may much further the 
worke in hand; Laſtly wee propound and deſire that a Thouſand pounds or any 
leſſe ſume accordinge to the progreſſe you haue made in theſe Collections may bee 
made to our honored frind Harbert Pelham Eſq. and youer ſelfe which wee deſire 
may bee imployed and ſent ouer in Comodities according to the incloſcd note; Wee 
are aſſured of youer Care and Faithfullnes and the great maſter whom wee ſerue 
will certainly and aboundantly recompence youer labor of loue into youcr boſoms.

Wee haue receaued Information of the acte that paſſed the Parlement of England ' 
for the promoteing and propagating the Goſpell amonge the poore natives which | | 
though wee look vpon as a gracius effect of theire loue and zeale to the name of the 
lord Jeſus yet wee cannot without incuring a juſt imputation of to much Ingratitude 
but owne and acknowlidge youer ſelues in an eſpeciall manner inſtrumentall to the 
furtherance of the work which wee humbly and hartily deſire may through the rich 
Bleſſing of God anſware all the holy ends of ſuch as promote the ſame ; wee find 
ourſelues by the acte put in ſom truſt for the carrying on this great buſines and deſire 
to improue our vtmoſt care and diligence therin that no time may bee let flippe but 
the meanes advanced for the worke may bee imployed in it to the firſt and beſt ad- 
vantage which hath drawne from vs a letter to the much honorable Preſedent of 
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youer Corporation that about 1200lb. may be payed vnto youer ſelues if ſo much bee 
com in vpon that collection wee preſume of youer willing Reddynes to improve youer 
ſelues in bringing the work to a greater perfection and are abundantly confident of 
youer abillity and faithfullnes in laying out what coms to youer hands in the beſt 
and moſt ſuttable way which induceth vs to leaue the care and truſt with you though 
it may ſeem to great addition to the waight of youer other important affayres: wee 
haue in our particular letter to Mr. Winſlow giuen more eſpeciall directions about dif- 
poſing the moneys you may receaue from the Treaſury ; and becauſe there may ſuch 
adviſe com out of England by ſhippes not yet com in as may call for more conſidera. 
tion and direction about the premiſes then can conueniently in ſuch ſeaſons and 
ſtraights of time as may fall in bee attended by the Comiſſioners : at the diſtance they 
avilbee in after the deſolution of the preſent meeting; Wee deſire you would bee 
pleaſed to obſerue ſuch aduice as you may receaue by the laſt ſhipping this preſent 
yeare from the much honered Governor of the Maſſachuſets and the Comiſſioners of 
that Colonie whom wee haue entreated and intruſted in the former Reſpects to acte 
according to the Emergency of occaſions. Wee ſhall add no more &c. 

The Comiſſioners for the Colonies in further proſecution of the truſt comitted to 
them in Regard ſom things may interuene and fall in neſſeſarily to bee attended be- 
fore the next ſitting within the ordinary courſe will not bee vntell the next Returne 
of this month doe think fitt and defire that for this preſent yeare the Honored Gou- 
ernor of the Maſſachuſetts and the Comiſſioners for that Colonie bee pleaſed to take 
ſuch things into due conſideration and to acte therin as in their Wiſdoms may belt 
promote the work in hand; and in particular that in caſe Intelligence bee giuen from 
England that any conſiderable fume more then is allreddy wrote for bee there in Red- 
dynes and that order is expected from hence for the diſpoſall therof they give aduiſe 


and direction for the ſending ouer of ſoe much as they judge meet in ſuch Comodi- 


ties as may beſt conduce to the furtherance of the worke ; and to receaue ſuch goods 
as are ſent ; make proviſion for theire preſervation from damage; and if need bee 
diſpoſe of the vallew-of one hundred pounds to or for ſuch Indians as are inclinea- 
ble to attend wayes of Civillity and the things of the Goſpell ; But it is provided 
notwirh{tanding and defired that as opportunities are preſented aduiſe may bee giuen 
to the Comiſſioners of the other Colonies of ſuch occurrents as happen with the pre- 
ſent ſtate of theſe occations that wherin a joynt Conſideration and Concurrance may 
Beg had without preiudice to the worke it may not bee neglected. 

Vncus Sachem of the Mohegins informed the Comiſſioners and complained that 
the Tonmick Sachem in Long Hand had killed ſom of the ſaid Vncus his men, 
bewitched diuers others and hiſelfe alſo and deſired the Comiſſioners that hee might be 
righted therin But becauſe the ſaid Sachem of Long Ifland was not there to anſware 


for himſclie It was thought meet and accordingly adviſed that Comiſſion bee graunted 
by 
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by the Gouernment of Connectacot to Captaine Maſon Mr. Howell Mr. Goſmer and 
Tho. Benedict of Southold or any three of them to examine the Matters charged by 
Vncus and if proof bee cleare to labor to convince him thereof, require ſatisfa ction 
and in caſe of reaſonable complyance endeauor a Compoſure thereof; but if no ſatis- 
fection willbee giuen for Injuries proceed then to lett him to know they give the Eng- 
liſh juſt cauſe ofoffence and will bring trouble vpon themſclues. 

The Comiſhoners taking into conſideration the ſeueral offenſive practiſes of the 
Narraganſetts wherby thay haue broken their Couenants and endeavored to diſ- 
turbe the peace between the Engliſh and themſclues; and how yet they delay to 
pay the wampam which hath been ſoe long due notwithſtanding the many demaunds 
that hath been made both formerly and renewed at the laſt meeting at Boſton ſence 
which time they haue ſent onely 100 fathome; It was therfore thought meet and 
agreed. to keepe the Colonies from falling into contempt among the Indians and to 
prevent their improuing the ſaid Wampam to hire other Indians to joyne with them- 
ſclues againſt vs or Vncus, as formerly they haue done that 20 men well armed bee 
ſent out of the Juriſdiction of the Maſſachuſetts to Peſſicus to demaund the ſaid Wam- 
pam which is 308 fathom and vpon Refuſall or delay to take the ſame or the vallew 
therof in the beſt and moſt ſuitable goods they can finde : Together with fo much 
as will ſazisfy for their Charges following in all narticulars the Comiſſion and 
Inſtructions following: and if oppoſition bee made by the Indians to the taking 
away the life or reſcuing the ſaid Wampam or other goods taken in lue 
thereof; That then a meeting of the Comiſſioners to bee held att Boſton ; forthwith 
and ſummoned by the Gouernor or Comiſhoners of the Maſſachuſetts, if they 
ſee cauſe and in the meane time that ſuch preparations and proviſions for warr bee 
made by all the Iuriſdictions as the caſe ſhall require. 

A draught of the Heads or Subſtance of a Comiſhon or Inſtructions to be given 
by the Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts to ſuch Comanders and Souldiers as they 
ſhall think meet to ſend to the Narroganſett Sachems. 


COMISSION and InsrrvucTioNns for ſent from the 
MassACHUSETTS in the name of the CoulssroNE RS for the Vnited ENGLISE 
CoLOoNIES to PESsAcus and NINEGRETT two of the NARRAGANSETT SACHEMS. 


YOU ſhall with all conuenient ſpeed and with as little Noyfe as may be repayer to 
the eee 26 acquaint Peſſacus That the Comiſſionors deſirus by all due 
means to preſerve peace betweeen the Engliſh and them have both delivered back 
theire hoſtages and for ſeuerall yeares have with much patience waited for a due ob- 
ſervation and performance of Couenants, but have found nothing but offencine ex- 
cuſes and delayes ; beſides the breach of ſeuerall other Engagments 308 fathom of 
Wampam is yet behind which ſhould have been payed in long ſence ; The Comiſh- 

oners 
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oners are therefore neſſeſitated to ſend men to fetch the ſaid Wampam or the full yal. 
lew ; which if vpon a peacable demaund they forthwith pay together with a juſt al. 
lowance for the preſent ſervice it ſhall yet ſatisfy And the Comiſſioners will hope the 
reſt of the Covenants may ſpeedyly bee attended But if vpon what pretence ſoeuer 
they deny or delay payments you are to ſeize and bring backe with you ſoe much 
wampam, beauer, or other ſuitable Comodities as may anſware both the debt and 
the aforemenſioned Charges or if other meanes bee wanting you are to ſeize (with as 
little hurt as may bee) bring away either Peſſacus or his children or ſuch other conſi- 
derable Sachem or perſons as they prize and may probably bow them to Reaſon ; 
But if you meet with with any- hoſtile oppoſition to the hazzard of youer lives you 
are in a prudent way to ſecure youer ſelues and make an honorable Retreate you are 
alſo to obſerue their ſpeaches actions and whatſoeuer elſe may giue light to our fu- 
ture proceedings that if called thervnto you may giue account vpon your oathes. 
This don ſom of you are to repayer to Ninigrett and acquaint him that the Comiſſion- 
ers are informed that he had given his daughter in marriage to Saſecos his Brother 
who gathers Pequots vnder him as if either hee would become theire Sachem or 
againe poſſeſe the Pequat Country both which are expreſsly contrary to former engage- 
ments and by no meanes may bee ſuffered You ſhall therfore enquire where Saſacus 

Brother reſides, what number of men Pequats or others are with him, whence hee 


hath them; and what his purpoſe and aime may bee and require Ninigrets anſware and 
reſolution about him that ſome further courſe may bee taken as the caſe may require 


You ſhall acquaint Ninigrett that Weekewaſh Cooke complains of ſundry wronges ; 
that the Comiſſioners as they would deal righteuſly with all men ſoe they wiſh the 
Indians would not diſturbe the publicke peace by oppreſſing one another; they are 
alſo informed that Ninigrett pretends ſome graunt or libbertie to hunt within the Pe- 
quat country the Right and Title to the place and alſo the Royalties thervnto apper- 
taining they muſt aſſert as due onely vnto the Engliſh and onely at theire diſpoſe, nor 
may Ninegrett as things ſtand betwixt the Engliſh and him challeng or vſe any ſuch 
libertie there, laſtly you ſhall informe him that aboute 12 yeares ſence a Mare be- 
longing to Elty Pomary of Winſor in Conectacott was killed willfully by Pequiam 
a Nyantick Indian brother to Ninegrett which Mare coſt 29lb. for which ſatis- 
faction hath been been often required by the Engliſh and promiſed by the Indians 
but not yet performed, The Comiſſioners therfore without further delay expect due 
payment that there bee no further cauſe of complaint or proceeding. 

Whereas the Mohauks haue by the Pocomptuke Sachem as we are informed made 
theire Requeſt to the Gouernment of Conectacott that Sequaſſon might haue lübertie 
without offence to returne to his former habitation alledging how reddy and willing 
they have been to gratify the Engliſh in what they have requeſted, it is therfore 
thought meet that an anſware bee returned to, this purpoſe That the Engliſh neither 10

merly haue not do yet doe prohibite his returne ſo that hee carry himſelfe inoffenſiue- 
ly for the future hee may come at his pleaſure and that they are now the more free 
for it being requeſted by them. 

The Comihoners for the Maſſachuſetts informed the Comiſſioners for Conecticutt 
and Newhauen how fare they had proſecded according to adviſe giuen att theire laſt 
meeting at Boſton to iflue the difference betwixt themſelues and Plymouth concerning 
a tract of land lately belonging to Pomham aud Soconoco two Indians Sachems ; That 
the Generall Court for the Maſſachuſetts had by theire Comiſſioners firſt offered to 
reſigne theire intereſt in the aforeſaid lands and appurtenances to Plymouth if they 
would engage to protect and to adminiſter Juſtice equally both to Indians and Englith 
within thoſe limmitts; But that Plymouth Colonis had rather choſen to paſe over 
theire Right by Pattent and had reſigned the faid Tract of Land 8c. And left them 
for euer to bee vnder the Goueinment of the Maſſachuſetts. 

They informed alſo with what tenderneſſe and forbearance they had ſence dealt 
with Samuell Gorton and his Companie though ſundry and great complaints had been 
made and renued againſt them not onely by the Indians but by the neighboring Eng- 
liſh vnder the Maſſachuſetts Gouerment: They ſhewed alſo a Letter from Mr. Eaſ- 
ton Preſedent of Road Iland wherin in the name of the Councell there hee declareth 
that Road Hand and Warwicke (where the ſaid Gorton liveth) are combined and 
bound mutually to ſupport one another They defired rherfore adviſe from the 
reſt of the Comiſſioners how they might further proceed fence vpon Tryall 
they find that without at leaſt a leagall force they can neither redreſſe Iniuries 
nor bring the Inhabitants of Warwicke to acknowlidg and ſubmite to theire go- 
uerment. | 

The Comiſſioners remembring what adviſe had been given by the Honourablz 
Comitte of Parlement in this and like caſes that the bounds of Pattents ſhould bee 
firſt ſet out by a Jury of vnentereſted perſons and that all inhabiting within the limmits 
ſo ſet forth ſhould fall under the gouerment eſtabliſhed by pattent and vnderſtanding” 
that the foremenſioned Reſignation made by Plymouth was not with full conſent and 
ſatisfaction to all the treemen of that Juriſdiction and without any agreement or con- 
ſent of the Inhabitants of Warwick who pretend an entereſt in Mr. Williams his pat- 
tent but will by no peaceable means bee brought vnder the Maſſachuſetts Gouer- 
ment ; and being defirus as much as may be to prevent inconvenience and by all due 
meanes to preſerue and ſettle peace within and betwixt the Collonies and with all 
Naighbours according to rules of Righteouſneſſe and Prudence ; thought fitt to re- 
comend both to the Maſſachuſetts and Plymouth as theire moſt ſerins adviſe, that 
the Maſſachuſets vpon the aforemenſioned Reſpects doe aquite and for ever relinquiſh 
the Right and Title they have to the lands of Pomham and Soconoco aforſaid and 
the Juriſdiction thervnto belonging and that Plymouth doe forthwith reaſſume the 
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Right they formerly had by pattent to the place ; That they engage and promiſe a 
due protection and equal admineſtration of Juſtice to all the Inhabitants Engliſh and 
Indians according to the Maſſachuſetts engagement; And that all faire meanes bee 
with the firſt conveniency vfed to reduce Warwick &c. to a due Submiſſion to 
the Gouerment of Plymouth that Juſtice may have a free courſe and all greivances 
betwixt them and theire Naighbors may bee ſatisfyed and remoued; But if they re- 
fuſe that then the juſt and wholſom aduiſe of the honorable comittee of Parlement 
conſerning a Jury bee forthwith duly attended that the Inhabytants of Warwick may 
know where they fall and to what Gouerment they ought to ſubmit ; But if Ply. 
mouth accept not this adviſe or if the ſaid Inhabitants proue obſtinate and will neither 
ſubmit to gouerment nor by other meanes make due Satisfaction for treſpaſſes for 
wronges done to Neighbours Juſtice muſt haue its courfe The Maſſachuſetts or Ply- 
mouth whom it may concerne cannot but protect and prouide for the conveniencies 
of thoſe within theire Juriſdiction ; in ſuch caſe wee think it neceſſary and adviſe that 
reall Damages duly proved bee levied by leagall force though with as much modera- 
tion and tenderneſſe as the caſe will permitt. 


The 13th. preſent the Dutch Gouernor being arived two Daies before vpon 


2 Deſire (as hee expreſſed) to treat with the Comiſſioners preſented the followiug 
writinge. 


HoxNoRED SIRS, 


SIX Conſiderations concerning the publick welfare haue moned to vndertake 
(this to mee) troubleſom Journey to meete youer Worſhipps heere and alſoe two 
particulares the one conſerning myſelfe the other one of the Inhabitants, which I 
haue thought convenient to propoſe in Writing that all Inconveniencies by uerball 
ſpeaking either out of haſtinefle or otherwife may be prevented ; but principally that 
I may giue account to my Souereignes the High and Mighty States Generall of the 
Vnited Belgick Provences and the Honourable Lords Bewint-hebbers of the Welt 
India Companie. | | 

1. Thefirſt is the wrong and Iniury done to their H. M. and the Right Honoura- 
ble Weſt India Companie by ſertaine of youer Nation by theire vnjuſt vſurpacon and 
poſſeſing the land lying vpon the River commonly called Conecticott or the freſh Ri- 
ver, being the lands of the ſaid Companie bought and paid for to the then Right 
propricters the natiue Americans before any other Nation either bought or pretended 
Right therunto for the which wee deſire a full Surrender and Satisfaction according 
to the qualitie of the cauſe. 

2cond. Wee cannot but conceaue youer Worſhips cannot but bee ſenſable of the 


advanſing and incroaching of ſom of youer Cuntrymen vpon the pretended lymits

betwixt vs and youer Nacion in theſe parts and the pretended Rights of H. M. and 
the Right honorable Weſt India Companie Wheras in our native Countryes a long 
and happy peace hath been obſerved and faire naighborly Comerſe and Correſpon- 
dency before and ſence my arrivall and gouerment which haue occaconed ſertaine 
Conteſtations and troubles the which for our parts I ſhould very gladly ſee removed 
and taken away and for the Remocon therof I conccaue either a generall or provi- 
ſionall lymett may be ſettled betwixt vs for the accompliſhment wherof I conceaue it 
will coaduce much thereunto if wee ſhall either by a joynt writing to our Su- 
periors at hom or ſending our Agents requeſt it may bee by them decided. 

3. The detaining of ſertaine fugitives by the Right Worthy Gouernor and Ma- 
ieſtraits of New Hauen vpon my farſt arrivall gaue to my great greife cauſe of ſom 
Diſcontent on either ſide for the prevention wherof for the future I deſire that 
ſom courſe may bee Reſolved vpon that all occacions of Diſtaſt that way may bee 
prevented, 

4. Whereas by letters from the Right Worſhipful Governor Eaton by order of the 
Honored Comiſſioners and likewiſe by common fame wee vnderſtand the honored 
Comiſſioners the laſt yeare paſſed an act of prohebition of trade for our Nation with 
the natiue Americans in theſe partes vpon Confiſcacon of Shipp and Goods I cannot 
but for the welfare and proſperity of our Nacion in theſe partes but defire the ſaid 
act may bee repealed or that the honorable Comiſhoners willbee pleaſed to give mee 
vnder theire hands Reaſons and grounds for the forbiding the ſaid trade within the 
pretended lymitts H. M. and Weſt India Companie. 

5. And for that likewiſe by Relacion of divers credable perſons of your Nacion 
and ours one Mr. Pinchon vleing trade and Comerce with the Native Americans 
hath ſoe fare advanced vpon the trade that the trade and Comerce in theſe partes of 
theſe ioynt Nacions is much damnified and vndervallued not onely to the ioriching the 
ſaid natine barbarians but the overthrow of the trade haveing likewiſe by particular 
Teſtimony from two perſons of quallity vnderſtood that the ſaid Mr. Pinchon gaue 
eleuen gilders to the ſaid Natives for a beauer ſkine ; the detriments that may ther- 
by ariſe I ſhall refer to the wiſe Conſideration of the honored Comiſſioners that ſom 
courſe as they in theire wiſdomes ſhall beſt conceaue may beſt bee agreed vpon that 
the ſaid Inconveniencies may bee removed. 

6. Wheras likewiſe there was a ſertine Shipp detained and the goods vnladen by 
mem of Road Hand the ſaid ſhipp being taken from the Spaniard ſomtimes our ene— 
mies but now our frinds by vertue of a Comiſſion from vs the which ſaid ſhipp being 
by them of Road land detained fold and deſpoſed of to ſeverall Seamen vpon pre- 
rences of ſhares due vnto them contrary to the mind and will of the owners haveing 
the greateſt entereſt therin ; the ſaid owners making many complaints vnto mee for 
Satisfaction either by way of areſtment of any of theire Barzues or Repriſall the 
. 2 which 
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which I was vnwilling to graunt tell 1 had acquainted the honered Comiſſioners 
therwith the ſaid honered Comiſſioners will pleaſe either to cauſe them of Road land 
to make Reſtituſion according to equity or e!s that it may not bee in any meaſure offen- 
cive to the honered and naighbor Colonies to ſeek our Right by way of Repriſall. 

The two particulars the one is that I may receine Right for the ſcandall raiſed 
vpon mee by Tho. Stanton the which I ſuppoſe is knowne to ſom of you by what my 
Enftgne did ſpzake and deſire at New Haven from the Gouernor there: ad calum.

The ſecond is that Govert Lockman making complaint to mee of wrong Receu— 
ed by him from the Gouernor and Court of Hartford about a ſume of money paid 
by him of the which in my letter to youer honored Comiſſioners of the laſt yeare 1 
made complaint and deſired ſatisfaction in that point being ſtill by him vrged with 
the vnrighteuſneſſe of the proſeeding, I can doe no lefle in Relacon of my Duty but 
requeſt the honered Comiſſioners will take a Review of the proſeedings that in 
caſe you ſhall find a miſtake in the ſentance Reſtituſion may bee made to the plaintife

New Netherland I thought my firſt propoſition would have removed that barr bur 
to ſhew I would not willingly put any obſtruct to the treaty expected the honered 
Comiſſioners may pleaſe to know the ſubſtance of what was propoſed was agreed 
vpon by my ſelfe and Counſell at the Monhatoes and there dated and ſubſcribed 
but the papers being left aboard for the gaining of time I cauſed them to bee coppi-

HoNERD Sis, 


WEE have receved youer propoſitions and breifly returne the anſware following 

Firſt the Right the Engliſh haue to ConeQticott River with the plantations and 
lands vpon or about the ſame hath been often aſſerted and as wee conceaue is either 
fully knowne or ſufficiently cleared to the Engliſh Dutch and Indians in theſe partes 
wee have not heard yet any thing of waight obiected againſt it but how much land 
the Dutch heere claime where it lyeth from whom purchaſed we have onely heard 
allegations without proofe which cannot ſatisfy. 

2condly It needs both explycation and euidence where and which of ours haue 
made any encroachments vpon the pretended Rights of the ſtates of the Vnited Pro- 
vences Wee hope to prove our Right to what wee enioy by pattent purchaſe and 
poſſcſſion; and that if the happy peace ſoe long continewed betwixt our Superiors 
in Europe haue met with any diſturbance it is by ſeuerall Injuries wee haue receved 
by youer predeceſſors and youer ſelfe in theſe parts of which wee haue complayned 
heere and ſhould willingly refer the Examination and Iſſue to Europe if wee might 
ſee any Comiſſion or Inſtructions from thence directing and warranting you therin. 

zly Wee are aſſured New Hauen Maieſtraits were free for all offices both of 
Juſtice and amity but youer ſclfe caſt in Impediments by claiming both the place 
and Juriſdiction and ſom of you vſed offencive and threatening language ill argu- 
ments as the ſtate of affaires then ſtood ; But if in other particulars this treaty may 
bee brought to a comfortable Iſſue a due Confideration may bee had of fugitives 
ind how to ſettle a right vnderſtanding and naighborly coreſpondency betwixt vs. 

ly. The Comiſſioners never intended to direct or regulate the dutch Trad within

ſtrained at Aurania fort, the prohebition vnder the penalty you mention extended 
cnely to the Engliſh proper bounds as by the Comiſſioners letters from Boſton the 
laſt yeare may apcere, | 
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Sly By what Rules the Traders whether of Aurania Fort or Springfeild walke the 
Comiſhoners enquire not ; Trad is free and Marchants attend theire owne conveni- 
encies and will hardly continew a Trad driven to loſe but lawes to lymite if not well 
conſidered will ſoone bee repealled. 

6ly The Comiſſioners vnderſtand not how or vpon what Ground the Inhabitants 

of Road lland have proſeeded about the ſhipp menſioned nor where the Right is 
though they bee net combined with the other Collonies yet as Naighbors and as our 
Countrymen wee cannot but deſire theire wellfare ſoe farr as wee may adviſe they 


ſhould do you Right and you them no wrong but wee can neither examine nor 
judge in the caſe. 


To the two laſt particulars wee anſware as followeth ; 

1. Tho. Staunton as wee are informed hath ever profeſſed that what he ſpake 
was both Truth as hee related it and to diſcharge his Engagement by oath to the 
Juriſdiction hee delivered it but as an Indian Report it was no otherwiſe entertain- 
ed; ſom of the longe Iland Indians haue ſence atteſted the ſame before the Maieſ- 
traits of Conecticott and ſom other Indians vpon the mayne concure with them; 
which may thus fare fatisfy that Tho. Stanton raiſed not the Report nor intended 
any hurt to youer ſelfe but the Indians are ſubtile and might have theire owne ends 
in Reference to which wee then did and ſtill doe ſuſpend beleife. 

2ndly. The Report of Govert Lockman's large but miſchevius Trad with the Indi- 
ans filled theſe partes as we are informed was brought to the Manhattoes the Evidence 
againſt him to the Court of Conecticut was as clear and full as may bee expected 
in ſuch a caſe hee might once and againe haue had his caſe tried but hee rather choſe 
to iſſue in a compoſition ; But ſence as wee heard he hath expreſſed a Reſolution to 


proſeed in the ſame Trad, wherin hee will giue new offence and bring himſelfe into 
further trouble.

Foucr aſſurance that the Maieſtrates of Newhaven: were free for all Naighbourly 
offices and ſo forth; but that myſelfe caſt in Impediments in the way and that ſom of 
our people vſed offencive and threatening language vpon a due examinacon J ſup- 
poſe it willbe found otherwiſe; and for offencive and threatening language vſed by any 
of ours there it was contrary to my mind and order; and when I know the parties 
acccuſation and proofe againſt them (if vnder our gouerment) wee ſhall take courſe 
that Reparation ſhallbee made. ; 

To my fourth you give no poſitive anſware for my- propofition-was not conſerning 
the directing or regulating the Trad but the prohebition of the Trad in theſe parts 
wita the native Americans to all that are vnder our gouerment of New Nether- 
land my defires then being and ſtill are that you will either repeall the ſaid acte cr 
give me a catagoricall anſware the grounds of youer act being for the prevenſion of the 
ſale of guns powder &c to the Indians I know no reaſon that the Innocent ſhould ſuf. 
fer for the guilty In caſe any of ours ſhalbee found to trad in that nature it is but 
Reaſon hee ſhould bee puniſhed ; for our parts as wee haue an order for the prohe- 
pition of the ſaid Trad ſoe wee put it in execution upon due proofe. Conſerning my 
propoſition about Mr. Pincheon I onely propoſed it as what I conceaved might bee to 
the detriment of rhe publick Trad in theſe partes referring it to the wiſdom of the 
Comiſſioners to conſider of it but for my one part ſhall hereafter be ſilent. 

For them of Road Ifland I propoſed for adviſe and the taking away of offence that 
might be given to my Naighbor Collonies. 

For that of Tho. Stanton I am vnſatisfyed as being a publike perſon vntell ſuch time 
as J may face to face anſware to my accuſers. 

For what may bee duely proved by good Teſtimony againſt Govert Lockman in 
his trading with the Indians in theſe partes for guns powder &c. if fairly proovedI 
ſhail very well approve of the proſeedings of the Court at Hartford therein; but 3 
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tell it bee made evident to mee by good Teſtimony of any Tranſgreſſion by him co- 
mited againſt the publick lawes of this Country I cannot but require ſatisfaction in 
that behalf e. | 

For the furthering the Treaty the Right honorable Comiſſioners haue often pro- 
pounded a verbal Conference with them in theire Court ; for my part I cannot ſee 
any Conveniency in it being the cauſers of any difference are both Judge and parties; 
but to ſhow to my principalls and to all others whom it may conſerne that I am free 
and inclined to peace and to naighborly Coreſpondency and to give and receue due 
ſatis faction ſence my arrivall by equall parties as wee call it a Chamber of my partie 
If it ſhall pleaſe the Right Worſhipfull Comiſſioners to deligate two indifferent perſons 
out of the Collonies of Boſton and Plymouth with full power I am willingly reddy to 
depute others with the like power and refering to each others theire Rights and Ti- 
tles and ſoe refer the Iſſue of injuries receued and given to theire award; otherwiſe 
if the parties aggrieved will pleaſe to bury all former paſſages betwixt vs I ſhalbee free 
and willing thereunto and to joyne and fall vpon conſiderations of what may bee

HoNORED SIR, 


TO youres of the 26th preſent newly Received wee ſhall briefely make Reply, 
onely wee ſhall firſt mind you that you came to treat with the Comiſſioners have dire&- 
ed your writings to them and therefore could expect noe anſware but from them. 

1. The Engliſh Colonies when they firſt entered this vnion and Confederation 
inquired and by all due meanes ſerched into the Claime the then Dutch Governor 
made to ſom part of ConeQticott ; they peruſed the letters Monſ. Kieft had written 
conſidered his allegacons and proofes and compared them with the Defence the Eng- 
liſh at Conecticott made for themſelves and cauſe which they thought a cleare and 
ſatisfactory way to find out where the Right lay; and vpon a full and ſerius Conſi- 


deration The Comiſſioners together with the generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts

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tell further light were by the Dutch produced thought Conecticott's Title and pro- 
ſeedings faire and juſt, and accordingly ſertifyed theire apprehenſions to the then 
Dutch Governor ; But if yet wee may vnderſtand what and vpon what grounds you 
challenge wee ſhall indifferently conſider and adviſe, but hetherto youer claime hath 
been varius and unfertaine ſomtimes to all ihe lands vpon that Riuer, fomtimes to a 
part, ſomtimes vpon one ground and otherwhiles vpon another which leaves vs in 
the dark and vnſatisfyed. ; 

2condly, Wee vnderſtand how the firſt of youer propoſitions explaines the 2cond 
we conceued them as two of youer deſtinct greivances which cauſed our anſware to 
run in that frame wee hope wee ſhall fee and bee ſatisfyed with youer Comiſſion 
though you expreſſe nothing of youer mind therin ; youer ſelfe charg Iniury Wrong 
Incroachment Vſurpation &c. vpon ſom of the Collonies before any ſhadow of 
proofe, and yet take it ill that you find any ſuch expreſſions in our papers wherin 
yet wee determine nothing but ſertify how things yet ſtand in our apprehenſions tell 
farther light and proofe bee held forth. 

aly. The Comiſſioners for Newhauen are free and willing that the caſe of the 
fugitives and all that depends theron bee duly conſidered and judged by indifferent 
men. 

aly. We conceaue our former anfwere was full and ſatisfying yet at youer deſire 
wee ſhall add that as both French. and Dutch prohibite Trad with the Indians in 
theire ſcuerall reſpective Juriſdiẽtions; Soe the Comiſſioners conſeaue the Engliſh 
Collonies may doe within theire proper lymits, yet if this treaty in other reſpects 
ive to Content and Satisfaction that acte may bee further conſidered and probably 
Repealed. 

5ly. Wee reſt in what you are pleaſed to conclude conſern. ge orderinge or ly- 
miting of Trade. 

Gly. Wee cannot but take well what you propounded conſerning Roade Iland 
we can adviſe no further but are ſatisfyed with youer aimes and defires that peace 
and Righteouſneſſe may duly bee preſerved betwixt you. 

7ly. Thomas Stanton 1s expected heere today or tomorrow but probably ws will 
thinke bimfelfe diſcharged by bringing the Sachem and other Indians to juſtify 
what hee reported as from them, however wee ſhall neither in him nor any other 
countenance any thing which may appeare iniurius to any much leſſe to youer 
ſelfe. 

Sly. Conſerning Gouert Lockman you wholy waue the ſubſtance of our anſware: 
himſclfe being conſius of his guilt in that miſchevius Trad as was conceaved by the 
Maieſtraits of C onetticott choſe rather to iſſue all by a Compoſition then to run 
the hazard of a legall tryall and you well know in ſuch Caſes Volenti non fit 
Iniuria. 
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To the Concluſion in youer laſt paper we haue and ſtill doe profeſſe that in all 
our paſſages of the treaty propounded wee looke not at ourſelues as a Court or 
Judges or that any thing ſhould be carried by vote; but propounded a free Conference 
betwixt party and party that a right underſtanding may bee gained and diflerences by 
mutuall conſent compoſed; your deſire of peace and naighborly Coreſpondancy wee 
fully approve ; and ſhall not differ with you in the way of arbetration mencioned 
onely wee deſire to ſee youer Comiſſion and what you will refer and what not that 


wee may the better ſee and conſider our way; not doubting but if our meeting iſſue 
without fruite wee ſhall cleare our Intertions by our Carriage and offers to all indif— 
ferent Judges wether heere or in Europe. 


In another Paper theſe enſueing greiuances and Complaints were at the ſame time 
preſented to the Dutch Governor. 


HoNoRED SIR, 


OUR joynt aime (wee hope) is that this meeting may be improved as an Audit 
ſeriuſly to conſider and duly to iſſue all acounts betwixt vs; youer propoſitions or 
parcells wee haue peruſed and anſwared wee ſhall now acquaint you with ſeverall parti- 
culars which ſtand charged in the Engliſh bookes which wee deſier you willbee pleaſed 
duely ſoe to weigh that all reconings may bee juſtly cleared and a neighborly Core- 
ſpondency ſetled. 

The Engliſh at Conecticott haue formerly complained of many vnworthy paſſages 
and Iniuries receued from ſom of thoſe who have been employed by the Dutch as 
agents for them there to which noe ſatisfying anſware was euer yet returned as the 
entertainment of Engliſh fugitives and helping them to file off theire Irons perſwade- 
ing ſervants to run away from theire Maſters Retaining and buying ſtolen Goods 
and refuſing to returne them vpon equall ſatisfaction vpon demaund marrying 
ſom Engliſh Couples Refuſed at the plantations with ſeuerall other of a like 
Nature, 115 

Som of them alſo further complaine for the Non Payment of debts due for goods 
taken vp by theire public Agents who haue left the Place without giveing due 
Satisfaction and payment denyed by theire Succeſſors as not apertaining to 
them. 

Laſtly The Maieſtraits for Conecticott complaine of an inſufferable Iniury latly 
comitted by the Neger belonging to the Dutch houſe ; that wheras a notorius de- 
lingquent vpon a Capitall offence was heere impriſoned the ſaid Neger did aſſiſt him to 
breake priſon and to make eſcape for which they have not yet called him to ac- 
coumprt. 
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The Comiſhoners for Conecticott and New Haven doe joyntſy complayne that 
wheras Captaine How and ſome other Engliſh purchaſed of the Indians the true 
propriators all that tract of land from the eaſteren part of the Oyſterbay to the weſt. 
eren part of a bay by them now called How or Holmes bay to the middle of the great 
playne being halfe the breadth of Long Iland to the Norward ; Monſr. Kieft the 
then Dutch Governor cauſed the Engliſh to bee ſeized carried thence by force and im- 
priſoned them. 

The Comiſhoners for New Haven informe and complayne firſt that wheras by 
theire Agents they had duly purcnaſed of the Indians Sachems and theire Companics 
ſeuerall tracts or parcells of land on both ſids of Delawarr bay or River to which 
neither the Dutch nor Swedes had any juſt Title yet without any legall proteſt or 
warning Monſere Kieft the then Dutch Governor ſent armed men 1642 and by force 
in an hoſtik way burnt theire trading houſe ſeized and for fom time detained the 
goods in it not ſuffering theire ſervants ſoe much as to take a juſt Inventory of them; 
hee there allſoe ſeized theire boate and for a while kept theire men n Priſoners for 
which to this day they can get no ſatisfaction. 

2condly. That the ſaid Dutch Governor 1642 compeled Mr Lamberton theire 
Agent by force or threatenings to give in at the Monhattoes an accoumpt of what 
beauers hee had traded within Newhauen lymits at Delaware and to pay recognicon 
for the ſame. 

aly. John Johnſon the Dutch Agent with the Swedes Governor at Delaware 
charged Mr. Lamberton as if hee had ploted with the Indians to cutt them off a Ca- 
pitall Crime for which they impriſoned and tryed him but could bring no proofe to 
farisfy themſelves who both accuſed and fat Judges yett they ſett a fine vpon him for 
trading within Newhauen Limits there. 

Aly. Youer ſelfe ſoon after youer Entrance vpon the truſt and charge at the Mon- 
hattoes came and ſeized a ſhipp with the goods in her by force in theire harbor pre- 
tending Tile to the place; and after you complaine of a purpofe and Refolucion in 
them to vindicate theire owne Right in a lawfull way; you required them to ſend 
theire Dutch Marchants and theire goods with recognicon to the Monhattoes and if 
directions were not attended you threatened Hoſtilytie to Newhauen pretending to 
keepe peace with the other Collonies. 

g5ly. In youer letter dated october 12th. 1647 you required ſertaine fugitives in an 
offenciue manor as if the place and Juriſdition had been vnqueſtionably youres 
though by antient pattent from the Kings of England all this Part of America called 
New England in breadth from 40 to 48 Degrees of Northerly latitude is graunted to 
the Englith ; And the Inhabitants of Newhaven had right therby to improve a ſmale 
portion therof and accordingly purchaſed land of the Indians and have built fenced 
and ſettled themſclves there; and many yeares after not hearing ſoe much as the 


leaſt 
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leaſt pretence of title the Dutch did or could make to any of the lands or appur- 
tenances. 

6ly. In behalfe of William Weſterhouſe a dutch Marchant but an Inhabytant and 
planter in Newhauen they deſire and expect Reſtitution and Satisfaction for the afore- 
ſaid ſhippe and goods ſeized and carried out of theire harbor to the great damage of 
the ſaid Weſterhouſe and his principalls for which hee {till calls both vpon the Comiſ- 
ſioners and the Maieſtrats of New hauen for Juſtice and expects that by an arreſt vpon 


youer Veſſells the Cauſe may bee brought to a due tryall within the Engliſh Collonies 
where the ſhippe was ſcized. 


The premeſes being duly conſidered and iſſued whether by Conference or arbytra- 
cion as youer ſelfe propound if yet there remayne any queſtion about title or lymits of 
lands or about juriſdiction which cannot bee heere cleared and ended to mutuall ſatis- 
faction wee ſhall reddily agree that ſuch difference may bee by Conſent truly ſtated 
and ſoe refered into Europe for finall determinacion and that m the meane time ſuch 
bounds and lymits bee agreed betwixt the Engliſh} of the Vnited Colonies and the 
Dutch Juriſdiction that etch may know what to expect and inioy without diſturbance 
till a Reſolucion and determinacion may be procured and ſettled.

HoNORED SIRS 


IN your Reply of the 26th. proof is required the pretendant Colonies 
Hartford and Newhauen ſeeing noe ſufficient authoritie in theire anticipacon of vs 
from the enioyment of our pretended Rights, had Recourſe to the indeſputable Pat- 
tents of the Maſſachuſets and Plymouth to ſhrowd themſelues vnder theire winges 
and therfore produced ſuch evidence and letters as might ſerue theire owne ends but 
that all our allegacions and proofe were duly and truly weighed and conſidered in a 
right way and manor before indifferent Judges in the preſence of the parties defend- 
ant, I conceaue can never bee proved; for the verity of my Claime as it is true I 
have layed Claime to all the lands betwixt Cape Henlopen weftward and Cape Ca- 
bleyou eaſtward for matter of Title; and to this about Hartford as the proper de- 
meane of the Weſt India Companie as being purchaſed paid for and ſurrendred by 
the then Right propriators the Natiues vnto vs.

My Comiſſion you may pleaſe to ſee when you deſire it alwaies provided on the 
other ſide I may ſee the Comiſſion of my parties, I could doe no leſſe then charge In- 
jury and vſerpation vpon ſom of you vpon our lands and {till muit vntell the queſtion 
bee lawfully decided. 

To the third I fully agree with the Comiſſioners of Newhauen. 

I queſtion not the power of the Comiſſioners for making any orders in theire pro- 
per lymits but deſire thoſe vnder our gouerment and juriſdiction may enioy the freedom 
of Trade with the Indians in our pretended lymits according to what they had for- 
merly alwaies enioyed. 

For the fift and ſixt I am fully ſatisfied with the anſware of the Comiſſioners. 

For Thomas Stanton I freely paſe it by being well fatisfyed with the good Opinion 
of the Comiſſioners in that point. 

In the caſe of Gouert Lockman being I am informed it was his owne volentary 
acte I am ſatisfyed I ſhall onely deſire a Coppy of the Agreement from the Secretary 
of the Court at Hartford; And for that I vnderſtand the ſaid Lockman vſed ſome 
threatening words after his agreement I only require the Teſtimony of what they were 
and hope the Comiſhoners ſhall receiue ſatisfaction. 

In my former paper I exprefſed what I would putt to an agitation and am reddy to 
performe it when I ſhall know youer deligates ; I hope my deſire and Indeavour will 
cleare mee before any indifferent Judges of my Reddynes to bringe matters to a 
comfortable Iffue betwixt vs and that there reſt noe blame on mee if otherwiſe it fall 
Out.

1. VPON ferivs eonſideracon of the differences and greivances propounded by 
the rwo Engliſh Colonies of ConeRicor and Newhaven and the anſware made by the 
honered

bonered Dutch Governor Peeter Stuyveſant Eſqr. according to the truſt and power 
comitted vnto vs as Arbetrators or Deligatts betwixt the ſaid parties ; Wee find that 

moſt of the offences or greivances were things done in the time and by the order 

and comaund of Monſieur William Kieft the former Governor and that the preſent 

honered Gouernor is not duly prepared to make anſware to them; Wee therfore 

think mecte to reſpet the full conſideration and Judgment conſerning them tell che 
preſent Goucraor may acquaint the H. M. States and Weſt India SE with 

the particulars that ſoe due Reparacon may accordingly bee made. 

2. The Comiſſioners for New Haven complained of ſeuerall high and hoſtile In- 

iuries which they and others of that Juriſdicon haue receued from and by order of 
the aforſaid Monſieur Kieft in Delaware bay and River and in theire Returne thence 
as by theire former propoſitions and complaints may more fully appeere ; and be- 

fids the Engliſh Right claimed by pattent preſented and ſhewed ſeuerall Purchaſes 

they have made on both Sids the River and bay of Delaware of ſeuerall large tracts 

of land vnto and ſomwhat aboue the Dutch houſe or Fort there with the conſidera- 

cion given to the ſaid Sachems and theire Companies for the ſame acknowlidged and 

cleared by the hands of the Indians whom they affeirme were the true propriators 

teſtified by many Witneſſes; they alſo affeirmed that according to theire apprehenſi- 
ons they have ſuſtained £ 1000 damages partly by the Swediſh Gouerner but cheifly 

by order from Monſieur Kieft and therfore required due ſatisfaction and a peacable 

poſſeſſion of the aforeſaid lands to Inioy and Improve according to theire juſt Right; 

The Dutch Governor by way of anſware affeirmed and aſſerted the Right and title 

to Delaware or the ſouth Riyer as they call it and to the lands there as belonging to 

the H. M. States Weſt India Company and profeſſed hee muſt proteſt againſt any 

other Claime ; but is not provided to make any ſuch profes as in ſuch a treaty might 

bee expected; nor had hee Comiſſion to treat or conclude any thinge therin ; vpon 

conſideracon wherof Wee the ſaid Arbetrators or Deligates wanting ſufficient light 

to iſſue and determine any thinge in the premiſſes are neſſeſitated to leave both par- 

ties in Statu quo privs to plead and improve theire juſt entereſts at Delaware for 

planting or trading as they ſhall ſee Cauſe; onely wee deſire that all proſeedings there 

as in other places may bee carried on in love and peace tell che Right may bee fur- 

ther conſidered and juſtly iſſued either in Europe or heere by the two States of En- 

gland and Holland. 

3. Conſerning the ſeizing of Mr. Weſterhouſe ſhipp and goods about 3 yeares 
lence in Newhaven harbor vpon a claime to the place, the honered Gouernor Peeter 
Stuyveſant Eſqr. profeſſing that which paſed in Writing that way was through rhe 
Error of his Secretary his Intent not beeing to lay any claime to the place and with- 
all affcirming that hee had order to ſeize any Dutch ſhipp or veſſell in any of the 
Enzliſh Collonies or barbors which ſhould trade there without expreſſe lycence or 
1 Comiſſion;

Comiſſion ; Wee therefore thinke it meet that the Comiſſioners of N ewhaven WE 
and acquieſſe in this anſware. 

Concerning tlie bounds and lymitts n the Engtich Vnited Collonies and tho 
TER Provence of New Netherland Wee agree and determine as followerh- - * 

- That vpon long Iland a lyne Runne from the Weſtermoſt part of the- Oyſter 
10 ſve and in a ſtraight and directe lyne to the Sea ſhalbee the bounds betwixt the 
Engliſh and Dutch there, the Eaſterly * to belong to the Engliſh the erg R . 
part to the Dutch. 

2. The bounds vpon the mayne to begine at the Welt fide of Greeneidge 65 
deing about 4 miles from Stanford and ſoe to runne a Northerley lyne twenty miles 
vp into the Cuntry and after as it ſhalhee agreed by the two gouerments of the 
Dutch and of Newhaven: provided the ſaid 5 com not within 10 miles of Hud. 
ſons River. 

And it is agreed that the Dutch ſhall not at any time hereafter build any houſe 
or habitacon within ſix miles of the ſaid lyne The Inhabytants of Greenwidge to 
remayne tell further Conſideracon therof bee had vnder the en of the 
Dutch. 

3. That the Dutch ſhall hold and enioy all the lands in Hartford that they are actu- 
ally poſſeſſed of knowne or ſett out by ſertayne marks and bounds and all the Re- 
maynder of the faid land on both ſides Conecticott River to bee and rem to the 
Engliſh there. | TE 

And it is agreed that the aforſaid bounds and lymites both vppon the Iland and 
mayne ſhalbee obſerved and kept Inviolate both by the Engliſh of the vnited Collo- 
nies and all the Nacion without any Incroachment or moleſtacon vntell a full and 
finall determinacon bee agreed vpon in Europe by the mutuall conſent of the two 
ftates of England and Holland. |

It is agreed that the ſame way and courſe ſhalbee obſerved betwixt the Engliſh a 
the vnited Collonies and the Dutch within che pronence- of New Netherlands as ac- 
cording to the 8th Article of Confederacon is in that cafe provided. 

Conſerning the prepoſition of a nearer vnion of frendſhipp and amity berwixt the 
Engliſh and Dutch Nacon in theſe parts eſpecially againſt a common enimie Wee 
judge worthy. of due and ſerivs Conſideracon by the ſeuerall. Juriſdictions of the 
Vnited Collonies and accordingly deſire it may bee comended to them that ſoe a. Re- 
ſolucon may bee had therin at the next yearly meeting of the Comiſfioners. 
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And in Teſtimony of our joynt conſent to the teueral forgoeing concluſions wee 
have hecrvnto ſett our hands this 19th Day of September Anno Dom. 1650

The Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts propounded that a courſe might bee taken 
for the recovering of ſuch tribute as is due from the Indians to the Collonies ; and 
it was concluded that Captaine Maſon at his goeing to long Iland to require pay-- 
ment there and to Indeavor to ſettle it in ſuch a way that it may bee punctually heer- 
after diſcharged. according to Couenants; And for the Pequats that are with the 
Narriganſets Nianticks Mohegens or any others Thomas Stanton is deſired and ap- 
pointed to demaund and receiue the ſame and to giue an account at the meeting of 
the Comiſſioners what hee hath recouered and who, they are that refuſe and vpon what 
grounds hee is alſo to attend the conſtant yearly meetings of the Comiſſioners or 
any other extreordinary meeting vpon convenient notice to interpret and performe 
{uch other ſervice .as may in Reference to the Indians for which the Col- 
lonies promiſe to allow him thirty pounds per Annum. 

Whereas an order forbidding Trade with the Indians within the lymitts of the vni- 
ted Collonies to all foraine nacions vpon the waighty conſideration therin expreſſed. 
the lyberty for ſeizing ſuch veſſells as tranſgreſſe is lymited to the members of that 
Juriſdiction wher the offence is comited It is thought fitt that it bee recommended to 
the ſeuerall generall Courts that for the more eſſectuall execucion of the ſaid order it 
may bee lawfull for any perſon or perſons inhabiting within any of the Vnited Colo- 
nies to make ſeazure of any goods or veſſells trading with. the Indians within any of 
the Juriſdictions contrary to the tenure of that order. 


The Juriſdiction of Conecticott hath lyberty to take Fame vpon long Iſland 
vnder theire gouerment if they ſubmite.. 

The Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſets propounded that for the preventing. of all 
future differences betwixt the Collonies of the Maſſachuſets and Conecticut there 
might bee ſom ſpeedy Courſe agreed vpon to fettle the bounds and lymitts betwixt, 
them, but the Comiſſioners of Conecticott not haveing at preſent any other Copy 
of theire pattent then what was formerly preſented and the Comiſſioners ſor Maſſa- 
chuſets ſtanding vpon the original Pattent or a coppy vnder ſeale or ſufficiently. wit- 
neſſed to theire ſatisfaction, there could bee noe agreement for the preſent.

THE Articles of Confederation being read; an order of the generall Court of 
the Maſſachuſets dated the 7th of May 1651 was preſented and read wherby it ap- 
peered that Mr. Symon Bradſtreet and Captaine William Hathorne were choſen 
Comiſſioners for one full and compleat yeare and enveſted with full power and Au- 
thoritie according to the tenure of the ſaid Articles. 

Mr. John Browne and Mr. Timothy Hatherly were choſen Comiſſioners for the 
Collonie of New Plymouth as appeared by an order of the generall Court Gated the 
4th of June 1651 which was preſented and read. 

Mr. Edward Hopkins and Mr. Roger Ludley Eſqrs. wer choſen and appointed Co- 
miſſioners for the Colonie of Conecticott as apeered by an order of theire general 
Court dated at Hartford the 1 5th of May 1651. 

Theophilus Eaton Eſqr. and Mr. Stephen Goodyeer were likewiſe choſen Comiſſi- 
oners for the Juriſdiction of Newhauen for this preſent yeare to treat and conclude of 
all things according to the tennure of the articles of Confederation as appeered by 
an order of theire generall Court dated at Newhauen the 29th of May 1651. 

Theophilus Eaton Eſq. was choſen Preſident for this meeting. 

Letters from Mr. William Steele Preſident of the corporation for propagating the 
Goſpell in New England and from Mr. Winſlow dated Aprell 17th 1651 were receu-

ther which wee muſt feare wee may bee enabled to purchaſe ſom lands to raiſe. ſom 
yearly profits to carry on the ſame. 

As for youer deſire that one hundred pounds may bee paid to Mr. Winſlow either 


out of the Treaſury heer or to bee charged vpon you there to bee by you made 


good in the Country to the ſervice of the work wee haue not as yet any Moneyes in 
ſtock to do it but incline to the latter and in due time you ſhall heare further from vs 
in that kind for howeuer hee now actes as freely as our ſelues yet wee know hee 
could not but bee much out of purſe in purſuing things to perfection and thoſe other 
ſervices of youer Cuntry before hee accepted the publick ſervices of the ſtate and 
therefore had rather it ſhould be done by youer ſelues then by vs; and wheras you 
deſire the moneyes to bee laid out ſhould be put into the hands of Mr. Pellam 


and Mr. Winſlow and they to make the proviſion, Mr. Pellam hee is ſeldom in towne 


and Mr. Winſlow will by no meanes be perſwaded to meddle with the Receipt of 
Money But wee ſhall put it into ſuch a way as wee truſt ſhalbee ſatis factory to all; 
and to that end wee entreat you as wee {ſhall now and hereafter ſend you any Invoyce

Contents of the letter from Mr. Winſlow were to this purpoſe. 


GENTLEMEN, 


RECEVING a letter from you, notwithſtanding the large letter ſent by the Cor- 
poracon to youer ſelves, I can do no leſs than give you thanks for youer Reſpect 
therin vnto myſelfe and care of mee leaſt I might ſinck vnder the preſſure of fallow- 
ing publick buſines at my private charge the time is not yet come for mee to expect 
any Reliefe there being very little of the Collections come into the treaſury more 
then what hath been expended in printing &c. and paying Mr. Genners librarye 
which I deſire may bee looked after according to the Catalogue ſent over for his 
Neſſeſities preſſed vs to a preſent diſburſment of zolb. and to recover it againe would 
bee an hard matter yee too hard for vs hee liveing in Norfolk but a word is ſufficient 
and it is better to loſe ſom then all, I ſhall ſpeedily write to Mr. Weld and acquaint 


him alſo with the Reddines that is in the Corporation to pay the 341b. to him alſoe 
(haueing 
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(haueing order ſoe to doe) for his library left with Mr. Elliot ſoe that I 1rait that 
Gapp willbec ſoone ſtopped. 

The Collection is hopefully begunn in London and I belicue will riſe to a conſider- 
able ſumme but you would wonder to heare the ſeverall forts of obiæctions that are 
made againſt it by men that after all are aſhamed to neglect i:; as what haue wee to 
doe to raiſe great ſumms to promote the Goſpell amongſt naked People the Goſpell 
is goeipg away from us and wee healp it forward wee had more need to ſupport 
learning at home then abroad; And then our leuelers they will haue nothing to doc 
to promote humaine learning there is to much of it allreddy and yet notwithſtanding 
it goes hopeſully on &c. 

Yeſterday as I was informed Mr. Cottington had ſomthing done for him at the 
Counſel] of State which I believe was his pattent confeirmed for the truth is ſence 1 
perceive by letters from Plymouth that after another yeares warning nothing is like 
to bee done in Reference to the old order of lords and commons ſent ouer in 47 (as I 
take it) I looked vpon it as a vayne thing to ſtriue againſt the ſtreame when as endecd 
that was the mayne matteriall obiection aboue a twelvemonth ſence which I could not 
anſware That wee had ſuch an order but did not looke after the performance therot 
nor made any Returne vpon it and if I could not then anſware it how much leſſe now 
after another yeare if not 18 months expiration but the will of the lord muſt bee done 
in it however I ſuffer in my Reputation heere ; to make ſoe great a Buſler and forced 
to let all fall at laſt ; had I not had particulare Inſtruction from Plymouth therin I 
had never ſtired in it but I ſhalbee more warye heerafter how I engage in buſines of 
that nature yet when I have ſaid it I ſhall not dare to neglect the leaſt ſervice wherin 
any or all of the vnited Collonics are conſerned. | 

Heere is a greate murmuring at the great proviſions of powder and ſhott the ſe- 
ueral ſhipps get licenſe for yeare after yeare 40 barrell of powder and 5o is an or- 
dinary proportion to a ſhippe nay ſometimes an 100; and lead and armes proportion- 
able tis layed to our charge that being Cuſtome free wee enrich ourſelues by furniſh- 
ing Barbadoes Verginnia though ennimies &c. with that and other comodities and 
there hath been vpon that uery account a ſerius debate about revoking our free cul. 
tome and exciſe I haue labored in it and fatisfyed many of the Parliament and Counſel 
of State ſhewed youer care not to ſuffer any powder more then ſhips ſtore to be 
tranſported away that wee are faine to land all wee bring hether for feare of ſiering 
the ſhips in the River and muſt get lycence for that alſo ypon Returne that the Maſ— 
ter 1s forced to get lycence for more then hee bringes that ſoe hee may beare out his 
paſſengers particular ſtores I haue ſhewed them how many ſhipps and theire lading 
wee had loſt by the kings partie tould them what profitts they had by the Returnes of 
New-England for whether they went for Spaine Streits Barbathoes &c. they all paicd 
Cuſtome and exciſe home; that wee onely had ſuffered with and for them and for

WEE haue receiued youers of the 17. April paſt and therin take notice of youer 
ccntinewed Reſpects to this Countrey and enſeſent endeavors for the promoting the 
wellfare of the poore natives wee haue alſoe ſeen the envoyce of the goods ſent 
which as wee vnderſtand are taken vp at Boſton according to the tennure of the Bills 
of lading and ſecured by thoſe to whoſe care you comitted them; it is ſome diſad- 
vantage that the priſes of the ſcueralls are not mencioned which for future you may 
pleaſe to rectify wee ſhall endeavore through the grace of Chriſt that what comes to 
our hands may bee improued to the beſt advantage of the worke as it comes vnder 
our view and that ſuch accounts bee kept of the deſpoſalls thereof and returned to 
you as may if not fully anſware the expeRation of all who are conſerned ; yet evi- 
dence our faithfulnes in the truſt comited to vs; In order whervnto wee haue deput- 
cd Mr. Edward Rawſon of Boſton as our Steward or Agent to receiue what is ſent 
deſpoſe and keepe accounts of the ſame according to ſuch order as hee receiueth from 
vs and notice ſhalbee taken according to youer deſire what difference there is in the 
proſſe of the tooles now ſent ; Wee ſhall enquire after the Catalogue of Mr. Genner's 
librarye and endeavore that ncither youer nor our ends therein may bee fruſterated It 
is apprehended by fom that according to the entent of the act of Parliament an eye 
may bee had in the deſtrebutions to the enlargment of the Colledge at Cambridge 
wherof there is great need and furtherance of learning not ſoc imcadiately reſpecting 
the Indian Deſigne though wee fully concure not yet deſire to know what the appre-

hath been and is the great care of the Gouerments in the ſcverall Collonies that tlic 
Imunities graunted vs by the honorable Parliament may not bee abuſed by any of ours 
and therin haue had a ſpeciall Reſpect to the Trad of powder which wee cannot but 
feare hath been to exorbitantly managed by ſomm though the wellfare of the Collo- 
nies in many reſpects is deeply conſerned and hazarded wee ſhall add what ſtrength 
wee may to the ſenſers alreddy made That if no other conſiderations will prevaile ſelfe 
conſernments may deterre. 

Though wee haue not vnderſtood that any from vs hath been tranſported to Bar- 
badoes or Verginia the great inconuenience wee lye vnder is from that miſchevius 
Trad of Guns powder ſhott &c. carried on by French Dutch and Sweads with Indians 
and Temptations ariſing to ſom of ours therby which hath occaſioned many to vrge 
to a ſeting open that trade amongſt ourſelues conſeving that as the Caſe ſtands the beſt 
way to put a checke to the currant it now runs ſoe ſtrongly in but wee haue been 
low heerin nor dare wee yet ſett open ſuch a dore yet could bee willing to vnderſtand 
from you what Interpretacion you conceive would bee made by the State there 
if Reſtreints ' vpon the aforemencioned Conſiderations ſhould for a time bee taken 
olf. 

Wee vnderſtand Mr. Eaton hath at larg written vnto you about theire juſt title to 
conſiderable parts of land on both ſides Delaware bay and Riuer how they were for- 
merly deſturbed in theire trade and planting by force and other vnlawfull practiſes 
both of Dutch and Sweads youer ſelfe may remember and hee hath acquainted you 
with a late vnneighborly and iniurius Carriage of the dutch Gouernor when at leaſt 
50 of Newhauen Juriſdiction were on theire way to plant there but were ſtayed im- 
priſoned and forced to returne with great loſe to thoſe entereſed in that deſigne; and 

hath deſired youer healpe in procureing a pattent ; Theſe things by a peticion from 
thoſe conſerned in the late loſe and diſapointment haue been recomended to our Con- 
ſideracon wee are iuſtly ſenſable of the diſhonor put vpon the Engliſh Nation by this 
vniuft afront of our duty to preſerue the Engliſh title to ſoe conſideralle place as De- 
laware and that a iuſt Repaire and ſatisfaction bee made to thoſe ſoe wronged both 
in their perſons and eſtates and from you deſire enformacon what eſteeme the old Pat- 
tents for that Place haue with the Parliament or Counſell of State where there hath 
been no Improvement hetherto made by the Pattentees whether the Parliament hath 
graunted any late Pattents or whether in graunting they reſerue not libertic and en- 
turragement for ſuch as haue or (hl plant vppon theire formerly dul y purchaſed 
lands as allſoe how any engagement by the Collonies againſt the Dutch vpon the 


foremencioned occaſion wiilbce reſented by the Pa liament of which wee defire en- 
formacion by the firſt. 
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Vpon occaſion of ſom former lutters written by Mr. Winthorpe ſomtimes Gover- 
nor of the Mafſichuſcts and ſom other Majeſtrates of that Juriſdiction to procure 
and ſettle free trade between the Engliſh and French in theſe parts of America Mon- 
ſieur Dallibouſt Governor of New France ſent Mr. Gabriell Derwellets as his Agent 
about October 1650 to treat with the Maſſachuſetts and Plymouth Collonies about 
2 league offenſive and defenſiue but being Informed that the 4 Engliſh Collonics are 
confederate and that all treaties and leagues conſerning warr or peace with other naigh- 
boring Nations or Collonies are now refered to the conſideracon and concluſion of the 
Comithoners who meet yearely in September and the next yeare in courſe inNewhaven, 
tee then returned but himſelfe and Monſieur Godfrey were after ſent to Boſton with 
Comithons from the ſaid Governor and Counſell of New France and with letters 
from them to the Comiſſioners of the vnited Collonies dated June 2oth 1651 wherin 
they complayne of the iniurius treacherus dealing of the Mohawkes in making hoſ- 
tile aſſaults vpon them and theire naighbor Indians without cauſe and contrary to 
agreement and leagues of peace ; from Boſton Mr. Derwellettes as Agent both from 
the French Collonie and from the French and Kenebeck Indians; of which ſom of 
them are (as hee afcirmeth) baptiſed Chriſtians and other Catechumeni or Learners 
in that way wrote to the Comiſhoners of Conecticott and Newhaven deſiring that 
22 Comiſhoners would meet at Boſton (but that was inconvenient) hee allſoe gaue 
ſeverall arguments to perſwade the Engliſh Collonies to joyne with them in a warr 
azainit the Mohaukes as that the warr is juſt they breaking ſolomme leagues made 
for peace; and managing theire warrs with much cruettye It is a holy warr for 
defence oft converted Indians and encurragement of Chatechuminis who are perſe- 
cuted and cruelly handled when taken by the Mohaukes as profeſſers and frinds to 
the Chriſtian Religion It is of common conſernment the Inroades of the Mou- 
haukes tending to the deſtruction at leaſt to the great deſturbance of the Trade 
wherin both French and ſom of the Engliſh both of Maſſachuſets and Ply- 
mouth are intereſed and that themſclues haue no convenient Paſſage to carry on a 
warre agaialt the Mohaukes the way being long and full of difficulties by land and 
no paſſage by water not ſve much as for a loaden cannooe Wherfore in the Name 
both of the French Governor and Counſell of the Indians aforſaid hee deſireth the 
Collonies to ioyne in warr and in theire names promiſeth a due confideracon and al- 
lowance for charge; or that the French may have libertie to take vp Volenteers in 
the En gliſh Juriſliction ; and bee furniſhed with victailes for that ſervice at leaſt that 
they may pate through the Collouies by water and land as occation may require, To 
theſe letters ſuch anſware was returned by all the Collonies as might haue ſtopt all 
ſurthcr proceedings but it ſeemes by theire Comiſſions or Inſtructions they were in-

jorned to trœat witch the Comiſſioners and from them joyntly to receive theire anſware 


fc that they came along with the Maſſachuſetts Comiſſioners to Newhaven * Af 
| ente

ſented three Comiſhons one from the French Governor a 2cond from the Counſel! 
of New France and a zd. by which Mr. Gabriell Derwelletts was ſent to publiſh 
the doctrine of the Chriſtian faith amongſt the Indians; hee againe allſoe opened 
the caſe betwixt the french Gouerment and the Mohaukes and improved his abilli- 
ties to the vtmoſt to perſwade the Comiſſioners that the Engliſh Collonies might 
ioyne in the warr againſt the Mohaukes ; at leaſt that they would permitt volenteers 
and afford paſſage through theire Juriſdiftions or take the convertel Indians and 
Chatachumini vnder theire protection which being graunted hee offered a Treaty 
about ſettleing a free Trad betwixt the Engliſh and French in theſe parts of Ameri- 
ca; The matters propounded being of weighty Conſernment were ſeriuſly conſidered 
and anſware was returned to the french agents by word of mouth and to the Go— 


vernor and Counſell of New France in writing according to the tenure of the enſue?- 
ing letter and concluſions encloſæd being tranſlated into Latin. 


Moſt Illuſtrious Sir 
and much Honored Gentlemen 


WEE have received youer ſeuerall letters peruſed 
youer Comiſſions preſented by youer honered agents and ſeriuſly conſidered what 
hath been by them either in writing or by conference propounded conſerning thoſe 
Iniuries and hoſtele attempts made by ſom of the Mohaukes vpon ſom of youer naigh- 
boring eaſteren Indians of which (as wee are enformed) ſom are converted to the 
Chriſtian faith and others are willing to bee taught and may in time prove Deſiples to 
our ſaveing Lord and Maſter as ſuch wee pity them but ſee not how wee can protect 
or afford the healp deſired without expoſing the ſmaler Engliſh plantations and our 
owne naighboring Indians (of which ſome allſoe profeſſe Chriſtianitie) to danger. 
Wee can giue due Credits to youer Deputies and can conceave you may have juſt 
grounds for a warr but wee haue yet noe cauſe of juſt quarrell wich the Mohaukes 
nor is it ſafe for. vs to engage in a controverſy which wee neither doe nor haue 
meanes ſatisfyingly to vaderſtand, the Mohaukes neither being in ſubiection to nor in 
any confederacon with vs; Wee are free to hold a naighborly coreſpondency wit! 
you and would have ſetled a free comerce betwixt the Engliſh and French Collonies 
but your agents thought it either vnſeaſonable tell maters were compoſed betwixt 
the Mohawkes and your Indians or els propounded ſuch Reſtrictions as would have 
taken away all conveniency and freedom from the trade what hath hindered our 
preſent cloſure the encloſed writing will ſhew, bur if a fitter oppertunitie bee offer- 


ed wee ſhall not bee wanting to contribute to a more ſatisfying Iſſue, in the meane 
ume wee reſt

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An Anſware to the propoſitions preſented by the honered French Agents to the 
Preſident and Comiſſioners for the Engliſh vnited Collonies 

1. Vpon due conſideracon and Refpefte to what the honered Deputies from the 
Illuſtrivs Governor of New France haue enformed and vpon experience our ſelves 
haue had of the Inſolency and treachery of ſom of the Barbarians wee can conſeaue 
and graunt that the French and thoſe Eaſteren Indians may have juſt grounds to 
theire owne ſatisfaction for a warr againſt rhe Mohaukes. 

The Engliſh looke vpon all ſuch Indians as receive the yoake of Chriſt with 
* er eye then vpon others that worſhip the Diuell. 

3. The Engliſh defire by all juſt meanes to keep peace (if it may bee) with all 
men even with theſe Barbarians. 

4. The Mohaukcs liveing att a Diſtance from the Sea haue little entercourſe in 
theſe parts; but in the warr the Engliſh had with the Indians 14 er 16 yeares 
ſence the Mohauke thewed a reall Reſpecte and have not ſence donn me knowne 
hoſtele actes againſt them. 

The Engliſh engage not in any warr before they have full and ſatisfying eve- 
hn ce that in all reſpe&3 and conſiderations it is juſt and before E vpon juſt 
tearmes hath ben offered and refuſed. 

6. The Mohaukes are neither in Subiection nor in league with the Engliſh ſoc 
that wee can neither require any accoumpt of theire warrs or other proceedings nor 
have wee meanes to enforme our ſelves what they can ſay for them ſelves if all other 
conſiderations were cleared. 

To make warr wich the Mohaukes may endanger our naighbor Indians of 
which diners profeſſe chriſtianitie and the reſt doe rather expect juſt protection from 
v3 then that wee ſhould expoſe them by our volengary inroadeing the Mohaukes. 

8. Though rhe Kagliſh in theſe Juriſdictions are free to performe all naighborly 
offices of Righteuſnes and peace towards the French Collonie yet they foreſee they 
can neither permitt Volenteers or Auxiliarye forces to bee taken vp againſt the Mo- 
taukes nor that the French or Eaſteren Indians to paſe through the Engliſh Juril- 
di tiors to cnvade them, but they ſhall expoſe both the Chriſtian and other Indians 
and ſome of rhe ſmaler Engith plantations to danger. 

9. The Engliſh are much vnſatisfied with that miſchevius trade the French and 
Dutch have had and ſtill continew ſelling guns powder and ſhott to all the Indians of 
which wee have daily complaints and by which the Indians are animated and apt to 
grow enſolent not onely ag ainſt Indian Converts and Chatechumini but againſt the 
Ci.riftizns of Europe. 

10. If the Muglich Collonics were aſſured of the Juſtice of tais varre and enga- 


ged with the French to proſecute againſt the Mohaukes yett wee haue noe ſuch ſhort 
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and convenient paſſage either by water or land to approach them as may bee had by 
Hudſon's Riuer to and beyond Ourania fort which is in the Dutch Juriſdiction. 

11. They hope the antient peace and Amity betwixt England and France wilbee 
continued and confeirmed which they both defire and as fare as lyes in them ſhall by 
all due meanes reddily promote. 

12. They conceiue that the honered Deputies haue power and authoritie at pre- 
ſent to agree and ſetile a free Comerce betwixt the Engliſh and French Collonie in 
theſe parts, Bur if the ſaid Depucies vpon Reaſons knowne to themſelves ſee cauſe 
to limitt the Englith Collonies ro ſuch Reſtrictions or rather prohibitions as the vn- 
priviledged French are vader that they may not trad till they haue firſt procured a 
particulare lycence from the Governor and Counſell of New France at leaſt till they 
haue iſſued the preſent differences and ſettled peace with the Mohaukes ; a fitter Sea- 


ſon for theſe Treaties mult bee attended which the Comiſſioners ſhall reddyly improue 
when it is preſented. 


A Petition and Letter from Mr. Elliot dated September 3d 1651 was read and the 
contents conſidered and the enſucing anſware returned 


REveRENT SIR, 


Wee haue read and conſidered both youer petition and letter latter dated the 34 
preſent by which wee conceiue youer hope contineweth that the Indians doe really 
embrace the Goſpell a work (if true) worthy of due encourragement but the honer 
of Chriſt and of the Collonies in the 2cond Place requireth that all Chriſtian pru- 
dence bee vſed to judge aright of the Indians Scope and aime in theire profeſſion 
lealt they ſhould onely follow Chriſt for loaues and outward aduantage remaining eni- 
mies to the yoak and gouerment and ſenſuring our ſlightnes and aptnes to bee deceiu- 
ed nor is this caution altogether needles ; wee feare that ſom of thoſe very Indians 
who haue drunk in (through youer continued labour) ſomthing of the knowlidg of 
Chriſt coming into theſe partes ſhew little of the favour of it in theire carriage ſorting 
themſelues with the Indians and as it is feared complying to much to their way of 
Sabboth breaking &c. yet by what wee haue heard from youer ſelfe and others wee 
haue better hopes of ſom of them for whom wee bleſſe God and ſhall not neglect 
theire due encurragement as wee haue oppertunitie Wee wrote to the Corporacon 
the laſt ycare (of which poſſibly you haue not heard) that Mr. Winſlow might for 

is encourragment receiue out of what was giuen an 1oolb. ſuppoſing they might 
haue concorded with vs; that hee or other Inſtruments employed in that work might 
cate of the fruit of it, but adding that if they thought otherwiſe, it might bee 
charged and ſhould bee paied by the Collonies which latter they more incline vnto ; 


and as wee conceiue will furniſh kim as money comes in and charge it vpon vs ; but 
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money yet comes in flowly by thoſe Collections ſoe that yet wee haue onely receiued 
a parcell of Tooles which wee deſire may bee improued to the ſole end propounded 
in the Collection; that ſuch as either haue approued themſeclucs in a Chriltian courſe 
or vpon due Conſideracon hold a diſpoſition to learne may by a free gift of howes 


and axes or ſuch like Inſtruments bee duly encouraged but if any after receipt fall 


off a marke would bee ſet vpon all ſuch that they deceiue not ſoe eazily the 2cond 
time but betwixt giuing and lending howes &c. as lending may bee ordered there 
wilbee little difference and indian Trades are or may bee driuen by others wee doe 
not yet conceiue it any part of our worke Wee haue entreated our worthy frinds 
Mr. Bradſtreet and Captaine Hathorne to confer with youer ſelfe and youer brother 
to conſider his Imployment in Reference to the worke and to allow ſuch encourrag- 
ment as they judge meet; who will alſo conſider with a ſpeciall Reſpect ſuch Indians 
as ſoe improue theire oppertunities to learne as that they may bee fit to teach others ; 
yqʒ are pleaſed to mention 20l. per annum you haue receiued for 4 yeares near paſt ; 
and of 1ol. from Mr. Andrews ordered for ſom yeares though you know not how 
many; wee heare of ſom other gifts and particulerly of an 100l. or more ſent from 
Exeter or ſom of thoſe weſteren parts part for youer ſelfe and part for Mr. Maihew 
and part for the Indians but in what proportion wee vnderſtand not: Wee take no- 
tice from you that Mr. Loueridg and Mr. Blinman are fitting themſelues for the worke 
It wilbee great mercy it the Lord pleaſe to preſent more Inſtruments and fit mater 
for them to worke vpon Mr. Higgenſon hath ſpent ſom time formerly about the In- 
dian language and Mr. Peirſon hath done the like and contineweth with much ſeriuſ- 
nes therin Wee ſhall think them all worthy of due (though different) encourragement ; 
wee defired the corporacon the laſt yeare to pay there for the bookes and other neſ- 
ſefaries ; and particularly encluded the fol. wee conceiue you now againe mention 
to brother Parke of Roxberry it ſeemes it was not payed ; and money may {till com 
in more flowly then is expected, wherfore wee haue deſired Mr. Bradſtreet and Cap- 
taine Hathorne to ſee him jultly ſatisfied out of the goods ſent ; wee ſhall add noe 
more but reſt

SIR, 


Wee haue heard of the bleſſing God hath beſtowed on youer laboure in the Gol- 
pell amongſt the poore Indians and deſire with thankfullnes to take notice of the 


ſame and from the appearance of theſe firſt fruits to bee ſtired vp to ſecke vnto and 
waite 
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alte ypon the great lord of the harueſt that he would ſend forth more labourers in- 
to his vinyard and ſoe bedew theire labours with the former and latter ſhowers of 
his ſpiret that good corn may aboundantly ſpring vp and this barran wildernes be- 
come a fruitfull feild yee the Garden of God; and that wee might not bee wanting 
in the truſt comitted to us for the furtherance aud encorragement of this work wee 
thought good to let you vnderſtand there is paid by the corporation in London 30olb. 
for part of Mr. Gennors librarye and as they enforme vs a Catalogue of the bookes 
ſent ouer (which is for youer encoragement) Wee hope you haue recciued or cls 
deſire you would looke after them from Mr. Elliot or any other that may haue them 
or if ther bee any error wee deſire to hear it; there are ſom howes and hatchetts 
ſent ouer for the Indians encorragement of which youer Indians may haue part if 
you think meet and bee pleaſed to giue them a note to Mr. Rawſon of Boſton of 
what ſhalbee needfull for theire vie eſpecially thoſe that bee moſt willing to labour 
wee are allſoe enformed there is an 100]. giuen by ſom of Exeter toward this worke 
of which ſom part is to youer ſelfe but know not the quantitie Wee would bee glad 
to heare how the work of God goes on amongſt them with you that ſoc wee might 
enforme the corporation in England and haue our harts the more enlarged to God 
for them ſoe with our beſt reſpects wee reſt

For the better ordering and carrying on the affayres of the Indians in 1eſpett of 
the gifts procured for them by the corporacon in England the Comifſioners have 
made choiſe of Mr. Edward Rawſon as a Steward to receive and diſpoſe of the ſame ; 
and haue entreated the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſcts to treat with him about his 
Imployment and Salary and if hee accept therof to deliver him the enſucing 
Comiſſion if hee refuſe the ſaid Comiſſioners are deſired to appoint and agree 
with ſom fitt perſon for that work for this yeare next enſueing. 

Wheras you Edward Rawſon gentlemen are choſen and appointed by the Comiſ- 
lioners of the vnited Collonies as a Steward or Agent for the receiueing and diſpoſing 
of ſuch goods and comodities as ſhalbee ſent heither by the corporacon in England 
tor the propagating the Goſpell amongſt the Indians in New England which you are 
carefully to obſerve and performe according to the truſt comitted to you in the en- 
ſewing directions. : 

Firſt you are to take notice of all ſuch Geods or Comodities as ſhalbee ſent from 


che corporacon aforſaid them ſafely keep and make entry therof in a book for that 
Purpoſe. 


Aa 2 zcondly. 
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2condly. You ſhall deliver and diſpoſe of according to the directions of the Comil. 
ſioners or ſom two of them by a note vnder theire hands and not otherwiſe 

zdly. You ſhall yearely give or ſend a true accoumpt of what you haue receiucd 
and deſpoſed of, to the aforſaid Comithoners at theire ordinary mecting and at any 
other time being therunto by them required. 

Thomas Stanton being ordered by the Comiſſioners rhe laſt yeare to gett an accoumpt 
of the number and names of the ſcuerall Pequotts liveing amongſt the Naraganſctts 
Neantick or Mohiggen Indians &c. whoe by an agreement made aſter the Pequot warr 
are juſtly Tributaries to the Engliſh Collonies and to receiue the Tribute due for this 
laſt yeare ; did according to appointment attend the Comiſſioners this meeting as In- 
terpreter in the Indians occations. With him came Vncas the Moheggen Sagamore 
with ſeuerall of his men Wequaſh Cooke came ailſve and fom of Ninnacrafts Men 
Robert a Pequor Indian ſomtimes a ſervant to Mr. Winthorp ard fom with him and 
ſome Pequets liueing on long lland. Thomas Stantcn preſented ſom Papers 
with the names of ſom Pequots as they are at preſent ſettled vnder ſeucral other Saga- 
mores but theſe Papers being ſhort and defectiue the accompt could not now bee 
perfected but Thomas Stanton and the Indians reſpectively brought in theſe following 
dummes of Wampam toward the forementioned tribute viz. 


Ninnecrafts Men brought in 91 Faddome 
Wequaſh Cooke - - - 54 Fadd. 
In part of the reſt being about 3o Fadd: (as hee 

ſaid) hee promiſed to pay Thomas Stanton within 


a manth. 
Robert and his Companie - . . 56 F. 
For long Iland Pequats - - - - 32F. 
Vncas in part the reſt hee is to pay Thomas Stan- 

ton within three months - - - 79 F. 
In the whole, but all vntold - - - 312 F. 


This Wampam being layed downe Vncas and others for the Pequats demaunded 
why this Tribute was required; how long it ſhould continew, and whether the 
Children to bee born heerafter were to pay it; All which being conſidered the 
Comiſſioners by Thomas Stanton anſwared that the Tribute by agreement hath been 
due yearly from the Pequors ſence anno 1638 for ſundry murthers without provoca- 
con committed by them vpon feuerall of the Engliſh at ſeuerall times as they found 
oppertunity refuſing either to deliuer vp the Murthers to doe Juſtice vpon them and 
ſoe drawing on a war vpon themſelues to the great charg and Inconvenience of the 
Engliſh ; which warr through the good hand of God iſſued firſt in a conqueſt ouer 
that treacherus and bloody people ; and after by agreement (to ſpare as much might 


bee) euen ſuch guilty blood; in a ſmale Tribute to bee paid in different proportions by 
an 
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and for theire males according to theire different ages yearly but hath not hitherto 


been ſatisfyed though demaunded Wherfore the Comiſſioners might haue required 
both an account and paiment (as of a juſt debt) for time paſt but are contented if ir 
be thankfully accepted to remit what is paſt accounting onely from 1650 when Tho- 
mas Stanton's Imployment and Sallary begun. 

2condly. Though 12 yeares Tribute were due before this laſt yeare and though 
the agreement was for a yearly tribute to bee paid by them and theirs ſoe longe as 
they continue in this part of the Country yet the Commiſſioners ſomthing to eaſe 
theire ſperits in Reference to this juſt burthen and to engage them to an inoffenciue 
and peacable Carriage not onely towards the Engliſh Collonies but to the Indians 
amongſt whom they line thought. fitt and declared that the paiment of this Tribute 
ſhalbee limmited to ten yeares of which this laſt yeare to bee reconed the firſt, after 
which time vnleſſe they draw trouble vpon themſelves they ſhalbee free. 

Thirdly though by agreement the ſaid Tribute extended to men growne to youthes 
and to all male children yet the Comiſſioners are further content and doe heerby de- 
clare and conclude that the reſt ſubmitting and duly paying the ſaid Tribute all male 


Pequot Children which ſhalbee borne heerafter this time are and ſhalbee free and 


noe tribute to be required for them. 
Eltweed Pomery of Windfor in Conecticot Juriſdiction haveing often periti- 


oned the Comiſhoners about a mare of his wilfuly killed by a Pequot Indian called 


Poquoiam ſoone after the foremencioned warre when ail ſorts of horſes were at an 
high priſe ; conſerning which Mr, Ifraell Stoughton Generall for the Maſſachuſetts 
made an agreement with Myantinomo one of the principall Narraganſett Sachems 
with or vnder whom the ſaid Poquoiam lived on behalte of the offender; as by the 
Teſtimonyes of Tho. Stanton and Serjeant Jefleries hath been proued by which the 
ſaid Myantinomo engaged to pay or ſatisfy for the ſaid mare the ſumme of fourty 
pounds of which there hath been yet noe part ſatisfyed though often demaunded and 
Myantonimo haveing been dead now about eight yeares the ſaid Eltweed Pomery hath 
by himſelfe and his agents often made his addreſſe to the Comiſſioners att theire meeting 
tor theire adviſe and aſſiſtance therin ; And the laſt yeare vpon the Requeſt of rhe Co- 
miſſioners the Souldiers ſent from the Maſſachuſetts to Ninecraft to require ſatisfaction 
for other juſt debts had alſoe order in particulare to demaund this for the mare of Nine- 
crafts and of the Narraganſett Sagamore the mare being killed by his Brother in law 
and hee inheriting a conſiderable part of Myantonimoes eſtate namly his part of the 
Pequots of which Poquoiam is one and hath hned with Ninecraft which was donn 
but without fruite Vpon conſideracon of the premiſſes the Comiſhoners thought fitt 
that the ſaid money bee againe demaunded of Ninecraft or that the ſaid Poquoiam 
bee deliucred in their hands but vpon Refuſall or delay that fome fitt man be ſent 
ducly accompanied by order and direction from the Gouerment of Conecticott to 


require 
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require it with allowance of the preſent Charges and if it bee not forthwith paicd to 
make ſeizure of the vallue of fourty pounds with the charges and to bring it away 
with them and herof the Narraganſett Indians now preſent were willed to enforme Ni. 
necrait onely if after ſuch payment or ſezure Vncas or Wequaſh Cooke ſhall by enter. 
taincing counſelling or prote ſting Poquoiam hinder Ninnecraft from recovering the 
fime of him in ſuch caſe the ſaid fourty pound ſhalbee accounted due and bee requir- 
ed from them or either of them. 

A letter from Mr. Williams directed to the much honered Gouernor of the Maſ. 
ſachuſetts and dated July 25. 1651 conteining ſundry complaints made by the Narra- 
ganſett Sachems againſt Vncas being receiued the Comiſſioners read the particulars 
to Vncas who was reddy to make anſware in his owne defence: The Comiſſioners en- 
quired who were ſent on behalfe of the Narraganſett Sachems to cleare and proue 
the ſaid charge and to conſider and enforme conſerning Vncas his anſwares Tho. 
Stenton acquainted the Comiſſioners that Ninecrafts had once reſolued to ſend ſom 
men to procecute the ſaid complaints but after pretended feare and danger from Vn. 
cas Tho. Stenton endevored to remoue his feare and offered to accompanie or ſecure 
himſelfe or meſſengers but all would not ſerue; none were ſent ſoe that there could 
bee noe profleedings therin. | 

Vncas complained that Saquaſſon ſom yeares ſence as is well knowne began hoſ— 
tile actes vpon him to the deſturbance of the publicke peace wherupon hee was ocati- 
oned to fight him and in the Iſſue overcame him and conquared his Country which 
though hee gaue to the Engliſh and did not oppoſe the favore they were pleaſed to 
ſhew him in ſparing his life yet hee cannot but look upon himſelfe as wronged in 
that Sequaſſon, as hee is informed, is ſet up and endeavored to bee made a great 
Sachem notwithſtanding hee hath refuſed to pay an acknowlidgment of Wampam to 
him according to engagements. : | 

The Comiſſioners diſclaimed any Endeavors of theires to make Saquaſſon great and 
are ignorant of what he affcirmes conſerning the other yet recommended it to the 
Gouerment of Conecticot to examine the caſe and to provide that vpon due proofe 
Vncas may be owned in what may be iult and equall and Mr. Ludlow was entreated

to promote the ſame. 
Captaine Tapping and Ionas Wood in theire owne name and in the behalfe of Mr. 


Fardom and John Ogdon and others of South-hampton by petition &c. enformed the 
Comiſſioners that theire peace is much endangered by that large Trade the Indians 
hauc with the Dutch in guns powder and ſhot by which meanes they are at leaſt as 
plentifully furniſhed as themſelues as apte to giue valleyes of ſhot in theire entertaine- 
ments and complements and by exerciſe are become good markeſmen, but withall 
growne enſolent and injurius againſt the Engliſh ſom of them as the petitioners haue 
ben enformed haue latcly driven ſom of the Engliſh Cattle into the water and fo 
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ries ſuſteined from the Dutch ſence they remoued from theire Juriſdiction to one 
of the Engliſh Colonies though they firſt gaue notice to the Dutch Governor there- 
of and vnderſtood not that it was any way offenſiue yet ſence ſom conſiderable parts 
of theire Eſtates attached or by authoritie as they heare ſtayed and kept from them; 
and that impriſonment is threatened if they com in perſon to improue or remoue 
their Eſtates ; all which being duely conſidered the Comiſſioners expreſſe the deep 
ſence they haue of the miſchievius Trad of ſelling &c. and ſoe armeing and ani- 
mateing the Indians both againſt themſelues and vs and that they would gladly fe all 
due meanes to ſuppreſſe it; They further told them that if they could proue the In- 
dians wilfully drowned theire Cattle They would conſider ſom juſt courſe for theire 
ſatisfaction but themſelues acknowlidg they want due proofe; laſtly in Reference to 
ſuch eſtates as they haue within the Dutch Juriſdiction the Comiſſioners wrot to the 
Gouerner as followeth. 


To the Dutch Governor. 
Much HONORED SIR, 


SEVERALL of Southhamton haue preſented theire Grieuances to vs ſence 
wee met at Newhaven which wee are flow to receue vpon the onely complaint of the 
parties Intereſt Mr. Fardom Captaine Taping Iohn Ogdon and Ionas Wood haue (as 
wee heare) ſom conſiderable parts of theire eſtates yet within the limitts of youer 


Juriſdiction whether they may freely remoue them to the plantation where they dwell 
or whether all or any parte bee ſequeſtered, attached or vpon any offence or other 
Reſpe& deteined ; is to vs (whatever Reports are brought) yet doubtfull ; they 
haue been exerſiſed whom they might imploy to receive ſpeedy and ſatisfying en- 
tormacon but wee conceiue much time wilbee ſpent and loſt in treating by attornies 
or deputies and believeing the Juſtice of New England and New Netherland is ſquar- 
ed by one Rule wee perſwade them to manage theire owne ocations in youer Jurii- 
ditions defireing for them and hopeing wee may promiſe that for this ſingle Iourney 
Captaine Tapping and Ionas Wood who are molt enclined to waite vpon you at the 
Monhatoes ſhall haue the fruite of a fafe conduct that theire perſons may com and 
Soe at libertie what euer debts or offences may bee alledged or proued againſt them 
as any of youers in a like caſe and vpon a like motion of youres ſhall haue with vs 
and that in all profes and proceedings for or againſt them whether vpon private or pub- 
like queſtions the iſſue may hold forth juſtice with moderacon ; and that if there 
halbe occation a ſatifying reaſon may bee giuen in a naighborly way as was donn 
in Govert Locorman's and ſhalbec in any like Caſe which may well bee donn with- 
out preiudice to any Juriſdiction whether youers or ours; we reſt

HUMBLY ſheweth That wheras divers ycares ſence ſzucrall marchants and others 
of Newhauen with much hazard charge and loſe did purchaſe of the Indian Sag- 
amores and theire companies the true propriators ſeuerall large Tracts and parcells 
of land on both fides of Delaware Bay and Riuer and did preſently begine to build 
and to ſet vp faQories for Trad and purpoſed to ſet vp plantations within their owne 
limmits wherby the Goſpell allſoe might haue been carried and ſpred amongſt the In- 
dians in that moſt Southerly part of New England and the vnited Colonies might be- 
fore this time been enlarged with conveniency both for themſelues and poſteritie had 
not the whole work by hoſtile and iniurivs oppoſition made both by the Dutch and 
Sweeds been then hindered. 

And wheras youer petitioners ſtreightened in the reſpectiue plantations, and finding 
this parte of the Countrey full or affoarding little encorragement to beginne any 
conſiderable new plantations for their owne comfort and conueniencye of poſteritie 
did vpon a ſerivs conſideracon of the premiſes and vpon encorragement of the Trea- 
tye betweene the honered Comiſhoners and the Dutch Gouerner the laſt yeare at 
ConeRicott by agreement and with conſent of the ſaid marchants and others reſolue 
vpon a more difficult Remoue to Delaware; hopeing that our aimes and endeauors 
would be acceptable both to God and to his people in theſe Collonies being aſſured 
our title to the Place was juſt ; and Reſoluing (through the healp of God) in all our 
carriages and proceedings to hold and maintaine a naighborly Coreſpondence both 
with the Dutch and Sweeds ; as was aſſured them both by the tennor of the Comiſ- 
ſions and by letters from the honered Gouernor of this Juriſdiftion ; To thoſe ends 
and with theſe purpoſes preparations were made in the winter a veſſel was hired and 
at leaſt fifty of vs fer forward in the Springe and expecting the fruite of that whol- 
ſome aduiſe giuen at Hartford the laſt yeare in the caſe by the arbetraters joyntly, 
Thoſe choſen by the Dutch Gouernor concuring in it; wee went to the Monhatoes 
which wee might haue auoyded ; and from our Honered Gouernor preſented a letter 
to the Dutch Gouernor vpon peruſall wherof (without further prouocation) hee ar- 
reſted the two Meſſengers and comitted them to a priuate houſe cloſe priſoners vnder 
2 guard; that donn he ſent for the maſter of the ueſſell to com on ſhore as to ſpeak 
with him and comitted him allſoe after which two more of the companie coming on 
ſhore and deſireing to ſpeak with theire naighbours vnder Reſtreint he comitted 
them as the reſt then defireing to ſee our Comiſſions and coppie them out promiſeing 
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to returne them the next day though the Coppes were taken and the Comiſſions de- 
maunded hee refuſed to deliuer them and kept them and the men impriſoned tell they 
were forced to engage vnder theire hands not then to proceed on theire voyage to- 
wards Delaware but with loſe of time and charg to returne to Newhauen ; Threaten- 
ing that if hee ſhould after find any of them in Delaware hee would ſeize theire ' 
goods and ſend their perſons priſoners into Holland and accordingly they returned 
thovgh theire damage therby as they conſeiue doth amount to aboue 3oolb. all which 
youer petitioners refere to youer wiſe and ſerivs conſideracon and being aſſured you 
will haue due reſpect to tne honer of the Engliſh nation which now ſuffers by this 
injurius affront taken notice of by all the naighboring Indians, They humbly defire 
that ſom Courſe may bee agreed and ordered for the due repaire of theire loſes ſatis- 
faction for theire vnjuſt Impriſonment with libertie and encorragement to improue 
theire juſt Rightes in Delaware for the future to which purpoſe they further humbly 
offer to Conſideracon 

Firſt That Delaware in the Judgment of thoſe that haue often and ſeriuſly viewed 
the land and conſidered the Climate is a place fitt for the enlargment of the Engliſh 
Collonies at preſent and hopfull for poſteritie that wee and they may enjoy the Ordi- 
nances of Chriſt both in Sperittuall and Ciuill Reſpects. | 

2condly they feare that if the Engliſh Right bee not ſeaſonably vindicated and a 
way opened for the ſpeedy planting of Delaware ; the Dutch who haue layed allred- 
dy an injurious hand both vpon our perſons and Rightes they haucing (as is reported) 
lately begun a new Fortification and plantation vpon our duly purchaſed lands; will 
dayly ſtrengthen themſelues and by large offers draw many of the Engliſh to ſettle 
and plant vnder them; in ſoe hopfull a Place which will not onely bee diſhonerable 
to the Engliſh nation but enconuenient to the Collonies and of miſchevius Conſe- 
quences to the perſons who ſhall ſoe ſettle in Reference to that lycencius libertie theire 
ſuffered and practiſed. | 

Thirdly as the Petitioners haue not in theire eye any other conſiderable place 
within the limitts of New England either for the enlargment of the Collonies at 
preſent or for the comfort and conueniency of poſteritie ſoe if the Dutch may thus 
oppenly opoſe vs in our perſons and Rights if they may plant and fortifye vpon the 
land which themſelues the Engliſh Sweeds and Indians know to be ours. It may in- 
corrage them to encroach and make further hoſtile attempts vpon ſom or other of 
the ſmaler Engliſh Plantations to bring them vnder theire Gouerment and may anni- 
mate the Indians with whom the Dutch engratiate themſelues by a larg conſtant miſ- 
chevins Trad in Guns powder and ſhott to deſpiſe and make aſſaults vpon vs; 
Wherfore they againe humbly entreat youer aduiſe with ſeaſonable and ſutable aſſiſt. 
ance according to the weight and Import of the Caſe ; that all youer Conſultations 
and labores may tend and iſſue in the honer of Chriſt and welfare of the Collonies.

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The forgoeing Petition being preſented and read The Comiſſioners took into 
ſerius conſideracon the Contents therof and what was to bee donn therin 
They conſidered the Engliſh Right to Delaware by pattent The Right of the Mar.

there by purchaſe The Iniury donn them by the Dutch both formerly and this laſt 
Summer in theire hoſtile and forceable proceeding againſt them as the petitioners 
relate and the great affronts therby giuen to the Engliſh nation the enſolency of the 
Dutch and the Contempt it is like to bring the Engliſh into among the Indians if 
ſom ſpeedy courſe bee not taken to preuent it by Righting the oppreſſed. 

As alſoe the. Comodiuſnes of the place for plantations and how preiudiciall it may 
bee to the Engliſh in theſe partes if it ſhould bee planted by enimies or people of 
another nation not being vamindfull of the ſtright accomodacions of many in ſeuerall 
places and the benifite of Trade with the Indians in Delaware if prudently managed. 

They likwiſe conſidered what. had paſed betwixt the Dutch Gouernor and the 
Comiſhoners the laſt yeare at Hartford and that aduiſe giuen vy the Delegates of 
them both for the quiet and peacable Improuement of theire ſeuerall Rightes in Dela- 
ware tell the aforfaid diference ſhalbee determined in Europe. 

The Comiſhoners vpon theſe and ſeuerall other conſideracons thought meet to 
write to the Dutch Gouernor to proteſt againſt his iniurius proceedinges to aſſert the 
Engliſh Right and to require ſatisfaction for the Damag donn to our, frinds and con- 
feaderats of Newhauen ; and to declare vnto the petitioners in way of anfware to 
theire petition that howeuer wee think it not meete to enter into a preſent engage- 
ment againit the dutch chuſing rather to ſuffer iniuries and aftronts (at leaſt for a 
time) then in any reſpects to ſeem to bee to quicke ; yet if they ſhall ſee cauſe againe 
to endeauore the planting of theire formencioned purchaſed lands in Delaware at 
any time within theſe twelue months and for that end ſhall at theire own charge 
tranſport together 150 or at leaſt an 190 able men armed with a meet ueſſell or ueſ- 
ſels and ammunition fitt for ſuch an Enterpriſe all to be allowed and approued by the 
maieſtrates of Newhauen juriſdiction or the greateſt parte of them that then in caſe 
they meet with any hoſtile oppoſition from the Dutch or Sweeds whiles they carry 
themſclues peacable and inoffenſiuely that may call for further aid and aſſiſtance The 
Comiſſioners doe agree and conclude that they ſhalbee ſupplyed by the ſcuerall Jurif- 
ditions with ſuch a number of Souldiers as the aſſorſaid Comiſſioners ſhall judge 
meet they the ſaid plaintifes bearing the charges thereof; for the true payment 
wherof the purchaſed lands and Trade there with the Natiues ſhalbee engaged tell 
it bee ſatisfyed provided alſoe and it is agreed that ſuch perſons as ſhall tranſport them 
ſclues to the aforſaid lands in Delaware either out of Newhauen Collonies or any of 


the other three ſhalbee and remayne vnder the Gouerment and Juriſdiction of 
4 Newhauen 
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Newhauen tell the Comiſſioners of the vnited Collonies ſhall other wiſe order the 
ſame. 


To the Dutch Gouerner 
Moch HoNORED SIR, 


BEFORE wee parted laſt yeare at Hartford you gaue vs hopes of a comfortable 
meeting at Newhauen this yeare what derections you had from Europe to maynteine 
peace and Naighborly reſpects with the Engliſh in America you then ſhewed and belt 
know what other Comiſſions you haue ſence receiued ; But all the Collonies take no- 
tice that now you walke in contrarye pathes you told vs of a proteſt you muſt make 
againſt ſuch as ſhould plant or improue (Though but theire juſt Rightes) on Dela- 
ware; Wee ſaw noe cauſe for that but know that both youer predeceſſor and youer 
ſelfe had without cauſe formerly proteſted againſt ſom of the Collonies; But in youers 
dated Aprell the 11th 1651 Stil. novo-ſent to the Gouerner of Newhauen wee ob- 
ſerue yu threaten force of armed and Martiall oppoſition euen to bloodſhed againit 
ſuch as ſhall goe about to improue what they haue proued to bee juſtly theires in De- 
laware ; and yet ſhew noe more of any juſt title you haue therunto then you did at 
Hartford which left all the Delegates both for the Engliſh and the Dutch ther- 
in vnſatisfyed; in the ſaid proteſt you allſoe afeirme that the planting &c. 
of Delaware by the Engliſh entereſt is contrary to the prouiſionall agreement made 
betwixt youerſelue and the Comiſſioners for the Engliſh Colonies which wee marvell 
at; thoſe Recordes clearly expreſſing the contrary Wee hoped alſoe that according 
to youer promiſe at Hartford wherin Mr. Willett and Mr. Baxter engaged Green- 
widge before this ſhould haue been ſettled as a Member of New Hauen Juriſdiction 
but inſtead of that wherof wee yer heare nothing the complaints of diners of our 
Confeaderats of Newhauen Collonie are renewed wee cannot but exprefle our like 
ſenſe of that iniurius carriage of youers towards them who neither attempted nor en- 
tended any thing againſt the Dutch or Dutch Right in any portion or privilidge they 
may juſtly claime there; as the generall court of the Maſſachuſetts did in theire let- 
ters May 14th 1651. But wee are further enformed that you haue ſence begun ſome 
fortification or plantation vpon ſom part or parts of the Engliſh land which giues vs 
cauſe to feare that you more reſpect private advantages then publicke Righteuſnes 
and peace wee mult therfore as formerly ſoe againeaflert the Engliſh Right eſpecially 
to theire purchaſed lands and proteſt againſt youer eniurius hoſtile carriage in impri- 
loniaz ſome of theire perſons deteining theire Comiſſions and engaging them to theire 
great damage to returne before they could inioy theire juſt libertie without ſhewing 
cither Right to the land in queſtion or any juſt cauſe of ſuch proceeding, vnleſſe a 
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pretence of a title ſhould ſatisfy which the Engliſh vpon as good grounds can make 
to the Monhatoes ; And wee heerby further profeſſe and proteſt that by theſe vn- 
neighborly and vniuſt courſes you are the ſole auther and cauſe of all ſuch inconueni- 
encies and miſcheifes as may follow therupon the Comiſſioners and Collonies haueing 
iuſt eauſe and ground to vindecate and improue the Engliſh Rightes .and to repaire 
theire confederats who haue been ſoe wronged and damaged; Wee heare alſoe that 


you haue againe impoſed that offenſiue Cuſtome of Reeognicon at the Monhatoes 


which vpon our former complaint was for a time taken off ; which fayrely tends to 
deiturbe if not to cutt of all Trade betwixt vs in theſe parts ; Theſe things wee ra- 
ther thought neſſeſarie to write and leaue to your conſideracon becauſe wee yet heare 
of noe Returne you haue made to the generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts ; if to 
that or this you pleaſe to fend anſware to the Gouerner of Newhauen wee ſhall from 
him receiue Informacon and the better. vnderſtand our way; ſoe wee reſt

WEE are enformed that it hath pleaſed the Parliament or Connſell of State to 
comitt the publick Truſt of Goverment in the Iland vnto youer hands wherin wee 
cannot but deſire that truth and Righteuſnes may ſoe fluriſh and that the Goſpell 
profeſſed by the Engliſh in this wildernes may not bee brought vnder any juſt Re- 
proch Ir is preſented to ys that ſom notorius Delinkquents who are lyable to higheſt 
ſenſures making eſcape ont of ſeverall of the Collonies repaire to youer Iland as to 
a Cittey of Refuge hoping therby to avoid the ſtroake of Juſtice and wee may well 
expect offenders in like and other kind wilbee caſily apprehenſiue of theire advan- 
tages and improve them for the future if ſuch dore bee open which occationeth vs 
direct theſe few lines to youer ſelfe ; and deſire to receive enformation from you and

Moch RESPECTED FRINDS 


BY youers of auguſt 27th wee vnderſtand that the former colledge Buildings are 
ina decaying condition and will require a conſiderable charge ere long for a due re- 
paire and that through the encreaſe of Scollers many of them are forced to lodge in 
the Towne, which proves many waies enconvenient and will neſſeſarily require an 
enlargment of youer buildings; for which you propound and wee haue ſeriuſly con- 
ſidered whether any healp may bee had from the collections for the propagateing the 
Goſpell amongſt the Indians but cannot find by the Acte of Parliament (now paſad): 
that any ſuch libertie is graunted and by a letter lately receiued from that corporacon 
wee perceive that an hundred pounds appointed by the Comiſſioners to pay Mr. 
Winſlow as a gratificacon of his paines in the ſaid Collections is like to bee. charged 
backe and borne by the Collonies without any allowance thervnto from the collecti- 
ons; yet wee now deſire Mr. Winſlow to enquire the mind of the corporacon ther- 
in our ſelues conceiveing that the advancement of learning heere may alſoe advance 
the worke of Chriſt amongſt the Indians and accordingly out of that Stocke (as it 
coms in) ſhould gladly contribute might wee doe it without offence ; but if an other 
enterpretation be made in England The Comiſſioners will propound to and improue 
theire ſeuerall entereſts in the Collonies that by pecks half buſhells and buſhels of 
Wheat according as men are free and able the Colledge may have ſom conſiderable 
yearly healp towards theire occations, and heerin if the Maſſachuſetts pleaſe to 
give a leading example the reſt may probably the more Reddyly follow. 
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The following letter was preſented from the Inhabitants of Warwicke 


MAY it pleaſe this honored Comittee to take knowlidg that wee the Inhabitants 
of Sowamett allias Warwicke haueing vndergone diuers oppreſſions and wronges 
amounting to great damage ſence wee firſt poſſeſſed this place being forced therby to 
'ceke to that honerable State of Old England for Releife which did eneuitably 
draw great charge vpon us to the further Impairing of our eſtates and finding fa. 
vour for Redreſſe wee were willing to wave for that time (in regard of the great 
troubles and Imployment that then lay on that State) all other loſſes and wronges 
wee then vnderwent ſoe that wee might bee replanted in and vpon that our purcha- 
ſed Poſſeſſion and enioy it peacably for time to come without deſturbance or moleſ- 
tation by thoſe from whom wee had formerly ſuffered ; but ſence our gratius 
graunt from the honorable Parliament in replanting of vs in this place wee haue been 
and dayly are prefled with Intollerable greiviances to the eating vp of our labours 
and waſting of our eſtates makeing our lives together with our wiues and children 
bitter aud vncomfortable ; inſomuch that groncing vnder our burthens wee are Con- 
ſtreined to make our addreſſes to that honorable Parliament and State once againe 
to make our juſt complaint againſt our cauſlfle moleſtors who by themſelves and 
theire agents are the onely cauſe of this our Reuttering of our deſtreſſed condicog 
May it pleaſe therfore this honored Aſſembly to take notice ot this our ſolleme en- 
telligence given vnto you as the moſt Publicke authorized ſociety appertaining vnto 
and inſtituted in the Vnited Colonies whom our complaints doe conſerne that wee 
are now preparcing our ſelves with all convenient ſpeed for old England to make 
our greivances knowne againe to that State which fale vpon vs by Reaſon that the 
order of Parliament of England conſerning vs hath not ben obſerued, nor the In- 
joyment of our graunted privilidges permitted to vs; That wee are as It were 
bought and ſold from one pattent aud Juriſdiction to another. 

In that wee have ben prohibited and charged to acquite this place ſence the or- 
der of Parliament given out and knowne to the contrary | 

In that wee have had Warrants ſent vs to ſummon vs to the Maſſachuſetts Court; 
And officers imployed amongſt vs to that purpoſe; 

In that theſe Barbarius Indians about vs with evill minded Engliſh mixed 
amongſt vs vnder pretence of ſom former perſonal! Subjection to the Gouernment of 
the Maſſachuſetts countenanceing of them ceaſe not to kill our Cattle offer violence 
to our families, villifye Authoritie of Parliament vochſafed to vs juſtifying rheire 
practiſes with many menaces and threatcnings as being vnder the Protection of the 
Maſſacuulcts. |

you bee pleaſed to take notice of them as our ſollonne Intelligence given heerof that 
as youer ſelues ſhall, thinke meet you may gine further ſeaſonable Intelligence to 
youer ſeverall Collonies whom it may conſerne ſoe that theire agent or agents may 
haue ſeaſonable Inſtructions to make anſware and wee heerby ſhall acquite our ſelues 
that we offer not to proceed in theſe our complaints without giveing due and ſeaſon- 
able notice therof

firſt of Setpember 1051. in the behalfe of the Towne of Warwick 


Vppon occation of the foregoeing letter and ſome diſcource about this buſines 
the Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſets preſented this enſueing Declaration 
That in Anno 1643 ſeuerall complaints were made to the Comiſſioners of the 
Vnited Collonies then mett at Boſton againſt Samuell Gorton and his companie 
and ſom of them of weightye and great Conſernement to all the Juriſdictions ; In- 
formacon was alſoe given that the faid. Gorton and his companie had been ſent to 
once and againe by the generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts with a ſafe conduct both 
for theire coming and Retvrne that they might give anſware and ſatisfaction wherin 
they had donn wronge ; It then came into conſideracon vnder what Gouernment or 
Juriſdiction the ſaid Gorton and his companie lived; the Comiſhoners take notice 
that the Indian Sachems proprietors of the place had vollentarily fubmitted theire 
perſons and lands ſomtimes before to the Goverment of the Maſſachuſetts; The 
Comiſſioners of Plymouth claimed entereſt therin by Pattent but vpon ſuch conſider- 
ations as was then preſented reſigned the ſame to the Maflachufetts with the conſent 
and approbacon of the reſt of the Comiſſioners | 
The Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts having now both Engliſh and Indian Right 
and Title to the aforſaid Place where Gorton and his Companie lived derived to them; 
the Comiſſione:s did joyntly thinke it fit and accordingly adviſed the Maieſtrates of. 
the Maſſachuſetts to proceed againſt them according to what they ſhould find juſt 
engagiag the reſt of the Juriſdictions to approue of and concure in the ſame as it 
theire Comiſſioners had been preſent ; Att the aforſaid Concluſion vpon the afortaid 
grounds the gencrall Ccurt of the Maffachuſetts brought the {a'd Gorton and ſcve— 
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rall of his companie to theire tryall and juſt ſenſure according to the iointe adviſe 
giuen them by the Comiſſioners which hath neuer ſence been diſowned by any of 
the juriſdictions but allowed of by theire ſilent Approbacon ; though parte of theire 
ſenſure upon other Grounds hath hetherto been ſuſpended and the ſaid Gorton and 
his Companie permitted peacably to reſide on the aforeſaid Lands notwithſtanding 
the manifould Complaints both of the Engliſh and Indians vnder the gouernment of 
the Maſſachuſetts of great and Inſufferable Iniuries donn by the faid Gorton and his 
companie donn to them both to theire perſons and eſtates which occaſioned ſeuerall 
addreſſes from the Maſſachuſetts both by Meſſage and Writting to Gorton and his 
Companie for Reparacon but in vaine; To the Comiſſioners for Counſell and ad- 
uiſe being vnwilling to engage further (as at firſt) without a joynt concurrence and 
approbacon of the other juriſdictions but in the meane time were continewally bur. 
thened with complaints from the Engliſh and Indians there vnder our Gouerment 
and charged with breach of promiſe in not Righting their wronges and doing them 
Juſtice according to Couenant. 

The Inhabitants of Warwicke neuer exhibited any Complaints to the Juriſdiction 
of the Maſſachuſetts of any wrongs or Iniuries donn them by Engliſh and In- 
dians there which had they donn they ſhould haue received equall Juſtice with any 
other. 

And when there aroſe a diference betwixt the Maſſachuſets and Plymouth conſern- 
ing the Juriſdiction of the aforeſaid Place, The Gouerment of Plymouth not allowing 
of what theire Comiſſioners had donn therin ; though for a long time they had been 
fillent The Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſetts refered the Determinacon of that differ- 
ence to the reſt of the Comiſſioners at Boſton in Anno 1649 who aduiſed to iſſue the 
ſame by hearing a naighbourly Treaty betwixt the two luriſdictions of the Maſſachu- 
ſets and Plymouth wherevpon the generall Court of the Maſſachuſets ſent two Deputies 
to the generall Court of Plymouth with Comiſſioners and Inſtructions to reſigne and 
ſubmit the aforeſaid Lands and perſons Reſiding therin to the Gouerment of Plymouth 
they onely promiſſing to doe eqvall Tuſtice both toEnglifh and Indians there according 
to our engagements, but the Gonerment of Plymouth choſe Rather to Ratifye and 
confeirme the aforeſaid Reſignacon of theire Comiſſioners which accordingly was donn 
by an authentique Writting ſigned by the Gouernor, &c. 

The Court of Maſſachuſets againe demaund ſatisfaction of Gorton his companie 
but are ſlighted and neglected by theire Comiſfioners they deſire aduiſe of the reſt of the 
Comiſſioners at Hartford in anno 1650 and are ſolemnly aduiſed againe to Reſigne the 
aforeſaid place and perſons to Plymouth and that Goverment to receiue them Indging 
that way in ſeuerall Reſpects moſt expedient for all the Iuriſdictions; the Gouerment 
of the Maſſachuſets obſerue the aduiſe given and make a 2cond Tender as aforſaid 
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but were refuſed by the Gouerment of Plymouth by all that hath been aid it may 
appeer to the honered Comiſſioners of the ſeuerall Iuriſdictions and any other that may 
take Notice thereof that the Goverment of the Maſſachuſets haue from firſt to laſt 
been allwaies Reddy to herken to the aduiſe and counſell of the reſt of the Comiſſi. 
oners and to acte accordingly in the caſe aforeſaid; And haue out of theire owne 
Treaſury allowed a large quantitie of corn to the Indians vnder theire Gouerment 
there to keep them aliue The Cattle of Gorton's Companie having deſtroyed moſt of 
theires Rather then by force to comple them till all other meanes and waies of Pru- 
dence for iſſuing theſe and the like differences were vſed which wee haue done to the 
ytmoſt of our power with much patience and forbearance but complaints are dayly 
Renewed and ſubiects oppreſſed our Gouerment and luriſdiction ouer them lighted 
and contemned and our promiſe and covenant both to Engliſh and Indians there for 
theire Juſt protection charged by them to bee Infringed and broken to the great diſho- 
ner of God our Religion and of our Profeſſion amongſt the hethen Wee therefore 
deſire and entreate to know of the Reſt of the Comiſſioners that in caſe wee meete 
with oppoſition from the aforeſaid People of Warwicke in following the aduiſe of the 
Comiſſioners giuen at theire laſt meeting at Hartford what aide and aſſiſtance each 
Iuriſdiction will afford vs for the Righting of our Iniuried and oppreſſed People And 
bringing Delinkquents to Condigne Puniſhment. 

To which Declaration the Comiſſioners for Conecticott and New Hauen partly by 
Way of Conceſſion and partly by way of Expoſition anſwared that at a meeting of 
the Comiſhoners in 1643 divers Complaints of weighty conſideracon were preſented 
from the Maſſachuſets collonie againſt Samuell Gorton and his Companye conſerning 
which noe Satisfaccon by any fayere meanes could bee obteained, whervpon the Co- 
miſſioners joyntly thought fitt that the maieſtrates of the Maſſachuſetts If the ſaid 
companie perſiſt in theire Stubburneſs ſhould proceed againſt them according to what 
they ſhall find Juſt promiſing the concurrance of the collonies in what ſhould warrant- 
ably bee donn; but the Comiſſioners haue neither receiued enformacion from the 
Maſſachuſets nor complaint from Samuell Gorton and his Companie Conſerning theſe 
proceedings, ſoe that they haue had neither call nor meanes to owne nor diſowne 
them; Att the aforſaid meeting Anno 1643 a queſtion alſoe grew betwixt the Comiſ- 
ſioners for the Maſſachuſetts and Plymouth to which of theire Pattents that Tract of 
Land on which Samuell Gorton and his companie were ſettled did apperteine ; each 
Collonie claimed it as parte of theire Iuriſdiction but in the Iflue the Comiſſioners for 
Plymouth conſented that it ſhould belong to the Maſſachuſetts from which the other 
Comiſhoners (being neither conſerned nor vnderſtanding where the Right lay) ſaw noe 
Cauſe to deſent but ſence ſundery complaints at ſeuerall meetings haue been brought 
from the Maſſachuſetts of Iniuries donn by Samuell Gorton and his Companie Inha- 
bitants of Warwicke to ſom Engliſh and Indians ſubie& to the Maſſachuſetts Iuriſdic- 
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tion and the Queſtion was againe Reviued betwixt the Maſſachuſets and Plymouth to 
which Juriſdiction that Tract of Land belongeth the Comiſſioners from time to time 
gaue Counſells of peace according to theire beſt preſent light Anno 1649 they adviſ- 
ed that the Right of place with other Things in difference might bee Iſſued in a 
nughbourly Treaty betwixt thoſe two Collonies and that all offenſiue carriages might 
bee ſuppreſſed; in Anno 1650 upon like Complaints they aduiſed that the Maſſachu- 
ſetts aqvite and Relinquiſh theire claime to the foremencioned Tract of land and that 
Plymouth Reaſſume it That Warwicke might bee placed vnder theire Iuriſdiction to 
which it belonges that a comfortable Iſſue might bee put to the former Difference and 
juſtice haue a free Paſſage, Bur if then the Inhabytants of Warwicke fhould Refuſe ts 
Submitte to that Gouerment they aduiſed that the wholſome directions giuen by the 
honorable Comittee of Parliament in that Caſe bee forthwith duely attended; That 
the Inhabitants of Warwicke might bee convenced and accordingly Submitt; and the 
Comiſhoners for Conectieott and Newhauen then wrote to the Gouernor of Plymouth 
adviſing thervnto wee were ſence Informed that the Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts 
herkened therunto and offered to ſettle Warwicke and the land in queſtion vnder 
Plymouth but that Plymouth hath and ſtill Refuſeth to except them ſoe that offences 
are like to continew and encreaſe; The Comiſſioners therefore fearing Inconvenience 
would provide Remidie but know not what to add to the aduiſe given in Anno 1650 
conſerning Treſſpaſſes but that which is proved bee Recouered if noe other meanes 
will ſerue by legale force; but with as much moderation as may bee; leaſt from a 
courſe of continued offences further qvarrells and Actes of hoſtillitie ſhould Spring 
and grow betwixt the Inhabitants of Warwicke and theire forementioned naigh- 
bors. 258 
The Comiſſioners for Plymouth taking knowlidge of the long Declaration of the 
Maſſachuſetts Comiſſioners Collected out of peeces of paſſages of many yeares and 
being vnſatisfyed therwith thought meet to declare themſelues that what was done by 
Mr. Winſlow and Mr. Collyare then Comiſſioners of Plymouth in Anno 1643 Conſern- 
ing the Reſignacon vp of any Lands which Plymouth had entereſt in was not at allin 
theire Power to Reſigne vp any parte of Plymouth's Iuriſdiction to the Maſſachuſets 
Neither could the Maſſachuſets receiue any ſuch Reſignacon without being Iniurius 
to the third and fixth articles of Confederacon (if any had been made) And Mr. 
Winſlow and Mr. Collyare haue ſeuerall times publickely denied that they either did 
or entended to Reſigne any parte of the Iuriſdiction of Plymouth to the Maſſachu- 
ſets And by what Right of Authority he general Court of the Maſſachuſctts had to 
ſend for Samuell Gorton inhabiting ſoe fare out of theire Iuriſdiction wee vnderſtand 
not, and how juſt theire Senſure was wee know not; or what p arte of ſenſure they 
haue Suſpended and vpon what grounds wee apprehend not; and conſerning any Re- 
ference put to the determinacon of the Reſt of the Comiſſioners att Boſton in Anno 
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1649 the Comiſſioners for Plymouth Refered none and what authenticke Writting 
the Gouernor of Plymouth ſigned the Maſſachuſets Comiſſioners doe not ſhew, but 
if they meane a writting ſigned by the Gouernor of Plymouth and ſome particulare 
perſons Joyning with him bearing date the 7th of June 1650 wee the Comiſſioners of 
Plymouth for our particulare perſons can not owne it haueing proteſted againſt it in 
the Court of Plymouth as being directly contrary to the order of the honorable com- 
mittee of the Parliament of England, and contrary to the Articles of Confederacon , 
with the Reſt of the Collonies. 

And wheras wee are enformed that the court of the Maſſachuſetts haue lately ſent 
out ſcuerall Summons or Warrants to ſeuerall perſons Inhabiting Warwick allias 
Showamet and Patuxet and haue made ſeizure vpon ſom of theire eſtates Wee doe 
heerby proteſt againſt ſuch proceedings if any ſuch bee 


The foregoing Concluſions were ſigned by the Comiſſioners at Newhauen the 16th 
of September 1651.

Boſton Maſſachuſets the 19th of the 2cond Month 1653. 


AT a meeting Extraordinary of the Comiſſioners for the Collonies called by Spetiall 
order of Richard Bellingham Eſqr. Mr. Increaſe Nowell Mr. Willam hibbins 
and Mr. John Glover all being of the Counſell of the Maſſachuſets which was as 
followeth ; 


HONORED GENTELMEN, 


OUR Counſell on the more then rde Rumers of the Duch engageing of 
ſeuerall Indians to cut of the Engliſh att theire meeting at Boſton the 28th of March, 
determines it neceſſary that a meeting of the Comiſſioners for the ſeuerall Collonies 
ſhould bee ſummoned to counſell of the beſt way and meanes tending to the preſerua- 

tion of the common ſafty of the Engliſh ; And therfore ſent theire letters accordingly 
Cc 2 for 
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for a meeting att Boſton on the eleauenth of May next; which all preſent Reſpect- 
ing the preſent euidence compared with the time of the yeare thought it might bee 
one month; But vnderſtanding the Reddines of Newhaven Comiſſioners (on ſuch 
further cleare evidence that appeers to them of ſoe hiddius a plott acted by the 
Duch) ſpeedily to aſſemble together as the vrgency of the caſe Requires. 

The Magiſtrates now aſſembled Judging it not meet to bee wanting to the com- 
mon ſafety to delay foe long doe therfore on the peruſall of the articles of confeade. 
racon which giues power and libertie to any two Majeſtrates in each Juriſdiction ts 
ſummon a mecting doe therfore deſire the comiſhoners of each collonie would not 
fayle but meet att Boſton on the 19th of this preſent Aprill to conſult of and deter- 
mine what is or ſhalbee judged conucnient forthwith to bee donn before the Duch 
Receiue ſuch Recrutes or aide as is vnderſtood they expecte to procecute ſo vild a 
deſigne; and deſire that the comiſſioners of each collonie would not negle to bring 
the cleareſt they hane or can come by ; That nothing may bee wanting to procequte 
as there may bee cauſe againſt ſuch that ſoe vnderhand whiles they pretend peace and 
loue Intend nothing leſſe but are engageing to Ruin thoſe that they ſeeme to deſire 
peace withall; And that the ſeuerall Juriſdictions in the mean time take ſuch order 
that each collonie may bee in ſuch a poſture Redily to procequte the orders of the 
Comiſſioners when mett as may bee ſent vnto them, not elſe but our Reſpects &c.

Mr. Simon Bradſtreet beinge detained from the meeting of the Comiſſioners by the 
hand of God. vpon ſom of his neareſt Relations they being afflicted with dangerous 
ſicknes John Endicott Eſq. being the next that was choſen; for a Reſerue did ſupply 
that defecte and met with the reſte of the Comiſſioners whoe were capt. William Ha- 
thorne William Bradford Eſq. and capt. John Browne Mr. Roger Ludlow Capt. 
John Cullicke Theophilus Eaton Eſq. and capt. John Aſtwood all being enveſted 
with full power and authoritie from theire ſeuerall generall courts according to the 
articles of confeaderacon for the Vnited Collonies of New England concluded att 
Boſton the 19th of May 1643. | 

John Endicottt Eſq. was choſen Preſident of this meeting. 

The Counſel of the Maſſachuſets Juriſdiction haueing ſent 4 daies before the com- 


ing of the aforeſaid Comiſhoners to Boſton a Letter together with diuers queries to 
bee 
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bee Read and Interpreted by Thomas Staunton or in default of him by ſome other 
able Interpreter to Ninegrett Peſſicus and Meekſam three of the chiefeſt Narragan- 
ſett Sachems which were carried by two meſfengers to the end theire ſeucrall anſwarcs 
might bee ſeaſonably Returned att or preſently vpon the meeting of the ſaid Comiſſi- 
oners which letters and queries are as followeth. 

Ninnigrett the Gouernor and Majeſtrats of the Maſſachuſets now aſſembled att 
Boſton haue Receiued Informacon both formerly from ſeuerall hands that the Dutch 
Gouernor hath ſtured vp youer ſelfe and ſeuerall other Sachems by perſwaſions and 
gifts to fight with and make warr vpon our ſelues and other Engliſh and for that end 
hath furniſhed you with guns powder and ſhott And now conſidering the ſoleme co- 
uenant of peace and friendſhipp that is and hath been long betwixt vs which wee 
haue and alwaies entend to keep vnvoyolable till it be broken on youer parte; and 
knowing as yett wee haue neuer [njured any of you but haue been Reddy att all times 
to doe you Juſtice according to our beſt vnderſtanding weighing alſoe the weaknes 
of the Dutch to prote& you which wee know you are not ignorant of; vpon theſe 
and ſome other of the like conſiderations, Wee haue been and are very ſlowe to giue 
creditt to what wee heare, or to engage in a warr againſt you till euident grounds ap- 
peer, yett wee thought it neſſeſarie vpon the aforeſaid Rumer to bee a little more vi- 
gilent then ordinary and to ſend our Meſſengers Serjeant Richard Waite and Ser- 
jeant John Barrell vnto you to vnderſtand the Truth of theſe Reports and youer 
preſent Reſolution and Intention profeſſing if you deale truely and plainly with vs 
and acquaint vs with what hath paſſed betwixt the Duch and you, wee ſhall yett re- 
taine peace and frindſhipp with you; yea though you ſhould haue been prevailed 
with through the wiles and falſhood of the Duch to promiſe aide and aſſiſtance to 
him againſt vs ; if now you ſee youer Error and breach of couenant therin with 
vs and doe really and in truth chang youer mind and former purpoſe and bee 
willing to giue ſuch euidence and Demonſtration of youer good Intention towards vs 
as in ſuch caſe of Doubt is requiſite which wee leaue to our aforeſaid Meſſengers fur- 
ther to make knowne our minds heerein vnto you deſireing and expettinge likewiſe 
that you will giue elear and direct anſwares to ſuch queſtions as wee haue giuen them 
directions to propound vnto you; But if wee find youer anſwares to bee ſuch as can- 
not conſiſt with truth; and that you are not willing and free to giue vs ſuch ſatisfac- 
tion as frinds in ſuch a caſe would be reddy to doe; Wee ſhall then looke att you as 
ſuch that wee cannot conſide in as formerly wee haue done.

The anſware of the Sachemes viz. Nimigrett Peſſecus and Mixam vnto the queries 
and letters ſent by the Meſſengers Sarjeante Waite and Sarjeant John Barrell the 
18th of the 2cond month 1653. 


1, To the firſt querie Mixam doth anſware ; I ſpeake vnfeinedly from my hart 
without Deſſimulation that I know of noe ſuch plott that is entended or ploted by 
the Duch Gouernor againſt the Engliſh my frinds ; though I be poor it is not goods 
guns powder nor ſhott that ſhall draw mee to ſuch a plott as this againſt the Engliſh 
my frinds ; That if the Duch Gouernor had ploted ſuch a thing with mee I would 
haue made it knowne vnto the Engliſh men my frinds. 

The anſware of Peſſecus to the ſame propoſition is this I am very. thankfull to theſe 
two men that came from the Maſſachuſetts and to you Thomas and to you Poll and to 
you Mr. Smith you that are come ſoe fare as from the Bay to bring vs this Meſſage 
and to enforme vs of theſe things wee knew not of before. 


2: To the 2cond queries Mixam anſwared Noe ; what doe the Engliſh men the 
Sachems

Sachems my frinds thinke of vs that wee ſhould prefer goods guns powder and ſhort 
before our liues and liuelihood both of vs and ours. 

Peſſacus his anſware to the 2cond is That for the Gonernor of the Duch wee 
are loth to Invent any falſhood of him though wee bee fare of from him to pleaſe 
the Engiiſh or any other that bring theſe Reports For what I ſpeake with my mouth 
I ſpeak from my hart ; for the Duch Gouernor did neuer propound any ſuch thing 
vnto vs; doe you think that wee are madd and that wee haue forgott our Writing 
that wee had in the Bay which doth bind vs to the Engliſh our Frinds in a way of 
Frindſhipp ſhall wee throw away that writing and our ſelues too; Againe haue wee 
not Reaſon in vs ; how can the Duch ſhelter vs being ſoe Remote againſt the power 
of the Engliſh our frinds wee liueing cloſe by the Dores of the Engliſh our frinds, 
wee doe profeſſe wee doe abhore it. To the zd propoſition the anſwar of Mixam 
and Peſſicus heervnto is I ſpeake from my hart as I did before, I did neuer Receiue 
any ſuch thing from the Duch Gouernor for any ſuch end. 

4. The anſware of Peſſicus and Mixam to the fourth querie is Wee ſpeake from 
our harts wee know of noe ſuch plott by the Duch Gouernor for there may come 
falſe newes and reports againſt vs; let them ſay what they will they are falſe. 

5. To the fift the anſware of Mixam is that all theſe things you ſpeak of to mee 
are hidden from my hart for I doe profeſſe I doe intend noe ſuch thing to the Eng- 
liſh men my frinds ; The anſware of Peſhcus is this 1 do deny either to make warr 
or to plott warr againſt the Engliſh. 

6. To the ſixt Peſſieus and Mixam ſay that wee thinke wee haue anſwared this 
before. 

7. To the 8 Mi xam anſwareth wee thinke it ſafeſt to bee true to the Engliſh ; 
what doe you thinke that wee thinke that the Engliſh are a ſleepy people but whiles my 
life doth laſt T wilbee true but when I am dead and gone I know not how they will 
carry it ; The anſwar of Peſſicus to the ſeauenth is that I know there is a feirme league 
and couenant made betwixt vs and the Engliſh for my parte and for our partes for 
ought I know wee deſire to keepe it feirmly to our dieing day as neare as we can; 
and when wee are dieing and goeing out of the world wee will leaue it in ſpetiall 
charge to ours to carry it well to the Engliſh and theire children. 

8. 9. To the eight and ninth the anſwarc of Mixam and Peſſicus is that they haue 
anſwared it before. 

10. To the tenth Peſſicus and Mixam anſware that it is a very good propoſition 
that you doe propound for It is fitting that wee ſhould either goe or ſend; But ſaid 
Mixam for my parte I am old and cannot travell two daies together; But wee will 
fend ſome man into the Maſſachuſetts to fpeak with the Sachems there I haue ſent 


to Mr. Smith and Voll his man to ſpeake to Mr. Browne that 1 love the Engliſh Sa- 
chews 
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chems and all Engliſhmen in the Bay; And that Mr. Smith would enform the $a. 
chems in the Bay that the Child that is now borne or to bear ſhall ſee noe warr made 
by vs againſt the Engliſh ; 

11. To the eleauenth they anſware they deney itt. 


The anſware of Ninegrett to the ſeuerall queries or propoſitions 

1. To the firſt hee ſaith he doth vtterly deney that there is any fuch agreement 
made betwixt him and the Duch, Gouernor euen from his hart to fight againſt the 
Engliſh ; For ſaid he I did neuer hear the Duch men ſay they would goe and fight 
againſt the Engliſh ; neither did I heare the Indians ſay they would joyne with the 
Duch to fight againſt the Engliſh ; But whiles I was there att the Indian Wigwames 
there came ſom Indians that told mee there was a ſhipp come in from Holland which 
did Report the Engliſh and the Duch were fighting together in theire own countrey 
and theire were ſeuerall other ſhipps cominge with amunition to fight againſt the Eng- 
liſh heer and that there would bee a great blow giuen to the Engliſh when they came 
but this ſaid hee I had from the Indians and how true it is I cannot tell ; 

2. Ninigrett anſware to the 2cond. is that hee denieth that there is any ſuch thing 
from the Duch to him or from him to the' Duch. 

3. To the third his anſware is why ſhould hee giue them any ſuch thing when 
there was noe ſuch thing treated on ; 

4. To the fourth hee faith I haue anſwared it before for there is noe ſuch 
thinge neither from the Duch to the Indians nor from the Indians to the Duch 
that I know of ſhall I make or envent any thinge to doe any man wronge ; 

5. To the fift hee ſaith why ſhall I conclude with him or any other to fight againſt 
the Engliſh for hee ſaith hee doth not know any wronge the Engliſh hath donn him 
neither will he wronge the-Engliſh ; 

6. To the ſixt hee faith what ſhall I anſware theſe things ouer and ouer againe 
what doe the Engliſh thinke that I thinke they bee aſleep and ſuffer mee to doe them 
wronge doe not wee know the Engliſh are not a ſleeppy people, the Engliſh make 
queries for guns powder and ſhott and ſwords for ſuch a deſigne, doe they thinke wee 
are madd to ſell our lives and the liues of our wives and children and all our kindred 
and to haue our countrey deſtroye for a few guns powder ſhott and ſwords what 
will they doe us good when wee are dead. 

F. To the ſeuenth propoſition hee ſaith hee doth not know, neither can hee find 
any Reaſon yet why hee ſhould not keep his league with the Engliſh his old frinds 
and if theſe things were ſoe how can hee expect to bee preſerued he and his by à 


few Duch men whoe are ſoe Remote when as wee doe liue by the dore of the 
Engliſh. 
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8. 9. To the eight and ninth hee doth anſware hee deneyeth them boch. 

10. To the tenth hee faith It being indifferently ſpoken whether hee may goe or 
ſend yet hee knowing nothing by himſelfe wherin hee hath wronged the Engliſh but 
that hee may goe yett being Indifferently ſpoken hee would ſend to ſpeak with the 
Engliſh, X 

11. The cleventh propoſition hee deneyeth. 


The Anfwares to the Letters. 


1. Mixam and Peſſicus ſay wee deſire there may bee noe Miſtake but that 
wee may bee vnderſtood and that there may bee a true vnderſlanding on both 
ſides. 

We deſire to know where you had this newes that there was ſuch a league made 
betwixt the Duch and vs and alſoe to know our accuſers, 


The Anſfware of Ninnigrett to his letter. 


You are kindly welcom to vs and I kindly thanke the Sachems of the Maſſachuſets 
that they would Nominate my Name amongſt the other to require my anſware to the 
propoſitions or queries; had any of the other Sachems been att the Duch I fhould 
have feared theire folly might haue donn ſome hurt one way or other but 
hey haue not been there ] ame the Man that haue been there my ſelfe 
terfore I muſt anſware for what I have donn; For my owne parte I doe vt- 
icrly deney and proteſt againſt any ſuch acteings donn by mee or to my Knowlidge 
att or with the Duch What is the ſtory of theſe great Rumers that I hear att 
Pocatocke that I ſhould bee cutt of and that the Engliſh had a quarrell againſt mee 
I know of noe ſuch cauſe att all for my parte; Is it becauſe I went thither to take 
Phiſicke for my health or what is the cauſe I found noe ſuch entertainment from the 
Duch Gouernor when I was there to give mee any Incorragement to ſturr mee vpp 
to ſuch a league againſt the Engliſh my frinds. It was winter time and I ſtood a 
great parte of a winter day knocking att the Gouernors dore and he would neither 
open it nor ſuffer others open it to lett me in I was not wont to find ſuch carriage from 
the Engliſh my frinds. | 

After the Returne of our Meſſengers from the Narraganſets the Comiffioners for 


the vnited Collonies being ariued att Boſton the three Sachems N inigrett Peſſacus 


and Mixam ſent an Indian named Awaſhaw as theire Meffenger accompanied with 
three or foure other Indians together to give ſuch ſatisfaction as ſeemed good vnto 
them ; Whoe being demaunded why Ninigret went to the Monhatoes the laſt Win- 
ter Awaſhaw anſwared that Ninnigret told him that hee went thether to be cured of 


his diſeaſe hearing there was a Frenchman there that could cure him ; And that Mr. 
Vor, II. D d John 
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John Winthrope knew. of his goeinge; and that Ninigrett carried with him thirty 
fathome of wampame ten fathome therof hee gaue to the Doctor; and fifteen to the 
Gouernor and that the Gouernor gaue him in Lieue therof fleined coates but not 
one gun but the Indians there gaue Nimigrett two guns ; further Awaſhaw faith 
that Nimigrett told him that whiles hee was att Monhatoes hee went ouer the other 
ſide of Hudſons Riuer a Indian man and Ninnigrett aſked him what newes the Indian 
ſaid there was a ſhip arriued att the Monhatoes and ſhee brought guns powder &c. 
And that more ſhipps were a cominge to fight with the Engliſh heere according 
to what Ninnigrett had before anſwared to the two firſt propoſitions. 

Awaſhaw being demaunded what corn Ninnigrett ſent to the Duch Comiſlioners in 
the Veſſel taken by the Engliſh ſaith that hee Intended not to ſend any corne to the 
Duch Gouernor but what corne there was put aboard the Duch Veſſell was for the 
hier of the veſſell that brought him home; that Ninnigrett carried with him fiue men; 
and that hee brought backe foure. of them in the floop and one came afoot before; 
and that one of thoſe hee brought backe was a Monheage Indian and another a Co- 
necticott Indian dwelling on the other fide of hudſon's River. 

Awaſhaw being further demaunded what and whoe was in the Cannoe taken by 
the Moheges faith that in the Cannoo that was ſent back which was taken by Vncas 
his men hee ſent in it ſixty fathom of wampam parte black and parte white which 
was to pay for two guns which hee had of the Indians whiles hee was att Monhatoes 
and ſix fathom therof was for the ſatisfüng of the Remainder of the Phiſſicke hee had 
there and that there was ſeauen Indians in the ſaid Cannoo ; two Rakcoon coates 


and two bear ſkins. 


Newcom Matuxes an Indian ſomtimes of Road Iland whoe was one of thoſe that 
accompanied Awaſhaw ſpake with one John lightfoot of Boſton an Engliſhman whoe 
as Lightfoot faith told him in Duch that the Duchmen would cutt of the Engliſh on 
Long Ifland ; Newcom alſoe confeſſeth that Ninnigrett ſaid that hee heard that ſome 
ſhipps were to come from holland to the Monhatoes to cutt of the Engliſh ; and that 
when the ſaid Newcome lived att ſouth hould that an Indian tould him that the Duch 
would come againſt the Engliſh and cutt them of but they would ſaue the weemen 
and Children and guns for themſelues; But Captaine Simkins and the ſaid Lightfoot 


doe both afeirme that the ſaid Newcome told them that the Duch men told him as 


before though he now puts it of and faith that an Indian told him fo) further the 
faid Newcome told Captaine Simkins (as he confidently afeirmeth) that if hee 
would goe to ſerue the Duch ; the Duch would giue him an hundred pound 2 

care ; 
g Wherfore the Comiſſioners called for the ſaid Indian and examined the whole the 
Interpreter Thomas Stanton being there alſoe to charge it vpon him according to the 
1 Evidence 


\ 
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Evidence the ſaid Newcome not being able to cleare himſelfe from the guilt of the 
charge laied againſt him; The Comiſſioners then told Awaſhaw that had the ſaid 
Newcom not bine a Meſſenger ſent by Ninnigrett hee ſhould not haue eſcaped with- 
out ſome puniſhment ; And therfore they willed Awaſhaw to tell Ninnigrett hee 
ſhould doe well to ſend the ſaid Newcom againe to vs the better to cleare himſelfe from 
all ſuſpition. 

Awaſhaw afterwards ſent vnto the Comiſſioners ſaying hee had not yett ſpake all 
hee had to ſay, whervpon hee was ſent for to ſpeak what he had further to pro- 
pound Awaſhaw being come hee demaunded of the Comiſſioners whoe they were 
that enformed them of all theſe things touching Ninnigrett ; 

The Comiſſioners told him that they had Informacon therof from ſeuerall Indians 
and more particurly that the Monheage Indian and the Narraganſett Indian which 
were both taken by Vncas his Men had confeſſed the plott before Mr. Haines at 
Hartford ; Awaſhaw alſo demaunded Reſtitution of the wampam taken by Vncas his 
men ; The Comiſhoners told him that they had not as yett vnderſtood of the truth 
of that action but when they had thoroughly examined it hee ſhould haue an an- 
ſware; 5 

The Comiſſioners vpon complaint of Thomas Stanton that Ninnigrett and Vncus 
had not paid the wampam for the Pequatt captiues they had amongſt them willed 
Awaſhaw to tell Ninnigrett wee doe expect it from him and alſo from Vncus with- 
out longer delay and that hee ſhould pay it to Thomas Stanton vpon demaund. 

Vncas the Mohegan Sachem came lately to Mr. Haines his houſe at Hartford and 
Informed him that Ninnigrett Sachem of the Niantick Narraganſetts went this Win— 
ter to the Monhatoes and the Duch Gouernor with whome hee made a league him- 
ſelfe made the Duch Gouernor a large preſent of wampam and the Gouernor gaue 
him againe twenty guns and a great box of powder and bullets anſwarable in order to 
chis Deſigne; Ninnigrett made ample Declamation againſt the Engliſ and Vncas and 
what great iniuries hee had ſuſtained by them; And alſoe during his abode att the 

Duch went ouer Hudſon's Riuer to a partye of Indians there deſiring that hee might 
haue conference with as many of the Indian Sachems in thoſe partes as could meet; 
vpon notice therof giuen many did gather together vpon this Ninnigrett making his 
caſe and greivances known deſirs theire Aide and aſſiſtance againſt Vncas and the 
Engliſh ; Alſoe that about two years ſence Ninnigrett ſent to the Monheage Sachem 


and gaue him a preſent of wampam preſſing him to procure a man ſkilfull in magicke 


workings and an arteſt in poiſoning and ſend vnto him; and hee ſhould receiue more 
one hundreth fathom of wampam which was to haue been conueyed to the Monhe- 
age Sachem and the powaugh att the Returne of him that was to bring the poiſon ; 
Vncas haueing Intelligence of theſe things cauſed a narrow watch to bee ſett by Sea 
and land for the apprehending of thoſe perſons and accordingly tooke them returning 
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in a Cannoo to the number of ſeaven ; whereof foure of them were Narraganſets 
two ſtrangers and one Pequatt this was donn in his Abſence while hee was with Mr. 
Haines att Conecticott and carried by thoſe of his men that tooke them to Mohegen ; 
Being there examined two of them the Sachems Brother and one Narraganſett 
freely confeſſed the whole plott formerly expreſſed and that one of there companie 
was that Powaugh and poiſoner pointing out the man vpon this his men in a Rage 
flew him fearing as hee ſaid leaſt hee ſhould make an Eſcape or otherwiſe doe either 
miſchiefe to Vncas or the Engliſh in caſe they ſhould carry him with the Reſt before 
them to ConeQticott to bee further examined; and being brought to couecticott be- 
fore Mr. haines and examined did aſſert theſe particulers. 

Information was ſeut by an Indian Squaw to an Engliſh Inhabitant in Wethersfeild 
that the Duch and Indians generally were confeaderated againſt the Engliſh Treacher- 
uſly to-cutt them of the time of execution to bee vpon the day of election of Majeſ. 
trates in the ſeuerall collonies becauſe then it is apprehended the plantations wilbee 
left naked and vnable to defend themſelues the {trength:of the Engliſh collonies being 
gathered from the fſeucrall.cownes.; And the aforſaid Squaw adviſed the ſaid Inhabit- 
ants to acquaint the Reſt of the Engliſh wich it deſiring they would remember how 
deare theire Slighting of her former Informacon of the Pequatts coming * 
Engliſh coſt them. 

The Comiſſioners vpon theſe and other Informations and euidences thought fitt to 
draw vp a declaration of former greiuances and of this conſpiracye as preſented to 
them; 

That the Indians whoe know not ged but worſhipp and walke after the prince of 
the power of the aire ſerving theire luſts hateful and hating one another ſhould grow 
Inſolent and ſundrey wayes Injurius-to ſtrangers of contrary Iudgment and praiſe can 
not feem ſtrange to any whoe duly conſider what proportion and agreement there is 
ordenaryly betwixt the fruit and the tree; but the vnited Engliſh collonies expecting 
a Juſt and Naighbourly coreſpondency and entercourſe from and with the Duch liueing 
att and about the Monhatoes which they call New Netherland though the place fall 
within that parte or tract of America called New England lying and being in breadth 
from forty to forty eight degrees of northerly latitude which both in Europe and heer 
is well knowne by antient pattent to bee graunted by the Kings of England to theire 
gubiects to ſettle and plant vpon) haue mett with a conſtant. courſe of oppoſition Inju- 
ries and many hoſtile affronts; But the Euidence wee haue of theire abe 
tices are of high and more dangerus conſideracon. 

The-Engliſh before or when they began to build feat or plant in theſe partes did 
generally purchaſe to themſelues from the Indians the true propriators a Juſt, Right 
and title to the Lands they ment to Improue if they found not the place a Vacuum 


Domicilium but from the Duch att ſundery times haue mett with many deſtur- 
bances; 
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bances 3 And that not by the prid and diſtemper of one man att one time but in 
the ſueceſſion of one Gouernor after another, ypon ſeuerall occations for many 
yeares z 

1. firſt letting paſſe an hoſtile wronge and Injurie capt. howes and his companie Re- 
ceived from the former Gouernor Kieft att longe Hand in Ann. 1640; The Engliſh 
att New Haven vpon a Juft title both by pattent and purchaſe built within theire 
owne Juſt limus a towne or Village called Stanford but about 2 yeares after the ſaid 
Gouernor Kieft ſent men armed to challenge the Place as within the Puch limits and 
Juriſdiction and did moſt Injuriuſly cauſe the Prince of Oringe his armes to bee ſett 
vp there which armes were by the Engliſh preſently Remoued ; the Duch haueing 
never had poſſeſſion of any parte of the place nor to this day could euer ſhew any 
| Im of Right to it; 

| In the ſame yeare 1640 the Engliſh att Newhaven ſent men to view and Pur- 
a parte of Delaware Bay but with expreſſe Direction not to meddle with any thing 
the Duch or Sweds had Right vnto, as the Engliſh Veſſel paſſed by the Monhatoes 
the ſaid Monſer Kieft made a proteſt but vpon enformacon of the order giuen hee was 
ſatisfyed and wrot to John Jonſon the Duch Agent att Dellawar to hold good coreſ- 
pondency with the Englith there which accordingly hee did att firſt and ſhewed them 
how fare the Duch and Sweds title or claime Reached ; the Reſt hee told them was 
free for them to purchaſe and offered his aſſiſtance therin which offer (though kind 
accepted) was not entertained; but the Indians being free the Engliſh agents att ſe- 
uerall times from the ſeuerall propriators purchaſed large tracts of land on both ſides 
Delaware Bay and Riuer and began to plant and to ſett vp houſes for trade within 
theire on limits; But in Anno 1642 without cauſe or warning giuen without ſhew- 
ing any title to the place or hearing what the Engliſh could ſay for the ſaid 
Duch Gouernor ſent armed veſſells and men and in hoſtile mannor when they were 
altogether vnprepared for defence, as expecting nothing but peace ſcized theire goods 
carried away the men priſoners and with ſuch violent haſt burnt downe theire 
trading houſes that two houres * Reſpe&t for entreaty or conſideration could 
not bee obteined, nor ſoe much time as to Inventory the goods taken out of theire 
charge ; 

And after in another parte of the River they ſeized their boat and two other 
men in it carrying the men and goods firſt to the Monhatoes and thence return- 
ing the perſons and parte of the goods to Newhauen; as by letters and other eui- 
dence may appeer. 


3. In 
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3. In Anno 1641 Robert Fenne: an Engliſh man then lineing at Stanford within 
Newhauen Juriſdiction haueing purchaſed a parcell of land near and vpon the weſt 
of Stanford for a plantation and freely by his deed in writing put himſelfe and the 
ſaid plantation called Greenwidge into conſoſiation and vnder the Engliſh Go. 
uerment in Newhauen Juriſdiction ; But the ſaid ' ©  Kieft did ſoon after take 
Capt: Daniell Patricke an Engliſh man of a turbulent ſperit and courſe (whoe then 
lined att Greenwich into his protection and vnjuſtly wreſted the whole plantation 
from Newhauen ; and till Injuriuſſy and contrary to the preſent Gouernors ſollemne 
promiſe (as ſhalbee more fully declared) The ſame is withholden and kept from the 
Engliſh 

4. Mr. Lamberton agent for the Engliſh att Newhauen coming from Delaware 
Anno 1642 by the Monhatoes the Duch Gouernor aforſaid compelled him by threa- 
tenings and force to giue an Account of what beauer hee had traded within the 
Engliſh Limits att Delaware, and to pay Recognition or Coſtom for the ſame and a 
proteſt ſent from Newhauen againſt thoſe Injurius proceedings proued altogether 
fruitles 

5. The Duch Gouernor aforeſaid ſent armed Veſſels to Delaware to ſeize Mr. 
Lamberton's Veſſell by force or to driue him out of the Riuer but hee perceiuing 
theire Aime ſtood vpon his gaurd and at that time mainteined the Right and honnor 
of the Engliſh 


6. In Anno 1643 John Jonſon agent for the Duch att Delaware conſpired with the 


ſweds againſt Mr. Lamberton's lite they traitreouſly ſeized and impriſoned his perſon 


charged him to haue ploted with the Indians to cutt of both Duch and Sweds brought 
him to tryall vſed means to engage and corrupt witneſſes againſt him; but all (by a 
wiſe and ouer ruling hand of God) fayling they ſett a large fine vpon him for trad- 
ing withm the Engliſh limitts in all which the Duch agent ſate as one of the 
Judges in court with the Swediſh Gouernor and as is conceiued ſhared with him i in 
the fine ; 

7. Richard Callicott iomtimes agent for the companie of aduenterars for the lake 
Lyconnia allowed for the generall court for the Maſſachuſetts complaineth that about 
the yeare 1644 hee did preſent to the ſaid Duch Gouernor letters from the Court of 
the Maſſachuſetts wherin liberty for the Engliſh Veſſell to paſſe vpp Delaware Bay and 
Riuer by the Duch Fortt for Diſcouery ; and in further procecution of the ſaid com- 
panies occations was deſired and by a verbale promiſe freely and fully graunted byt the 
Duch Gouernor. | | 

Notwithſtanding which in an vnderhand and Injurins way hee det ſent a veſ⸗ 
ſell well manned to the Duch Fort att Dellaware with comaund to John Jonſon his 
agent there rather to ſinke the ſaid veſſell then to ſuffer her to paſſe z by meanes 
wherot Richard Callicott and his companie were forced to Returne and therby rs 

whole 
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whole Rock which att leſt was ſeauen hundred pounds was waſted and theire Deſigne 
overthrowne beſids the hope of future trade and benefitt as by the ſaid Duch Gouer- 
nors Read before the Swediſh Gouernor and Interpreted into Engliſh 
did plainly appeer. 

8. In anno 1646 ſom Engliſh of Mewhawen haueing e land of che Indians 
propriators within the Engliſh limitts and fare from any of the Dutch plantations or 
trading houſes did there build a ſmale houſe for trade wherof the Duch Gouernor 
aforeſaid being Informed hee ſent a proteſt dated Auguſt 3d. 1646 Stilo novo ; charg- 
ing thoſe Engliſh marchants to be Injurius breakers of the peace and threatened to 
proceed againſt them by force. | 
9. When the Comiſhoners for the vnited Engliſh Collonies mett att Newhauen in 
Anno 1646 and wrote to the ſaid Duch Gouernor about the formentioned trading 

| houſe hee in his anſware againe declares his reſolution to procequte his vnjuſt 
claime againſt the ſaid Engliſh by armes ; and in a proud and moſt offenciue mannor 
proteſt againſt the Comiſſioners for the vnited Engliſh Collonies as breakers of the 
league and violaters of the right of his Lords for being ſoe bould as to + meddle att 
Newhauen within the limitts of New Neatherland &c. 

10. The Duch for many years together layed a particulare claime to Conecticot 
River by him called the freſh Riuer with the land on both ſides of it as by them duly 
purchaſed from the Indian propriators and did much complaine of the Engliſh on the 
River eſpecially Hartford for vſurping and withholding theire Right in thoſe lands; 
To which the ſaid Engliſh returned anſware cleareing theire right and proceedings 
But the Duch Gouernor not therwith ſatisfyed, by letter dated July 2oth 1643 ſtilo 
novo and directed to the honered Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts continued his com- 

plaint whervpon the whole counſell of the collonie conſidered the Duch claime from 
the Pequots as themſelues pretended it 1640 with the anſware returned by the Eng- 
liſh att hartford and Receiued further light from Mr. Winſlow one of the Comiſſion- 
ers for Plymouth whoe deſcouered the faid-freſh River when the Duch had neither 
trading houſe nor any pretence to a foot of land there and vnderſtood that the Eng- 
liſh within Plymouth Pattent Reſeated Attawanott and others the true propriators of 
the lands in queſtion ; whoe had been oppreſſed by the Pequots but ſtill continued 
theire Right ahd from the Engliſh att hartford purchaſed a due title ; yet offered to 
Refer the whole cauſe to Indifferent Arbetrators either in England holland or heere 
All which Mr. Winthorp then Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts by his letter dated Sep- 
tember 18, 1643 Returned to the Duch Gouernor in the name and by the aduiſe of 


the 


+ This ſhould be meet. 
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the Maſſachuſetts generall court as faire and Satisfactory; but then aded the com- 
plaints of the Engliſh att Hartford againſt David Prouoſt the Dnch agent att Concc- 
ticott and ſome of his family for ſundrey vaworthy paſſages as puting the Duches 
cattle in the Engliſhes corne fields entertaining Engliſh fugetiues and healping them 
to file of theire Irons perſwading ſervants to ran from theire maſters Receiveing 


and Buying ſtolen goods and Refuſeing to Returne them when demaunded vpon 


equall Satisfaction marrying ſom Engliſh coupples when Refuſed att the Engliſh 
Plantations ; But the Duch Gouernor takeing no care to ſuppreſle theſe and the 
like miſcarriages ; The Duch agent and his companie grew to a ſtrong and vnſuffer. 
able bouldnes ; to entertaine into the Duch houſe att hartford an Indian captiue 
lyable to publicke puniſhment and fled from her maſter Refuſing ro deliver her 
when Required thervnto by the Engliſh mageſtrates, and as was Reported the aid 
captiue was after either married to or abuſed by one of the Duch ſeruants the Duch 
agent in height of diſorder and contempt of authoritie Reſiſts 
the watch att hartford drawes and breakes his Rapier vpon theire weapons and by 
flight eſcapes (and not to inſiſt vpon other particulers) ſome of the Duch horſes be. 
ing Inpounded for dammages donn in the Engliſh es cornethe ſaid agent and four 
more with him made an aſſault and ftrak an Engliſh man whoe honeſtly ſought Iuſtice 
and in an hoſtile manner tooke away his Teame and lading; and after by cutting vpp 
and oppoling the ſeting downe partition fences betwixt the Engliſh and Duch by de- 
ſturbing the Engliſh at hartford in theire plowing ſowing and Reaping theire ground 
and corne; att ſeuerall times offences of theſe highly provokeing 
afronts ; the Comiſſioners for the vnited Engliſh Collonics from Newhauen att their 
meeting in September x 646 by letter enformed the Duch Gouernor but without 
fruite 

11. Monfieur Peter Steueſant in anno 1647 ſucceeded William Kieft as Gouernor 
ouer the Duch Plantations and began with ſome mixed complements both to the Go- 
vernor of the Maſſachuſetts and to the Gouernor of Newhanen he proffeſſed a Reſo- 
lation to hold good correſpondency with the Engliſh collonies but euen then layd | 
claime to all the land betwixt Delaware and conecticott Riuer as the Indubitate Right 
of his lords and maſters the ſtates generall of the vnited provinces or the weſtjndia 


companie which his predeceſſor either never did or did more obſcurely and ſoone 


after in September 1647 in a ſhipp belonging to Newhauen as ſold by himſelfe to Mr. 
Goodyeer and by him there to be delivered hee ſent armed men and without acquaint- 
ing any of the Majeſtrates of Newhauen with the cauſe or grounds thereof ſeized a 
Duch ſhipp trading in that harbour and by force charged her and her ladeing thence 
as a priſe to the Monhatoes, and ſoone after by a proteſt in Duch dated October 12 
1647 Stilo novo hee enlargeth his claime to all the land Rivers ſtreames &c. from 


Cape hinlopen (which may bee about Verginia) to Cape Cod from which drawing 
any 
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any line to the North Norweſt and weſt hee wholly takes in or encroiches fare vpon 
all the vnited Collonies and about the ſame by way of proteſtation or comaund hee 
requires from the Gouernor of Newhauen the both marchants and their goods with 
Reconition and that ſom of his fugetiues be returned ; as if Newhauen Collonie 
were vader the Duch Juriſdiction ; againſt theſe claimes Injurius and Imperius 
proceedings of the Duch Gouernor not onely the Gouernor of New-Hauen proteſt- 
ed but the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts and all the Comiſſioners for the Vnited 
Collonies duly witneſſed as theire ſeuerall letters will ſhew ; 

12. The Duch for private gaine from yeare to yeare haue furniſhed the Indians 
with great ſtore of guns powder and ſhott (a damnable Trade as the preſent Duch 
Gouernor in a letter cales it) which makes them inſolent Injurius and apte to diſturbe 
the peace of all about them beſids what hath paſſed betwixt the Engliſh Collonies 
and Willam Keift before mencioned, the Comiſhoners att ſeuerall times complained 
of this miſcheuivs trad to the preſent Gouernor as carried on not onely in private 
vnderhand way by particulare traders concerning which the Gouernor of Newhauen 
ſent vnto him a convincing euidence in an Iron hoofed with wiars to hange barrels 
of guns and lockes for them, diners of which was found within the heads of pipes of 
brand wine or other ſtrong liquours and brought by David Prowoſt the foremenci— 
oned Duch agent att hartford to Newhaven that the water coullered blacke with 
powder and barrels of guns that might be new ſteeled) But openly and largly car- 
ried on att Aurania ſent by allowance or knowlidge of the preſent Duch Gouernor 
himſelfe ; but they could neuer Receiue from him any anſware true and fatisfying ; 
but the trad goes on the Indians are furniſhed by the Duch and the peace of the 
countrey is therby in continuall hazard 

13. Wheras the Duch had conſtant free trad with the Engliſh in theſe partes with- 
out paiment of coſtom or any ſuch charge and free libertie to anker where they 
would in any of the Engliſh harbours ; the Engliſh marchants and marriners haue 
been put vpon much Inconvenience and forced to pay hevy coſtoms or Reconition 

att the Monhatoes ; a hath been there ſett vp in a place hazardous and Eng- 
liſh veſſels forced to anker there or deeply fined for Contempt though ſom of them 
could ſafely take theire oath they knew not the order and larg Recognition hath 
been Required and paied not onely for goods traded att the Monhatoes but for 
goods traded elſwhere, and onely paſſing by the Manhatoes, Name!y 15 Stivers for 
each beauer Mooſe or other ſkine ten ſtiuers for each halfe beauer ſkine and 2 or 3 

ſtiuers for each dear ſkine ; of which greivances the Comiſſioners haue ſought Re- 
dreſſe ſrom the Duch Gouernor but without Suckſeſſe or laſting fruite 

14. In Anno 1650 The Duch Gouernor according to a propoſition of his owne 
made three yeares before conſerning which ſeuerall prepoſitions had piſſed betwixt 
theEngliſh and himſelfe, mett the Comiſſioners att hartford where the complaints and 
differences on both ſides were propounded and conſidered : Thoſe mad by the Duch

Gouernor were anſwared to ſuch ſatisfaction that hee lett them fall; But the grei- 
vances propounded by the Comiſſioners for Conecticott and Newhauen being of a 
higher conſideration were att the Requeſt of the Duch Gouernor Refered to foure 
ſuch arbetrators as himſelfe choſe or accepted; and vpon a due and full hearing the 


award was drawne vp deliuered and accepted, but how attended by the Duch Go- 
uernor wilbee conſidered ; 


ARTICLES of AGREEMENT made and concluded att HARTFORD vþon 
CoNECTICOTT September the 19th. 1650 betwixt the DELIGATES 
of the honered COMISSIONERS of the ENGLIsH VNITED COLLONI1ES 


and the DELIGATES of PETER STEVISANT GOUERNOR GENERALL 
of NEW NETHERLAND ; 


VPON a ſerius conſideration of the Differences and occurrences propounded 
by the two Engliſh Collonies of Conecticott and Newhauen and the anſware 
made by the honored Duch Gouernor Peter Steviſant Eſqr. according to the truſt 
and power comitted to vs as arbitrators or deligates betwixt the ſaid parties wee find 
that moſt of the offences or greivances were things donn in the time and by the or- 
der and comaund of Monſeir Willam Keift the former Gouernor and that the preſent 
Gouernor is not prepared to make anſware to them: Wee therfore thinke meet to 
Reſpett the full conſideration and Judgment conſerning them tell the preſent Gouer- 
nor may acquaint the high and Mighty States and Weſt India companie with the 
particulares that ſoe due Reparation may accordingly bee made 

2. The Comiſſioners for Newhauen complaine of ſeuerall high and hoſtile Injuries 
which they and others haue Receiued from and by order of the aforſaid Monſeir 
Keift in Dellaware Bay and Riuer ; and in theire Returne thence ; as by theire for- 
mer propoſitions more fully appeer; and beſides the Engliſh Right claimed by Pa- 
tent preſented and ſhewed ſeuerall purchaſes they haue made on both ſides the Riuer 
and Bay of Dellaware of ſeuerall large tractes of land vnto aud ſomewhat aboue the 
Duch houſe and Fort there, with the conſideration giuen to the ſaid Sachems and 
theire companie for the ſame acknowlidged and cleared by the hands of the Indians 
whoe they doe affeirme were the true Propriators Teſtifyed by many Witneſſes 
They alſoe informed that according to theire beſt apprehenſions they haue ſuſtained 
a Thouſand pound Dammage there partely by the Swediſh Gouernor but cheifly by 
order from Monſeir Keift and therfore Required due Satisfaction and peacable 4 

ſeſſion 
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ſeſſion of theire aforſaid lands to enjoy and improue according to theire Juſt Right; 
The Duch Gouernor by way of anſware affeirmed and aſſerted the title and Right to 
Dellaware or the ſouth Riuer (as they call it) and to the lands there as belonging to 
the high and Mighty States and Weſtjndia companie and profeſſed hee mult proteſt 
againſt any other claime but is not. prouided to make any ſuch proofe as in ſuch a 
tretey might be expected; Nor had hee Comiſſion to treat or conclude any thinge 
therin; Vpon conſideracon wherof wee the ſaid Arbetrators or Deligates wanting 


ſufficient light to Iſſue or determine any thing in the premiſes are neſſeſitated to leaue 


both parties in Statue quo prius to plead and Improve theire Juſt Intereſt .att Dalla- 
ware for planting or trading as they ſhall fee cauſe onely wee deſire all proceedings 
there (as in other places) may bee carried on in loue and peace till the Right may 
bee further conſidered and Juſtly Iſſued either in Europe or heer by the two States 
of England and Holland ; 

3. Conſerning the ſeizing of Mr. Weſterhouſe's ſhipp and goods about three yeares 
ſence in Newhauen harbour vpon a claime to the place The honored Gouernor 
Peter Steviſant Eſqr. profeſſing that f paſſed in writing it was through Error of his 
Secretary his entent not being to lay any claime to the place ; and withall afeirming 
that he had order to ſeize any Duch veſlell in any of the Engliſh Collonies and har- 
bours which ſhould trad there without expreſſe Lycence and Comiſſion ; Wherefore 


thinke meet that the Comiſhoners of New Hauen accept and+ in this his anſware 


Conſerning the bounds and limitts betwixt the Engliſh vnited Collonies and the Duch 
provence of New Neatherland Wee agree and determine as followeth 


1. THAT vpon Long Iſland a line Run from the weſtermoſt parte of Oyſter Bay 
and foe in a ſtraite and direct line to the ſea ſhalbee the bounds betwixt the Engliſh 
and Duch there the Eaſterly parte to belonge to the Engliſh and the weſterly parte 
to the Duch ; 5 : 


2. The bounds vpon the Maine to begine att the Weſt fide of Greenwidge Bay 
being about four miles from Stanford and ſoe to Run a Northerly line twenty miles 
vp into the countrey and after as it ſhalbee agreed by the two gouerments of the Duch 
and Newhauen ; provided this ſaid line come not within ten miles of Hudſon's Ri- 
ver And it is agreed that the Duch ſhall not att any time heerafter build any houſe 
or habitation within ſix miles of the ſaid line The Inhabitants of Greenwidge to

Remaine 
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Remaine tell further conſideration therof bee had vnder the gouerment of the 
Duch. | ; 
3- That the Duch ſhall hold and enjoy all the lands in hartford that they are ac. 
tually poſſeſſed of knowne or ſett out by certaine Marks and bounds, and all the 
Remainder of the ſaid lands on both ſides Conecticott Riuer to bee and Remaine to 
the Engliſh there. 

And it is agreed that the aforeſaid bounds and limitts both vpon the Iſland and 
Mayne ſhalbee obſerved and kept vnviolable both by the Engliſh the vnited Collonies 
and all the Duch Nation without any encroachment or moleſtation vntill a full and 


finall Determination bee agreed vpon in Europe by mutuall conſent of the two States 
of England and holland, 


Conſerning fugitiues 


It is agreed that the ſame way and courſe ſhalbee obſerued betwixt the Engliſh of 
the vnited Collonies and the Duch within the prouince of New Netherlands as ac- 
cording to the eight article of confederacon betwixt the Englith collonies as in that 
caſe provided. 

Conſerning the propoſition of a nearer vnion of frindſhipp and amity betwixt the 
Engliſh and Duch Nation in theſe partes, eſpetially againſt common enemies wee 
Judge worthy of a due and ſerius conſideration by the ſeuerall Juriſdictions of the 
Vnited Collonies and accordingly defire it may bee comended vnto them that ſoe 
a Reſolution may bee had therin att the next yearly meeting of the Comiſ- 
ſioners; 

And in Teſtimony of our Joynt conſen tto the ſeuerall forgoeing concluſions Wee 
haue heerunto ſett our hands the 19th Day of September Anno Dom. 1650.

Beſides the precedent Articles it was agreed and the Duch Gouernor before all the 
Comiſſioners did ſolemnly and abſolutely promiſe (and his two Arbitrators Mr. Tho- 
mas Willett and Mr. George Baxter were not onely witneſſes but vndertakers pro- 
miſeing theire bond for cecuritic) that Greenwidge ſhould without delay bee ſettled 
within Newhauen Juriſdiction both parties by the award being expreſsly left to Im- 


proue theire Juſt entereſt in Delaware in planting and tradinge as they ſhould fee 
cauſe ; 
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cauſe ; and aduiſe giuen by all the Arbetrators Joyntly that all proceedings there 
ſhould bee carried on in loue and peace as in other places 

Whereupon many of Newhauen Juriſdiction the winter following ordered theire 
occations prepared to Remoue and plant in Dellaware the next ſpringe and according- 
ly in the March next ſhipt themſelues and theire prouiſions ordering theire courſe 
by the Monhatoes ; and the Gouernor of Newhauen wrot to the Duch Gouernor 
to prevent Ielouſies to aſſure him of the Engliſhes peacable and Righteus intentions 
and proceedings ; but before the Engliſh were arined att the Monhatoes though af- 
ter theire departure from Newhauen The Duch Gouernor ſent a proteſt wherin 
too little Reſpect to truth hee fully expreſſed againſt them a Reſolution of force of 
armes and Mortal opoſition to blood ſhede and when by the Meſſengers after theire 
arriuall they ſent theire letters and ſhewed theire Comiſſiones hee moſt Injuriuſly 
kept theire perſons cloſe priſoners and contrary to his owne expreſle promiſe to them 
reteined theire Comiſhoners till vnder theire hands they engaged though with very 
great loſſe and dammage to giue ouer theire voyage and Returne to Newhaven ; 
yett in his letters to the Comiſſioners dated October 14. 1651 New ſtile hee accounts 
this to bee civill Reſpectiue Naighbourly vſeage, againſt thoſe Injurious proceedings 
both the Generall Court for the Maſſachuſetts the Comiſſioners for the vnited Collo- 
nies and the Gouernor of Newhauen haue by theire ſcuerall letters duely witneſſed 
but hee hath learned to give loſſers leaue to ſpeake and to complaine and Returnes 
nothing but vnſatisfying and offenciue anſwares particularly in his formencioned let- 
ter to the Comiſſioners dated October 14 hee would evade his owne promiſe and his 
deligates engagement about Greenwidge as if it had been but conditionall depending 
both vpon Dellaware and a promiſe (by him pretended) of libertie for the Duch to 
trade with the Indians within the Engliſh limitts both which are certainly vntrue; 
And in the treaty (though att ſeuerall times) by letter and proteſt not onely in En- 
gliſh but in his owne language vnder his owne hand hee hath more then once laid 
claime to the land Riuers ſtreames &c. belonging to the Engliſh Collonies charging 
the Engliſh as vſurpers ; and hath Receiued ſeuerall anſwares ſending ſeuerall de- 
maunds hee profeſſeth before the Comiſſioners and before his owne Delligates that 
what was donne that way was by the Error of his Secretary himſelfe haue- 
ing noe Intent to lay any claim to the place which to vs, ſeemes ſtrange if not 
vntrue. 

15. Laſtly to add waight to the premiſſes Treachery and Crewelty are in bloody 
coullers preſented to vs and charged vpon the Duch Gouernor by many concurrent 
Strong and preſſing Teſtimonies of the Indians att leaſt ſence the hollanders in times 
of treaty begonne the vnexpected warr vpon England and ſence inſtead of giveing 
Juſt Satisfaction they have proclaimed theire Reſolution to continnue It; the Duch 
Gouernor and his Fiſcall (as by the cuidence following may appeer) haue been at 


worke 
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worke by gifts and promiſes to engage the Indians to cutt of the Engliſh within rhe 
vnited Collonies and wee heare the Deſigne reaches alſoe to the Engliſh in Verginnia 
they may have vſed more Inſtruments and baites then are yett deſcovered but the In- 
dians Round about for diners hundred of miles cercute ſeeme to have drank deep of 
an Intoxicating cupp att or from the Monhatoes againſt the Enzliſh whoe have 
tought theire good both in bodily and ſperittuall Reſpects 

Ninnigrett one of the Narraganſett Sachems hath wintered at the Monhatoes and 
as themſelues confeſſe hath exchanged preſents with the Duch Gouernor and Re- 
cciued enformation from the Naighbour Indians that a Duch Shipp lately arrived 
from holland hath brgught guns powder &c. and that a fleet is dayly expected and 
then a blow thalbee given to the Engliſh in theſe partes, hee was brought backe this 
ſpringe in a Duch ſloop (and as is reported) brought back a Duch ſpy : Vncas the 
Mohegen Sachem hath enformed Mr. haines Deputie Gouernor of Connetticott 
that the Duch Gouernor and Ninnigrett have entered a league that Ninnigrett hath 
given a great preſent of wampam and hath Received from the Duch Governor 
twenty guns with powder and ſhott anſwarable; that during his ſtay in thoſe partes 
Ninnigrett went over hudſons River gathered as many Sachems together as hee could 
made an ample Exclamation againſt the Engliſh and Vncas deſiring theire Aide and 
Aſſiſtance againſt them that Ninnigrett by a preſent of wampam and a promiſe of 
more had formerly engaged the wampeage Sachem to procure him an Artiſt both 
in magicke and poiſon ; Vncas vnderſtanding that this Artiſt was come with Ninni- 
grett into the Narraganſett countrey ſett a ſtrict watch both by ſea and land to ap- 
prehend him and his companie and accordingly his men in Vncas his abſence tooke 
a Cannoo with ſeaven perſons in it wherof one was a Pequott 4 was Narraganſett 
Indians and two was Strangers wherof one was brother to the Wampeage Sa- 
chem They firſt carried him to Mohegan and there vpon examination the whole 
plott formerly expreſſed was eonfeſſed by the Wampeage Sachems Brother and one 
Narraganſet Indian and the Powaugh and Poiſoner was deſcovered: whervpon Vncas 
his men in a Rage preſently killed him fearing hee might eſcape and doe Miſchiefe 
the other two being brouzlt to Connecticott and examined before Mr. haines did 
confeirme what they had confefſed att Monhegen 

From Providence and from the traders of Road Iſland the collonies are enformed 
that Pomham and Soconoco tormerly eſteemed enemies to the Narraganſett Indians 
are lately Reconcilled and that the Indians Diſcourſe is wholly in high comendation 
of the Duch with Difreſpect to the Engliſh that the Duch promiſe to furniſh them 
with comoditics att the halfe the priſe the Engliſh ſell them; that they are furniſhed 
with powder pl-ntifully as if it were ſand ; That Nimnigrett hath brought wildfier 
from the Duch which being ſhott with theire Arrowes will kindle and burne any 
thinge; that he had charged his men to procure amunition of all ſorts; and within 


that time they ſhould drinke ſtrong lyquors without limits PR” 
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And Reports to the fame purpoſe are dayly brought from the Northeren and 
Eatterci partes that the Indians grow generally Inſolent their carriage very ſuſpicius 
:n4 rey give out threatening words ſoe that many allarums are made ; the peace of 
ue Engliſh through the whole countrey deſturbed they are wearied with extreordina- 
ry watchings and wardings hindered in theire plowing ſowing preparation for plant- 
ing and other occations to theire exceeding great damage; And wee heare that 
ſome of the Duch att or about the, Monhatoes tell the Engliſh they ſhall ſhortly 
have an Eaſt India breakfaſt ; In which it is conceived they Refer that horrid Trea- 
chervs and crewill plott and execution att Amboina, the Duch deſigne heer in Re- 
ference to cercomſtances is by the Indians diverſly Reported ſome ſay that when the 
Duch fleet arives and ſignes from the ſhips att ſea and then att the ſame time they 
ſhall fall vpon the Engliſh the duch from theire ſhips the Indians by land; An Indi- 
an Sagamore vpon longe Iſland hoe profeſſes Reſpects to the Engliſh told his frind 
of the plott and that the Duch counſelled the Indians to fier ſome of the Engliſh 
houſes in all partes and when the Engliſh come forth to quench them then to ſhot 
them &c. an Indian ſquaw in the former warr with the Pequots found truſty to the 
Engliſh did lately fend enformacon to an acquaintance of hers att Wethersfield vpon 
Connecticott that the Duch and Indians was confeaderate to cutt of the Engliſh 
Treacheruſly the Time of Execution to bee in the ſeueral collonies in the day of elec- 
tion of Mageſtrates &c becauſe then it is apprehended the plantations wilbee left na- 
ked and vnable to defend them ſelues the ſtrength of each Collonie being gathered to 
the place of election: the ſaid Squaw adviſed that the Engliſh being forwarned would 
prepare for theire defence adding they had payed dear for ſlighting her enformacon 
when the Pequots came vpon Wethersfeild ; 

The Indians of long Iſland bring the Newes of this Plott to the Engliſh att hemp- 
ſtead and charging it particularly vpon the Duch Fiſcall capt : Vnderhill told the 
Fiſcall and others of it whervpon hee was fetched from Fluſhing by rhe Fiſcall with 
a gaurd of ſouldiers and confined to the Monhatoes till the Relation hee made at 
hempſteed was affeirmed to his face then without triall or hearing hee was diſmiſſed 
and all his charges borne; And it is further added that the Fiſcall being att hemp- 
ſteed ſent to a Sagamore hoe had laied the former charge to meet him att the Mon- 
hatoes promiſing him not onely ſafty but a Reward but the anſware hee returned was 
that the Fiſcall is a Traitor to the Enzliſh hee would not come to the Monhatoes bur 
att hempſteed would affeirme it to his face; which the Fiſcall had noe mind to heare 
but went (or as ſome ſay) Ran away; And not to multiply Indian Teſtimonies which 
from all partes of the countrey preſſe vpon the collonies wee ſhall conclude with a 
conſiderable Euidence giuen in at Stanford within Newhaven Juriſdiction the 17th 
of March laſt ; 9 Indian Sagamores whoe live about the Monhatoes did voullentari— 
ty without any Motive or Reward from the Engliſh fend theire Meſſengers to Stan- 
ford declaring and affeirming (euen after they were vrged by the Engliſh there to 

| teſtify 
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teſtify nothing but truth becauſe they muſt ſend theire Teſtimony to the Gonernor 
of Newhaven) That the Duch had ſoliſſited them by promiſing them guns powder 
ſwords weapons waſcoates and coates to cutt of the Engliſh ; The Meſſengers add. 
ed that they would not lye they were as the mouth of the Nine Sagamores whoc 21] 
ſpake, they noe lye they would affeirme it to the Duch Gouernor face; and that if 
the Duch were angry and ſhould therefore fight with them Noe force &c, The next 
Day being the 18th of March one of the cheife of thoſe Nine Sagamors with the 
ſonne and Brother of another of them came themſelues to Stanford and confeirm- 
ed what the Meſſengers had before in theire names Reported and to the further Sa- 
tisfaction of the Engliſh preſent profeſſed that the Duch Gouernor about a month 
before did earneſtley ſollicite the Indians in thoſe partes to kill all the Engliſh but 
they all Refuſed to bee hiered by him for that the Engliſh had donn them noe harme 
and for confeirmation the Meſſengers the Sagamore with the ſonne and brother of 
the other Sagamore in the preſence of the Engliſh ſett theire marke in writinge. 
Notwithſtanding all which the Duch Gouvernor hath ſent ſeuerall letters to 

the honered Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts The Gouernor of Plymouth and the 
Gouernor of newhauen profeſſing hee hath Receiued and learned from his principles 
agreeing with his owne diſpoſition to hould amity att leaſt Newtrallity with the Eng- 
liſh collonies and would haue a free commerce Though himſelfe firſt deſtrained all 
corne being tranſported thence into theſe parts; and defires to or ſend 
to treat with the Comiſſioners if time and place may be appointed for ſettleing of 
peace, but wee heare hee would ſend none but his Fiſcall whoe in Reference to the 
premiſſes is much diſtaſted by many of the Duch there and can not bee truſted heer 
and the Duch Gouernor acknowlidgeth that whateuer is concluded betwixt the Eng- 
liſh and him can hold noe longer then till hee Receiue ſom contrary comaund from 
his Superiors which by the premiſes may welbee Interpreted to bee when hee hath 
ſtrength and opertunitie to do vs miſchiefe whether as the ſtate of affaires cither in 
Europe berwixt the common wealth of England and the Netherlands or heer betwixt 
the Collonies and the Duch wee may ſafely admitt a treaty or what courſe wee are 
called to take for the honner and ſatisfaction of our nation the Reparation and ſafety 
of the Engliſh Collonics is matter of ſerius and waighty conſideration ; The gracius 
and wife God guid vs to conclude and doe what is Right in his fight without turn- 
ing aſide for any reſpects either to the Right hand or to the left; 

The Comiſſioners being exerciſed with different Apprehenſions vpon the Reading 
of the foregoing Declaracon they found cauſe to call in the counſell for the Maſla- 
chuſctts with the naighbouring Elders for aduiſe whoe being mett and haueing peruſcd 
the ſaid Narrative Returned the following anſware; 

Vpon the conſideration and debate had on the caſe comended to vs by the honnered 
Comiſhoners after vnſcined thankes Returned vnto them for theire Godly care for 
the ſafety of theſe Collonies our anfware is; |

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Notwithſtanding wee find the preſumptions to conclude the Duch Gouernor guilty 
of ploting with the Indians to cutt of the Engliſh in theſe partes to bee very ſtronge 


and ſuch as we can not deney yea ſuch as ſome of vs look att to be a ſufficient proof 


therof ; yett in conſience to that text with good aduiſe make warr and alſoe conſi- 
dering how vnexpedient and vnſafe it wilbee to ſuch a People as ourſelves to er- ci- 
ther in point of lawfullnes or expediency or both in a matter of this nature; Wee 
preſent it to youer godly wiſdoms whether in this great queſtion It doth not belt be- 
come a People profeſſing to walke in the Goſpell of peace haueing to doe with a peo- 
ple pretending to the ſame profeſhon ; That the Duch Gouernor haue 

an oppertunitie giuen him to anſware for himſelfe either by purgation or acceptance 
or Diſacceptance of Satisfactory propoſitions of cecuritie as the matter ſhall Require 


by whoſe anſware wherevnto our call to peace or warr may bee further cleared and 


the Incollumity of the Collonies in the Interim provided for ; 


The 28th of Aprill The Comiſſioners Receiued ſeuerall letters; two from the 
Duch Gouernor the one directed to the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts dated may 


the 15th 1653 Stilo novo the other directed to the Gouernor of Newhauen dated 
Aprill 22cond with a poſtſcript of the 234 in both which hee abſolutly and with 
much confidence denyeth the plott charged and offers to come or ſend to cleare him- 
ſelfe or deſires ſome may bo deputed thither to confider and examine what may bee 
charged and his anſwares: but then by other letters and Reports brought and pe- 
ruſed at the ſame time, the Conſpiracye is confeirmed and as is reported the Indians 
are haſted to execution; all which being duely conſidered The Comiſhoners accord- 


to the Duch Gouernors motion; Choſe out three approued agents namely Mr. Fran- 


cis Newman a mageſtrate of Newhauen Juriſdiction and capt. John Leuerett and 
Leiftenant William Davis of Boſton and ſent them with a Letter to the Duch Gouer- 


nor and two of his counſell and furniſhed them with Comiſſion and Inſtruction as fol- 
loweth ; | 


To the Right Worſhipful PETER STUYUtsANT Gouernor and Generall of the Duch 


Provence and to Monſieur MonTAicnt and to Captaine NzwToN 7200 of the 
Counſell for New Netherland, 


RicnT WoksHIP UL. The vnited Engliſh Collonies by letters treaty and pro- 
teſts haue often propounded theire and Required Reparacon both from 
the former and from youer ſelfe the preſent Gouernor but hitherto the Returnes 
haue been hoſtile affronts offenciue and att the beſt vnſatisfy ing anſwars But the evi- 
dence wee haue of late Treachrus Conſpiracye againſt ourſelues wiues and children 
(and that in a time when motions were made by you for a treatye of peace) calls 


for new-Counſells ; yett to cleare our Intentions and proceedings and to ſhew that no- 
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thinge but Neſſeſitie puts vs vpon other Remidies Wee ſhall as breifly as wee well 
may once againe declare former wronges ; and what cauſe wee haue to charge a 
late bloody plott. 1. And firſt letting paſſe an hoſtile affront etc. as followes ver. 
batime in the former declaration till wee come to the latter parte of the 14th ſection 
of aggreeuances as will appeer by + the marke in the Margent we proceed to the 
Duch Gouernor as followeth 

But omitting ſeuerall vnſatisfying particulars wee ſhall conclude former agreiuances 

with the Joynt and Juſt Requeſt that Thomas Nuton carpenter and ſomtimes an In- 
habitant ſence for a capital and hainous crime a priſoner within Conecticott Juriſdie- 
tion but thence made an eſcape and as a fugetiue firſt went Eaſtward and after to the 
Monhatoes ; and as wee heare is there entertained into office bee deliuered vnto our 
Comiſſioners now ſent vnto you or otherwiſe duly returned vnto hartford, that hee 
may bee there Juſtly tryed from whence hee freed according to an arti- 
cle in the aformencioned award 15. For wee paſſe to what adds much 
| weight to all the premiſes which may ſerue for anſware to two letters lately receiued 
the one directed to the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts the firſt 1653 Stilo novo the 
other to the Gouernor of Newhauen the 22cond 23d of Aprill laſt wher though 
many denyalls with deep proteſtations can not fatisfy yett according to your propoſall 
Wee haue ſent 3 agents or Comiſſioners to receiue and returne youer anſware to the 
former hoſtile and Injurius affronts and to declare the euidences wee haue of crewall 
and Treacherus plott by many concurrent ſtrong and preſſing Teſtimonies of Indians 
att leaſt charged vpon youer ſelfe and Fiſcall. Wee neither did nor doe conceiue that 

eith er of you would venture to impart ſuch Counſells to a multitude of Indians as are 
now filled with Reports from a few houſes vndnely fiered a whole towne may bee en- 
dangered Nay conſumed the Indians round about for diners hundred Miles ſeemes 
to haue a Miſcheivous Cupp putt into theire hands att or from the Monhatoes and 
noe Indifferent man can blame vs for prouiding againſt dangers when fluſh alarums 
are made; youer ſelfe confeſſe you made vſe of a heathen Teſtimoney againſt New- 
hauen in a caſe of land; and the Indians you mencion were noe more competent 
- Witneſſes in that caſe then theſe are in this; The agents of Dellaware in Monſeir 
Kieft's time made vſe of Indian Teſtimony in a ſtrang manner in a caſe of life and 
treaſon and what a bloody vie the Duch Gouernor ond his Counſell att Amboina 
made of the Japans confeſſion though extorted by torture againſt Captaine Towerſon 
and the Engliſh Chriſtians there youer ſelues probably are not ignorant; Nimnigrett 
one of the Narraganſett Sachems wintered at the Monhatoes ; and towards the ſpringe 
was Returned in a Duch floop himſelfe confeſſeth by his Meſſengers ſent vnto vs hee 
| exchanged 
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exchanged preſents with the Duch Gouernor and from the Indians there receiued 
enformacon what the laſt Duch ſhip brought from holland And yett when the fleet 
expected arriyeth a blow ſhalbee given to the Engliſh ; And though himſelfe (as moſt 
guilty perſons vie to do) deney the plott yett one of his Meſſengers heer both by 
ſpeeches and cariages Rendered both the Duch and Nimnigrett very ſuſpiſius; And 
the Wampeage Sachems Brother in Companie with one of the Narraganſett Indians 
confeſſed the plott before Mr. haines and others att hartford and that Nimnigrett went 
ouer hudſons Riuer and called a meeting of the Sachems, and there comunicated and 
thence diſperſed theire plott and conſpiracye againſt the Engliſh ; and wee heare of 
many Indians both vpon long Ifland and vpon the Mayne either haue or in ſome 
ſafe place being called and cecured will Teſtify the ſame to youer ſelfe and to youer 
Fifcalls face but wee ſhould enlarge to fare if wee ſhould but give the heads of eui- 
dences to this purpoſe and that without reward or ſoliſitation brought to vs from all 
partes our agents or Comiſſioners now ſent will both ſhew and attend theire Comiſh- 
ons and from them you may (if you pleaſe) heare more of the profe preſented to vs 
and from you by them wee ſhall expect ſpeedy and Iuſt ſatisfaction for all former greiv- 
ances and due cecuritie for the future for what paſſed in youer predeceſſors time (as 
by the award att hartford appeereth ; you haue had a large ſpace to acquaint yover 
high and mighty ſtates and to furniſh youerſelfe from theire principals to make due 
Reparacon, and for the latter wee ſhould bee much wanting both to our owne duty 
and to the expectation of the Collonies if vpon ſuch Reports and proofes wee 
did not Improue our beſt Indeauors for theire ſafety ; according to the Returne they 
bring from you wee ſhall giue our counſells and in the meane time reſt

Wheras the vnited Collonies haue formerly Receiued ſundry hoſtile affronts and 
Injuries in a Courſe of Succeſſion both from the former and the preſent Duch Gouer- 
nor theire Agents and by theire order for which they could never yett obtaine Repa- 
ration though often demaunded and haue lately Received enformacon of a treacherus 
plott contriued and proſequted by the Duch Gouernor and his Fiſcall againſt the

choſen and deſired to therin, And att Stamford you are to deliuer a letter to 


Francis Bell and Richard Lavis that the witneſſes may bee Reddy ait a Time and place 
conuenient to Euidence the truth both to the ſatisfaction of the Engliſh and convic- 
tion of the Duch if guilty; And that in theire preſence if it may bee; And wee heer— 
with deliuer vnto you two originall letters from Stamford; In the former you will

ton about A Comaunder in cheife whoe vpon due conſideration propounded foure as 
fitt for ſuch a truſt; Namely Major General) Denniſon Major Atherton capt: Leue- 
rett and capt : Savidge of which with Reſpect to the oppertunitie hee now hath to 
vew and obſerue the Scittuation and Fortification att the Monhatoes the Comiſſioners 
made choiſe of capt: Leuerett ynleſſe the Generall court of the Maſſachuſets pro- 
pound ſome conſiderable exception againſt him; and that the Comiſſioners whoe 
ſhalbee choſen for the yeare enſueing duering the time of the warr (if God cales vs

of the Collonies bee defectiue in payment, It is ordered that due Satisfaction bee made 
5 by ſuch Collonies that the Indians ſuſtaine noe dammage. 

The Comiſhoners conſidering how the precious light of the goſſpell might bee fur- 
ther comunicated and ſpred amongſt the Indians thought fitt to Incorrage Mr. 
Leuerich of Sandwidge in Plymouth Collonie for that good worke ; and ordered Mr, 
Rawſon to pay him the ſume of fix pound namely 3 pound in linnin for his owne vſe 
and 3 pound i in tooles for the vſe of the Indians ; 

Theſe foregoing concluſions were agreed by the Comiſſioners for the Vnited 


Engliſh Collonies att Boſton the 17th of May 1653 before the new Elections there

That Nimnigrett being att the Monhatoes in the winter that Ninnigrett ſent for 
Ronneſoke to ſpeake with him and hee Refuſed to goe in ſhort ; In ſhort time after 
hee came to him to Connarice with a pretence to borrow corne but when hee7came 
'there hee tooke him from his Indians by themſelues and told him that he had 
brought a Bagg of wampam to hier as many Indians as hee could vpon Long Ifland 
there as hempſteed nominated in particulare ; and hee faith that hee would cutt of 
Stanford and other ſmale plantations of the mayne And the Gouernor would cutt of 
Middleburrow and the other plantations of the Engliſh neare the Monhatoes; him- 
ſelfe and Ninnegrett tould mee Ronefſoke that the Indians ſhould come and fetch 
amunition lead and guns as many as they would and they ſhould goe on in theire de- 
liene as ſoon as they could and they ſhould want for nothing; After this parley Ron- 
aeſſoke went to proue the other Indians and by ſoe doeing the plott was deſcovered ; 
Ronneſſoke being att the Monhatoes the Gouernor aſked him wherfore hee did not 
goe v pon that Deſigne and bid him zoe on and hee ſhould want for norhing 

This Declaration was taken from the Indians owne mouth Ronneſſoke whoe is a 
Sagamore vpon the Ifland whoe would have come to hempſteed and Teſtifted the 
Vo.

The Relation of Roneſſoke from his owne mouth Interpreted by Addame the 
Indian is that the Indians tould him that the Duch ſaid they would goe and tell the 
Engliſh that the Indians will come and cutt of the Engliſh by ſuca a time; and that 
the Englith were apte to believe as Children; And further hee faith there hath been 
newes of more then one or two Indians ; and hee dare vndertake the thing to bee 
true the thing is that the Duch men were a ploting to cutt of the Engliſh in ſome of 
the ſmale rownes either hempſteed or Stanford and that they will doe it when the 
Duch men ſee there is noe other ſtrife but that they muſt die; hee fait h for his parte 
hee doth know nothinge vnto what the great Sachems or companie of the Indians 
know for hee is a little Sachem and hath few men vnder him 

The Relation of Powanege from his owne mouth Interpreted by Addam the Indi- 
an Whoe faith hee came from the Indians whoe dwell over the River ouer againſt 
the Monhatoes where the plott is a working that was this that the Duch men aſked 
the Indians whether they wovld leave them att the laſt caſt or ſtand vp with them and 
tould the Indians they ſhould fear nothinge and not bee deſcorraged becauſe the plott 
was deſcouered ; and faith this for youer men that want armes lett them come to vs 
and they ſhall haue powder and ledd and guns for ſoe many Indians as doe want ; And 
for the Engliſh they have noe greater Nation than Vncas to ſtand vp for them of Indi- 
dians ; And they would not haue to thinke but that the Right Mohaukes will 
ftand vp for vs for them were gott att the firſt hand ; Further hee ſaith hee heard 
this of Certainty from the Indians as the Dutch paſſe vp and downe amongſt the Indi- 
ans and the meſſengers were ymployed by the Gouernor and Fiſcall as the ſaid Indian 
Reports in the preſence of John Vnderhill Majeſtrate;

The Teſtimony of Addam the Indian taken the 11th of May 1653 whoe ſpake 
Engliſh very well, 

Whoe faith that this Spring the Duch Gouernor went to fort 1 and firſt 
went to a place called Ackickſack a great place of Indians from thence to Monne- 
fick, thence to opingona, thence to Warranoke thence to fortt Aurania; And foe 


fare hee went in his owne perſon, from thence hee ſent to Pocomtock, and hee 2 
* rie 
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ried with him many note of Sewan that is baggs of Wampam and delivered them 
to the Sagamors of the places and they were to diſtribute them amongſt their men 
and withall hee carried powder ſhott cloth ledd and guns ; and tould them hee would 
gett all the great Indians vnder him and the Engliſh ſhould haue the Skum of the 
Indians and hee would have thoſe Sagamors with theire men to cutt of the Engliſh, 
and to bee att his comaund when euer hee had vſe of them and hee was to find 
them powder and ſhott till hee had need of them; Further hee ſent one Gouert 
a Duch man to Marſey on longe Iſland to Nittanahom the Sagamore to aſſiſt him 
and to doe for him what hee would haue doe But the Sagamore tould him 
hee would haue nothing to with itt; Whervpon Gouert gave the Sagamore 
a great kettle to bee ſilent Nittanaham tould him hee had but twenty men and the 
Engliſh had never donn him wronge hee had noe cauſe to fight againit the Engliſh ; 

Further hee ſaith that Ninnegrett the Fiſcall and the Duch Gouernor were vp 
two daies in a cloſe Rome with other Sagamors ; and there was noe ſpeaking with 
any of them except when they came for a cole of fier or the like and much ſewan 
was ſeen at that time in Ninnegrets hand and hee carried none away with him ; fur- 


ther hee ſaith that Roneſſocke a Sagamore on long Iſland tould the ſaid Addam that 


the Duch Gouernor bidd him fly for his life for that the plott was now deſcouered ; 
and beſides hee ſends word dayly to the Indians that they had as good appeer now for 
when he is cutt of the Engliſh will cutt them all of

Benjamin Crane aged twenty foure yeares examined faith that liueing vp hudſons 
River with one Mis Mary Vandunkes Daughter of Mr. Doughtey his ſaid Miſtres 
can ſpeake uery good Indian and ſhee tould mee that three Sagamors that liue vp the 
countrey and many Indians Teſtify the ſame Namly that the Duch Gouernor and the 
Fiſcall had hiered them to cutt of the Engliſh and kill all tkey could; for the Re- 
ward they engaged themſelves to give them a ſhipp loading of powder and kittles 
and they ſhould haue theire Trade; and further teſtifyeth that his ſaid Mis did tell 
him that ſhee would have wrot this to New England but fhee durſt not; this my 
Miſtris tould mee about a month or three weekes ſence ; This Teſtimony was given 
into vs the 15th of May 1653 by Beniamine Crane whoe of his owne accord came

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The 16th. of this preſent att fluſhing wee ſpake with mis Vandunk whoe Relateth 
what the man ſaid onely ſhee differs in the Relation that it was not three Sagamors 
that tould her but one Mus a very truſty Indian ; ſhee faid further that the 
Fiſcall as hee came from fortt Aurania by beating vp his Drum two honres before 
the day wherby the Indians were alarumed and came together and the Fiſcall went 
on ſhore to them and tould them the Engliſh would cutt them of; and therfore 
would haue them cut of the Engliſh and hee gaue them a paper written wherby 
when they had effected the ſame they ſhould demaund of him and the Gouernor a 
ſhiploding of guns powder and ſhott and trading cloth that was coming to them and 
promiſed to ſtay four houres for their anſware but the Indians diſliking what hee 
propounded hee went away preſently wherupon they conſidered what the Fiſcall had 
donn; and faid it was the Rogery of the Fiſcall to ſett the Engliſh vpon them whoe 
coming and finding that paper with them would cutt them of wherfore they burnt it; 
this gentlewoman ſaith ſhee could ſay much in the caſe but ſhe dares not for fear; 
and knowes ſhee could produce many witnefſes that would Teſtify the Plott to the 
Duch Gouernor and Fiſcalls face if ſhee might bee ſecured, Mr. Doughty ſaid that 
hee knew more then hee durſt ſpeake ; further the Gentlewoman faith that the Ma- 
ques are Reddy to aſſiſt the Duch if the Engliſh fall vpon them this Reported to vs 
at fluſhing att captaine Vnderhills houſe.

Lorus a Duch man who is of good Report amongſt the Engliſh being att Stanford 
on the one and twenty day of Aprill 1653 did Relate to ſome of the plantation that 
the Gouernor of the Duch haueing receiued a letter from the Gouernor of Newha- 
uen ; diuers of the Freemen hearing of the ſame and withall of the Gouernor and 
ſome others comploting with the Indians to deſtroy the Engliſh gathered together and 
came to the Gouernor and Fiſcall and ſome others that were mett together; They 
defired to know of the Gouernor to what effect the letter was which was ſent from 
the Governor of Newhauen to him ; The Gouernor ſaid there was little in it of va- 
lue makeing nothing of the ſame But the Fiſcall ſaid to them they had ſent for him 
but hee would ſee them hanged before hee would goe to them ; This Duch man af- 
feirmes that the generallity of the Freemen doe ſay that if the New Engliſh States doe 
ſend a veſſell and men to fetch the Gouernor and Fiſcall and any that haue a hand in 
this- plott of Indians they will enforce them to goe to them and yeild to the Engliſh

This Teſtimony was giuen in vpon oath at Stanford the 9 of May 1653 by Siſley 
Hunt the wife of Thomas hunt of Stanford; and ſhee ſaith that one Mr. Clarke of 
Maſhpegg on longe Iſland heard the ſame ; 

The Teſtimony of Coco Taken att Stanford the 17th. of May 1653 being examin- 
ed faith that the Duch Gouernors Secretary did ſpeak with theire Wompean Sachems 
viz. Mekernon Meminkeh and Woowaurror to kill the Engliſh. 

Being aſked when the Gouernors Secretary ſo ſaid hee anſwared this Winter. 
Being aſked what anſware they made they anſwared why ſhould wee kill the Eng- 
liſh that haue donn vs noe wronge but you haue killed many of our people wrong- 
fully; being aſked what the Gouernor ſaid to this hee ſaid it was Wenegen ; then 
hee ſaid (That is the Duch Gouernor) lett Vncas bee killed ; 

Being aſked how hee came to know theſe things hee anſwared Mowarranoke told 
him them ; 

Mowarranoke examined faith being aſked if hee had Related thoſe things before 
expreſſed to Qwoque hee anſwared hee had foe. 

Being aſked how hee came to know theſe things. he anſwared that Wowarror a 
Sachem came and tould him of it with giueing him a great charg to tell it to the 
Engliſh. 

Wowarroonoke being aſked if Wowarror could bee procured to Teſtify this to 
the Duch Gouernors face if the Engliſh ſhould haue occation for itt hee anſwared 
that if the Engliſh will promiſe them ſafty hee would come and teſtify the ſame be- 
fore the Engliſh Sachems to the Duch Gouernors face; hee further added that they 
gaue the Engliſh Sachems their harts ; 

Further being aſked how Wouwarror came to bee of the Duch Gouernors Coun- 
ſell in this whether by being occationally or being ſent for on purpoſe ; hee faith 
that Wouwaurror was ſent on purpoſe. 

Being aſked further wher Mekernow and Meminkeh the other two Sachems liued 
and how they came to bee of the Counſell ; hee anſwared they live together in one 
place; and were all ſent for by the Secretary and Gouernor. 

Being aſked what Reward they were to have for foe deeing; hee anſwared that 
they promiſed noe Reward att all ; for Wouwaurror ſhewing his diſlike of the thinge 
they preſently brake of. 

Being aſked if hee had any thing more to ſay ; and being tould that they dig well 
not to aſſent to ſuch a wicked plott ; hee anſwared noe wee haue noe more to ſay ; 
this is truth and wee muſt not make more. 

Being aſked if the Dutch vſed any arguments to encurrage the Indians in ſuch a 


deſigne; hee anſwared they did; telling them how the Duch killed the Engliſh-ouer 
the ſeas.

Henry Ackerley of Stanford being att the Monhatoes in the Month Aprill 1653 
and the houſe ot Mr. Allerton wher with him was preſent captaine Vnderhill alſoe 
Gorge Wolſy and his wife; Into theire companies came an Ingliſh man whoe ſo— 
journed with henery Broſſier att the Monhatoes which Engliſh man afeirmed in the 
preſence of them all; That the Gouernor of the Monhatoes in a meeting of ſome of 
his chiefe ; the Fiſcall being with him buſy in diſcourſe ; ſome Indians being there 
by them The Gouernor aſked the Indians whether they would or could afeirme and 
charge vpon them, that was the Gouernor and Fiſcall that they did ſett them on 
to burne the houſes poiſon the waters of and kill the Engliſh ; The Indians preſent- 
ly afeirmed to theire faces that they ſoe did; and that of themſelues they had noe 
occation ſoe to doe nor thoughts of any ſuch thing vntill they were moved to the

that they accompliſhed what hee intended and that they ſhould fall vpon hemſteed 
and cut them of firſt and the other townes was ezey cutt of as they pleaſed ; ypon 
this Report I the ſaid deponant went to Fluſhing to hier Lambert Woodward to 
bring mee and my family and my goods with other Naighbours to Stanford and as 
wee were going to Fluſhing I ſaid to my Naighbours wee will goe to Middleburrow 
and Informe them of the buſines whether wee went and came to Leiftenant Palmers 
and enformed him of what wee heard which is what before I haue related; and 
thervpon was a Towne meeting preſently called and being there wee related the ſame 
to the moſt of the Towne ; ſome of them gaue creditt to what wee ſaid others did 
not; Whervpon Mr. Coe Majeſtrate ſaid hee could not beleeve that the Duch Go-

z. The Duch Gouernor and ſome others about him haue been formerly accuſed 
or ſuſpected of Inſtigateing and Annimateing the Indians againſt the Engliſh, Bur 
lately a Treacherous and bloody plott hath been deſcouered and by more witneſle; 
then could have been expected charged vpon him his fiſcall &c by which the peace 


of the Collonies hath been much deſturbed ; and the lives of them and theires are 
in continuall danger 


4. According to aduiſe from the honered Counſell and Elders heer the Duch 
Gouernor hath had a full oppertunity to purg himſelfe to make ſatisfaction for for- 
mer wronges and to ſecure the Collonies for the future ; but his carriages encreal- 
eth the euidence of his guilt ; noe Reparacon can bee had for what is paſt, nor 
doth any way or meanes appeer by which the Collonies may expect peace and ſafty 
for time to come | 

5. The Inſolency Treachery and bitter Enmity exerciſed by the Duch in Europe 
againſt the Commonwealth of England which they alſoc Manifeſt againſt all the Na- 
tion abroad when they have oppertunitie and power may in Reaſon aſſure vs that if 
once they have leaſur to ſend any ſmale fleet to the Monhatoes the Collonies can 
neither bee ſafe in theire perſons or eſtates on ſhore nor in theire Trad att ſea 

6. Though the Engliſh whoe live within the Duch Juriſdiction about the Monha- 
toes may bee Juſtly blamed for ſetileing themſelues vnder that Gouerment yett the 
moſt of them did it before any breach betwixt the two Nations And now they are in 
continuall feare not onely from the Duch but from the Indians by the Duch Inſtiga- 
tion and the danger dayly encreaſeth becauſe they will not engage themſelves by 
oath for the Duch againſt the Engliſh Nation and Engliſh Collonies ; And vnles 
ſpeedy healp bee affoarded they and theires may ſoone bee cutt of: 

7. What Raſh attempts ſom from Road Ifland have made againſt the Duch and 
bow fare they may now engage with Capt : Vndricll in this Nationall quarrell and

Conſerning that late execrable plott tending to the deſtruQion ot ſoe 
many deare ſaints of God which is Imputed to the Duch Goueraor and Fiſcall wee 
conſciue the proofe and apprehenſions alledged to bee of much waight to enduce vs 
to belecue the Reallitie therof ; And have great cauſe to acknowledge the ſpetiall 
favor of God in its deſcouery and the faithſull care of his ſervants in authoritie over 
vs as the meanes vnder God of our continnued ſafty and peace; yett vpon ſerious 
and conſtencious examination of the proofe produced wee cannot find them ſoe fully 
concluſiue as to cleare vp preſent proceedings to warr; Before the world and to 
beare vp our harts with that fullnes of perſwaſion that is meet in Comending the caſe to 
God iu our praiers and to his people in our exhortations; the beginning of ſtrife be- 
ing alſoe as the letting in of waters; And conceiueing good cauſe to hope that the 
diſcouery of the plott through the bleſſing of god is and wilbee a great diſappoint- 
ment of it; Therfore wee humbly conceiue itt to be moſt agreeable to the Goſpell 
of Peace which wee profeſſe and ſafeſt for theſe Collonies to forbear the vie of the 
{word, till the Lord by his prouidence and by the wiſedome of his ſeruants ſett over 
vs ſhall further cleare of his mind either for our ſetled peace or moſt manifeſt grounds 
of warr that wee may not proceed doubtfully and ſoe unſafely in ſoe waighty a caſe 
in the mcan while wee may comfortably Comitt ourſelues vnto the Lord waighting 
vpon him in a poſture of Defence and Reddines for action as need ſhall Require 
hoping that the Lord will not ſuffer his people to looſe by theire tendernes of Con- 
ſience in being flow to ſheed blood. 

And the next Day from the Generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts the following 
writing was Read ; | | 

The Deputies haueing taken into ſerious Conſideration the matters Relateing to 
peace or warr with the Duch ; Comended to them for counſell and adviſe haue 
thought meet to make theire Returne that according to theire beſt apprehenſions in 
the caſe they doe not vnderſtand wee are caled to make a preſent warr with the Duch; 
yett Judge itt meet that ſomething ſhould bee done to make proviſion for ourſelues 
and confederates by ſending of Meſſengers to Require ſatisfaction for wronges and 
Injuries done and to demaund ſecuritie from them for the future in Reſpect of the 
vnited Collonies for the number of perſons and the way and means of accompliſhing 
the ſame wee leaue to the honered Comiſſioners of the vnited Collonies to determine 
of as they in theire wiſdomes ſhall Indge moſt meet; vſeing as much care and ten- 
dernes to avoid warr in the purſuance therof as may bee ; voted by the Deputics 
with Reſference to the Conſent of the honered Majeſtrates thervnto ;

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The 29 of May by Lettres dated hartford And Newhauen the 26th further Inforina- 
con was giuen that the Duch Gouernor continnueth to Stire vp and hier the Mouve- 
haques and other Indians betwixt hudſons Riuer and Dellaware againſt the Englith by 
giveing them wampam and coates for the preſent and engageing to pay them 20 fa- 
thom of wampam and 4 coates a day for ſoc many daies as they ſhalbee Imployed in 
ſeruice of the Duch that they may bee Reddy vpon any ſhort warning either to de- 
fend them att the Monhatoes or to cutt of the Engliſh both on long Iſland and the 
plantations within the vnited Collonies on the mayne and to furniſh them with com- 
pleat armes for the deſigne; The number of Indians thus engaged are diuerſly Re- 
ported ſome ſpeake of a thouſand att leaſt others of Many more; the Reports come 
ſeucrall ways from the Indians and from Relations that ſeuerall Duchmen themſelues 
make therof to the Engliſh ; 

May the 3th wee Receiued the following letter from Mr. Norris Teacher of the 
Church of Salem by capt: Hathorne ;

I DESIRED much to haue comended ſome thoughts to the honered Comiſſioners 
att this Time by writing conſerning the Buſines about the Duch which haue cauſed 
many a penſiue hart with vs but time not permiting That I onely ſignify vato youer- 
ſelfe the heads and grounds of ſome of our feares and Jealouſies to bee comvnicated 
tothe Reſt ; to bee conſidered in a matter of this Conſequence 

I. our feares are heer if nothing bee done in the cafe vpon ſuch grounds and mo- 
tives as haue been held forth wee ſhall plainly declare our newtrallitie in the quarrell 
of our Nation and ſoe bee looked att by the Parliament of England as Newters and 
dealt with all accordingly which may bee miſchiefe to the whole countrey 

2. our feares are further that if the Indians and Infidels heer perceiue and find at- 
ter ſoe many and great prouocations giuen vs; ſuch terrifüngs and affrightments of 
vs ſuch ſhewes of high Reſolutions amongſt vs by our Muſterings by Day and ala- 
rums by night and the boaſting of our confidence in our god and his healp yet wee 
dare not putt forth in a&e but ſpend all our time in partes and diſputes whiles the 
enimies fortify againſt vs and Inſult ouer vs; It will make them Intolerable Infolent 
for future time ; and cauſe them to blaſpheme and deſpiſſe both our God and ourſelucs 
which were a woefull Scandall to them and to the World of ſad Conſequence to our- 
ſelues Matthew the 18th. 17 8 

3. Wee feare moreouer that our brethern liueing neare the Duch and Indians haue- 
ing made theire moane to vs and deſired our aſſiſtance of them if they bee neglected 
and ſuffer by it to blood and life; leaſt that Curſe of the Angell of the Lord againſt 
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Meros in the like caſe ſhould fale vpon vs; Judges the 5t. 23 which the Lord tor. 
bidd. 

4. Wee feare that the Arguments and Reaſons giuen to the Contrary which wee 
cannot vnderſtand though plauſſible may not bee ſufficient to ballance the former con- 
ſideration to caſt ſoe waighty a cauſe 

Thus not charging ought vpon any but declaring the feares of many and tendering 
the grounds to the conſideration of ſuch whome it conſernes wee earneſtly and 
humbly pray that the Lord will in much Mercy to his people guide and direct them 
all for the belt

The + of May 1653 Mr. Auguſtine Heerman came to Boſton and brought Letters 
from the Duch Gouernor which are as followeth 


HoxoRED SIRS, 


THE ſudden Departure of youer Meſſengers contrary to our friendly Invitation 
without coming to any concluſion about theſe weighty affaires as theire order and Co- 
miſſion did Import or giueing any punctuall anſware to our well meaning propoſitions 
makeing foe great haſt that they would not attend one halte day to take our anſware 
with them vnto youer honered large and conſiderate meſſage ; honered Sires this 
might cauſe in vs thoughts of noe Reall Intentions howeuer hetherto wee haue made 
the belt Conſtruction of it; youer meſlengers Cloaking theire ſuddaine Departure 
vnder pretence of the day of election to bee held this weeke att Boſton att which 
they muſt appeer it poſible and that they had noe further order nor time ap- 
pointed; 


HONORED SIRS 


Wee haue in purſuance of our laſt adreſſe to youer meſſengers done this ſunday 


att night before ſunſett thought good to lett this ſerue for anſware to youers dated 
the 2cond of may in Boſton and deliuered vnto vs the 22cond of the fame month 
new ſtyle. | | 

In the firſt place you ſay that the Vnited Collonies ſcuerall times by letters Trea- 
tvs and Proteſts haue propounded theire grieuances and ſought Reparations both 
from the preſent and former director; but haue to this preſent ben mens

hoſtile affronts and offence taken in great parte inſteed of anſwares; honered Sirs 
the particulariſing in the purſuance of the explanation and Remonſtrance of youer 
meſſengers ſuppoſitions and additions which they add that the former as well as the 
preſent Gouernor Generall of the Reſpectiue Collonies by ſundry letters treaties and 
proteſts haue ſought ſatis faction for thoſe affronts Injuries and anticipations and vſur- 
pations vpon theire principall pretended ſtreams and purchaſed lands ; But to this 
preſent haue Received nothing but delatory exceptions offenciue affronts and vn- 
pleaſing anſwars, as well in the ſouth Riuer bay called Dellaware bay as vpon the 
freſh Riuer by you called Conecticott the which by liuing Teſtimony to this Day you 
could never make appeer ; but for aſmuch I and noe is a laſting oppoſition and foe 
Remaines in caſe it bee not deſided by lndiiferent Judges and arbetrators, wee haue 
alwaies ſhewed ourſclues willing, and by this wee doe alſo declare to remoue the 
queſtion either to Indifferent perſons heer or to the Determination of both our ſu— 
periors in our natiue Countries; wee alſoe defired to enter into further Conference 
with youer meflengers about the aforemencioned points and matters in queſtion ; 
and haue produced our euidence and Inſtructions and ſhewed them wherin wee made 
our exceptions as our laſt adreſſe to them did Import not being ordered to determine 
the matter heer but onely to ſeeke reddy and full Satisfaction non in ſpecie ſedd in 
Genere as theire demaunds were may bee extended add Infinnitum ; Itt would be a 
long and tedious relation to anſware all points which in the letters you particularize 
to the number of 14 or 15 articles, and to repeat them wee eſteem it vnneſſaſarie, 
the rather becauſe the moſt parte of them were deſided proviſionally in the articles 
of agreement att hartford vpon the 19th cf the 7th called September 1653 or att 
leaſt recomended to the prinicipalls of both parties in Europe as may appeer by the 
aforſaid agreement or contract Inſerted in the letter by youerſelues ; Wee ſhall ther— 
fore neither trouble you nor ourſelues with reiteratiue repetition of letters proteſts 
and anſwars ouer and againe paſſing betwixt parties onely on this conſideration to 
remoue any further progreſſe in new diſcontents which tend onely to our trouble; 
Wee ſhall onely take notice of one Word which you youerſelues Inſert in the be- 
ginning of youer letter that the multitude of by paſt miſcheifs (or as the words 
themſelues preſent) former wronges once againe repeated; To charge a bloody 
plott notwithſtanding that the complaints are and remaine in the firſt place not prou:d 
2condly Ill applyed and alledged ; and laſtly may bee applyed to the advantage of 
youer complined as the complainers ; and in the ſeuerall proteſts made by the noble 
Lord Keift ; and as againſt ſundry vſurpations ; Vpon good grounds to vnderſtand 
that our Lords Superiors who were abuſed in their Rights according our vnderſtand- 
ing remaine ſoe to this day; and will in that caſe with very many more bee in parte 
ruined ; and it comes to paſſe about this matter namely in Conſideration of the ab- 
larditie of a late bloody plott which is neuer yett deſcouered nor neuer ſhalbee

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proued; to charge vs with the old and vndeſided differences of parties in the like 
quallitie defending theire Right and Juriſdiction of their ſuperiors If any Engliſh 
bee It in a priuate or by the Conſent of the Gouernor and reſt of Newhauen haue 
bought and paied for any lands within the limits and Juriſdiction of New Nether- 
lands and by vertue therof vpon long Iſland by Captain Howe att Stanford by Mr. 
Feaux in the ſouth Riuer by Thomas Lamberton, and haue contracted to build, this 
is not the queſtion but the queſtion is and remaines vnder whoſe Juriſdiction Thoſe 
landes of longe Iſland Newhauen Conecticott and the ſouth River are accounted 
before they were bought built and Inhabited by the perſons aforſaid; The Comiſhon- 
ers of New England will ſay vnder their Juriſdiction the Gouernor of New Nether- 
land in oppoſition that you are vnder them; and it hitherto appeers the laſt ſtrives 
to haue it to theire aduantage with the parties themſclues in theire letter complaine 
of theſe Conſerning many Injurious Proteſts received and old hoſtillitie ſuffered 
againſt which it ſhall neuer bee made appeer that our oldeſt naighbours as thoſe of 
Verginnia Boſton and Plymouth Collonies ener yet Complained of any encroaching 
vpon any of their Juriſdictions by our nation; But att all times both ſides haue poſ- 
ſeſſed theire owne in peace and coreſpondency loueingly together till ſuch time a 
while agoe the Gouerment of Hartford and Newhauen doe not to this day make it 
appeer by what authoritie and vnder whoſe comiſſion it came to bee begun and 
carried on between both ; long after the hollanders had bounded theire limites by 
the fort the hope vpon the freſh Riuer wee are not willing heer to particuler becauſe 
it was ated before our time The Injuries loſſes and affronts that our noble high Sou- 
veraignes and noble Lords Bywenthebbers as Lords patrons of this prouince and 
theire Subjects haue ſuffered in abuſing and vilepending theire ſaid high any mi 
armes in abuſing ſtriking and wounding theire ſeruants and ſubje&s in theire taking 
away pounding and ſelling of theire Cattle horſes Cowes and hoggs in their antiſipita- 
tion and vſerpation vpon theire bought and paied for Lands as appeers by the extract of 
our daily heerwith ſent of which the particulers can bee abundantly made to appeer 
by Teſtimony now liueing for which wee may require full and ſpeedy Satisfaction 
and reparation and r: ſtiturion; not from the honered Comiffioners in generall but 
from thoſe in particulare whom it conſernes being paſt before our time as a preſent 
Sntisfaftion is ſou ht from vs for pretended loſſes and affronts as well from us as 
from our predeceſſors; But in regard we would not willingly put the tinder to the 
Ker in theſe dang. rous times which would gine occation to the advancing of hert 
durnings as alſoe for that wee will not againe kindle the fier prouided for att hart- 
ford by the a.;reement being more att large conered with the athes of oblivion all 
by paſt queſtions bee remoued and left to the Direction of our Superiors of either 
partie wee will therfore for that End not Inſiſt vpon this. 
| Conſerning 
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Conſerning the other particulare Complaints againſt John Johnſon being Comiſ- 
ſioner or in Comiſſion on the ſouth Riuer now long ſence dead; and againſt Dauid 
Prouoſt that was in Comiſſion vpon the houſe the hope foraſmuch as the ſame is 
vnknowne to vs wee ſhall for the preſent times bee better enformed not defending 
much leſſe allowing but a word in anſware wee ſay to it which is particularly laid to 
our charge ; begining with the 1 1th. Article of your letter where it ſaid that wee with 
a ſhipp belonging to Newhauen being ſold by ourſelues to Mr. Goodiear haue ſent 
Armed ſouldiers and without any notice giuen haue taken from thence a Duch mar- 
chants ſhipp ; It is acknowlidged but with this onely exception that the ſhip Swall 
although ſold to Mr. Goodiear it was not att that time delivered and alſoe not fully 
paid for; the Shipp that was fetched from thence was a Runaway a deceiuer of his 
owne Maſter and our Maſters haueing Receiued by Intelligence that ſhee was come 
within the Limits of the Companies Pattent without accuſtomed Comiſſion; and by 
vertue therof confiſcable as wee haue made appeer before the Comiſhoners 
att hartford according to theire agreement; In the 12tn. Article is a generall com- 
plaint againſt the Trad of prohibited goods as Muſkets powder and ledd with the Na- 
tines ; wee neither will nor can allow or wholly excuſe our nation therin but ſhould 
wee giue more occation of complaints to our ſide in the caſe which our naighbours 
doe Juſtify in that they continnually euery yeare doe by ſtealth carrying out great 
quantities of guns and powder into thefle prouinces and ſupply the Natives therwith 
at the 2cond. and 3d. hand notwithſtanding the orders and declarations made and 
Manifeſted to the contrary to prohibite it heer being as great Inquiry made after ſuch 
actings as in any place whatſoeuer non Entis nulla accidentia ; beſides while theſe 
thinges are vndeſcouered they can not bee puniſhed ; 

The complaint alledged in the 13th. Article againſt the Erecting of a hand againſt 
which all ſmale veſſels are accuſtomed to Anker and againſt the Acknowlidement 
deſiring to bee anſwared; euery place making and ordering for the times being ſuch 
ordinances as they thinke molt fitt It ſeems it is complained of by naighbours as they 
pretend theire veſſels haue been Chaſed and forced to an Ancker at more vnſutable 
Places then our owne ; And if wee take more ſtrict account of theire negociations 
then of our owne which neuer was done; And that all Duch ſhipps in New England 
are free neuer haue paid anceridges in any place; of which wee can produce good 
proofe to the contrary: if need Require but ſee noe cauſe ſor it; men being to ex- 
pect to find lawes in every place but not to bring lawes with them; 

What followeth in the 14th. Article touching the agreement made att hartford 
and the complaint made therin mencioned, neuer was there any thing done or act— 
cd by vs in oppoſition of our Comitties Willett and Baxter haue Cloſed or ſigned to | 
any thinge after the precloſe of the Agreement more then the charge and the In- | 
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ſtructions giuen them by vs more then theire Comiſſions and Inſtructions allow It is 
beyond our Knowlidge; | 

Conſerning the Bounds of our Limits and the ſouth Riner and to forbid trade 
much more to ſhutt it vp; any thing but by approbation and agreement declared 
and aſſented by our Soveraigne Lords in Europe wee declare over and aboue; the 
2cond. point of agreement in the Articles touching the deuiding of the Limits faith 
in theſſe proper words that the Inhabitants of Greenwich ſhall Remaine vnder the 
Gouerment of the Duch vntill further Orders and Conſideration therin ; And to de- 
clare that wee would not therfore in any meaſure ſhew oppoſition to the aforſaid Ar- 
ticles wee haue not meddled with or Interrupted any of the Subjects of Greenwich 
nor place it ſelfe nor haue not made any order or placed Mageſtrates therin ; but 
left them as Newtralls as, at this time wee yett doe till ſuch times as they ſhalbee deſ- 
poſed of by theire Superiors in Europe according to agreement What conſernes Del. 
laware bay both before and after during the Arbetration wee haue proteſted before 
the honered Commiſſioners That wee may not admite of any habitation of people 
to bee therin being contrary to the Comaund of our Superiors ; being conformable 
to the 2cond. Article of theire agreement and could not in that Regard leaue our 
ſelues without blame and Blemiſh to our Maſters and Superiors. If wee ſhould make 
ſoe great a neglect and treſpas vpon the Comiſſion and Inſtructions giuen And by 
the way not to lett flip the ſiting downe of the people att Newhauen in the ſouth River 
of New Neetherland the which wee haue Mannifeſted vnto them at Newhauen by a 
formerProteſt and Diſlike to forwarne and aduertiſe them therof and to hold forth our 
Innoſency from all Dammage or bloed ſhedding which might apparently enſue ther- 
by; And what further conſernes the matter and Narrative in Relation that wee 
ſhould put theire Mefſengers into faſt hold and take theire Comiſſions and Inſtruc- 
tion from them to the Intent aforſaid the buſines being well examined and looked to 
wilbee, found that the Meſſengers were Civilly vſed and entertained att the houſe 
ol our Captaine Leiftenant of our towne Martin Crygar ; 

To the Concluſion of youer honered letters touching the Conſpiracye with the 
Natiues or Barbaros wild people letting paſſe our former proteſtation touching the 
ſame there ſhall neuer any appearance of truth be found in it; If youer meſſengers 
had ben pleaſed to haue made enquiry into the according to due cource 
and mannor of law our Innoſencye and the truth of our caſe had ben truly deſeoured 
and found out Wee ſhall not argue further vpon this matter Conſcia Mens Recti fa- 
ma Mendacia Ridett And it ſhalbee a braſſen bulworke for vs againſt any which will 
put vpon vs and our Nation any falce Rumer or Report or any trouble or Molleſta- 


tion therby, 


And 
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And ſoe proceed to our defence without Intention of offerice or taxing any and to 
vic ſuch meanes as God and the law of the people and the truſt and commaund put 
vpon vs by our {uperiors, wee have better grounds than to cloake our proceedings 
by a falce rumer and report of wild and barbarous people therby to ruine our naigh- 
bours to ſpoile land and people to ſhedd innocent blood and what Miſcheuiouſneſſe 
and vnrighteouſneſſe will further bring with it being put in worke and practice by 
reaſon of the vnexpected differences riſen between our ſuperiors in Europe; 

What conſernes vs foraſmuch as wee find ourſelues blamles and Innoſent and hauc 
heitherto entertained propounded or Intended any thing to the damage of our naigh- 
bours by our owne powers and lawfull armes much more by treaſonable treacharous 
defignes ; for wee remaine yett in the ſame anſware wee gaue to youer Meſſengers 
which was faire and ſatisfactory viz. Continnuation of peace Correſpondency nego- 
tation and Naighbourly frindſhip as formerly wee haue had, with taking notice of 
any of the difterences and warrs ariſing in Europe betwixt both nations; and to this 
purpoſe requeſted of them ſaſe conduct and free paſſage for two or three perſons 
to ſend vnto youer worſhips touching the ſame drawen as they att theire firſt coming 
deſired and obtained of vs which was not by them fully and clearly anſwared ; what 
further by youer honored ſelues or theire principalls ſhalbee deſired wee cannot yett 
fathome ; but ſhall reſt ourſelues ſatisfied in that which God ſhall preſent to vs; 
truſting this that hee beeing a righteous judge will alſoe moſt righteouſly defend and 
bleſſe our righteous meanes for a righteous defence; If not wee ſhall take his 
righteous Judgments as our puniſhment and amendment and Comite the ſucceſs to 
him ; 

As touching what happened in the Amboyna buſines in the Eaſt Indies is vnknown 
vnto vs neither hath there ben any of vs there, therefore wee ſcaſe to anſware 
to the ſame or to trouble youer ſelues or vs therin. 

It 18 in part as youer Worſhips conclude that about January there came a ſtrange 
Indian from the North Called Ninnigrett Comaunder of the Narraganſets But hee 
came hither with a paſſe from Mr. John Winthorpe vpon which paſſe as wee remem- 
ber the occation of his coming was expreſſed viz. to bee cured and healed, and if 
vpon the other fide of the Riuer there hath ben any aſſembly or meeting of the Indi- 
ans or of theire Sagamores wee know not ; wee heard that hee hath been vpon long 
land about Nayacke where hee hath ben for the moſt parte of the winter and hath 
had ſcuerall Indians with him but what hee hath negotiated with them Remaines to 
vs vnknowne; onely this wee know that what youer worſhips lay vnto our charg are 
talce reports and feighned Informations. 

Youer honered Meſſengers might if they had pleaſed Informed themſelues of the 
truch of this at Najoth and Gravſcnd and might alſoe haue obtained more frindly ſa- 
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tis faction and Cecuritie Conſerning our reall Intentions if they fad pleaſed to haue 
ſtayed a day two or three with vs to haue heard and Conſidered further of theſe ar- 


ticles the which now is defered and much to our griefe and defered till another meet. 


ing in the mean time after Salutation wee ſhall remayne as formerly

A ſhort abſtract out of the Regiſter and record of Paſſages betwixt the New Ne- 
therlands and the Engliſh nation vpon and about the lands and Juriſdictions of the 
high and mighty the honered Weſt India Companie Scittuate Eaſtward from us in 
New Netherland; 

Anno 1633 the 8th of January there was by Jacobus van Curlis att that time in the 
ſervice of this land by order and in the name of the high and mighty our States Ge- 
nerall ; and the honered Lords Bewinthebbers bought the lands Scittuate on the freſh 


Riner of New Netherland named Sioaſock or Connetticott with the dependant ther- 


vnto belonging as it was then Inhabited by the Sequelin as may appeer more att 
large by the ſaid Deed or bill of fales and Witneſſes may appeer and may bee 
avouched by liueing Chriſtians ; 
25th of October There is a proteſt dated and made by the 

hadden vpon and againſt Willam holmes att that time Comaunder and relateing to the 
Engliſh att Plymouth which build the houſe named Plymouth houſe vpon our Freſh 
river Scittuate about the fortt the hope demaunding of him to deſiſt from his vnder- 
takeing and depart from thence with all that hee had there from which vadertakings 
he did not deſiſt but did further vſe and frequent the lands of our high and mighty 
where never any Engliſh had ben before vpon the aforcſaid Riuer by force of armes 
Invading and vſurping againſt the rules of righteouſnes to the great Iniurie and vile- 
pending of the Netherlands State and by the apparent great hurt and loſſe as may 
further appeer by the proteſts and anſwares of Willam holmes now extant and to bee

Since the yeare 1633 vntill the yeare 1640 the Engliſh againſt the ſaid proteſtation 
now by them named Conecticott and built hartford vpon the honered companies 
grounds about a good ſhot diſtance from the houſe the hope built there by the Ne- 
therlanders anno 1633 by vertue of purchaſe from the Sequen Sachems and the 
Comaunder of Chaloups acted att that time and before; | 

1640, 25th of Aprill. In the meane time of Hartford haue not onely vſurped and 
taken in the lands of Connecticott although vnrightiouſly and againſt the lawes of 
nations but haue alſo in 1640 vpon the 25th of Aprill hindered our nation in ſowing 
theire owne purchaſed broken vp lands but haue alſoe ſowed them with corn; in the 
night which the Netherlanders had broken vp and Intended to ſowe; And haue 
beaten the ſervants of the high and mighty and the hontred Companie which were 
labouring vpon theire Maſters lands from of theire lands with ſtickes and plow ſtaues 
in hoſtile mannor lameing ; and amongſt the reſt ſtruck Ever Duckings a hole in his 
head with a ſticke ſoe that the blood ran downe very ſtrongly downe vpon his body 
notwithſtanding a Comiſhoner Mr. Hopkins then Gouernor gaue them warning they 
did for all that by force of armes hinder our men to Inhabite the land ; 

The lands of the aforeſaid riuer named Conecticott or Sicagothe were bought and 
poſſeſſed anno 1633 by the ſcrvants of the high and mighty of the Comaunder of 
Sickenamais named Nepaquate as Conqueror and Subduer of the formencioned land 
and that by ſpeciall Intreaty ard Conſent of the Right ſubdued owners of the nation 
prefent by and Conſent of Captaine Awayasof our Comaunder or Sachem of Scha- 
lope bay which with large articles as by Creadable Teſtimony Witneſſing the deed 
may appeer ; and that long before the Engliſh had ben vpon the Riuer. | 

The 25 of Aprill 1640 The Cunſtable of hartford came vpon the land with 10 
armed men when the people were plowing ; ſmote the horſes with ſticks ; againſt 
whi.h a formal proteſt is made to Mr. Hopkins then Gouernor hindering the poſſeſ- 
ſion of our lands frighting our horſes broke theire geares in ſunder; afterwards the 1 
Engliſh did proceed in ſtriueing againſt all right of the honered Com- 1 
panie ; and proceeding vpon the land alſoe by force hindering the people from build- 


ing the lands; yea with blowes and ſtrokes even to the ſhecding blood as can bee 
juſtified ;

5t. of Auguſt The Engliſh of hartford obſtructed that the Companies ſeruants 
could not mowe theire corne which they had ſowed vpon theire owne grownd, 
wherypon Mr. Haines as Deputie Gouernor had a proteſt delivered to him by 
Oſdicke 

May 14th. 1640 Wee found ſome Engliſh about Schouts the hempſteed Bay vpon 
long Iſland which pretended the honered Weſt- India had placed them there without 
any Comiſſion which wee tooke from them; and ſuffered them to depart vndamnified 
in goods or blood as may appeer by writing vnder theire hand 

5t. of October One Daniell Patricke and ſome other Engliſh haue vndertaken con- 
trary to theire ſaid proteſtation to build vpon the lands of the honered Companie by 
them called Greenwich; and conſidering well did find that the ſaid land did belonge 
to the ſaid honered Companie did acknowlidge the worthy Companie to bee theire 
patrons and tooke oath of fidelitie as they ought and alſoe freely ſubmited themſelues 
with all thoſe fornamed Actes of hoſtillitie the Engliſh Nation haue neuer themſelues 
but haue vſerped to themſelues all the landes of Freſh Riuer or to Stanford or Green- 
wich Scittnate in the bounds of New Netherland; and that againſt all appeerance of 
Right and Numbers of Proteſtations Iflued againſt it ; 

5t. of Aprill 1641 The Engliſh of hartford by force hindered the plowing of the 
honered Companies lands Sufficiently beating theire horſes and ſeruants and thruſting 
them of whervpon they complained to the Gouernor hopkins and haines and ſought 
Redreſſe but obtained nothing and ſuffered ſoe great an aftront and battery to paſſe by

7th of May the Engliſh haue ſpoiled the lands that our men haue plowed and ſowen 
Cuting the Strings of our Plowgh and beating the plow men Sibrant Sibales 
throwne downe vpon the earth and did throw theire plough and geares into the 
water and hunted the Companies horſes away and acted vnſuportable Injuries to the 


ſervants ; 


26th. of May The Engliſh haue ſctt poſt and Railes Croſſe our Maſters ground 
and thwart our waggon path and ſtoped vp the way betwixt our village and our wood; 
ſoe that wee could neither get wood nor any other neſſcſaries which was a great af. 
front; whervpon the poſts were taken vp by the people to preſerue the way to the 
wood; 

17th. June 1641 Thoſe of hartford ſold a hogg that belonged to the honered Com- 
panie vnder pretence that it had eaten of theire ground graſſe wher they had not any 


foote of Inheritance they proffered the hogg for 5s. if the Comiſſioners would haue 
giuen 
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giuen 58. for dammage which the Comiſſioners denied becauſe noe mans owne ogg 
(as men vſe to ſay) can treſſpaſſe vpon his owne Maſters grownd ; 

24 June Some of hartford haue taken a hogg out of the vlact or Common 
and ſhut it vp out of meer hate or other prejudice cauſeing it to ſtarue for hunger in 
the Stye 3 , 

26 July The formencioned Engliſh did againe driue the Companies hoggs out of 
the vlact of Sicojocke into hartford Contending dayly with Reproaches blows beating 
the people with all diſgrace that they could Imagine 

9th Aprill 1642 Capt. Patricke and the Intereſſed of Greenwich acknowledged 
themſelues vnder the States and to bee ſettled vpon theire lands as may further ap- 
peer by theire Acte; 


A proteſt done vpon and againſt Robert Cogwell Maſter of the Barque or Catch 
of Mr. Lamberton of Newhauen becauſe they was about to ſitt downe vpon the South 
Riuer forbiding and warning him not to fitt downe within the Limitts of New Ne- 
therland ; | 

Farther wee proteſt and waſh our hands from all loſſes and broiles that may ariſe 
from thence and Cleare ourſelues before God and the world Mr. Lamberton although 
they participation made vſe of his Maſter of his Veſlcll to anſware for him in obeidi- 
ence to the State not to ſitt downe vnles hee tooke oath of fidellitie which being after- 
wards found otherwiſe the Engliſh were ſent out of the ſouth Riuer without moleſta- 
tion either in theire perſons or goods;

15th. Septem: 1642 The Engliſh of Hartford haue drinen all the Companies 
horſes from the Companies land to the pound and by reaſon thereof hindered theire 
plowing | 

ſixt day The Engliſh ſold 5 yearling hoggs of the Companies att hartford for 14/8 

16 day Againe they ſold a young hogg belonging to the —— which piggs had 
paſtured on the Companies land ; 

12 day Thoſe of hartford baue denied the Comificncrs to-cut wood which not- 
withſtanding belonged to the Companie as well for wood as others. 

1648 The Indians vpon Long Iſland were forbade to ſell land to the Netherland- 
ers notwithſtanding the ſaid land by poſſeſſion was poſſeſſed and inhabited long before 
any Engliſhman ſatt downe there. 

Further it is knowne to all the world heer in this northeren parte of America that 
the Duch Nation have done the Engliſh noe manner of Moleſtation in theire lawful 
Righres but it is very apparent and knowne to all men that theſe of hartford haue 
forcably taken to themſelues our purchaſed lands; and namly about the houſe the 
hope haue ſo much lands that the Comiſhoner with his family Cannot well liue; 
Conſerning the land that they haue paffed to vs and hetherto left about 12 Morgan 
(or acres to corn and paſture land vpon which the Netherland plantation is there 
hindered and great loſe and hinderance is befallen to our Lords and Principalls ther- 
by beſids many other by paſt affronts and Injuries; which wee becauſe wee will not 
arme our ſelues againe wee will not Repeate att this preſent time ſceing wee thought 
they were adjourned in the agreement or accord att hartford; and all left Refered to 
our Superiofs in our Natiue Countries to whome wee yett refer the ſame; Wee 
therfore deſire that all that is heer written in former complaints wee doe not, preſent 
to the honered Comiſſioners of New England but through a longing Reluctancy after 

complaints which is the leading cauſe to move vs to bring in our greivances 
to ballence youers the which wee ſhould willingly haue communicated to youer Meſ- 
ſengers with preſenttation and furthering the meanes of agreement by Indifferent 
perſons which they would not accept; and would not attend ſoe long till wee had 
prepared our letters for the honered Comiſhoners theire principalls ; After that the 
Saboth att Ni ht about fix of the clocke they had delivered vs theire laſt writing;

they Could returne to Boſton ; 

You may not put the blame vpon youer Deligates Captaine Willett and Mr. Bax- 
ter in the matter of Greenwich what they offered was in youer preſence and to make 
good youer engagements ; youer ſelfe abſolutely promiſed before many wittneſles 
that Greenwich ſhould without delay bee ſettled vnder Newhaven Juriſdiction whe- 
ther the Inhabitants bee left to themſelues is neither Inquired nor can ſatisfy ; And in 
ſome things you alter the Charge and make ſtrange anſwares; wee affeirme not you 
neuer paid any thinge for Anckoridge heer though wee belieue you haue paied little 
and in moſt of our harbours nothinge ; what euer title wee haue had to lands by 
Purchaſe &c. The queſtion you ſay is to whoſe Juriſdiction the land belonges ; if 
you ſpeake of Comiſſion or graunt out of Europe wee haue peruſed the Engliſh

The 9 and 4oth articles conſtituteth the Comiflidners Judges of the Juſtice of a 


defenciue warr. 


The 4th and 5th fake Rules for ae aides and number in a defenciue warr 
and deuiſions of ſpoiles but moe where prouide for the determination of the Juſtice 
of an offenciue warr which therfore is refered wholy to the Determination of the 
Supreame Power of the ſeuerall Confederate Juriſdiftions ; whoe would haue 
otherwiſe prouided in the caſe 

The ſixt article which atrfirſt niew ſeemes to Inable the Comiſhoners will euident- 
ly euince the contrary for the Confederation being betwixt the Collonies the 4th and 
fift ꝙ and roth articles prouid Rules in ſeuerall Caſes according to which the Confea- 
derates haue bound themſclues to acte; and the ſixt article onely orders and appoints 
whoe and in what mannor the ſaid Rules and agreements ſhould bee executed viz. 
by Comiffioners Improued to ace in caſes ſpecified and regulated; for theire num- 
ber mannor of proceeding times and places of meeting in the ſixt and ſeauenth 
articles; and that by neſſeſitie; becauſe the ſupreame power of the ſeuerall Juriſ- 
dictions Could not aſſemble they were enforced to Subſtitute deligates to order ſuch 
things as were of preſent and vrgent neſſeſitie or meerly prudenciall or politicall or of 
Inferior nature and that according to themſclues preſcribed by the Contederates ; 
But ſuch things as require the Choiſe actes of authoritie; or in theire nature of mor- 
rall Conſideration and may admite of more time of Deliberation; as an offenciue 
warr ; The Wiſdome of the Countries of the Confederacon did not Judge meete to 
Refere to Comiſhoners and therfore haue.not prouided any rules in ſuch Caſes in 
theſe Conſernments as they did in all caſes of an Inferior nature ; 

2condly More Generally The Comiſhoners of the vnited Collonies are not ſoe fare 
as wee can deſerne Inueſted with power to Conclude an offenciue warr, to engage the 
Collonies to which they belonge to put the ſame in execution further then they are 
enabled by Comiſſion or Inſtructions vnder the ſeale of theire Collonie; much leſſe can 
it ſtand with the Juriſdiction and Right of Gouerment reſerued to euery Collonie; for 
lix Comiſſioners of the other Collonies to put forth any acte of power in a vindictiue 


warr wherby they ſhall comaund the Collonies decenting to aſſiſt them in the ſame; 


neither can it bee the meaning of the ſeuerall Collonies who are ſoe tender of theire 
power in Gouerning theire owne that they ſhould put theire power out of theire 
owne hands in the moſt waighty points ; a bandage hardly to bee borne by the moſt 


Subjectiue people; and can not bee concciued ſoe free a people as the vnited Collo- 
mes ſhould ſubmite vnto.

Conſerning the other they may not acte againſt fundamentall Lawes or what elſe 
the People haue Reſerued to themſclues. . 

The next thinge is to conſider in ſome Inſtance what foundamentall lawes are a 


foundamentall law of-a people or Comonwealth is to heue libertie to exerciſe Imedi- 


ate choiſe of theire owne Gouernors becauſe the Supream Gouernors are betruſted 
with theire lines and eſtate in whom vnder God they doe aquies ; But if they may | 
Deligate others Inſteed of themſelues that are Imediately Choſen then they may elect 
or accept of Strangers that is to ſay ſuch as are of another Commonwealth ; and 
ſuch Deligates may alſoe vpon the ſame ground Impower others; and that without 
Reſtriction of nation or number ; which principle then muſt needs bee deſtructiue to 
ſuch a Commonwealth for then they may acte to make an offenciue warr which 1s 
an acte of power in the higheſt nature. 


Conſerning 
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Conſerning the 2cond queſtion what this Gouerment in Reference to this Confea- 
deracon hath done; It is a Rule in lawe that in leagall acte what expreſſion or Sen- 
tances are in It of doubtfull Conſtruction the ſame are to bee vnderſtood for the 
feirming therof as far as may bee; viz. not being contradictary not being Imperfect 
or vnintelligible or not aboue or beyond the power of the actors; This being 
graunted then the articles touching offenciue warr may bee refered either to the 
begining of the warr or to the directing or mannaging of it by the Commiſſioners. 

If any of the articles ſhould bee taken in the firk fence namly to giue power to 
make an offencive warr then it is againſt foundamentall lawes as before appeereth and 
| beſides the grounds before mencioned This may bee added in cafe the Comiſſioners 
ſhould conclude a warr offenciue againſt the judgment of the Gouernors whoe are to 


acte in theire own juriſdictions; then they muſt ate to affect it either againſt theire 
owne conſiences or elſe leaue the worke in a deſtructive condition. 


But if it bee to bee taken in the latter ſence namly to direct a warr being began it 
is ſafe and prudenciall becauſe the 4 gouerments in this Confeaderacon cannot carry 
on a warr that doth joyntly conſerne them to acte in; to conclude or accept of ſuch 
a propoſition or determination by the Comiſſioners for ſuch a warr may and doth 
properly belonge to all the Gouerments before they bee engaged,

Byſton the firſt of September 1653. 


THE articles of Confederacon being Read an order of the Generall Ccurt of the 
Maſſachuſetts dated the 18th of May 1653 was preſented and read wherby It ap- 
pecred that Mr. Simon Bradſtreet and Capt. Willam hathorne were Choſen Comiſl- 
lioners for one full and compleat yeare being inveſted with full power and authoritie 
according to the tennure of the ſaid article;

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Mr. Thomas Prence and Mr. John Browne were Choſen Comiſſioners for the 
Juriſdiction of New Plymouth as appeered by an order of theire Generall Court da- 
ted the ſeauenth of June 1653 was preſented and read ; 

Roger Ludlow Eſq. and Capt. John Cullicke were choſen Comiſſioners for the 
Collonie of Conecticott as appeered by a like Order of theire General Court dated 
att hartford the gth of May 1653 was alſo preſented and read. 

Theophilus Eaton Eſq. and Capt John Aſtwood were chofen Comiſhoners for 
the collonie of Newhaven for this preſent yeare as appeered by a like order of theire 
Generall Court dated att Newhauen the 25th of May 1653 

Mr. Simon Bradſtreet was Choſen Preſident for this meeting; 

The 2cond of September the Comiſſioners receiued this enſueing writing from the 
honered General! Court of the Maſſachuſetts ; 

The court haueing peruſed and concidered the letters and papers from the Gene- 
ral Courts of Conetticott and Newhauen which were directed to the Gouernor and 
counſcll; and by them refered to the concideration of the Court; the contents 
wherof wee find to bee of great conſernment to the ſeuerall vnited Collonies and the 
rather becauſe wee percciue the opinnions of the ſaid Courts ſeeme different from our 
owne ; therfore wee judge it moſt conduceing to peace to wave diſputes concerning 
the point in contrauercy not becauſe wee haue not reaſon to Juſtify the ſubſtance of 
our Declaration or to anſware the Reaſons brought to mayntaine their aſſertion 
which conclude not the queſtion in difference ; but onely that which wee never de- 
nied viz, that the Comiſſioners haue by the words of the articles power to determine 
the juſtice of an offenciue warr; our aſſertion which they ſeeme to oppoſe being this 
viz. The Comiſhoners haue not power to determine the juſtice of an offenciue warr 
foe as to oblidge the ſeuerall Collonies to acte accordingly which if it had been obſerued 
would haue prevented that oppoſition that hath been made; for wee haue noe Cauſe 
to doubt but the reſt of the Collonies well concidering the cauſe will reddily joyne 
with vs in this explycation of the articles wheras it is agreed for the mannageing and 
concluding of all affures two Comiſſioners ſhalbee choſen by and out of each of theſe 
4 Colloaies &c. which fhall bring full power to heare examine waigh and de- 
termine all affaires of peace or warr etc. prouided that in caſe of an offenciue 
or vindictiue warr taking in more Confcaderates making of Leagues and ſend- 
ing of aides 10 any other then our Confeaderates ; the Generall Courts of each 
juriſdiction bee at their libertie to act according to theire owne light and conſience 
notwithſtanding any determination of the Comiſſioners in the ſaid caſes and this rea- 
ſon may Induce all the Collonies becauſc the ſcuerall generall Courts will in the ſaid 
caſcs de facto bee jndges of theire owne actes; It not being to bee ſuppoſed they will 
acte in {ye wai, hty occaſions without ſatisfaction to theire conſiences and therfore 

de 
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dejure they ought to bee free and not to bee vnder a dilemma either to a& without 


ſatis faction againſt theire light or bee accounted Couenant breakers which will hazard 
the breach of the Confederacon which may bee by this meanes preſerued.

THE Comiſſioners for the three ſmaller Collonies haue brought with them full 
power frow theire reſpective Juriſdictions to hear examine weigh and determine all 
affaires of peace and warr leagues aides etc. according to the grammaticall and true 
ſence of the articles of Confeaderacon and hoped the Comiſſioners for the Maſſachu- 
ſetts ſhould haue been Inveſted with the ſame power ; which the former Interpreta- 
tion and the preſent writing receiued from this Generall court doth ſeeme to croſe; 
They know well that noe authoritie or Power either in parents maſters majeſtrates Co- 
miſſioners etc. doth or ought to hold againſt God or his Comaunds. But they conceiue 
that is not the queſtion heer nor is any clauſe or cauſion more clearly or fully (as 
they apprehend) enſerted in the framing of any common wealth Juriſdiction etc. to 
preſerue peace and righteouſnes then in theſe articles of combination; The Comiſſi- 
oners haue mett theſe ten yeares and through the preſence and aſſiſtance of God 
doe not yett know of any vnjuſt concluſion made or paſſed by them though heerin 
they aſſume nothing to themſelues whoe are men ſubjecte to infeirmities as well as 
others ; This then is not the cauſe of the late interpretation or preſent differences ; 
It ſeemes to haue ſome other bottome ; They conceiue this Generall court Reſolues 
from time to time to judge not onely of the juſtice but of the conueniencye of what 
the Comiſſioners conclude and that each of the four Generall courts ſhall doe the like 
and to acte noe further then themſelues will profeſle to ſee light to receiue ſatisfaction 
to their conſiences; ſo that though the Comiſſioners determine vpon grounds good

The foure Collonies vniting did by expreſſe words according to the true ſence of 
the Articles enter into a perpetuall league and Couenant for themſelues and theire 
poſterities, that their eight Comiſhoners or any fix of them ſhould haue full power to 
heare examine weigh and determine all affaires of warr and peace leagues aides-pro- 
per to the Confederation; wherin noe one Collonie or generall alone can 
have power to acte for the Reſt; Though the Comiſſioners ſtill Reddily acknow- 
lidg chat all Counſells lawes and Concluſions whether of Majeſtrates generall courts 
or Comiſſioners ſoe fare as they are manifeſtly vnjuſt are and ought to bee accounted 
of noe force; let god be exalted and all men ſett (where they ſhould bee) att his 
feet; but the power of determining can not bee taken from the Comiſſioners with- 
out violation of the Couenant ; they haue noe power to make new Articles ; nor

WEE Conceive wee had ſome reaſon to thinke youerſelues were not vnfurniſhed 
with power att this time to declare the true ſence of the Articles of Confederacon 
which was in queſtion between vs and ſome of youer Gen crall Courtes ; This Court 
being called on purpoſe to give the oppertunitie that by a ſpeedy and Ammicable way 
the ſaid queſtion might bee cleared and reſolued to mutuall Satisfaction; and in pur- 
ſuance therof this court hath tendered to youer conſideration not any New Articles; 


concerning 
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concerning which they never deſired or expected you ſhould bee in a capaſſitie to 
treat; ſome propoſitions concerning theire deſired explanation of the Articles and 
theire owne ſence of them by which they conceiue Notwithſtanding youer former 
and preſent Intimations they are noe Vyolators of the Articles; And if youer vn- 
derſtanding ſhall for that reaſon render vs ſuch and vpon that account you ſhall re. 
fuſe to proceed with our Comiſſioners whom wee haue authoriſed according to the 
Articles; wee are confident to bee ſecured from that Imputation before Impartiall 
Judges; ſeing therfore you are not in a capaſſitie wee ſhall not any further make ap-

Youer Confeſſion that the Manifeſtly vnjuſt Determinations of the Comiſſioners 
are of no force is of little force in this caſe where Equaliſe them with the lawes of 
Majeſtrates or Generall Courts whoſe authoritie though the concluſion bee in its 
owne nature vnjuſt and ſoe Judged by the Subjects yett Judged by themſelves Juſt 
will oblidge the perſon concerned though not to obeidience yett to penaltie ;

Collony in the Articles before the very office much more the power of Comiſſioners

Vpon Information Received by letters firſt from Captaine Maſon afterwards from 
Mr. Haines Gouernor of Conedcticott of an hoſtile Aſſault made by the Narraganſett 
Indians vpon ſome of the longe Ifland Indians whoe are Tributarics and frinds to 
the Engliſh Collonies In the Night in which it is affeirmed that two Sachems and 
about thirty other Indians are ſlayne and di uers wemen taken captives ; The Comiſſi- 


oners thought fitt to ſend Meſſengers with Inſtructions to the Narraganſett Sachems 
and to write to Thomas Staunton as followeth ; 


Inſtruccons given by the Comiſſioners of the Vnited Collonies now aſſembled att 
Boſton to Serjeant Richard Waite and Sargeant John Barrell ſent as Meſſengers to 
the Narraganſett Sachems about the late hoſtile outrage acted by them or ſome of 


theire men (as the Comiſhoners are Informed 1 ſome of the long Iſland Indians 
frinds to the Engliſh Collonies 


You are with all conuenient ſpeed to deliver the letter you haue heerwith to Tho- 
mas Staunton ; but in the way leaſt hee ſhould bee from home to take with you 
from the Wade houſe or elſcwhere Vallentyne or any other able Interpreter whoe 


Nu 2 vnder- 
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vnderſtands the languidg and may truely and fully deliver and returne whatſoever 
paſſeth betwixt youerſelues and the ſaid Sachems and to let the ſaid Sachems vnder- 
ſtand what is charged vpon them in reference to the ſaid Invaſion ; namely that they 
haue contrary to their expreſſe ccouenant made an aſſault vpon ſome of the long Ifland 
Indians and killed one Sachem or more and ſeuerall of theire men and taken divers 
captiues etc. whervpon the Comiſſioners haue ſent you vnto them heerby requiring 
that Peſſacus Mixam Ninnigrett or ſuch two of them are moſt entereſted in this aſ- 
fault or charged with it forthwith come to Boſton without delayes or excufes to an- 
ſware for themſelues therin but if they ſhould bee ſick or hindered by any other 
ouer ruleing Providence ſo that none of them can poſſibly come ; then to ſend ſuch 
able truſty perſons, and foe ſufficiently Inſtructed as vpon whom both themſelues 
will reſt and the Comiſſioners may fatisfiingly judge in the caſe without loſſe of 
time in further meſſengers or returnes but if either they refuſe or delay to come or 
ſend (as before expreſſed) to cleare themſelues or render a reaſon of theire hoſtile 
invaſion aforſaid ; The Comiſſioners muſt proceed as they find cauſe ; and to remoue 
all Deſcorragements you may from vs aſſure them they ſhall haue liberty to come 
and Returne in ſafty and without deſturbance ; you are alſo to giue notice to Vncas 
and foe to the longe Iſland Indians if you can that if they or any of them haue any 


thing to enforme charge or propound either in the formencioned or any other they 


are forthwith to come hether or ſend men fully inſtructed with fuch Teſtimony or eui- 
dence as may ſatisfy the Comiſſioners and convict ſuch as are charged; But lett all 
bee done with convenient ſpeed that the Comiſſioners fpend not time vnneſſeſarily; 
you are to take in writing exactly the Subſtance of theire anſware that there bee nei- 
ther miſtake nor fayling in memory; and if it may bee wee defire Vallantyne or 
any other Interpreter to com along with Thomas Staunton that there may bee 
a Concurrance of Teſtimony ; and by Thomas Staunton or otherwiſe you are to 
giue notice To Captaine Maſon Vncas &c. that there be noe fayling for want of Wit-

The Comiſſioners being aſſembled att Boſton haue receiued Intelligence from ſeue- 
zall credable perſons that the Narraganſett Indians haue made an hoſtile aſſault vpon 
the longe Ifland Indians our frinds killed two of the Sachems and many of theire Peo- 
ple and taken diuers of them priſoners the ground of the quarrell wee know not wee 
haue ther fore ſent theſe meſſengers firſt to youer ſelfe to bee Informed of the truth 
of the fact which of the Narraganſett Sachems had the chiefeſt hand in that attempt; 
and ſoe by the healp of youer Interpretation to deliver to them the meſſage from the 
Comiſſioners according to theire Iuſtructions; alſoe wee deſire you to furniſh youer- 
ſelfe as well as you may with ſuch proffe as may bee had and give notice to Vncas 
etc. if hee haue any Inſt complaints to make the Comiſſioners wilbee reddy to heare 
the ſame ; Wee expected you heer before this time but know not what Prouidence 


hath hindered ; Wee deſire you would not fayle to come with what ſpeed you may

Mr. Samuel Mayo Marriner of Barnſtable in the Collonie of Plymouth preſented 
a petition with euidence vpon oath conferning a veſſell of his lately ſeized by Thomas 
Baxter vnder the couller of a comiſſion from Road Ifland ; The ſubſtance of both 
the Comiſſioners haue expreſſed in theire letter to that Gouerment as followeth 


GENTLEMEN, 


SUNDRY offences and affronts haue been giuen and offered to ſome of the vni- 
ted Collonies both in theire harbours and on fhore by ſome of thoſe whoe haue re- 
ceiued Comiſſions from you to acte againſt the Duch ; Our Intereſt and ſence in and 
of that nationall quarrell betwixt England and the vnthankfull Netherlands beſides 
many wronges ourſelues haue ſuſtained ; haue made vs hetherto flow to any ſeuere 
courſe ; But att this meeting wee haue receiued Information and complaint from Mr. 
Samel Mayo of Barnſtable within the Collonie of New Plymouth that his veſſell 
called the Deſire then Intruſted to the Care and Charge of John Dickenſon Marri- 
ner and onely Imployed in tranſporting the goods of Mr. Willam Leuerich of Sand- 
wich in Reference to a new plantation hee Intended to begine and ſettle att a place 
Called Oyſter Bay on long Iſland within the Engliſh lymetts and line was ſeized as a 
priſe by Thomas Baxter whoe hath received a Comiſſion from the aſſembly of Proui- 
dence Plantation 3 ; In hempſteed harbour whether the ueſſell was bound to ſett 
ſome cattle on ſhore whence they might bee att any time Eazely driuen by land to 
Oyſter Bay aforfaid ; and to houſe other goods for theire preſeruation in order to the 
ſaid Removall ; theire being as yett noe houſe Reddy att the ſaid Bay to Receiue

them; what Comiſſion rhe plantations at Providence Warwick and Road Ifland all 
or any of them haue receiued either from the Parliament or Counſell of ſtate for the 
Commonwealth of England to offend the Duch wee doe not yett ſatisfyingly vnder. 
ſtand ; but are aſſured they ncither haue nor will giue any either Comiſſion or per- 
miſſion to affront or wronge the vnited Engliſh Collonies in theire harbours or planta- 
tion nor deſturbe them in theire lawfull trade of Tranſportations by ſea ; hemſteed as 
is knowne both to youerſelues and Thomas Baxter is an Engliſh plantation though 
without due concideration before the nationall breach began ſettled within the Duch 
prouinciall ly metts and att preſent wee heare they are in danger if not alreddy in a 
ſuffering condition for theire faithfulnes to the Engliſh nation and reſpe& to the Eng. 
liſh Collonies as they profeſſe ; had the formencioned veſſell been laden with proui- 
ſion or for trad with the Duch which had ben matter of offence or ſuſpition of fur. 
niſhing or complying with the enimies of England wee ſhould haue left the owners or 
laders of the ſaid ueſſell to any juſt tryall ; but as things are repreſented and by two 
Teſtimonies vpon oath proued wee cannot but deſire to ſee what Comiſhon you haue 
and how it runs that wee may ſhew our due Reſpe& to the Commonwealth of Eng- 
land and yett preſerue the peace of the Collonies and prouide that the plantations bee 
not deſturbed in theire juſt liberties and trades by the Raſhnes and boldnes of youer 
agents wee hope you will reddily giue vs a due ſaũsfaction in ſhewing youer Comiſſion 
and giueing vs a true coppy therof that wee may vnderſtand both youer way and 
our owne, to which purpoſe wee haue ſent this expreſſe meſſenger ; if you refuſe wee

Inſtructions for Leiftenant Willam hudſon ſent by the Comiſſioners to Road Iſland 


YOU are with all conuenient ſpeed to deliuer the letter you heerwith receiue To 
the Gouernor or preſedent and others Intruſted with the preſent Gouerment and ac- 
cording to the contents therof (of which wee heerwith deliuer you a coppy) in our 
names to propound that Mr. Samuel Mayo may haue juſtice without delay in refe- 
rence to his ueſſell which Thomas Baxter hath ſeized by vertue of theire Comiſſion ; 
Our Deſire is to know by what comiſſion theire agents make ſuch ſeazuers to deſturbe 
the peace of the Collonies when it was dated ; by whom graunted and whether it 
bee vnder any ſeale of the Commonwealth of England and to haue a true and exact 
coppy of it that the Comiſſioners may accordingly aduiſe in the affaires of the Col- 
lonies ; If they cannot graunt this without Calling ſome court or aſſembly you may 
{tay a day or two for a ſatisfying diſpatch but if they refuſe or vſe vnneſſeſary delayes 
you may returne with ſuch anſware as you can geit whether in writing or by word 
of mouth; in which latter caſe wee deſire you would write downe what anſware 
they returne that you neither miſtake nor forgett any parte of it ; and by inquiry you 
will Informe youer ſelfe in the premiſes etc. as you may what Comiſhon they haue 
by whom and to whom graunted ; and in what fraam Road Ifland ſtands with Proui— 
dence and Warwicke plantations Whoe graunts comiſſions att Road Ifland in these 
ſea affayres and what cecuritie they take that priſes be brought thether to bee trycd;

Upon Informacon receiued that in purſuit of Thomas Baxter whoe by vertue of a 
Comiſſion from Road Iſland vnder the Commonwealth of England hath taken a Duch 
boat or ueſſell neare the Manhattoes ; the Duch haue manned out two veſſells-with 
about one hundred men in them as men of warr and did then lye in the road neare 
the opening of fayerfield harbour where Baxter was; The Comiſſioners conſidering 
the continued open warr betwixt the Commonwealth of England and the Netherlands 
with the hoſtile affronts the Dutch in theſe partes haue formerly offered to the Englith 
Collonies and the late execrable conſpiracy charged vpon the Duch Gouernor his Fiſ- 
call etc. judge itt neffeſarie that euery juriſdiction within its owne lymits doe declare 
and order that all Duch ſhipps and other ſmaller veſſells bee att rheire periil prohi- 
bited coming into any harbour belonging vnto any of the confeaderate Collonies with— 
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out expreſſe lycence from the Gouernor of the Collonie or ſom other majeſtrate 
therof; And if any ſuch ſhipp or ueſſell ſhall after ſuch orders duely publiſhed come 
into any Engliſh harbour or road and being by ſome Majeſtrate or next Milletary offi- 
cer where there is noe Magiſtrate or by ſuch as are in each Collonie appointed ſhall 
not-forthwith within ſix howers depart out of the ſaid harbour or road being ther- 
vnto required It ſhalbee lawfull for the ſaid Collonie or plantation wher any ſuch 
ueſſell Rides by their owne or any naighbour force either to ſurprize and ſeize the 
ſame or to force it thence And in the preſent particulare caſe att fayerfeild if the 
ſaid Duch ueflels or either of them or any other bee or ſhall ride or ſtay in the ſame 
road or harbour or in any other harbour or road within thoſe weſtern Collonies It is 
heerby declared that ſuch ueſſell or ueſſels bee commaunded forthwith to depart, 
But if the maſter or maſters or any of them or ſuch as order the ſame ueſſels or any 
of them refuſe or delay beyond the time before lymited Wind and weather permiting 
them to depart the inhabitants of fayerfeild or any other plantations within the ſaid 
two Collonies calling in healp If they ſee cauſe as aboue ſhall haue libertie to ſeize or 
poſt them thence as they can; and in all ſeaſuers ſoe made noe parte either goods 
rigging or appurtenances belonging to any ſuch ueſſell ſhalbee Imbezeled or taken to 
any priuate vſe till by a due tryall in the juriſdiction wherin the ſeaſure is made the 


ueſſell or ueſſels bee found juſt priſe by vertue of this order and ueſſell and goods 


duely priſſed and that after the ſcaſure is judged lawfull by the authoritie aforſaid and 
ſoe priſed the two thirds partes ſhalbee allowed to the plantation or to ſuch perſons as 
ſhall ſeize the ſaid ueſſell or ueſſels towards charges as euery juriſdiction ſhall order 
and one third parte free of all charges to the Collonies in their different propor- 


tions ; 
September the 17th 1653. 


The 19th of September 1653 Sargeant Waite and Sargeant Barrell Returned from 
Ninnegrett and the Narraganſett Indians and According to the Direction of the Comiſ- 
ſioners brought with them Thomas Staunton and Vallentyne Whitman Interpreter for 
the Indian Language whoe reſpectiuely vpon oath Related the Carriages and anſwares 
of Ninnegrett and Mixam ſcuerally and ſcuerall times in Reference to the Murther of 
divers of the long Ifland Indians in the Night and the Captives taken and brought 
away by the plot and appointment att leſt of Ninnegrett the Nyanticke Sagamore; 

Firſt Thomas Staunton vpon a letter from Mr. John Winthorpe of Pequat Plan- 
tation wherin hee was deſired to aſſiſt four men ſent to Ninnegrett that the formen- 
cioned captiues might bee Returned to long Ifland ; doth vpon oath affeirme that 
ſome of Ninnigretts men did deſturbe them by the way aſking whether they went 


ſhouting and hallowing and vſeing Scornfull words ſaying they cared not for the _ 
I gliſh

gliſn nor did they feare them ; And when thervpon Thomas Staunton with leis Ra- 
pior in the Scabbert ſtruck att the wolfes tayle on the head of a Pequot Indian moſt 

- ative in the ſaid offencive Carriage demaunding why hee did ſoe Reuile the Engliſh 
whoe Intended them noe harme ; A Narraganſett Captaine cocked his gun and the 
ſaid Pequot drew his bow with an Arrow in it preſented att him Whervpon Tho- 
mas ſtood ſtill and tould them they might doe theire pleaſure hee had a Meſſage to 
deliuer to Ninnegrett which hee would doe though he loſt his life before hee re- 
turned home After which when Thomas came to Ninnigrett and read his Meſſage to 
Mr. Winthorpe Nianegrertt aſked what the Engliſh had to doe to deſire or demaund 
his priſoners and tould Thomas they ſhould neither ſee them nor haue them; And 
Ninnegretts men expreſſed themſelues uery tumultuouſly and would hardly ſuffer any 
ſpeech betwixt Ninnegrett and Thomas Staunton ; 

Sargeant Waite and Sargeant Barrell vpon oath declared that they arriveing att 
the Nyantick Countrey the 15th of September the Nyantike Indians made an Ala- 
rum as they were paſling towards Pawqetake without any other deſturbance but them- 
{elves with Thomas Staunton and Vallentyne Whittman the Interpreters returning 
the 16th of September 1653 to Ninnegrett; An Indian Scout ſeeing them ſtarted 
vp and Ran Swiftly away not keeping the path and ſoone after made an Allarum 
whervpon the Engliſh not haveing Ryden two miles further ſaw about forty or fifty 
Indians all in Armes whoe went vp to them as they rode by and the foremoſt Indian 
being Captaine to the Reſt haueing a gun and his on the Cocke did in the Sight 
of Thomas Staunton Sergeant Waite and Vallentyne Whittman put his hand back 
as if hee would have cocked it; Richard Waite ſaid this Man will ſhoote ; Wher- 
vpon the Engliſh men faced about Rode vp to the ſaid Indians and Aſked what they 
Intended to doe and badd them goe before which ſome of them did but others 
would not; and particularly the ſaid Captaine Refuſed the Engliſh rode on in the 
way towards Ninnegrett but coming vp into the Woods the former Company of In- 
dians firſt fell on ſhouting in a triumphing way after the Engliſh Meſſengers came to 
a greater company of Indians all armed whoe comaund them to ſtand to alight and 
to tye there horſes to a tree ſhewed them which the Meſſengers refuſed to doe; the 
Indians then ſtrove to becompaſe the Engliſh which they would not ſuffer but being 
Informed that Ninnigrett would come thether they ſtayed awhile but Ninnegrett not 
coming the Engliſh tould the Indians that if they might neither paſſe on nor Ninne- 
grett come then they would returne home the Indians anſwared hee would com pre- 
ently but hee not coming the Engliſh rode forward and mett Ninnegrett ; the Indi- 
ans running on both ſides hollowing the Engliſh Meſſengers made a Stand when they 
mett Ninnegrett haveing many armed men with him and him ſelfe a piſtoll in his 
hand Ninnegrett ſatt downe and deſired them to alight which they did the Indians 
then ſurrounded them and ſom of them charged theire guns with powder and bulletts 
Vol, II.

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and f.”, primed theire guns; the Engliſh in the mean time delinering theire Meſſage 
to Ninnigrett his men were foe Tumultus in ſ-eaking eſpetially one whoe they faid 
was a Mohauke that they were much deſturbed ; But haueing ended as they were 
returning Thomas Staunton and Vallentyne called to Sargeant Waite and Sargeant 
Barrell who were before and tould them an Indian was noching his Arrow whervpon 


the two Sargeants turned backe and the fail Indian ran before them Scouting in the 


Cornfeild as if he ment to ſtop or Interupt them but the Engliſh rode apace and left 
them Thomas Staunton and Vallentyne Whitman did vpon oath Teſtify that Awa-. 
aw an Indian much Imployed and truſted by Ninnigrett tould them that the afore- 
mencioned Mohauke came to {ee what News for they heard that the Englith were 
coming to warr againſt the Narraganſett Indians which if true the Mohaukes take 
what is done againſt the Narraganſets as done againſt themſelues and after they de. 
parted from Ninnegrett two Indians with bows and Arrowes in theire hands came 
runing out of the woods and roughly demaunded of Thomas Staunton whether hee 
was goeing when hee would com backe which way hee would. come. But Thomas 
and Vallentyne perceiveing hee was proffering to noch his Arrow and miſtruſting him 
faced about towards him foe that hee forbeare ; 

Vnto the Inſtructions and propoſitions giuen and made by the Meſſengers from 
the Comiſſioners to Ninnegrett the 16th of September returned anſware in more 
words but in ſubſtance thuſe as the Interpreters Teſtifyed vpon oath ; 

Why doe the Engliſh flight mee and reſpect the longe Iſlanders and the Mohegins 
ſecing all round about mee doe loue mee and are my frinds 

Why doe they Inquire the ground of my warr againſt the Long Iſlanders did they 
not heare that the long Iflanders Murthered mee a Man is it foe ſtraung to them 
haue they not heard it againe and againe; 

If the Engliſh ſay that wee haue broken Coucnant they Lye hee ſaid his hart was 
not willing to come to the Bay 

The Subſtance of Mixams anſware September the 17th 1653 I did know ſaid hee 
of the deſigne againſt the long Iſlanders before It was Attempted but I was noe In- 
corrager therynto had I Incorraged my men the Pamoakes had been vtterly de-

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All the premiſſes were dclinered in ypon oath before Mr. Simon Bradſtreet the 
20th of September 1653 

The Comiſſioners conſidering the rude and hoſtile affronts offered by Ninnigrets 
men to the Engliſh Meſſengers and in what danger they were both in theire gocing 
returning and in Ninnegrets preſence together with his proud peremptory and offen- 
cine Anſwares att two ſcuerall times made firſt to the Meſſengers of Mr. John Win- 
thorp and after to the Meſſengers ſent by themſelues together with the ground of 
his quarrell againſt the long Iſlanders (as himſelfe expreſſeth it) namely the murther 
of his man as hee calleth it with his Refuſall to deliver the Captiues vnjuſtly taken 


renant as ſatisfying Reaſons of his proceedings; and calling to mind the concurrant 
teſtimonies they had from the Indians in ſzuerall partes of the Countrey of My- 
antinomoes Treacherous plotts about ten yeares ſence to engage all the Indians 
by guiſtes to cutt of att once the whole body of the Engliſh in theſe partes 
and that the long Iſland Indians were among thoſe whoe deſcouered and might in 
the Narraganſetts conceite bee (with others) Inſtrumentall cauſes of theire proud 
Sagamors death; And Remembering that on this quarrel] the Narraganſett Indians 
made warr vpon Vncas and how proudly and Inſolently Ninnegrett carried it then 
to the Meſſengers from the Comiſſioners and what prouocking tearmes hee ſent to 
them Namly that if they did not withdraw theire Garriſons from Vncas hee would 
procure as many Mohaukes as the Engliſh ſhould affront them with and that they 
would lay the Engliſh Cattle on heapes as high as theire houſes and that noe Engliſh 
man ſhould ſtirr out to piſſe but hee ſhould bee killed to which fram hee now ſeem- 
eth to bee Returning ; | 

And the Comiſſioners being Informed both by Captaine Cullicke and by the Teſ— 
timony of Jonathan Gilbert in writing that the man Ninnegrett ſaith was Murther- 
ed by the long Iflanders was Juſtly put to death by them with the approbation of 
the Court att ConeRicott and in the preſence of an Engliſhman ſent to ſee the execu- 
tion att the landing place neare hartford vpon this capitall crime charged and by the 
NMallefactor himſelfe confeſſed as followeth 

The Sachems of Long Ifland brought or ſent an Indian from thence to hartford 
and charged him with attempting in a Treacherous way and mannor with a gun to 
murther the Sagamore of Shinecock on long Iſland. vpon examination (as hee had 
done before vpon long Iſland and by the way as hee cam to hartford) the ſaid in 
Court confeſſed hee was hiered by Ninnigrett and another of the Narraganſett Sa- 
chems to goe cuer to long Iſland and to liue there with his father to acquaint himſelfe 
with the ſaid Sagamore that withont Suſpicion hee might Improue ſom ſeaſon to Ate 


Jeare grew acquainted was vſed by the ſaid Sagamore to accompany him in a Journey 
to carry his Piſtoll for him which was charged and walking fide by ſide with the Sa- 
O O 2 gamore 


from long Iſland or to come to Boſton to Render any accounte of this breach of Co- 


the ſaid Morther. Accordingly this Indian went over lined att long Mand aboue a 
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gamore hee tooke his oppertunitie to diſcharge It att him; But tlie piſtoll being not 
quick in goeing of the Sagamore was Remoued one ſtep ſoe that the ſhott onely 
went through his coate ; this confeſſion the Indian Priſoner made before the court 
att hartford and perſiſted on in it to his death declaring ſeuerall other cercomſtances 
as by Jonathan Gilberts Teſtimony in writing more fully appeareth This Indian being 


' herypon put to death by the long Iſland Indians att or near hartford Ninnegrett by 


his men Inſtead of Judging himſelfe made the afformencioned Night aſſault vpon 
them flew diuers and tooke diuers Captives and by way of Reuenge againſt the En. 
gliſh vpon the firſt Engliſh Ground they came vpon burnt one of the Priſoners as 
the long Ifland Indians had done the dead body of the aboue mencioned Mallefac- 
tor att hartford And the Comiſſioners were further Informed that this longe Iſland 
Sagamore hath for many years approved himſelfe a conſtant frind to the Engliſh; 
as in the former deſcouery and aſkeing theire adviſe in the late execution ſoe when 
an Engliſh woman att or about Southamton was crewelly and Treacherouſly by three 
Indians and one of them onely taken this Sagamore ſeized the other two and him- 
ſelfe brought them to Juſtice att hartford wherin hee gaue a good Teſtimony of his 
fidelitie to the Engliſh and hazarded the love and Reſpe& of his owne men whoe 
ſeldom heare of ſuch a currage in other Sagamores ; The Comiſſioners alſoe Re- 
membered the late charges and profes made againſt Ninnegrett for conſpiring with 
the Duch and labouring to engage the Indians both about the Monhatoes and fur- 
ther of againſt the Engliſh and Vncas as more largly appeereth by a Declaration and 
other paſſages of the firſt meeting of the Comiſſioners this yeare att Boſton in Aprill 
and May laſt and particularly how offencively and to the Engliſh Treacherouſly one of 
the Meſſengers whoe came with Awaſhaw from Ninnegrett carried himſelfe att Boſ- 
ton what meſſage was thervpon ſent to Ninnegrett about him; Namly that the faid 
Meſſenger was ſent home without Trouble becauſe of a ſafe conduct giuen; But the 
Comiſſioners expected that Ninnegrett (if Innocent) ſhould ſend him back to bee 
proceeded with according to Juſtice ; but in ſtead therof contrary to his expreſſe 
Covenant made in Anno 1645 and to the prouocation of the Engliſh hee murther- 
eth three tributaries and frinds and peremtorily refuſeth to deliuer the Captiues hee 
hath ſoe vnjuſtly taken or to come to Boſton to giue any account of his crewell and 
bloody proceedings ſoe that vnleſe the Blood of theſe Innocent Indians bee duely 
Required by the Collonies att his hands neither ſhall the Engliſh nor theire Indian 
frinds bee ſafe in Reference to theire lines wiues or Children nor will either our 
frinds truſt vs hecrafter nor Enemies feare to comite any hoſtile outrage when they 
apprehend Advantage; The Comiſſioners duely weying the premiſſes conceiue 
themſelves called by God to make a preſent warr againſt Ninnegrett the Nianticke 
Sachem and ſuch as by cleaveing to him ſhall mayntaine his late hoſtyle and bloody

The Comiſſioners vpon the conſiderations before expreſſed concluded a warr againſt 
Ninigrett by vote and voted alſoe the number of men to bee raiſed and Imployed 
therin whereof the Preſedent wrote to the Gouernor but the Counſell of the Maſſa- 
chuſerts meeting att Boſton Returned theire Reſolutions to the Comiſhoners in the 
following writing; 

In anſware to a letter of the honered Comiſſioners for raiſing forces to make a pre- 
feat warr againſt Ninnigrett ; The Counſell of the Maſſachuſetts aſſembled att Boſton 
the 24th of September 1653 taking into their conſideration the votes of the Comiſſi- 
oners for raiſing two hundred and fifty men to make warr vpon Ninnegrett ; and 
haueing peruſed the grounds and reaſons moueing thervnto preſented to vs in theire 
papers doe not ſee ſufficient grounds either from any obligation of the Engliſh tow- 
ads the long Iſlanders or from the vſage the Meſſengers Receiued from the Indians 
or from any other motiue preſented vnto our conſideration or from all of them; and 
therfore dare not to exerciſe our authoritie to levy force within our juriſdiction to 
vadertake a prefent warr againſt the faid Ninnigrett

againſt the Duch being again conſidered the matter was propounded ro the c 
ers in the following words; 

Whether vpon a due conſideration of the nationall quarrell betwixt the Engliſh 
and the Netherlands with other cauſes declared and conſidered att the firſt meeting 


of the Comiſhoners this yeare att Boſton the vnited — haue juſt grounds of 


a warr againſt the Duch att the Monhatoes ; . 

And by ſix votes votes (Captain Cullicke by ficknes being OO; the juſtice of 
the warr was concluded. 

The Comiſſioners for the vnited Engliſh Collonies did generally conceiue that the in- 
terpretation of the articles and ſeuerall other writings ſence ſent vuto them by the ge- 
rall court of the Maſſachuſetts wherin they deney vnto the Comiſſioners that power in 
determinining in matters of warr leagues aides etc. which by the articles is expreſsly 
graunted vnto them did directly tend to the breach of that perpetuall confeaderation 
ten yeares ſence ſoe ſollemly made betwixt the Collonies; but becauſe the Maſſachu- 
ſets had then neither paſſed nor done any acte directly croſſing any concluſion or 
Determination of the Comiſſioners fully paſſed by vote vpon a writing receiĩued from 
the Court fourteen dayes ſence wherin they ſeeme (att leſt) to graunt what was 
before deneyed or queſtioned by the Comiſſioners thought fitt to proceed in the occa- 
tions of the Collonies and ſent forth ſeuerall meſſengers as the records will ſhew; 
But the Maſſachuſets refuſing to ate as by a writing this day receiued from theire 
Counſell appeereth in raiſing men to bee ſent againſt Ninnigrett the Nyantick Sa- 
chem according to a clear vote wherin feauen of the Comithoners did fully concur; 
They apprehend the Maſſachuſetts haue actually broken theire couenant but what

HONNORED SIR, 


WEE long fence Received the powder bulletts &c. ſent by Captaine Thurſton 
which as thinges ſtood betwixt England and the Duch in Europe; and betwixt vs 
and the Duch at the Monhatoes was very acceptable as a ſeaſonable ſupply to the 
foure Collonies according to theire different proportions Wee haue lately receiued 
youers of the 2cond of May 1653 with a parcell of kittles glaſſe tooles &c. wherin 
though we cannot but approue the continued care of the corporation and youer ſelfe 
in particulare in ſending ſuch comodities as you heare may ſuite the place and worke 
in hand; yett wee haue aduiſed Mr. Elliott and others that heerafter they forbeare 
ſuch writing and conſult with the Comiſſioners firſt what to ſend for; and wee de- 
ſire you not to attend ſuch private letters; this braſſe and glafſe wee ſhall put into 
Mr. Elliots hand for the Indians whoe promiſed ſo to diſpoſe of it as may beſt advance 
the worke ; and that hee will giue a ſatisfying account of the particulares which ac- 
cording to righteouſnes and order wee ſhall accept from him ; Mr. Rawſon hath now 
ſent his accounts wee hope in a more ſatisfying forme then formerly; But if yett 
(from you) wee heare of any defects therin wee ſhall endeauor to conforme to any 
directions given; deſireing both in the matter and mannor of account to approue 
our ſelues to God to youer ſelues and to others of the moſt ſtrit obſervers ; In, the 
powder etcet. as in moſt other comodities wee aduance fourè pence. vpon each ſhil- 
ling wherin the molt others exceed ; yett wee conceiue it will anſware the modera- 
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tion you propound and ourſelues take none of the comodities to our private vſe that 
wee may avoid all ſuſpition of indifferent dealing or ſelf reſpects Wee alſoe deſire the 
Minniſters whoe labour in the worke to ſend over noe bills for theire owne ſupplyes 
till they bee approued by the Comiſſioners ; Wee are glad to heare of the religious 
care which the right honorable the Lord General! Euidences in ſoe promoteing the 
ſervice of Chriſt in publiſhing the Goſpell amongſt theſe poore heathens whoe haue 
ſoe long fate in darknes and vnder bondage to the worſt of enimies; As ourſelues 
deſire our moſt humble and due acknowlidgment may in this reſpe& bee tendered 
to him; ſoe wee hope this amongſt other his great ſervices wilbee remembred with 
approbarion and a bleſling in that great day of account; what you propound from 
the honorable corporation about fix hopfull Indians to bee trained vp in the collidg 
vnder ſome fitt tutor that preſerving theire owne languige they may attaine the know- 
lidge of other tongues and diſperſe the Indian tounge in the colledge wee fully approue 
as a hopfull way to further the worke : But the college being alreddy to ſtrate for 
the Engliſh ſtudents wee ſhalbee forced to raiſe ſome building there for the conue- 
niencye of ſuch Indians wherin probably wee ſhall expend att leaſt an hundred 
pounds deſireing the building may bee ſtronge and durable though plaine : But wee 
haue neither yet agreed with any workmen nor are wee come to any full reſolution 
about the mannor of building or charge Mr. Elliot is preparing to print a cattichiſme 
in the Indian languige which wee ſhall further as wee may by diſburſing the charge 
of paper and printing out of the ſtock but by ſome due allowance ſhall Indeauour 
to Incurrage Thomas Staunton to aſſiſt in the worke ; whoe is the moſt able Inter- 
preter wee haue in the countrey for that languige that the worke may bee the more 
perfectly carried on Wee haue aduiſed Mr. Elliot Etceat. that if heerafter they pub- 
liſh any thinge about the worke of God vpon the Indians they ſend it to the Cor- 
poration and leaue the dedication to them which wee hope wilbee attended; The 
miniſters particulare accounts are not yett reddy but wee hope they will ſhortly 


perfecte them; In the mean time with our due Reſpects wee reſt youer loving frinds 
the Comiſſioners for the vnited Collonies of New England

by her they thought firt to allow her three pound before hand towards another 
yeare from this time 

It is left to the two Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts to giue order for the print. 
ing of five hundred or a Thouſand Catechiſmes in the Indian langwige and to allow 
paper and the Charge of printing ; and that the worke may bee carried on the more 
exactly and to better Satisfaction It is ordered that Thomas Stanton's healp bee vſed 
in the ſame; And for his Incurragement the Comiſfioners for the preſent rhinke fitt 
to allow kim ten pounds and forty ſhillings towards his Charges; and if his Time 
and paines Require more they will confider it and make furrher allowance att the 
next meeting : They are alfoe defirus that when a hopefull companie of Indians pre- 
ſent themſelves or bee prefented by Mr. Elliot to begine another Towne in order to 
the worke in hand the Number of them being Conſiderable Namly att leaft ten ſuch 
Indian familys and ten or twelue other ſingle men to deliver fuch tooles to Mr. Eliot 
towards theire Incurragement as may bee meet for ſuch a Number not exceeding 
att moſt the Number Mr Eliot hath propounded viz one Duſſen of felling axes 
four broad axes three or foure Croſcutt ſawes two or three whip fawes one duſſen 
of ſpades one duſſen of Chiſſells two ſett of wimbles two grinding ſtones three or 
foure duſſen of hoes; Theſe or ſuch parte of them as ſhall bee delivered to Mr. 
Eliott to bee kept as a common ſtocke for the vſe of the labouring Indians there; 
And not to bee lent or Carried to any other place and a like proportion for two 
townes more; If ſuch a number of families and ſingle Indians bee found to ſettle 
and hopfully to carry on the worke Intended ; 5; | 

Vpon peruſall of Mr. Rawſons accounts now vnder written by the Comiſſioners 
and ſent to the Corporation in England wherof a coppy ſoe vnderwritten is kept att 
Boſton the Comiſſioners ſaw cauſe to allow Mr. Rawſon for his Sallary in Reference 
hee hath and may Receive from the Corporation vpon the Indian account and deſ. 
poſed by order, and in Reference to houſe Rome or warchouſe Rome for the ſaid 
Goods and his Care and paines in the accounts the ſumme of thirty pounds a yeare 
for the time paſt and the yezre enſuing; The Comiſſioners vpon Conference with 
Mr. Eliott about his owne and his Brothers Time ſpent amongſt the Indians to fur- 
ther the publiſhing of the Goſpell amongſt them and to affoard other healp for theire 
encurragement doe find that the yeare in Reference to Recompence or Salary to ei- 
ther of them begins the firſt of March; as alſo Mr. Mahews ; 

The Comiſſion-rs for the Maſſachuſetts are alſoe defired to conſider and order the 
builling of one Intyre Rome att the College for the Conveniencye of ſix Hopfull 


indians youthes to bee trained vp there according to the adviſe Received this yeare 
from:

from the Kas in England; which Rome may bee two Storyes high and. built 
plaine but ſtrong and durable the charge not to exceed one hundred and twenty 
pounds beſides glaſſe which may bee allowed out of the auen the ä hath 
lately ſent ouer vpon the Indian account; 

It is by the Comiſſioners left to Mr. Rawfons care to Rectiue frank the ever 
Collonies the Reſpective ſummes due to the Indians account both for the powder 
Etc : for the hundred pound paicd to Mr. Winſlow in England by theire order in 
ſuch pay as are ordered by the Comiſſioners att theire firſt meeting this yeare att 
Boſton and to diſpoſe of and ſell the fame to ſure men for money or beavor or to 
Improue the ſame in ſome other ſafe way for theire Advantage the 27th of Septem- 
ber 1653. 7 

The accounts betwixt the Collonies (ſoe fare as they were by any of the Comiſſi- 
oners brought in) were Audited and it appeereth that the Maſſachuſetts as the parti- 
culares in theire accounts will ſhew ; haue diſburſed and are to pay one hundred 
four fcore and thirteen pounds fiue Shillings and thripence; and have Receiued from 
the Narraganſet Indians 

New haver hath layed out and is to pay thirty ſeauen pound fourteen Shillings and 
ſcauen pence as by particulares in theire accounts appeereth and haue Received in 
parte of ſom Tribute due from the Pequot in wampam thirty four pound fourteen 
ſhillings and ſix pence wherin theire is a conſiderable parte ſmale and not accounted 
currant but the loſſe whatſoever it proue; To bee borne by the Collonies in theire 
ſeuerall proportions ; ſoe that as the accounts were caſt vp by the Maſſachuſets Au- 
diter with the hundred pound payed to Mr. Winſlow in England and now by the 
Collonies in theire different proportions to bee Repay ed into the Indian ſtocke each 
Juriſdiction is to pay vnto Mr Rawſon in mannor and time as ordered in the diſtre- 
bution of powder as followeth Viz Maſſachuſetts forty thrze pounds Plymouth twen- 
ty one pound three Shillings and a peney Conecticott twenty and two pound eighteen 
ſhillings and 4 pence Newhaven twelve pound ſeuenteen Shillings and a peney 

But in theſe accounts the Maſſachuſets Comiſſioners deſired allowance for ſeauen- 
teen pounds or ſeauenteen fathome of wampame in Mr. Peloms hands in Reference to 
the Indians hoſtages and ſeauenteen pounds in queſtion with Richard Woody and Mr. 
 Irington which the Reſt of the Comiſſioners as yett Tee noe cauſe to allow; and the 
Comiſſioners for Conecticott propounded an allowance for charges in ſecking and 
marking out a new way from hartford to the Maſſachuſcts Incurraged att firſt by 
the Comiſſioners when they me: att hartford in Anno 1644 of which Mr Hopkins 
diſburſed parte long ſence and Captaine Colleck Etcet. hath lately payed out more a 
new way being now deſcouered and marked out but noe account of Charges prevent 
ed; and the Comiſſioners for Conecticott and Newhauen propounded allowance for 
charges deſburſed ſom yeares ſence in Raiſing forces and making preparations ior an 
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expedition againſt the Murderers of goodman Whitmore of Stanford and it was alſoe 
Remembred that ſome Tribute hath been Receiued by Mr. Hopkins Etc. from the 
long Ifland Indians not yett accounted for but all theſe are Refered to further Conſi- 
deration ; The Comiſſioners for Newhauen deſired the account of Males may bee 
duely brought in att the next meeting that all Reconings may bee ſhewed to Satis. 
faction; the Number of Males abated * brought in as by theire account now 
broad | in appeers ;

TO the Anſware of our Declaration ſoe ill Reſented by the generall courts of 
Conecticott and Newhauen wee made noe Reply but propoſed a more fpeedy way 
in our apprehenſions Concerning the true ſence and meaning of our Confeaderation ; 
and in purſuance therof our generall court aſſembled the day before the meeting of 


the 
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Comiſhoners to whoſe Conſideration wee preſented ſome propoſitions to that end; 
But after ſome expence of time wee were Satisfyed our Endeauors would proue fruitles 
through want of power on their partes; Wee reſolued therfore as wee haue declared in 
our Returnes to them (of which you may bee fully Certifyed by youer Comiſſioners) To 
addreſſe our ſelues to che ſeuerall Generall Courts our confederats to preſent our Deſires 
of a Right vnderſtanding of the Articles of our Confederation being induced therevnto 
by the different apprehenſions (which to our greife) are ariſen amongſt vs, And if 
wee haue offended by a poſitive Declaration of our owne ſence of the Articles lett ir 
bee accepted in parte of Satisfaction that wee doe at preſent preſume noe further 
then to propound fome queries to youer conſideration the Reſolution wherof ſhall 
not onely bee without offence but that which wee deſire and will much conduce to be- 
gett a Right vnderſtanding berweene vs; 

1. Whether the Reaſon of the Comiſſioners bee the Reaſon of all the Ge- 
nerall courts 

2. Whether Notwithſtanding the Determinations of the Comilcners the Courts 
in Caſes of greater Conceruments ought not to bee Satisfyed of the. Juſtice of theire 
determination before they proceed to acte; 

z. Whether it can conſiſt with the preſervation of Intire power of 8 
Reſerued to the ſeuerall Juriſdiftions that the Juridicall or Authorittatiue determina- 
tion of peace and warr ſhould bee in the hands of ſix Comiſſioners whoe as ſuch are 
not members of any Court and may probably bee noe members of a deſenting 
Juriſdiction; 

4. Whether the Comiſſioners as Comiſſioners bee Subject to the Generall Courts 
of the ſeuerall Juriſdictions to which they belonge or the Juriſdictions and Generall 
courts bee ſubject to the Comiſſioners. 


The Articles wee Conceive giue occation for theſe and many other queſtions of 
the like nature and therfore needs explanation or Reconciliation according to the true 
nature of a Confeaderation which is the preſervation of the power cf Gouerments of 
euery Juriſdiction; not the ſtateing of any power in Comiſſioners otherwiſe then 
Subordinate and Subſervient to that end; The Concordance of youer anſware (in 
theſe particulars) with our apprehenſions will put an end to our differences and begitt 
a Right vnderſtanding between vs; But becauſe wee can not aſſure our ſelues ther- 
of in euery patticular and being ſeriouſly Deſirous of the Continuation of our Ami- 
ty; Wee propoſe to youer Conſideration that a Comittee bee Choſen by each Ju-

THE vnexpected and leſſe welcome Intellegence that wee Recemed vpbn the Re- 
turne of our Comiſſioners from theire laſt and moſt vncomfortable meeting hath ad- 
minneſtred Juſt ground to vs to lett yon vnderſtand how ſadly wee Reſent and how 
deeply wee are affected with that ſadd breach of the Confeaderation on youer parte 
acted eſpetially att ſuch a time as this; wherin our Enimies may bee occa- 
tioned not onely to Inſult ouer vs; but alſoe to Reproch the name of god and 
his waies which wee profeſſe which vpon whoſe account it wilbee charged wee leaue

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The Comiſſioners by fenerall Complaints and letters were Informed of Ninnigretts 
hoſtile attempts and outrages againſt the long Iſland Indians whoe are in frindſhipp 
with the Engliſh and Tributaries to them; particularly that hee or ſom of his Pe. 
quot Indians not long ſence on the Lords Day affaulted one Poacump a frind to the 
Engliſh and liveing and planting vpon theire ground and killed his Mother his wife 
and two Children and three others and tooke ſome captiues without any particulare 
offence by him giuen; vnles for that hee is a frind to the Engliſh beſides other aſ- 
ſaults this ſummer which puts the long Iſland Indians vpon continuall watchings and 
wardings fortifications and other ſadd deſtractions wherby the Engliſh are Reproch- 
ed by ſome of the Indians hoe expected defence from them affeirming the Engliſh 
are noc more to bee truſted then Indians; and lately to the deſturbance of the peace 
of the Countrey hee hiered and brought downe many vpland Indians Wampeges Pe- 
comptes Etc. to cutt them of though God by a Remarkable Prouidence hath as they 
are informed broken the plott and ſcatrered his aſſiſtance from him; but when they 
were together as Mr. Winthrope writes, they ſtole ſom things from his houſe and 
killed fom of his cattle how many hee knowes not but ſome hundreds are miſſing; 
The Comiflioners being alſoe Informed of fom differences and deſtractions fallen our 
between Vucas and his brother Waweque and betwixt Vncas and his men that rhey 
might the better prouide for the peace of the Countrey ſent Meſſengers with In- 

ſtructions to the aforemencioned Sagamores as followeth ; 


Directions for Jonathan Gilbert to Ninnegrett ; 


YOU ſhall with all convenient ſpeed Repaire to Ninnigrett the Nianticke Sachem 
and informe him that the Comiſſioners for all the Collonies now mett att hartford 
haue peruſed the letter hee ſent to the gouernor of the Maſſachuſerts wherin they find 
complaints and Sufpitions of ſome purpoſe in Vncas to invade and make warr vpon 
him and defires Information touching the ſame : concerning which they will duely 


Inquire; but withall you are to Certify him that all the Comiſſioners are apprehen- 
fine of ſeuerall breaches of Couenant. 


1. In not paying his due Tribute for the Pequots vnder him for ſeuerall yeares 
now paſt for which the Comiſſioners expect preſent ſatisfaction 

2. That vnleſſe hee either come himſelfe forthwith to hartford or giue ſome ſa- 
tisfying Securitie to the Comiſſioners for, the true and Conſtant paiment of the 
ſaid Tribute the Comiffioners ſhall thinke of ſome Courſe forthwith to deſpoſe of the 
ſaid Pequots ſome other way; 

3. Wheras the ſaid Ninnigrett expreſsly contrary to his covenant without the 
adviſe and contrary to the mind of the Comiſſioners ſufficiently declared to him hath 
Invaded the longe Iſland Indians and defturbed the peace of the covutrey by hiering

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and drawing downe the vpland Indians armed; The Comiſſioners doe expecte Secu- 
ritie of and for his peacable carriage both towards themſchnes and theire Confeadea- 
rate Indians and frinds for the future; and for his faithfall obſervance of his couc- 
nants 

4. Wheras Ninnegrett hath formerly made ſundrey complaints againft Vncas the 
Mohegen Sagamore whoe is ſhortly expected att hartford ; The Comiſſioners Can- 
not thinke of a more reddy and hopefull way to compoſe and end all differences then 
that Ninnegrett forthwith Repaire to the Comiſſioners att hartford for whoſe incur- 
ragment the Comiſſioners heerby engage that hee ſhall come and returne in ſafety 
without moleſtation from them and haue ſent order to Vncas that hee deſturbe him 
not in his Travel| to or fro. 

But if you ſind that Ninnegrett can not or will not come in perſon you are to ac- 
quaint him that if hee ſend two or three men ſufficiently Inſtructed to anſware in the 
premiſes and vpon whome hee will reſt and performe what they promiſe and giue 
theire names vnder his hand or marke the Comiſſioners will not refuſe them; 

Ninnigrett may not bring with him aboue twenty or thirty men ; nor may New- 


come or as the Indians call him Mattakiſt ; come with him whoe laſt yeare gave 
offence att Bolton

YOU are to informe both Vncas and his brother Woweque that the Comiſſioners 
haue receiued information of ſome purpoſe of theires to invade the Narraganſets or 
Ninnigret the Nyanticke Sagamore ; they haue alſoe heard of ſome differences lately 
growne betwixt Vncas and his brother and betwixt them and theire men they are 
not willing to receiue reports without due inquiry they haue therfore ſent for Ninni- 
grett the better to ſecure the longe Iſland Indians and to heare what hee hath to al- 
lege againſt the Mohegens and compoſe all other differences; the Comiſſioners 
therfore defire and expect that both Vncas and his brother doe forthwith come to

hartford that from them and Ninnigrett they may receiue full information concern. 
ing former paſſages and may Improue the belt of theire Indeauors to prevrue or pro- 
uide for the peace of the country ; 

You are alſoe to informe both Vncas and his brother and theire men that the Eng- 
lith doe owne Vncas ſoe longe as he carrieth himſc!fe well and ſhalbee loth hee ſuffer 
wrong either from his brother or from his owne men or from other Indians; and 
they expect that Ninnegrett and his companie may paſſe ſafely toe and froe to the 
Comiſſioners through the Mohegen Countrey and in all other partes of their Trauell 


without any Moleſtation or deſturbance ;

YOU Shall Repaire to Mohegen and acquaint Vncas and all other Indians that 
you are ſent to reſide att his fortt by the Comiſſioners of all the Collonies to the In- 
tent that Vncas and all others may know the realitie of the Engliſh to continnew 
his frinds whiles hee continueth faithfull to the Engliſh ; and becauſe the Comiſſion- 
ers haue now ſent for Vncas to ſpeake with him concerning ſome affaires of Concern- 
ment relating to himſelfe Ninnegrett and Waweque and being Informed ſome ſturrs 
may ariſe in his abſence to his prejudice you ſhall vſe youer Indeauors to keep all 
things quiett and informe the Indians that ſuch attempts wilbee offenciue to the Engliſh; 

And wheras Ninnegrett is expected by the Comiſſioners att hartford you are to 
require the Indians of Mohegen that they ſuffer him and his Companie not exceeding 
thirty to paſſe quietly through the Countrey without deſturbance or affront in his 
Coming or Returning

GENTLEMEN

YOUER letter wee receiued and returne you this for anſware that wee are very 
glad and approue of the accounts that you ſent ouer by rhe laſt which are or may bee 
ſatisfactory to the manifould objections that haue of late ariſen about the ſame for 
when through mercy our indeauors had ſtoped the mouthes of all men heer ; then 
the great query was whether things ſent were not miſimployed with you in New Eng- 
land and truely you would wonder had wee time to relate the ſeuerall ſorts of objec- 
tions which for the moſt parte turned all to obſtructions for a ſeaſon till by the illabo- 
rate paines of Mr. Winſlow wee are forced to take of and remoue the ſame you wrot 
to vs not to ſend any more goods till you ſent for them and to tye ourſelues to ſuch 
and onely ſuch prouiſions to bee ſent wee are very well ſatisfyed therwith and ther- 
vpon ſhall deſciue the expectation of divers that haue written for letters for printing 
paper etc. and indeed in ſoe writing you ſeem to vnderſtand youer owne power and 
truſt but giue us leave to tell you there is ſuch a matteriall objection heer ſtarted as 
wee are aſhamed of and know not how to anſware viz. the many complaints made 
by Mr. Elliott to ſundry of his frinds heer that you allow him but twenty pound per 
annum which doth not beare his charges in ſoe much as hee runs in debt euery yeare 
more and more and is diſabled for giueing his children that education hee otherwiſe 
would; now whether it bee or noe wee know not but veryly belieue the worke will 
ſuffer ſome thouſands of pounds by itt for it flyeth like lightening and takes like 
tinder men being extream glad to meet with any thing that may Couller ouer theire 
Couetiouſneſs and dull theire zeale in foe good a worke ; nay Mr. Peters whoe but 
14 dayes before tould Mr. Winſlow in plaine tearmes hee heard the worke was but 
a plaine Cheat and that there was noe ſuch thinge as Goſpell converſion amongſt 
the Indians preſently after charged the ſame man vpon a letter hee receined from Mr. 
Weld by information from Mr. Elliott that you the comiſſioners for the vnited Collo- 
nies forbad the worke in that you would not allow competant mayntenance to Mr. 
Elliott and others that laboured therin ; and howeuer wee haue otherwiſe charitable 
thoughts of Mr. Peters; yett hee hath been a very bad inſtrument all along towards 
this worke whoe though of a Comittee in the army for the advance of it amongſt 
them yet proteited againſt contributing a peny towards it in his perſon ; and indeed 
ſome of vs haue been fayne to intreat the reſt of the gentlemen not to trouble him 
any further in the buſineſe; nor know wee any cauſe vnleſſe it bee that the worke 
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is coming to ſuch perfection and hee hath not had the leaſt hand nor finger in it; 
Thefe things wee thought good to acquaint you withall and doe Intreat that Mr. El- 
liott Mr. Mayhew and ſuch other eminent Inſtruments and labourers as are Imploy- 
ed therin may haue greater Incorragement from you according to what the lord ſhall 
ſend in from time to time; wee are farr from Juſtifying Mr. Elliott in his Turbulent 
and clamorous proceedings but the beſt of gods ſervants haue theire faylings and as 
ſuch ſoe wee look vpon him; the reaſon you ſend for nothing this yeare wee con- 
ceiue you haue aboue eight hundred pounds in money ſtocke and debts with you; 
wee ſhould bee glad to heare the debts were Retutned and doe Intreat you chat the 
worke may not bee retarded therby alaſe what pitty were it that deſeruing Inſtru- 
ments ſhculd bee deſcurraged and what a ſhame will it bee to vs heer beſides an ab- 
ſolute period to all future Collections wherby gods glory and the preſent oppertunitie 
wilbee loſt in doeing good to thoſe poor ſoules ; and let not the late difference be- 
tween your naighbours of the Maſſachuſetts and youer ſelues hinder ; wee hope it is 
healed ere now; if not wee truſt our letters (for wee are very ſencible of the breach 
and the euils that may follow thervpon to the ſcuerall. reſpectiue Gouerments) will 
healp forwards the ſame ; And lett vs Intreat you fince you order vs to ſend nothing 
but what you giue order for; to bee very carfull to conſider beforehand what wilbee 
needfull for wee perſwade ourſelues you cannot buy any goods ſoe well bought heer 
as what wee ſend for wee buy for reddy money and beare the adventure when as 
others take not onely twelue monthes time but theire creditors ſtand to the aduen- 
ture out and home ſoe that if you fell at 30 per ſente yett you giue ſixty for what 
you buy att leaſt but wee doubt not of youer care onely wee ſhall longe to heare 


againe from you and that it may bee with comfort and refreſhing is the earneſt de-

and aimes in this worke of his knowes that laying aſide all ſeniſter Reſpects wee de- 


fire to Improve all oppertunities and order all diſburſments for the advanſment of the 
end defigned that if it pleaſe the father of mercyes the goſpell of his fonne may 


have a large and powerfull entrance into the harts of theſe poor Indians but it is of 


an aflicting Conſideration, that the worke ſhould: Receiue any diſcurragement or hin- 
derance either from Mr. Elliots pen or Mr. Peters Speech by a letter ſigned by Mr. 
Winſlow in the name and by the order of the honered Corporation dated May the 
iſt 1652 wee vnderſtood what Inconveniencye did or might grow by the Collections 
and diſburſements made by Mr. Butcher not put into the Corporation ſtocke and ac- 
count which with you wee deſired might bee brought into youer Treaſury as the 
Right Channell accordingly wee Inquired of Mr. Elliot what ſummes were ſent ouer 
yearly vpon thoſe more private accounts and how Imployed what parte to the Indi- 
ans and what. to himſelfe and others whoe labour in the worke; hee acknowlidged 
ſome conſiderable ſummes of money came that way to his hands but was flow to giue 
any account how much or how expended heervpon wee did conceiue that twenty 
pound per annum aded to what hee Received by other meanes out of England and 
what hee Received from the Church of Rockſburrow which as wee heare is not 
leſſe then ſixty pounds per annum might ſufficiently maintaine his family and afford 
due Education for his Children without Runing himſelfe into debt ; Wee ſhall now 
allow him forty Pounds per annum and if theire bee cauſe ſhall Reddily Inlarge fur- 
ther and ſoe to Mr. Mayhew all wee propound is that as our Maſters acceptance is 
ſufficient yea Rich wages for any Care or paines of ours in this worke ſoe theire may 
bee ſome due proportion as neare as wee can Judge betwixt the Imployment and 
Incurragement of other Inftruments Through the bleſſing of him whoe is loue it 
ſelfe and the god of peace the Comiſſioners Now mett att hartford doe Comfortably 
Cloſe as in the affayers of the Corporation ſoe in other occations of the Confeadera- 
tion and hope they ſhall ſoe proceed ; . 


Mr. Elliott and Mr. Mayhew doe each of them propound the building of a new 


Meeting houſe for the Indians beſides the building in hand for ſome Scollers att the 


College wherof wee wrote the laſt yeare and that allowance may bee made for Inter- 
preters Scoolmaſters and others to Inſtructe the tractable Indians; one Cattacheſme 
is alreddy printed and Mr. Perſons is preparing another to ſute theſe ſouthweſt partes 
where the languige differs from theires whoe line about the Maſſachuſetts all which 
will occaſion vs to write for a Conſiderable parcell of proviſions as the following In- 
voce will ſhew wee expecte not ſoe good piniworthes from any as from the Corpora- 
tion and though the Amunition were in different proportions this laſt yeare deuided 


among the Collonies and by them with the advance formerly mencioned fince Returned 
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into the ſtocke yett wee purpoſe to drive very little or noe trade but vpon the ac- 
counts and Concernments of the Indians ; 


Mr Rawſon hath ſent his accounts for the year paſt to the Comiſſioners now mett 
att hartford but vpon peruſall wee find ſome thinges defective or obſcure ſoe that wee 
Returne them to him to bee perfected; and muſt deſire the Comiſſioners for the 
Maſſachuſetts to Revew and vpon theire approbation to vnderwrite and ſend them 
for England; wee heerin Cloſe the Coppy of a Direction ſent vs from the Maſſachu- 
ſets for letters for the vie of printing which wee deſire may bee provided and ſent ; 
Thuſe with our due Reſpectes wee comend you our ſelues and the worke in hand to

Vpon Conſideration of the former letter Red from the Corporation and in anſware 
to a letter now Received from Mr. Elliott the Comiſſioners wrote as followeth 


REVERENT SIR, 


YOU may Remember that vpon a letter from the honered Corporation dated 
May the firſt 1652 ſome of vs the laſt yeare deſired Information what ſomes of mo- 
ney you had yearly Receiued out of England either from particulare Benifactors or 
from private Collections there made for propagating the Goſſpell amongſt the Indi- 
ans in theſe partes what to youerſelfe and what to others whoe laboure in the worke 
that wee might proportion further Incurragement according to the ſame ; ſom Con- 
ſiderable ſummes you acknowlidged to haue yearly Received ; but choſe Rather to 
Reſt ſatisfyed with a ſmaller allowance from vs out of the Corporation ſtocke then 
to giue any account how much came to youer hands or how expended and accord- 
ingly wee Conceiued that twenty pound per annum from Mr Rawſon aded to what 
you yearly Receive from the Lady Arramina and others out of England with the 
mayntenance allowed by the Church att Rockſburrow might proue Comfortable and 


Satisfying for youer ſelfe and family as in other Reſpects ſoe for the due 1 
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of youer Children and thought you accepted it; though wee then knew it muſt 
prove Chargable either to youer ſelfe or others in the low Condition of New En- 
gland to bring vp ſoe many ſonnes att learning in a Collegiate way as you propound- 
ed; But the laſt letter directed to the Comiſſioners from the Corporation wee are 
Informed that you have made many Complaints to ſundry of youer frinds in England 
of the ſmaleneſs of youer allowance that you Run into debt and cannot educate 
youer Children as you would and Mr. Peters from Mr. Weld by youer Information 
Reports that the Comiſſioners by. denying competent Mayntenance forbid the worke 
which ſeemeth ſtrange when wee can neither vnderſtand what you Receiue from others 
vpon the account nor haue you propounded to vs any larger allowance; for our. 
ſelues wee ſhall freely offer our accounts and the grounds of our proceedings to the 
Conſideration and examination of any that are godly and Judicious ; But wee feare 
that the worke Intended may ſuffer much by ſuch Reports and probably ſome of 
youer Carriage heerin may be thought not onely Irregulare but Turbulent and Cla- 
morus which Crofleth that meeknes of wiſdom wherin wee belieue you defire to fol- 
low our lord and maſter Wee now order Mr. Rawſon to pay both to youer ſelfe and 
Mr. Mayhew after the Rate of forty pound per annum and if wee find cauſe ſhall 
enlarge further though wee either hope or deſire that the worke will ſpread ouer the 
Countrey and many Inſtruments may bee Imployed in it and ſoe Gharge Increaſing 
heerin wee ſhall freely affoard our beſt healp and Rejoyee that the ſaving health of 
our Lord may bee knowne among all theſe Nations of Indians ; 
VPpon peruſall of youer laſt letter to the Comiſſioners wee find ſome difference be- 
twist youer ſelfe and Mr. Rawſon in the account of tooles Etc. and defire the error 
whereuer it bee may be Rectified; we defire tenderly to conſider the peace and com- 
tort of ſuch Indians as haue truly Receiued Chriſt in the Goſpell ; But in ſuch a 
Mixture may not furniſh all with Powther Etc. leaſt by allienation or otherwiſe it 
ſtrengthen Enimies againſt ourſelues; Wee therfore leaue the conſideration therof 
to the Maſſachuſets Generall Court; and att this diſtance not haueing oppertunity 
to Confer with you muſt Refer ſeuerall other things to the Maſſachuſets Comiſſioners 
as what proportion of Cowes and goates for the New Towne you mention with nailes 
for the Meeting houſe Incurragement for the Interpretor Scoolmaſters and allowance 
to Mr. Alcocke for Phiſicke given Etc. And if the worke may bee furthered by it 
wee would not deney ſome Incurragement att the prefent vnto two approved Indians 
. Whoe may bee like heerafter to prove Teaching Elders amonglt them; When wee 
mett laſt att Boſton wee underſtood you deſired youer Brothers allowance but for one 
yeare more now laſt paſt ; yett if it bee to further the worke in the new Towne wee 
ſhall Reddyly Continue his Mayntainance for another yeare which wee alſoe Refer 
to the Maſſachuſetts Comiſſioners vpon Conference with youer ſelfe; according to 
youer Direction wee ſhall ſend both for letters and papers for the printing prefle

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Wee deſired that Thomas Stantons help might haue been vſed in che Cattachiſme 
printed and wiſh that noe Inconvenience bee found through want therof ; and ſhall 
now adviſe that before you proceed in tranſlating the Scriptures or any parte of 
them you Improue the beſt healpes the Countrey affoards for the Indian languige 
that if it may bee theſe ſouth weſt Indians (ſome of whome wee are now Informed 
deſire healp both for Reading and to bee Inſtructed in the things of God and Chriſt) 
may underſtand and haue the benefitt of what is printed; Soe Wee Reſt

MR. Mavynew 


WEE haue Receiued youer large letter of the 16th. of the ſixt 1654 and not to 
trovble you or ourſelues with any long preface you may take notice wee haue Con- 
ſidered the Contents therof and doe Rejoyſe att the Information you giue vs of the 
Bleffing of God vpon youer labours among thoſe poor barbarous people vpon the 
Hand Etc. and theire dayly Coming in to Imbrace the Goſpell of Chriſt ; which 
wee are willing to hope (att leaſt for many of them) chat it is in Cenceritie and tru- 
ly fr the loue of Chriſt himſelfe and not for loues and It is our prayer and carneſt 
deſire that the great expectation of the people of God concerning this great worke 

may 
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may not bee fruſtrated or in any meaſure diſappointed as for ourſelues wee are moſt 


Reddy and willing according to the truſt comitted to vs to doe what wee may to pro- 
mote and Incurrage the ſame; and all ſuch meet Inſtruments as laboure therin and 
therfore haue agreed to allow youer ſelfe for your paines and labour this yeare the 
ſume of forty pounds; And for a Scoolmaſter and one or two meet perſons as theire 
need may require to teach the Reſt the ſumme of ten pounds a peece per annum 
Begining from this time; as alſoe that ten pounds more bee comitted to you to deſ- 
poſe of to ſicke weak and well deſerving Indians which wee deſire may bee frugally

the Indians) bee ſent to the next meeting of the Comiſſioners; And for the meeting 
houſe which you deſire to bee built for the Indians Though wee Conceiue another 
forme leſſe Chargable and of leſſe Capaſcitie then you propound bee ſufficient which 
wee leaue to youer further Conſideration; and ſuch aduiſe as you may take vpon 
the place; yett wee ſhall allow vpon that account the ſome of forty pounds in Iron 
worke Nayles Glaſſe and ſuch other pay as is in our agents hands expecting the In- 
dians ſhould Improve their labours to finiſh the ſame as they did att Naticke; And 
wheras wee are Informed that a Boat is Neſſeſary and yet wanting for the ſafe paſ- 
ſage of youer ſelfe and Indians betwixt the Ifland and the mayne wee haue allowed 
eight pounds for that and defiring itt may bee carefully preſerued and Imployed one- 
ly for the ſervice Intended and not att the pleaſure of the Indians Etc. vpon other 
occations ; Wee deſire you would bee flow in withdrawing Indian profeſſers from 
paying accuſtomed Tribute and performing other lawfull ſerviſes vnto theire Saga- 
mores till you haue ſeriouſly Confidered and aduiſed with the Majeſtrates and Elders 
of Naighbouring Collonies leaſt the paſſage and ſpreading of the Goſſpell bee hin-

Jonathan Gilbert Returned the 18th. of September 1654 and * Nauhrems 
Anſware In the words following 


1. Firſt haueing acquainted him that the Comiſſioners were mett at hartford and 
chat they had peruſed the letter hee ſent to the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts and 
with the ſuſpitions hee had of Vncas Ninnigrett Anſwared that hee knew nothing of 
8 ſuch letters ſent by him and did much ſtrange att it. 

2. Concerning the breach of his Couenant his anſware was whoe will ſay chat hee 
bad any Pequots vnder him 2condly. Mr. Eaton and Mr. Hopkins being both at New- 
hauen tould him that hee was to pay for the Pequots but ten yeares; and 3dly.thoſeten 
yeares were out three yeares agone; Jonathan Gilbert aſked him whether hee had payed 
thoſe ten yeares hee ſpake of; hee anſwared Noe why ſhould hee pay it and had not 
any Pequot for his men but thoſe hee had hee doth hier to healp him againſt the long 
Ilanders-; and if any of them bee ſlayne in his ſeruice hee is to pay a certaine ſumme 
of peage to his Frinds; ſome more ſome leſſe 

3. Concerning his invadeing of the long Iſlanders hee anſwared wherfore ſhould 
hee acquaint the Comithoners therwith when the longilanders had ſlayne a Sachems 
{on and ſixty other of his men; and therfore hee will not make peace with the long- 
ilanders but doth deſire the Engliſh would lett him alone and doth defire that the 
Comiſſioners would not Requeſt him to goe to hartford; for hee had done noe 
hurt what ſhould hee doe there; hee had been many times in the Bay 
and when was Vancas there; Jonathan aſked him whether hee would ſend two 
or three of his men that might acte in his Rome and ſteed if hee would not goe him- 
ſelfe hee anſwared what ſhould hee or his men doe att hartford ; Adding if youer 
Gouernors ſonne were ſlayne and ſeuerall other men would aſke Counſell of another 
Nation how and when to Right youer ſelues ; and againe ſaid hee would not goe 
nor ſend to hartford ; ; 

4. Concerning the vpland Indians his anſware was they are my frinds and Came 
to healp me againſt the long Iflanders which had killed ſeuerall of my men ; wherfore 


ſhould I acquaint the Comiſſioners with it; I doe but Right my owne vide which 
the long Ilanders began with mee

The Commiſſioners Comparing this Anſware and Returne of Ninnegrett to the 
queſtions or propoſitions made by Jonathan Gilbert with his former Carriage eſpe- 


tially with what paſled the laſt yeare betwixt the Comiſſioners and him duely conſi- 
dering 
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dering how the peace of the Countrey may bee prouided for; and finding by Expe- 
rience that the forbearance and lenity of the Collonies doth but encreaſe his Inſolen- 
ey and our danger agreed and paſſed this following vote; 

That twenty horſmen and forty foot ſouldiers ſhould bee ſent with all convenient 
ſpeed to Ninnigrett to demaund the Pequots vnder him or lately liueing vpon his land 
and to take them by force from him or any other that ſhall harbour or detaine them; 
and to Require and take of Ninnigrett the Tribute alreddy due together with the 
Charges of this expedition or ſome parte therof according to the Inſtructions to bee 
given; And in the name of the Comiſſioners to prohibite Ninnegrett and the Reſt 
of the Narraganſet Sachems to make any further attempts againſt the long Iland In- 
dians and to declare to them that the like ſhalbee done to the long Iland Indians 
provided that if the Pequots Can not bee preuailed with to Come vnder the 
Gouerment and protection of the Engliſh ; then if Ninnigrett ſhall pay the Tribute 
paſt and the Charge of this Expedition and promiſe not to deſturbe the peace of the 
Countrey for time to come by makeing warr vpon our frinds and Confeaderates with- 
out our Conſent according to his Couenant made att Boſton Anno 1645 as alſoe to 
pay the Tribute for ſuch Indians as are vnder him for time to come according to the 
laſt Agreement att Newhauen Anno 1651 hee may enjoy the ſaid Pequots ſtill without 
Deſturbance or any further proceeding againſt him ; and for the proceqution of this 
deſigne It is agreed by the Comiſſioners that there ſhalbee forthwith levied two hun- 
dred and ſeauenty foot ſouldiers and forty horſmen out of the ſeuerall Collouies viz. 
the Maſſachuſetts forty horſmen and one hundred fifty three foot Plymouth forty one 
foot ſouldiers Conecticott Forty five Newhaucn thirty one of which there ſhalbee 
with all expedition deſpatched from Conecticott 24 foot from Newhauen 16 and from 
the Maſſachuſetts twenty hors and as many more hors or foot not exceeding the pro- 
portion of eighty foot; as the generall Court or the Comaunder in Cheife ſhall 
aduiſe all which are to meet att a Randevoues att Thomas Stantons on fryday the 
13th. of October next and the left of the forces leuied to Continew in a Reddynes to 
march vpon the firſt notice or order from the Comaunder in Cheife to ſuch place as 
hee ſhall appoint ; And if it ſhould ſoe fall out that more Forces ſhould be found ne- 
ceſſary it is agreed that vpon Notice therof giuen to the ſeueral Gouerments by the 
Comaunder In Cheife each Collonie ſhall ſend theire ſeuerall proportions of that 
Number of men which ſhalbee deſired; And for Comaunder in Cheife The Comiſh- 
oners propound Major generall Gibbens Major Deniſon or Captaine Atherton but 
leaue it to the generall Court or Counſell of the Maſſachuſets to Chooſe any one of 
them; or if by ſicknes or other meanes theſe ſhould bee hindered then to appoint fome 
other fitt man for the ſervice ; 

Mr. Eaton as often formerly Soe now againe Acquainted the Comiſhoners with 
Newhauens Right to ſeuerall parcells of land on both ſides of Dellaware Bay and Ri- 
uer ; and ſhewed them the coppy of a letter hee lately wrote to the New Swediſh 
Gouernor 
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Gouernor with his anſware thervnto ; Vpon Conſideration wherof the Comiſſioners 
wrote to the Swediſh Gouernor as followeth ; 


Moch HONERED SIR; 


THE Comiſſioners for the Vnited Collonies of New-England being now mett att 
hartford as theire Courſe this yeare fales haue been Reminded of the well knowne 
Right ſome of the Engliſh of Newhauen Collonie haue to ſeuerall large Tractes of 
land on both ſides Delaware Bay and Riuer; Mr. Eaton one of the preſent Comiſ. 
ſioners haue ſhewed vs the coppy of the letter hee wrot to you by order of Newhauen 
Court dated July the ſixt 1654 and youer anſware thervnto in latten Dated Auguſt 
the firſt 1654 the Contents whereof ſeemes ſtrange to vs all Wee were many yeares 
ſence Informed of their Juſt Title and of the vnjuſt Deſturbance theire Agents found 
in theire planting and Trading there Both by Monſcir Willam Keift the former Duch 
Gouernor and from Monſeire John Prince youer predeceſſor ; And therof Mr. John 
Winthorpe then Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts Collony and Preſedent of the Co- 
miſſioners wrote to them both in Septem : 1643 And thervnto a few Monthes after 
Receiued theire ſeuerall Anſwares but without any ſatisfaction; What you write 
Concerning a Conference or Treaty before Mr. Endicott wherin Newhauen Right 
was ſilenced or ſuppreſſed and what you affeirme Concerning the Right the Sweads 
haue to all the lands on both ſides Delaware Bay and Riuer from the Capes Etc. is 
either youer owne Miſtake or att leaſt the Error of them that ſoe enforme you Wee 
haue peruſed and Conſidered the ſeuerall purchaſes our Confeaderates of Newhauen 
haue there made; the Conſiderations giuen Acknowlidged by the Indian propriators 
vnder theire hands and Confeirmed by many Chriſtian Witneſſes wherby theire Right 
appeereth ſoe Cleare to vs that wee Cannot but Aſſert theire Juſt Title to the ſaid 
lands and deſire they may peacably Injoy the ſame with all the liberties thervnto be- 
longing ; and in theire name and behalfe doe aſſure you they will by noe meanes deſ- 
turbe you in any of youer Juſt Rights; Thuſe hopeing the peace and good accord 
In Europe betwixt England and Sweden will haue a powerful Influence vpon our Spe- 
rits and Carriages in theſe partes of America and deſiring you will with youer firſt 
Conveniency Returne a full and cleare Anſware to Mr. Eaton Gouernor of Newhaucs 
whoe will ſpedily Impart the Contents to vs with our beſt Reſpects wee Reſt

And Wheras Thomas Stanton hath two ſonnes that ha good {kill in the Indian 
Language whom hee is willing to giue up to bee deſpoſed of by the Comiſſioners from 
time to time for the advancement of that great worke of propagating the goſſpell to 
the Indians; The Comiſhoners doe order that the ſaid youthes Thomas and John 
ſhall out of the Corporation ſtocke bee mayntained att Cambridge to bee educated 
and fited for future ſervice to bee healpfull in Teaching ſuch Indian Children as ſhal- 
bee taken into the Colledge for that end ; 

And It is left to the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſets to giue order for the finiſhing 
of the building att the Colledge and to alter the forme agreed vpon att the laſt meet- 
ing att Boſton as is defired by the Preſedent of the Colledge provided it exceed not 
thirty foot in length and twenty in breadth as alſoe take care for the Entertainment 
of ſuch Indian youthes as may bee thought meet by Mr. Elliot Mr. Mayhew or any 
other that labour in that worke to bee trayned vp att the Colledge and fitted for ſu- 
ture ſervice and to ſigne bills to Mr. Rawſon to ſatisfy the Charges therof as alfoc 
to doe what ſhalbee Neſſeſary for the furthering of that great worke by ordering and

THE Comiſſioners for the vnited Collonies are Informed that though Ninnegrett 
by Miſinformation drew downe the Pecomtacke Sachems and Indians as farr as Fiſh- 
ers Iſland to Invade and make warr vpon the long Iſlanders yett when they vnder- 
ſtood the ſaid long Iflanders were frindes to the Engliſh and that ſuch hoſtile pro- 
ceedings of them would bee offenciue to the Engliſh they deſiſted from theire Enter- 
prize and peacably Returned home which the Comiſſioners accept as an euidence of 
theire reſpect and ſhall not concent that the ſaid Pocomptocks ſhalbee any wayes de- 
turbed by the Indians in Amitie or Couenant with the Engliſh ; 

And being att his meeting informed that ſome of the Pocomtock Indians without

Stantons att or before the 13th of October next and forthwith to march vnto the 
Nyanticke Countrey to the place of Ninnegretts ordinary reſidence and to demaund 
of him if hee may bee ſpoken with a prefent and full ſurrender of all the Pequots 
vnder him or lately lincing vpon his land; and if hee do not forthwith. conſent then 
to take them by force from him or any other that ſhall harbour or detaine them;

gonerment as Mr. Winthorpe Major Mafon and Capt. Denifon ſhall appoint till the 
Comiſſioners ſhall take farther order; without increaſing the tribute formerly due 
from them; And farther to require and take of Ninnigrett the tribute due for time 
palt for the ſaid Pequors together with the charge of this expedition or ſome conſi-

You ſhall if you thinke meett ſend to Vncas whom wee haue prepared to aſſiſt you 
and may bee very vſefull in the ſervice ; 

JI ou are to make faire warr without exerciſing Crewelty and not to put to Death 
any you haue taken captiues ; if you can beſtow them without Danger of youer 
owne men; 

It you find any Engliſh Stragglers Traders or others whoe you ſhall ſuſpect to giue 
Intelligence or to furniſh with Armes or amunition or to give any other Aide to the 
Enimie you may Secure them or ſend them to Boſton; 

Laſtly and aboue all the Reſt we Comend to youer Chriſtian Care the vpholding 
the Worſhipp of God in youer Army and to keep ſuch watch ouer the Converſation 
of all thoſe vnder youer Charge that all prophanes Impietie abuſe of the Sacred name 
of god luxury and other Diſorders may bee avoided or duely puniſhed that the lord

In Anſware to a petition preſented to the Comiſſioners by Robin the Indian on the 
behalfe of the Indians dwelling at Pequot It was ordered that all the Pequots lycenced 
in Anno 47 to ſett downe att Pequatt may yett Continew there vnder the obeidience 
of Vncas ; and that ſuch Pequats as haue withdrawne from vnder him theither ſhall 
turne to him againe onely Obachiqued and Robin for his ſeruice to bee in this pre- 
ſent Expedition are freed from Subjection to any Indian Sachem further then the 
Comiſſioners ſhall direct; and taken vnder the protection of the Engliſh and freed 
from Tribute ; | 

It is agreed that Mr. Pierſon for his paines and Charges and fiting himſelfe for the 
Indian Worke ſhalbee paied fifteen pounds out of the Corporation ſtocke and that 
five pound ſhalbee comitted to the Comiſſioners of Newhauen to bee diſpoſed of to 
ſuch Indians as defire to bee Inſtructed in the Knowlidge of Chriſt ;

Theophilus Eaton Eſq. was Choſen Preſedent of this Meeting A letter from

BY a Letter to Mr. Steele our Preſedent dated att hartford the 25th. of Septem- 
ber wee perceive that through the Bleſſing of him hoe is loue itſelf and the God of 
peace; 
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peace; the Comiſſioners then mett att hartford did then comfortably clote as in the 
Affaires of the Corporation, ſoe alſoe in the Buſines of, the Confeaderation which is 
noe ſmale Joy vnto vs; not onely in Regard of the happines which attends it but al- 
ſoe in Reſpect of the worke wherin wee labour which otherwiſe in humain probabilli- 
tie would haue wholy obſtructed: Wee together with youer Worſhipfull ſelues proſ- 
titated to all the Mallifious tongues and pens that the witt of man could doe or ſay 
againſt vs; And wee hope that the ſame Speritt of lone and vnion ſoe becoming the 
Goſpell of peace which wee all profeſſe will ſor ſtrongly breath in you and vs that rhe 
worke of the lord. wherin wee are mutually engaged might proſper in our hands; ac-

Remaining vpon the ballence of the laſt account ſent ouer will wee hope bee ſufficient 
to anſware all ſuch Charges as are or may in a conciderable ſpace of time bee Contract- 
ed in carying on the worke there for the truth is wee deſire that as Moneyes ſhall 
come into our hands vpon the Collection or otherwiſe the ſame might out vpon the 
purchaſe of lands which might bee as a ſtanding Revenue to cary on the worke and 
as the care and prouyding lyeth vpon vs the Corporation heer ſoe the care of diſtribu- 
tion and Improument will Reſt vpon youer ſelves the Comiſſioners of the vnited Col- 
lonies there of whoſe faithfullnes wee haue not the leaſt cauſe to doubt nor of the 
good effect will follow thervpon ; wee deſire that ſince our bookes lye open for any 
that will pleaſe to come and peruſe them and ſee how the monies collected are deſpoſed 
and how the goods ſent ouer are Improued and for the anſwaring and clearing all

04d. as by his ac- 
count and this Letter of ours may ſufficiently appeer all which wee purpoſe to deſ- 
poſe in kind with the vſuall advance in priſe to the furtherance of the worke of 
Chriſt amongſt the Indians but if the marketts in England were not hier then orde- 
nery ſom of the goods both woolen and linnin this year eſpetially the braſſe laſt yeare 
to them that have viewed them appeer deare bought in; The debts you may from 
others hear of the altering the property of any of the Engliſh goods ſent in to other 
Comodities or pay was either by the ſale of ſom ſmale parſels of goods which had 
taken wett and ſoe became vnfitt for the worke in hand or by the Amunition and 
deſpoſed with ordenary aduance in priſe to the Collonies 1653 and by them deſ- 
charged ſoe that noe debts at all are owing and if you pleaſe this next yeare to ſend 
about 20 barrells of good Gun powder it may bee of vic to the Collonies without 
loſe to the Corporation ſtocke ; The Bill of lading not coming in the ſhipe with 


theſe laſt goods, And Mr Cuting vpon ſome note of Conſignment vato Mr. huchen-

REVERENT SIR 


YOUERS of the 29th of Auguſt laſt wee haue Receined and conſidered the 
contents wherof in ſom partes or Reſpects ſeemes ſomwhat ſtrange wee hear the 
Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts left it to youerſelfe to write into England as the 
caſe Required wherin wee ſhould fully have concured had wee bine preſent with 
them how you could miſtake our meaning concerning youer allowance is yett to vs 
vnknowne wee plainly expreſſed our Reſolution to make it comfortable by adding 
to what you Received out of England might wee haue bine therin informed but 
that you Refuſed yett wee agreed to allow firſt twenty pound per annum fince forty 
pound for youer further Incurragement in the worke and wee hope when the Cor- 
porations letters to you and youers to vs are duely pervied wee ſhalbee cleare in 
what wee wrote wee ſtill conceive that there was ſom ſmale difference betwixt Mr 
Rawſons account and youers in the tooles you Received but wee put little waight 
there and marvell how you ſhould thinke our meaning ſhould be ſhoes and ſtockens ; 
wee euer haue and ſtill doe put a great difference betwixt Indians whoe profeſſe je- 
ſus Chriſt and others who declare againſt him but many Indian Profeſſerors proving 
loſe and falſe wee thinke it not ſafe to furniſh them promiſcquſly, though wee left it 
to the Maſſachuſetts generall court to doe as they ſee cauſe but certainly it hath bine 
farr from vs to ſell Amunition powder &c. to ſuch Indians as are Enimies and if 
youer brothers healpe bee in any Reſpect neſſeſarie wee are willing for a yeare more 
to affoard it but wee conceiue twenty pound may bee a competent allowance for ſuch 
worke yett wee leave it to the Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts to Inlarge if they 
find cauſe ; the Comiſhoners never forbade you to Tranſlate the Scriptures for

preaching or for any other vſe either of youer owne or of youer hearers but adviſed 
that what you ment to print or ſett forth vpon the Corporation Charge might bee 
donn with ſuch Conſideration of the Language and Improuement of the beſt healpes 
to bee had therin that as much as may bee the Indians in all partes of New England 
might ſhare in the benifitt: which wee feare they cannot ſoe well doe by what you 
haue alreddy printed; wee Conceiue it a miſtake that the Maſſachuſetts Collonie left 
theire parte of the powder in our hands but wee paſe it by we are content the ſythes 
you mention paſſe as a gift to Incurrage the Indians whoe take paines in the worke ; 


wee haue written for primers and horn bookes and hope they wilbee ſent next 
yeare ; with our beſt Reſp<&s wee Reſt youer loveing Frinds

It is left to the Comiſhoners for the Maſſachuſerts to agree with Mr. Weld for the 
diate and teaching of the Indian Children with him and to doe what ells may further 
the Indian worke till the next meeting of the Comiſſioners; | 

Wheras the Comiſhoners laſt yeare for the furtherance of the Indian worke allowed 
to John Minor the charge of his Diet and Education they are willing both to Continue 
the ſame and to pay for his apparell for 7 years longer if his Father and hee doc Sub- 
ſcribe an Ingagement which they have drawne and ſent to them by Captaine Cullicke; 
but if they Refuſe to Subſcribe then the whole allowance ſhall forthwith ſeaſe ;

2. They ſhall not Comitt wilfull Murder Nor practice Witchcraft vpon paine of 
death | 

3. They ſhall not Comitt Adultery vpon paine of ſevere puniſhment. 

4. Whoeſoeuer is drunke ſhall pay ten ſhillings but if hee haue not wherwithall 
to pay hee ſhalbee puniſhed with ten ſtripes and further Receiue due puniſhment for 
other Miſcarriages by ſuch meanes comitted | 

5. Whoeſocuer ſtealeth the goods of an other ſhall vpon proofe pay att leaſt dou- 
ble the worth 

6. Whoeſoeuer ſhall plot Miſcheife againſt the Engliſh ſhall ſuffer death or ſuch 
other puniſhment as the caſe may deſerue ; 

7. They ſhall neither make warr nor Joyne in warr with any other Indians or 
people of any other Nation vnleſſe in theire owne Juſt defence without the expreſſe 
leaue of the Comiſſioners 

8. They ſhall duely Submite to ſuch Indian Gouernor as the Comiſſioners ſhall 
yearely appoint and to them ſhall yearly pay tribute due to the Engliſh : | 
Inſtructions for the Indian Pequotes to Sitt downe att Nameacke Neweacke Pe- 
quatuck and Weequabage 

Whearas ſundry Pequates haue departed from Vncas to Nameacke Contrary to 
the Comiſſioners order att hartford the laſt yeare and doe earneſtly deſire they might 
haue leaue there ſtill to continue which ſeemes Inconvenient to Vncas and contrary 
to his Mind The Comiſhoners for incurragement of theſe Peqotes to Returne and 
thoſe with him to continew {till at Mohegene doe Remite all that Debt of Tribute 
behind from Vncas to himſelfe and if the Pequotes there doe carry well to Vncas this 
next yeare they ſhall haue one yeares Tribute Remited to them; and for theſe Pe- 
quotes att Nameocke if they ſhall hunt or fiſh onely within theire owne limites or the 
Engliſh bounds by theire leane on the weſtward fide of Miſticke Riuer it ſhalbee free 
for them ſoe to doe but they ſhall not encroach vpon Vncas his bounds to fiſh or 
hunt; Nor ſhall Robine att Nameacke expect thoſe whoe formerly did belonge to 
Vncas; They are alſoe Required to carry it inofenciuely Towards Thomas Staunton 
whom the Comiſſioners imploy in ſundry matters with them for the Engliſh ; It is 
alſoe further Required and expected from Vncas and all thoſe Pequotes in their ſe- 
uerall places to aſſiſt and defend each other in all Juſt caſes and Rightes according to 
the Comiſſioners orders and appointments whether againſt forraigne or domeſtique

enimies or deſturbers in any of theire Pequott Limites all which belong to the En. 
glith ; as alſoe all Royalties formerly belonging to the Indian Sachems there although 
for this preſent yeare they giue it to the Indian Gouernors which they haue appaint- 
ed in each place Reſpectiuely ſix yeares Tribute being ſtill behind they are ap"»0i:.ted 
to pay it in yearly ro Thomas Stanton in good marchantable Peage before the meet- 
ing of the Comiſhoners in September which if they Refuſe hee with the Indian Gou- 
ernors are impowered to deſtraine; and if any buſines fall out or bee neceſſarie to bee 
informed or preſented to the Comiſſioners att theire meeting from time to time they 
ſhall onely ſend two or three men to declare it and not come in great numbers as now 
they doe; | 

Vncas deſireing the Comiſſioners that hee may haue libertie to hunt and fiſh in all 
ſuch places and teritories of land which hee hath ſold to the Engliſh in particular att 
Menunquotucke now called Guilford the Comiſſioners anſwared they intend not to 
depriue him of any of his Juſt Rizhres but what or how far hee hath ſold any of his 
Rightes to the Engliſh they vnderſtand not but conceiue hee may nott without theire 
leaue ſett downe Wigwames or dwell within any parte of the land they juſtly 
poſſeſſe 

Concerning the wampam receiued from the ſeuerall Indians as before expreſſed it 
is ordered that out of it 3olb. bee paied to Thomas Stanton for his yeares ſallery end- 
ing att this meeting; The reſt of the wampam is in the hands of Mr. Wackman Trea- 
ſurer for the Juriſdiction of Newhauen for the Collonies vie out of which hee is to 
pay John Thomas for a Journey to Stanford to giue intelligence about the late 
Duch maffacarr And for a coat giuen by the Comiſſioners to Tumſquaſh an 
Indian ; 

The 1 5th. of the preſent September the Comiſhoners by the returne of the Meſ- 
ſenzers whom they had ſent forth for inquiry receiued certaine Intelligence of a great 
maſſacar perpitrated by the wampeage and other Indians vpon the Duch att the Mon- 
hatoes and that they had caried away and kept priſoners abeut 70 Captiues The 
Comiſſioners did forthwith agree to ſend two or three meet meſſengers to indeavour 
theire Redemtion but while the meſſengers were preparing Mr. Allertons catch com- 
ing into Newhauen harbour from the Monhatoes brought letters from him ſelfe with 
intelligence from others reporting they hoped the worſt was paſt, and that the Indi- 
ans had ſent to offer peace and that a treaty was begun betwixt the Duch and them 
for redeeming and returning the captives whence the Comiſſioners conceiued that the 
matter might bee by themſelues and ſom beaver &c. effected; and ſeaſed any fur- 
ther procecution; 

A Letter from Major Simon Willard of Concord dated the laſt yeare was preſent- 
cd to the Comiſſioners att this meeting the contents as followeth ; 

HONERED 
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HONERED GENTLEMEN 


YOURSELUES haueing been pleaſed to appoint and giue a Comiſſion for a Ge- 
nerall to Comaund ouer all the forces by you appointed to bee raiſed out of the vni- 
ted Collonies in the expedition againſt Ninnegrett which you refered to the Counſell 
of the Maſſachuſetts to compleat they haueing after the refuſall of Major Gibbins and 
Major Deniſon Captaine Atherton being abſent piched on myſelfe thongh vnworthy 
accepted therof in hope of gods graciouſe aſſiſtance therin theſe are therfore to in- 
forme you that | aduiſed myſelfe accordingly and with the vnanimoſe conſent of my 
Counſell haue with the beſt of our vnderſtandinges of youer Inſtructions which were 
not ſoe cleare as wee could haue wiſhed repaired to the place of Randevoſe indea- 
uored to haue had full Deſcourſe with Ninnegrett whoe before wee came had ſwam- 
ped himſelfe and refuſed conference with vs as appeers in the Narrative which I ſend 
you therfore conſidering the ſeaſon tediouſnes of the march of the file and ſtraitnes 
of our Inſtru ctions contented our ſelues with reduſeing thoſe Pequots as wee haue 
ſertifyed you on thoſe tearmes wee indeauored youer full Satisfaction and wherin wee 
haue fallen ſhort wee hope you will put a canded Interpretation; I ſhall ſay noe more 


at preſent but comend you to the Protection Direction and bleſſing of the Almighty 
and Remaine Sires youer humble ſervant

The Narrative followeth 


My ſelfe whoſe name is vnderwritten being Impowered by the Comiſſioners of 
the vnited Collonies bearing date the 25t. of September 1654 doe declare the parti- 
culares actes of the proceeding of the Counſell of warr being aſſembled att Thomas 
Stantons according to the Inſtructions receined from the ſaid Comiſhoners as fol- 
loweth ; | 

Imprimis our firſt Inſtruction being forthwith to march into rhe Nyanticke coun- 
trey to the place of Ninnigretts ordinary place of reſidence and to demaund of him 
if hee may bee ſpoken withall the Pequors ; and the reaſons why wee did not attend 
to that particulare (was) wee knew hee was remoued from that place vp into the 
woods into a ſwamp ſom 15 miles from our quarters ; and further by reaſon of a 
ſtorme the boates of Conecticott and Newhauen wheras all were to meet the 13th 


day of October 1654 wee ſay the boates of ſom of the ſouldiers with theire ſtocke 
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of amunition came not vnto vs vntill the 16th day the one and the 17th day the other 
for there wee had one clauſe in our Inſtructions to acte as might ſtand with the honer 
of the Engliſh and ſafety of the Countrey ; but for vs to moue with our forces wee 
thought it make a great rumer and ſturr amongſt the Indians when they ſhould hear 
wee were returned to our quarters and did nothing therfore wee thought it would 
expedate our worke to attend that was preſented to vs which are as followeth; 

1. Firſt Ninnegrett haueing ſome of his Indians preſent with vs whoe as wee ſup- 
poſed were willing to ſalue vp thinges as well as they could wee agreed to ſend ſome 
of them to him to aduiſe him to come to ſpeake with vs; but wee haueing Intelli- 
gence of his great feare to concent to this motion ; wee offered him hoſtages for the 
cecuritie of his perſon and if this pleaſed him not hee ſhould aquaint vs what would 
defire to cecure him ; his anſware was by four of his men that one of our Indians 


had taken away a canoow of his and made priſe of it and vpon this hee was more 
afraid then before. 


2condly hee demaunded what hee had done to the Engliſh that they came ſoe 
againſt him round about and will not lett him alone and hee would deſire to Tranſ—

. Hee ſaid his father was a frind to the Engliſh in former time and hee wonder- 
ed 1 {hould be ſoe againſt him now; 


Our anſware to this were as followeth 

Firſt wee know nothing of the Canoow and that if our Indians had wronged 
lum in this kind they ſhould reſtore it againe but they would not forbeare this 
deſcourſe ſoe wee ſent them away with theſe following antwares 

Firſt wee wondered that hee a wiſe man as hee would bee accounted that hee ſhould 
oer to hold vs in diſcourſe about ſuch a trifle as a canoow is either hee muſt bee vn- 
wiſe himſclfe or think vs vnwiſe if wee ſhould bee delayed with ſuch thinges as 
theſe 


Secondly that it was not the faſhion of the Engliſh to Tranſacte thinges of ſuch a 
nature by Meſſengers from an Ambaſſador but to come face to face 


Third if this courſe might haue been taken wee could haue donn this from the 
place of our habitations without raiſing of theſe forces 

The 16th day there came ſome of our Pequotes and told vs that the day before 
this they went towards Ninnegrets Companie to perſwade theire kindred to come 
from him fearing otherwiſe it would goe ill with them; but they mett with three 
Pequotes that did adhear to Ninnegrett who aſked them what they did there; they 
ſaid they had ſome thinges to doe then they aſked our Pequotes how many there 
were of them they ſaid 30 then faid the 3 men there are 3o heads for vs then our 
Pequotes ſaid they did attend the Engliſh to carry letters or burthens abroad wher 
te Engliſh ſhould have occation to fend them; then one of the three men told 


them 
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them they would haue theſe 30 heads before tomorrow in the after noone tho the 
Engliſh were with them and they ſaid they would not deſiſt from the warr againſt the 
long Iſlandors neither would they forſacke Ninnegrett ; This day there came in to 
us, and gave in their names to the number of 73 The 17th day there came in to 
vs more Pequotes that liued near to Ninnegrett which before wee comaunded to 
bringe away theire houſe and goods which thinge they did and gaue in theire names 
as the reſt did to the number of 63; 

The 18th day Ninnegrett keeping off and would noe way comply with vs wee 
agreed and ſent two gentlemen with two to attend them and two Interpretors to make 
ſom demaunds of him; but there being ſix hee refuſed to ſpeake with aboue two of 
them ; but after much debate with his ſcoutes and ſom of his chiefe men they came 
to ſpeake with him viz. Capt. Davis and Capt. Seealy and firſt they demaund the 
Pequots under him ; his anſware was why doe you demaund the Pequots of mee 
when you haue them alreddy they demaunded more his anſware was hee had not 
aboue three or four but the reſt were deſperſed abroad a hunting and elſewhere but 
in the Iſſue hee ingaged by writing to ſurrender all that were vnder him into the 
hands of Mr, Winthorpe or Capt. Maſon within ſeauen dayes. 

2condly They demaunded the Tribute due for the Pequotes ; his anſware was 
hee never Ingaged for them he was told hee paied itt att Newhauen ; hee ſaid 
the reaſon of that was hee feared they would have bine taken from him therfore 
hee paid nine or ten fathome of his owne peage to make vp the ſume 

Thirdly they further required him not to make any further warr againſt the long 
Iſland Indians to this hee was ſilent for a time but after ſaid this ſhall ſuch a prince 
and two ſuch Captaines loſe theire lines and theire bloud not to bee revenged the an- 
{ware to this was hee muſt a& in a right way by making the Comiſſioners acquaint- 
ed with it; but he was ſilent ; further hee was charged not to moleſt them or any 
other of the frinds of the Engliſh leaſt his head were ſett vp vpon an Engliſh pole al- 
ſoe hee was informed that none of ours ſhould moleſt him; 

Fourthly the charge of this expedition was demaunded of him his anſware was hee 
was not the cauſe of it but longe Iſland Indians killed him a man att ConeQicott

the vnited Collonies are cleare enough to haue guided you to a further Progreſſe 
then yon made in the ſeruice nor doe wee find any Conſiderable Difficultie in youer 
way : Ninnegrett through the feare that then poſſeſſed might (in all probabillity) 
haue bine Inforced to receive any Impreſſion the Chiefe Comaunder of ſuch forces

Captaine Tapine Majeſtrate of Southampton and John Younge marrinor of 
Southhold coming over both in the behalfe of the Indians and Engliſh vpon the 
Eaſt End of long Iland preſented both ſpetiall letters from Mr. Thomas James Min- 
neſter of eaſt hampton Capt. Vnderhill with 4 letters formerly written by Mr. 
Haines and a letter of Major Maſen to Leiftenant Gardiner and theire owne deſiers 
that the Comiſſioners would take into Conſideration theire ſad and deſtracted Con- 
dition by Ninnegrets hoſtile and murderous Attempts againſt the Indians by which 
the Engliſh are in danger and the Indians vnable longer to hold out but as they 
profeſſe they muſt yeild vp themſelues and theire Countrey to the Narraganſetts 
Subjecting to and complying with them, if the Commiſſioners take noe effectuall 
courſe to prevent it; 

And Capt. Tapine in particulare propounded to and deſired of the Comiſhoners 
to ſettle ſom courſe that every Juriſdiction and plantation there in want may bee Sup- 
plyed with powder and Amunition for theire money out of any other Juriſdiction 
wher it is to bee had; 

Whervpon the 1 thought meet to commend it to the ſeuerall Juriſdie- 
tions that they would bee pleaſed to take ſpeciall Care that theire ſeuerall orders 
for the furniſhing of each towne and perſon with a conſtant ſtocke of powder ſhott 
Amunition &c. according to former agreement of the Collonies bee put in due ex- 
ecution and if any plantation bee in want wee doubt not vpon Surtificate from the 
Gouernor or 2 majeſtrates there they may bee ſupplyed for theire money by any of 
the Collonies that haue it to Spare ; 

The Comifhoners ſeriouſly conſidering the premiſſes together with Ninnegrets 
proude and Inſolent Carriage and behaviour att ſeuerall times and his continued 


breach of Couenant in warring vpon the long Iland Indians our frinds and Tribu- 
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raries and that againft the Comiſſioners expreſſe Comaunds as appeers by theire 
Records; takeing alſoe into Conſideration the late ſuddaine quarrell and Maſſacar 
of the Duch att Monhatoes by the Wampeage Indians and the cauſe and Riſe wher- 
of they doe not fully vnderſtand and feareing Ninnigrett in his prid and Rage may 
proue'as miſchey jouſe to the Engliſh and ſuch "We Mins as profeſſe frendſhipe to them 
did order; 
. That a meſſage bee ſent in the Comiſſioners Name to the Mantuckett Sachem 
5 his companie to Informe them how ill they Reſent Ninnigretts lnſolencye and 
that if hee come within fix miles of any of the three Engliſh Townes within any of 
our Juriſdictions vpon the Iland ; wee doe heerby order any of the Inhabitants may 
Remove them thence 
2. That if Ninnigrett Invade thei and put them to the worſt and they Retreat 
within 2 miles of the Engliſh Townes viz : Southamton Southhold and Eaſthamton 
the Comiſſioners order they may bee aſſiſted by the Engliſh Inhabitants there 
3. For the better preſerving the peace of the Countrey they haue ordered a ueſ. 
ſell ſufficiently maned and armed as the caſe may Require to attend Ninnegrets mo- 
tions and as much as may bee hinder his Invaſions vpon the lland ; 
4. That halfe a barrell of powder proportion of {hott bee given to the Montuck- 
ett Indians for theire better defence 
5. That the three Engliſh plantations aformencioned haue each of them a barrell 
of powder ſold them to furniſh them as there may bee occation and that whar is 
ſpent in the aforſaid ſeruice bee paicd by the Collonies 
6. Vncas and the Pequote vnder the Engliſh bee Informed that what they ſhall 
doe in the neflecary defence of the long Iland Indians againſt Ninnegrett either vpon 
that parte of long land that is vnder the Engliſh or vpon the water goeing thither 
or returning backe wilbee acceptable to the Comiſſioners 
7. And that Tho. Stanton doe fully Informe Vncas and Ninnigrett of the Comil- 
ſioners mind according to a note hee hath Receiued vnder theire hands 


A Comiſſion giuen to Mr. John Younge Maſter of the veſſell appointed to attend 
this ſervice; 


You ſhall with all expedition Repaier to the Montuckett Sachem and acquaint 
him what orders the Comiſſioners haue taken to ſecure as much as may bee the 
peace of the Countrey ; After which you ſhall with the firſt oppertunitie ſayle to 
Paquatucke and by Tho. Stanton (if hee have not done it before) ſignify the ſame 
to Ninnigrett as a'ſoe how Indignily they Reſent his Inſolent carriage towards the 
Engliſh which hath put them vpon this charge to provide againſt and oppoſe his 
deſturbance of the publicke peace ſoe expreſsly againſt his owne Covenants and

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theire orders If you find him in ſuch a fram that you may Rationally conceiue the 
peace of the countrey may bee cecured this Inſueing winter without youer further 
attendance you may Returne home; but if his frame and the ſafety of the Countrey 
Requier it you are to ply vp and downe between Paquatucke and Pequot; and to 
gaine Intelligence of Ninnigrett Preparations and motions and when need Requiers 
you ſhall take in from Seabrooke or Pequott ſix ten or twelue men well armed and 
fitted for the ſervice as any of the Majeſtrates of Conecticott ſhall direct with which 
force you ſhall Improve youer beſt Indeauors to deſturbe his paſſage to and prevent 
his landing vpon longe land by takeing ſincking and deſtroying ſoe Many of his 
Canoows Imployed in that ſervice as ſhall com within youer power: But if therin 
youer ſelfe vnable or youer Indeauors reach not the End you ſhall with all ſpeed 
giue notice to the Engliſh and long Ilanders of Ninnegretts approach and bee further 
aſſiſtant vnto them as you ſhall have oppertunitie by ſtaueing or ſeizing his Canooes 
there or Intercepting them in theire returne and vpon any Ingagement you ſhall with 
as much ſpeed as you may giue notice therof to the Majeſtrates of Newhauen and 
Conecticott; In this ſervice you ſhall continew according to the former Directions 
vntill the laſt of October vnleſſe befor that you bee deſcharged by Major Maſon ;

A like order of the Generall court of New Plymouth dated the 3d. of June Anno 
1656 was preſented and read wherby it appeered that Mr. Willam Bradford and 
Mr. Thomas Prence were choſen comiſſioners for that collonie for a full and com- 
pleat yeare and were Inueſted with full power and authoritie aceording to the afore- 
ſaid Articles. 

A like order of the Generall court of Con necticott tured the 15. May 1656 was 
preſented and read wherby it appeered that Major John Maſon and Mr. John Tale- 


cott were choſen Comiſſioners for that collonie and were Inveſted with full power and 
Authoritie tor one whole yeare according to the aboue ſaid Articles;

him heer by Maymatinon which alſoe hee paied in twenty fathom, Newcome alſoe 
brought in and the Comiſſioners Receiued as parte of an old debt due from Ninne- 
grett for Tribut twenty fathom.; Foxon brought in from Vncus fifty-five fathom 
wherof four fathom was returned to him for a Pequott whoe came not vnder him ac- 
cording to a promiſe made him laſt yeare at Newhauen ; 

The whole amounting to 215 fathoms wherof the Comiſhoners paied to Thomas 
Stanton for his ſallary 120 fathoms which being deducted there reſted to the Collo-

Its puritie; but alſoe to bee aſſiſting to each other where any deficiencye in ſuch re- 
ſpects may appeer ; hath put vs upon the perſuance of our endeauors to diſcharge 
our Duties in deſiring you to conſider of ſome ſuch meet way and ex as where 
any defect appeers in any Collonie ; In the Right Improvement of ſuch meanes and 
ordinances as the Lord hath appointed all his to vie and Improue for the edification

ſelues and our Naighbours from ſuch peſts wee haue Impriſoned them till they bee 
diſpatched away to the place from whence they came one of which Richard Smith wee 
haue lett out of priſon to returne to his family att Southhampton whence wee hope 
and doubt not our Naighbours of Connecticott wilbee carfull ſoe to order it as hee 
may not doe the leaſt prejedice As alſoe that ſome Generall rules may bee comend- 
ed to the ſeuerall Juriſdictions for the ſettleing of Gouerment amongſt the Indians 
that a generall law may alſoe bee comended to the generall courts to prohibite the 
ſale of horſes to the Indians or to Tranſport any Mares beyond the Seas to Barba- 
does or otherwiſe on a ſeuere penaltie; And that ſome generall rules may bee alſoe 
comended to each Generall court to prevent the coming in amongſt vs from forraigne 
places ſuch Notorious heretiques as quakers Ranters &c and that ſtronge waters to 
the Indians in all the Juriſdictions may bee forbidden that the name of God bee not 


diſhonered ; not elſe but our beſt reſpects to you and earneſt deſires that the Bleſ-

The Comiſſioners haueing conſidered the premiſes canot but acknowledge ue 
godly care and zeale of the Gentlemen of the Maſſachuſetts to vphould and main- 
taine thoſe profeſſed ends of coming into theſe partes and of the combination of the 
vnited Collonies ; which if not attended in the particulars aforſaid wilbee rendered 
wholly fruſterate the Profeſſion miſerably Scandeliſed ourſelues become a reproch 
in the eyes of thoſe that (canot without admiration) behould our ſoudaine defection 
from our firſt principles Wee cannot therfore but with all earneſtnes comend it to 
the wiſdome and Juſtice of the ſeuerall Juriſdictions to take effectuall care and make 
anſwarable proviſion that Religion and the ordinances of Chriſt proffeſſed may bee 
vpheld and maintained; which can not bee but by a due Incurragement of an able 
and Orthodox Minneſtrey and a diſcountenancing of that which is hetrodox and an 
effectual courſe to keep out heretiques the great Engine of Sathan in theſe times to 
ouerthrow the truth; and becauſe the buſines is of ſuch high concernment to all wee 
ſhall more particularely impart our thoughts to ſerious conſideration ; 

1. Wee cannot without breach of charitie but take it for a thing graunted gene- 
rally by the Inhabitants of the vnited Collonies that an able Orthodos minneſtrey is 
a precious fruite of Chriſts Death Refere&ion and Aſention and neceſſary for the 
ſperituall good of his people and to be duely ſought after in euery ſocietie or * 
hip within the ſeuerall Juriſdictions; 

2. And 2condly. that a competent Mayntenance proportionable to the abilitie of 
the place and neceſſitie of the minneſter is a Debt of Juſtice and charitie 

2. Hence thirdly the Minneſter may juſtly expect it from the ſocietie and Town- 
ſhip wherin hee labours 

4. The reference or relation of a Nlinneſter being to the whole Societie Joyntly 
whether in church order or not; his Expectation of Mayntanance and the Debt of 
Juſtice is from the whole Socictie Joymly; 

5. Although the ſocietie may according to theire deſeretion vie divers wayes to 
raiſc his mayntenance yett if the wayes bee Ineffectuall though the defect may bee 
by ſome particulare perſen yett the ſocietie cannot bee diſcharged but is the debter; 

6. The Engagement being vpon the ſocistie and that according to Religion and 
rizht reaſon it neſſcſarily followeth that the ſocietie bee inabled with ſufficient power 
to diſcharge itſeife; 

7. Therfore the generall courts ſhould declare ſuch a power to be in ſuch ſocieties 
that there may Zce nos pretence in them for want therof; and if any ſocietie or 


towuſhip ſhalbce wanting eicher out of neglect or opinion to procure and maintaine 


15 aboue:ail an orthodox minneſtrey according to the Goſpell wee conceiue by the 
rules of Scrigture and practice of not onely Chriſtian Goucrments bur euen of hea- 
then whoe not onely held their ſacra in @2neration but tooke care of thoſe that had 
whe kecping of them and the charge of makeing knowne theire miſteries The ſeue- 

rall. 
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rall generall Courts ſtand charged with the care that the people profeſſing Chriſti- 
antie owne and liue according to the rules and ordinances of theire profeſſion and 
that the deſpencers therof bee incurraged as aforſaid ; The maintainance of the Min- 
neſters being a debt of juſtice from the ſocietie and the ſocietie being Impowered to 
diſcharge it; if any particulare perſon ſhalbee defective to the ſocietie they ought to 
bee ordered by the ordinary courſe of Juſtice 

Theſe generalls wee thought good to propoſe from whence wee leaue it to the wiſ- 
dome of the ſeuerall generall courts to draw vp ſuch concluſions and orders as may 
attaine the end deſired; and if any of the members of the ſaid courts ſhould not 
concurr (at preſent) with our apprehenſions wee doe earneſtly deſire that by all 
meanes they would labour to informe and ſatisfy themſelves of the truth of the par- 
ticulares aboueſaid wherof wee for our partes haue noe doubt; Wee dos further 
propoſe to the ſeuerall generall Courts that all quakers Ranters and other notorious 
heretiques bee prohibited coming into the vnited Collonies and if any ſhall heerafter 
come or ariſe amongſt vs that they bee forth with cecured or remoued out of all the 
Juriſdictions; : 

That ſome ſafe prouiſion bee made againft ſelling or giueing ſtronge liquors to 
the Indians without particulare expreſſe lycence from ſome majeſtrate or other officer 
therevnto deputed and that vpon ſome waighty occaſion or exegent 

And that noe horſe or mare younge or old bee ſould to any Indian vnder the penal- 
tie of fue for one; 

And as to the reſtraint of ſending forth and tranſporting mares that each juriſ- 
diction bee left to theire libertie; and alſoe that noe boates barques or any tackling 
belonging therevato bee ſould to any Indian vnder the penaltie of five for one; 

Meekſaw a Narraganſett Sachem complained of ſeuerall injuries don vnto him by 
Vncas as firſt that a Narraganſett Indian Travelling through Vncas his countrey 
about eight years ſince was flaine to which Foxon the deputie of Vncas anſ cared that 
the murder was comitted by a Coweſett Indian without his order or knowlidz ; 

His 2cond complaint was againſt Vncas for afronting him by abuſiuely naming and 
jeering his dead anceſtors and ſending him a challeng this ſummer to fizht ; which 

injurie hee alledged though he would paſſe by or caſt away all former he could not 
beare but would revenge himſelfe; 5 

The Comiſſioners enquired of Foxon the truth of this charge and hee not giue- 
ing a ſatisfactory anſware they tooke the matter into conſideration; and by Thomas 
Stanton returned this anſware following 

Meekſaw wee haue heard and 1 what you ſpake vato vs the other d ay 
and firſt wee would haue you know that wee haue been alwaies as willing to hear 
youer complaints againſt Vncas and to redreſſe the {ime as to heare his againſt you; 
and if taere hath been any obſtruction theria att any time it hath not proceeded {rom 


ANY 
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any vnwiltingnes in vs to doe you right but becauſe either both parties did not attend 
the time and place appointed for hearing or elſe the cafes for want of due evidence 
could not bee rightly vnderſtood by vs; and the like anſware wee have giuen to Vn- 
cas for divers complaints hee hath made agaiuſt the Narraganſetts which yett remaine 
vofatisfyed and therfore wee like well ſoc fare what you haue ſaid and reſolued vpon 
as to the laying downe and putting an end to all former difference and injuries and ſhall 
expect that Vncas doe the ſame; for youer freſh and laſt complaint againſt Vncas for his 
challenging you to fight if wee knew it certainly to bee true wee ſhould not only blame 
Vncas forit but cauſe him to make ſuch other ſatisfaction as might bee ſuitable to ſuch an 
injury and affront ; and though wee haue noe ſufficient proofe yett becauſe wee know 
that Vncas out of his prid and folly is apt to ſpeake that many times which hee 
ought not; we ſhall let him know what wee hear and how offenciue ſuch ſpeeches 
and carriages are to the Comiſſioners and that we will not in any meaſure counte- 
nance any ſuch cariage and behauior in him towards you or any other of our frinds 
Laſtly wee expect that ſuch Sachems as are and haue been longe frinds to vs as 
youer ſelfe and Vncas haue been ſhould keep frindſhip one with another and not for 
words or particulare Injuries not duely proued to begine warr one with another with- 
out the concent and allowance of the Comiſſioners which to doe is directly contrary 
to the couenant and agreement made at Boſton 1645 

Afterward hee complaining of a gun taken from a Narraganſett Indian by Vn- 
cas his ſon which ſome of Vncas his men acknowlidged to bee true; The Comiſſion- 
ers ordered that either the gun ſhould bee reſtored or other ſatisfaction to content; 
and vpon Meekſawes motion that a parcell of Wampam belonging to Vncas might 
bee depoſited by the Comiſſioners order in Thomas Stanton's hands Till ſatisfaction 
bee made Foxon in the preſence and by the concent of the Comiſſioners did accord- 
ingly deliver to Thomas Stanton nine and: fathoms of wampam. 


Iwo letters from the Corporation in England were preſented and read the con- 
tents wherof followeth

WEE the Corporation for the propagating of the Goſpell among the heathen na- 
tiues in New England finding by the act of Parliament by which wee are eſtabliſh- 
ed a Corporation that the Comiſſioners of the vnited Collonies in New England by 
themſelues or ſuch as they ſhall appoint ſhall haue power and authoritie by the ſaid 
act to receiue and deſpoſe of the moneyes brought in and paid to the treaſurer of the 
ſaid corporation for the time being or any other moneyes goods and comodities ac- 
quired and deliuered by the care of the ſaid corporation att any time whoſe receit or

receits of ſuch perſon or perſons ſoe authorized by them ſhalbee a ſufficient diſcharge 
to the ſaid Corporation and Treaſurer as In and by the ſaid act appeers 

Now foraſmuch as in purſuance of the ſaid act and for the purpoſe therin menti- 
oned diuers parcells of goods haue been ſent ouer by vs for ſeuerall years paſt a- 
mounting to a conſiderable vallue for which wee haue had noe diſcharge according to 
the tenure of the ſaid acte; Wee therfore make it our earneſt requeſt with reſpect to 
the worke wee are Imployed in; that you would by the firſt oppertunitie ſend ouer 
vnto vs a formall diſcharge for the goods ſent as aforſaid; Wee confeſſe in our laſt 
ſent vnto you dated 21 march 1654 the ſame requeſt is therin particularly mencioned 
but in regard wee are now ordered by the counſell att Whitehall to giue an account 
vnto them of our receipts and diſburſments which will the more clearly appear when 
they ſhall ſee youer diſcharge according to the ſaid ate ; wee could not but renew 
our deſires heerin and remind you heerof againe ; and wee alſoe deſire you fully to 
authoriſe by comiſſion ſome fitt perſon reſiding heer that may giue vs diſcharges for 
ſuch goods and moneyes as ſhall from time to time bee ſent ouer or diſburſed heer 
for the future. a 

Wee cannot but acquaint you with that genera'! complaint and report which is 
heer and that not the leaſt by ſome that come from New England that the minneſters 
and ſchoolmaſters whoe labour in this worke amongſt the Indians are very much diſ- 
corraged for want of a competent maintenance for themſelues and families by meanes 
wherof wee lye vnder ſeuerall imputations and the worke in our hands is much ob- 
ſtructed and retarded wee therfore deſire for avoiding the ame that you would 
pleaſe to ſettle ſuch fallaries vpon them as may comfortably anſware theire paines 
and trauell in the worke ; And by the firſt to ſend vs a liſt of theire reſpectiue names 
and ſallaries and in caſe it ſhalbee judged convenient by you that the ſaid ſallaries 
ſoe agreed on might bee paied to them or thęire aſſignes heer in England and to cer- 
tify vs when theſe paiments are to begine which wee conceiue will not onely giue 
publicke Satisfaction but will 21foe remoue thoſe ſuſpicions which att preſent wee lye 
vnder ; 2nd beceuſe wee heer at none labour in the word and doctrine amongſt the 
indians but Mr. Elliott anc, Mr. Mahew wee deſire to know whether there bee any 
other quallifved there as may carry on the ſaid worke incaſe the Lord ſhould other- 
wiſe depoſe of them ; for wee conceiue it wilbee neſſeſaric that as the worke Increal- 
eth ſoe Inſtruments ſhould be incurraged and prepared for the ſame thuſe comit- 
ing and Comending you to the guidance and protection of the almighty &c.

GENTLEMEN 


YOUERS of the 15th. September 1655 wee haue Receined by which wee vn- 
derſtand of youer Receipt of the ſeuerall parcells of goods ſent ouer vnto you the laſt 
yeare in the Improument and diſtribution wherofwee doubr not in the leaft but youer 
care wilbee ſuch as ſhall through the bleſſing of God beſt Conduce to the Carying 
and promoting this bleſſed worke wherin wee mutually labour wee hoped by the laſt 
Return according to our earneſt deſire mencioned in our letter the 31 of March 1654 
and in anſware thervnto to haue Receined a formall diſcharge vnder youer hands ac- 


cording to the tenure of the Acte of Parliament by which wee are Stabliſhed a Corpo- 


ration; for all ſuch goods as haue bee ſent oner vnto you for the purpoſe in the ſaid 
act mencioned and that ſome fitt perſon Reſiding heer had been authoriſed by Comiſ- 
ſion from youer ſelues to giue vs difharges aunually vpon the deliuery of ſuch goods 
as wee ſhall ſend ouer for the future; And becante wee apprehend it to bee a Buſi- 
neſs of great concernment vnto vs whoc charge our ſelues with all Receipts and diſ-

that wee bee diſcharged for the future; Wee did by another letter the 15th. Sep-

Remaines in Stocke which wee hope will be 
Sufficien- to -rſware the Charg of carrying on the worke this yeare and therfore 
lui ne thought fit att the preſent not to ſend ouer the full complement of goods men-

cioned in youer Invoyce ſaue onely the ſythes thred bookes and nailes; and becauſe 
Indeed wee would not be ſtraightened in a purchaſe which wee are now about, wee 
are very ſorry that the goods ſent ouer to you the laſt yeare eſpetially the braſſe the 
yeare before ſhould bee ſoe deare bought in as appeers by youer letter hath becn 
Judged by ſome that viewed them there ; It is noe new thinge ſometimes to, meete 
with Marketts ſomtimes that aduance the priſe of theire Comodities hier then ordena- 
ry but as for the laſt and the goods ſent ouer before wee Indeauored to buy them at 
the loweſt and beſt Rates and neuer Charged one peney more vpon them then in truth 
they coſt vs; Wee deſire to know the names of the ſeuerall perſons ymployed in car- 
rying on the worke there and what fallaries are allowed to each of them ; and wee 
offer it as our Judgments that they may bee paied in money heer in England and not 
by goods there becauſe it is ſuppoſed theire pay in goods delivered them att ſoe dear 
Rates doth not anſware theire paines and care in this worke by meanes wherof wee 
ſhall not onely giue publicke Satisfaction but alſoe Remoue thoſe Suſpiſions which att 
preſent both our ſelues and you lye vnder ; and becauſe wee vnderſtand that the goſ- 
pell parte of this worke depends onely vpon Mr. Eliott and Mr. Mayhew as Inſtru- 
ments in the Lords hand to carry on and promote the ſame, wee deſire that you 
would pleaſe att youer next meeting to conſider of it propounding it to the Churches 
and vniuerſety there that ſom other perſons whoſe harts the Lord ſhall draw out and 
engage to begett men for his glory heerin might Receiue ſuch encorragment from 
you as might beſt conduce to the attainment of the ends propounded in the ſaid Acte;

08d. for which wee deſire to haue a diſcharge ; wee haue ſent you a 
Muſkett and fowling peece which were giuen for the vie of the Indians to bee deſ— 
poſed of as you ſhall thinke meet; this with our due Reſpects wee comend you and

conſiderable ſtocke may euer Remaine heer to anſware ſuch loſſes or cauſalties as the 
wiſe god may heerin exorcife with though wee hope he will accept and bleſſe our 
Toynt aimes laboures and aduenturs in this ſervice ; wee purpoſe to ſend you the Co- 
miſſioners names and where they dwelle though wee thought our Subſcriptions had 
been Sufficient with the names of the perſons Imployed in the worke though they 
may change and more are like to bee added ; wee know not why any of them ſhould 
vnleſſe to free themſelues from the 4d. on the ſhilling aduance deſire theire paiment in 
England probably if they Imploy vntruſty perſons or meet with loſſes ſome Inconue- 
niencies may follow though if you deſire it ſome tryall may heerafter bee made 
therin ; wee approue youer continued care to further this worke and ſhall not wil- 
lingly negle& any oppertunitie to Increaſe the number of fitt Inſtruments for the ſame 
and that without Reſpe& to outward advantage therby and whatever miſpriſions ſome 
Informers either out of Ignorance or worſe Indeauors to make and of our 
weakneſs or want of fidclitie the more all accounts are peruſed and our care in ma- 
naging ſuch a truſt conſidered the more wee hope youer former apprehencions of the

the former parte of this letter Mr. Mayhew now att Plymouth whoe hath had the 
cheife hand in propagating of the Goſſpell among the Indians att and about Martins— 
vineyards Informes of a farme and certaine tenements lying about Greenfaorton in 
Northamton ſheer worth about one hundred and forty pounds per annum; and as hee 
conceiues giuen by one Hatton Barnes to the heire of the Paimes which now proues 
to bee his brother in law Tho. Paime from whome this Mr. Mayhew hath an Inter eſt 
in the ſame ; hee further Informes that Sir Willam Bradſhaw to vs a ſtranger but by 
ſome ſuppoſed to bee papiſtly affected hath the f.me land in poſſeſſion but about 1 4 
ycares fince when Tho. Paimes own mother and mother in law to Mr. Mayhew was 
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in England to ſettle her ſons Rightes ; though hee Challenged ſome Intereſt during his 
Ladyes life; yert none to the Inheritance; Tho. Paime then vnder age being by a 
Jury att he ſaid Greensnorton found the true heire the land being of a conſiderable 
vallue to Mr. Mayhew and Tho: Paime Mr. Mayhew propounded to vs his owne goe- 
ing ouer to Cecure; and foe farr hee Juſtiy may Improue the fame but wes being 
aſſured that a worke of higher Conſideration would ſuffer much by his foe long ab- 
ſence aduiſed him to ſend ſom other man; And dee humbly defire youer Counſell 
and what Iuſt healp you may conueniently in theſe caſes to any who ſhall attend you 
therin ; and for his furtherance wee haue giuen him a Bill Charged vpon the Corpo- 
ration for thirty pound parte of what was due to him laſt yeare and charged by Mr. 
Rawſon as paied in this firſt account for which the ſaid account ſhall haue Credit next

The Comiſſioners doe conceiue the ſaid Indians doe belong to the Juriſdiction of 
the Maſſachuſetts and therfore doe Refer it to the wiſdome and care of that Gouern- 
ment, and for Incurrageing the Indian worke as wee haue formerly foe att preſent 
wee doe Authoriſe the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſetts whoſe care and iidelitie wee 
haue noe cauſe to ſuſpect to doe or cauſe to bee done that which in theire Judgments. 
may moſt conduce to the advancing of the Indian worke ; 

Wheras it was preſented to the Comiſſioners by Mr. hollihock of Sprinkfeild that 
Maſtiffe Doggs might bee of good vſe againſt the Indians in caſe of any deſturbance 
from them which they Reddily apprehending thought meet to comend the fame to 
the ſeuerall generall Courts to take care and make proviſion therof accordingly 

Couſhawaſhett and Cuſhaſimmon were continued in theire Reſpectiue places of go- 
uerning the Pequots for one year Inſueing according to the orders and Inſtructions ſet 
downe by the Comiſſioners the laſt yeare att Newhauen ; and were further ordered 
to bring in theire Tribute to Tho. Stanton three monthes before the yearly meeting 
of the Comiſhoners in September; and vpon theire Information that divers Pequots 
are ſtuburne and Redy to mannefeſt theire diſobeidience to the orders of the Comiſſi- 
oners and that theire authoritie is not ſufficient to containe them ; and therfore did 
defire they might bee aſſiſted by ſome Engliſh dwelling near them: The Comiſſion— 
ers haue deſired Mr. John Winthorpe Major Maſon and Capt : Deniſon or any of 
them by theire Counſell or Countenance aiding and aſiſting to the ſaid deputed Go- 
uernors in the execution of all our orders and Inſtructions and containing the Pe— 
quots in obeidience to the ſame ; 

Vpon a complaint made by Ninnegrates meſſengers to the Generall court of the. 
Maſſachuſetts in May laſt againſt the Montackett Sachem for murthering Mr. 
Drake and ſome other Engliſhmen vpon ours near the long Hand ſhore and ſeiſeing 
theire goods many yeares ſince and for Trecherouſly aſſaulting Ninnegrett vpon 
block Iland and killing many of his men after a peace concluded betwixt them certi- 
fyed to Næwhauen by the Maſſachuſetts Comiſſioners by a complaint made by Aw- 
ſuntawey the Indian Sagamore near Milford and two other weſteren Indians againſt | 
the ſaid Montackett Sachem for hiering a witch to kill Vncas with the ſaid Milford 
Sachem and his ſon giucing eight fathom of wampam in hand promiſing a hundred 
or an hundred and twenty more when the ſaid murthers were comitted ; Notice 
wherof being giuen to the ſaid Montackett Sachem and hee Required to attend the 
Comiſſioners att this meeting att Plymouth The ſaid Sachem with fiue of his men 
came over from longe land towards the latter end of Auguſt in Captaine Younges 
Barque whoe was to cary the Newhauen Comiſſioners to Plymouth but the Wind be- 
ing contrary they firſt putt in att Miiford The Sachem then defiring to Improve the 
ſeaſon ſent to ſpeike with Auſuntawey or any of the weſteren Indians to ſee whoe 
or what could bee charged vpon him but none came but ſuch as profeſſed they had 

nothing

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nothing againſt him : The Comiſſioners being mett att Plymouth; The ſaid Sachem 
preſented himſelfe to anſware but neither Ninnegrett nor Vncas nor the Milford Sa- 
chem appeered, oncly Newcom a cuning and ould Narraganſett Indian ſent by Nin- 
negrett as his Meflenger or deputy charged the long Iland Sachem firſt with the 
murther of Mr. Drake and other Engliſhmen afteirming that one Wampeag had be- 
fore ſcuerall Indians confeſſed that hee liueing vnder the Montackett Sachem did it 
being thervnto hiered by the ſaid Sachem which the ſaid Sachem abſolutly deney- 
inge and capt: Young profeſſing that both Engliſh and Indians in thoſe partes 
thought him Innocent; Newcom was aſked why himſelfe from Ninnegrett haueing 
layed fuch charges vpon the long Iland Sachem before the Maſſachuſetts court hee 
had not brought his proffe; hee anſwared that wampeage was abſent but ſome other 
Indians were preſent whoe could ſpeake to the caſe; whervpon an Indian afeirmed 
that hee had heard the ſaid wampeage confeſſe that being hiered as above hee had 
murthered the faid Engliſh men ; though after the ſaid murther with himſelfe that 
now ſpake the Muntackett Sachem and ſome other Indians being att Newhauen hee 
deneyed itt ro Mr. Goodyer and one hundred fathome of Wampam being tendered 
and deliuered to Mr. Eaton the matter ended; Mr. Eaton profeſſed as in the pre- 
ſence of God hee Remembred not that hee had ſeen Wampeage nor that hee had 
Received ſoe much as one fathom of wampam Nor did hee believe that any at all 
was tendered him; whervpon the Comiſſioners caled to the Indian for profte Mr. 
Earon being preſent and deneying it the Indian anſwared there were two other Indi- 
ans preſent that could ſpeake to it; they were called forth but both of them pro- 
feſſed that though themſelues and ſom other Indians were then att Newhauen yett 
the former afeirmin Indian was not there and that there was noe wampam att all ei- 
ther Receiued or tendered ; foe that the long Illand Sachem for what yett appeered 

ſtood free from this foule Charge ; 
2cond. The ſaid Newcome charged the Montackett Sachem with breach of Co- 
uenant in aſaulting Ninnegrett and killing divers of his men att Block Iland after a 
concluſion of peace the Treaty wherof was begun by a Squaw ſeat by Ninnigrett to 
the ſaid Sachem to tender him peace and the priſoners which the ſaid Ninnigrett had 
taken from the long Iland Sachem vpon condition the ſaid Sachem did wholly Sub- 
mitt to him and yeild his countrey to claime The Montackett Sachem acknowlidg- 
ed the ſaid meſſage but afcirmed hee Refuſed to accept the Conditions which hee 
ſaid hee could not without adviſeing with the Engliſh whervpon the Squaw Return- 
ed and came backe from Ninnigrett with an offer of the priſoners for Ranſom of 
wampame which hee ſaith hee ſent and had his priſoners Releiued Newcome affeirm- 
e the agreement between the ſaid Sachems was made att Peſacus his houſe by two 
long lland Indians Deligates to to the Montackett Sachem in preſence of Peſacus 
and his brother and others two Engliſh men being preſent one wherof was Robert 
3 Weſtcott

Weſtcott ; Peſacus his brother teſtifyed the agreement as aboveſaid, The Muntack- 
ett Sachem acknowlidgcd hee ſent the faid Delligatts but neuer heard of- any ſuch 
agreement and deneyed hee gaue any ſuch Comiſſion to his men Newcome afeirming 
Robert Weſtcott would Teſtify the agreement aforſaid and deſiring a writing from 
the Comiſſioners to Lycence the ſaid Weſtcott to come and give in his Teſtimony 
which was graunted and Newcome departed pretending to fetch Weftcott but Re- 
turned Not; The Comiſſioners finding much Difficulty to bring theire thoughts to 
a certaine Determination on Satisfying grounds yett concidering how Proudly Nin- 
nigrett and how peacably the Montackett Sachem hath carryed it towards the Engliſh 
ordered that a meſſage the contents wherof heerafter followeth bee by Tho : Stan- 
ton delivered to Ninnigrett ; and that for the cecuritie of the Engliſh plantations 
on long Iland and for an Incurragement to the Montackett Sachem the two firſt par- 
ticulars of the order to hinder Ninnigretts Attempts on long lland ; made laſt year 
att Newhauen bee continued ; Notwithſtanding the ſaid Engliſh are Required to Im- 
prove thoſe orders with all moderation and not by any Raſhnes or vnadviſednes to 
begin a broile vnleſſe they bee Neſſeſitated thervnto ; 

The Mont ackert Sachem being queſtioned by the Comiſſioners concerning the 
paiment of his Tribute profeſſed that hee had payed it att hartford for ten yeares 
but acknowlidged theire was four yeares behind which the Comiſhoners thought 
meet to reſpett in reſpect of his preſent Troubles; 


Inſtructions for Thomas Stanton 


YOU are to informe Ninnigrett the Nyanticke Sachem that the Comiſſioners with 
much patience and in the vſe of meanes to them chargable haue minded him of his 
couenants made in 1645 and by him confeirmed both in the yeare 1647 and 1649 that 
hee hath Ingaged himſelfe not to goe to warr with any of the Indians Subjects to or 
in frindſhip with the Engliſh ; and that vpon his complaint by his meſſengers in May 
laſt to the honered court of the Maſſachuſetts they ſent to the Montackett Sachem to 
attend theire meeting att Plymouth which accordingly hee hath done; but neither 


Ninnegrett himſelfe came nor hath his meſſenger beene able to make any proffe of 


what hee charged ſoe that the Comiſſioners not willing to take advantage of ſome 
former and ſome latter Raſh and prouoking expreſſions of Ninnegrett and his meſ- 
ſengers doe aduiſe and expect that for the future hee better attend his Ingagement 
that hee neither himſelfe begin nor procecute any warr firſt in any hoſtile Invayſion 
againſt the ſaid Montackett Sachem or any others whoe are frinds to the Engliſh till 
firſt his complaints bee fully heard and ordered by the Comiſſioners and they thall 
lay the like charge vpon the Montackett Sachem that hee without further prouoca- 
tion deſturbe not the peace of Ninnigretts or the Nyanticke Indians; 

Vo. II. . Lou 
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You are to acquaint the two Narraganſſett Sachems of what the Comiſſioners haue 
told Mixam that the Comiſſioners are as reddy to heare theire greivances againſt 
Vneas as his againſt them; they allow not any dareing challenges to fight ; nor that 
nee or any of his ſhould take away from the Narraganſett any thinge belonging to 
them though but a gun; that vpon complaint they haue cauſed aboue nine fathom 
of wampam belonging to Vncas to bee depoſited in Mr. Thomas Stantons hands till 
the matter of the gun bee heared and cleared; The Comiſſioners expect from the 
Narraganſett Sachems that according to theire Covenants made 1645 they neither 
directly nor indirectly attempt or begine any warr againſt Vncas or any other Indian 
or Indians ſubject to or in frindſhip with the Engliſh nor any that ſhall begine or pro- 


ceed in any ſuch warr till firſt theire hath been a full hearing of all ſuch Differences 


and vpon Satisfying proffe a determination by the Comiffioners with damages or- 
dered to ſuch as haue been wronged ; and they ſhall lay the like charge vpon Vncas 
not to wrong or any way deſturbe the peace of the Narraganſetts; 

1. You are to Infyrme Vncas of ſundry Complaints made againſt him all tending 
to deſturbe both his owne peace and the peace of the countrey ; as that hoſtile af- 
ſault made vpon the Poducke Indians near hartford and contrary to the adviſe giuen 
him by the Majeſtrates and court there to Revenge which (wee heare) ſome Mohe- 
gin blood hath been ſheed and ſome captiues taken . 

2cond. After an Agreement made and thoſe Captiues Returned Vncas or his bro- 
ther haue in an hoſtile manor Invadid the Nowootucke Indians which may draw on 
miſcheivous effects aboue his power to Iſſue; \ 

3. That hee ſeuerall wayes prouoakes the Narraganſett Indians obraiding them 
with theire dead Sachems which hee knowes they cannot beare ; ſomtimes challeng- 
ing them to fight which is both ſtrange and very offenciue to the Comiſſioners; and 
wee heare that Vncas his ſon hath taken a gun from a Narraganſett Indian which 


Foxon not deneying hee hath depoſited betwixt nine and ten fathom of wampam in 


Thomas Stantons hands till the queſtion about rhe gun bee cleared; 

4. After a peace lately made or renewed by the montackett Sachem and a conſi- 
derable ſame of wampam receiued by Vncas hee by Fauxon &c. Chargeth the Mon- 
tackett Sachem to hier a witch a weſteren Indian to kill Vncas and others about 
Millford but without any proffe, and the Montackett Sachem being lately att Mil- 
ford hath nothing there charged againſt him ; 

5. Laſtly they are informed that Vncas knowes what the Engliſh haue done for 


his defence againſt Ninnegrett &c. and how proudly and prouockingly Ninnigrett 


hath ſince carried towards tae Engliſh yett he hath made a peace or ſome agreement 
wich Ninnizrett without the adviſe or kaowlidze of the Engliſh all which paſſages 
heinge ſtrange and if true very offenciue yett the Comiſſioners being loth to Neglect

or forgitt former freindſhip and Ingagements they cannot but expect that ſom conue- 
nient time and place bee appointed to heare and determine theſe ſtrange paſſages that 
both the Comiſſioners and offended Indians may receiue due Satisfaction and in the 
mean time that noe ſurther prouocations bee giuen to any of the Indians in freind- 
ſhip with the Engliſh much leſſe that any challeng bæe made or any begining or aſſiſt- 
ance giuen to any warr without the Comiſſioners concent the like charge being layed 
vpon the Narraganſetts not to deſturbe his peace

in deliuering the forgoeing meſſages; 


A letter from the Duch Gouernor was reccived the contents wherof are as followeth ; 


HoNoRABLE SIRS 


IT hath pleaſed the bountifull God to quiett and chang chat ſadd and bloody warr 
of our ſuperiors in Europe in a defirable peace in a nearer vnion and firmer confeade- 
racye J haue been hithertoe and ame alſoe ſtill deſirouſe that the fruites therof may 
redound to the good and benifitt of both nations which by the prouidence of God 
were diſperſed in theſe remoat partes of the world farr from their natiue countreyes 
left vnſettled amongſt multitudes of barbarous ſaluages whoſe intent and practice he- 
therto hath been and doth contriue the rewin of the Chriſtian nations therfore the 
ſame vnion and feirmer Combination amongſt Chriſtians of one profeſſion the more re- 
quiſite both for the honor of God and welfare of men according to Chriſtian duty 
and diſcharge of Truſt which God hath Impoſed vpon mee I haue before the aboue 
mencioned differences vnto the worthy Comiſſioners by word of mouth att hartford; 
ſince by letters to the honorable Gouernors of the ſeuerall places propoſed and vſed 
all meanes as I did hope that might and would conduce to the efect therof; the con- 
ſideration of the premiſes and the reaſons thervnto Induceing I leaue {till to the wiſ- 
dome of youer honers and alſoe the appointment of quallified perſons conuenient time 
and place for the accompliſhing of ſoe needfull and noe leſſe honorable worke The 
lymitts between youer honers and our deligatts in the yeare anno 1650 agreed and 
ſettled both vpon the maine and long Ifland between New England and this our In- 
truſted Gouerment are according to the articles of agreement ratifyed and confeirm- 
ed by our lord ſuperiors the high and mighty the ſtates Generall of the vnited Bel- 
gicke provinces and vnder theire ſigniture and ſeale ſent vnto vs and ſhewed vnto 
Capt. Willet the approbation and confeirmation of his highnes the lord protector 
being reddy youer honers wilbee pleaſed to appoint time and place for the Deliuery 
and interchanging of the principles in the abouemenſioned agreement was concluded; 
The ſurpriſing and reſtoring of fugetiues on either fide a very neceſſary thing in theſ. 
remoate kn where ſervants are wanting and hardly to bee gotten ſtrictly to bee 
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obſerued experience hath ſhewed that on either ſide ſome defect and fayle hath been 
therin ; for our parts wee are tender and feeling of it that a yeare ſince ſeuerall per- 
ſons as marriners and ſouldiers and amongſt thoſe two keepers of the priſon were be— 
come fugetines together with the priſoners ; trewly a great hindrance in the admin- 
neſtration of Juſtice where after inquiry was made but for want of timely information 
non found out For the preuenſion heerafter a motion and requeſt vnto youer honers 
in a very loueing and naighbourly way that youer honers would bee pleaſed to ac- 
quaint and order the majeſtrates in the ſeuerall Collonies of New England that all 
perſons of noe noat or quallification coming from hence into youer partes without? 
ticket vnder our hand and ſeale may bee detained and priſoned to our coſt and charg 
ſoe long vntill Information may come and returne ; att the leaſt that they giue cecuritie 
and proffe that they are noe fugetiues.; if it ſhalbee youer honers pleaſure and re- 
queſt wee ſhall doe the like; and for your better direction whether ſome perſons 
which might ſeeme of any noat or quallitie whether freemen or paſſengers are ſuch 
the majeſtrates of youer honers juriſdictions heerafter may require and expect of 
the maſters of our ueſſells a liſt wherin the names and number of the ſeamen and 
paſſengers are expreſſed ; much youer honors would oblige me to returne mee an 
anſware vpon the premiſes ; ſoe after my due reſpectes comending youer honers to

HONERED OIR, 


AS the agreement and peace made betwixt our ſuperiors in Europe after ſoe ſad 
a breach was matter of rejoyſing to vs ſoe the full and feirme continuance therof both 
in Europe and all foraigne Collonies and plantations belonging to both nations is our 
deſire and in reference to our ſelues ſhalbee our conſtant Indeauor what you pro- 
pound about a nearer vnion was by you mencioned att hartford 1650 and left to a 
Reſolution or further conſideration the next yeare att Newhauen ; but as you nei- 
ther came nor ſent thither ſoe both your ſelfe and Counſel] well know what hath paſſ- 
ed ſince to the loſſe and damage of ſome of the Engliſh ; att a meeting ſix yeare ſince 
ſeuerall former greivances in the time of youer predeceſſor Montſeire Keift were 
Reſpeted till youer ſelfe might acquaint the high and mighty ſtates and Weſt India

company with the particulars; That ſoe due Reparation miglit bee made of which 
wee yett hear nothing from you; the bounds and limites betwixt both nations both 
on the maine and on long Ifland were then ſettled and ordered to bee obſerued till 


a full and finall determination therein were agreed in Europe by concent of ſuch 
ſtates ; though wee now heare you haue if you doe not ſtill make a claime to the 


Engliſh plantation att Oyſter Bay with ſome threatening ſpeeches that you will bring 
them vader youer Duch juriſdiction though by force which wee are flow to be— 
lieve till wee haue the truth and grounds from youer ſelfe; wee know of noe defect 
or breach of agreement on our partes the caſe of fugetiues you may and it ſeemes doe 
Remember what paſſed att the Manatoes about one Engliſh fugatiue you ſeazed John 
young a marrinor of ſouthhold and the eſtate hee had with him when hee came peac- 
ably to trade att the Monatoes before hee had done any hoſtile acte againſt any of 
youers onely as wee conceiue becauſe hee had receiued a Comiſſion from Road J- 
land of which wee had noe knowlidge much leſſe gaue concent according as thinges 
ſtod then betwixt the two nationes in Europe ; if you thinke not fitt to reſtore and 
Repaire any of his loſſes yett wee hope you will giue him in his bondes for trew Im- 
priſonmeut that both himſelfe and his ſurties may bee free from future queſtions and 
himſelfe may haue free libertie to trade within the Duch prouince ; you haue inti- 
mated ſomthing but as yett haue mad: noe ſatisfying reſignation of Greenwich wee 
take noe pleaſure in any conteſts if you pleaſe to impart youer owne and youer

HoNoR ED REVREN T AND BELOVED &c. 


WEE haue with much ſorrow of hart heard of youer differences and that the 
meanes attended hethertoe for the Gompoſing of them hath not ben effectuall the rea- 
ſon wherof is neither our worke nor Intent to Inquire into; yett wee canot but bee 
deeply ſencable of the fad and dreadfuil conſequences of deſcenſion hightened and 
increaſed eſpecially in a church of ſuch eminence for light and loue which wee need 
not particulariſe to youer ſelues who wilbee ſure in the firſt place to feele the ſmart 
though all the Collonies canott but Sympathiſe with you; for the prevention wherof 
wee canott but comend vnto you our earneſt defires that you not onely for beare and 
avoid all further matters of further prouocation but that you giue vp youer ſelues

ſpake with and deſicred Thomas Stanton to aduiſe with Mr. Pearſon about affitt feaſon 
to meet and Tranſlate the ſame accordingly without any vneſſeſary delay that it may 
bee fitted for and ſent to the preſſe and they promiſed him due ſatisfaction for his c 
time and paines ; it was agreed that Mr. Pearſon ſhalbee allowed fifteen pounds for 
his paines hee ſhall take in this worke the yeare Inſuing and to Mr. Eaton to diſ- 
tribute to deſerveing Indians in Newhaven Juriſdiction the ſumme of five pounds and 
that the like ſumme of five younds bee delivered to Mr. Bradford or Mr. Prence to

A like order of the Generall Court of Newhauen dated the 27th of the third 
month 1657 was preſented and Read wherby itt appeered That Theophilus Eaton 
Eſqr. and Mr. Willam Leete were choſen Comiſſioners for that Collonie for one 
full and compleat yeare and were inueſted with full power and Authoritie ac- 
cording to the aforſaid Articles;

A Coppy of the letter ſent to the Cunſtable of Pequott to bee forthwith comu- 
nicated to Mr. Brewſter and the Engliſh ſent to the Indian fort att Nyanticke 


WEE are informed by our honered frinds the Comiſſioners for Conecticott Collo- 
ny that the Court for that Juriſdiction haue ſent ſome men to abide ſom time with 
Vncus or his men in theire fortt for theire cecuritie or defence ; wee hope they 
have giuen ſafe Inſtruftions ; but wee cannot ſatisfyingly Judge for want of a Cop- 
py of them but according to our declaration laſt yeare att Plymouth made to the 
Indians preſent and ſent to others abſent ; wee will protect noe man in his proud 
and ſinfull miſcarriages ; Myantinomo ſuffered Juſtly and therin the Engliſh are In- 
gazed to defend Vncas but not in latter Injurious quarrells ; wee haue deſired that 
Vncas and his enimies would appeer before the Comiſſioners and doe {till dayly ex- 
pect them att Boſton ; while the Comiſſioners are heer together that wee may heard 
what is Charged and proued and conſider of ſome Juſt Satisfaction In the mean time 
wee deſire that the peace of the Countrey may bee preſerued and that none of the 
Engliſh Collonies except in theire owne neſſeſary defence Ingage in any of the Indi- 
ans quarrells without order or direction from the Comiſſioners ; and that the Indians 
proceed not in blood and ſpoyle one againſt another ; This wee would haue ſpeedily 
publiſhed to all whom It concernes but for youer ſelues ſent to Vncas or Remaining 
in or about his fortt it is agreed that you forthwith withdraw youer ſelues from thence 
and Returne to youer ſeucrall dwellings and occations and neither hazard youer 
ſelues nor prouoacke any of them without direction from the Comiſſioners ; and wee 
deſire by this Meſſenger a ſpeedy account how things ſtand amongſt the Indians and

GENTLEMEN 


WEE Receiued youers of the 18th of Auguſt (57) and haue Inquired into the 
buſines eoncerning Thomas Stanton both in Reference to the Comiſſioners in generall 
and Major Maſon in particulare ; in the former though ſom words were ſpoken by 
him neither agreeing with our minds nor his Comiſſion yett wee looke vpon it a 
Raſh fayling and paſe it by ; In the latter wee could not but blame him whoe ſaw 
Juſt cauſe to condemne himſelfe and acknowlidged his error in our preſence which 
the Major att our motion accepted; wee therfore hope and deſire that both youer- 
ſelues will ſee cauſe to Reſt therin without further proceqution and that hee wilbec 
more wary in his carryage for the future ; 

The' Montackett Sachem partly by a petition in writing and partly by his 
meſſenger ſent on purpoſe complaines of much loſe ſuſtained by the horſes belonging 
to the Inhabitants of Southamton for divers late yeares and that by a miſinformati- 
on or miſtake in Reference to ſume houſes wilfully and ſinfully burnt att Southam- 
ton partly by a wicked Indian who wee heare deſperately killed himſelfe to prevent 
juſt execution; and partly by a miſchevious Negar woman ſeruant; fare deeper in 
that capitall miſcarriage then any or all the Indians ; Major Maſon Imployed in that 
ſeruice ; not fully Informed ; did (with the Indians Concent) lay a hevy penalty vp- 
on them to pay 70olb. in ſeauen yeares ; of the burthen wherof they are now very 
ſenſable and defire eaſe ; and ourſelues as thinges are preſented to vs not onely by 
the Indian Meſſengers but by the Major thinke it uery Injurious that any payment 


or penaltie ſhould bec Required or Inflicted aboue or beyond the guilt duly proued

Chriſtian Religion heer proffeſfed by ſuffering ſuch to bee Receiued or continued in 
the Countrey preſented the fame vnto the Comiſſoners att theire meeting att Ply- 
mouth whoe vpon that occation comended it to the. generall courts of the vnited 
Collonies that all quakers Rantors and ſuch notorious heretiques might bee prohibit.

A letter from the Corporation in England was preſented and Read the Contents 
followęth; | 


HONERED GENTLEMEN 


YOUERS of the 1 5th. of September 1656 wee haue receiued by which wee vn- 
derſtand of youer Receipt of the ſeuerall parſells of goods ſent ouer vnto you the laſt 
yeare which together with what was Remaining vpon the former account though nor 
foe much as wee mencioned in our laſt letter was wee hope ſufficient to defray the 
Charge of carrying on the worke ; wee perceiue by youer letter that there are ſeue- 
rall parcells of Iron worke as hoes hatchets twibills and other Comodities not fitt for 
ſeruice nor like to bee putt of without much loſſe or offence, wee confeſſe in the be- 
gining of this worke before wee could aduertiſe you that the Parliament had made 
vs a Corporation or receiue ſuch ſeaſonable aduiſe from you of what would bee neſ— 
fary to bee ſent ouer; wee thought good vpon the aduiſe of Mr. Winſlow youer 
agent to Improue the opportunitie then offered in ſending the ſaid hatchetts hoes and 
twibills as Judging them moſt vſefull for the worke att that time but fith you repre- 
ſent them ſoe bad; wee deſire that you would by the firſt oppertunitie returne them 
vnto vs becauſe the perſon of whom they were bought is willing vpon ſome reaſon— 
able allowance to take them againe ; though wee conceive if they had bine beſtowed 
vpon the Indians as was intended it would haue been a great Incurragement vnto 
them wee find vpon peruſeing of youer account that there is a miſtake in the lead

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which you alſoe mencion in youer letter for endeed there were ſent ouer but eight 
barrs for the glaſier 211Ib. but it ſeems the error was in the Tranſeribing the bill of 
parcells in makeing 121b. oo 11d. for 2 09 11 which ſaid 2b. o i amounts onely 
to the ſume of one pound ſix ſhillings and thripence and noe mona was charged by vs 
in onr, bookes or is diſcharged by you vpon the account according te our deſires 
mencioned in our laſt ; wee haue Receiued an Acquittance for ſuch goods as haue 
been ſent ouer vnto you and hoped that according to the acte of Parliament and our 
deſires in ſeuerall letters; ſom fit perſons reſideing heer had been conſtituted by you 
to haue giuen vs Diſcharges for the future which wee ſtill-earneſtly deſire might not 
bee omited for the Reaſons mencioned in our former letters; and wee make it our 
further Requeſt that the names of ſuch perſons as are imployed in this good worke, 
with an account of their ſeuerall ſalleries and allowances might be ſent ouer vnto 
vs (as they haue bine this year) to the end wee may vnderſtand by the Number of 
Inſtruments Imployed how the worke doth proſper and may bee able to ſatisfy others 
therin; it is our earneſt deſires and Indeauors according to the acte of Parliament to 
purchaſe ſuch an eſtate of lands as is therin mencioned which might bee a ſtanding 
Reuenew to carry on the ſame without which wee conceiue there will not bee ſuch In- 
curragement for the future as might anſware the ends propoſed in the ſaid acte; and 
therfore with reſpects vnto thoſe ſeuerall purchaſes wee haue in view and for that att 
preſent the Seas are uery dangerous in regard of pyrates which continually enfeſts 
the ſame; and for want of a fitt perſon heer that ſhould diſcharge vs for ſuch goods 
as you ſend for and for that you complaine of the goods bought and ſent ouer by vs 
vnto you; haue thought it the beſt and ſafeſt way that for the preſent ſeaſon you 
ſupply youer ſelues in New England with ſoe much goods or current money as ſhall 
amount vnto the ſume of five hundred pounds and not aboue; which wee conceiue 
wilbee ſufficient to defray the Charge of carrying on the worke this yeare and charge 
the ſame by youer Bills of Exchange to bee paied by the Corporation heer ; and 
wee offer (if you thinke fitt) that Mr. Eliott Mr. Mayhew and ſuch other Engliſh 
Imployed in the worke that haue Conftant Salleries may bee paied theire Sallaries 
heer in England by the like Bills of exchang to theire aſſign or aſſignes whoe may 
deſpoſe of the ſame according vnto ſuch adviſe and direction as they ſhall receiue 
from them and as wee deſire the progreſle and proſperitie of this great vndertaking 
ſoe it is alſoe our deſire that the ſame may not bee ouercharged in Regard wee vn- 
derſtand ourſelues obliged by the act of Parliament to purchaſe the Eſtate in lands 
therin mencioned which wee belieue you alſoe Judge fitt and neſſeſarie vpon peruſall 
of che laſt account from New England wee can not but take notice and much won— 
der that there ſhould bee ſoe much loſſe in the meaſure of ſeuerall goods and waſt of

&c. as amount to the ſume of thirty ſix pounds concerning the former viz. the loſe 
in meaſure wee deſire to vnderſtand in what parcells and how much loſſe there was 
with the number and marke of the bayles and of whom bought and in what {hip ſent 
to the end wee may require ſatis faction from the perſons of whom they were bought; 
and as to the waſt of needles Fiſhhookes and the whole parſell that hath been ſent 
ouer from. the firſt doth not amount vnto aboue the ſume of ſeauen pound od money 
or therabouts Concerning which wee neuer heard any Complaint vntill now althou gh 1 
the ſame were longe ſince ſent ouer; wee doe againe make it our Requeſt as in our 14 
former letters and for the Reaſons. therin mencioned that the Inſtruments Imployed | [ 
in carrying the ſpeciall parte of this worke may Receive Comfortable Incoragement 
and that a ſpeciall bee had and taken (if it bee the good pleaſure of the 
lord) that there may bee a Conſtant ſucceſſion of them without which the worke will 
in time decay and our mutuall Indeauors of promoteing the ſame bee Rendered In-

Inſtructions for Capt. Deniſon Thomas Staunton and Robert Weſtcott 


YOU or any of you are to Informe Ninegrett the Niantick Sachem with the 
other Narraganſett Sagamors of the Couenant made in 1645 ſince coufeirmed in 1647 
and 1649 of which they have bine formerly and were by the Comiſhoners this laſt 
yeare Remembred by which they are Joyntly and feirmly vnder hand and ſcale en- 
gaged neither directly nor Indirectly att any time to deſturbe the peace of che Coun- 
trey by any aſſaults hoſtile attempts or Invations either vpon the Engliſh Vncas or 
other Indians Subject to or in frindſhip with the Engliſh either in theire perſons 
Cattle or goods nor to Confederate with any others againſt them; but if they know 
of any which conſpire or Intend hurt either againſt the Engliſh or any Indians Sub- 
je& to or in frindſhip with them they will without delay giue notice therof to the 
Comiſſioners or ſom of them and if any queſtions or differences grow or ariſe be- 
twizt them and Vncas or any other Indians in frindſhip with the Engliſh as aforſaid 
they haue bine and ſtill are Ingadged not to begine any warr or hoſtile Invaſion till 
firſt they haue acquainted the Comiſſioners and haue libertie and allowance ſoe to 
doe all which the Narraganſett Sachems and Ninnegrett in particulare hath flizhted 
yea wilfully broken haue deſtourbed the peace of, the Countrey yea of the Engliſh 
themſelves haue Invaded and made hoſtile auſaults againſt Vncas haue killed and 
taken captiue diuers of his people and ſeized much of theire goods without any ſuch 
hearing or allowance from the Comiſſioners which cannot bee but offenciue to all 
the Engliſh Collonies ; 

The Comiſſioners therfore duly conſidering the premiſſes can not but Require the 
Narraganſett Sachems and Ninnigrett in particular as they heerby doe Vncas with the 
Montackert Sachem and others that they forbeare all further hoſtile proceedings of 
what kind ſocuer one againſt an other; or againlt others mencioned in the ſaid Co— 
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venants either by themſelves alone or in Companie with others till the Comiſſioners 
haue duely heard and Judged the differences betwixt them which they wilbee Reddy 
to doe without Reſpect to any mans perſon att theire Next meeting att Boſton in Sep- 
tember 1658 vnto which meeting they heerby call and Invite all the ſaid Sachems per- 
ſonally to appeer to charge the greivances and offences one againſt another; and to 
make ſuch proof as may Satisfy Juſt and Indifferent Judges; the Comiſſioners In- 
tending (by the healp of God) to approve what is Right and to witneſſe againſt what 
is contrary ; but heerin the ſaid Sachems or others conſerned heerin muſt Remember 


that to ſend Meſſengers as appeers by thoſe two laſt yeares meetings att Plymouth 
and Boſton can neither Satisfy the Comiſſioners nor the Sachems themſelves; yett if 


God by any apparent Prouidence ſhould hinder any one Sachem or more from com- 
ing in perſon ſuch a one muſt be ſhewer to ſend ſom truſty deputie ſoe Inſtructed and 
Authoriſed to propound proue anſware and conclude as fully as if himſelfe were pre- 
ſent in perſon and the Comiſhoners will vſe theire beſt Indeauors that the vpland Indi- 
ans may forbeare all hoſtill attempts till theire greivances may haue a due hearing 
But if the Narraganſett Sachems Ninnigrett Vncas the Montackett Sachem or any in 
Couenant or frindſhip with the Engliſh ſhall notwithſtanding all ingagements and ad- 
uiſe perſiſt on in a wilfull breach of theire Couenants or any way deſturbe the peace of 
the Countrey or of any of the Engliſh Collonies plantations or families in theire per- 
ſons or concernments or purſuite of Indians vpon any pretence or offence ſhall with- 
out leaue com into any of the Engliſh plantations armed or make any auſault within 
tie Engliſh limitts before the next meeting of the Comiſſioners and a due hearing 


of the differences as before expreſſed; the Comiſſioners muſt proceed as they ſhall 
find cauſe and thalbee meete

trary to the adviſe of che Majeſtrates and Court att Hartford and other offences to

THE Comiſſioners of the other three Collonies are greived att this Decent and 
vnſatisfyed with the Reaſons there haue bine noe meſſengers ſent to the Indian Sa- 
chems but what the carriage of the Indians and truſt of the Comiſſioners called for 
both in Reference to our owne peace and to mind them of their covenants which 
probably had bine better attended had Ninegrett bine called to a due account for his 
proude and prouoaking miſcarriages not onely to the Indians but to the Engliſh 
meſſengers ſent to him by the Comiſhoners Anno 1653 to which though ſeauen of 
the Comiſſioners agreed yett the honorable Collonie of the Maſſachuſetts Refuſed 
and Ninnegrett neither found cauſe to Judge himſelfe for thoſe Inſolencies nor to 
bee more wary for the future Att this Seſſions the Comiſhoners ſee noe cauſe either 
to Juſtify Vncas or Ninnegrett neither are any of them forward for warr but vpon 
ſome evidence giuen in vpon our beſt Confiderations finding noe other ſufficient 
grounds for the Narraganſett Indians ſoe furiouſly to auſault Vncas but theire anſient 
qualler for Nyantinomies Death in which all the Collonies are engaged to defend 
him and Remembring the Couenants by which the Narraganſett Sachems vnder 
hand and Seale are expreſsly bound not to begine any warr againſt Vncas; and 
much leſſe to procequte it as therby to deſturb the peace of any of the Collonies 
till they haue aduiſe therin from the Comiſhoners which they haue wilfully and of- 


fenciuely haue affrighted plvndered and threatend ſome of the Enępliſh in Coneti- 


cot Juriſdiction and that Vncas hath not yett bine duly warned to anſware for him-

continew with Cawſoſinninon till the Comiſhoners take further order; and all the 
Pequots are ordered to keep quiett att home and not to intermedle with any quarrell 
of the Indians without expreſſe order from the Comiſſioners onely incaſe the Indians 
bee Invaded and Auſaulted whether by Indians or others they are to Aſſiſt them in 
theire defence being Required thervnto by the Comiſſioners of Conecticott or the 
Gouerment there; and for theire defence in time of danger It is ordered that 
twelue pound of Gunpowder with anſwarable ſhott bee left in the hands of Capt. 
Gorg Deniſon to bee dz{tributed to the Pequots when the caſe Requires it; and it 
is defired Mr John Winthorp Major Maſon Capt Gorge Deniſon with Thomas Stan- 
ton the Interpretor and Leiftenant Smith or any two of them aduiſe and Counſel 
them in difficult caſes that may ariſe according to theire Inſtructions ; |

From Cauſhawaſett behind 9 vnpaid but charged to Thomas Stantons account in

The Gouerments of the Maſſachuſetts and Conecticott are deſired to take care 
that the Pequorts bee acomodated with lands convenient for theire Subſiſtence with- 
out prejudice to the Engliſh plantations ; and it is further defired that the Gouer-

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ment of Conecticott take ſpeciall care to preuent the ſelling of liquors and guns by 
any of theires eſpetially Mr. Brewſter whoe is complaincd of or any other ſuſpected 
perſons ; 

A bill of five hundred pounds was charged vpon the Corporation to bee paicd 
to Mr. Vſher and a letter of attorney made to him to Reciue ſeauen hundred more 
to bee paicd by the ſaid Corporation which the ſaid Mr. Vſher is to pay heer the next 
Summer in goods att thripence on the Shilling profitt or Reddy money with fix 
pound on the hundred Advance 

Alſoe a letter of Attorney was graunted vnto Mr, Vſher and Mr. Harwood for the 
Recouery of a certaine Legacye; the Comiſſioners were Informed was giuen to the 
people of New England the particulares wherof are conſealed as followeth ; 

You are deſired with the firſt oppertunity to ſpeak with a party in London whoe 
brought a ſtranger to Mr. Harwood that Informed of a legacye of conſiderable val. 
lue giuen to the people of New England about ſeauen yeares ſince but hitherto 
conſealled and to gitt from him Information if you poſſibly may conſerning the ſame; 
and if you ſee it neſſeſary and can attaine to ſpeake with the ſaid ſtranger you ſhall 
vie youer beſt {kill by faire meanes to gett out of him the Countrèy or place where 
the Teſtator lived but if you find him obſtinate or vnreaſonable in his Demaunds 
you may take the aduice and deſire the healpe of Mr. Samuell Diſburrow whom wee 
or ſom of vs ſhall acquaint heerwith or ſom other frind of note that may procure 
him by his highnes or Counſell to declare what hee knowes heerin but if vpon the 
beſt aduiſe you can take (wherin you may alſoe Improue Capt. Leverett) that courſe 
bee thought Inconvenient or not feaſable you may compound as well as you may 
prouided that three parts of foure of the ſaid Legacye att leſt bee duely paied vnto 
you for the vſe of the Collonies before you giue any Diſcharge

It is ordered that Vncas bee Required to permitt the Potunke Indians to Returne 
to theire dwellings and theire to abide in peace and Safety without moleſtation from 
him or his; and that the ſaid Indians bee Invited and Incurraged ſoe to doe by the 
Gouerment of Conetticott ; and for the peace and ſafety of the Engliſh Collonies 
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in this time or warr amongſt the Indians It is ordered that noe Companie of armed 
Indians ſhalbee permited or allowed to come within one mile of any Engliſh Towne 
or plantation; nor ſhall any Indian bee Receiued or Intertained within the ſaid 
bounds but ſuch as haue formerly and doe att preſent Reſide there ; Notwithſtand- 
ing it may bee lawfull for any Engliſh to Receiue any Indians flying from the fewry 


of theire enimies and to ſhelter them againſt theire withont breach of 
this order which is to bee made knowne to all Indian Sachems * with all 
ſpeed; 


And the Gouerment of Cone dicott is deſired to ſignify to the Pocomticke and 
Norwotoke Sachems our Charge vpon Vncus in Reference to the Potunk Indians 
and our deſire of their Returne to their Dwellings and Continueance there in peace 
therfore wee deſire and expect they will forbeare all hoſtillity againſt Vncas till the 
next meeting of the Comiſſioners;

MUCH HONERED SIR, 


HEER come three of our Naighbours to vs att our meeting att Boſton viz; Mr. 
John Cutts Richard Cutts and henery Woolcott preſenting a caſe of theire ſuffering 
by Reaſon of youer Fiſcalls takeing ſome vtmoſt advantage againſt them or theire 
agent one John Lawrance an Inhabitant and free burger with you att the monhatoes 
procequeting the letter of ſome law with ſeueritie and in a manor vnuſuall and vn- 
knowne to the Burgers there as they ſay wherin they ſuppoſing our Intereſt of Naigh- 
bourly Correſpondency Improued after frindly manor of mediation with youer honer 
might bee of ſome vſe for theire Releite haue Reqveſted this our letter on theire be- 
halfe and ſoe farr as Innoſency may appeer on theire partes they haue perſwaded with 
vs to write; They Relate the matter to bee the ſeating of a parcell of theire beauor 
in the hand of theire agent John Lawrance for that it was Remoued from one Bur- 
gers houſe in the Monhatoes to another being ſome ſmale diſtance without the line 
ſett for Confiſcation of beauor ; to preuent the defrauding of Cuſtome and Recogni- 
ſion ; vpon which arreſt theire faid beauor being detained for a fine you were pleaſed 
to levy vpon theire ſaid agent to the vallue of twenty five pounds They pretend to 
bee much damnifyed and doe Requeit youer Juſt fauor for its Releaſe, and alſoe that 
theire frind and agent being an Engliſhman may not ſuffer for oncly the miſing an exact 
attendance to ſom Cercomſtance or particle in youer law when as they had honeſtly 
taken order with Mr. Stenwicke one of youer owne majeſtrates by oblidging him to 
pay the Cuſtomes; The truth is Sir wee neither know youer law nor the equitable 
grounds vpon which they are made; nor deſire to Intermeddle with the Executions

Caſhawaſhett appointed to Gouerne the Pequott tributaries att Pauquatuck and 
Wecapauge and Caſhaſinamon Gouernor of the Pequotts att Nameake and Now- 
pange appeered to giue an account of theire Gouerment the laſt yeare ; 
and to Requeſt ſome further portions of land for theire ſettleing and planting ; 
and direction in ſom particulare Cafes but brought but go fathom of Peage betwixt 
them for theire tribute viz. Caſhawaſhet forty fathom and Caſhaſinamon fifty fathom 
ſoe there is behind according to the laſt yeares account 74 fathom betwixt them; 
and for Vncas his Pequats that were with them they were told they ſhould according 
to order formerly giuen them haue brought it all to Thomas Stantons three monthes 
before this meeting ; they aledged want of ground to plant on much of theire Corne 
ſpoiled by Cattle &c. but were Required and accordingly promiſed to pay the Re- 
mainder to Thomas Staunton att his Returne ; and the ſaid Caſhawaſhett was Con- 
tinewed in his Gouerment oner the Pequotts vnder him for this yeare according to 
the orders and Inſtructions giuen att Newhauen and Plymouth Anno 1655 and 1656: 
and Kekanes and Chomiquaſh are Joyned with him as aſſiſtants; in like manor Ca- 
ſhaſmamon was Continued in his Gouerment ouer the Pæquots vnder him for this 
yeare according to the ſaid Inſtructions and yoweematence and kechometin were 
appointed to bee his Aſtiſtants ; 

And lt is agreed that Caſhawaſhett and his Companie ſhall haue a mect proportion 
of land att Squamſcutt necke on the Eaſt fide of po-ketuck Riuer and Caſhaſinnimon 
and his Companie ſhall haue a fitt-pro-ortion of land alowed them att Wawarramo- 
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rek neare the path that leads from Miſticke Riuer to Moheage about ſiue or fix 
miles from the mouth of Miſticke River; and it is Comended to the Generall Ccurt 
of Conecticott to appoint as ſoon as may bee ſome meet perſons to lay out and bound 
the ſid lands for them; and Captaine Gorge Denniſon and Thomas Stanton and 
ſarze:nt Minor or any two of them are deſired to bee aiding and aſſiſting to the ſaid 
Goucrtiing Indians according to the orders and Inſtructions giuen them and by theire 
Councell and Countenance to Containe the Reſt in obeidience to them; and in 
ſpeciall ro heare and determine the Cafe of the Gun taken by Grouer from Kcwa— 
taquakutt ; 

And wheras the orders and Inſtruftions formerly giuen to the aforſaid Indians 
were loſt and torne there were others of the like Contents now giuen them; 

Vpon Complaint and Information of the Pequat Indians our ſubjects and Tributa- 
ries that they are forced and Reſtrained by the Montacket Sachems vpon long Iland 
from fetching ſhells there to make wampam of; which they and theive Anſeſtors 
haue done as they aledge ; it was therfore agreed that the ſaid Montackett Sachem 
ſhall haue notice of this Complaint ; and ſhalbee giuen to vnderſtand that it is the 
mind of the Comithoners that the Pequots may bee permited freely ro fetch ſhells 
there for theire vſe aforſaid for this yeare as formerly they haue done; and if they 
haue any thing to object againſt it they may preſent the ſame to the next meeting of 
the Comiſſioners att hartford where it ſhalbee equally heard and determined and 
further that the Comiſſioners expect that the ſaid Montockett Sachem doe forthwith 
pay theire Tribute behind to the Gouernor of Conecticott which two yeares ſince att 
Plymouth they acknowlidged to bee due for foure yeares then paſt 

Pomham appecriag before the Comiſſioners complained that about a month agone 
Vrcas or fome of his Men killed a man and two wemen att Caweeſett the one of them 
belonging to himſelfe the other vnto Tupayamen both ſubje& to the Engliſh and this 
without any provocation of theirs 

In like manor Apumps complained againſt Vncas that about ſix weeks ſince hee 
took fix of his people att Quinnapauge, killed one and wounded another; whervpon 
the Comiſſioners ordered that notice herof ſhalbee giuen to Vncas by Thomas 
Staunton and his anſware thervato Required to bee ſent to the next meeting of the 
Comiſſioners att hartford and that in the mean time hee forbeare to make any further 


attempt againſt them or any of their people vnleſſe in his owne defence or vpon ſome 
other warrantable grounds ; 
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A letter from the Corporation in England was preſented and Read the Contents 
wherof is as followeth 


HoxERITD IND WorTHY GENTLEMEN 


YOUERS of the ith. of the ſixt laſt wee haue Received with a lift of names of ſuch 
Inſtruments as areImployed in this worke and theire reſpectiue ſallaries as alſoc an ac- 
count of youer diſburſments for the year paſt ; and Now by Mr. hezekiah Vſher 
haue Receiued youer bill of exchange drawne vpon vs to pay him the ſume of fine 
hundred pounds being for the like ſume by you Receiued of him there ; which ac- 
cording to youer aduiſe and Contents of the ſaid Bill was Currently paied to him ag 
alſoe the ſume of ſeauen hundred more aduiſed and Intimated by youer ſaid letter to 
vs for both which ſumes hee hath giuen vs a diſcharge according to youer direction; 
and wee haue heer incloſed ſent you his Bill of drawne vpon himſelfe or 
aſſiznes to pay to you or youer aſſignes the ſaid ſume of ſeauen hundred pounds there, 
being for the like ſume receiued by him heer which wee doubt not but wilbee cur- 
rently payed according to his promite and agreement to ourſelues and you; wee 
haue likewiſe according to another bill of exchange drawne vpon vs to pay Mr. 
Stancſtreet aſſigne of Mr. Nanny the ſume of ten pounds for Phiſicall Druggs payed 
the ſame accordingly to him; all which foremencioned fumes will (wee hope) further 
the worke to the Content of all therin concerned as you haue Intimated to vs in 
youer letter; according to youer deſire mentioned in youer letter wee doe heerby 
certify you that the yearly Revenew purchaſed by vs amounts to the ſume of eight 
hundred pounds out of which there being diſpoſed of for officers ſalleries expences 
in ſuites of law with perſons that refuſe to pay in ſuch ſumes as are Subſcribed and 
collected for the purpoſes that the Acte of Parliament mencioned and other diſhurſ— 
ments to Inſtruments Imployed as occation Requireth to travell and ſee whether the 
Collections are perfected in the ſeuerall Counteyes and the money thervpon collected 
returned; the Cleare Income of the ſaid Revenew amounts vnto the ſume of fix 
hundred pounds yearly or therabouts wee hoped to haue Inlarged the Revenew by 
making of another purchaſe this yeare ; but in regard of the vnexpected ſume of ſea- 
uen hundred pound paid to Mr. Vſher as aforſaid wee are att preſent diſappointed 
and hindered in our proceeding therin ; Wee deſire if poſſible to enlarge the ſume 
according to the power giuen vs by the acte of Parliament as Judging our Dewty ſoc 
to doe; and this is not onely ours but the ſence and Judgment of learned C onncill 
of the that by vertue Repoſed in vs wee are oblidged as money ſhall 
come for that purpoſe to purchaſe the Reuenew in the ſaid Ate mencioned ; and 
therfore it is our earneſt Requeſt and aduiſe vnto you the honered Comiſſioners that 
you would not charge vs with aboue ſiue hundred pounds per annum yntiil wee ſhall 

with. 
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with the ouerpluſſe of the ſaid Revenew and ſme few Collections now on foot haue 
purchaſed an Inlargment; for wee hope and belieue that you doe not judge it Con- 
uenient that as moneyes come to our hands wee ſhould ſend the ſame ouer vnto you; 
but if it ſhould bee layed out and diſburſed in the purchaſe of lands which might bee 
a Conſtant Revenew for carrying the worke for the future ; Concerning Mr. Stan- 
ton mencioned in youer letter wee know noe ſuch man neither euer were wee ſolicited 
by any in his behalfe vntill now; If you pleaſe to peruſe our letters formerly ſent 
you will not find any ſuch perſon named in them; much leſſe that wee ſhould ap- 
point him or others any ſallaries as vnderſtanding it to belong to youerſelues whoe 
are better able to Judge of the deſerts of Inſtruments Imployed there then wee att 
this great diſtance ; and therfore wee intreat you for the future not to take notice of 
any ſpeeches or reports in ſuch Caſes but that which ſhalbee ſignifyed to you by our 
letters; It being the ſame Rule wee walke by heer with Reſpect vnto youer ſelues 
there; as for Mr. Perſon wee concure with you concerning his fitnes and Abillitie 
for the Indians ſperituall good; and for the Cattichiſmes mencioned in youer letter 
of his Compoſing for theire vie and Inſtruction which wee ſhould haue taken care to 
haue printed according to your Defire and ſhould haue ſent ouer the number menci- 
oned in youer letter but wee feare it is mifcarryed being ſent as wee vnderſtand in 
Mr. Garretts ſhipp which is yett miſing : and therfore wee Intreat you ſend it ouer 
by the firſt oppertunitie wee approve youer Intertainment of Mr, Leverich Mr. 
Bourne Mr. Blinman Mr. Newman and Mr. Tompſon to be imployed in this worke; 
not doubting but you will giue them due Incurragement according to theire laboure 
and pains therin ; yett we? hope that the yearly ſume of five hundred pounds before 
mencioned may be ſufficient to carry on the worke for the preſent vntill wee ſhalbee 
Inabled to inlarge further; and therfore doe deſire that you would not charge any 
more then that ſume vpon vs for the future; wee haue receined the Confeſſions of 
ſome Indians mencioned in youer letter; and hoped if the Lord had pleaſed to haue 
brought Mr. Mayhew amongſt vs to haue put them into ſome method for the preſſes;

A letter from the Generall Court of Conecticott dated the 2cond of Auguſt 1658 
Intimated a difference between the Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts and them con- 
cerning the Deuiſion of the Pequott Countrey ; Complaining of ſeuerall Injuries and 
affronts of the Pocomtock Indians Sachems and Intreating aduiſe of the Comiſſioners 
how they may cary ſafely and honorably rowards the Indians in this time of war ; 
was preſented and read; and this inſucing anſware returned thervnto ; 


HoNE RED FRrinDs 


WEE haue receiued youer letter and conſidered the Contents therof and as fare 
as the difference betwixt the Maſſachuſetts and you it was refered according to the 
Articles of Confederation To the Comiſſioners of Plymouth aud Newhauen; whoe 
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after a duc hearing of all pleaes haue Iſſued the ſame as you may ſee ; which wee 
hope may giue Satisfaction to both the ſuriſdictions; Concerning the affront offered 
to youer meſſenger by the Pocomtuck Captaine wee vnderſtand hee was in drinke; 
and that before they came away it ſeemes there was a paſſiſication and Reconſiliation 
though afterwards in their way home hee comitted another offence ; wee ſhall ther- 
fore let the Pocomtucke Sachems vnderſtand how ill wee Reſent theſe injuriouſe paſ- 
ſages as alſoe theire takeing away the Baſkett of corne att Wethersfeild and the 
Children from Chowquatt which wee deſire you to take care that it bee cleerly and 
plainly made knowne vnto them; wee haue alfoe enquired what wee may conſerning 
the Treachery of the Pequotts in aluring the Mohegens to ſhore wherby a Cannoe 
and ſome perſons were ſurpriſed and ſlaine by the Northeren Indians but can not find 
juſt matter of offence to Charge them withall one of them hearing the Report therof 
came on purpoſe to this meeting to clear himſelfe ; and to anſware ſuch accuſations 
as ſhould bee layed to his Charge ; but wee haucing noe witnes nor any thinge more 
then youer letter mencioneth, hee vtterly deneyeth any ſuch intent; profeſſing alſoe 
hee knew not what canaues they were till they came on ſhore ; he was diſmiſſed ; 
concerning the orders of youer Court in Reference to the Indians wee approue of the 
&rſt as concuring with the order of the Comiſſioners att Boſton the laſt yeare which 
wee ſhall againe make knowne to the ſeuerall Sachems ; and hope it wilbee effectu- 
all for the preſervation of peace betwixt the Engliſh and them; but thinke youer 
2cond. is to ſtraite and not ſafe to ground a Quarrell vpon if it ſhould not bee obſer- 
ued our deſire is and indeauor ſhalbee that the Engliſh in the ſeuerall Collonies may 
not ſuffer any Injuries or aſfronts from the Indians or others wherby theire pride and 
Inſolency may bee encreaſed or the honer of the Engliſh impared ; nor would wee 
willingly doe or ſuffer that to bee done that may gine them juſt cauſe to thinke wee 
are either afraid of them or ſeeke a quarrell with them; wee therfore Judge it meet 
that ſuch proviſions as are made for the preſervation of the peace of the Countrey 
bee ſoe moderatly Improved and prudently managed as it may attaine the end aimed

many pleaes haue bine made on both fides for theire greater Intereſt ; wee haueing 
ſeriouſly weighed what hath bine by each of them aledged conceiue the determination 
doth ariſe onely from theire ſeuerall Rights by conqueſt ; the which for ought wee 
can vnderſtand is not greatly different; yett being tender of any inconveniency or 
Diſturbance that may accrue to thoſe that are alreddy poſſeſſed either by Comiſſion 
from the Maſſachuſetts or Connecticott in any parte therof (ſhould they now be put 
of theire Improuements) and alſoe vpon Inquiry finding that the Pequott Countrey 
which extendeth from Nianticke to a place called Watapaug about ten miles eaſtward 
from miſticke Riuer bee the bounds may conueniently acomodate two plantations or 
townſhips wee therfore (reſpecting thinges as they now ſtand) doe conclude that 
Miſticke Riuer bee the bounds between them as to proprietie and Juriſdiftion ſoe far 
as conqueſt may giue title thervnto ; alwaies prouided that ſuch as are alreddy accom- 
odated by comiſſion from either of the Gouerments or haue graunts of any tracts of 
land on any fide of the ſaid Miſticke Riuer bee not molleſted in theire poſſeſſions or 
Rights by any after graunts and that all due care bee had that Chriſtian ſocietie 
and ordinances may bee provided for and vphoulden according to God in each.

wie move Mr. John higenſon and Mr. Peirſon but doe greatly feare wee ſhall not pre-

worke; wee know not that youer ſon was adviſed by any of vs to goe into England 
(but deſwayded) onely it is poſſible ſome might ſay it might in ſome Reſpects bee of 
good vie; It is what god hoe is deep in Councell had determined and muſt bee ſub- 
mited vnto ; wee could ſhew you that you miſtake in ſaying that hee receiued but 
1 201b. or therabouts had wee time to enlarge but wee doe not think hee had two much 
heer ; and his greateſt Reward is behind ; Concerning the Indian boyes you ſpeak of 
ſending wee deſire they ſhould bee well entered that is fitt for theire accidence before 
they come hither ; wee aduiſe they may not bee ſent vntill the Spring; for the train- 
ing of the Indians and furniſhing them with guns powder and ſhott wee are not free 
but wiſh rather it might bee wholly reſtrained ; not haueing more att preſent wee

THE Comiſhoners of the vnited Collonies mett now att Boſton were Informed 
by the Generall Court of Conecticott of ſeuerall Injuryes and Aﬀronts comitted a- 
gainſt the Engliſh by ſome of theire people eſpecially one Annapecom whoe offered 
great violence and Injury to one of the Engliſh meſſengers that were ſent from Co- 
necticott Court with men and wampam from Vncas to mediate and procure a peace 
| betwixt him and them throwing an axe horne and the wampam att him charging

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his men to kill theire horſes ; and afterwards. endeauoring to ſtrike one of the En- 
gliſh Meſſengers with a gun; and in the Indians Returning from hartford to Mon- 
hegin in the companie of ſome Engliſh were aſſaulted by the ſaid Annapecom and 
his men contrary to promiſe and Agreement takeing away by violence one of the In- 
dian meſſengers RE 

2. Not long after the ſaid Annapecom and his men fell vpon a farme houſe be- 
longing to Wethersfeild and violently tooke away ſome Corne from thence ; and 
when it was demaunded by meſſengers ſent from the Majeſtrates there they Return- 
ed nothing but Scoffs and Jeers 

3. That one Chawquatt a peacable Indian liveing neare the Engliſh and hath not 
bine engaged in any warr or quarrel] this twenty yeares hath two of his Children 
taken violently away and kept Captive att Pocomtucke ; they alſoe Informe and 
Complaine that they fight within theire townes and yards which they can not ſuffer 
nor Indure theſe paſſages ſeemes ſtrange to the Comiſſioners eſpecially when they 
conſider the Engliſh haue neuer done them any wrong nor mett with any ſuch deal- 
ing from them before; and therfore are willing to vnderſtand the minds of the Sa- 
chems heerin how farr they will owne and approue the ſame expecting that if they 
Intend to keep frindſhip ſtill with vs they will take care to Render due Satisfaction 
for the Injuries comitted and alſoe Releaſe the two captiue Children of Chauquart ; 
whoe as wee are Informed deſired to liue peacably without takeing part with one or 
other they are alſoe to take notice that the Comiſſioners haue agreed that in the 
time of warr amongſt the Indians noe Company of armed Indians coming to any 
Towne of the Engliſh nor within one mile therof Nor purſue any Indian into any 
Towne or houſe that ſoe offences may bee prevented and peace continewed ; and 
this wee expreſt ſhould bee obſerued by all Indians that deſires the love and frend- 
ſhip of the Engliſh 


Boſton the 18th of September 1658. 


WHERAS there is an accurſed and perniſſious ſe& of heretiques lately Riſen 
vp in the world whoe are comonly called Quakers whoe take vpon them to bee ym- 
ediatly ſent of God and Infallably aſſiſted; whoe doe ſpeake and writt blaſphemos 
thinges deſpiſing Gouerment and the order of God in Church and Comonwealth 
ſpeaking euill of dignities Reproching and Reviling Majeſtrates and the Minneſters 
of the Goſpell ſeeking to turne the people from the faith and to gaine proſclites 
to theire perniſious wayes ; and wheras the ſeucrall Juriſdictions have made diuers 
lawes to prohibite and Reſtraine the aforſaid curfed heritiques from coming amongſt 
them yett notwithſtanding they are not detered therby; but arrogantly and preſumptu- 
ouſly doe preſſe into ſeuerall of the Juriſdiftions and there vent theire perniſious aud 
divelliſh oppinions which being permited tends manifeſtly to the Deſturbance of our

conſiderations aforſaid to make a Law That all ſuch Quakers formerly conuicted 
and puniſhed as ſuch ſhall (if they Returne againe) bee Impriſoned and forthwith 
banithed or expelled out of the ſaid Juriſdiction vnder paine of Death and if after- 
wards they preſume to com again into that Juriſdiction then to bee put to death as 
preſumptuouſly Incorragable vnleſſe they ſhall plainly and publickly Renounce theire 
curſed oppinnions ; and for ſuch Quakers as ſhall come into any Juriſdiction from 


any forraigne partes or ſuch as ſhall ariſe within the ſame after dew conviction that 


either hee or ſhee is of that curſed ſect of heritiques they bee baniſhed vnder paine 
of ſevere Corporall puniſhment and if they Returne againe then to bee puniſhed 
accordingly and baniſhed vnder paine of death and if afterwards they ſhall yett 
preſume to come againe then to bee putt to death as aforſaid except they doe then 
and theire plainly and publicly Renounce cheire ſaid curſcd opiunions and Diueiiiſh

Imp : WHERAS there hath bine long peace and frindſhipp between all the En- 
gliſh and rhe ſaid Sachems ; which wee are willing and defirous ſhould bee continu- 
ed yeit of late ſeuerall complaints haue bin brought to vs of Injuries and affronts 
offered to ſeverall of our people by the ſaid Sachems or ſome of theire men; and that 
without any provocation or cauſe giuen by the Engliſh ; as wee are enformed ; 
which wee can not beare | 

2. That in theire warrs and Quarrells amongſt themſclues they preſſe ſoe neare 
and ſomtimes into the houſes of the Engliſh as is to thcire great diſturbance and 
which tends directly to the breach of peace betwixt vs and them if not ſpeedily 
preuented | 

3- That therfore the Comiſſioners are willing and dcfirous to ſpeake with the 
ſaid Sachems; or ſome of them deputed by the Reſt conſerning the former Inju- 
ries complained of ; and that ſome meet agreement may bee made and declared 
how the Engliſh in all partes may bee ſecured from loſſe or diſturbance by any of

2. That the Comiſhoners haue ſent to the Pocomptucke Sachems and the Indi- 
ans att Tunkſis whom they expect heer by wenſday or thurſday next and if hee ſee 
cauſe to take that oppertunitie to ſatisfy the Comiſſioners conſerning his proſeedings 
and Improue their entereſt for makeing his peace The Comiſhoners are willing to

3. That wee haue giuen charge to the Pocomptucke and Tunckſis Indians to for- 
beare all actes of hoſtilitie towards him or his people during the ſiting of the Comiſ- 
ſioners and doe expect and require of him that hee cauſe all his people to forbeare 
all hoſtile actes towards the ſaid Pocomptucke Tunckſis and other Indians while the

vnto Mr. John harwood for the vic of Mr. hezekiah Vſher the ſume of five hundred 
pounds 
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pounds being for the like ſume the ſaid Mr. Vſher isto pay to youerſelues there which 
according to youer aduiſe and the contents of the ſaid bill is currently payed vnto him; 
wee are glad to heare that notwithſtanding the oppoſition this worke hath me:t 
with It pleaſeth the lord to profper it; and to bleſſe the endeauor s of thoſe 


that labore in it; Conſerning youer printing Mr. Peirſons Catichiſme in the 


Indian language in New England wee concurr with youer judgments therein Con- 
ceiveing you haue ordered it for the beſt ; in regard that ſuch errors as may be: 
comited in printing the ſame wilbee the better corrected there then they would heer ; 
as to mis Mahews preſent condition wee conceiue you beſt vaderſtand what is and 
what is fitt to bee done therin and therfore doe refer it to youerſelues to do what the 
lord ſhall direct you in that particulare wee haue thought good to print youer laſt 
letter with two other letters receiued from Mr. Endicot and M. Elliott; as alſo the 
Indians exhortations and the ſheet of Catichiſme compoſed by Mr. Picrſon all which 
are printed for publicke ſatisfaction and as to the printing of the bible in the Indian 
language; menſioned in Mr. Endicotts letter; which wee vnderitand is alreddy tranſ- 
lated into the Indian tounge; wee conceiue will not onely bee acceptable vnto god; 
but uery proffitable to the poor heathen and will much tend to the promotion of the 
ſperituall parte of this worke amongſt them ; and therfor wee offer it not onely as 
our owne but as the judgment of others that. the New Teſtament bee firſt printed in 
the Indian language; and doe deſire to vnderſtand by the next what number of them 
you intend to haue printed ; and how much paper the number will take vp and that 
you ſend ouer one ſheet of paper which might agree with that alreddy printed ; and 
whether you haue matterialls ſufficient to carry on the ſame ; and becauſe wee would 
haue noe faile therin haue thought good to ſend you ouer a cattalogue of rhe matte- 
rialls fitt for printing with the charge of them according to information giuen vs;

recomend vnto you one Mr. John Brock a perſon vnknowne to vs whom hee afteirmes 
to be expert in the Indian toungue and fitly quallifyed for the purpoſe aforeſaid ; 
which wee leaue vnto youer ſelues to judge and to do therin as you think good; 
wee haue ſent you fifty bookes to bee diſpoſed of as you thinke good deſireing that 
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lome of them might bee ginen to Mr. Elliott wee haue no more but comend you and 
the worke you labour in vato the bleſſing of the Lord;

wee could not ſatisfy ourſelues in docing leſſe towards miſtris Mayhews Reliefe then 
by alowing her ten pounds this yeare and keeping her eldeſt ſon att ſcoole to fitt him 
for the worke ; the bookes you printed and ſent ouer are diſpoſed of according to 
youer aduiſe; and touching the printing of the bible in the Indian language being 
incurraged by youer ſelues and preſſed by Mr. Elliotts affectionate zeale which hee 
hath conſtantly held forth for this work, wee ſhall take order for the printing of the 
New Teſtament ; which being finiſhed wee ſhall therby bee the better directed in 
our further proceeding therin ; wee thinke to print a thouſand Coppies ; and for 
paper and other materialls ſhall depend on Mr. Vſher whoe hath vndertaken to fur- 
nith according to the printers direction; there are five Indian youthes att Cam- 
bridge in the lattin ſcoole ; whoſe dilligence and profiſiency in theire ſtuddies doth 
much encurrage vs to hope that god is fiting them and preparing them for good 
Inſtruments in this great and deſirable worke wee haue good Teſtimony from thoſe 
| that are prudent and pious that they are dilligent in theire ſtuddies and civill in theire 
carriage; and from the preſedent of the Colledge wee haue this teſtimoney in a let- 
| ter directed to vs the 23 of Auguſt 1659 in theſe wordes ; the Indians in Mr. Cor- 
letts ſcoole were examined openly by my ſelfe att the publicke Comencement ; con-

WEE preſume you haue heard from youer people of the Fort of Orania That 
ſome of our Engliſh haue bin lately in thoſe partes vpon Diſcouery of ſome meet 
place for plantation within the bounds of the Pattent of the Maſſachuſetts Collony; 
which is from the latitude of 42 degrees and 42: and 30 minnites ; and ſoe North- 
erly extends itſelfe from caſt to weſt in Longitude through the maine land of Ameri- 
ca from the Atlantick ocion to the South or Weſt Sea; and wee vnderſtaud that the 
Gouerment of the Maſſachufetts haue graunted libertie to ſome of theire people to 
erect a plantation in thoſe partes; and intend to effect the ſame ; yett without 
entrenchment of the Dutch Rights; and forſeeing ſome Difficulty to begin a plan- 
ration att ſuch a diſtance by land and that the paſting vp hudſons River would very 
much accomodate them in theire deſigne wee haue thought good on theire behalfe to 
1 deſire libertie of free paſſage for the ſaid planters by youer townes and Forts vpon 
| the ſaid Riuer to the ſaid lands they demeaning themſelues peacably and paying ſuch 
modarate Dutyes as may bee expected in ſuch cafes ; which being ſoe concordant 
to Reaſon and the cuſtom of Ciuill Nations liueing in Amitie doth begitt in vs a con- 
fidence that you wilbec very flow by an vnreaſonable Deniall to Interupt the Naigh-

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Moch HONERED GENTLEMEN 


THE meſſengers ſent according to youer deſires to the Pocomtucke Sachems be- 
ing returned; I ſhall breifly giue youer worſhipes an account of the Succeſſe of the 
Journey; coming to Pocomtucke hee that was Interpretor declared youer meſſage 
to the Sachems there according to his ſeuerall Inſtructions; whoe the firſt thing re- 
dily returned this Anſware that it was all theire deſires that peace and frindſhip be- 
twixt themſclues and the Engliſh ſhould ſtill continue; and wheras in the meſſãge 
ſent to them there is menſion of wronges and Injuries done by them to the Engliſh ; 
They anſwared ; firſt that they knew of none; and if any were done it was not by 
the allowance of the Sachems ; for they had charged theire men to doe noe wronge 
to any Engliſh or their Cattle ; 2condly if it were made out to them that if any of 
theire men had done the wrong they would make Satisfaction to the Engliſh ſoe fare 
they would be from countenanceing any in offending the Engliſh and what more to 
ſay to it they knew not; to the ſecond thing that in the wars they preſſe to neare the 
Engliſh &c- they ſay that as frinds they came to the Engliſh for victualls and charge 
theire people to carry it frindly ; but if that the Engliſh Sachems will ſay they doe 
not alow of it and will preſcribe another way or Courſe for them to tak. if it bee 
reaſonable they will attend it ; 

3. To the deſire of the Comiſſioners to ſpeake with them; they ſay they can not 
come to hartford ; neither doe they know any engagement that lyes on them to come 
to the meetings of the Engliſh Sachems ; and they doe not ſend for the Engliſh Sa- 
chems to theire meetings; The Reaſons why they can not come to the Comiſhoners 
are two; firſt becauſe they haue a great meeting amongſt themſelues three daies 
hence and muſt attend that; it being all one with the Comiſſioners mecting 2condly 
they are in confederacye with many others as with the Souquakes and Mowhawkes 
and others and can doe nothing without them; 

Laſtly to the deſire of the Comiſſioners that all actes of hoſtilitle may ſcaſe during 
theire ſiting; they are not in a capaſitie to attend it; | 

1. Becauſe they have ſent out ſeauen or eight men to lye in wairz for ſome of Vn- 
cas his men but two daies before; they being now gone cannot bee called in; 

2. If they could; yett it is not poſible for them to give notice to the Indians of 
the Duch Riuer and others whoe are Inzaged with them and are dayly ſending cut 
ſome vpon the Deſigne; 

To the third particulare that ſome agreement may bee made how the Engliſh may 
bee ſecured ; they defire the Engliſh Sachems to conclu de what is beſt and fitt to 
bee attended by them; and they are reſolved to attend it; when it is declared to 


them ; if it be that which ſhalbee found Reaſonable ; this is the ſume of what they

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ſay to the Meſſengers ſent to them; and all alonge hold ont a Reſolution of liueing 
in peace with the Engliſh ; and ſay they will not firſt breake the peace; they are 


Reſolued not to bee beginers of any breach with the Engliſh ; and will yeild to the 
Engliſh in any thinge but in makeing peace with Vncas ; and that they would [not! 
haue the Englith to perſwade them to it for they cannot haue peace with him; I am 
bould to preſent this Relation of theire anſware as I ſcribed it from the Interpretors 
mouth becauſe Willam Edwards whoe accompanied him is in haſt ; hee may poſibly 
Relate ſomwhat more but his haſtening giues mee time onely to Relate the maine

A complaint being made by John Webb and others of the Inhabitants of North- 
ampton that two Duch men one Iriſh man and one French man had ſtolen away ſea- 
uen mares and other cattle which they miſſed and haueing driven them away to Po- 
comtucke the laſt Lords day they deſired the Sachem to purſue the ſaid theiues and 
to apprehend them ; and bring backe the mares &c. for which they promiſed the 
Sachem fifty ſhillings for euery mare if they alſoe brought backe the men; and the 
ſaid Sachem Wonopequen vndertakeing the ſame ; and ſending word to Northhamp- 
ton men to come and Receiue theire Mares; Whervpon John Web and others of 
Northhampton goeing for the ſaid Mares which they ſaw in the Indians poſeſſion as 
alſoe for the men; the ſaid Wonopequen Refuſed to deliver them according to 
agreement and Required a great ſume of Wampam; coates ſhirts liquors &c. ſay— 


ing hee had bought them of his Indians; and that euery mare was worth twenty 
pounds

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The Comiſſioners conſidering the premiſes concluded that ſome Meſſengers bee 


forthwith Diſpatched to the Pocomtucke Sachems according to the Inſtructions fol- 
lowing ; 


Inſtructions for Thomas Stanton and thoſe ſent with him to the Pocomptucke Sa- 
chems the 1oth of September 1659 ; | 


Imp. YOU are to lett them know that wee Receiued theire anſware but in ſeue- 
rall particulares are vnſatis fyed as firſt that they deſire to keep peace yett haue comitt- 
ed ſeverall outrages againſt ſeuerall Engliſh and pretend Excuſes not to come and an- 
| {ware for them; or giue Satisfaction; 

2. In the anſware that they know of noe wronge done to the Engliſh they will 
not take notice of it; had they come they might haue heard proued (as the Comiſ- 
ſioners haue done) much Injury and Intollerable affronts put vpon Mr. Brewſter 
during theire ſeige of Vncas Fort which was done by ſome of theire Companie for 
which the Comiſhoners doe expect and Require Satisfaction of the Pocomptucke 
Sachem being the cheife Captaine in that warr; you ſhall Require the Pocomptucke 
Sachem to deliuer vnto you the Mares Cattle and four men which they agreed to 
fetch in ; yett after they ſent for the men of Northhampton to Receiue them ; they 
denied to lett them haue them according to theire agreement and haue put them to 
great charge for which alſoe wee expect they ſhould giue them Satisfaction by abate- 
ment of what was promiſed; you ſhall aſſure them the Comiſſioners will not bee 
baffcled by them but if they will not forthwith deliver the mares and men and cat- 
tle; if you are ſure they haue any in theire hands; the Comiſſioners are reſolued 
to Recouer them in ſuch a way as will not bee pleaſing to them if they deſire peace 
as they pretend; if you Recouer the Mares and Cattle they are to bee Returned 
to the owners the men you are to convey to Mr. Pinchon to bee ſent to Boſton Jayle; 


If you cannot obtaine what is expected you are to ſertify the Gouernor of Conecti- 


cott and Capt : Pinchon ſpeedily therof ; laſtly if they continew there wee expect 
and Require them to forbeare drawing neare in armed companies to the Engliſh 
Townes or houſes ; that vpon noe pretences whatſoeuer they Invade or affront any 
Engliſh perſon or houſe ; that they neither trouble nor moleſt any Indian liueing in 
an Engliſh family; nor ſuch peacable Indians that plant vpon land hicred of the En- 
gliſh ; except they take them in actuall hoſtillitic; that they hinder not injure nor 
detaine any Indian ſent with letters by the Engliſh or trauelling as guids with them or 
attending on them

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Walter Phyler complaineth that noe Satisfaction hath bin made for Pomeryes 
mare killed by Poquion aboue twenty yeares agoe notwithſtanding the order and 
determination of the Comiſſioners att Newhauen Anno 1651 That the Gouerment 
of Conecticott ſhould demaund and vpon Refuſall to diſtraine Ninnegrett both for 
the whole of the ſaid mare and the charge of leuying the ſame which order hath 
not bine executed ; notwithſtanding the teſtimony of Thomas Stanton {as wee are 
enformed) That it might haue bine eaſily done Ninnegretts aſſiſtance being promi!- 
ed; and the Delinquent being ſince dead; and the Comiſhoners therfore Judge it 
but equall that the Gouerment of Conecticott haueing fayled in what was comitted 
to them ſhould take order that Satisfaction bee made to the ſaid Pomery according 
to the order of the Comiſſioners anno 51 aforſaid 

In Anſware to a Petition of Robert Allin and John Gager for Reparation of Da- 
mages done them amongſt their ſwine by the Pequotts vnder Robin 

The Comiſſioners doe declare and order that henceforth if any damage ſhalbee 
done to the Engliſh by any of the ſaid Pequotts Satisfaction ſhalbee made by the 
whole companie and the partie and parties that did the wronge delivered vp to the 
party damnifyed that ſoe hee may Recouer his Right from him or them in an orderly 
way; and for the damage paſt conſidering that Robin hath delivered in the names 
of rhoſe that they are enformed did the damage moſt of which hee ſaith was Vncas 
his men; and doth line vnder him The Comiſhoners Judge meet that Vncas and 
Robin ſhall deliuer into the hands of the ſaid Robert Allin and John Gager the 
parties vnder each of theire power that did the Injury to bee diſpoſed of by them 
till equall Satisfaction bee made according to the ſentance of the Court vnleſſe by 
Review or appeall to the Generall Court of Conecticott they Reverſe the Judg- 
ment 

And wheras zhere is ſeuerall other complaints made againſt the 1 by Wil 
lam Meeds james Morgan Leiftenant Smith Junr. &c. wee thinke thoſe matters doe 
more properly belonge to the Court of Conetticoit whom wee preſume will doe 
them Right; nor are all the euidencies about the facts clearly and authentically giu- 
en in to direct and prepare for a Juſt ſentance; 

In anſware to a Petition of Robert Aſhley of Springfeild for Satisfaction for a 
horſe killed by a Nepamett Indian the laſt yeare The Comiſſioners being Informed 
by Mr. Pinchon that the ſaid Indian liueth att Quabage vnder the Sachem Annoack- 
amor doth thinke twenty pounds ſhould bee demaunded of the ſaid Sachem or the 
man that killed the horſe to bee deliuered into the hands of the ſaid Aſhley to bee 
by him deſpoſed of as hee ſees cauſe Mr. Pinchon is deſired to take care that Sa- 
tis faction bee demaunded and the partie cecured if there bee oppertuaitie which if 
hee cannot attaine wee deſire the Maſſachuſetts gouerment to efect the fame as they 
ſhall fee cauſe ; and doe propound to the conſideration of all the Gencrall Courts to 


make 
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make ſome law or prouiſion againſt any Indians that wilfully and careleſsly kill any 
horſe belonging to the Engliſh of any of the vnited Collonies; 

The Pequott Indians being demaunded why they payed not the Tribute according 
to order; Robin with them vnder him anſwared and complained that ſundry of 
thoſe Indians comitted to his charge were ſtout againſt him both in point of paying 
of Tribute ſeaſonably; as alſoe in Reference of that Subjection to him in obſerv- 
ance of the orders giuen them in charge; The Comiſſioners ſhewed theire diſplea- 
ſure againſt the ſaid Pequotts for ſuch. miſcarriages ; and tould them they muſt tal:e 
courſe to Puniſh thoſe Diſorders ; Whervpon one of them tendered a parcell of bad 
Wampam though not the full ſume which the Comiſſioners tooke as an affront or 
flighting of theire authoritie over them and did therfore comitt two of them to pri- 
ſon vntill the whole ſume bee payed for that Company and likewiſe one of them 
had gone forth to the Aſſiſting of Vncas againſt the Pocomtucke Indians this Sum- 
mer; they alſoe comited him to priſon during the pleaſure of the Comiſſioners and 
for Caſhawaſhettt Tumſquaſh and Cacuſhett whoe haue not ſoe much as made theire 
appeerance att this meeting of the Comiſſioners nor none of that Companie att 
Patuckett; nor ſent in theire Tribute The Comiſſioners ordered each of them to 
pay ten fathom of wampam; And wheras ſcuerali of the ſaid Pequots haue engag- 
ed in the late warr without order viz; Abbachickwood Cawſaſhawant Weeſawa- 
wickes Nahanawgwell Tomegeſmee Maneeſhamague Wooteechem Sawbontwoſee— 
cike The Comiſſioners haue adjudged them to pay fix fathom of wampam a per- 
ſon ; all which formencioned ſumes rogether with the Tribute vnpayed are to bee 
collected and diſtrained by Thomas Stanton with the healp of the Conſtables of New 
| London and Southertowne in caſe there bee need - 

Vpon the 14th of this Inſtant Cuchamaquen brought in ſeauenty eight farhom of 
tribute for the Pequots vnder Robin which was recciued and the priſoners releaf-d 
and Tumſquaſh brought in fifty fathom for the Pequots vader Cawſhawaſhett and 
himſelfe being ſicke excuſing theire non payment by their ſicknes and ſtubornes of 
ſome Indians and that they were aſhamed to appeer before the Comiſſioners with 
ſuch flight excuſes ; and deſired that they might bee aſſiſted by ſome Engliſh to c l- 
le& the tribute and order the Pequots for the future ; and that theire fines for theire 
negle& might bee forginen them which was graunted by the Comiſſioners and theire 
tribute accepted and they were ordered to pay the Remainder to 'Thomas Stanton 
viz. Cuſawaſhert twenty four fathom and Robin two fathom ; 

The whole account of wampam brought in; from long Ifland forty fathom Ro- 
bin ſeauenty eight ſathom Caſhawaſhett fifty fathom ; in all one hundred and ſixty 
eight farhom wherot eighty fathom was delivered to Thomas Stanton for his ſallary ; 

The remainder viz. eighty and eight ſachom was left with Mr. 'Lalcott vpon ac- 
count Cauſheſinomon and Cauſhaweſhett with theire aſſitants were ordered to Conti—

new in theire reſpeftine Gouerments according to orders formerly giuen them; 
and Capt. Deniſen Leift : Smith Thomas Stanton and the Conſtables of New Lon- 
don and Southertowne or any three of them are impowered to aſſiſt them; and 
wheras the Comiſſioners were enformed that there were many more Pequotts vnder 
Robin and Caſhawaſhett then they would owne or had brought Tribure for ; Mr. 
Tompſon and Thomas Stanton were requeſted to ſerch out the truth therof and ſend 
a liſt of all theire names to the next meeting of the Comiſſioners; and the ſaid Indian 
Gouernors were enjoyned as formerly to pay their tribute to Thomas Stanton three 
monthes before the next meeting of the Comiſſioners; 

For the Incurragement of the Indians att Wethersfeild that attend Mr. Peirſon 
and refraine from Pawaueing and from labour on the lordſday Mr. Vſher was order- 
ed to deliver to Mr. Wells deputie Gouernor of Conecticott fix yards of Trading 
cloth to bee deſtributed to the principall Indians amongſt them. 

The Comiſhoners haueing formerly ordered the Podunck Indians to returne to 
theire place and finding a willingnes in them ſoe to doe; they think it uery equall 
that the court of Conecticott ſhould take a ſpeedy and effectuall courſe ro remoue 
all ſuch vnderhand dealing either by Engliſh or Indians that any way hinders them 
att preſent from injoying theire juſt rights 

Mr. Brewſter complaining of great wrong done him by the Indians that beſeiged 
Vncas by their forcable attempting to enter his houſe and theire violent intruſion and 
taking away ſome goods and ſtealing his corne; The Comiſhoners ordered they 
ſhould pay him for his damages forty fathom of wampam viz : the Tumkis Indians 
ten fathoms which they preſently payed ; The Pocomtucke Indians fifteen fathoms 
and the Narraganſetts fifteen fathoms for the recouery wherof if the ſaid Indians ſhall 


Refuſe to pay The Comiſſioners will take care that the moſt conuenient meanes 
{halbee vſed; and wheras Mr. Brewlter further complaineth that ſom Narraganſett 


Indians the laſt ſpring did aſſault and kill a Mohegen Indian imployed in his ſeruice 
and flying to Miſtris Brewſter for ſuccor ; yett they violently tooke him from her 
and ſhott him by her ſide to her great ideen ; which the Comiſſioners reſent 
as an intolerahle and impudent miſcarriage and doe expect for ſatisfaction eighty fa- 
thom of wampam which they deſire Major Atherton in the name of the Comiſſioners 
to lit them know and require the ſame; and alſoe the fifteen fathom of wampam 

forſaid; and to make knowne vnto them the orders and concluſions of the Comiſſi- 
oners for the ſecuritic and indamageing of the Engliſh in the times of theire warr 
and quarrells one with another as thoſe orders ſent by Thomas Stanton to Pocom- 
tucke from this meeting which are vpon record; which wee {hall expect and require 
a dilligent obſeruance of; as from all other Sachems in friendſhip with vs; and 
Mr. Pinchon is deſired to let the Pocomtucke Sachems know that the Comiſlioners © 
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expect and require the fifteen fathom of wampam to ſatisfy for the damages done to 
Mr. Brewſter 

The Comiſſioners being informed by a letter from the Preſedent of harvard Col- 
ledge that John Stanton vpon whome a conſiderable ſume of the Indian ſtocke hath 
bin expended to fitt him for future ſeruice amongſt the Indians doth greatly neglect 
his ſtuddy and hath Comitted many other miſdemenors thought meet to write to him 
as followeth ; | ; 

John Stanton wee haue receiued information from Mr. Chauncye of youer intol- 
lerable negligence in youer ſtuddyes and of ſeuerall miſcarriages which may not bee 
borue ; It cannot but bee greivious to reap ſuch fruites of all the coſt beſtowed 
when wee juſtly haue expected a more hopefull harveſt ; If the honor of God and 
youer owne good had not bine ſufficient motiues ts a better choiſe yett the feare of 
offending vs of grieving youer parents and ruining youerſelfe might haue prevailed 
with you ; we ſhall not anſware our truſt to bee atr any further charge vpon an 
account ſoe hopeleſs ; yett vpon the intreaty of youer father wee ſhall make a tryall 
whether you will improue youer oppertunitie and by changing youer courſe giue vs 
Incurragement to bee att turther charge for youer further education ; and haue left 
it to the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſetts to diſpoſe of you as they ſhall ſee cauſe to 
whome wee expect you ſhould apply youer ſelfe and attend theire order

The Comiſſioners of Conecticott earneſtly requeſted a review of the caſe reſpect- 
ing Miſtick and Patucket in the Pequott Countrey alledging that they had new and 


Juſt plea for for the reviewing of the Determination made therin the laſt yeare att 
Boſton after ſome agitation abont the ſame Major Maſon agent by appointment of 


theire generall Court preſented this enſueing paper 

Wee claime by Patent Conqueſt poſſeſſion and allowance by the Comiſſioners when 
queſtioned alſoe the conſideration our Pattent hath bin formerly approued the coppy 
of it haueing bin ſeen and allowed att the confederation and att other times; as hath 
bin affeirmed by the Comiſhoners of Conetticott att the meeting of the Comiſſioners 


att Plymouth the 7th of the ſeauenth month 1648 ; and againe att the meeting of . 


the ſaid Comiſſioners att Plymouth the 7th of the 7th (48) beſides the lords the pro- 
priators of Seabrook Fort were not att that great charge and expence of att leaſt 
fix thouſand pounds with Intent to bee confined to a {mail Tract of land about the 
fort but did intend the poſſeſſion of the Countrey Round about as all the other Collo- 
nies haue done; and haue not onely patent but by poſſeſſion by theire fort; but had 

certinly 
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certinly poſſeſſion of the Pequott Countrey before the Pequott warr; none proteſting 
againſt them ; The Pequotts being ſtirred and prouocked by forces ſent from the 
Maſſachuſetts fell vpon vs frequently inuadeing our quarters killing many of our 
people in ſpeciall that bloody maſſacar att Wethersfeild ; wee were Conſtreined not- 
withſtanding our great weaknes to improue our mol Indeauors to aduenture our 
{clues vpon the ſeruice; God ſucceeding vs in our vndertakeing were enabled and 
did expell the body of the enimie out of their countrey without the aſſiſtance or 
charge of the Maſſachuſetts ; neither did wee euer afterward ſend for healp or aduiſe 
to the Maſſachuſetts; 

1. Wee aſſiſted with forty men in perſuite of the enemie ; when the enemie Re- 
turned to the Pequotts Countrey wee beat them out ypon our owne account without 
any addreſſe to the Maſfachuſetts ; 

2. Wee diſpoſed the . Pequotts to Miantanimo and Vncas; prohibiting 
them to inhabite the Pequott Countrey; not conſulting with the Maſſachuſetts; 

3. When our honored Gouernor had Comiſſion graunted from the Maſſachuſetts 
to plant the Pequot Countrey Conecticott Collonie complained to the Comiſſioners 
that plantation by them was ſettled vnder the Juriſdiction of Conecticott yett our 
Right of Juriſdiction to the Pequott Countrey was good before that ate ; which 
ace of the Comiſhoners was a Declarative of our former Right nor can wee yett ſee 
how any acte of the Comiſſioners afore the Confederation can take away any right or 
Title which we had before without our conſent | 

4. Wee are not able to fee any Reaſon why our Confederation ſhould breed any 
Scruple about the Right and Title which neuer would haue bin queſtioned had not 
that Confeaderation bin; wee did not ſend to the Maſſachuſetts Court or Collonie 
for thzire Aſſiſtance ; much leſſe to Joyne with them; what might bee by priuate 
men in that reſpect we know not 

5. The Pequotts were deſtroyed and fled their Countrey before wee combined wich 
the Maſſachuſetts ; What was done before they ca came tliere and our Joyaing with them 
was properly no? parte of theire warr

he anſware of the Comiſſioners of the Maſſachuſetts to the motion of the agents 
an Comiſſtioners of Coneticott for a Review of the caſe of Miſticke and Patuckett 
determined the Inſt yeare by the Comiſſioners att Boſton and to the Paper put in by 
ticm :o the reſt of the Comichoners z 

Haneing pcruſed the ſaid paper wee find noe plea; and therfore conceiue that the 
Comifſioncrs will not ſee Reaſon to trouble themſelues with a cauſe formerly deter- 
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mined according to the Articles of Confederation nor by theire ate make a preſe- 
dent or lay a foundation of endles conteſtes or cutt out workes for future meetinges 
yett if the Comiſſioners ſhall notwithſtanding take the caſe into conſideration wee be- 
ing ſurprized and vnprepared muſt refer ourſclues to former pleaſe ; wee plead a 
Joynt Intereſt in the Pequotts land by conqueſt ; They further pretend Pattent poſeſ- 
ſion and allowance of the Comiſſioners ; for theire Pattent wee doe as alwaies deney 
it; nor can it euer be proued they had any till it appeer ; the Rule is ſure De non 
aparentibus et non Exiſtentibus Eadem eſt Ratio; ſome haue affeirmed a Pattent; 
wee haue and doe deny it; wee expect the Comiſſioners will ſee it proued before 
they determine vpon it; if any coppy or paper hath bin produced it was onely in the 
Caſe of the Riuers mouth noe lymetts being mencioned the lords might hould and 
plant without a Pattent as Newhauen haue done; if they had a Pattent of the River 
it concludes not they haue a Pattent for the Pequott Countrey ; noe more then of 
Gilford lying as neare the Riuers mouth as the lands now in controuerſy ; for poſeſ- 
ſion it was firſt taken by vs by building houſes in Mr. Stoughtons time 
after by Mr. Winthorp by comiſſion from our court ſettled a Plantation on Pequott 
River on the weſt {ide ; which being ſome yeares after queſtioned by Conecticott, 
the Comiſſioners of the other Collonies being Judges determined that place to be- 
longe to Conecticott; vpon theſe grounds becauſe they Judged them a Right by 
conqueſt and that there had bin an agreement between the Maſſachuſetts and Conec- 
ticott that the Pequott Riuer ſhould deuide the lands between Maſſachuſetts and 
Conecticott the Eaſt fide to belonge to the one and the weſt fide to the other; and 
the plantation being on the weſt fide could not bee judged from Conecticott; wee 
neuer heard of any other allowance of the Comiſhoners ; 

Our Intereſt by conqueſt is ſoe vndeniable that our bretheren of Conecticott yett 
liueing cannot but owne the ſame as ſome of them haue done before you; wee af- 
ſert not that wee did the moſt in the conquett ; though our charge was treble to theirs 
att leaſt our Court had determined what force to raiſe and att what time to ſett out 
of which they giue notice as opportunitie ſerued to Conecticott vpon occation of the 
Maſſacar att Wethersfeild which was ſignifyed to vs from Conccticott with deſire of 
haſtening our forces ; forty men were ymediatly diſpached which came to Narragan- 
ſett Bay ſome few houers after the Conecticott forces were landed there and march- 
ing vpon the deſigne ; to whom they ſignifyed theire Reddines to accompanie them 
after which the reſt of our forces ariued in the Pequott Countrey where and vpon the 
ſervice they continewed about two or three monthes till all the Pequorts were flaine 
fled or taken priſoners ; It cannot appeer that att that time there was any ſettled au- 


thoritie at Conecticott other then derined from the Maſſachuſetts rheire principall, 


men then liucing in the bay, and the Intereſt of the People there whom wee account- 
ed our deare bretheren being ſuſſicient arguments ro quicken vs to aſliſt them; with-

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out the formallities of covenants and contracts which they were in noe capaſitie to 
make; that ConeQicott hath diſpoſed of Pequorts and prohibited them to dwell in 
theire countrey doth not att all proue theire ſole Right ro theire lands partenors may 
do as much and perhapes they haue done to mutch Ir proueth not they ſhould ret 
ſatisiyed with all they doe or would doe; that they did it proueth not their Right to 
doe it ;- vnleſſe they would be judged infallable ; the Confeaderation doth not pre- 
judice theire Right and title neither doth Conecticott ſuffer but are gainers therby in 
this particulare The Right thay doe enjoy att Pequott being oncly by the Judgment 
of the Comiſſioners by vertue of the Articles which elſe they could neuer haue ob- 
tained Mr. Winthorpe being poſſeſſed therof in the behalfe of the Maſſachuſetts and 
himſelfe moſt defirous to continew vnder that Gouerment : we can not Imagine how 
Conecticott could haue obtained what the enjoy there but by the healp of the Confea- 
deration for without the Judgment of the Comiſſioners the Maſſachuſetts would ne- 


uer haue yeilded theire Intereſt ; and wee preſume Conecticott would neuer haue 
forced them :

Haueing peruſed youer paper you aledge you find noe new Plea; and to that wee 
conceiue youer ſelues incompitent Judges; in that the caſe now not being confined to 
youer owne Apprehenſions and if noe new plea appeer in what wee preſent to them 
whoe are to bee youer and ouer Judges; wee hope theire wilbee leſſe expence of 
Time in determining the matter in controverſy : ſome particulares in youer prologue 
wee pas ouer as leſſe neſſeſary to be anſwared yett to the matter of ſurprizing you 
being vnprepared wee anſware wee can not ſoe judge of you, being not onely fully 
acquainted with what hath formeriy bin pleaded on youer bchalfe as alſoe our Infor- 
mation ſent downe into the Bay for that purpoſe that you might prepare youer ſelues 
To what is aledged reſpecting our Pattent wee Reply wee can not but apprehend a 
new plea preſented reſpecting our Pattent, for wee plead the full confeirmation of 
our Pattent by the Comiſhoners out of theire owne Records which may bee ſeen in theire . 
actes att Pijʒ mouth September the ſixt ſixteen hundred and forty eight which was no: 


produced 
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produced before, nor taken notice of by the Comiſſioners the laſt yeare, therefore 


ſeafonable to be taken notice of now : And conceiue that as to this there is as much 
as if wee had our Pattent now to produce ; 

2. You mencion a poſeſſion houſe which houſe was not in the Pequott Countrey 
being on the weſt fide of the Riuer, and againe deſerted and moſt of it carryed away 
by youer ſelues before any Engliſh againe poſſeſſed it: 

z. You mencion Mr. Winthropes ſettleing of a plantation by comiſſion from the 
Maſſachuſetts; Reply Mr. Winthrope ſettled his plantation on both ſides the River 
and layed out the bounds as farr as Patuckett which plantation the Comiſſioners haue 
yeilded to belonge to the Juriſdiction of Connecticott 

4. Wee are altogether ignorant that any of ours haue enformed youerſelues and 
others of any Right the Maſſachuſetts haue by way of conqueſt to the Pequott 
Countrey, Reſpecting youer forces raiſed and to what purpoſe Reſpecting our aide 
and aſſiſtance in the ſeaſon of our need and extreamities was altogether vnknowne to 
vs: Wheras you menſion 40 men whoe came to Narraganſett Bay ſome few hovers 
&c. wee ſay that after wee had bine two or three dayes in the Narraganſett Coun- 
trey an Indian informed vs that if wee tarryed two dayes more ſome Maſlachuſctts 
men that were thirty miles of would bee with vs as hee thought but they neuer came 
to ouer aſſiſtance, and when the worke was ouer att Miſticke Fort wee mett with 
them att Monhege Riuer deſireing releife from them, they deſerted refuſeing to af- 
ford any Releite deſireing our aſſiſtance with them againſt the blocke llanders, wee 
neuer vnderſtanding any order they had to aſſiſt vs the remainder of youer Forces 
ariued in Pequott Riuer ſeuerall daies after the Pequotts were fled theire countrey; 
our planting att Conecticott was carryed on by authoritie from the Pattentees of 
New England, and by the Maſſachuſetts onely by aduiſe; wee had ſuch amongſt vs 
in preſent Gouerment att Conecticott whoe were owned by vs without any reference 
to the bay vnder whom wee ated and whoſe Comiſſioners wee owned and attended 


not as deriued from the Maſſachuſetts nor vader any engagement to render any ac- 
count to the Bay. 


For the diſpoſing of the Pequotts and prohibiteing them their countrey wee owne 


wee did it; and further did diſpoſeſſe and driue them out againe when Reinhabited ; 
neither did wee euer Render nor the bay Require a Reaſon for our ſoe acting; nor did 
wee ſeek aſſiſtance from the bay or Concurrance heerin which in partenorſhip wee 
ſhould haue done; and you (noe doubt) would haue expected and Required; nei- 
ther was ther any Diſburſment by the bay and Conecticott in a Joynt way brought to 
account in way of Partenorſhip which wee had done too much or noe it Reſtes to 
Judgment; if to much our ſhare is the greater; wee cannot Concurr otherwiſe ; but 
graunt what you ſay that Confederation doth not prejudice our Right and Title but 
mould ſtrengthen it, nor yett doe wee Conceiue that Judgment of the Comiſſioners 
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gaue vs any Right and Title but that wheron they grounded their determination; 
they perceiueing good euidence could doe noe leſſe then to declare as they had done; 
and wee cannot but Judge that the Comiſſioners Confederation by Chriſtianity and 
Morrallitie would haue bin ſoe prevailing with our brethera and frinds as to have 
yeilded vnto what wee had Right and Intereſt into without further cogent arguments 
forceing and compeling them therynto ; which expreſſiones wee apprehend might 
well haue bin ſpared; onely they ſome what ſuite the age of the world in which wee 
liue ; 

Againe wee mult diſowne ſending to the Maſſachuſetts for aſſiſtance nor did wee 
euer Confederate with them vntill the Pequotts were beaten out of theire Countrey ; 
if the Engliſh ſhould haue beaten the Flemines out of Flanders they fly into another 
dominion ; if the French ſhould there meet the Engliſh and Joyne with the Engliſh 
to purſue the Flemines would that giue the French a Right to Flanders ;

The Reply of the Comiſſioners of Maſſachuſetts to the 2cond paper put in by the 
agents of Conecticott; 

Haueing in our former paper made ſoe full an anſware to all the pleas of Conecti- 
cott wee thinke it a vaine expence of time to multiply words to encreaf: ſtrife ; theire 
pleas haue bine theire Pattent and Conqueſt ; yett are aledged to bee new becauſe 
they fay they bring a new Teſtimony from the Comiſſioners actes att Plymouth to 
proue theire Pattent; firſt if the Comiſſioners Judgments be Infallible why doe they 
Goe about to Review theire Determinations the laſt yeare ; 

2. The Comiſſioners ſay not whoe ſaw or owned that Pattent and vpon what 
occation 

3. They ſay not what were he bounds of that Pattent bi is the preſent con- 
troverſy) nor to whom it belonged; what they ſay is onely in Reference 10 Saybrooke 
which is not now queſtioned ; 

Wee deney not to Conecticott a Joynt Intereſt by conqueſt ; ,wee are confident 
lngenuitie will not deney vs the like Right; and the Comiſſioners heard the laſt yeare 
from ſome of the parties Imployed what was done by ours; if the Inſtruments ſhould 


not agree in theire Relations yett the principalls ſhould doe better to attend Abra- 


hams aduiſe in the like cafe lett there bee noe ſtrife &c. 

The quarrel} with the Pequotts was ours originally which was firſt procecuted by 
vs as oppertumue preſented ; takeing ourſelues engaged thervnto not onely for our 
owne defence but for the defence of all the Engliſh; neither did wee looke att Co- 
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necticott as deuided from vs in Intereſt if in Gouerment; wee ſtill affeirme as it hath 
bine heer owned that wee were ſolliſited from Conetticott to haſten our forces and that 
40 men vnder Captaine Patricke were ſent vpon that account to the Pequott countrey 
and not to block land; neither can wee belieue hee did defire aſſiſtance from Conec- 
ticott to Invade the blocke Ilanders which with the former parte of that Relation is 
full of miſtakes but wee forbeare ; what Influence Mr. Stoughton had in diſpoſing 
the Pequotts Impoſing Tributes &c. wilbee made appeer though it ſeeme now to bee 
forgotten ; notwithſtanding the fame was done by him and Mr. Haines and the Reſt 
heer att Hartford after the end of the ſervice and before the Returne of our forces; 
when wee fay Conetticott enjoyes the Towne of New London by the agreement of 
the Comiſhoners and could not otherwiſe haue obtained it wee Intend not that they 
ſhould haue any Right in the Pequott Countrey but onely in that place as being Po- 
ſeſſed by the Maſlachuſetts ; the Iuſtice of the Maſſachuſetts would haue yeilded 
them theire Right in other Pequott lands vnpoſeſſed; but they are not fatisfyed vn- 
leſſe they may haue all which the Maſſachuſetts can neuer yeild, and wonder they 
ſhould deſire;

A Controverſy betweene the Gouerments of the Maſſachuſetts and Conedcticott 
conſerning theire ſeuerall Rightes in the Pequott Countrey formerly heard by the 
Comiſſioners for the other two Gouerments ; was now againe Reviued and a Re- 
view deſired by Major Iohn Mafon and Mr. Daniel Clarke agents appointed and Im- 
powered by the Generall Court of hartford; the foremencioned pleas on either fide 
preſented being duely weyed and conſidered by the Comiſſioners of the other two 
Collonies wee doe declare as followeth 3 viz : That wee ſee noe cauſe to vary from 
the determination giuen in the laſt yeare wee finding noe matteriall new Euidence on 
either ſide that might draw vs thervnto ; for although Conccticott haus largly plead- 
ed a Right by Pattent yett they haue not produced any nor proued it to our Satisfac- 
tion; much leſſe haue they proued that the Pattent they ſpeake of doth Include the 
ſaid land in controuerſye. 


2. as to theire matuall plea of Poſeſſion wee waue it as ſindeing them both though 
att ſeuerall times poſeſſed; 
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3. To the maine plea of conqueſt on which the hinge of our Determination priu- 
cipally depends; wee can not but conclude them as Ioynt Conquerors; theire cauſe 
and the quaarell being the ſame ; and againſt the ſame comon enimy ; for although 
the victoryes obtained againſt them att Miſtick Fort (which was the great blow giuerf 
them in the Pequotts Countrey) muſt bee giuen to the Forces of Conecticott onely 
(vnder God) yett it is evident that the Maſſachuſetts was att the ſame time vpon motion 
haueing the ſame Deſigne in theire eye; and although theire Remotenes made them 
too late to engage with them in that expedition yett it is vndeniable that the Maſſa. 
chuſetts ſtruck in with them in the proſecution of the ſame warr ; and did though 
purſued to an other place, uanquiſh the ſame enimie without which the conqueſt was 
not compleat and might yett haue proued difficult; 

And if wee looke into anſient Records wee ſhall find that the Right of the Maſſa- 
chuſetts by conqueſt was att noe time deneyed and ſomtimes called a Ioynt Conqueſt 
and att a comon charge; and att that time when the plantations of New London was 
giuen to Conecticott It is in that uery acte Implyed that there is ſtill a Reſervation 
made for them

Thomas Stanton being Returned from Pocomtucke deliuered the Sachems Returne 
to our Meſſage in writing; 

The old League of frindſhip betwixt the Engliſh and ourſelues wee are Reſolued 
to keep; wee can not charge the Engliſh of doeing vs any wronge though our peo- 
ple haue mett with ſome particulare abuſes ; though wee know they are not counte- 
nanced by the Gouernors for ſoe doeing 3 alſoe ſome of our men that are younge 
and folliſh may haue done ſome particulare wrong to the Engliſh; this ſhould not 
break the league betwixt vs and the Engliſh ſeeing wee doe not countenance our men 
for ſoe docing ; as for Mr. Brewſters houſe wee had Information that twenty of our 
enimies were gotten in there; and that they did furniſh Vncas with Guns powder and 
{hott 3 as Mr. Tompſon did, as the two woemen did Relate to vs when they came out 
of the Fort to vs; the two men ſhott att vs from the other ſide of the River ; wher- 
vpon our young men went over ; and not finding them concluded they were Return- 
ed into the houſe; The goods that were taken in an Indian ſacke was not the En- 
oliſhes but our Enimies which was left there Reveiled to vs by Wewekes wife; and 
as for any wrong done to any of the Engliſh it is not done with any ſett purpoſe to 
breake with the Engliſh ; neither for time to come will wee come with our armes 

neare 
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neare to the Engliſh houſes nor meddle with any Indian that is as a ſeruant vnto the 
Engliſh; nor any that plants on theire grounds they haueing markes wherby wee 
may know them; as a white cloth in theire locke and they giueing vs theire 
names wherby wee may know they are not ſuch mohegens that fight againſt vs 3 

As for the Buſines of the mares you may haue them what was ſaid againſt vs about 
them was out of miſtake for they vnderſtood not vs nor wee them as it is vſuall for 
the Engliſh to ſpeake much to vs that come though they vnderſtand little; what goods 
of the Engliſh that were ſtollen out of Mr. Brewit:rs houſe was Returned againe 
with a Reproffe to my men for that attempt and miſcarriage of thinges for acting 
without my priuitie ; like madd men; and therfore as a yeare ſince att Nianticke 
when ſom damage was done to ſome wheat by our mens trampleing vpon it ; wee 
made ſatisfaction to the full of the Engliſhes demaunds ſoe ſhall wee doe for the fu- 
ture when wee ſhalbee giuen to underſtand what is Iuſt to bee done by vs; and alſoe 
for any wronge done to Mr. Brewſter ; bur for preſent wee are Ianorant; wee deſire 
the Englith Sachems not to perſwade vs to a peace with Vncas for though hee pro- 
miſeth much yett hee will performe nothinge ; wee haue experience of his falcenes ; 
alſoe wee deſire that if any Meſſengers bee ſent to vs from the Engliſh they may bee 


ſuch as are not lyares and tale carryers, but ſober men; and ſuch as wee can vnder- 
ſtand ;

A like order of the Generall Court of Conecticott dated the ſeauenteenth Day of 
May 1660 was preſented and Read wherby i it appeered that John Winthorp Eſq. 
Gouernor and Mr. Mathew Allin were choſen Comiſſioners for that Collonie for one 
full and compleat yeare and were Inveſted with full power and Authoritie according to 
the aforſaid Articles; 

A like order of the Generall Court of Newhauen dated the thirtieth of May 1660 
was preſented and Read wherby itt appeered 'That Francis Newman Eſqr. Gouernor 
and Willam Leete Eſqr. Deputy Gouernor were choſen Comiſhoners for that Collo- 
nie for one full and compleat yeare and were Inueſted with full power and Authoritie 
according to the aforſaid Articles; 

Francis Newman Eſqr. was choſen Preſedent for this meeting; 

A letter from the Corporation in England was preſented and Read and Contents 
wherof are as followeth 


HONORED AND WORTHYW GENTLEMEN 


YOUERS of the ſeauenth of September 1659 wee haue receiued with an account 
of youer diſburſments for the yeare paſt as alſoe youer two bills of exchange drawne 
vpon vs the one to pay vnto Mr. John Harwood for the vie of hezekiah Vſher 
the ſume of eight hundred pounds being for the like ſume the ſaid Mr. Vſher 
is to pay vnto youer ſelues there; and the other bill is to pay to Mr. Thomas 
Mayhew junr. or his aſſignes the fume of thirty pounds which according to youer 
aduiſe and contents of the ſaid bills is currently payed vnto him; not doubting of 
pyouer carfull improueing and manageing of the ſame for the beſt aduantage of the 
work ; wee are well fatisfyed in the ten pounds allowed towards Miſtris Mayhewes 
Relicfe ; and alſoe with the reſpect you haue ſhewed her eldeit fon for his fathers 
fake in bringing him vp att ſcoole to fitt him for the Indian worke, defireing to know 
his age and to what profficiency hee hath attained in the knowledge of the Indian 
language; and that you would pleaſe to take ſuch care as that the effect of that 
charge may bee for the aduancement of the ends intended and propoſed in the acte 
which wee conceive may bee vnderſtood by the inclination of his will and affections 
thervnto ; wee are glad to heare of the progrellc which the 5 Indian youthes haue 
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made att the Vniuerſity deſiring that ſuch care may bee taken by thoſe vader whoſe 
Gouerment and teutering they are as they do not forget theire owne natiue language 
becauſe of the hopes wee haue that God may make them Inſtrumentall of much good 
to theire poor bretheren ; But it is wondered by ſome heer that in all this time there are 
noe more in regard it appeers by the account ſent that there are about twenty 
teachers vnder ſallary; wee deſire therfore that ſince our bookes accounts and ac- 
tions haue bine lately Inſpected by Sion Colledge as formerly by the councell of ſtate 
and are expoſed to the view of the nation you would plcaſe to bee more particulare 
in youer next accounts; which wee hope will giue publicke ſatisfaction; conſerning 
youer printing the New Teſtament in the Indian language a ſheet wherot you haue 
tranſmitted to vs; wee concurr with youer ſclues therin ; and doe approue of that 
prouiſion you haue made for printing the ſame conceiueing and offering as our judg- 
ments that it is better to print fifteen hundred then but a thouſand ; hopeing that by 
incurrazement from Sion Collidge with whom wee haue had late conference you 
may bee enabled to print fifteen hundred of the ould Teſtament likewiſe ; knowing 
that the foundation of true religion is from the bible the ould and new Teſtament 
and that the furtherance iherof is of principle conſernment; and further conſidering 
the mutablenes of the times and the liues of thoſe whoſe hartes are ſtired vp in that 
worke eſpecially Mr. Elliott whoe wee heare hath tranſlated the whole bible into the 
Indian language; wee haue out of our dcfire to further a worke of ſoe great conſern— 
ment haueing hopes that ſomthinge wilbee collected in particulare with Relation to 
the printing of the ould Teſtament agreed with an able Printer for three yeares vp- 
on the tearmes and conditions encloſed and vnderſtanding by Mr. Vſhers agent that 
there is nothing wanting except paper wee haue ſent an hundred and four reames of 
euery ſume the ſheet that is now ſent ouer to vs is of; That ſoe there might bee no- 
rhinge to hinder the diſpatch of the whole bible hopeing that both preſſes being im- 
ployed and all other buſines layed afide that might hinder it there wilbee a happy 
progreſſe made by the returne of the next ſhipps which may much further contribu- 
tion with relation to it; and although wee haue by our former letters deſired that for 
the reaſons therin mencioned the ſume of fiue hundred pounds per annum onely may 
bee charged on vs yett with reſgect to youer preſent imergencies in relation to the 
printing of the New Teſtament : wee haue bine willing to comply with youer dchfres- 
in paying the bill of eight hundred pounds this yeare drawne on vs; which wee hope 
together with the one hundred twenty five pounds twelue ſhillings and ten pence 
rem ining of the ſtocke in Mr. Vſhers hands will more then finith the worke of prin:- 
ing the ſame; wee thought good to print the Indians confe ions lately font oner to 
vs; and haue ſent vou an hundred aud ſifty of them; wherof fifty wee deſire may hee 
given to Mr. Uo an i the reit to bee diſpoſed of as you thinke meet; Wee defre 
to know how many Indian children are vader tuterage; and to what ſcoulmaiters they 
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pertaine and what profficiency they haue made in learning or in what capaſities they 
acte or are trained vp in and whether they all ſpeake the ſame language: if not att 
what diſtance they differ from ſpeaking one and the ſame language: wee vnderſtand 
by youer laſt of an agreement made with Mr. Vſher to allow fix pounds per cente for 
what moneyes hee payes by youer order which giues vs occation to lett you vnder- 
ſtand that ouertures and endeauors are made by ſome in New England and alſoe- 
heer to ſerue the Corporation whoe by the exchange of the moneyes Remitted by 
vs thither will uery much aduance the accoumpt to the promoting of the Indian 
worke : and therfore as a duty incombent on vs heerin doe thinke fitt to acquaint you 
heerwith deſireing that in purſuance thereof you would aduiſe with fuch perſons there 
whom you ſhall thinke fitt and able to vndertake the buſines : and that will giue the 
moſt aduance therupon for wee vnderſtand that the exchange of money thither is not 
leſſe then twenty fine per cente; and if in goods much more; and this wee offer not 
with the leeſt difreſpe& to Mr. Vſher whoſe faithfulnes and abilitie to bee ſeruicable 
in his way and in this work wee have had aſſurance and are well perſwaded of; but 
as our duty wee repreſent it and leaue it to youer wiſe conſiderations wee deſire you 
att the earneſt requeſt of Mr. Johnſon the Printer and for his incurragement in 
this vndertakeing of printing the bible in the Indian language his name may bee men- 
cioned with others as a printer and perſon that hath bine Inſtrumentall therin ; for 
whole diett lodging and waſhing wee deſire you to take care of; and wee alſoe de- 
tire that the bills of exchange drawne on vs by you for the future may bee payable 
not vntil the 25 of March yearly and euery yeare ; wee haue nothing further to preſent 
to youer conſideration ; but with our due reſpects comend you and this worke to the 
bleſſing of God and remaine youer uery loueing frinds of the Corporation; and 
ſigned in our names and by our appointment

Since the writing heerof the Corporation hane confidered the buſines of remiting 
the moneyes ; and for the better expedient therin for advancement of the worke 
doe thinke fitt to offer and propound vnto youer conſiderations whether it might not 
bee better to fend ouer the fume of five hundred pounds in peeces of eight to bee 
there coyned and the aduantage therof to bee parte of the account of the Indian 
worke ; which wee conceiue wilbee alſoe advantageous to the Countrey hopeing 
the Gouerment there will allow the benefitt of the Coynage wee paying the charge

WEE Receiued youers of the 28th of Aprill (60) by which wee vnderſtand you 
haue diſcharged the bills of thirty pounds to Mr. Mayhew and eight hundred for 
the vſe of Mr. Vſher vpon our account which wee ſhall endeauor to Improue for the 
advantage of the worke according to the beſt of our ſkill and the truſt comitted to 
vs though perhapes not to the full Satisfaction of all perſons ; yett wee hope to 
youer acceptance whoe labour with vs in the ſame ſeruice; and are alike obnoxi- 
ous to the various conceptions of men; the Remotenes of our meeting (being att 
Newhaven) from the perſons moſt Imployed in this worke whoe onely are able to 
anſware ſome particulares muſt excuſe vs if wee Satisfy not youer Deſires att large; 
yett that wee might not bee wanting wee haue written to Mr. Elliott to enforme you 
what Scoolmaſters hee Imployes in what places and what and how many children are 
taught together with theire profliciency; in Generall wee haue bin enformed that 
about one hundred of Mr. Elliotts Indians can read in the bible and many other 
about Plymouth Martins vinyards and other places ; one of the Indian youthes att 
Cambridge died this ſummer the other foure proceed in theire learning to very good 1 
Incurragement as wee are informed from thence by Mr. Danford with whom they 6 
Sojourned; two youthes at Roxburry that were Iniſiated with Mr. Wells died alſoe 
this Summer in which hath bine much mortallitie amongſt the Indians; the other two 
are yett with him; theſe are all which att the preſent are maintained att our charge; 
whoe haue ſoe much exerciſe of theire own language as there is noe feare or dan- 
ger of theire forgiting of it; which Generall through out the Countrey where the 
Engliſh haue to doe is the fame ; though differing in Dialect; yett ſoe as the Na- 
tiues well vnderſtand and conuerſe one with another; Wee Receiued from Mr. 
Mayhew an Incurrageing account of the progreſſe of the Goſpell among the Na- 
tiues of the vinyards; whoe liueing in ſeuerall villages and amongſt them ſome Pagans 
haue very lately ſolemly Renewed their conenant to owne and ſerue the Lord by a 
publicke profeſſion of theire faith and knowlidg wherof hee was a witnes ; hee alſoe 
enformes vs of the low and poor eſtate of his ſons widdow ; and ſollicitts vs for a 0 
continuance of Releife during her widdowhood ; which wee being Incurraged by 4. 
youer approbation the laſt yeare haue continewed alive this yeare vpon the like ac- | | 
count of grati'rude to the father whoe ſowed the ſeed in that lland the fruite 5 
wherof is now ſcen wee yett continew the charge of educating his eldeſt ſon about | ll! 
twelue yeares old; his {kill in the Indian language wee know not; but wee ſhall | 
conſider whether it bee not conuenient to bee att further charge then this yeare vn- 
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les his parents giue lim vp to vs for this worke and hee bee willing to conſeot. there 
to; wee thall bee low to take many more Engliſh or Indian youthes „pon our 
charge for educ:tion till wee haue ſome experience of thoſe on whom foe much hath 
bine beſtowed ; and the rather becauſe that ſcuerall alreddy educated are »Tered to 
bee Imployed although they bee not many that wilbee willing to make it their ſole 
buſines which wee much defire ; as mainly if not eſſentially conduceing to the advan- 
tage of that worke z wee ſha!l attend youcr aduiſe for the Impreſſion of the whole 
I le without which we ſhould have reſted in our former determination that the cop- 
Py might haue bine fully pcruſed and perfected by the moſt ſkilfuleſt healpes in the 
Countrey ; and ſuch order is taken by the aduice and conſent of Mr. Eliott Mr. Vſh- 
cr Mr. Green and Mr. Johnſon that the Impreſſion of the ould and New Teſtament 
walhee carryed on together which they haue alreddy begun and Reſolue to proſe- 
cute with all diligence ; a ſheet of Geneſes wee haue ſeen which wee haue ordered 
ſhalbee Tranſmitted vato you; the printers doubt not but to print a ſheet every 
wecke and compute the whole to amount to a hundred and fifty ſheets Mr. John- 
fon wilbee gratifyed wich the honor of the Impreſſion and acomodated in other 
Refpefts wee hope to content; the paper ſcnt as wee are enformed by Mr. Vſher is 
not all ſizable; the bookes when they come to hand ſhalbee diſtributed according 
to voucr defirez-wee have ſent a particulare accompt of the diſburſments of this 
yeare which wee haue carfully examined; and together with the former are Re- 
corded in the actes of the Comiſſioners which are peruſed by the four generall 
Courts and lye open to the view of all men; the groſe ſume of one hundred and 
twenty pounds one ſhilling and eight pence is cleared by the leſſer accounts of Mr. 
Vſhers heerwith ſent ; and indeed to bee more particulare wee vnderſtand not; per- 

apes the want of ſhillinges and pence in the account may begett Scruple in 
thuſe that are vnacquainted with the manor of dealing heer whear all contracts ge- 
nerally are made for whole ſumes but theire ſatisfaction will never prevaile with vs 
to prefer a plauſable error before a plaine truth or to contract a deformity by trick- 
ing vp the account to ſpeciouſnes ; The account ſhewes wee haue Remaining in 
Stocke but 3471b. wee haue therfore charged you with a bill of eight hundred 
pound though wee hope ſix hundred with what wee haue in ſtocke wilbee ſufficient 
yet the Surpluſage of being heer cannot hurt nor hinder the worke which wee de- 
fire may bee paycd to Mr. harwood for the vie of Mr. Vſher to defray the charge 
of the next yeare which wilbee more then ordinary for beſides the preſſe which wil- 
bee very chargable wee thall Imploy Mr. James vpon long Iland where the Indians as 
hee enſormes vs are deſirous to bee Inſtructed; and ſome others that doe expect 
and poſibly may deſerue an Increaſe of the ſallary; wee are uery willing beſides the 
cizht Eundred pound bill to Receive vpon our account fiue hundred or 4 thouſand 
pounds if pon Conllderation you ſee caule to ſend it over either in goods or pcaces 
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of eight wherin vnleſſe they bee nery good there wilbee Rather loſſe then gaine by 
the coyning as the mint maſter doth informe vs though the Gouerment doeth expect 
noe proſſitt therby; or if you pleaſe to pay it to Mr. Harwood for Mr Vihers vſe 


it ſhalbee accepted as payed vpon bill; Mr. Vſhers ſufficiency to diſchar ze what hee 
vndertakes and the full Satisfaction hee giues in his payment both for priſe and choiſe 


of goods to all that Recciue vpon this accounte hath ginen vs good cauſe to acqui- 


eſie in him; neither haue wee heard of any man that would vndertake it vpon bet- 


ter-tearmes ; and wee are uery apte to belicue if any ſhould appeer to giue a higher 


Rate they would aduance the priſe in theire payments wherby wee ſhould bee great- 


er looſers; for the goodnes and quallitie of the pay doth much aduance the quan- 
titie of the ſallarics payments and all wee haue to deale with are in that Reſpect 
Marchants that will vallue theire comoditie proportionable to theire barter whoe ge- 
nerally chooſe goods out of his well furniſhed ware houſe rather then money that 
bath bin ſpent Inconſiderably ; for in two yeares there hath bine payed but two hun- 
dred and ſeauenty pound the aduance wherof is about ſixteen pounds as appeers by 
the account Wee ſhall not farther trouble you but comend you and this great worke 
to the bleſſing of God and Reſt Gentlemen ;

The Comiſſioners for the Maſſachuſetts are deſired and Impowered to accoumpt 
with Mr. Green for the forty pounds payed him the laſt yeare on account for print- 
ing Mr. Peirſons Cattachiſme and the Pſalmes as alſoe to account with Mr. Weld for 
fifty pounds payed him this yeare for Diett Teaching and clothing the Indians; alſoe 
to giue order order for all other neſſeſary Diſburſments vntill the next meeting of the 
Comiſſioners; alſoe to call on Mr. Green for an accoumpt or Inventory of all the

Memorandum: That a bill of exchange of eight hundred pounds was drawne vp- 
on the Corporation to bee payed to Mr. John harwood ; or to his aſſignes for the 
vie of Mr. hezekiah viher for the payment wherof heer; according to a former 
agreement ; as alſoe for the ballence of this yeares account being three hundred 
forty ſeauen pounds twelue ſhillinges and foure pence, he is to giue his bill to the 
Comiſlioners of the Maſſachuſetts ; 

pon Information from Mr. Elliott Mr. Peirſon &c. That Mr. James of Faſt- 
hampton vpon long Iland was willing to apply himſelfe to inſtruct the Indians there in 
the knowlidge of the true God; and that the Indians deſire to bee taught; the 
Comithoners write to the ſaid Mr. James lacurrageing him to proceed in that worke 
and ordered him ten pounds for the preſent towards the hiering of an Interpretor and 
other charges Intimatcing further alowance to bee made him att the next meeting 


of the Comiſhoners proportionable to the time and charge hee ſhall expend in 
that worke ; 


There is alſoe ſiue pounds ordered to bee delivered to Mr. Thomas Mayhew to

Indians for theire Incurragement ; 


Sundry letters from Mr. Danforth Mr. Vſher Mr. Elliott Mr. Mayhew Mr. Green 
conſerning Corporation Buſincs were Read and conſidered ; letters alſoe from Mr. 
Joſhuah Silveſter conſcraing his Right to ſhelter Iland; from major Atherton con- 
ierning the Narraganſett ; the originalls wherof remaine ait Newhauen ; with the 
coppyes of the Anſwares returned to Mr. Elliott Mr. Mayhew Mr. Silveſter and 
major Atherton ; 

Wheras the Generall Court of ConeQticott did by theire letters directed to the 
Comiſſioners of the other Collonies this laſt Summer repreſent an intollerable af- 
front done by the Narraganſett Indians and the ſame was now complained of by the 
Englith liveing att a new plantation att Mohegen (viz:) That. ſome Indians did in 
the deid time of the Night ſhoot eight bullets into an Engliſh houſe and fiered the 
fame ; wherin 'ſiue Enaliſh men weere afleep of which Inſolency the Narraganſett 
Sachems haue foe fare taken notice as to ſend a flight excuſe by major Atherton that 

thev did neither conſent to nor alow of ſuch practices but make no tender of 8 
tisfalion 3 but daſire the matter may be defered on till the next yeare when Ba: ey 
ſay they will come to the Comiſſioners meeting; which the Comiſſioners ſee noe 
cauſe to . of; 3 a plentifull experience of theire frequent breach of peo: 
miſe 
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wiſe and neglect of the Comiſſioners orders; and eſpecially of the inſolency of Nin. 
negrett; which was now complained of by the Engliſh on Long Iland, both in his 
Treacherous ſurpriſall of ſume of the longe Hand Indians att Gull Iland gociug pea- 
cably to vilite theire frinds ; and moſt barbarouſly murthering them, and threatening 
both Engliih and Indians there; the Comiſſioners therfore are Reſolued-to Require 
and force the Narriganſctts to a juſt Satisfaction, and for that End haue ordered that 
Captaine Gorge Deniſon Thomas Stanton Thomas Myner Thomas Lifinzwell and 
Thomas Tracye or any three of them wherof Captaine Deniſon and Thomas Stanton 
to be two; doc before the firſt of October next Repaire to Ninnigrett Peſſicus Wo— 
quacanoote and the Reſt of the Narraganſett Sachems and deſtin&ly and clearly deli- 
uer to them this following meſſage ; 

The Comiſtioners doe require the ſaid Sachems to deliver vp to the Gouernor of 
Conetticott thoſe Indians, or att keaſt foure of the cheife of them that ſhott into the 
Englith houſe att Mohegen to bee proceeded with and puniſhed according to Juſtice, 
or in caſe they cannot bee drawac thervato that you require fine hundred fathome 
of wampam for the expiation of tlie offence | 

2. The Comiſſioncrs doe require ninety ſiue fathom of wampam ordered by tl-m 
to bee payed the laſt yeare for the Inſolencyes comited att Mr. Brewſters in killing an 
Indian ſervant att miſtris Brewſters feet to her great affrightment and ſtealing corne 
&c and other affronts 

z. They Require a preſent payment or cecuritie in land or otherwiſe to youer Sa- 
tisfaction to bee made in four monthes to the Gouernor of Conetticot, wherot it they 
{hall fayle the Comiſſioners are reſolued and haue taken order accordingly to ſeize 
theire perſons goods and lands, and force them to make full Satisfaction both of 
the ſumes required and all the charges of recouering the ſame 

4. The Comiſſioners doe charge Ninnigrett with breach of Conenant and high 
neglect of theire order ſent them by major Willard fix yeares ſince not to Invade the 
longe land Indians : and doe account this ſurpriſing the longe Iland Indians att Gull 
Vand and murthering of them to bee an inſolent carriage to the Englith and a bar- 
barouſe and inhumaine ate : therfore the Comiſſioners haue prouided for his enter- 
tainment att longe land if hee ſhall dare further to attempt vpon them before hee 
Rath ſatisfyed the Comiſhoners of the juſtnes of his quarrel] ordering the Engliſh 
there to aſſiſt the Indians and drine him from thence = 

5 You ſhall lett Ninnegrett know Caſheſinnamon hath not imployed or ſent any 
of his Pequotts againit the Narraganſetts ſuch as are taken and flayne went without 
his conſent againſt the minds of the Comiſſioners and haue juſtly ſuſfered for theire 
diſobedience: Ninnegrett is therefore required not to moleſt the Pequotts vpon that 
account nor to Retaine any Pequotts that ſhall run from theire Gouernor but to ſecure

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them and giue notice therof to theire Gouernor that they may fetch them home; 
you alſoe or ſome of you are to require Vncas not to Retaine any Pequott Runa- 
wayes but to doe as is required of Ninnegrett, and ſhall further lett him know that 
the Comiſſioners haue heard of a great Inſolency comitted by him and his brother in 
takeing away an Engliſh boate with ſyder &c and abuſeing the men threatening or 
attempting to kill them if not preuented, as alſoe ſhooting att the Pequotts peacably 
paſing to the meeting of the Comiſſioners for which they expect and d Require hee giue 
ſatisfaction to the Comiſſioners at theire next meeting 

Haueing deliuered youer meſſage to the Narraganſett Sachems you ſhall Require 
theire anſware which you ſhall carfully Receiue, eſpecially to the three firſt particu- 
lares, and puting the ſamein writing vnder youer hands ſhall ſpedily Tranſmitt the ſame 
to the Gouernor of Connecticott; And if the Narraganſett Sachems ſhall Refuſe to 
deliuer the perſons or the two ſumes of five hundred and of ninety five fathom of 
wampam as aboueſaid ; the Generall Court of Connecticott is deſired and empow- 
ered to ſend a convenient company of men vnder ſome diſcreet leader to force ſatis- 
faction of the ſumes aboueſaid and the charges of Recouering the ſame ; and in caſe 
the perſons bee delivered they ſhalbee ſent to Barbadoes 

Vpan a petition from the Montacket Indians on longe Ifland and defire of diuers 
Engliſh there occationed by the Narraganſetts crewelty towards the ſaid Indians and 
further threatening them and the Engliſh there ; The Comiſhoners for theire Secu- 
rity did order that if the ſaid Narraganſetts come within fix miles of any of the En- 
gliſn Townes within any of our Juriſdictions on long Iland the Engliſh Inhabitants 
may;remoue them thence ; and if the Narraganſetts contrary to our order and theire 
Couenant Invade the ſaid Indians; they retreating to the Englith houſes, or within two 
miles of any of the Engliſh Townes ; viz: ſuch as Eaſthampton or Southhould, may 
bee reſiſted by the Engliſh Inhabitants there; prouided the ſaid Indians do not begin 
new Quarrells but bchaue themſclues quietly without provocation; 

Mr. Ogden making complaint according to the truſt Repoſed in him by the old 
Sachem of longe Iland That the younge Sachem to whom hee was left a gaurdian 
had ſold vnto ſome Engliſh the Inheritance left him by his father without his know- 
lidge or conſent ; which hee feares wilbee his Rewin ; Mr. Baker and Leiftenant 
Gaurdiner two of the Purchaſers made anſware for themſelues and the Reſt that they 
purchaſed the ſaid lands of the young Sachem for that uery end that they might pre- 
ſerue it for him and the vſe of the Indians and to that end haue giuen him counter 
bond; The Comiſhoners therfore deſire that the Court of Conedcticott would call for 
ſuch writings and cauſe them to bee Recorded for the ſaid Indians better ſecuritie; 

Libcrtic is graunted to the Juriſdiction of Conecticott to take huntington and Sau— 
taukett two Engliſh plantations on long Iland into theire Gouerment ; 


The 
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The Pequotts brought in theire Tribute (viz) Caſliaſinnamon ſixty ſix fathom; 
and Caſhawaſhett ſcaventy eight fathom ; in all one hundred forty and four fathom ; 
and they were continued in theire Reſpectiue Gouerments ouer the Pequotts; toge- 


ther with theire former aſſiſtants; and the Pequotts were Required and promiſed to 
Subject to them according to former orders ; 


The General] Court of Conecticott is deſired before the next winter to ſett out a 
conuenient proportion of land att Waworamouatt for Robin and his Companie ; and 
to giue notice of the time to ſome of the Cheife of them that they may bee preſent 


accomodated as farr as may bee to rheire content and for the necke of land att Squam- 


ſcutt neare Pacatuck appointed to Cauſhawaſhed and his Companie by the Comiſh- 
oners att Boſton in (58) which they ſay is claimed by ſome Engliſh the Comiſſioners 
aduiſe the ſaid Indians to keep theire poſſeſſion ; and if any Engliſh haue any pretence 
thervnto the Generall Courts of the Maſſachuſetts and Conecticott whom it may con- 
ſern are deſired to fatisfy ſuch pretendors; that the Indians placed by order we not 
bee deſturbed 3 

Six Coates of the Corporation ſtocke were ordered to bee giuen to Caſhaſinnamon 
Caſhawaſhett Tumſquaſh youweemattanoe Caſhumatten and fekuwiſh to encurrage 
them in their ſeruice to the Engliſh in Gouerning the Pequotts and perſwadeing them 
to attend ſuch means as ſhalbee vſed to gaine them to the knowlidge of God; 

Of the one hundred forty and four fathom of wampam brought in by the Pe- 
quotts Thomas Stanton had one hundred and twenty deliuered to him for his ſallary 


the Remainder being twenty four fathom was left in the hands of the Treaſurer of 
Newhauen ; | 


There was alſoe Remaining in the hands of the ſaid Treaſurer all former accountes 


with them diſcharged 29lb. 10s. errors excepted in wampam att five ſhillings per 
fathom ; 

There was alſoe left laſt yeare in the hand of the Treaſurer of Conecticott on ac- 
count 88 fathom in the yeare 1659 

And in the hands of the Treaſurer of the Maſſachuſetts fourteen fathom in the 
yeare 1658 

And the Collonies ſtocke is debtor euer ſince the account made at Plymouth 1656 
To the Maſſachuſetts twenty fathom to Plymouth eighteen fathom and to Newhauen 
thirteen fathom ; 

For the Incurragement of ſuch Indians as ſhalbee willing to put theire Children ap- 
prentices for conuenient time proportionable to theire age to any Godly Englith 
within the vnited Collonies with the conſent of the Comiſſioners for the time being it 
is ordered that euery ſuch Indian ſhall Receiue yearly during theire Childrens appren- 
ticeſhip one coate out of the Corporation ſtocke or from theire maſters beſides meate 
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drinke and clothing conuenient for theire Children whileſt they continue with theire 
maſters ; prouided the ſaid Indians doe yearly bring to ſome of the Comiſſioners of the 
Collonies where they line a Certifycate vader the hand of the ſaid Maſters that ſuch 
Indian Children hath or doth line with them ; 

Foraſmuch as divers of the moſt experienced Fiſhermen in ſeuerall partes of the 
Countrey haue complained that the early fiſhing for Mackerell before they haue 
ſpawned doth extreamly waſt conſume and deſtroye them; and that the goeing out of 
{ome to meet them farr into the ſea doth alſoe beat them off the coaſt ; The Comiſ- 
ſioners conſidering that the fiſh is the moſt ſtaple comoditie in this Countrey and might 
bee much more benificiall then yett it hath bine if wiſely managed; they doe there- 
fore Recomend vnto the Courts of the ſeuerall Juriſdictions that they prohibite fiſhing 
for Mackerel] vntill the fifteenth day of Iuly yearly that foe Fiſh may encreaſe and bee 
continued; | 

Mr. Willam Tompſon was encurraged to proceed in learning the Indian Language 
and to teach and Inſtruct the Pequotts and other Indians elſwher as hee may haue 
oppertunitie ; and was promiſed ſuitable Recompence out of the Indian Stocke for his 
paines and Incurragement therin ; 

Wheras Thomas Stanton was entertained att hartford in the yeare (50) to attend 
the meetinges of the Comiſſioners as an Interpretor to the Indians; to gather vp the 
Tribute; and to doe ſuch other ſervices for the Comiſhoners with Reference to the 
Indians as might accrew ; for which hee hath hetherto bine alowed the yearly fallary 
of thirty pound out of the Tribute Receined 3 but foraſmuch as ſome of the Tribute 
is now ſeaſed; and the Reſt brought in by the Indians themſelues as it hath been for 
ſome yeares paſt the Comiſſioners thought a leſſe ſallary might bee a ſufficient Recom- 
penſe for the yeare paſt and ſoe for the time to come; and therfore rendered him the 
ſume of ten pounds for this yeare Intimateing to doe the like heerafter onely for his 
attending the Comiſſioners meetinges and for other Services to allow him propor- 
tionable as hee ſhalbee Imployed which hee not accepting The Comiſlioners payed 
him his former ſallary of thirty pounds; but declared they were not willing to bee att 
the like ch arge for the time to come; and therfore left it to him to doe as hee ſhould 


ſee cauſe; 


The Comiſhoners vnderſtanding that Iohn Stanton whoe hath bine educated att 
Cambridge for ſcuerall yeares paſt out of the Indian Stocke to fitt him for future ſer- 
uices amongſt them; hath after ſome offence and miſcarriages comitted by him there 
(not yett ſatisfyed) abſented himſelfe from the Colledge without the conſent and 
contrary to the mind of the Comiſhoners ; the which hee was now tould of and ſeri- 
ouſly Reproued for yett vpoii his acknowlidgment and promiſe of better behauior 
for time to come ; alled ging hee had att laſt Improued ſome time att home and of late 
with Mr. Peirſon; the Comiſſioners nat being willing wholly to caſt him of and looſe 


theire 
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theire former charges; if there might bee any hope of the claiming and Improueing 
him; nor yett willing to expend more vpon him without ſome more euident hope and 
aſſurance of his good demeanor for time to come; did in concluſion leaue it with his 
father and him as theire mind and Reſolution ; That if hee did Dilligently proceed 
in his ſtuddies and carryed himſelfe well and comendable vntill the next meeting of 
the Comiſſioners and ſo that they might haue ſome aſſurance to Reap in due Time the 
fruite of their charges they haue bine or may further bee att they would entertaine 
him and continew his allowance henceforwards as formerly; but if then it ſhould bee 
otherwiſe they mult leaue him to himſelfe; with this Note vpon him That hee will 
deceiue expectation abuſe the Comiſſioners and defraud the poore Indians of what 
hath bine hetherto fruitleſly expended vpon him; 

The Comiſſioners haue agreed that the next meeting which ſhould bee holden att 
Plymouth ſhalbee held att Rehoboth a towne in that Iuriſdiction vnleſſe theire Gene- 
rall Courts or any of them ſhall before the end of may next giue notice to the con- 
trary to the Secretaryes of all the other Iuriſdictions; 

Theſe forgoeing concluſions were agreed and vnderwritten by the Comiſſioners 


for the vnited Collonies of New England att Newhauen the ſeauenteenth of Septem- 
ber 1660

aforſaid articles ;

GENTLEMEN 


WEE Receiued youers dated the 16th of September 1660 with a bill of exchange 
encloſed therin drawne vpon vs to pay vnto Mr. John harwood and for the vie of 
Mr. hezckiah Vſher the ſume of eight hundred pounds; being for the like ſume en- 
gaged to bee paied by the ſaid Mr. Vſher to youer aſſignes there for the vſe of the 
Indian worke which ſaid ſume wee haue paied to Mr. harwood accordingly ; hopeing 
that the ſame together 341b. which wee vnderſtand by youer account ſent remaines 
in ſtocke will bee ſufficient to defray the Charge of printing the bible and the diſ- 
burſments there for the preſent yeare; wee are glad to heare of the progreſſe of this 
worke 3 and doubt not but the Lord will raiſe vp fitt inſtruments to carry on and pro- 
mote the fame notwithſtanding the many difficulties it hath mett withall both heer and 
elſewhere; wee ſuppoſe you are not ſtrangers to the condition of affaires; and par- 
ticularly with reſpect vnto ourſelues being now noe Corporation; though not with- 
out good hopes that the fame wilbee renewed and confeirmed by his majeſtie though 
poſſibly the buſineſs may bee acted by other perſons ; and therfore not knowing in

IF our weak apprehenſions hath not miſled vs this worke wilbee noe vnacceptable 
preſent to youer majeſtie as haueing a greater intereſt therin then wee belieue is gene- 
rally vnderſtood which (upon this occaſion) wee conceiue it our duty to declare; The 
people of theſe four Collonies in Confeaderation for mutuall defence in the time of 
the late diſtractions of our deare natiue Countrey youer majeſties naturall borne ſub- 
jects by the fauor and graunt of your royall father and grandfather of famous me- 
mory; put themſelues vpon this great and hazardous vndertakeing of planting them 
ſelues (att theire owne charge) in theſe remote partes and ends of the earth ; that 
without offence and prouocation to our deare bretheren and countreymen wee might 
enjoy that libertie to worſhip god which our owne Conciencyes enformed vs was our 
Right and Duty; as alſoe that wee might (if it ſoe pleaſed god) bee Inſtrumentall 
to ſpread the light of the Goſpell the knowlidge of the ſon of God our Saviour to 
the poor barbarous heathen which by his late majeſtie in ſome of our Pattents is de- 
clared to bee his principall aime ; Theſe honeſt and pious intentions haue through the 
grace and goodnes of God and our kinges hath been ſeconded with proportionable 
ſucceſle z for omiting the ; by youer highnes Royall Predeceſ- 
ſors wee haue bin greatly incurraged by youer majeſties graciouſe expreſſions of fauor 
and approbation ſignifyed vnto the addrefſe made by the principall of our Collonies 
to which the reſt doe moſt cordially aſſent though wanting the like ſeaſonable opper- 
tunitie they haue bin (till now) depriued of the meanes to congratulate youer ma- 
jeſties happy Reſtitution after youer longe ſuffering which wee yett Implore may bee

[| children are inſtructed to write and read and ſome of them haue proceeded further 
to attaine the knolidge of the lattine and greek tounges and are brought vp with our 
Engliſh youth in learning There are diuers of them that can and doe Read ſome parte 
of the Scipture and ſome Catechiſmes which formerly haue bine tranſlated into theire 
owne language which hath occationed the vndertaking of this great worke viz : the 
uw printing of the whole bible which being tranſlated by a painfull labourer amongſt 
; them whoe was deſirous to ſoe the worke accompliſhed in his daies hath alredy pro- 
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f ceeded to the finiſhing of the New Teſtament which wee heer haue preſented to 
J youer majeſtie as rhe firſt fruite and accompliſhment of the pious deſigne of youer 


j Royall anceitors ; The old Teſtament is now vnder the preſſe waiting and craueing 
13 for youer Royall fauor and aſſiſtance for the perfecting therof wee may not conceale 
f \ though this worke hath bine begun and procecuted by ſuch inſtruments as god hath 
raiſed vp heer yett the cheife Charge that hath ſupported and carryed on theſe hath 
bine from the charitie and pictie of our well affected countreymen in England whoe

find good acceptance heer Wee Received alſoe a letter ſigned in youer name by 
Mr. John hooper Dated the 1oth of May by which wee vnderſtand you haue diſ- 
charged the bill eight hundred pounds drawne vpon you which you haue paied to 
Mr. harwood for the vſe of Mr. Hezekiah Vſher whoe acknowlidgeth the Receipt 
therof and hath Repaied a great parte therof according to youer order as you will 
vnderſtand by our account heerwith ſent ; by which you may alſoe perceiue that 
the diſburſments Riſe higher then you did expect Notwithſtanding wee haue diſpoſ- 
ed it with ſoe much frugallity as wee feare hath not bine acceptable to all; youer

WEE pray you to demaund and Receive of Mr. Green the whole Impreſſion of 
the New Teſtament in Indian now finiſhed ; and take care for the binding of two hun- 
dred of them ſtrongly and as ſpeedily as may bee with leather or as may bee moſt ſer- 
uicable for the Indians; and deliuer them forth as you ſhall haue order or direction 
from any of the Comiſſioners for the time being of which keep an exact account 
that ſoe it may bee ſeen how they are Improued and diſpoſed of; alſoe wee pray you 
take order for the printing of a thouſand coppyes of Mr. Elliotts Catichiſmes which

labours ; and Tumſquaſh and other Pequott Indians ſhewing themſclues willing in a 
ſhort time to Remoue from the ſaid lands ſoe as they may bee accomodated with ſome 
other free lands to plant on It was by and with the conſent of the ſaid Capt : 
Gokin Mr. Richardſon and Mr. Dean Winthorp that the ſaid Pequots ſhall quietly 
and peacably all the lands they haue now broken vp for the ſpace of fine yeares follow- 
ing but ſhall not make vſe of any timber nor bee Injurious to the Engliſh as the Engliſh 
may not bee Injurious to them without mutuall Satisfaction to bee giuen by the Iudg- 
ment of the Comithoners and the ſaid Capt: Goken and Mr. Richarſon did acknow- 
lidge it Reaſonable and did freely graunt to the ſaid Pequots after they are Remoued

LoveincG FRINDS AND NAIGHBOURS ; 


WEE haue lately Receiued Information and Complaint from the Engliſh and Indi- 
ans our Subjects that ſeueral] of youer Inhabitants begine to plant and ſettle them- 
ſelues (vpon what pretence wee know not) neare Pautuckett and the Pequot Con- 
trey being the vndoubted Right of thoſe Engliſh Collonies that Conquered that 
bloody Nation and ſome yeares ſince that part of the Countrey was aſſigned by the 
Comiſſioners of the vnited Collonies to the Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts for theire 
ſhare and Intereſt in that Conqueſt and by them diſpoſed of in Townſhipes and farmes; 
wee cannot therfore but account the Intruſions of youer people to bee uery Inſolent 
and Injurious to all the Collonies ; but eſpecially to the Maſſachuſetts whom it doth 
more Imediately concerne and doe heerby proteſt againſt the ſaid perſons and theire 
proceedings hopeing youer Gouerment will neither owne nor countenance ſuch vn- 
righteous dealings ; but will with vs proteſt againſt the ſame and cauſe youer people 
to deſiſt ; that ſoe peace and good agreement may bee preſerued betwixt youer ſelues 
and the vnited Collonies ; if any doe pretend Right vnto and Intereſt in the ſaid lands 
they may make knowne theire claime to the Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts where 
they wilbee equally heard and anſwared the neglect wherof and perſiſting in the afor-

nie for theire Injurious poſſeſſing themſclues as they aledge of a certain Tract of land 
about Point Iudith vpon pretence of purchaſe which the ſaid Sachems vtterly deney

any wronge vpon due proofe wee {hall take care that they may make you ſatisfaction 
if you ſhall negle& to obſerue our order and Injunctions heerin contained; wee 
muſt leaue the Maſſachuſetts to Right themſelues as formerly ſignifyed vnto you; in 
which caſe we muſt owne and if need bee aſſiſt our Confederates ;

WHERAS there was a warrant ſent from the Court of Boſton dated in may laſt 
to Vncas Sachem of Mohegen wherin it was declared vpon the Complaint of We- 
ſamequen a Sachem ſubject to the Maſſachuſett that the ſaid Vncas had offered great 
violence to theire Subjects at quabauk killing ſome and takeing others captiue; which 
warrant came not to Vncas not aboue twenty daies before theſe preſents whoe being 
ſummoned by major John Maſon in the full Scope of the ſaid wrrrant wherin hee 
was deeply charged if hee did not Returne the Captiues and thirty three pounds 
damage then the Maſſachuſetts would Recouer it by force of armes which to him was 
uery greuious; profeſſing he was altogether ignorant that they were ſubjects belonging 
to the Maſſachuſetts and further ſaid that they were none of Weſamequens men but 
belonging to Onopequin his deadly enimie whoe was there borne ; one of the men 
then taken was his owne Couſin, whoe had formerly fought againſt him in his 
owne perſon; and yett ſett him att libertie and further faith that all the captives 
were ſent home alſoe that Weſamequin ſon and diuers of his men had fought againſt 


him divers times this hee deſired might bee returned as his anſware to the Comiſſi-

. ſome partes of New England: Theſe are ſeriouſly to aduiſe and forwarne all perſons 
whatſoeuer within our Reſpectiue Juriſdictions that may haue any knowlidge or en- 
formation where the ſaid Whalley and Goffe are, That they forthwith make knowne 
the ſame to ſome of the Gouernors next reſideing; and in the meane time doe theire 
vtmoſt endeauors for theire apprehending and ſecuring, as they will anſware the 
contrary att theire perill ; and we doe heerby declare that all ſuch perſon or perſons 
that ſince the publication of his Majeſties order haue witingly and wilingly harboured 
and concealed the aforeſaid Whalley and Goffe or heerafter ſhall doe the like; will 
Incurr his Majeſties higheſt diſpleaſure; as is intimated in the ſaid order; and wilbee 
accounted enimies of the peace and welfare of the vnited Collonies and may expect to 


bee proceeded with accordingly; This order to bee forthwith publiſhed in all the 
Vnited Collonies;

compleat yeare as any occations or exegency may require and were enveſted with full 
power and Authoritie according to the tenure of the ſaid Articles concluded att Boſ- 
ton the 19th. of the third month 1643 ; 
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A like order of the Generall Court of New Plymouth dated June the 3d 1662 was 
preſented and Read wherby it appeered That Thomas Prence Eſqr. and Major Joſias 
Winſlow were choſen Comiſſioners for that Collonie for a full yeare and were en- 
veſted with full power and Authoritie according to the aforſaid Articles ; 

A like order of the Generall Court of Conccticott dated the fifteenth of the third 
month 1662 was preſented and Read ; wherby it appeered That Samuell Willis Eſqr. 
and Captaine John Talcoit were choſ:n Comiſſioners for that Collonie; and were en- 
ueſted with full power and Authoritie for one whole yeare according to the aforſaid 
Articles ; 

A like order of the Generall Court of Newhauen dated May the 28th. 1662 was 
preſented and Read wherby it appeered that Willam Leete Efqr. and Mr. Benjamine 
Fen were choſen Comiſſioners for that Collonie and were enueſted with full power 
and Authoritie for one whole yeare according to the aforſaid Articles ; 

Major Daniell Deniſon was choſen Preſedent for this meeting; 


A letter from the Corporation in England was preſented and Read the Contents 
wherof are as followeth : 


HONERED GENTLEMEN 


A Letter of youers being brought hither ſome monthes agoe directed to Mr. 
Aſnhurſt and Mr. huchenſon; though the former of thoſe two gentlemen by the firſt 
ſhip as hee tells vs did acknowlidge the receipt of it and Intimate the reaſons of our 
filence ; yett wee now thinke it fitt to aſſure you alſoe our ſelues how acceptable it 
was to vs.to bee enformed partly by that letter of youers and partly by the Relati- 
ons of ſome learned minneſters that came a while ſince from New England that you 
continew youer care and concerne for the propagation of the Goſpell of Chrift 
amongſt the poore Indians ; and wee are glad that through the goodnes of God wee 
are now in a condition to enforme you that ſince the receipt of youer lately mencion- 
ed letter it hath pleaſed the kinges majeſtie and councell to graunt a charter of Incor- 
poration wherin many of the nobilitie and other perſons of qualitie ; and moſt of 
thoſe gentlemen that were formerly imployed in the like worke are authoriſed and ap- 
pointed to endeauor the carying on of that piouſe deſigne of conuerting the heathen 
natiues wherin they defirouſly eſteeme it both an honour and advantage to bee Im- 
ployed in this new eſtabliſhment being amongſt other particulares enjoyned to appoint 
Comiſſioners in New Enland to procecute there by our direction his majeſties pious 
intenſions ; wee judge this to bee a matter of the higheſt concernment that belonges 
to the worke intruſted to vs for all our endeauors and all the ſupplyes wee may pro- 
cure from hence wilbee but ineffectuall though not to our owne ſoules yett to the 


worke

worke wee would promote; vnleſſe there bee prudent and faithfull mannagement ot 
what wee ſend ouer by the Comiſſioners that wee ſhall appoint in New England and 
ſuch as they ſhall employ : and therſore ſince haueing obtained the beſt enformation 
wee can : and ſeriouſly wee haue pitched vpon the ſame courſe that hath bine for- 
merly bine taken in purſuance of the ſame ends; and haue accordingly determined 
att preſent to deſire you to take vpon you the ſame care and management of this 
worke vpon the place ; wee hope you will deſcerne how great a truſt wee willingly 
repoſe in you and wee doubt not of youer reddynes as formerly you haue done; with 
our directions heerin ; The buſineſs wherin wee deſire to engage you being ſuch as 
wee thinke it truely honorable to beee engaged in our ſelues; and the deſign being 
of a nature to which the greateſt and moſt preciouſe promiſes are anexed ; beſides 
that the ciuilliceing and conuerting youer barbarouſe and vnbelieueing naighboures 
is that whoſe ſucceſſe wilbee in ſome regards of more imediate aduantage to youer 
ſelues then to vs; our good wiſhes to ſoe Chriſtian a worke makes it much our trou- 
ble to ſee that the meanes for carrying it on are noe greater then wee att our en- 
trance find them which wee mencion not by way of reflection vpon thoſe to whole 
hands the management of them was comitted before the graunt of the charter; but 
becauſe it is nefleſary for vs to acquaint you that the condition wee are brought to 
partely by the great charge you and wee haue bine att ſcuerall neſſeſary 

and partely (and indeed cheifly) by the injuriouſe dealeing of ſome hoe take ad- 
uantage of the letter of the law againſt all juſtice and equity to releaſe themſelues of 
what they formerly fold wherby the greateſt parte of our revenew is att preſent de- 
tained which wee feare will proue uery and ſomwhat difficult to 
recouer; and therfore wee deſire as little money as may bee drawne on vs for this 
yeare to come as will poſſibly conſiſte with the not neglecting of what is neſſeſary to 
bee done; we ſay for this next yeare; becauſe wee Can not bee ſoe diſpondent 
as not to hope that the prouidence of God will by ſome meanes or other prouide 
for the ſupply of a worke tending ſo much to his own glory and ſoe acceptable 
to thoſe that are ſoe hartily for it ; The bill of 
eight hundred pound drawne for the vſe of the Indian worke is for the moſt parte 
paied and ſhould haue bine intirely ſoe ere now; were it not for the want of preſent 
money ; chat which is from time to time layed out wee deſire according to youer 
Comendable practice bee ſent vs ouer in a within the yeare and 
It may 1M vs in the Regulateing of our expences ; if you bee pleaſed to let vs know 
by the firſt conueniency what further charge you ſhalbee put to by perfecting the print- 
ing of the bible; the vſe of that deuine booke and alſoe a conſtant viſe of Catichiſme 
wee judge molt neſſeſarie for the Indians inſtruction in religion; and wee alſoe thinke 
it may conduce to vnitie and order if the ſame Catichiſme bee generally taught among 
them; if our ſtocke doe encreaſe which wee hope heerafter it may eſpetially ſin ce his 
majeſtic himſelfe hath gracioully pleaſed particularly to countenance this worke ; and

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WEE Receiued youers of the 15th of May (62) ĩntimating the Receipt of ours 
directed to Mr. Aſhurſt as alſoe of a letter from him in anſware thervnto which is 
not as yett come to our ſight; 

That it hath pleaſed the Lord to put into the hart of our dread Souereign the 
Kings majeſtie (with his moſt honerable Counſell) to caſt a fauorable aſpect vpon 
theſe ſoe farr remote partes of his dominnions not onely to the oweing of his ſub- 
jects the people of his owne nation with priuilidge of protection and confeirmation 
of our woonted liberties to the rejoyceing of the harts of many of Gods poor people 
heer that were before ſad ; and to the ſhame of thoſe whoe were the enimies to the 
peace of our ſion; but alſoe as by the enformation giuen vs by youer honers letter; 
Intending his royall fauor to our naighbours the barbarous natiues ; and that in ſuch wiſe 
as noe other entereſt or Concernment can bee any motiue therin to his majeſtie ſaue onely 
his vnfeigned loue to the honor of God and bowells of compaſſion to poor man kind; the 
expreſſion not onely of a kingly but alſoe of a truely Godly ſperit eſpecially conſidering 
the objects of this his bounty hoe are ſuch of whom it may bee truely ſaid they being 
beheld in theire oune ſaluage waies and coſtoms there is uery little more of the relects 
of the glorious Image put vpon our firſt parents to bee ſeen in them then this thar 
they are of that race; The conſideration: wherof together with the gentlenes and 
candor of youer generous minds expreſſed in youers to vs; breathing forth youer 
vnfeigned deſires to aduance the intereſt of the Lord Jeſus ; ſoe that the laboures 
and difficulties Inevitably accompanying ſuch an vndertakeing haue not detered youer 


truely 
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truely noble ſperits from the acceptance therof; cannot but greatly oblidge as 
the expreſſion of our thankfulnes to the Lord and youerſelues; to ſtuddy the faith- 
full diſcharge of ſoe great a truſt by youer honors repoſed in vs for the improuement 
of the meanes aforſaid for the inſtructing of the barbarouſe natiues in the true know- 
lidge of God that ſoe through rich bleſſing theron a people among whom Sathan 
hath had. his throne may now become the Lords and his name may bee knowne and 
exalted by thoſe hoe for ſoe long time haue fat in darknes and in the ſhaddow of 
death The time of the reeſtabliſhment and reſettlement of this waighty affaire by his 
majeſties Influencing therof and puting the royall ſtamp of his authoritie theron being 
ſuch wherin the aduerſary was ſeeking to vndermind all former indeauors to the vt- 
ter diſappointment of all our furure hopes by the ſubtile and powerfull attempts of his 
Inſtruments euen of thoſe of whome wee may truely ſay they fear not the Lord nor 
honor the kinge ; That att ſuch a ſeaſon the Lord ſhould raiſe vp his majeſtie to 
bee a Horne of ſalvation to theſe poor natiues It doth greatly incurrage vs to hope 
and belieue that hee hath euen amongſt them ſome that are of thoſe other ſheepe 
whome in his time hee will cauſe to heere his voyce ; and if hee will continew to 
bleſſe the Indeauors of his people to that end; Touching the Progreſſion of this 
worke att preſent, youer honers may pleaſe to bee informed that as wee haue for- 
merly wee are ſtill waiting on the Lord in the vſe of the meanesFaforded ; the la- 
bourers in the worke for the Inſtruction of the Indians in the ſeuerall Collonies are 
{till Continewed together to the education of ſundry youth two wherof haue bine the 
yeare paſt brought vp att the Colledge att Cambridge where they haue a good Co- 
mendation of the preſedent and theire Tuter for theire profliciency in learning; alſoe 
others are att the grammer ſcoole and two more att the Engliſh ſcoole where they 
learne to read and write ; one wherof is now fitted for the grammer ſcoole beſides 
many others that are inſtructed by ſcoolmaſters to read and write; 
It hath pleaſed God to frowne vpon our indeauors in this kind takeing away by death 
att ſundrey times ſix youthes or more; on whom a conſiderable coſt was expended 
for theire education wherin it became vs and all heerin concerned humbly to ſubmite 
to his fouereign pleaſure ; The number of laborers with theire ſcoolmaſters that coy- 
ſtanily attend the worke in the reſpectiue places of the Indians abode youer honers 
may more particularly deſerne by theire names Inſerted in the account encloſed roge- 
gether with theire reſpectiue ſallaryes and allowance for the ſame ; Wee are enform- 
ed by the Reuerend Mr Elliot ſenr. that hee is ſoe farr ſatisfyed concerning the lords 
effectuall Working with his word on the harts of ſundry of the natiues; ; that hee 
hath proceeded to adminneſter the ſacrament of baptiſme to them att two of theire 
plantations ; the one called Martins vineyard the other att Naticke being in diſtance 
aboue an hundred miles ; the bible is now about halfe done; and conſtant progreſſe 
therin is made; the other halfe is like to bee finiſhed in a yeare; the future charge 
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is vncertaine; by eſtimate not leſſe then 200l1b ; wee haue heer with ſent twenty 
Coppies of the new Teſtament to bee diſpoſed of as youer honors ſhall ſee meet ; 
The truſt youer honors hath ſeen mect to repoſe in vs for the manageing of this worke 
we ſhall endeauor in all faithfulnes to diſcharge ; the account encloſed tells you 
to whome and in what manor and to what ends the moneyes ſent ouer haue bine 
diſtributed whereby you will plaincly ſee that neither our Collonies nor particuler 
concernments haue bine any deminiſhers therof ; but the whole is improued accord- 
ing to the will of the doners ; and for the future wee ſhall be reddy to obſerue the 
more particuler directions of youcr honers ; humbly intreating this fauor that noe 
Information or complaint may bee received againit vs to the prejudice of our truſt 
vntill wee haue firſt had adviſe therof with a ſeaſonable oppertunitie to Returne an- 
{ware therto ; Wee onely craue leaue att preſent for the preuenting of an objection 
that may ariſe concerning the particulars charged for the printing wherin you will find 
2 ſheets att three pounds ten ſhillings a ſheet and the reſt but att 50 ſhillings a ſheet the 
Reaſon wherof lyes heer : It pleaſed the honored Corporation to fend ouer one 
Marmeduke Johnſon a printer to attend the worke on Condition as they will enforme 
you; whoe hath Caryed heer very vaworthyly of which hee hath bine openly Con- 
victed and ſencured in ſome of our Courts although as yett noe execution of ſen- 
tence againſt him; peculiare fauor haucing bine ſhowed him with reſpe&t to the 
Corporation that ſent him over ; but notwithſtanding all patience and lenitie vſed 
towards him hee hath proued uery idle and nought and abſented himſelfe from the 
worke more then halfe a yeare att one time; for want of whoſe aſſiſtance the printer 


by his agreement with vs was to haue the allowance of 211b. the which is to bee 


defallcated out of his ſallery in England by the honored Corporation there; The

Wheras it is enformed by Captain young and Mr. Iames of long Iland that ſeuerall 
of theire Indians haue ſubjected themſelues vnto the Engliſh and haue as Teſtimony 
therof given ſeuerall of theire Children to bee bronght vp in Engliſh families as Coue- 
nant ſeruants or apprentices ; for the Incurragement of ſuch Indians as ſoe haue or 
ſhall doe; our deſire is that they being not Regularly Subordinate to any other power 
nor vnder Iuſt clame by them; bee taken into the protection and vnder the Gouer- 
ment of that Iuriſdiction wherin they doe Inhabite; 

Captaine Younge for his Expence of time and charge by adviſc from the Comiſſi- 
oners in procuring ſundry Indian youthes to bee bound with the Engliſh for theire 
learning to Read and write and their further Civilliſing is allowed fine pounds; and 
tor what hee ſhall expend in that kind for the future hee is to Receiue Recompence 
from thoſe with whom the ſaid Indians ſhall line ; 

The Comiſhoners doe order that the ſeuerall of thoſe Indian Scollars att Mr. Welds 
bee Remoued to the gramar Scoole att Cambridge att the expiration of this yeare 
and hee is alowed to take another youth now ſent from Martins Vinyard that came to 
him about the gth of this Inſtant and another Pequot youth if hee may bee procured 
and fuch allowance to bee made to Mr. Weld for the clathing of him that is Remou- 
ed as the Comiſhoners of the Maſſachuſetts ſhall thinke meete ;

In anſware to a petition of Thomas Minors of Southerton complaining of great 
abuſes and Injuries which hee ſuffered by the Narraganſett Indians vnder the Sachem 
Shawattocke by detaining Ryding and concealing his horſes ; and puting him to ue- 
ry great colt to Recouer them; and abuſeing him and others that went to demaund 
them; for which ſatisfaction hath bin demaunded of the ſaid Shawattock by 
Captaine Goken by order of the Generall Cort of the Maſſachuſetts ; but inſteed 
therof the ſaid Captain hath bin affronted and could obtaine nothinge but frivolouſe 
anſwares ; wherepon the ſaid Captaine according to his order Required the ſaid 
Shawattock to appeer before the Comiſſioners att Boſton to anſware the ſaid miſcar- 
riages ; and accordingly an Indian named Itouſe appeered ſent by the ſaid Sachem 
made noe other anſware but that the ſaid Shawattock knew noe Reaſon why hee 
ſhould pay any thinge to Thomas Minor; ſeing hee had his mares againe ; the ſaid 
Indian being demaunded what ſatisfaction hee would giue for the abuſes offered to 
the ſaid perſons and others by throwing ſtones and offering to ſtrike with poles and 
threatening to knoke them in the head the ſaid Indian made noe anſware 

The Comiſſioners conſidering the premiſes doe ſentance the ſaid Showattuck to 
pay the ſume of twenty pounds wherof fifteen to the ſaid Minor and fiue for the of- 
fence offered to the peace of the countrey ; and in caſe of non paiment heerof 
within thirty dayes after demaund in a coppy of this order; two of the ſaid Sachems 
men to bee apprehended and fold to ſuch perſon or perſons as will pay the ſaid ſume 
of 2c1b. whoe are Impowered to Tranſport them out of the Countrey or other diſ— 
poſe of them as they ſhall fee mect ; Capt : Deniſon and Thomas Stanton and 
the Conſtables of Southerton or either of them are Impowered to execute this order 
whoe are alſoe Impowered to Require and ſeize ſoe much more of the ſaid Sachems 
Eſtate as may make meet ſatisfaftion to themſelues ſoe as noe vneſſeſary diſturbance 
or damage bce pur vpon the Indians therby ; 

Capt : Breeden Gouernor of Noua Scocia appeered before the Comiſſioners of 
the vnited Collonies of New England exhibited a complaint againſt certaine Indians 
called the Mohaukes for killing ſertaine of theire trading Indians and takeing them 


captiue ;

captiue ; to the number of about 80 perſons and alſoe killing theire Cattle and Rob- 
ing theire ſtore houſes to the vallue of about three hundred pounds; for the ſatis- 
faction wherof the aboue ſaid Gouernor of the ſaid Forts hath bine att great charge 
to ſend to the ſaid Mohaukes propoſitions of agreement; wherin hee was aſſiſted by 
the Gouernor of the Monhatoes but noe Recompence can bee obtained ; all which 
doth appeer by a Certificate vnder the hands of thoſe that had trauelled therin; 
wherfore the aboue ſaid Gouernor Breeden preſented his Requeſt tor ayde and ai— 
a ſiſtance in any his Majeſties Dominions in the partes of America to preuent Inuad— 
ers of his trad in the ſaid terrytoryes ; | | 

The premiſes conſidered the Comiſſioners doe Judge meet to declare that accord- 
ing as the matter hath bin Repreſented vnto them they doe apprehend the Infolen- 
cies and wronges done by the aboucſaid Indian Mohaukes haue bin very great; and 
contrary to theire Couenant and league concluded with the Engliſh and Indians to 
whom the ſaid Injuries haue bine done as doth appeer by theire Couenant exhibited 
in Court &c and doe comend it to the Reſpectiue Collonies and the Gouerments 
there as that in all due obſerueance to his Majeſties Intereſt in the aboucſaid Nova 
Scotia all Juſt Incurragement may bee giuen to the aboueſaid Gouernor of the ſaid 
Forts for his Juſt Releife and Satisfaction by allowing him liberty to take ſuch a 
Number of voulenteers with prouifion for ſuch a ſervice as in theire prudence they 
ſhall ſee meet; preſumeing that the ſaid Governor will ſoe Improue and manage the 
ſaid affaire; that the peace and quiett and vnitie of the vnited Collonies nor the In- 
habitants therof bee not diſturbed ; 

Seuerall Indian Teſtimonyes were preſented to the Comiſhoners witneſſing the In- 
juriouſe dealing of Samuell Wilbore and others of Road Vand in claiming and po- 
ſeſſing of ſome tracts of land in the Narraganſett Countrey as alfoe delivery and 
ſeaſon of the ſaid land made by ſome Narraganſett Sachems To Captaine huchen- 
ſon and Leiftenant hudſon for themſclues and Companie which Teſtimonies were diſ- 
tinctly Read; and Interpreted to the ſaid Indians by John Stanton; and were own- 
ed and accepted by the Indians therin Reſpectiuely named the originall wherof were 
left on file amongſt the Records of the Comiſſioners att Boſton ; 

Wheras the Comiſhoners att theire laſt meeting att New hauen were Informed 
that harmon Garrett had a title to tracts of land then poſeſt by Ninnigrett and that 
the ſaid Ninnigreet was about to fell the ſame to ſome of Road Iland which might 
prejudice the ſaid harmon Garretts title; Gaue a writing vnder theire hands fertify- 
ing the ſaid harmon Garretts claime which being made knowne to Ninnigrett; the 
ſaid Ninnigrett by his Meſſengers to the Comiſſioners att theire laſt meeting att Ply- 
mouth made claime to the ſaid land; and Refered the Determination therof to the 
next meeting of the Court att Boſton deſireing that notice might bee giuen to the 
ſaid harmon Garrett att the ſaid meeting of the Comiſſioners to appeer ; which was 


accordingly 
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accordingly done; and the ſaid harmon Garrett and Corman the meſſenger of Nin- 
nigreet appeered before the Comiſſioners att Boſton; where it was ale lged by har- 
mon Garrett that his father was a great Sachem and poſeſſed of the lands in con- 
trouerſy and that Ninnigreet was the ſaid Sachems younger brother; Corman in 
the behaife of Ninnigrett that Ninnigrett was poſeſſed of the ſaid lands according 
to the Indian Coſtome being alowed to bee the Cheife Sachem and haveing married 
the Siiter of harmon Garrett; that the ſaid harmon was not of the whole blood 
his mother being a ſtranger ; Theſe thinges were Teſtifyed by diuers Narraganſett 
and Pequot Indians and by Vncas and others by euidence in writing 

The Comiſſioners vpon the whole caſe thought it not meet to prejudice the title 
of Niunigrett being in poſeſſion by any acte of theires and that the writing giuen vn- 
der theire hand att Newhaven conſerning harmon Garrett bee not vnderſtood nor 
made vſe of to prejudice Ninnegreets title and poſeſſion but adviſe all the Engliſh 
to forbeare to diſturbe Ninnegrett ; and the rather becauſe harmon Garrett was Re- 
quired and did promiſe not to alianate any of thoſe lands without the aduiſe and con- 
ſent of the Comiſſioners; | 

Caſhaſinnamon and harmon Garrett appeered before the Comiſſioners makeing ſe- 
uerall complaints; for the Redreſſe wherof the following order was made; and par- 
ticularely they complained and defired that the lands formerly aſſigned hom on Wo- 
worowaneck bee ſpeedily layed out vnto them; which hath bin formerly deſired by 
the Comiſſioners att ſeuerall meetings to the generall Court of Conecticott; and 
againe comended to the Comiſhoners of that Collonie whoe haue engaged theire aſ- 
ſiſtance for the accompliſhment therof ; 

Further they complained of a great diſturbance amongſt them occationed by a 
Judgment of thirty pounds againſt Caſhaſennamon as Gouernor of the Pequots for 
damage ſuſtained by ſome Engliſh in theire ſwine ; which damage was not done by 
the ſaid Caſhaſinamon nor any of the Pequotes as they aledged but by ſome Mohe- 
gen Indians; whervpon the Comiſhoners of Conecticott were deſired that they 
would procure them a new hearing of the cauſe ; and if it ſhall appeer that the ſaid 
Judgment was good and legall or that noe hearing can bee further obtained the 
Comiſſioners doe adjudge that the ſaid 3olb, ſhould bee Raiſed by way of Rate vp- 


on all the Indians vader him and to bee returned to them that haue diſburſed the 
ſume ; 


They further deſired that thoſe Indians att Paucatucke might not bee deſturbed 
by the Engliſh there and that the agreement made att Plymouth for theire Continu— 
ance there for five yeares might bee obſerved ; after ſom ſpeech with the Engliſh 
they were ſatisfyed that they might continew in theire poſeſſion and that the-tra& of 
land of eight thouſand acrcs was ordered by the Malli.chuſetts Collonie to bee aſ- 
ſigned them; and it any occation of difference did ariſe betwixt any of them and 


the 
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the Engliſh there Capt : Denniſon Thomas Stanton and James Ardrell are deſir- 
ed and Impowered to compoſe the ſame ; 

Caſhaſinnamon excuſed the not bringing in of theire tribute or rate of one fathom 
for cuery man by reaſon of the aboue Diſtraction amongſt them; And harmon Gar- 
rett allis Caſhawaſhett preſented fixteen fathom which was left with the Maſſachuſetts 
vpon account excuſing the non payment of the reſedew vpon the aforſaid reaſons ; 
they were both ordered and required to collect the whole ſame of the ſaid tribute 
or Rate on the ſaid Pequotis and pay it to Capt : Deniſon Mr. Stanton and James 
Ardrell before the end of October next they were further ordered to encurrage tlic 
Pequots to attend the Inſtruction of thoſe that ſhalbee Imployed by the Comiſſion- 
ers to Impart to them the thinges of God; and for the preuention of drunkenes 
and other diſorders amongſt them they were Required to ſeize vpon all ſtronge li- 
qours that ſhalbee brought amongſt them to bee ſold and dranke amongſt the Indi- 
ans and to deliuer the ſame to ſume of the Engliſh ouer ſeers ; whoe ſhall ſell the 
ſame to the Engliſh and Returne to him that ſeized it the one halfe and to him that 
diſcloſed it the other halfe; 

Conſidering the former and ſundry other Complaints of the miſdemeanors and In- 
ſolency comitted by the Pequotts vnder theire Geuerments the Comiſſioners doe con- 
feirme the ſaid Caſhaſinamon allis Robine and Caſhawafhed allis harmon Garrett as 
Gouernors together with theire former aſſiſtants over the Pequots and doe Invelt 
them with full power and authoritie to appoint officers vnder them and doe and acte 
for theire Regulateing in all waies of honeſty and ſiuellity; and in caſe of any mat- 
ter that ſhall appeer to them more difficult or in caſe of obſtinacy and Reſiſtance 
heerin by any of theire people; they are ordered to Repaire to Capt : Gorge De— 
niſon Thomas Stanton and James Andrell or any two of them Capt : Deniſon being 
one; 

And the ſaid Captaine Deniſon Thomas Stanton and James Andrell or ſuch two of 
them as beforeſaid are heerby Impowered to heare and determine all matters of ap- 
peale and complaint wherin any of the aforſaid Indians ſhall conceiue themſelues 


wronged by theire Gouernors and likewiſe to ſtrengthen the hands of the ſaid Go- 


uernors in the executions of ſuch ſenrances paſt and Judgments according to theire 
deſcretion ; Capitall Caſes being excepted ; and further they are Impowered to Re- 
quire the obſeruation of the orders and Injunctions of the Comiſſioners of the vnited 
Collonies Refering to the ſaid Indiars and rhe gathering in of theire Rates before the 
firſt of the next month and for the future to be annually Returned to the meeting 
of the Commiſſioners for the which laboure rhe ſaid Gentlemen Comiſſioners may ex- 


pect ſome Incurragement according to the expence of theire time in the fairhfull diſ- 
charge of theire truſt; 
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And the aboueſaid Captaine Deniſon Thomas Stanton and James Andrell are Im- 
powered from time to time to heare and determine all matters of controverſy and 
difference that may ariſe between any of the Engliſh about Paucatucke and the ſaid 
Indians; | | 

They are alſoe deſired to Improue theire Intereſt with the ſaid Pequotts to procure 
ſome towardly youth to be brought vp in learning for future ſeruice and to ſend him 
vp to Mr. Weld of Roxburry whoe is ordered to take care of him ; 1 

They are likewiſe heerby authoriſed to doe or cauſe to bee done what in theire 
Jiſcretions may beſt conduce to Reduſe them to civillitie and the knowlidge of God 
as well by cauſeing due puniſhment to bee Inflicted on diſorderly perſons according to 
theire demeritts ; as by encurraging ſuch as ſhalbee ſent to Inſtruct them by order of 
the Comiſſioners and by cauſeing them to attend thervnto; 

Complaint being made to the Comiſſioners by ſundry that haue bine att Charge 
and expence of time in laying out the Indians plantations that hetherto noe Recom- 
pence hath bine made them; by Reaſon of which Neglect ſuch further worke of that 
natvre yett Remaining to bee done is retarded to the Diſquiett both of the Indians 
and Engliſh The Comiſhoners doe therefore Comend it to the Gouerments of the 
reſpectiue Collonies that meet ſatisfaction bee made to ſuch perſons as haue or heer- 
after ſhalbee Imployed in that ſeruice either from the Reſpectine Treaſuries or 
otherwiſe in ſome of theire waſt lands within or without the ſaid Indian plan- 
rations ; 

Captaine Gorg Deniſon and Thomas Stanton complaining that the vnited Collo- 
nies are indebted vnto them for theire time expended in theire ſeruice about two 
yeares ſince to the Narraganſetts the Comiſſioners doe allow them five pounds a peece 
to be paied out of the comon ſtocke of the Collonies Remaining in the Coſtody of 
Conecticott Collonie; 

Complaint being made by Mr. John Freake in hehalfe of himſelfe and others In- 
tereſed in a ueſſell caſt away about Point Judith that the Narraganſett Indians liueing 
therabouts did plunder and take away much of theire goods to a conſiderable 
vallue and pleaded that it was theires or the Sachems becauſe the Veſſell was caſt 
away vpon his land and doe therfore ſtill detaine moſt of the goods ; The Comiſſion- 
ers of the vnited Collonies deſire Captaine Edward huchenſon to demaund of the 
ſaid Sachem and Indians ſuch goods as are yett in theire poſeſſion; and to cauſe the 


faid goods or ſatisfaction for them to bee returned to the owners; and further to ſig- 


nify to the ſaid Indians that wee may by noe meanes allow that the Engliſh or Indians 
ſhould make priſe of abuſe and plunder any that ſuffer in ſuch cafe in any parte of 
the Countrey ; To lett Ninnegrett vnderſtand that wee take in good parte what hee 
hath returned and any care hee hath ſhewed about it; and that ſuch actions will 


prejudice 
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prejudice that ſrindſhip and loue which wee greatly deſire may be kept between them 
and vs; 

His Majeſties Lettres Pattents graunted to ſeuerall Gentlemen of Concticott vnder 
the broad ſeale of England was preſented and read by the Comiſſioners of the vnited 
Collonies wherin they take notice of his Majeſties fauorand is to them very acceptable 
as it refers to the ſaid Collonie and doe aduiſe that wherin others may bee conſerned 
the ſaid Gentlemen with ſuch others doe attend ſuch waies as may conduce to Righte- 
ouſnes peace and Amitie ; and that the fauor ſhewed to the ſaid Collonie or any other 
may bee joyntly improued for. the benifitt of all conſerned in the ſaid Charter which 
wee hope will alſoe preuent the Intruſions of thoſe of Road Iland and theire injuri- 
ouſe dealing with diners of our people; as alſoe to preuent euen theire 
corrupting of the manors of the heathen in thoſe parts by the prophaning of the 
ſabbath and makeing them drunke with ſtrong waters to the great diſhonor of 
God and reproch of the Engliſh Nation and therby not a little hindering to the pro- 
greſſe of the Goſpell amongſt the Natiues which his Majeſtie hath bine pleaſed of late 
graciouſly to promote and countenance by ordering a new and legall eſtablithment of 
the Corporation for the propagation of the Goſpell amongſt the Indians in New 
England ; 

Captaine Gokens and others complaining of the continewed Injuriouſe dealing and 
proceedings of ſome of Road land which haue bine formerly Repreſented to rhe 
Gouerment both by the Comiſſioners and the Maſſachuſetts Collonie and that without 
effect; the Comiſſioners thought good to ſend this following letter; 


GENTLEMEN 


THE laſt yeare from Plymouth wee repreſented to you the Complaints of diuers 
Engliſh and Indians of the Injuries and Intruſions of ſome of youer people vpon the 
Right of the Maſſachuſetts att Paucatucke and of ſome other particulare perſons in 
other places ſince which time wee vnderſtand that rhe Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts ; 
to which the ſaid Paucatucke doth belong ; by letters from theire Councell and Ge- 
nerall Court haue repreſented theire ſence of the acteing of youer people; haueing 
alſoe in procecution of theire Right; and for the protection of thoſe that are ſeated 
there by theire order arreſted and fined ſome of youers; forceable entery made vpon 
our poſeſſion; concerning youer Gouerment hath not as yett either to vs or to the 
ſaid Gouerment of the Maſſachuſetts declared their ſence either owning or diſowning

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it to be an acte of youer Gouerment; oncly Mr. Brinton in ſome letters hath declar- 
ed his particulare apprehenſion yett notwithſtanding wee are enformed youer people 
proceed with an high hand and pretend authoritie for theire acting and officers calling 
themſelues Conſtables reddy to aſſiſt them in theire Injuries and offenciue (truely wee 
may fay) wicked demeanors ; building vpon the land; threatening Captaine Go- 
kens tenant to carry him to prifon and drive away his cattle ; cuting his graſſe; by 
giueing ill example to Pequot Indians that are in ſubjection to vs: by prophaning the 
fabbath and ſelling great quantities of liquors to them; which once and againe wee 
thought meet to preſent to you conſidering that the rather (though wee could not 
ezely) the perſons aforſaid acted without youer Incurragement becauſe wee haue 
ſeen a warrant figned by youer Recorder Joſeph Torey by order of youer Generall 
Court warning Captaine Gokens and othrs to adviſe and forbeare any further or fu- 
ture poſeſſion of any of the lands att or about Pacatuck as they will anſware the con- 
trary att theire perill; yett with expreſſing youer ſubmiſſion to his Majeſties determi- 
notion; wherfore being joyntly defirous to prevent any further diſturbance of the 


peace of the Collonies though wee haue no doubt of the preſent Right and intereſt 


of the Maſſachuſetts to thoſe lands; wee are willing to improue the argument that 
youer ſelues haue owned; and therfore thought meet to certify you that wee haue 
Read and peruſed a charter of Incorporation vnder the broad Seale of England ſent 
ouer the laſt ſhip graunted to fome gentlemen of Connecticutt wherin the lands att 
Paucatuck and Narraganſett are contained which wee hope will prevaile with you to 


require and cauſe youer people to withdraw themſelues and deſiſt from future diſtur-

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Mr. Peirſon was ſeriouſly and ſolemnly invited by the Comiſſioners to Remoue his 
habitation to Southertowne and to apply himſelfe in a more ſpeciall to 
the worke of preaching the Goſpell to the Pequorts liueing therabouts with promiſe 
of ſuitable incurragement for his care paines and trauell therin 

John Stanton was ſolemnly adviſed to apply himſelfe ſeriouſly to his ſtuddy that 
in Gods time hee may bee better furniſhed for imployment in the worke ; as alſoe 
that in the preſence of his father or Captain Denniſon hee comunicate the Catta- 
chiſme and ſome part of the Seripture to them teaching theire children to read and 
Write; and that in his whole converſation hee ſoe demean himſelfe that the Indians 
bee not juſtly offended theratt but gained therby ; 

And wheras Mathew Mayhew is denoted by his parents to the worke and a con- 
ſiderable charge hath for his fathers ſake been expended on him; the Comiſſioners 
expect that together with his other learning hee apply himſelfe to learn the Indian 
language haueing now oppertunitie to attaine the fame otherwiſe the Comiſſioners 


wilbee neſſeſitated to conſider of ſome more hopefull way of expending the ſtock 
betruſted in theire hands. 


The foregoing concluſions were agreed and vnderwritten by the Comiſſioners 
September 16: 1662.

A like order of the generall Court of Conecticott dated the 14th of May 1663 
was preſented and Read wherby it appeered that the Right Worſhipful John Win- 
thorpe Eſq. and Capt. John Talcott Eſq. were Choſen Comiſſioners for that Collonie 
and were enueſted with full power and authoritic for one whole yeare according to 
the faid articles ; | 

A like order of the Generall Court of Newhanen dated the 27th of May 1663 
was preſented and Read wherby it appeared that Willam Leete Eſq. and Mr. Ben- 


jamine Fen were choſen Comiſſioners for that Collonie and were inueſted with full 


power and authoritie for one whole yeare according to the aforſaid articles ; 
Simon Bradſtreet Eſq. was Choſen Preſedent for this meeting; 


A letter from the Corporation was preſented and Read the Contents wherof are 
as followeth ; 


HONORABLE GELTLEMEN 


YOUERS of the tenth of Sept. (62) wee haue receiued with an account of 
youer diſburſements for the yeare paſt as alſo a bill of exchange drawne for five hun- 
dred pound which wee accepted aud haue payed the greateſt part therof; youer pru- 
dent carfull management of this worke wee haue much reaſon to acknowlidge ; eſ- 
pecially when wee conſider the greatnes of youer publicke imployments for the 
whole plantation; Wee hope it wilnot be offenciue to you if wee deſire you to alter 
ſomethinge of youer accuſtomed courſe for ſoe is it that wee haue not any money in 
Caſh ; our preſent Reuenew being not aboue three hundred and twenty pound per 
annum; and beſides officers ſallaries wee are engaged in a chargeable ſuite for an 
eſtate wee brought att aboue fiue hundred pound per annum; of which wee gaue you 
an account more fully in our laſt ; by which meanes wee are conſtrained to Improue 
that little wee haue for the beſt aduantage that if it bee poſſible wee may carry on 
whatſozuer is abſolutely neſſeſary tending to the good deſigned and yett keep within 
our owne compas; and for that end wee deſire that for the preſent as few bookes as 
poſſibly may bee bought ; as alſoe that the charges conſerning miſtris Mayhew Mat- 
thew Mayhew Mr. Stantons ſon Captaine Gookin; extreordinary gifts to Indians; 


or any other expcnces that you vpon youer place ſhall thinke fitt to bee ſpared may

bee forborne; vnleſſe it bee thought by you that ſome vnavoyable prejudice might 
happen to the worke for the want therof; Wee haue thought good in purſuance of 
the truſt comitted to vs and for the e of that little wee haue to ſend you 
ouer 433 peeces of eight ſomthing better your ſtandard poiſe 3 ilb. 10 ounces 12d. 
waight which coſt vs one hundred pounds ſterling heer; haueing obtained this pri. 
uiledge in our Charter that what wee ſhall ſend ouer tbalbes without any charge or 
Cuſtom payed for the ſame ; and wee hope that the coyning therof into youer coyne 
and according to youer ſtandard will make a conſiderable aduance for youer ſupply 
next what ſhalbee ſhort beſides this one hundred pound; wee 
deſire that you take vp moneyes with the allowance others haue in ſuch caſes ; for 
bills of exchange payed heer of youer coyne there ; which wee vnderſtand is about 
I5 or 20 per cent; by theſe wayes wee are enformed there wilbee more gained to 
the Corporation then by makeing Returnes as of late hath bin don ; wee are not att 
preſent ſenſable of any Inconueniency that can acrew heerby except the trouble it 
might occaſion to youerſelues ; wee hope the bible wilbee finiſhed by the Returne of 
the Shipps and then and not before wee deſire to Receiue ſome from you ; It is matter 
of great joy to vs heare of the lords effectual worke vpon the hartes of ſoe many of 
the natiues of thoſe two plantations you mencion in youer letter which doth not 


onely affect our harts but wee hope alſoe will quicken our endeauors ſoe that no- 


thing ſhalbee wanting to further ſoe truely deſirable a worke conſerning Marmeduke 
Johnſon the Printer wee arc ſorry hee hath ſoe miſcarryed by which meanes the 
printing of the bible hath bin retarded wee are reſolved to default the 211b. you men- 
cion out of his ſallary; Mr. Elliott whoſe lettter beares date three monthes after 
youers writes that Johnſon is againe Returned into the worke whoſe brother alſoe 
hath bine with vs and gives vs great aſſurance of his brothers Reformation and fol- 
lowing his buſines dilligently for the time to come; and hee being (as Mr. Elliott 
writes) an able and vſefull man in the preſſe wee haue thought fitt further to make 
tryall of him for one yeare longer and the rather becauſe vpon Mr. Elliots motion 
and the goodnes of the worke ; we haue thought fitt and ordered that the Pſal mes 
of Dauid in meter ſhalbee printed in the Indian language; and foe wee hope that the 
ſaid Johnſon performing his promiſe of amendement for time to come may bee vſefull 
in the furthering of this worke which wee ſoe much deſire the finniſhing of ; Wee 
haue no more but comend you to the Lord

YOUERS of the gth April (64) wee haue Receiued; wherby wee vnderſtand 
the great care and Reddines you haue to aduance the propagation of the Goſpel 
amongſt the poore natiues heer; a worke truely honorable and acceptable to God 
and all good Chriſtians ; an Increaſe wherof as wee earneſtly deſire and hope for ſoe 
it ſhalbee our ſtudious endeauor to promote according to the power and oppertunitie 
put into our hands; youer honores accepting our bill of five hundred pounds and 
ſending ouer a ſupply of an hundred pounds in peeces of eight wee humbly acknow- 
lidge and hwe Improued the ſaid peeces to the vttermoſt wee could wherof by mint. 
ing or otherwiſe is 117]b. oos. 07d. by which youer honor may ſee what aduance there 
may be made to the ſtocke by ſending of ſuch peeces ; vpon this occation wee haue 
had ſome diſcourſe with Mr. Vſher whoe hath formerly bine Imployed to Receiue the 
moneyes there and payed ſallaries &c heer allowing ſix per cent: for what hee payes 


in money and what hee payes in goods att 3d per ſhilling proffitt as it coſt in England 


which is generally choſen ; which is much better then our money and eſteemed by 
thoſe that Receiue it as good as payment in England conſidering the aduenture fraight 
and other charges; Concerning the takeing vp of moneyes heer in caſe of want; wee 
fear it wilbee difficult and Inconuenient for though there is ſuch allowance giuen as 
you mention yett it is not alwaics to bee had but many times the exchange is vpon 
cuen tearmes ; beſides there wilbee a neceſſitie in that way to haue ſome agent or offi- 
cer to Receiue pay and keep accounts whoe mult haue ſome alowance for the ſame 
which will leſſen the aduance ; and not giue ſoe good ſatisfaction as the former way 
hath done; when they might goe 1.to a large warehouſe and furniſh them ſelues with 
what they want ; att leaſt 3d per ſhilling cheaper then they can buy it with Reddy 
money; wee haue therefore drawne Mr. Vſher to bee willing to allow 12 per cent ad- 
uance for what hee ſhall Receive in England and keep the account gratis which wee 
conceiue will aduance the ſtocke as much as ſending money the aducnture fraight 
Cc. Coniidered ; of which wee are uery deſirous if it may ſtand with youer honors 
plezſure for tlie ſutisfaction of others and preuenting of our own trouble of makeing 


particulare payments and keeping accounts which wee cannot with any conueniency 
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attend liueing diſperſed in the Countrey and ſeldome meeting together aboue once in 
the yeare; thuſe haueing bine humbly bould to preſent our thoughts heerin wee 
leaue the determination thereof to youer honors pleaſure ; wee were much affected 
to heare of ſoe great a loſſe like to befall the ſtocke but ſome letters from private frinds 
of a later date giues vs hopes that it is ſince Recouered ; for which wee Rejoyce 
and are thankfull; wee ſhalbee Reddy to attend youer honors aduiſe as to the parti- 
culare abatements propounded in youer letter for the future ſoe farr as may bee expe- 
dient; but for the ſallaries and charges for them all (except Miſtris Mayhew) is du- 
att this time by agreement for the yeare paſt and ſoe muſt neſſeſſarily be allowed wee 
are much ſollicited by Cordiall frinds to this worke to continew that {male allowance 
to Miſtris Mayhew her huſband being the firſt or one of the firſt whoſe hart god ſtir- 
ed vp effectually to laboure in this worke; and that ſeuerall yeares of his owne 
charges without any Recompence for the ſame ; and one whom God made Inſtru- 
mentall for the ſperituall good of uery many of the poor Natiues of Martins Vinyard; 
wee haue therfore for this yeare paſt thought it moſt expedient {leaſt it ſhould bee 
a diſcouragement to others as well as ouer greiuious to her ſelfe yett Remaineing a 
poor deſolate widdow with {1x children) to allow her as formerly ſix pounds but ſhall 
lett her know ſhe muſt expe& noe more either for her ſelfe without youer honors fur- 
ther order; ſome time after our laſt letter Marmeduke Iohnſon Returned to the Preſſe 
and hath carried himſelfe Indifferently well ſince ſoe farr as wee know but the bible 
being finiſhed and little other worke preſenting ; wee diſinifed him att the end of the 
tearme you had contracted with him for; but vnderſtanding youer honorable Cor- 
poration hath agreed with him for another yeare ; wee ſhall Indeavour to Imploy 
him as wee can by printing the pſalmes and another little Treatiſe of Mr. Baxters 
which Mr. Elliot is tranſlateing into the Indian language which is thought may bee 
vſefull and profitable to the Indians; and yett there will not bee full Imployment for 
him; and for after times our owne printer wilbee ſuſſiciently able to print of any 
other worke that wilbee neſſeſary for theire vſe foe that att the yeares end hee may 
be diſmiſed ; or fooner if hee pleaſe ; and If there bee occation further to Imploy 
him It were much better to contract with him heer to print by the ſheete then by al- 
lowing him ſtanding wages; wee were forced vpon his earneſt Requelt to lett him 
five pound in parte of his wages to ſupply his preſent neſtefitic which muſt bee de- 
faulted by youer honors with his brother; his laſt yeare by agreement with him begin- 
eth the 2oth of Auguſt laſt from the end of his former contra till that time hee was 
out of this Imployment and followed his owne occations ; The Inſtruments Imployed 
in this great worke are continued and Improue themſclues therin; except Mr. 
"Thomſon whoe hath deſiſted the worke and hath his ſallary abated 3 wee are much 
ſollicited by ſome to augment theire allowance; but vpon youer honors aduextiſment 
. | 3 O haue 
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haue forborne to doe any thinge therin for the preſent ; Wee haue ſpoken with Mr. 
Elliott and others concerning Captaine Gookens Imployment amonge the Indians in 
Gouerning of them in ſeuerall plantations ordering theire townes affaires (which they 
are not able to doe themſelues) takeing account of theire laboure and expence of 
theire time and how theire children proffitt in theire learning with many thinges of 
like nature; and find it to bee of much vſe and benifitt to them; and therfore could 
not but defire him to goe cn in that worke and haue ordered fifteen pounds to bee 
paied him towards his expences for the yeare paſt ; wee are enformed by Mr. Elliott 
and others that there is an hopefull progreſſion of the worke in ſeuerall partes of the 
Countrey ; the two ſtewdents att Cambridge College follow theire Studdy diligently 
and are good proficients therin; and fiue other hopefull youthes att the inferior 
Scooles which are that are maintained out of the Stocke ; Iohn Stanton and Mathew 
Mayhew bee according to youer honors aduiſe diſcharged the actes of the laſt yeares 
diſburſements wee haue heerwith ſent; by which youer honors may ſee what hath 
bine payed out and what is Remayning ; which poſibly may defray moſt of the 
charges for the enſueing yeare; yett finding it to bee a great Incurragement to thoſe 
that are Imployed and ſuch as are to Receiue pay for diett clothing &c. to know cer- 
tainly where they may Receiue it heer 3 not onely for theire preſent ſupply but for 
the future; wee haue therfore made bold to charge bills for foure hundred pounds; 
vyett ſoe as it ſhalbee noe damage if notwithſtanding what wee haue Intimated to tranſ- 
mit it ſome other waies but leſſe then that ſume with what is in hand will not defray all 
charges till another ſupply can bee had from England; Wee haue ordered Mr. Vſher 
to preſent youer honors by the next ſhipp with 20 Coppyes of the bible and as ma- 
ny of the Pſalmes if printed of before the ſhippes departure from hence; craueing 
pardon for giueing youer honors this trouble wee ſhall humbly take leaue comitting 
youer ſelfe and that honorable ſocietie into the armes of his mercye whoſe faithfullnes 
is engaged to Reward youer labour of loue to thoſe his other ſheep in this vaſt and 
remote wilderneſſe which is the earneſt prayer of

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A Letter from the honorable Corporation in England was preſented and Real tlie 


Contents wherof are as followeth ; 
HownereD GENTLEMEN 


YOUERS of the 18th, September (63) wee haue receiued with an accoumpt 
of youer diſburſments for the yeare paſt as alſoe the bill of exchange drawne vpon vs 
to pay Mr, John Harwood aſſigne of Mr, Vſher of Boſton in New England the ſume 
of 40olb. which is accepted and ſhalbee payed between this and the 24th, of june 
next; wee are glad to heare of the progreſſe of the Goſpell amongſt the poor In- 
dians and that it pleaſeth the Lord to proceed; and to ſucceed the Indea- 
uors of them that Jaboure therin notwithſtanding the many Difficulties and diſ- 
curragements that it hath mett withall and as wee conceiue our felues bound to ſtud- 
dy by all good wayes and meanes how wee may anſware the truſt comitted to vs by 
his Majeſtie ſoe wee noe more doubt of youer care and paines whoe are conſtantly on 
the place, to improue all poſible opertunities that might conduce to the carrying on 
and promoting a worke of ſoe high Concernement tending to the Glory of God and 
the ſperituall Good of thoſe poor Naked ſonnes of Adam; wee vnderſtand youer 
Receipt of 1oolb. ſent ouer in peeces of eight and of the aduance made therby by 
minting the ſane into youer Coyne; and wee can not but take notice of youer treat. 
ing with Mr. Vſher and doe thankefully acknowlidge youer adviſe giuen in thervpon 
which wee haueing ſcriouſly debated; and weying well the Reaſons and Cercomſtan. 
ces Relateing thervnto although wee are well aſſured that ſome honeſt and able mar- 
chants heer will alow vs 2olb. per cent there yett giucing great Reſpect to youer ad. 
vice and Councell and conſidering that the great affaires of the whole Plantation haue 
theire dependance vpon youer care and management we are willing to comply and 
are ſatisfyed with the way and meathod propounded by you; yett ſoe as that wee 
thinke it uery reaſonable and meet that Mr. Vſher alow 1 5lb. or 1 lb. att leaſt per cent 
for all ſuch mony as ſhalbee drawne vpon vs; to bee payed heer for the future; wee 
approue of the ſalleryes alowed for the yeare paſt; deſiring that miſtris Mayhew 
might haue her alowance-continewed vntill farther order ; and as to the augmenta- 
tion of ſalleryes wee ſhalbee free thervnto when inabled by the increaſe of our Re- 
uenew and ſettling that eſtate vpon vs which hath bine ſoe longe detained from vs 
which (before youer reception of theſe) wee hope through the bleſſing of God on 
our Indeauors wilbee accompliſhed and as the care of prouiding lyeth on vs the Cor. 
poration heer ſoe the prudent diſtribution therof lyeth vpon youer ſelues the Comiſli- 
oners for the vnited Collonics there of whoſe faithfulnes to the beſt advantage therin 
wee are aſſuredly perſwaded ; wee can not but take notice of Mr, Elliots great paines 
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and labour amongſt the poor Indians and the good Effect chat hath followed thervp- 
on; and alſoe his care in tranſlateing the bible into the Indian Language and attend- 
ing vpon the Correcting of the preſſe whiles the ſaid bible was printing; and now his 
traaſlateing a treatiſe of Mr. Baxters into the ſaid Language; which althoe att pre- 
ſent wee can not gratefully acknowlidge : yett when enabled thervnto ſhall indea- 
uor to make a proportionable Requirall ; and as concerning Marmeduke Johnſon 
the printer whofe Demeanor hath not been ſuitable to what hee promiſed wee ſhall 
leauz him to youer ſelues to diſmiſſe him as ſoone as his yeare is expired if you ſoe 
thinke fitt; wee are troubled att Mr. Tompſons negle& in this buſines which gaue 
you good occation to abate his fallery ; but doe much Rejoyce that Captaine Gookin 
hath proued ſoe viefull an Inſtrument amongſt the Indians as in Gonerning theire 
plantations and ordering theire Towne affaires; alſoe his takeing an accoumpt of 
their labours and expence of time, and of the profiſiency of theire Children in learn- 
ing; and as many other thinges of like nature which wee highly approue off; as 
alſoe of youer allowance of 151b. made to him towards his expences the yeare paſt ; 
and wee are uery willing that you ſhould make the ſame vnto him for another yeare ; 
and wee are glad to heare that the Indian youthes att Cambridge haue made ſoe 
good a proficiency in learning and wee are not without hopes but that the Lord will 
vie them as Inſtruments in his hand to preach and promote the Goſpell of Chriſt 
amongſt theire owne Countrymen ; To which end and for the better carrying on 
therof wee deſire that care may bee taken that they retaine theire Natiue Language; 
and as for thoſe five Indian youthes att Inferior Schooles wee deſire that all In- 


curragement might be giuen to them according to theire ſeuerall Capaſſities and attain- 


ments in Learning 'Thuſe Comitting and comending you and all youer affaires to the 
Guidance wiſdome and protection of the Almighty wee Reſt

YOUERS dated*March the 7th. (64) wee haue Receiued Rijoyidlun much 
in youer Indefatigable care and paines for the good of thoſe poor ſoules; amongſt 
whom wee haue Reaſon to hope the Lord hath ſome of thoſe his other ſheep thut 
ſhall certainly in his good time hear his voyce and receine the vnction of his holy 
ſperitt ; for the time manor and meaſure of the comunication wherof wee may not 
limett the holy one of Iſſraell but ought patiently and belieueingly to hope and waite 
on him whoe will not ſuffer any of his elect to bee loſt ; wee muſt acknowlidge it is att 
preſent with theſe poor Natiues a day of finale thinges ; and the Divell that old Dragon 
ſtruggles hard being very vnwillinge to quite his Raigne that hee hath had ſoe long 
time ouer them and his not wanting to ſter vp enimies to obſtruct the free paſſage of 
the Goſpell amongſt them yett theſe Diſcurragements notwithſtandinge wee haue 
great cauſe to bleſſe the Lord for the ouerflowings of his grace to them that were 
ſomtimes alliens to God and to his people; not onely in the exhebition of the Coue- 
nant of his Grace to them; but alſoe as wee haue Reaſon in Charritie to belieue and 
hope that his owne arme hath bine reveiled cauſing (att leaſt) ſundry of them to be- 
lieue the report of the Goſpell; ſoe that wee may truely ſay a great light is riſen 
vpon them; the bleſſed effect wherof wee hope che vtmoſt mallice of hell ſhall neuer 
be able to extinguiſnh; 

Wee can not but thankfully acknowlidge youer honors approbation of our laſt 
yeares accoumpt youer acceptance of our bill of 4oolb. and confeirmation of our 
agreement with Mr. Vſher whom wee ſhall vrge and perſwade to our vtmoſt to alow 
after 14lb. per cent for the future; though wee fear it wilbe difficult to draw him 
thervnto nor doe wee know any marchant heer (whom wee may confide in) that will 
giue that alowance ; nor is Mr. Vſher willing to diſburſe monyes before hand vpon 
thoſe tearmes which makes vs bold (To the end noe ſupply may bee wanting to de- 
fray the next yeares expences) to charge a bill of 500lb. vpon youer honorable 
Corporation which wee humbly Intreat may be accepted and payed ; the laborrors 
in this worke are ſtill continued in theire Reſpectiue places and haue theire allowance 
for the ſame ; with adition to ſome of them as youer accoumpt encloſed doth declare ; 
wee are informed by Mr. Elliot that ſeuerall Companies of Indians in the Contry 
doe requeſt that ſome of theire Countrymen may be ſent to teach them which wee 
rejoyce to heare ; and ſhall labourr to promote by giueing all due Incurragement as 
they may deſerue; wee alſoe vnderſtand by him youer honors haue requeſted his ad- 
uiſe how a greater Reuenew might be beſt improued for the furtherance of this 
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good worke ; which thinge wee haue oftens had in ſerious debate; and find It ezier 
to expend mony then to improue it to any good advantage; the beſt expedient that 
yett wee can find is the ſending forth and ſettleing fitt Inſtruments amongſt them ta 
teach and inſtru them ſelues and Children as any oppertunitie or willing- 
nes in any of them to imbrace the ſame appeers which wee ſhall vſe our vt- 
moſt Indeauors to further and Incurrage ; and ſhalbee willing and reddy as formerly 
wee haue bine to confer and adviſe with the Cheife Inſtruments Imployed in this 
worke what might be further done to promote the end propounded alſoe what In- 
formation or adviſe ſhalbe preſented to youer honors may be with generall conſent 


and approbation which wee doubt not wilbe more fatisfaftory to youer ſelues then 


the ſingle apprehenſion of any particular perſon ; wee diſmiſed Marmeduke Johnſon 
the printer att the end of his tearme agreed for haueing improued him as well as wee 
could for the yeare paſt by imploying him with our owne printer to print ſuch Indi- 
an works as could be prepared which hee was not able to doe alone with ſuch other 
Engliſh Treatiſes which did preſent; for which allowance hath bine made proporti- 


- onable to his laboure ; ſome time hath bine loſt for want of imployment but for after 


times wee hope to haue all books for the Indians uſe printed vpon ezier tearmes by 
our owne printer eſpecially if it pleaſe youer honers to ſend ouer a fonte of Pica let- 
ters Roman and Italian which are much wanteing for printing the practice of piety 
and other workes; and ſoe when the Preſſes ſhalbe Improued for the vſe of the 
Engliſh wee ſhalbe carefull that due alowance be made to the ſtocke for the ſame ; It 
ſeemed Mr. Johnſon ordered all his ſallery to be receiued and diſpoſed of in England 
which hath put him to ſome ſtraightes heer which forced vs to allow him fiue pounds 
formerly (as wee Intimated in our laſt) and fince hee hath taken vp the ſume of 
four pound all which is to be accoumpted as parte of his ſallery for the laſt yeare ; the 
remainder wherof wee doubt not youer honors will ſatisfy there; the number of 
Bibles with Pſalm books printed were vpwards of a thouſand ; of Baxters Call 1000 
and of Pſalters 500 divers wherof all forts are diſpoſed to the Indians and the reſt 
reddy for theire vie as they can be bound vp and there may bee occation the two ſtu- 
dents of the College are uery dilligent in theire ſtuddies and otherwiſe hopefull as 
likewiſe are the other youthes att the Gramar Scool z there is noe doubt to be made 
of looſing theice owne Language; for they dayly converſe amonge them ſelues therin 
wee ſhall not preſume to giue you any further trouble att this time but humbly comitt

of vnnaighbourly but vnchriſtian Injuriouſnes towards them and others thereaboutes 
which is uery diſhonorable to God and may giue advantage to the heathen and proue 
dangerouſe to the peace of the Kinges ſubjects heer of all which his Majeſtie ſcemes 
to be well Informed and deeply to Reſent the matter; and hath fully manifeſted his 
Graciouſe and fatherly care of thoſe his oppreſſed and Injuried Subjects in Reco- 
mending them to the protection of the vnited Collonies ; and comannding them on 
all occations to be Aſſiſtant to them againſt ſuch vnjuſt oppreſſions and moleſtations; 
Wee doe therfore once more deſire you and in obeidience unto the purſuance of his 
Majeſties order ſhall expect that ſome effectuall courſe be by you attended that may 
for the future Reclaime youer people from ſuch Injuriouſe and diſturbing Carriages 
as they haue formerly to frequently vied towards them that foe the peace of his 

M.ajeſtics ſubjects may be preſerued and the Indubitable Inconueniencyes that will 
otherwiſe enſue may be preuented, vntill ſuch time as cither by an agreement the

ATT a meeting of the Comiſſioners for the united Collonies of New England held att 
hartford the 5th of September 1667 ; 


THE Articles of Confeaderation being read; an order of the General Court of 
the Maſſachuſetts was preſented and read whereby it appeered that Thomas Dan- 
forth and John Leuerett Eſqrs. were choſen Comiſſioners for the vnited 2 for 
the yeare enſueing; 

Alſoe an other order of the ſame date was preſented and read wherby it appeered 
the aboueſaid Comiſſioners were ordered on the returne of the Gouernor of Plymouth 


ſignifying theire Intenſion to repair to hartford att the vſuall time the abouſaid Co- 


miſſioners ſhall ; and therby are Impowered to goe thither accordingly and acte with 
ſuch Comiſſioners as ſhall then meet about the Indian affaires of the Corporation 
and to agitate and treat of any propoſitions that ſhalbee made for the renewing or en- 
tering into a new confeaderation; makeing theire report to the Generall Court of 
the Maſſachuſetts att theire next ſeſſions of what ſhalbee preſented by and amongſt 
them 

Alſoe an order made by the Generall Court of New Plymouth was preſented and 
read dated the 4th of June 1667 by which it appeered that Captaine Thomas South- 
worth and Mr. Thomas hinckley were choſen Comiſhoners for that Juriſdition for 
a full and compleat yeare as any occation or exegent may require particularly for 
the next meeting att hartford and fully Impowered then and there to give meeting with 
the Comiſhoners and to acte with them about the Indian ſtocke and Corporation buſi- 
nes; and to heare azitate and treat vpon any propoſitions that ſhalbee made for the 
renewing or entering into a new Confeaderation, makeing Returae to the next Ge- 
nerall Court of what ſhalbee propoſed and preſented among them; 

Alſoe an order made by the Generall Court of hartford May the gth 1067 was 
preſented and Read by which it appeered that Mr. Willam Leete and Mr. Sa- 
muell Willis were choſen Comiſhoners for the yeare enſueing and Inucited vile 


full power to acte as Comiſſioners in the behalfe of that Collonie att this preſent 
meeting of the Comiſhoners. 


Mr. Willam Leete was choſen Preſedent for this meetinge 

An order made by the Comiſſioners Sept. 8th 1664 was read referring to the Diſfer- 
ence then depending between the Collonies of hartford and Newhauen with prouiſion 
for the concervation of che confeaderation in caſe they vnited in one; and theire fait 
propoſalls were accented and appeered by theire reſpectiue Generall Courts con- 
cerned ; 

In reference therto an order of the Generall Court held att Boſton the third of May 
1665 was preſent 2d and read wherby it appeared that on the peruſal of the atortaid 
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ate of the Comiſſioners declaring the Continewation of the articles of confeadera- 
tion on thoſe rearmes and in that manor as in that acte is declared with reference 
tharto being had amply appeers the ſaid Court on a due conſideration declared their 
allowance; and approbation of the aforſaid acte of the Comiſſioners ſo as Plymouth 
and Conecticott Generall Courts did certify theire acceptance and alowance therof; 
alſoc it appeered that the Secretary of the ſaid Collonie was ordered by the firſt op- 
pertunity to fend a Coppy of theire Conceſhon to the other Collonies reſpe&iuely ; 

Alfoe a letter from Plymouth Subſcribed to the Secretary of the Maſſachuſetts 
Collonie to bee preſented to the Generall Court and accordingly done Auguſt the 
3: 1665 was preſented and Read; and is as followeth viz. 


Much HoxoRcDp 


FROM the lat Comiſſion Court ſome thinge was comended to the ſeuerall Ge- 
nerall Courts of the vnited Collonies for the continuance of the Confeaderation 
with three Collonies viz. Maſſachuſetts Plymouth and Conecticott; wee haue not 
as yett heard from any of the Generall Courts; but our laſt Generall Court takeing 
the premiſcs into conſideration Requeſted me to acquaint you with our preſent ap- 
prehenfions ; which is that wee find not our reaſon ſeated in ſufficient Light to 
Continew confeaderation with three Collonies as wee did with foure ; | 

1. Becauſe it is againſt an expreſſe article that noe two of the ſaid Collonies ſhall 
become one (and wee apprehend grounded vpon good reaſon) except with conſent of 
the reſt; which wee doe not nor youer ſelues for ought wee know nor New hauen 
except conſtrained ; 

2. That matters of peace and warr and other concernes of the Collonies hath bine 
looked vpon as matters of ſuch concerament as required att leaſt fix of the ableſt de- 
ſcreeteſt and m ſt experienced Gentlemen of the four Collonies to determine; and 
Tee are apt to judze that the concernes of the Collonies are of as great waight as 
then; and-wee are uery ap»rehenfſine the Collonies then were as well furniſhed with 
able perſons ſitt for ſuch worke as now to ſay noe more; wee know how it is with 
our ſelucs; 

3. how the Determination of the Comiſſioners hath bine attended by ſome when 
there were att leaſt fix to determine and moſtly eight concurring ſuch as haue bine 
on the Comiſſion may eſely remember which Indeed hath bine matter of trouble 
to vs as vnto others but knew not how to Remedy it; and there is little Reaſon to 
concuiue it wilbe amended by the determination of fouer if not liked by that Col- 
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jonie whom it may concerne ; 
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4. To enter into a confeaderation with any wher it can not be reſted vpon that 
the matters agreed on ſhall in all points exactely be attended after ſoe much trauell 
expence of time and not a little charge wee apprehend it neither neflefary nor conue- 
nient; theſe with ſeuerall other that wee might menſion if need were doth ſoe ob- 
ſtruct our way that wee are not willing to enter into ſuch a confeaderation with three 
Collonies as wee did formerly with foure; the truth is wee are the meancſt and 
weakeſt leaſt able to ſtand of our ſelues and little able to contribute any healpfulnes 
to others; and wee know it tho none ſhould tell vs of it; yett through Gods good- 
nes wee haue not hitherto giuen you much trouble ; and hope it ſhalbe our ſtuddy 
and Indeauors as wee are able to be ſeruicable to our countrymen brethren and 
fellow ſubjects; and doubt not to find the like from youerſelues if need be; not 
willing to giue you further trouble att preſent comending you and all your waighty 
occations vnto the bleſſing of the Almighty wee craue leaue to Remaine ;

The Comiſhoners being mett as aboue is declared and none appeering for the 


Collonie of Newhauen Mr. Willam Leete and Mr. Samuel Willis Comiſſioners 


aboue faid for Conecticott declared that the Collonies of Connecticott and Newhauen 
were entered into one ; 8 

A demaund of the tearmes of theire agreement being made by the other Comiſſion- 
ers none appeered; 

Alſoe the concurrance of the Generall Court of Conecticott with the confeſſion 
of the Maſſachuſetts Collonie for the continuance of the confeaderation in a tripar- 
tie and trieniall as was propoſed by the Comiſſioners att their laſt mcet- 
ing at hartford was demaunded of the Comiſſioners of the faid place but none ap- 
cered ; , | 

The Comiſſioners takeing the returnes from the ſeuerall Generall Courts with the 


premiſes aboueſaid vnto theire conſiderations can not but take notice that that fo- 


lemne agreement contained in the articles of confeaderation is att preſent fundry 
wayes weakened and infringed as requires ferious conſultation and preſent reſolue of 
ſome meet expedient in order to a Reeſtabliſhment of the confeaderation betwixt 
theſe Collonies whoe are heere willing exciles from the place of our fathers ſepulcars 
for the Injoyment of the ſame ſperituall mercyes of the ſame nation and all of vs 


fubjects of the ſame Prince knowing well that the violation therof wilbe highly 
| 4 provoaking 
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provoaking to the moſt high God whoe is the witnes and wilbe the judge of 
and between the parties concerned; and is alſoe of noe leſſe tendency then the 
breaking downe that wall which vuder God hath hitherto bine and ſtill is the 
moanes of our owne ſafety and preſeruation of his majeſties dominions heer againſt 


Forraigne and domeſticke enemies; 
The Comiſhoners finding likewiſe that beſides the greivances more generally Inti- 


mated In the letter ſent from Plymouth to the Maſſachuſetts as aboue Reſighted there 
are ſundry concluſions formerly made by the Comiſſioners Refering to our beloued 
bretheren and confeaderates of Conecticott Collonie which haue not bine by them 
attended according to the articles of Confeaderation the negle& wherof is not onely 
a treſpas againſt thoſe articles and in ſome particulars an occation of Great ſuffering 
to particular places and perſons but is alſoe matter of Greife and diſcurragement to 
thoſe that haue bine more carefull in the obſervance of the ſaid articles ; 

Some of which concluſions as the records of the Comiſhoners doe exprefle wee 
ſhall briefly Intimate as followeth viz. 

I. The ſcuerall actes of the Comiſſioners for ſettleing the difference between the 
Collonies of the Maſſachuſetts and of Conecticott in Reference to the Conquered 
Lands called the Pequotts countrey as appeers in theire Records of September 1658, 
held att Boſton; and in September 1659 att hartford and September 1663, held 
att Boſton yett the ſaid concluſions not being reſted in nor a due acknowlidgment 
of particular intereſts or the intereſt of the Maſſachuſetts Collonie in theſe lands the 
Inhabitants therof are wholly taken off from the Gouerment of the Maſfachuſetts 
and the Collonie of Conecticot executing theire gouernment ouer them; the lands 


of ſenerall of theire propriators in a violent and forcible manor are poſſeſſed by 
others ; 


2. The actes of the Comiſſioners paſted refering to them and Newhauen 
Collonic as the Records of the laſt yeare doth expreſſe; wherin the Comiſſioners 
haue as well Indeauored to the maintenance of peace and vnity between the ſaid Col- 
lonies in particulare as the obſervance of the articles of confeaderation in the 
General! ; now altho the Comiſhoners choſen by the Generall Court for Conecticott 
haue ail-rtcd as aboue that the ſaid Collonies are vnited in one yett it doth not ap- 
pear to vs what theire mutuall conſeſſions haue bine; nor how conſiſting with the 
articles of confeaderation and therfore the Comiſſioners of the other Colonics can 
nt as yett declare theire approbation therof ; 

3. The actes of the Comiſſioners referring to ſome zrovifions for the Pequott In- 
dans as may appeer in their records of September 1660 att Newhauen and of Sep- 
tem: 4th 1662 att Boſton and Septem : 1664 att hartford ; all which the- Comiſh- 
oners cannot but againe ſeriouſly comend to the conſideration of our beloved bre- 
heren and confeaderates of Conecticott Collonie as being thoſe thinges that are 

grievous 
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greivious to theire bretheren of the other Collonies and Inconſiſtent with the invi- 
olable obſervance of the articles of confeaderation ; and doe alſoe heerby declare in 
the behalfe of the other Collonies that incaſe they have noe better ſatis faction ther- 
in they can not for the future acccoumpt themſelues oblidged to ſubmitt to the con- 
eluſions of ſuch confeaderates who will not bee oblidged to the articles of Confea- 
deration; 

Further the Comiſſioners of the other Collonies being conſtrained as they appre- 
hend thus particularly and plainly to expreſſe not foe much perſonal greivances as 
the ſence of our ſeuerall Generall Courts doe earneſtly and affectionatly intreat that 
the ſame may bee accepted; not as a matter of diſreſpect or impoſition on our bre- 
theren of Conecticott whoſe happines peace and welfare wee can not but ſecke as 

our owne ; heerby vnfeignedly declaring as in the fight of him who will judge in 
| Righteouſnes and reproue with equitie &c. That wee haue noc other end but that 
by an emendation of thoſe thinges that haue ſoe great an appeerance of an vncom- 
fortable breach between vs ; the former tranquillitie which hitherto through the fa- 
nor of God hath bine held and enjoyed by and between theſe Collonics may bee con- 
tinued and Increaſed ; to the honor of God the eſtabliſhment of his Kingdom amongſt 
vs the good of our een from generation to generation; 

For the Remouall of ſome obſtructions That may Impead the Reeſtabliſhment of 
the Articles of confeaderation aua for the furtherance of the good ends thereof; The 
Comiſſioners doe ludge meet to propound to the ſcuerall Generall Courts for theire 
acceptation and confeirmation as followeth ; 

1. That the power of Determining of an offenciue warr properly ſoe called for as 
to engage the Collonies therin ſhalbe in the ſeuerall Generall Courts and not in the 
Comiſſioners without ſpeciall Inſtructions giuen them by theire Reſpectiue Generall 
Courts any thinge in the articles of Confeaderation ſeeming to haue a farther Ten- 
dency Notwithſtanding ; | 

2. In confidence of our complyance by our beloued bretheren and confeaderarcs 
of Conecticott according to the loueing Intimations giuen them wee doe avaine P: 0 
pound the prouiſo made by tac Comiſſioners att hartford Septem : 1664, for the Re- 
ſettlement of the Articles of Confeaderation 

3. Wheras according to the aboue ſaid propoſall in ordinary courſe the n+ Gene- 
rall Meering of the Comiſſioners is to be held att Plymouth and ther twiſe together 
att Boſton and after that att hariford twiſe; wee doe propound that after they haue 
mett att Boſton once the following meeting may be att hartford the neut att Boſton 
and then att hartford againe ſoe that the meeting wilbe but once in ſiftenn ycares att 
Plymouth and double ſoe oft in the other Collonies; 
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4. Wheras one maine end of the Confeaderation as by the ſecond article appeers, 
is as well the preſeruing and propagateing of the truth and libertie of che Goſpell; as 
for our outward ſafety and welfare and for that end oblidging the Confeaderates to 
mutuall aduice and ſuccor as the matter may Require 

The Comiſſioners doe therefore propound that wher any queſtion may or doth ariſe 
in the churches or Iuriſdiction that are of comon concernment whether in the matters 
of faith or order and any of the Collonies ſhall apprehend it needfull to call in the 
healpe of a Councell or Synode for the orderly Deſiſion therof; That the Members 
of ſuch Councell or Synode May conſiſt of the Meſſengers of the Churches called 
Indifferent!y out of all the vnited Collonies by an orderly agreement of the ſeuerall 
Generall Courts and the place of meeting to be att or neare Boſton ; 

And wheras the Scripture doth aboundantly Teſtify againſt the Neglect of thoſe 
thinges that appertaine to the houſe of God; wee doe comend to the conſideration 
of the ſeuerall Iuriſdictions that ſome ſpeciall prouiſion be made for the more comfort- 
able and ſettled maintainance of an able Minneſtry in every plantation; and where 
any {hall preſume to ſlight or oppoſe the ſame by turbulent or ſiſmaticall practices that 
a condigne Teſtimony be borne againſt them; 

5. Dayly experience ſhewing vs the need of ſome Generall Rule or order to be 
agreed vpon between the Collonies for the ſettleing of vagabond or wandering per- 
ſons Remoueing from one Collonic to another ſome to ſcape puniſhment after miſde- 
menor comitted and others to the Diſſatisfaction if not to the burden to the places 
where they come; The Comiſſioners doe therfore propound that for the futuer wher 
any perſon or perſons ſhalbe found in any Iuriſdiction to haue had theire aboad for 
more then three monthes without warning giuen them by the Majeſtrate or other perſon 
authoriſed thervnto to depart thence to the place of theire former abode ; and incaſe 
of Neglect of the perſon warned as aboueſaid; ſhall not by the firſt oppertunitie that 
the ſeaſon will permit be ſent from Conſtable to Conſtable to the end they may be 
Returned; In alf fuch caſes euery ſuch perſon or perſons ſhalbe accoumpted an Inha- 
bitant in that place where they are ſoe found; and by them Gouerned and prouided 
for as theire condition Requires ; and the charges of the Conſtables in ſuch caſes to 
be bourne by the Treaſorer of ſuch Iuriſdiction where they dwell ; 

The Comiſſioners wrote ſundry Letters to Mr. Mayhew Mr. Elliott and Mr. Wells 
the Coppyes wherof are ↄn file; 

The Comiſſioners for the Bay Collonie were appointed to draw vp a letter to be 
ſent in the name of the Comiſſioners to the honorable Corporation in England att the 
latter end of the yeare therin giueing an account of what hath paſſed in this meet- 
ing Retering to the Indians an1 to Incloſe therin the accoumpt of Diſburſments and 
one of the bill of exchange vuleſs they ſhall Recciue aduiſe from them to the con- 
trary;

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Alfoe a letter was Recciued from Major Iohn Maſon of Conecticott Collonie Im- 
porting ſome dangerous ploting amongſt the Pequotts and Narraganſetts Indians com- 
bining with others, which was Imparted to the Gouernor and other of the Majeſtrates 
of that Collonie and on examination of the matter noe Reall grounds for a proceed- 
ing therin appeered and an anſware therto accordingly Returned to the Major ; which 
is on file leaueing the matter to the further obſeruance of the Gentlemen on the 
place ; | 

Mr. Iohn Cotton appeered before the Comiſſioners and was ſeriouſly ſpoken to To 
compoſe rhoſe allianations between him and Mr. Mayhew; otherwiſe it was ſignifyed 
to him that the Comiſſioners could not expect good by theire labours wheras by theire 
mutuall contenſions and Invictiues one againſt another they vadid what they taught 
the Natiues and ſundry calles (as hee ſaid) being made him by the Engliſh to other 
places which in conjunction with the preſent fayleing of a certaine Reuenew ; hee 
was left to his libertie to diſpoſe of himſelfe as the Lard ſhould Guid him;

WHERAS our honored and beloued bretheren the Comiſſioners of Maſſachuſetts 
and Plymouth Collonie haue pleaſed to Intimate ſome Greivances Reſpecting theire 
Confeaderates of Conccticott wee Returne as followeth that. wheras the Gentlemen 
of the Maſſachuſetts preſented an order of theire Generall Court declaring theire 
conctrrence with the concluſions of the Comiſſioners in 1664 for a tripertite Confea- 
deration and Trieniall meeting of the Comiſſioners which theire Secretary 
to our Court ; wee anſware that altho it doth not appeer that an anſware in writing 
was Returned therunto yett our Generall aſſembly did ſoe well Reſent that Determi- 
nation of the Comiſſioners that wee know not of any that did oppoſe it; and haue 
acted according in choiſe of Comiſhoners euer ſince and attending the Corporation 
buſines att Boſton in complyance of that agreement ; 

1. In Reference to Southertowne The Maſſachuſetts did exerciſe Iuriſdiction after 
the Determination of the Comiſhoners in 1658 and 1659 vnuill the Goverment of that 
place was ſtated to vs by charter; nor haue the Gentlemen of the Maſſachuſetts 
declared to vs any Diſlike of our ſoe docing thoſe two yeares paſt that wee know of;

ble foe often in the other Collonies; if in the mean time ſome middle place be not 
found out and agreed on which may be comodious for all the Iuriſdictions; 

6. It is further agreed that att each meeting of the Comiſſioners whether ordi- 
nary or extreordinary they may choſe their Preſedent out of themſelues whoſe of- 
fice and worke ſhalbe to take care and direct for order and comly carryage of all 
Proceedings in the preſent meeting but hee ſhalbee Inueſted with noe ſvch power by 
which hee may hinder the propounding or progreſſe of any buſines or any wayes 
caſt the ſcales otherwiſe then in the preſent articles is agreed;

Confeaderares ; It is alſoe agreed That if any ſervant Run away from his Maſter in- 
to any other of theſe Confeaderated Juriſdictions that in ſuch caſe vpon the Certifi- 
cate of one Majeſtrate of the Juriſdiction out of which the ſaid ſeruant fled or vp- 
on other due profte the ſaid ſeruant ſhalbe deliuered either to his maſter or any 
other that perſues and bringes ſuch Certificate or proffe ; and that vpon the eſcape - 
of any priſoner whatſoeuer or fugatine for any criminall cauſe whether breakeing 
priſon or getting from the officer or otherwiſe eſcapeing vpon the certifycate of one 
Majeſtrate of the Juriſdiction out of which the eſcape was made that he was a pri- 
ſoner ; or ſuch an offender att the time of the eſcape; the Majeſtrates or ſome 
of them of that Juriſdiction where for the preſent the ſaid fugatiue abideth 
ſhall forthwith graunt ſuch warrant as the caſe will beare for the the apprehending 
of any ſuch perſon and the delivering of him or her into the hands of the perſuer 
and if healp be Required it ſhalbe graunted hee paying the charges therot ; 

8. It is further agreed that for the diſpoſall of the Indian ſtocke for the future the 
choiſe of the Comiſſioners for the ſcuerall Collonies being annually as formerly the 
Comiſhoners of the Maſſachuſetts with ſuch others as ſhalbee preſent or any three 
of the Comiſſioners meeting yearly att Boſton or elſewhere as they ſhall agree and

12. It is alſoe agreed that incaſe of any fuddaine exegencye or other * oc- 
caſions Requiring the meeting of the Comiſſioners before the ordinary time ; the 
Gouernor or any three majeſtrates of any of the Confeaderate luriſdictions may 
ſumon a meeting of the Comiſſioners briefely ſignifying the occation therof and the 

time and place of theire meeting which ſhalbee accordingly attended by the Comiſſi- 
oners of all the confeaderate Juriſdictions and when mett they may adjourne to any 
other time or place as to them ſhall ſcem meet.

The Articles of Confeaderation Ratifyed and fully concluded. 


ARTICLES of ConFzartrarTiIon between the PLanTaTIONs under the GOUER- 
MENT of the MassacuustTTs The PLAnTAaTIOns wnder the GOUERNMENT of 
Nzw Proz; and the PLANTATIONS vnder the GouzRMEnTof ContctiCoTT; 


WHERAs wee all came into theſe partes of America with one and the ſame end 
and aime viz. To advance the kingdome of our Lord Iefus Chriſt ;. and to Injoy the 
Liberties of the Goſpell in puritie with peace; And wheras in our ſettleing by a wiſe 
providence of God wee are further diſperſed vpon the ſea coaſts and Riuers then 
was firſt intended; ſoe that wee cannot according to our deſire with conueniencye 
comunicate .in one Gouerment and Juriſdiftion ; and wheras wee are compaſſ- 
ed with people of ſeuerall nations and ſtrange languages; which heerafter may proue

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injurious to vs and our poſteritie and foraſmuch as the natiues haue formerly comit- 
ed ſundry inſolencyes and outrages vpon ſeuerall Plantations of the Engliſh ; and 


haue ſeuerall times combined themſelues againſt vs; and ſeing by reaſon of our diſ- 


tance from England (our deare natiue Countrey) wee are hindred both from that 
humble way of ſeeking aduice and reaping thoſe comfortable fruites of protection 
which wee might otherwiſe well expect; wee therfore accoumpt it our duty as well 
as ſaftey To enter into a confeaderation for mutuall healp and ſuccor in all our future 
concernments ; that as in nation and religion; ſoe in other reſpects; wee be and 
continew one; according to the tenure and true meaning of the Inſueing articles;

Now wheras for many years paſt vpon divers good Conſiderations there was a 
Conteaderation agreed vpon by the antient Engliſh Collonies under his Majeſties 
Authoritie in New England for mutuall healp ſupport and defence; as alſoe for the 
better maintaining his Majeſties Intereſt againſt auy oppoſition or incurſion of the 
barbarous natiues and others as appeereth by articles that were agreed vpon in the 
year 1643 and are vpon Record to bee ſeen wherby the ſaid. Collonies haue bin ſoe 
vaited as haue proued very beneficiall to all his Majeſties ſubjects in theſe partes for 
theire peace and ſecuritie; And wheras the ſeuerall Generall Courts of the ſaid Col-

AN order of the Generall Court of the Maſſachuſetts Comiſſionateing Thomas 
Danforth Eſqr. and Mr. Willam Hawthorne theire Comiſſioners for that Collonie for 
a full and compleat yeer Inveſting them with full power in the name of theire Court 
to ratify and confeirme the articles of confeaderation as they were voted and agreed 
vpon by theire Generall Court held att Boſton in May laſt ; and alſoe to treat of and 
conclude all matters and thinges proper to the cognizance of the ſaid Court according 
to the true meaning of the ſaid Articles ; a Coppy wherof fairly written in Parchment 
was preſented vnder the hand and atteſt of Mr. Edward Rawſon theire Secretary ; 
which being read and particularly examined was fully conſented vnto for the Re- 
eſtabliſhment of the Confeaderation and accordingly ſubſcribed vnto by all the Comiſ- 
ſioners of the ſeuerall Collonies : 

Thomas Prence Eſqr. and major Joſiah Winſlow Eſqr. preſented a like order of the 
Generall Court of Plymouth of June the fift 1672 declaring that they were choſen 
theire Comiſſioners for one compleat yeer and inveſted with like power as the Comiſ- 
ſioners of the Maſſachuſetts ; 

John Winthrope Eſqr. and James Richards Eſqr. preſented a like order of the 
Court of Conecticott of May the gth. and June the 26: 72: declaring that they were 
choſen theire Comiſſioners for one compleat year and inveſted with like power as the 
other two Collonies aboue named were ; 

Thomas Prence Eſqr. was choſen Preſedent of the Comiſſioners; 

A Letter was receiued from Mr. Nicholas Eſſon Gouernor of Road lland and an 
Anſware Returned a coppy wherof is left on file with the other writings of this 
meeting ; 

Letters alſoe was receiued from Mr. Elliott Mr. Mayhew and Mr. Fitch giueing 
an accoumpt of the progreſſe of the Goſpell amongſt the Indians all which letters 


were incloſed to the honorable Corporation in England and coppyes therof taken and 


left on file with the Records of this meeting ; 

Mr. Vſhers accoumpt of Diſburſments were receiued and alowed and an order 
giuen him for payment of the ſeuerall ſalleryes this yeer all which are on file as alſoe 
the ballence of the accoumpt as they now ſtand with the Corporation; 

Thomas Danforth Eſqr. is ordered to take care that all the Bibles and other prints 
belonging to the Indians be bound vp and not loſt ; and for that end is to call for 
the ſame where they are now Reſting and diſpoſe therof; |

to vs a

HoNORABLE SIR, 


YOUERS dated March the 2oth. 1671 came ſafe to hand and the bills of Ex- 
change therin menſioned were Reddily accepted ; and wilbe accordingly payed; wee 
haue according to our vſuall manor examined and taken a particular accoumpt of 
of the progreſſe of the Goſpell amongſt the Indian Natives, and of theire Increaſe 


in knowlidge and ciuillitie ; and ſoe farr as wee haue Receiued any thinge in writing 


from thoſe that are theire Teachers wee haue for youer more full ſatisfaction encloſ- 
ed the ſame heerin ; which together with what wee are otherwiſe Informed being 
conſidered wee dare not thinke or Judge any other but that the Lord hath amongſt 
them ſome of his ele& ones; the Redemption of whoſe ſoules is precious in his 
ſght ; and that this worke is Indeed owned of himſelfe; that it is attended with 
difficulties many diſcurragments from men and diuells; as you may ſee in parte by 
Mr. Fitch his letter; Renders the fiter object for the wiſdom power and compaſi- 
on of an Infinite and vnchangable being; whoe taketh moſt delight to magnify his 
owne Glorious name in the middeſt of mans miſſery and Nothingnes ; and wee can- 
not but take notice of Gods hand in ſtiring vp ſundry wherof the Reverend Mr. El- 
liott and Mr. Mayhew deceaſed were the firſt and cheife to attend that work of 
mercye to the ſoules of thoſe poor Natiues ; and the ſame did continew conſtant in 
for many yeers, when as yett they had Receiued noe Incurragement from any in 
England or New England; and yett now Notwithſtanding all the Incurragment that 
i giuen wee find it farr more difficult to obtaine ſuitable Inſtruments to laborr ther- 
al] which tells vs That it is the Lord and not man whoe muſt thruſt forth thoſe

that are Indeed faithfull laborters ; and for this end wee menſion it that all thoſe whoe 
by theire voulentary and liberall contributions to this piouſe worke haue manifeſted 
theire charrety, that they may be ſtired vp to adde theire prayers to the Lord of this 
Great harveſt that hee wilbe pleaſed yett further to fitt and thruſt forth Labourrers 
into this parte of his Vinyard; the accompt Incloſed when compared doth ſhew the 
number of Labourers and theire names both Engliſh and Indians ; together with 
theire particular ſalleries; wherby it doth appeer how that monies that hath bin ſent 
ouer are diſpoſed ; and had there bine more wee ſhould haue ſeen Reaſon to order 
the diſburſment therof partly for the Incurragment of ſome Deſignes of the Reue- 
rend Mr, Elliott whoe continews vnwearicd in his Indeauors for theire good, as al- 
ſoz ſome other perſons that may in time be vſefull Inſtruments in that worke ; one 
wherof is the ſon of that Reverend and good man Mr. Mayhew deceaſed whoe be- 
ing borne on the Iland called Marthas Viniyard and now grown to mans eſtate and 
there ſettled ; is an hopefull younge man and hath the ire Language perfectly Con- 
cerning Mr. Mouth his Gift wee expett it wilbe Returned into our hands this next 
autume; and conſidering the trouble wee find to gett in the Rent; and difficulty to 
cecure the principall ; wee feare we ſhall not be able to make ſoe good Improvment 
therof as formerly; but ſhall not be awanting to doe the beſt wee can therin; Sir 
before wee conchude wee cannot omitt to Returne you our harty thankes for youer 
great loue towards and Reddines to promote the good of our Colledge att Cam- 
bridge; from whence all the Collonies after our bereauement by death of many 
aged and worthy leaders in Church and Commonwealth that layed the foundation 
of theſe plantations haue through the Lords Goodneſs alreddy had a very good ſup- 
ply ; and although that Society doth att preſent labour vader ſundry diſcurrage- 
ments partely ariſeing by the death of theire Yate preſedent, and alſoe by the decay 
of theire buildings which were made in our Infancye; yett are now in a hopefull 
way to be againe ſupplyed with an able Preſedent, and alſoe with a New building 
of bricke and ſtone for the effefting wherof there is alreddy a contribution made 
according to our low condition; and wee hope that our Indeauors heerin wilbe a 
bleſſing to the Indians as well as to the Engliſh ; youer countenance therof and Re- 
ſpe& therto ; as the Prouidence of God hath Given you an Intereſt in any that are 
capable to promote the good therof, is all that wee craue youer honors trouble in; 
Sir craueing youer fauorable Interpretation and acceptance of theſe lines with our 
harty deſire and prayer to the Lord yett further to Incurrage youer honor, and the

Nouember the 2cond 167 5 


FORASMUCH as the Narraganſett Indians are deeply acceſſory in the preſent 
bloudy outrages of the Barbarous Natiues That are in open hoſtillitie with the En- 
gliſh ; This appeering by theire harbouring the actors therof; Releiuing and ſuc- 
coring theire weomen and children and wounded men, and detaining them in theire 
coſtody Notwithſtanding the Couenant made by theire Sachems to deliuer them to 
the Engliſh ; and as is credibly Reported they haue killed and taken away many 
Cattle from the Engliſh theire Naighbors ; and did for ſome daies ſeize and keep 
vnder a ſtronge gaurd Mr. Smithes houſe and family; and att the Newes of the 
ſadd and lamentable miſcheiff that the Indians did vnto the Engliſh att or neare had- 
ley ; did in a uery Reproachfull and blaſphemouſe manor triumph and Rejoyce 
theratt ; | 

The Comiſſioners doe agree and determine that beſides the number of ſouldiers 
formerly agreed vpon to be Raiſed and to be in conſtant Reddines for the vſe of 
the Country there ſhalbe one thouſand more Raiſed and furniſhed ; with theire 
armes and prouiſions of all ſorts to be att one houres warning, for the publick ſer- 
vice; the ſaid Souldiers to be raiſed in like proportions in each Collonie as the for- 
mer were; Alſoe they doe agree that AB: ſhalbe Comaunder in Cheife ouer the 
ſaid ſouldiers and that the ſaid AB: ſhall with the ſaid ſouldiers march into the Nar- 
raganſetts Country and incaſe they be not preuented by the Narraganſetts Sachems 
actuall performance of theire Covenants made with the Comiſhoners by delivering 
vp thoſe of our enimies that are in theire coſtody; as alſoe makeing Reparation for

Plymoeths Comiſſioners Preſented this following Narratiue ſhewing the manor of 
the beginning of rhe preſent Warr with the Indians of Mount hope and Pocaſſet; 


A Breift narratiue of the beginning and progreſſe of the preſent trouble be- 
tween vs and the Indians; takeing its riſe in the Collonie of New Plymouth; anno 
Dom: 1675. 

Not to looke back further then the troubles that were between the Collonie of 
New Plymouth and Phillip Sachem of mount hope In the yeer 1671 It may bee re- 
membred that the Settlement and Iſſue of that controvercye obtained and made 
principally by the mediation and interpoſed advice and councell of the other two 
confeaderate Collonies, whoe vpon a carefull inquiry and ſerch into the grounds of 
that Trouble found that the ſaid Sachems pretence of wronges and injuries from 
that Collonie were Groundles and falce ; and that hee (although firſt in armes) was 
the Pecant and offending party; and that Plymouth had juſt cauſe to take vp armes 


_ againſt him; and it was then agreed that hee ſhould pay that Collonie a certaine ſume 


of money, in parte of theire damage and charge by him occationed ; and hee then 
not onely renewed his ancient couenant of friendſhip with them; bur made him- 


ſelfe and his people abſoſute ſubjects to our ſouereign Lord King Charles the ſe- 


cond ; and to that his Collonie of New Plymouth fince which time wee know not 
that the Engliſh of that or any other of the Collonies yo bin injurious to him or 


his, that might juſtly provoake them to take vp armes againſt vs; But ſomtime the 


laſt winter the Governor of Plymouth was informed by Saſſamon a faithfall Indian 
that the ſaid Phillip was vndoubtedly indeauoring to raiſe new troubles ; and was in- 
deauoring to engaze all the Sachems round about in a warr againſt vs ſome of the 
Engliſh alſoe that lived neare the ſaid Sachem, comunicated their feares and Iea- 


louſyes concurrent with what the Indian had informed; about a week after John 


Saſſamon had giuen his information hee was barbarouſly murdered by ſome Indians 
for his faithfulnes (as wee haue cauſe to belicue) To the Intereſt of God and of 
the Engliſh ; ſomtime after Saſſamons Death Phillip haueing heard that the Go- 
uernor of Plymouth had receiued ſome information againſt him and purpoſed to ſend 
for or to him to appeer att theire next Court that they might Inquire into thoſe Re- 
ports, came downe of his own accord to Plymouth a little before theire court, in the 


beginning

bezining of March laſt; att which time the counſell of that Collonie vpon a large 
debate with him had great Reaſon to belicue that the Information againſt him might 
be in ſabſtance true, but not haueing full proffe therof and hopeing that the diſco. 
nery of it foe farr would cauſe him to deſiſt they diſmiſed him frindly ; giueing him 
onely to vnderſtand that if they heare further conſerning that matter. they might ſee 
reaſon to demaund his armes to be deliuered vp for theire ſecuritie; which was ac- 
cording to former agreement between him and them, and hee engaged on theire de- 
maund they ſhould be ſurrendered vnto them or theire order; att that court wee 
had many Indians in examination conſerning the murder of John Saſſamon but had 
not then teſtimony in the cafe but not longe after an Indian appeering to teſtify ; wee 
apprehend three by him charged to be the murderers of Saſſamon, and cecurel 
them to a triall att our next Court holden in June, att which rime a little before the 
Court Phillip began to keep his men in armes about him and to gather ſtrangers vnto 
him and to march about in armes towards the vper end of the necke on which hee 


lined and neare to the Engliſh houſes 3 wlio began therby to bee ſomwhat diſquieted 


but tooke as yet noe further notice but onely to ſett a milletary watch in the next 
Townes; as Swanſey and Rehoboth ; ſome hints wee had that the Indians were in 
armes while our Court was fitting but wee hoped it might ariſe from a guilty fears in 
Phillip that wee would ſend for him and bring him to tryall with the other murder- 
ers; and that if hee ſaw the Court broken vp and hee not ſent for; the cloud might 
blow ouer; and indeed our innoſenſy made us uerry ſecure and confident it would 
not haue broken out into a warr 3 But no ſooner was our Court deſolued but wee 
had intelligence from Leift : John Browne of Swanſey that Phillip and his men con- 
tinewed conſtantly in armes, many ſtrange Indians from ſeuerall places flocked in to 
him and that they ſent away theire wiues to Narraganſett; and were giucing our 
people frequent alarums by drums and guns 1n the night and invaded theire paſſage 
towards Plymouth ; and that theire younge Indians were earneſt for a warr ; on the 
7th of June Mr. Benjamin Church being on Road liland Weetanno and ſome of her 

cheiffe men told him that Philip intended a warr ſpeedily-u ith the Engliſh ſome of 
them ſaying that they would healp him; and that hee had alreddy giuen them leaue 
to kill Engliſh mens Cattle and rob theire hovſes; about the 14th and I 5th of June 
Mr. James Browne went twiſe to Phillip to perſwade him to be quiett but att both 
times found his men in armes and Phiilip uery hizh and not perſwadable to peace; 
on the 14th June our Councell wrote an amicable frindly letter to Phillip therin 
ſhewing our diſlike of his practices; and aduiſcing him to diſmiſe his ſtrange 'n- 
dians and comaund his owne men to fall quictly to theire buſines that our people 
might alſoe bee quiett; and not to ſuffer himſelſe to be abuſed by Reports concerne- 
ing vs who intended him noe wrenge; nor hurt to ds him; but Mr. Browne 
- cod not obtaine an anſware from him; on the 17th June Mr. Paine of Rehoboth 


and 
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and ſeuerall others of the Engliſh going vnarmed to Mount hope to ſeek theire horſes 
att Philips requeſt; the Indians came and preſented theire guns att them and carried 
it uery inſolently though noe way prouoaked by them; on the 18th or 19th Iob 
Winſlow his houſe was broken vp and Rifled by Phillips men; June the 20th be- 
ing the Sabbath the people att Swanſey were alarumed by the Indians two of our In- 
habitants burned out of theire houſes and theire houſes rifled ; and the Indians were 
marching as they judged to aſſault the Towne ; and therefore Intreated ſpeedy healp 
from vs; Wee heervpon the 21 of June ſent vp ſome forces to releiue that Towne 


and diſpatched more with ſpeed 3 on Wedneſday the 23 of June a dozen more of 


their houſes att Swanſey were rifled ; on the 24th Thomas layton was ſlaine ait the 
fall Riuer; on the 25th of June diuers of the people att Swanſey ſlaine; and many 
houſes burned vnt ill which time, and for ſeuerall daies tho wee had a conſiderable 
Force there both of our owne and of the Maſſachuſetts (To our Greife and ſhame) 
they took noe Reuenge of the enemie ; thus ſlow were wee and vnwilling to engage 
ourſelues and naighbours in a warr ; haueing many Inſolencyes almoſt Intollerable 
from them of whoſe hands wee had deſerued better;

WEE haucing received from the Comiſſioners of Plymouth a narratiue ſhew ing 
the riſe and ſeuerall ſtepps of the proceeding of that Collonie as to the preſent warr 
with the Indians; which had its begininge there; and its progreſſe into the Maſſa- 
chuſets ; by their inſolence outrages murdering many perſons and burning theire 
houſes in ſundry plantations in both Collonies ; and haueing duely conſidered the 
ſame doe declare that the faid war doth appeer to be both juſt and neſſeſarie; in its 
firſt Riſe a defenciue warr and therfore wee doe agree and conclude that it ought 
now to be Ioyntly proſecuted by all the the vnited Collonies ; and the charges thero 
to be bourne and payed as is agreed in the articles of Confeaderation |

In purſuance of that concluſion They doe againe Recomend it to the Gouernours 
and Councells of the ſeuerall Iuriſdictions; that with all due care and dilligence the 
ſaid ſouldiers be not onely Raiſed, but alſoe uery well fited and furniſhed for the pub- 
licke ſeruice and vigorouſly Improued ; as occation ſhalbe in the purſuite and diſreſt 
of the enimie; which wee Iudge the beſt expedient for the ſecuring of the Engliſh 
plantations ; 


And for the better managment of this affaire that each Iuriſdiction doe nominate 


and comiſhon one meet man to bee Comaundor in Cheiffe in the Collonie wherin hee 


dwells and as there ſhalbe need for the Anoyance of the enimie or the defence of the 
Engliſh Plantations That the ſaid Forces vnite in parte or the whole in which caſe they 
ſhalbe vader the Comaund of him whoe is the Comaundor in Cheiffe in that Collonie 
where the expedition is to be performed ; 

And for the Incurragement of Voulenteers to Goe forth in purſuite of the enimie; 
Incaſe the Reſpectiue Councells of the Iuriſdictions ſhall ſee cauſe to Graunt Comiſſi- 
ons for that end to meet perſons ; The Comiſſioners doe heerby order and declare 
that the plunder and ſpoyle by them lawfully taken whether Goods or perſons being 
Legally ſoe adjudged and condemned ſhalbe to theire owne proper vſe and behoofe 
And that heerafter the Indians be allowed 4 coates for each man or boy aboue ſix 
yeers old that they bring in of our enimie being legally adjudged and con- 
demned as aboue; and for weomen and Girles aboue fix yeers old two Coates

WHERAS for the continewation of a feirme peace and ſettled frendſhip between 
the vnited Collonies in New England and the Narraganſett Indians on the 15th of 
Iuly laſt there was Couenants and articles of agreement made and concluded between 
the Meflengers ſent and Improued by the Maſſachuſetts and Conecticott Collonies on 
the one party and the Sachems of the ſaid Narraganſett Indians on the other party ; 
as will more fully appeer and are contained in an Inſtrument by them Ioyntly ſigned 
and ſealled ; Reference thervato being had ; Now this witnefleth that wee whoſe 
Names are heer vnder written being fully Impowered by the Sachems ouer the aboue 
ſaid Indians to treat with the Comiſſioners of the aboueſaid vnited Collonies att Boſ- 
ton and to acte and conclude all matters and thinges appertaineing to the confeirmation 
of a feirme and ſettled peace between the aboue ſaid partyes wee doe by theſe preſents 
fully clearly and abſolutely Rattify and confeirme all the aboueſaid Articles of Agree- 
ment heerby declaring our harty Deſire and teirme Reſolution to continew in a ſure 
and conſtant peace with the Engliſh ; and wee doe fully and abſolutely engage our- 
ſelues in the behalfe of the Sachems of the abouemenſioned Indians to performe and 
fullfill the ſaid Articles and euery thing therin menſioned and contained according to 
the true Intent and meaning therof ;

Wheras the honored Councell of the Maſſachuſetts vpon Report of the Maquaes 
and enimie Indians comploting to make Depradations on our frind Indians as they.

tion and finall ſettlement of all claimes from any of the ſeuerall Collonies now made 
or heerafter to be made thervpon ; as alfoe for the Deuiſion of Conqueſt Lands and 
Proffitts of Priſoners accrewing by the late warr doe agree that the ſeuerall Collonics 
ſhall fully poſeſſe and freely diſpoſe to their owne advantage all ſuch lands as lye 
within theire owne precincts Reſpectiuely and ſuch priſoners with other proffitts as 
haue bine brought in to them and are now poſſeſſed by them; without Let Diſturb- 
ance or claime of from or by each others ; and that the Collonie of New Plymouth 
ſhal]l pay vnto the Maſſachuſetts the Juſt ſume of one Thouſand pounds lawfull mo-

Coenraed Burgh, Counſellor and formerly Alderman, 
Henry Roeters, Upper Commiſſary of the Exchange Bank, Edward Man, Iſaac 
Van Beeck, Hector Pieterſcn, and John Tayſpel, as Commiſſaries and Dire@ors, 
appointed for this Purpoſe by the Burgermaſters aſereſaid, by Authority of the Cou:.- | 
cil of this City, who are to fit and hold their Meetings at the Weſt India Houſe on 1 
Tueſdays and Thurſlays from Noon till half an Hour paſt two O'Clock.

THE Coloniſts who are going thither ſhall be tranſported in ſuitable Veſſels, 
with their Families, houſehold Furniture and other Neceſſaries.

The City of Amſterdam aforeſaid ſhall divide all the Lands round about the afore- 
ſaid Town or City, into ſuitable Fields for plough land, paſture and meadow land,

Every Farmer ſhall have, in free, faſt, and durable propriety, ſo many morgens, 
as well of plough-land as meadow, as he and his family can improve and will want 
for grazing, if it be 20, 30, or more morgens; provided that all ſuch lands, which 
ſhall be given and conveyed in fee to the Coloniſts, ſhall by them, in two years from 
the conveyance, be brought under cultivation, on penalty of their being taken from 
them and giuen to other perſons.

Each of the Coloniſts ſhall ſettle and enjoy his land freely, without paying any 

poundage, horn-money or ſalt- money for ten years, reckoning from the year in |

But if the City of Amſterdam ſhall fend away its own or any chartered ſhip laden 
only with its own goods, it ſhall ſend that ſhip or ſhips directly to its own City, Town, 
or Colony, provided that all the goods laden on board ſhall be advertiſed in the City's 
Warehouſe there, under the inſpection of any one of the Company appointed for 
that purpoſe, to whom alſo the letters and commiſſion from the company ſhall be 
delivered.

In like manner all wares, produce or merchandize, imported from the City's Co- 


lony, muſt be brought here, and advertiſed in the City's Warehouſe under the In-

Treaty) made and concluded at H4rTFORD, relative to the Line of Parti- 
tion between New NETHERLAND and NEW ENGLAND, and ot her Matters. 


HE ST ATES GENERAL of the United Netherlands, To all thoſe who 
ſhall ſee, or hear theſe preſents read SND GREETINdG and make known, 

That there hath been deliuered unto us, by order of the Directors of the In-Char- 
tered Weſt India Company at the Chamber of Amſterdam, the Extract out of the 
articles of Agreement heerafter mentioned, made and concluded at Hartford in Con- 


necticut the 19th of September 1650, relating as well to the Line of Diviſion be- 


tween New Netherland, and New England, as to ether Matters, in the words fol- 
lowing, that is to ſay, 


Extract of the Articles of Agreement made and concluded at Hartford, ſituate 
in Connecticut the 19th September 1650 between the Deputies of the Ho- 
norable Commiſhoners of the united Engliſh Colonies and Peter Stuyueſant, 
Governor of New Netherland. 


With reſpect to the Line of Diviſion and Juriſdiction between the United Engliſh 


Colonies, and the Dutch Province of New Netherland, wee agree and conclude as 
follows, | 


FigsT That on Long Ifland, a Line drawn ſrom the Weſtermeſt Part of Oylter- 


bay, and thence in a direct courſe to the ſea ſhore, ſhall be the Line of diviſion be- 


tween the Dutch and Engliſh on Long Ifland ; the Eaſtern part for the Engliſh, and 
the Weſtern Part for the Dutch. 

SECONDLY, The ſtations on the main land ſhall begin on the Weſt fide of Green- 
wich Bay, being about four miles from Stanford, and thence to run a northerly 
Courſe into the countrey Twenty miles, FRO VIDEO that ſuch Courſe do not come 
within Ten miles of the North-Riuer; But hercaiter the Line ſhall run as ſhall be 
agreed upon by the two Gouernors, that is the Dutch Gouernor and the Gouernor 
of New Hauen: It is further agreed that the Dutch hereafter ſhall build no houſes 


Dnedrer 
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nearer to the ſaid Line than fix miles. The Inhabitants of Greenwich ſhall remain 
under the Government of the Dutch, until further order and conſideration. 

Türk, The Dutch ſhall hold and poſſeſs the lands att Hartford, as they now 
actually poſſeſs the ſame, and as the ſame is known by diuers marks, and remarkable 
places: But all the remaining Lands on both ſides of the Freſh Riuer ſhall be and 
remain for the Engliſh. It is further agrezd that the aforeſaid Boundaries or Limits, 
as well on the Ifland as on the main land, ſhall be obſerued and remain unmoleſted, 
both by the Engliſh United Collonies and the Dutch nation, without any further ex- 
tenſion or trouble on either ſide, until that matter is finally concluded and determin- 
ed in Europe, by the mutuall conſent of both the ſtates of Nos and Holland. 

With Reſpect to Fugitives, 

It is agreed that the ſame Regulations ſhall be obſerued between the united Eng- 
1; Colonies and the Dutch nation in theſe weſtern parts of New Netherland, as is 
eſtabliſhed in the eighth Article of the Agreement made between the Engliſh united 
Colonies. 

What relates to the Propoſition of a cloſer Union and Friendſhip between the 
Engliſh and Dutch Nations in theſe Weſtern Parts, eſpecially againſt a common 
Enemy, 

We conceiue it is neceſlary that that Matter ſhould be taken into mature conſide- 
ration by the United Colonies ; and defire that the ſame may be made known and 
recommended to them, that proper Reſolutions may be taken by them in that reſ- 
pect, againſt the next yearly meeting of the Comiſſaries. 

IN TESTIMONY of our unanimous Conſent to the foregoing ſeuerall Concluſi- 
ons, we haue figned theſe with our own hands the 19th September, Anno 1650.

LEASE you to underſtand, that there hath come to our view a letter ſubſcrib- 

ed by the honour'd gentlemen commiſhoners of the united coloneys, the con- 

rents whereof are a requeſt concerning certayne people caled quakers, come among 
us lately, &c. | 


Our deſtres are, in all things poſſible, to purſue after and keepe fayre and loving

coreſpondence and entercourſe with all the colloneys, and with all our countreymen 


in New-England ; and to that purpoſe we have endeavoured (and ſhall ſtill endea- 
vour) to anſwere the defires and requeſts from all parts of the countrey, coming un- 
to us, in all juſt and equall returnes, to which end the coloney have made ſeaſonable 
proviſion to preſerve a juſt and equal entercourſe between the coloneys and us, by 
giving juſtice to any that demand it among us, and by returning. ſuch as make 


eſcapes from you, or from the other coloneys, being ſuch as fly from the hands 


of juſtice, for matters of crime done or committed amongſt you, &c. And as con- 


3 cerning 
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cerning theſe quakers (ſo caled) which are now among us, we have no law among 
us whereby to puniſh any for only declaring by words, &c. their mindes and under- 
ſtandings concerning the things and ways of God, as to ſalvation and an eternal 
condition. And we, moreover, finde, that in thoſe places where theſe people a- 
foreſaid, in this coloney, are moſt of all ſuffered to declare themſelves freely, and 
are only opoſed by arguments in diſcourſe, there they leaſt of all defire to come, and 
we are informed that they begin to loath this place, for that they are not oppoſed 
by the civill authority, but with all patience and meeknes are ſuffered to ſay over 
their pretended revelations and admonitions, nor are they like or able to gain many 
here to their way; ſurely we find that they delight to be perſecuted by civill pow- 
ers, and when they are ſoe, they are like to gaine more adherents by the conſeyte 
of their patient ſufferings, than by conſent to their pernicious ſayings. And yet we 
conceive, that theire doctrines tend to very abſolute cutting downe and overturning 
relations and civill government among men, if generally received. But as to the 
dammage that may in likelyhood accrue to the neighbour colloneys by their being 
here entertained, we conceive it will not prove ſo dangerous (as elſe it might) in re- 
gard of the courſe taken by you to ſend them away out of the countrey, as they come 
among you. But, however, at preſent, we judge it requiſitt (and doe intend) to com- 
mend the conſideration of their extravagant outgoings unto the generall aſſembly of 
our coloney in March next, where we hope there will be ſuch order taken, as may, 
in all honeſt and contientious manner, prevent the bad effects of theire doctrines 
and endeavours ; and ſoe, in all courtious and loving reſpects, and with defire of 
all honeſt and fayre commerce with you, and the reſt of our honoured and beloved

rant from any magiſtrate be committed to Priſon there to remain till the penalty be 
ſatisfied and paid, and if any perſon or perſons within this juriſdion ſhall henceforth 
entertaine and conceal any ſuch Quaker or Quakers or other blaſphemous hereticks 
(knowing them ſoe to be) euery ſuch perſon ſhall forfeit to the country forty ſhil- 
lings for euery hours entertainment and concealment of any Quaker or Quakers as 
aforſaid And ſhall be committed to priſon as aforeſaid untill the Forfeitures be fully 
ſatisfied and paid. And it is further ordered that if any Quaker or Quakers ſhall 
preſume after they haue once ſuffered what the Law requireth to come into this Ju- 
riſdiction every ſuch male Quaker ſhall for the firſt offence haue one of his ears cut 
off and be kept att work in the houſe of correction till he can be ſent away at his own 
charge and for the Second offence ſhall haue the other ear cut off &c. and kept at 
the houſe of Correction as aforeſaid. And euery Woman Quaker that hath ſuffered 
the law here that ſhall preſume to come into this juriſdiction ſhall be ſeuerely whipt 
and kept at the houſe of correction at work till ſhe be ſent away at her own charge 
and fo alfo for her coming again ſhe ſhall be alike uſed as aforeſaid. And for euery 
Quaker he or ſhe that ſhall a third time heerin again offend they ſhall haue their 
Tongues bored through with a hot iron and be kept at the houſe of Correction cloſe 
at work till th.y be ſent away at their own charge. And it is further ordered that all 


and euery Quaker ariſing from amongſt ourſclues ſhall be dealt with and ſuffer the 
like Puniſhments as the Law prouides againſt foreign Quakers,

GENTLEMEN, 


V * cannot but take notice of your Claim unto and diſpoſing of the Lands in 

the Pequot Country wherin we haue always challenged an Intereſt, and yet 
ſee not reaſon to lay down the ſame 3 wee haue peruſed the judgment of the Comiſſi- 
oners in 46 and 47 that the Juriſdiction on the weſt fide of the Pequot Riuer ought to 
belong to Connecticut till the Maſſachuſets ſhew reaſon to the contrary againſt which 
wee {hall not at preſent object, conceiving therby our title to the lands on the caſt fide 
of the Riuer to be at leaſt (tacitly) yielded to us notwithſtanding which you haue 
proceeded to diſpoſe of thoſe lands to diuers perſons and to exerciſe Juriſdiction ouer 
them which wee cannot but take notice of and declare to be prejudicial to our Right, 
and therfore do deſire and expect you do frendly yeeld up thoſe aforeſaid lands on the 
eaſt ſide of the Pequot Riuer unto us, and that you do not further proceed to exer- 
ciſe authority ouer the inhabitants there or to be grievous to them without their own 
conſent till the matter be determined according to the articles of Confeaderation if 
(at leaſt) your own juſtice ſhall not prevail with you to yield it to us without that 
trouble, We are at preſent to make known our claim to you by a petition preſented 
to us from the inhabitants there ſuppoſing it will not be unacceptable to you that this 
buſineſs be iſſued peaccably and friendly according to the relation wherin we mutu- 
ally ſtand engaged. We {hall not add further at preſent but commit you to God

T this Court Humphrey Norton and Iohn Rouſe two of thoſe called Quakers 


A appecred and preſented themſelues in the towne of Plymouth on the firſt of

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and were apprehended and comitted to ward vntill Thurſday the third of Iune 1658 
att which time they were preſented before the Court and examined and behaued 
themſelues (in ſpeciall Humphrey Norton) Turbulently and ſaid vnto the Gouernor 
ſundry times thou lyeſt; and ſaid vnto him Thomas thou art a mallicious man; in 
like manor the ſaid Iohn Rouſe behaued himſelfe in his words vnto the Court vnwor- 
thyly and ſoe were Returned vnto the place whence they came vntill Saterday the 
fift of Tune; att which time the ſaid Norton and Rouſe were againe ſent for vnto 
the court; att which Court; wheras formerly Chriſtopher Winter had depoſed to a 
Paper Containing ſundry Notoriouſe errors expreſſed by the ſaid Norton and by him 
deſired to bee enquired into A Coppy of the ſaid Paper was delivered vnto him in the 
Court ; and hee was demaunded by the ſaid Winter whether hee would deney any 
of thoſe particulares therin contained; and liberty was giuen by the court that in caſe 
hee the ſaid Norton would both hee and the ſaid Winter might Returne to the priſon 
with three or foure men with them to ſee and take knowlidg wherin they differed, and 
accordingly this was done and a Returne made of uery little difference betwixt what 
Winter affeirmed and the ſaid Norton owned; 

Morouer att the ſame time the ſaid Norton againe carryed very Turbulently ſaying 
to the Gouernor thy Clamourouſe Toungue I Regard noe more then the Duſt vnder 
my feet and thou art like a Scoulding woman and thow prateſt and derideſt mee or to 
the like effect with other words of like nature: and tendered a writing deſirouſe 
to Read it in the court to the which the Gouernor Replyed that if the paper were di- 
reed to him hee would ſee it before it ſhould bee openly Read; the ſaid Nor- 
ton refuſed to deliuer the ſaid paper to the Gouernor and ſoe it was prohibited to bee 
Read ; | 

Att the ſame time the ſaid humphrey Norton and John Rouſe were required ſeue- 
rally; that as they profeſſed themſelues to bee ſubjects to the State of England that 
they would take an oath of fidelitie to bee true to that ſtate which they Refuſed to do 
ſaying they would take no oath att all; In fine the faid humphrey Norton and Iohn 
Rouſe were Centanced according to the Law to bee whiped the which the ſame day 
accordingly was performed and the vnder Marſhall Requiring his fees they Refuſeing 
to pay them they were againe Returned to bee in durance vntill they would pay the 
ſame where they Remained vntill the tenth of Iune 1658 and fo made Compoſition i in 
ſom way with the ſaid Marſhall, and foe went away.

T is enacted by the Court and the authoritie therof That no Quaker Rantor or 
any ſuch corupt perſon ſhalbee admited to bee a freeman of this Corporation. 

It is enacted by the Court and the Authoritie therof that all ſuch as are oppoſers 

of the good and wholeſome lawes of this collonie; or manifeſt oppoſers of the true 

worſhip of God, or ſuch as Refuſe to doe the Countrey ſervice, being called ther- 
vnto, ſhall not bee admitted freemen of this Corporation; being duely convicted of 

all or any of theſe. 

It is enacted by the Court and the Authoritie therof that if any perſon or perſons 
that are or ſhallbee freemen of this Corporation that are Quakers, or ſuch as are 
manifeſt Incoragers of them, And be ſoe judged by the Court, or ſuch as fhall con- 
temptuouſly ſpeake of the Court or of the lawes therof and ſuch as are judged by the 
Court groſsly Seandalouſe as lyers drunkards Swearers &c. ſhall loſe their freedome 
of this Corporation. 

It is enacted by the Court that all ſuch as refuſe to take the oath of fidelitie as 
quakers or ſuch as are manifeſt encorragers of them ſhall haue noe voat in choiſe of 
publicke officers in rhe place wher they dwell or ſhalbee imployed in any place of truſt 
while they continew ſuch.

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amination, and legal conviction before the Court of Aſſiſtants in manner as aforeſaid, 
ſhall be committed to cloſe priſon for one Month, and then unleſs they chuſe volun- 
tarily to depart the Juriſdiction, ſhall giue bond for their good Abbearance, and ap- 
pearance at the next Court of Aſſiſtants, where continuing obſtinate, and refuſing to 
retract and reform the aforeſaid Opinions and Practiſes, ſhall be ſentenced to Baniſhment 
upon pain of Death: And in caſe of the aforeſaid voluntary departure, not to remain 
or again to return into this Juriſdiction, without the allowance of the major part of 
the Council firſt had and publiſhed on penalty of being Baniſhed upon pain of Death, 
and any one Magiſtrate, upon information given him of any ſuch perſon, ſhall cauſe 
them to be apprehended, and if upon examination of the caſe, he ſhall according to 
his belt diſcretion finde juſt ground for ſuch complaint, he ſhall commit ſuch perſon 
to priſon, until he comes to his tryal as is aboue epreſſed.

to be the Perſons baniſhed ; After a full Hearing of what the Priſoners could ſay 
for themſelues, It was put to the Queſtion, Whether William Robinſon, Marma- 
duke Stephenſon and Mary Dyer, the Perſons, now in Priſon, who haue been con- 


victed for Quakers, and baniſhed this Juriſdiction on Pain of Death, ſhould be put 


to Death according as the Law provides in that caſe ? 


The Court reſolved this Queſtion in the Affirmative. 
And the Governor in open Court declared the Sentence to William Robinſon that

Whereas William Robinſon, Marmaduke Stevenſon and Mary Dyer are ſentenced 
by this Court to Death for their Rebellion &c. 

It is ordered that the Secretary iſſue out his Warrant to Edward Mitchelſon Mar-

HE Court haueing conſidered of the ſeuerall declarations which haue been pre- 
| ſented to vindicate the juſtice of this Courts proceedings in reference to the | 
Quakers do thankfully acknowledge themſelues engaged to the Gentlemen that | 
haue taken paines therein; And for the ſatisfaction of ſuch as may any way be 
doubtful ; 

It is ordered that the two + Declarations, here underwritten, ſhall go forthwith by 
the authority and order of the General Court, the Firſt of them to the preſs to be 
printed, The other from the Secretary to the towns in writing : 

Although the jvſtice of our proceedings againſt William Robinſon, Marmaduke 
Steuenſon and Mary Dyer, ſupported by the authority of this Court, and the laws of 
the Countrey and the laws of God, may rather perſuade us to expect encouragement 
and Commendation from all prudent and pious men, than convince us of any neceſſity 
to apologize for the fame, yet, foraſmuch as men of weaker parts, out of pity 
and Commiſeration (a commendable and Chriſtian vertue, yet eaſily abuſed and ſuſ- 
ceptible of ſiniſter and dangerous impreſſions) for want of full information may be 
leſs ſatisfied ; and men of perverſe principles may take occaſion hereby to calumni- 


ate us and render us as bloody perſecutors ; to ſatisfy the one, and ſtop the mouths 
of the other ; 


We thought it to requiſite to declare, That about three years ſince diuers perſons 
profeſſing themſelues Quakers (of whoſe pernicious principles and practices we had 
receiued intelligence from good hands) from Barbadoes and England arrived at Boſ- 
ton, whoſe perſons were only ſecured, to be ſent away by the firſt oppertunity, 
without cenſure or puniſhment ; altho their profeſſed tenets, turbulent and contemp- 
tuous Behaviour to authority would haue juſtifyed a ſeuerer animaduerſion, yet the

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prudence of this court was exerciſed only in making prouiſion to ſecure the peace and 
order here eſtabliſhed againſt their attempts, whoſe deſign we were well aſſured by 
our own experience, as well as by the example of their predeceſſors in Munſter, was 
to undermine and ruin the ſame 3 and accordingly a law was made and publiſhed, pro- 
hibiting all maſters of ſhips to bring any Quakers into this juriſdiction, and themſelues 
from coming in on penalty of the houſe of Correction, till they could be ſent away: 
notwithſtanding which by a back door they found entrance, and the penalty inflicted 
on themſelues prouing inſufficient to reſtrain their impudent and inſolent obtruſions 
was increaſed by the loſs of the ears of thoſe that offended the ſecond Time; which 
alſoe being too weak a defence againſt their impetuous and fanatick fury, geceſſitated 
us to endeauor our ſecurity ; And upon ſerious canſideration, after the former ex- 
periments of their inceſſant aſſaults, a law was made that ſuch perſons ſhould be ba- 
niſhed on pain of death ; according to the example of England, in their proviſion 
againſt Jeſuits ; which ſentence being regularly pronounced, at the laſt Court of aſ- 
ſiſtants, againſt the parties abouenamed; and they either returning or continuing 
preſumptuouily in this Juriſdiction, after the time limited, were apprehended, and 
owning themſelues to be the perſons baniſhed, were ſentenced (by this Court) to 
Death according to the Law aforeſaid : Which hath been executed upon two of 
them; Mary Dyer, upon the petition of her ſon, and the mercy and clemency of 
this Court had Liberty to depart within two days; which ſhe hath accepted of. 
The conſideration of our gradual proceedings will vindicate us from the clamorous 
accuſation of ſeuerity; our own juſt and neceflary defence calling upon us (other 
meaſures failing) to offer the point which theſe perſons haue violently and wilfully 
ruſhed upon; and thereby are become Felons de ſe, which might it haue been pre- 
vented and the ſouercign law falus populi been preſerued, our former proceedings 
as well as the ſparing of Mary Dyer upon an incouſiderable interceſſion, will mani- 
feſtly evince we deſired their life abſent rather than their death preſent. 

Many of that Scct of people, which are commonly called Quakers, having Fai 
foreign parts, and from other Collonies, come at ſundry times and in ſeueral compa- 
nics and numbers into this Juriſdiction of the Maſſachuſets; and thoſe leſſer Puniſh- 
ments of the houſe of Correction and Impriſonment for a time having been inflicted 
on ſome of them; but not ſufficing to deter or keep them away, but that ſtill they 
haue preſumed to come hither upon no other ground or occaſion (for ought that 
could appeer) but to ſcatter their corrupt opinions, and to draw others to their way, 


and fo to make deſturbance, and the honored General Court having hereupon made 
an order and Jaw, that ſuch perions ſhould be baniſhed and remoued hence, on pain 


of Death, to be inflicted on ſuch of them, as after their baviſhment, thould pre- 
{ume 
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_ fume to return and come hither again, The making and execution of the aforeſaid 
law may be cleared to be warrantable and juſt upon ſuch grounds and conſiderations 
as theſe vizt. 

1. The Doctrine of this ſect of people is deſtructiue to Fundamental Truths of 
Religion, as the ſacred Trinity, the perſon of Chriſt, and the holy Scriptures as a 
perfect rule of faith and life; as Mr. Norton hath ſhewed in his Tractate + againſt 
the quakers ; Yea, that one opinion of their being perfectly pure, and without ſin 
tends to ouerthrow the whole Goſpel, and the uery vitals of Chriſtianity; for they that 
haue no ſin have no need of Chriſt or of his ſatisfaction, or his blood to cleanſe them 
from their ſin; no need of faith to beliene in Chriſt for imputed Righteouſneſs to 
juſtify them, as being perfectly juſt in themſelues ; No repentance, as being righteous 
and without Sin, No need of growing in grace, nor of the word and ordinances of God 
that they may grow thereby ; for what need they to grow better, who are already 
perfect; No need of Chriſtian watchfulneſs againſt ſin, who haue no ſuch enemy as 
Sin dwelling in them, as Paul had, but are free from the Preſence and Being of Sin; 
and therefore Chriſt need not to ſay to them, as ſometimes to his diſciples, watch 
and pray that ye enter not into temptation; The Spirit is willing but the fleſh is weak; 
for having no ſuch fleſh or weakneſs they haue no need of watchſulnes; they haue 
no need to purify themſelues daily, as all Chriſtians ſhould, for they are perfectly 
pure already ; No need to put off the old man, and put on the new, like the Chriſti- 
ans to whom Paul wrote his Epiſtles ; For what need they to do this, when they are 
already without Sin, and ſo without all Remainder of the old man. Such Funda- 
mentals of Chriſtianity are ouerthrown by this one opinion of theirs ; and how much 
more by all their other Doctrines. Now the commandment of God is plain, That 
he that preſumes to ſpeak lies in the name of the Lord, and turn people out of the 
way which the Lord hath commanded to walk in, ſuch an one muſt not live but be 
put to death, Zecha : 13, 3. Deut. 13, 6. & 18. 2. and if the doctrine of the Quak-

And accordingly 
good men haue been wont to behaue themſelues with geſtures and ſpeeches of reue- 
rence and honour towards Superiours in place and power, as Abraham bowed down 
himſelf to the Hittites, Gen. 23. 7, 12. Jacob and his wives and his children unto 
Efau, Gen. 33. 3, 6, 7. Joſeph's brethren unto Joſeph being Gouernor of Egypt 
Gen. 42, 6. and 43. 26, 28. Joſeph to his Father Jacob, Gen. 48. 12. Moſes to his 
Father in law Jethro, Exod. 18. 7. Ruth to Boaz, Ruth 2. 10. David to Saul 1 Sam. 
24. 6. Abigail, Bathſheba, and the Prophet Nathan to King David, 1 Sam. 25, 23. 
1 Kings 1. 16, 23, 31. with others that might be added: And for reviling and con- 
temptuous ſp-cches, they haue been ſo far therefrom, that they haue ſpoken to and 
of their ſupcriours with terms and expreſhons of much honour and Reuerence, as 
Father, 1 Sam. 19. 3. 1 Kings, 19. 20. and 2d. 2. 12. Maſter, 2 Kings 6. 15. 1 Sam. 
24. 6. Gen. 33.13, 14. 1 Pet. 3. 6. My Lord, 1 Sam. 24. 8. Gen. 44. 13, 19, 20. 
1 Sam. 1. 15, 26. Moſt noble Feſtus, Acts 26. 25. Moſt Excellent Theophilus, 
Luke 1. 3 and the like. That Servant of Abraham Gen. 24. doth call Abraham 
by the term and title of maſter, a matter of twenty times or not much leſs in that 
one Chapter, and on the contrary it is noted as a brand and 
of falſe teachers, That they deſpiſe Dominion, and are not afraid to {peak evil of 
Dignities, 2 Pet. 2. 10. Jude 8. Though the uery angels would not do ſo unto the 
Devil 2 Pet. 2. 11. Jude 9. Now, It is well known that the practice of the Quakers 
is too like theſe falſe Teachers whom the Apoſtles ſpeak of, and that they are 
far from giving that honour and Reuerence to Magiſtrates which the Lord requir- 
eth, and good men haue given to them, but on the contrary ſhew contempt againſt 
them in their uery outward geſtures and behavior, and ſome of them at leaſt ſpare 
not to belch out railing and curſing ſpeeches ; Witneſs that odious curſing Letter 
of Humphrey Norton: And if fo, If Abiſhai may be judge, They are worthy to 
dy; for ſo he thought of Shimei, for his contemptuous carriage and curſing ſpeeches 
againſt David, 2 Sam. 16. 9. and 19. 21. And though David at that time did for- 
beare putting him to death, He gaue charge to Solomon, That this Shimei having 
curſed him with ſuch a grievous curſe, he ſhould not hold him guiltleſs, but bring 
down his hoary head to the Graue with blood. 1 Kings 2. 8, 9. According to 
which direction King Solomon cauſed him to be put to death ver. 44. 46. 
3. Alſo in this ſtory of Solomon and Shimei it is recorded (1Kings 2) how Solomon 
confined Shimei to Jeruſalem, charging him upon pain of death not to go out thence, 
and telling him, if he did he ſhould dy for it ; Which confinement when Shimei had 
broken, though it were three years after, and upen an occaſion that might ſeem to 
haue ſome weight in it, viz. To fetch again his ſervants that were run away from 


him, 
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him, yet for all this, the confinement being broken, Solomon would not ſpare him, 
but put him to death, and if execution of death be lawfull for breach of Confinement 
may not the ſame be faid for breach of Baniſhment: Confinement of the two may 
ſeem to be much ſtraighter; becauſe in this a man is limited to one place and debar- 
red from all others; whereas in Banfſhment a man is debarred from no place but 
one, all others being left to his liberty; The one debars him from all places ſaue 
that it giues liberty to one, the other giues liberty to all places ſaue that it re- 
ſtrains from one: And therefore if death may be juſtly inflicted for breach of con- 
finement, much more for Return upon Baniſhment, which is theſe Quakers Caſe. 

4. There is no man that is poſſeſſed of houſe or land, wherein he hath juſt title and 
Propriety as his own, but he would count it unreaſonably injurious that another, 
who had no authority thereto, ſhould intrude and enter into his houſe without his 
the owners conſent ; yea, and when the owner doth expreſsly prohibit and forbid 
the ſame : We ſay, when the Man that ſo preſumes to enter hath no authority there- 
to; For if it were a conſtable or other officer legally authorized, ſuch an one 
might enter notwithſtanding the houſeholder diſſent or charge to the contrary 3 But 
for them that haue no authority the caſe is otherwiſe, and if ſuch one ſhould 
preſume to enter into another man's houſe and habitation, he might juſtly be im- 
pleaded as a thief or an uſurper, and if in caſe of ſuch violent aſſault the owner 
ſhould, ſe defendendo, ſlay the aſſailant and intruder, his Blood would be upon his 
own head; And if private perſons may in ſuch caſe ſhed the blood of ſuch Intruders 
may not the like be granted to them that are the publick Keepers and Guardians of 
the Commonwealth? Have not they as much Power to take away the Lives of ſuch 
as contrary to Prohibition ſhali invade and intrude into their publick poſſeſſions or 
Territories, as private and particular Perſons to deal ſo with them that without Au- 
thority ſhall preſume to enter into their private and particular Habitations ? Which 
ſeems clearly to be the preſent caſe; for who can belieue that Quakers are Conſta- 
bles ouer this Colony to intrude themſelves, invade and enter whether the Colony 
will or no, yea notwithſtanding their expreſs Prohibition to the contrary? If in ſuch 

violent and bold attempts they loſe their Lives, they may thank themſelves as the 
blameable cauſe and Authours of their own Death. 

5. Who can make queſtion, but that a Man that hath Children and Family, both 
juſtly may and in Duty ought to preſerve them of his charge (as far as he is able) 
from the dangerous company of Perſons inflicted with the plague or peſtilence, or 
other contagious, noiſome and mortal diſeaſes ; and if ſuch perſons ſhould offer to 
intrude into the Man's Houſe amongſt his Children and Servants, notwithſtanding 
his Prohibition and warning to the contrary, and thereby ſhall endanger the Health 
and Lives of them of the Family, can any man doubt but that in ſuch caſe, the Fa- 
ther of the Family in defence of himſelf &c may withſtand the Intruſion of ſuch in- 
fected and dangerous Perſons, and if otherwiſe he cannot keep them out may kill

them, Now in Scripture corruption in Mind or Judgment is counted a great Infecti- 
on or Defilement, yea, and one of the greateſt ; for the Apoſtle ſaying of ſome men, 

j That to them there is nothing pure, gives this as the Reaſon of it, Becaufe even 

their mind and conſcience is defiled, Titus 1. 15. as if Defilement of the Mind did 

argue the Defilement of all; and that in ſuch caſe there was nothing pure, even 

as when Leproſy was in the Head, the Prieſt muſt pronounce ſuch a man utterly 
unclean, fith the Plague was in his Head Levit. 13. 44. And it is the Lords com- 
| mand that ſuch corrupt Perſons be not received into houfe 2 John 10. which plainly 
enough implies that the Houſcholder hath power to keep them out, and that it 
was not in their power to come in, if they pleaſed whether the Houſeholder 
would or no. And if the Father of a particular Family may thus defend his Chil- 
dren and Houſehold, may not Majeſtrates do the like for theirSubje&s, they be- 
ing nurſing Fathers and nurſing Mothers by the account of God in holy Scripture, 
Hai. 49. 23. Is it not clear that if the Father in the Family muſt Keep them out 
of his Houſe, the Father of the Commonwealth muſt keep them out of his Juriſdic- 
tion ; and if Sheep and Lambs cannot be preſerved from the Danger of the Wolves, 
and the Wolves will break in amongſt them, it is ealy to ſee what the Shepherd or 
Keeper of the Sheep may lawfully do in ſuch a caſe. 

6. It was the command of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt to his Diſciples, That when they 
were perſecuted in one City, that they ſhould flee into another Mat. 10. 23. And 
accordingly it was his own Practice ſo to do many a time, both when he was a Child 
Mat. 2. 13, 14. and afterwards 12. 15. John 7. 1. and 8th laſt, and 10. 39. and fo 
was alſo the 9 of the Saints, Witnes what was written of Jacob Gen. 27. 42, 
43. and 28. 5. of Moſes Exod. 2. 14, 15. of Elias 1 Kings 19. 3. of Paul, Acts 

9. 24, 25. 5 zo, and 17, 13, 14. and of the Apoſtle Acts 14. 4, 5. and others 
who when they haue been perſecuted haue fled away for their own Safety, and Rea- 
ſon Requires that when Men have Liberty to it they ſhould not Refuſe ſo to do, be- 
cauſe otherwiſe they will be guilty of tempting God and of incurring their own 
hurt, as having a fair way open for the avoiding therof, but they needleſsly expoſe 
themſclues thereto. If therefore that which is done againſt Quakers in this Juriſdic- 
tion were indeed Perſecution, as they account of it, though in Truth it is not ſo, 
but the due Miniſtration of Juſtice, but ſuppoſe it were as they think it to be, what 
Spirit may they be thought to be acted or led by, who are in their actings ſo contrary 
to the Commandment and Example of Chriſt and of his Saints in the caſe of Perſecu- 
tion, which theſe Men ſuppoſe to be their caſe ; plain enough it is, if their caſe were 
the ſame their actings were not the ſame, but quite contrary, ſo that Chriſt and his 
Saints were led by one Spirit and theſe People by another, for rather than they 
would not ſhew their contempt of authority and make diſturbance amongſt his people 
they chooſe to go contrary to the expreſs Directions of Jeſus Chriſt and the approv- 


ed Examples of his Saints, altho 1 it be to the Hazard and Peril of their own Lives. 
WHEREAS 
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[Plymouth Records June roth. 1660.] 


HEREAS by a former Order of Court all perſons were required to give 

notice to the Cunſtables of theire ſeverall precincts of all ſuch perſons as 
were knowne to be foraigne Quakers, Now this preſent Court doth enacte that it ſhal- 
bee lawſull for any Inhabitant within this Juriſdiction vpon theire knowlidge, and hav- 
ing oppertunitie to uſe all endeauors to apprehend all ſuch Quakers and to deliuer 
them to the Cunſtables or bring them before the Governor or ſome one of the Ma- 
jeſtrates. 

* Whereas we find that of late time the Quakers haue bine furniſhed with horſes 
and therby they haue not only the more ſpeedy paſſage from place to place to the 
poiſoning of the Inhabitants with theire curſed Tenetts, but alſoe therby haue eſcaped 
the hands of the officers that might otherwiſe haue apprehended them It is therfore 
enacted by the Court and the Authoritie therof That if any perſon or perſons what- 
ſoever in this Goverment doth or ſhall furniſh any of them with horſe or horſe kind 
the ſame to bee forfited and ſeized on for the uſe of this Gouerment ; or any 
horſes that they ſhall bring into the Gouerment or ſhalbe brought in for them and 
they make uſe of ſhalbee forfeited as aforeſaid ; and that it ſhalbee lawfull for any 
Inhabitant to make ſeizure of any ſuch horſe and to deliuer him to the Cunſtable or 
the Treaſurer for the vie of the Countrey. 

It is enacted by the Court that any one that ſhall bring in any Quaker or Rantor 
by land or water into this Goverment viz.. by being a guide to them or any other- 


wiſe ſhalbee fined to the vie of the Goverment the ſume of ten pounds for euery 
ſuch default. 


[Plymouth Records 1660.] 


T is enacted by the Court and the Authoritie therof That if any perſon or per- 
ſons comonly called Quakers, or other ſuch like Vagabonds ſhall come into any 


towne of this Goverment the Marſhall or Conſtable ſhall apprehend him or them,

and vpon examination ſoe appearing hee ſhall whip them or cauſe them to bee whipt 
with Rodds ; foe it exceed not fifteen ſtripes, and to giue him or them a paſſe to 
depart the Goverment, and if any ſuch perſon or perſons bee found within the Go- 
verment without theire paſſe, or not acting according thervnto they ſhalibee puniſh- 
ed againe as formerly; and in caſe any Conſtable of this Juriſdiction ſhalbee unwil- 
ling or cannot procure any to Inflit tlie puniſhment aforſaid that then they ſhall 
bringe ſuch perſons to Plymouth to the vnder marſhall and hee ſhall enfli& it. 

It is enacted by the Court and the Authoritie therof "That henceforth noe perſon 
or perſons ſhall permitt any meetinges of the Quakers to bee in his houſe or houſ- 
ing on the penaltie of being ſumoned to the Generall Court and there being convict- 
ed therof ſhalbee publickly whipt or pay five pounds to the Collonies uſe. 

Wheras there is a conſtant monthly meeting together of the Quakers from diuers 
places in great numbers which is very offencive and may prove greatly prejuditiall to 
this Goverment and in as much as the moſt conſtant place for ſuch meetinges is att 
Duxburrow ; This Court haue deſired and appointed Mr. Conſtant Southworth and 
William Payboddy uo repaire to ſuch theire meetings together with the Marſhall or 
Conſtable of the Towne and to uſe theire beſt endeavors by argument and diſcourſe 
to convince or hinder them; and in caſe the place of theire meeting ſhould bee 
changed the Court deſires the abovenamed or any other meet perſons to attend them 
there alſoe.

be found within the limits of this Juriſdiction, all Magiſtrates, Comiſſioners, Conſta- 
bles, and other officers of this Juriſdiction do uſe their beſt endeavours for their ap- 
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prehending and conveying to ſafe cuſtody and being there ſecured ; ſuch perſon or 
perſons ſhall at the next Court of Aſſiſtants whether in ordinary or eſpecially called, 
according to the direction of Law for calling ſuch Courts, haue a legal trial by a Jury 
of Twelve men; and being found by evidence or their own Confeſſion, to be the 
perſon or perſons formerly ſentenced to Baniſhment on pain of Death, ſhall accord- 
ingly be ſentenced to Death and executed, by warrant from the Gouernor or Deputy 


Gouernor, directed to the Marſhall Generall ; unleſs he or they be regularly re- 
pricued in the mean time.

New Hampſhire in New England and do finde that your majeſty's Royall Grandfa-

A CCORDING to your Majeſtys referrence vpon the petition of Robert Maſon 
A Edward Godfrey and others hereunto annexed, bearing date at Whitehall 
the ſeauenteenth of November 1660 wee haue heard the claymes and complaynts of 
the petitioners, and alſoe ſummoned by proceſs publiquely executed at the exchange 
on the xxith day of Janvary laſt, againſt all perſons intereſted in that buſineſs bur 
none appeared but Capt. John Leuerett, who acknowledged that formerly he was

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Commiſſionated as an agent of the Corporation of Boſton In New England, but that 
now hee had noe authority to appeare or act on their behalfe, vpon producing 
diuerſe letters pattents, and examination of Witneſſes, Wee find that Capt. John 
Maſon granfather to Robert Maſon one of the petitioners and Edw. Godfrey 
one other of the petitioners by vertue of ſcuerall letters pattents vnder the great 
Seal of England granted vnto them and others by your Majeſtys late Royall father, 
by themſelues and their aſſignes, haue been in actuall and quiett poſſeſſion of ſeue- 

rall tracts parcells and deviſions of lands in New England as in and by the ſaid letters 
| patents is particularly expreſſed, and that the ſaid Capt. John Maſon, and the ſaid 


Edward Godfrey did expend, and lay out conſiderable ſomes of money in ſettleing 
Plantations and Collonys there. 


That the aid Edward Godfrey hath Jined there for fine and twenty years haueing 
vndergone and diſcharged the oſſice of the Governor of the province of Mayn, with 
much reputation aud integrity of Juſtice, and Indeauoring the regulation and govern- 

zent of thoſe parts where hee lived, according to the known and ſettled laws of this 
Fingdome. 

I hat notwithſtanding the ſaid Edward Godfrey hath not oncly been turned out of 
his fwd place of gouerment, but hath been utterly outed and diſpoſſeſſed of his 
lands and eſtate, in that county which the Inhabitants of the Maſſachuſetts haue for- 
cibly ſeiged and {till do detay ne the fame from him. : 

That it appeareth as well by teſlimony of Witneſſes, as by a Coppy of the Let- 
ters patents, that they were not to act any thing repugnant to the Jaws of England, 
nor to extend their bounds and lymitts of the faid Corporation further then three 
miles northward of Merrimacke Riuer; and as a memorial and enidence thereof, 
the Gouernor of the Maſſachuſetts did ſett vp an houſe about 3o yeares ſince 
which was called the bound houſe, and is known by that name to this day, and with 
devition and aſſignment or lott of Land the Inhabitants and Patentees of the ſaid Cor- 
poration of the Maflachuſets reſted contented for rhe fpace of ſixteen yeares togea- 
ther, vatil about the yeare 1652: they did inlarge and ſtretch their lyne aboue 
three ſcoore miles beyond their known and ſettled bounds aforeſaid And baue there- 
by not onely invaded and incroached vpon plantations and mhericances of the pe- 
titioners and other your Majeſtys ſubjeéts, but by menaces and armed forces 
compelled them to ſubmit to their viurped and arbitrary gouernment, which they 
haue declared to bee independent of your majeſtyes Crowne of England, and not 
ſubordinate rhervnto, It appeareth further by the witneſſes, that the Collony of the 
Maiachuſetts for this many years paſt, haue indeauored to moddle and contriue 
tzemſclues into a free ſtate, a Common Wealth, without any relation to the Crowne 
of England, Aſſumeing on them ſelues the name and ſtyle of a Common Wealth

But by what pretence of right or authority, the Maſſatuſetts haue taken vpon 
chem to proceede and act in ſuch manner doth not appeare to us. 

All which wee moſt humbly repreſent to your Majeſty, In duty and obedience to 
your Comands, not preſumeing to offer any opinion In a buſineſs of ſoe high Im- 


portance wherin the publique Intereſt and Government of your Majeſty, appeares

as alſo to the High Court of Parliament : and is as follows. 


| To the High and Mighty Prince CHARLES the Second, by the Grace of God, King 
of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. 


Mosr Gracious and DREAD SOVEREIGN, 
| IAV it pleaſe your Majeſty in the Day wherein you happily ſay, you now 

M know that you are King over your Britiſh Iſrael, to caſt an Eye upon your 
poor Mephiboſheth, now, and by reaſon of Lameneſs in Reſpect of Diſtance, not 
until now appearing in your Preſence ; we mean upon New England Kneeling, with 
the reſt of your Subjects, before your Majeſty as her reſtored King: We forget not 
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our Ineptneſs as to theſe approaches; We at preſeat own ſuch Impotency as renders 
us unable to excuſe our Impotency of ſpeaking unto our Lord the King, yet con- 
templating ſuch a King who hath alſo ſeen Aduerſity, That he knoweth the Heart 
of Exiles, who hath himſelf been an Exile; the Aſpe& of Majeſty thus extraor- 
emarily circumſtanced influenced and animated the exanimated Outcaſts (yet out- 
calts, as we hope, for the Truth) to make this Addreſs unto their Prince, hoping 
to find Grace in your Sight, we preſent this Script the Tranſcript of our loyal 
Hearts into your Royal Hands; Wherein we craue Leaue 

To ſupplicate your Majeſty for your gracious Protection of us in the continuance 
hoth of our Civil Privileges according to (and of our Religious Liberties) the. 
Grantces known End of ſuing for the Patent confirmed upon this Plantation by 
your Royal Father; this, this, viz. our Liberty to walk in the Faith of the Goſ- 
pel with all good conſcience according to the order of the Goſpel (unto which the 
tormer in theſe Ends of the Earth is but ſubſervient) was the cauſe of our tranſport- 
ing curfelves with our Wives our little ones and our Subſtance from that pleaſant 
Land ouer the Atlantick Ocean into the vaſt and waſt Wilderneſs, chufing rather 
the pure Scripture Worſhip, with a good Conſcience, in this poor remote Wilder- 
neſs, amongſt the Heathen, than the Pleaſures of England, with Submiſſion to the 
Impoſitions of the then ſo diſpoſed and ſo far prevailing Hierarchy ; which we 
could not do without an evil Conſcience ; For which cauſe we are at this Day in a 
Land which lately was not ſown ; wherein we haue conflited with the Sufferings 
thereof much longer than Jacob was in Syria. Our Witneſs is in Heaven that we 
left not our Country upon any Diſſatisfaction as to the Conſtitution of the Civil 
State. Our Lot, after the Example of the good old Non-Conformiſts, hath been 
only to act a paſſive Part throughout theſe late Viciſſitudes and ſucceſſiue Overturn- 
ings of State : Our Separation from our Brethren in this Defert hath been and is 
a ſufficient Bringing to mind the Afflictions of Joſeph, but Providential Exemption 
of us hereby from the late Wars and Temptations of either party we account as a 
Favour from God : the former cloaths us with Sack Cloth, the latter with Inno- 
cence. What Reception Courteſy and Equanimity thoſe Gentlemen and others ad- 
herers to the Royal Intereſt, who in their aduerſe Changes viſited theſe parts, were 
entertained with amongſt us according to the means of our condition, we appeal to 
their own Report. 

Touching complaints put in againſt us, our humble Requeſt only is, That for 
the Interim wherin we are as dumb by Reaſon of Abfence, your Majeſty wonld 
permit nothing to make an Impreſſion upon your Royal Heart againſt us untill we 
haue both opportunity and leaue to anſwer for ourſelves ; Few will be nocent, ſaid 
that Impleader, if it be enough to deny; few will be innocent, replied the then Em- 


peror, if it be enough to accuſe, 


Concerning 
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Concerning the Quakers, open and capital Blaſphemers, open Seducers from the 
glorious Trinity, the Lords Chriſt our Lord Jeſus Chriſt &c. the bleſſed Goſpel and 
from the holy Scripture as the Rule of Life, open Enemies to Government itſelf as 
eſtabliſhed in the hands of any but Men of their own Principles, malignant and aſ- 
ſiduous Promoters of Doctrines directly tending to ſubvert both our Churches and 
State; after all other means for a long Time uſed in vain we were at laſt conſtrain- 
ed for our own Safety to paſs a Sentence of Baniſhment againſt them upon Pain of 
Death; ſuch was their dangerous impetuous and deſperate Turbulency, both to Re- 
ligion and the Eſtate Civil and Eccleſiaſtical, as that how unwillingly ſoeuer, could 
it haue been avoided, the Magiſtrate at laſt in conſcience both to God and Man 
judged himſelf called, for the Defence of all, to keep the Paſſage with the Point of 
the Sword held towards them. This could do no Harm to him that would be warned 
thereby; their wittingly ruſhing themſelves thereupon was their own act, and we 
with all IIumility conceive a crime, bringing their Blood upon their own Head. 
The Quakers died not becauſe of their other Crimes, how capital ſocuer, but up- 
on their ſuperadded preſumptuous, and incorrigible contempt of authority, breaking 
in upon us notwithſtanding their Sentence of Baniſhment made known to them: 
had they not been reſtrained, ſo far as appeared, there was too much cauſe to fear 
that we ourſelues malt quickly haue died, or worſe ; and ſuch was their Inſolency 
that they would not be reſtrained but by Death: Nay, had they at laſt but promiſ- 
ed to depart the Juriſdiction, and not to return without Leaue from Authority 
we ſhould haue been glad of ſuch an opportunity to haue ſaid They ſhould not 
dye. 

Let not the King hear Mens Words; your Servants are true Men, Fearers of 
God and of the King, not given to change, zealous of Government and order, or- 
thodox and peaceable in Iſrael; we are not ſeditious as to the Intereſt of Cæſar, 
nor Schiſmaticks as to the matters of Religion; We diſtinguiſh between Churches 
and their Impurities, between a living man, though not without Sickneſs or Infirmi- 
ty, or no man; Irreguiarities either in ourſelves or others we deſire to be amended. 
We could not live without the public Worſhip of God ; we were not permitted the 


Uſe of publick Worſhip without ſuch a yoke of Subſcription. and Conformity 
as we could conſent unto without Sin: that we might therefore enjoy Divine Wor- 


ſhip without the human Mixtures, without offence eithersto God, Man, or our 
own Conſciences, wee with Leave, but not without tears, departed from our Coun- 

try, Kindred and Fathers Houſes into this Patmos; in relation whereunto we do not - 
ſay our Garments were become old by Reaſon of the very long Journey, but that 


ourſclves, who came away in our Strength, are by Reaſon of very long abſence - 


many of us become grey-headed, and ſome of us ſtooping for age. The Omiſſion

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of the prementioned Injunctions, together with the Walking of our Churches as to 
the point of order the Congregational Way is all wherein we differ from our ortho- 


dox Bretheren,

HuUMBLY SHEWETH, 


HAT your Petitioners left their dear Natine Country, undertook the Hazards 
of a dangerous Voyage over the vaſt Ocean, expoſed themſelues, their Wives 
and Children to the Perils and Difficulties of a Deſert Wilderneſs, upon na Diflatis- 
faction as to Civil Government, but that without Offence to God and our own Con- 
ſciences, we might worſhip God without thoſe human Mixtures,. which were impoſ- 
ed by the then prevailing Hierarchy ; upon the Incouragement of his late Majeſty's 
Letters Patents ; under the Security wherof youer Petitioners at their own charge 
tranſplanted themſelues, and for theſe thirty years, have continued here undiſturbed, 
and enjoyed the Rights and Priviledges granted by Patent. 
Blut ſoe it is, Right Honourable (as we are informed) that Endeavours haue been 
uſed to render us obnoxious ; which we haue good Reaſon to hope will find no Re- 
ception with your Honours ; and thereby we are encouraged to ſupplicate this moſt 
Noble Senate (as we haue our Gracious Souereign) to extend your favourable Pro- 
tection over us in the Enjoyment of our juſt Privileges, fo granted and fo long en- 
joyed by us, 

We are not unwilling, and hope we need not be aſhamed to giue your Honours an 
Account with what Integrity and Simplicity of Heart we haue managed the Truſt com- 
mitred to us, or exercicd any Power, though perhaps to the Diſſatis faction of ſome 
notent; your more ſcrious Concernments forbid us to preſume to trouble your Ho- 
nours with any Defence, becauſe perhaps but at Random; and we haue this Hope 
that your Honours will be very tender of admitting of appeals in particular caſes, as 
not only prejudicial, but euen deſtructive to us: The Honourable the Lords Commiſ- 
ſioners for Plantations were pleaſed prudently to intimate to us in their Letters of the 
25th of May 1647, our Defence made to his Majeſty and our printed Declaration 
we hope will abundantly fatisfy concerning our Proceedings againit the Quakers. 

Our late claiming and exerciſing Juriſdiction ouer ſome Plantations to the Eaſtward 
of us, ſuppoſed to be without the Limits of our Patent, was upon the Petition of 
ſundry. the Inhabitants there, and after an exact Survey of the Bounds granted us, 
not out of Deſire to extend a Dominion, much leſs to prejudice any Mans Right, 


wherein 
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wherein we hope we haue not miſtaken, yet muſt and ſhall willingly, reſerving Liber- 
ty of making our Defence, ſubmit to the Pleaſure of his Majeſty and the High Court 
of Parliament. * 

For complaints in any other particular caſe, your Honours very well know, None 
can be innocent, if an Accuſation may paſs for a conviction, And therefore we aſſure 
ourſelues your Honours will be deaf, whilſt we muſt be (by reaſon of our Diſtance) 
dumb. 


RicuT HoNORABLR, 


YOUER favourable Aſpe& upon this Colony we hope will advance the Honour 
of God and the King, prevailing Motiues with pious and Noble Patriots. It cannot

I, b has are to take the firſt opportunitie that may be in the beſt and moſt accept- 


able Manner to deliver the Petitions herewith ſent to his Majeſty and the 
High Court of Parliament. 


2. To intereſt as many Gentlemen of Worth in Parliament, or that are near unto 
his Majeſty, as poſſibly may, to own and favour our cauſe, and beget in them a good 
Opinion of us and our Proccedings. 

3. By all poſſible means to get ſpeedy and true Information of his Majeſty's 
Senſe of our Petition, and of the Gouernment and People here, together with the 
like of the Parliament. g 

4. If the King or Parhament ſhould demand what thoſe Privileges are which we 
deſire the continuance of, your Anſwer may be all thoſe which are granted to us by 
Patent, and that we haue hitherto enjoyed in Church and Commonwealth without 
any other Power impoſed ouer us, or any other Infringment of them, which would 
be deſtructiue to the ends of our coming hither ; as alſo that no Appeals may be per- 
mitted from hence in any Caſe Civil or Criminal ; which would be ſuch an intollera- 
ble and unſupportable Burthen as this poor Place (at this Diſtance) are not able to 
undergo, but would render Authority and Gouernment vain and uneffectual, and 
bring us into contempt with all Sorts of the People; and if you find the King and 
Parliament propitious to us, to uſe your utmoſt Endeavours for renewing that Act 
that freed us from Cuſtoms. 

5. Upon any Matter df complaint by any of his Majeſty's Subjects or others, re- 
lating to the Bounds and Limits of our Patent, our humble Defire is that we haue 
Notice thereof, and Liberty to anſwer for ourſelues before any Determination or 
concluſion be made againſt us ; which being done, we ſhall finally acquieſce in ſuch 
fue as his Majeſty, the High Court of Parliament, or any ſubſtituted by them ſhall 
put thereunto. 


6. If any thing be particularly alledged relating to the Iron Works, The Anſwer . 


is, it was firſt heard and judged in an inferior Court, and afterwarJs, upon a full hear- 
ing and due conſideration by the General Court, Who gaue Judgment impartially, 
according to the Pleas and Evidences then produced and ſhall be ready, if deſired,

9. If any Objection be made that we haue forfeited our Patent in ſeueral Particu- 
lars, you may anſwer, that you deſire to know the Particulars objected, And that you 
doubt not but a full Anſwer will be giuen therto in due Seaſon. 

10. Finally, it is our meaning, that if in public you or either of you be called to 
anſwer to theſe or any other Particulars, that you giue them to underſtand, that we 
could not impower any Agent to act for us or anſwer in our behalf, becauſe we could 
not foreſee the Particulars wherewith we ſhould be charged: But theſe are only pri- 
vate Intimations to yourſelues which we deſire you to make uſe of for our Indemnity, 
as you beſt may, in a more private Way aad perſonal Capacity. 


[Vindication of the Right of Connecticut to Lands lying weſt of New-York, &c.] 


PETITION to the KING fora CHARTER. 


„The humble Petition of the General Court at Hartford, upon Connecticut in 
New England, to the high and mighty Prince Charles the Second, 


„ Humbly Sheweth,— 
1661. 


66 HAT whereas your petitioners have not had for many years paſt, ſince their 

poſſeſſion and inhabiting theſe weſtern and inland parts of this wilderneſs, 
any opportunity, by reafon of the calamities of the late times, to ſeek for, and ob- 
tain ſuch grants and letters patents from your excellent majeſty their ſovereign lord 
and king, as might aſſure them of ſuch liberties and privileges, and ſufficient powers, 
as might encourage them to go on through all difficulties, hazards and expences, in 


ſo 
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ſo great a work of plantation, in a place ſo remote from the Chriftian world ; and a 
defart ſo diſſicultly ſubdued in a way, improvcable for ſubſiſtence but by great colt and 
hard labour, with much patience and care. 

And whercas beſides the great charge that hath been expended by cur fathers 
and ſome of their aſſociates yet ſurviving, about the purchaſe, building and fortify- 
ing, and other matters of culturing and improveing, to a condition of ſafety and 
ſubſiſtence, in the places of our preſent abode among the heathen, whereby there is 
a conſiderable and real addition, to the honour and inlargement of his majeſty's do- 
minion, by the ſole diſburſement of his majeſty's ſubjects there, of their own pro- 
per eſtates, they have laid out a very great ſum for the purchaſing a juriſdiction 
right of Mr. George Fenwick, which they were given to underſtand was derived 
from true royal authority, by letters patent to certain lords and gentlemen therein 
nominated, a copy whereof was produced before the commiſſioners of the colonies, 
and approved by them as appears by their records, a copy whereof is ready to be 
preſented at your majeſty's command, though, cither by fire at a houſe where it had 
been ſome time kept, or ſome other accident, is now loſt, with which your poor 
ſubjects were rather willing to have contented themſelves, than to ſcek for power or 
privilege, from any other than their lawful prince and ſovereign. 

„May it therefore pleaſe your moſt excellent and gracious majeſty, to confer 
upon your humble petitioners, who unanimouſly do implore your highneſs's favour 
and grace therein, thoſe liberties, rights and authorities and privileges, which were 
granted by the aforementioned letters patent, to certain lords and gentlemen 
ſo purchaſed as aforeſaid; or which were enjoyed from thoſe letters patent 
granted to the Maſſachuſetts plantation, by our fathers and ſome of us yet 
ſurviving, when there lin our beginning inhabiting, and upon which thoſe 
large encouragements, liberties and priviledges ; ſo great a tranſplantation from 
our dear England was undertaken, and ſuppoſed, to be yet our inheritance, 
until the running of that weſtern line, the bounded limits of thoſe letters patent, 
did ſince our removal thence, determine our lot to be fallen without the limits of 
that ſo bounded authority. 

May it pleaſe your majeſty graciouſiy to beſtow upon your humble ſupplicants, 
ſuch royal munificence, according to the tenor of a draft or inſtrument, which is 
ready here to be tendered at your gracious order. 

& And whereas beſides thoſe monies and other diſburſements as aforcſaid, in 
proſecution of this wilderneſs work, your poor petitioners were forced to maintain 
a war againſt one nation of the heathen, that did much interrupt the beginnings of 
your ſervants, by many bloody and hoſtile acts, whereby divers of our dear coun- 
trymen were treacheroully deſtroyed, and have a ſo been ever ſince, and are ſtill, at 
much charge in keeping ſuch a correſpondence of peace and amity with divers ſorts 


of the heathen nations, that are round about our — ations tus far extent into 
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„ 

the bowels of the country, beſides the maintenance of all publick charges for church 
and civil affairs, which are very great in reſpect of our great poverty. 

«+ May it pleaſe your moſt excellent majeſty, out of your princely wiſdom, to grant 
ſuch an immunity from cuſtoms, as may encourage the merchants to fupply our ne- 
ceſſities in ſuch commodities as may be wanting here, for which we have neither ſil- 
ver nor gold to pay, but the ſupply in that kind may enable, in due time, to ſearch _ 
the bawels of the earth for ſome gold mincrals, whereof there ſeems to be a fair 
probability, or produce ſome ſuch ſtaple commodities, as may in future time appear 
to be good effects of your mayeity's goodneſs and bounty: if your poor colony may 
find this gracious acceptance with your majeſty as to grant their humble defire, 
whereby they may be encouraged to go on cheerfully and ftrenuouſly in their plan- 
tation bufiveſs, in hope of a comfortable ſettlement for themſelves and their poſterity, 
that under your royal protection they may proſper in this defart ; they hall, as in 
their acknowledged duty, ever pray for your great tranquility and perpetual happi- 
neſs; and humbly cravihg leave they ſubſcribe themſelves your majeſty's loyal ſub- 
jects and ſervants the general court for the colony of Connecticut in

HIS Court being deſirous to try all means, with as much lenity as may conſiſt 

with our fafety, to preuent the Intruſions of the Quakers, who beſides their 

abſurd and Blaſphemous doctrines, do like Rogues and vagabonds come in upon us, 
and haue not been reſtrained by the laws already provided. 

Haue ordered that euery ſuch Vagabond Quaker, found within any part of this 
Juriſdiction, ſhall be apprehended by any perſon or perſons, or by the Conſtable of 
the town wherein he or ſhe is taken, and by the Conſtable or in his abſence, by any 
other perſon or perſons conveyed before the next magiſtrate of that Shire wherein they 
are taken, or Commiſſioner inveſted with Magiſtratical power: And being by the ſaid 
Magiſtrate or Magittrates, Commiſhoner or Commiſhoners adjudged to be a wan- 
dering quaker, viz. one that hath not auy dwelling, or orderly allowance as an In- 
habitant of this Juriſdiction, and not giuing civil reſpect by the uſual geſtures thereof, 
or by any other way or means manifeſting himſelf to be a Quaker, ſhall by warrant 


under 
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under the hand of the faid Magiſtrate or Magiſtrates, Commiſſioner or Commiſſion. 
ers, directed to the Conſtable of the town wherein he or ſhce is taken, or in abſence 
of the Conſtables, to any other meet perſon, be ſtripped naked from the middle up- 
wards, and tyed to a Carts Tail, and whipped through the Town, and from thence 
immediately conveyed to the Conſtable of the next town towards the border of our

that County; where if the Court judge not meet to releaſe them, they ſhall be 
Branded with the Letter R on their left ſhoulder, and be ſeuerely whipt, and ſent 
away in manner as before : | | 

And if after this, he or ſhee ſhalf return again; then to be proceeded againſt as 
Incorrigible Rogues and Enemies to the Common peace, and ſhall immediately be 
apprehended, and committed to the Common Goal of the Country, and at the 
next Court of Aſſiſtants, Hall be brought to their tryal, and proceeded againſt ac- 
cording to the Law made Anno 1658. pag. 36 f for their Baniſhment on pain of 
death. ,

Firſt concerning our Liberties. 


1. We conceiue the Patent (under God) to be the firſt Foundation of our 
civil Polity here, by a Gouernor and Company, according as is therein expreſſed. 


2. The Gouernor and Company are by the Patent a Body Politick in Fa& and 
Name. 


3. This Body Politick is ueſted with Power to make Freemen. 

4. Theſe Freemen haue Power to chuſe annually a Governor, Deputy Gouernor, 
Aſſiſtants, and their Select Repreſentatiues or Deputies. 

5. This Gouernment hath alſo Power to ſet up all Sorts of Officers, as well Su- 
perior as Inferior, and point out their Power and Places. 

6. The Gouernor Deputy Gouernor Aſſiſtants and ſele& Repreſentatiues or De- 
puties haue full Power and Authority both Legiſlatiue and Executiue for the Gouern- 
ment of all the People here, whether Inhabitants or Strangers, both concerning Ec- 


cleſiaſticks, and in Ciuils, without Appeal, Excepting Law or Laws repugnant to 


the Laws of England. 

7. This Gouernment is privileged, by all fitting means (yea and if Need be, by 
Force of Arms) to defend themſelues, both by Land and Sea, againit all ſuch Perſon 
or Perſons as ſhall at any time attempt or enterprize the Deſtruction, Invaſion, De- 
triment or Annoyance of this Plantation or the Inhabitants therein; beſides other 
Privileges mentioned in the Patent not here expreſſed. | 

8. We conceive any Impoſition prejudicial to the Country contrary to any juſt 
Law of ours not repugnant to the Laws of England to be an infringement of 
our Rights. 


Secondly, Concerning our Duties of Allegiance to our Souereign Lord the 
King. | 


1. We onght to uphold and to our power maintain this Place as of right be- 
longing to our Souereign Lord the King as holden of his Majeſty's Manour of 
Faſt Greenwich, and not to fubje& the ſame to any forreign Prince or Potentate 
whatſocuer. | 

2. We ought to endeauour the Preſervation of his Majeſty's Royal Perſon, Realms 
and Dominions, and ſo far as lieth in us, to diſcouer end preuent all Plots and Con— 
ſpiracies againſt the ſame. 

3. We ought to ſeek the Peace and Proſperity of our King and Nation by a faith- 
ful diſcharge in the Governing of this People committed to our Care. 

(1) By puniſhing all ſuch Crimes (being Breaches of the firſt or ſecond Table) as 
are committed againſt the peace of our Souereign Lord the King his Royal Crown 


and 
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and Dignity. (2) In propagating the Goſpell, defending and upholding the true 
Chriſtiamor Proteſtant Religion according to the Faith giuen by our Lord Chriſt in 
his Word :—our dread Souereign being ſtiled the Defender of the Faith; the Pre- 
miſes conſidered it may well ſtand with the Loyalty and Obedience of ſuch Subjects 
as are thus privileged by their rightful Souereign (for himſelf his Heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors foreuer) as cauſe ſhall require, to plead with their Prince againſt all ſuch as ſhall 
| at any time endeavour the Violation of their Privileges :>We further judge that the 
Warrant and Letter from the King's Majeſty for the apprehending of Col. Whaley 


and Col. Goffe ought to be diligently and faithfully executed by the Authority of this 
Country: And alſo that the General Court may do ſafely to declare, That in caſe 
(for the future) any legally obnoxious, and flying from the Civil Jaftice of the State 
ef England ſhall come ouer to theſe Parts they may not here expect ſhelter.

ſend the ſaid perſons (whether condemned or impriſoned) ouer into this our Kingdom 
of England, together with the reſpectiue crimes or offences laid to their charge; to 
the end that ſuch courſe may be taken with them here, as ſhall be agreeable ro our 
Laws, and their demerits ; and for ſo doing theſe our letters ſhall be your ſuſſicient 
Warrant and diſcharge.

impetuous Diſturbances, and not any propenſity, or any inclination in us to puniſh 
them in perſon or eſtate, as is evident by our gradual proceedings with them, re- 
leaſing ſome condemned, and others liable to condemnation, and all impriſoned were. 
releaſed and ſent out of our borders; all which notwithſtanding, their reſtleſs ſpirits, 
haue moued ſome of them to return and others to fill the Royal ear of our Soue- 
reign Lord the King with complaints againſt us, and haue by their unwearied Solli- 
citations in our abſence ſo far prevailed as to obtain a Letter from his Majeſty to for- 
bear their corporal puniſhment or death; altho we hope and doubt not but that if 
his Majeſty were rightly informed, He would be far from giuing them ſuch Favour 
or weakening his authority here, fo long and orderly ſettled; yet that WE. may not 

in the leaſt offend his majeſty; This Court doth hereby order and declare that the

And We do hereby, for Us, Our Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors, eſtabliſh and ordain, That once in the year for ever hereafter, namely, the 
ſaid Second Thurſday in May, the Governor, Deputy Governor and Aſliſtants of the 
ſaid Company, and other officers of the ſaid Company, or ſuch of them as the ſaid 
general Aſſembly ſhall think fit, ſhall be, in the ſaid general Court and Aſſembly to 
be held from that Day or Time, newly choſen for the Year enſuing by fuch greater 
Part of the ſaid Company, for the time being, then and there preſent ; and if the 
Governor, Deputy Governor and Aſſiſtants, by theſe preſents appointed, or ſuch as 
hereafter be newly choſen into their Rooms, or any of them, or any other the Offi- 
cers to be appointed for the faid Company, ſhall die, or be removed from his or 
their ſeveral Offices or Places before the ſaid general Day of Election, (whom we 
do hereby declare, for any Miſdemeanor or Default, to be removable by the Go- 
vernor, Aſſiſtants and Company, or ſuch greater Part of them, in any of the ſaid 
publick Courts to be aſſembled, as is aforeſaid ; that then, and in every ſuch Caſe, 
it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the Governor, Deputy Governor and Aſſiſt- 
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an s, and Company aforeſaid, or ſucli greater Fart of them fo to be aſſembled, as 
is aforcſauid in any of their Aſſemblies, to proceed to a new Election of One or more 
of their Company, in the Room or Place, Rooms or Places, of ſuch Governor, 
Deputy Governor, Aſſiſtant, or other Officer or Officers ſo dying, or removed, 
according to their Diſcretions ; and immediately upon and after ſuch Election or E- 
lections made of ſuch Governor, Deputy Governor, Aſſiſtant or Aſſiſtants, or any 
other Officer of the ſaid Company, in Manner and Form aforeſaid, the Authority, 
Ofiice and Power before given to the former Governor, Deputy Governor, or 
other Officer and Officers fo removed, in whoſe Steed and Place new {hall be choſ- 
en, ſhall, as to him and them, and every of them reſpectively, ceaſe and determine. 
Provided alſo, and Our Will and Pleaſure is, That as well ſuch as are by theſe pre- 
ſents appointed to be the preſent Governor, Deputy Governor, and Aſſiſtants of 
the ſaid Company, as thoſe that thall ſucceed them, and all other Officers to be ap- 
rointed and choſen as aforefaid, ſhall, before they undertake the Execution of their 
ſaid Offices and Places reſpectively, take their ſeveral and reſpective corporal Oaths, 
for t2e*due and faithful Performance of their Duties in their ſeveral Offices and 
Places, before ſuch Perſon or Perſons as are by theſe Preſents hereafter appointed 
to take and receive the ſame ; that is to ſay, The faid John Winthrop, who is herein 
before nominated and appointed the preſent Governor of the ſaid Company, ſhall 
tike the ſaid Oath before one or more of the Maſters of our Court of Chancery 
for the- Time being; unto which Maſter of Chancery We do by theſe Preſents 
give ſull Power and Authority to Adminiſter the ſaid Oath to the faid John Winthrop 
accordingly : And the ſail John Maſon, who is herein before nominated and appointed 
the preſent Deputy Governor of the ſaid Company, ſhall take the ſaid Oath before 
the ſaid John Tinthrop, or any Two of the Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company; unto 
whom We do by theſe Preſents give full Power and Authority to adminiſter the ſaid 
Oarh to the ſaid 7ohn Maſon accordingly : And the ſaid Samuel Willis, Henry 
Cl-rke, Matthew Allen, John Tappen, Nathaniel Gould, Richard Treate, Richard 
Lord, Henry NHolicott, John Talcott, Daniel Clerke, John Ogden, and Thomas Wells, 
who are hercin before nominated and appointed the preſent Aſſiſtants of the ſaid 
Company, {hall take the Oath before ſaid Fohn Winthrop, and John Maſon, or one 
of them; to whom We do hereby give full Power and Authority to adminiſter the 
{ame accordinglyz And our further Will and Pleaſure is, That all and every Gover- 
nor, or Deputy Governor, to be elected and choſen by virtue of theſe Prefents, ſhall 
take the ſaid Oath before Two or more of the Aſſiſtants of the ſaid. Company for 
the time being; unto whom We do by theſe Preſents give full power and authority 
to give and adminiſter the ſaid oath accordingly : And the ſaid Aſſiſtants, and every 
of them, and all and every other oflicer or officers to be hereafter choſen, from 
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time to time, to take the ſaid oath before the Governor or Deputy Governor, for the 
time being; unto which ſaid Governor or Deputy Governor, We do by theſe Preſents 
give full Power and Authority to adminiſter the fame accordingly, And further, of 
Our more ample Grace, certain Knowledge, and mere Motion, We have given and 
granted and by theſe Preſents, for Us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, do give and grant, 


unto the ſaid Governor and Company of the Engliſh Colony of Connecticut in New-En- 
gland in America, and to every inhabitant there, and to every Perſon and Per- 
ſons trading thither, and to every ſuch Perſon and Perſons as are or ſhall be free of 
the ſaid Colony, full Power and Authority, from time to time, and at all times here- 
after, to take, ſhip, tranſport and carry away, for and towards the Plantation and 
Defence of the ſaid Colony, ſuch of our loving Subjects and Strangers as ſhall or 
will willingly accompany them, in and to their ſaid Colony and Plantation, except 
ſuch Perſon or Perſons as are or ſhall be therein reſtrained by Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeſſors; and alſo to ſhip and tranſport all, and all manner of Goods Chattles, 
Merchandizes, and other Things whatſoever, that are or ſhall be uſeful or neceſſary 
for the Inhabitants of the ſaid Colony, and may lawfully be tranſported thither ; ne- 
vertheleſs not to be diſcharged of Payment to Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, of the 
Duties, Cuſtoms and Subſidies which are or ought to be paid or payable for the 
ſame. And further, Our Will and Pleafure is, and We do, for Us, Our Heirs 
and Succeſſors, ordain, declare, and grant unto the ſaid Governor and Company, 
and their Succeſſors, That all and every the Subjects of Us, Our Heirs or Succel- 
ſors, which ſhall go to inhabit within the ſaid Colony, and every of their Children 
which ſhall happen to be born there, or on the Sea, in going thither, or returning 
from thence, ſhall have and enjoy all Liberties and Immunities of free and natural 
Subjects within any of the Dominions of us, Our Heirs or Succeſſors, to all Intents, 


Conſtructions and Purpoſes whatſoever, as if they, and every of them, were born 


within the Realm of England: And We do authorize and impower the Governor, 
or in his Abſence the Deputy Governor for the time being, to appoint two or more 
of the ſaid Aſſiſtants, at any of their Courts or Aſſemblies to be held as aforeſaid, to 
have Power and Authority to adminiſter the Oath of Supremacy and Obedience to 
all and every Perſon and Perſons, which ſhall at any time or times hereafter go or 
paſs into the ſaid Colony of Connecticut; unto which ſaid Aſſiſtants ſo to be ap- 

pointed as aforeſaid, We do by theſe Preſents give full Power and Authoritie to 
adminiſter the ſaid Oath accordingly. And we further, of our eſpecial Grace, cer- 
tain Knowledge, and mere Motion, give and grant unto the ſaid Governor and 
Company of the Engliſh Colony of Connecticut in New. England in America, and 
their Succeſſors, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the Governor, or De- 
puty Governor, and ſuch of the Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company for the time being, 
ei. I 4G | as 
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as ſhall be aſſembled in any of the general Courts aforeſaid, or in any Courts to be 


eſpecially ſummoned or aſſembled for that purpoſe, or the greater part of them, 
whereof the Governor, or Deputy Governor, and Six of the Aſſiſtants, to be al- 
ways Seven, to erect and make ſuch Judicatories for the hearing and determining of 
all Actions, Cauſes, Matters and Things happening within the ſaid Colony or Plan- 
tation, and which ſhall be in diſpute and depending there, as they ſhall think fit 
and convenient ; and alſo, from time to time, to make, ordain and eſtabliſh all 
manner of wholeſome and reaſonable Laws, Statutes, Ordinances, Directions and 
Inſtructions, not contrary to the Laws of this Realm of England, as well for ſet- 
tling the Forms and Ceremonies of Government and Magiſtracy, fit and neceſſary for 
the ſaid Plantation, and the Inhabitants there, as for naming and ſtyling all ſorts of 
Officers, both ſuperior and inferior, which they ſhall find needful for the Govern- 
ment and Plantation of the ſaid Colony, and the diſtinguiſhing and ſetting forth of 
the ſeveral Duties, Powers and Limits of every fuch Office and place, and the forms 
of ſuch Oaths, not being contrary to the Laws and Statutes of this our Realm of 
England, to be adminiſtered for the Execution of the ſaid ſeveral Offices and Places; 
as alſo for the diſpoſing and ordering of the Election of ſuch of the ſaid Officers as 
are to be annually choſen, and of ſuch others as ſhall ſucceed, in caſe of Death or

thought fit; and for the directing, ruling and diſpoſing of all other matters and 
things, whereby our ſaid people, Inhabitants there, may be ſo religiouſly, peaceably 
an. civilly governed, as their good Life, and orderly converſation, may win and invite 
the Natives of the Countrey to the knowledge and obedience of the only true God 
and Saviour of Mankind, and the Chriſtian Faith ; which in our Royal Intentions, 
and the Adventurers free profeſſion, is the only and principal end of this Plantation; 
willinz, commanding and requiring, and by theſe Preſents, for Us, Our Heirs and 
Succeſſors, ordaining and appointing, That all ſuch laws, ſtatutes and ordinances, 
inſtructions, impoſitions and directions, as ſhall be ſo made by the Governor, Depu- 
ty Governor and Aſſiſtants, as aforeſaid, and publiſhed in writing under their com- 
mon Scal, ſhall carefully and duly be obſerved, kept, performed, and put in execu- 
tion, according to the true intent and meaning of the ſame ; and theſe Our Letters 
Patents, or the duplicate or exemplification thereof, ſhall be, to all and every fuck 
Officers, ſuperiors and inferiors, from time to time, for the putting of the ſame orders, 
laws, ſtatutes, ordinances, inſtructious and directions, in due execution, againſt us,

our Heirs and Succeſſors a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge. And we do further, for 
Us, our heirs and Succeflors, give and grant unto the ſaid governor and company, 
and their Succeſſors, by theſe preſents, That it ſhall and may lawful to and for the 
Chief Commanders, Governors and officers of the ſaid Company for the Time be- 
ing, who ſhall be reſident in the parts of New England hereafter mentioned, and 
others inhabiting there, by their leave, Admittance, appointment or Direction, 
from time to time, and all times hereafter, for their ſpecial Defence and ſafety, to 
aſſemble, Marſhal, array, and put in warlike poſture, the inhabitants of the ſaid 
Colony, and to commiſſionate, impower and authorize ſuch perſon or perſon as they 
ſhall think fitt, to lead and conduct the ſaid inhabitants, and to encounter, expulſe, 
repel, and reſiſt by force of Arms, as well by ſea as by land, and alſo to kill, flay 
and deſtroy, by all fitting ways, Enterprizes and Meanes whatſoever, all and ever; 
ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhall, at any time hereafter, attempt or enterprize the De- 
ſtruction, invaſion, detriment or annoyance of the ſaid inhabitants and plantation, 
and to uſe and exerciſe the law martial in ſuch caſes only as occaſion ſhall require, 
and to take or ſurprize, by all ways and means whatſoever, all and every ſuch per- 
ſon and perſons, with their ſhips, armour, ammunition and other goods, of ſuch 
as ſhall, in ſuch hoſtile manner, invade or attempt the defeating of the ſaid plantation 
or the hurt of the ſaid company and inhabitants, and, upon juſt cauſes, to invade 
and deſtroy the natives or other enemies of the ſaid colony. Nevertheleſs our will 
and pleaſure is, and we do hereby declare unto all Chriſtian Kings, princes and 
States, That if any perſons, which ſhall hereafter be of the ſaid company or planta- 
tion, or any other, by apppointment of the ſaid Governor and company, for the 
time being, ſhall at any time or times hereafter rob or ſpoil, by Sea or by Land, 
and do any hurt, violence, or unlawful hoſtility, to any of the ſubje&s of us, 
our heirs or ſucceſſors, or any of the ſubjects of any prince or ſtate, being then in 
league with us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, upon complaint of ſuch injury done to any 
ſuch prince or ſtate, or their ſubjects, We, our heirs and ſucceſſors, will make open 
proclamation within any parts of our realm of England, fit for that purpoſe, That 
the perſon or perſons committing any ſuch robbery or ſpoil ſhall, within the time li- 
mited by ſuch proclamation, make full reſtitution or Satisfaction of all ſuch injuries 
done or committed; fo as the faid prince or others ſo complaining may be fully ſatis- 
fied and contented : And if the ſaid perſon or perſons, who ſhall commit any ſuch 
robbery or ſpoil, ſhall not make ſatisfaction accordingly, within ſuck time ſo to be limit- 
ed, That then it ſhall and may be lawful for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, to put ſuch 
perſon or perſons out of our allegiance and protection ; and that it ſhall and may be 
lawful and free for all princes aud others to proſecute with hoſtilities ſuch offenders, 
and every of them, their and every of their procurers, aiders, abettors, and coun- 
ſellors in that behalf. Provided alſo, and our expreſs will and. pleaſure is, and we 
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do by theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, ordain and appoint,, That 
theſe preſents ſhall not, in any manner, hinder any of our loving ſubjects whatſoc- 
ver to uſe and exerciſe the trade of fiſhing, upon the coaſt of New England in Ame- 
rica? but they, and every or any of them, ſhall have full and free power and liberty 
to continue and ufe the ſaid trade of fiſhing upon the ſaid coaſt, in any of the ſeas 
thereunto adjoining, or any arms of the ſeas, or ſalt- water rivers, where they have 
been accuſtomed to fiſh ; and to build and ſet up on the waſte lands belonging to the 
faid Colony of Connecticut, ſuch wharf, ſtages, and work-houſes, as ſhall be neceſ- 
fary for the ſalting, drying, and keeping of their fiſh, to be taken or gotten upon that 
coaſt ; any thing in theſe preſents contained to the contrary notwithſtanding. And 
know ye further, that we, of our more abundant grace, certain knowledge, and 
mere motion, have given, granted and confirmed, and by theſe preſents, for us, ourheirs 
and ſucceſſors do give, grant and confirm unto the ſaid Governor and com- 
pany, and their ſucceſſors, all that part of our dominions in New England in Ame- 
rica, bounded on the eaſt by the Narrogancett River, commonly called Narrogancett 
Bay, where the ſaid River falleth into the fea, and on the north by the Line of the 
Maſſachuſets Plantation, and on the South by the ſea, and in Longitude, as the line 
of the Maſſachuſets Colony running from eaſt to Welt, (that is to ſay) from the ſaid: 
Narrogancet Bay, dn the eaſt to the South Sea, on the weſt part, with the iſlands 
therunto adjoining, together with all the firm lands, foils, grounds, havens, 
ports, rivers, waters, fiſhings, mines, minerals, precious ſtones, quarries, - and all 
and ſingular commodities, Juriſdictions, royalties, privileges, franchiſes, pre-emi- 
nences, and hereditaments whatſoever, within the ſaid tract, bounds, lands, and Iſlands 
aforeſaid, or to them, or any of them belonging, to have and to hold the fame, unto 
the ſaid Governor and company, their Succeflors, and aſſigns, for ever, upon truſt, 
and for the uſe and benefit of themſelves, and: their aſſociates, freemen of the ſaid 
Colony, their heirs and aſſignes; to be holden of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, as of 
our Manor of Ea Greenwich, in free and common. Soccage, and. not in capiie, nor 
by knights ſervice ; yielding and paying therefore to us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, only 
the fifth part of all the ore of gold and filver, which from time to time and at all 
times hereafter. ſhall be there gotten, had or obtained, in lieu of all ſervices, duties 
and demands whatſover, to be to us, our heirs or ſucceſſors, therefore orthereout ren- 
dered, made, or paid. And laſtly, we do for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, grant to 
the ſaid Governor and company, and their ſucceſſors, by theſe preſents, That theſe 
our letters patents ſhall be firm, good, and effectual in the law, to all intents, con- 
ſtructions and purpoſes whatſoever, according to our true intent and meaning herein 
before declared, as ſhall. be conſtrued, reputed, and adjudged moſt favourable on: 
the behalf, and ſor the beſt benefit and Behoof of the faid Governor and company, 
and their ſucceſſors, although expreſs mention of the true yearly value or certainty 
of the premillcs, or of any of them, or of any other Gifts or Grants by us, or by. 
; any: 
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any of our progenitors or predeceſſors, heretofore made to the ſaid Governor and 
Company of the Engliſh Colony of Connecticut, in New England, in America afore- 
ſaid, in theſe preſents is not made or any Statute, Act, Ordinance, Proviſion, Pro- 
clamation, or Reſtriction heretofore had, made, enacted, ordained, or provided, or 
any other matter, cauſe, or thing whatſoever, to the contrary thereof, in any wiſe 
notwithſtanding. In witneſs whereof We have cauſed theſe our letters to be made 
patents. Witneſs Ourſelf at We/min/ter, the Three and Twentieth Day of April in. 
the Fourteenth Year of our Reign.

9 we haue lately receiued an Humble Addreſs and Petition from the 
General Court of our Colony of the Maſſachuſetts in New England pre- 
ſented unto us by Simon Bradſtreete and Iohn Norton We haue thought it agreeable 
to our princely Grace and Iuſtice to let you know that the ſame hath been uery ac- 
ceptable to us and that we are well ſatisfied with thoſe Expreſſions of Loyalty Duty 
and good Affection made to us in the ſaid addreſs which we doubt not proceeds from 
the Hearts of our good ſubjects and we are therefore willing that all our good Subjects 
of that Plantation do know that we do receive them into our gracious protection and 
will cheriſh them with our beſt Encouragement and that wee will preſerue and do 
hereby confirm the PATTENT and CHARTER heretofore granted unto them by 
our Royal Father of Bleſſed Memory and that they fhall freely enjoy all the Privi- 
ledges and Liberties granted to- them in and by the ſame and that we will be ready to 
renew the ſame CHARTER to them under our great Seal of England whenſoeuer they 
ſhall defire it. | 

And becauſe the Licenſciouſſneſs of theſe Late Ill Times hath likewiſe had an In- 


fitence upon that our Colony in which they may haue ſwerued from the Rules pre- 


ſcribed and even from the Gouernment that was Inſtituted by the Charter which we 
do graciouſly Impute rather to the Iniquity of that Time then to evil Intention of the 
Hearts of thoſe who exerciſed the Gouernment there, 

And we do therefore hereby publiſh and declare our free and gracious Pardon unto 
all our Subjects of that our Plantation for all Crimes and offences committed againſt 
us during the Late Troubles (excepting only ſuch perſons who ſtand attaynted by our 
Parlament here of high Treaſon) If any ſuch Perſons haue Tranſplanted ch emſelues 


* into 
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into thoſe Parts the apprehending of whom and the Tranſporting them into this 
Kingdom and the deliuering them up into the Hands of Iuſtice we do expect from the 
Duty affection and Obedience of our good Subjects of that our Colony if they are 
found within the Limitts and Iuriſdiction thereof provided always and it be our declar- 
ed Expectation, that upon revew of all ſuch Laws or ordinances that are now or 
haue been during theſe late Troubles in Practice there and which are contrarie and 
derogatorie to our Authority and Gouernment the ſame may be annulled and repeal- 
ed and the Rules and preſcriptions in the ſaid Charter for Adminiſtration and the 
Taking the Oath of Allegiance be henceforward duly obſerved and the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Tuſtice be in our Name and ſince the principal End and foundation of that 
Charter was and is the freedom and Liberty of Conſcience Wee do hereby charge 
and require you that that freedom and Liberty be duly admitted and allowed fo that 
ſuch as defire to uſe the Book of common Prayer and perform their devotions in that 
manner as is Eſtabliſhed here be not denied the exerciſe thereof or undergo any pre- 
judice or diſadvantage thereby they Uſing their Liberty peaceably without diſturb- 
ance to others, | 

And that all perſons of good and Honeſt Lives and converſations be admitted to 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper according to the ſaid Book of common Prayer 
and their Children to Baptizm. 

We cannot be underſtood hereby to dire& or wiſh that any Indulgence ſhould be 
granted to thoſe Perſons commonly called Quakers whoſe Principles being inconſiſt- 
ant with any kind of Goverment we haue found it neceſſary by the advice of our Par- 
liament here to make a ſharp Law againſt them and are well contented That you do the 
Like there. 

Although we haue hereby declared our Expectation to be that the Charter grant- 
ed by our Royal Father and now confirmed by us ſhall be punctually obſerved yet if 
the Number of the Aſſiſtants Injoyned thereby be found by Experience and be Judged 
by the People to be Inexpedient as we are informed it is we do then diſpence with the 
ſame and declare our Will and pleaſure herein for the future to be that the Number 


of the ſaid Aſſiſtants ſhall not exceed Eighteen nor leſs at any Time then Ten We aſ- 


ſuring our ſelf and commanding and obliging all perſons concern'd that in the Election 
of the Governour or Aſſiſtants there be only Conſideration had of the Wiſdom ver- 
tue and Integrity of the Perſons to be choſen and not of any Faction with Reference 
to their Opinions and outward profeſſion 

And that all Freeholders of Competent Eſtates not vitious in Converſation and Or- 
thodox in Religion though of different perſwaſions concerning Church Govern- 
ment may haue their Votes in the Election of all Officers both civil and Military. 

Laſtly our will and Pleaſure is that at the next General Court of that our Colony 


this our Letter and declaration be communicated and publiſhed that all our Loving 
Subjects 
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Subjects within that our Plantation may know our Grace and Favour to them and 
that we do take them into our Protection as our loving and Dutiful Subjects and that 
we will be ready from Time to Time to receiue any Application or Addreſs from 
them which may concern their Intereſt and the good of that our Colony and that we 
will advance the Benefit and Trade thereof by our Utmoſt Endeavours and Counte- 
nance preſuming that they will {till merit the ſame by their duty and Obedience.

1 HAT God Almighty may be more inclined to beſtow his bleſſings vpon us 
and you in the improuement of that our Colony you ſhall in the firſt place 
take ſpecial care that he be devoutly and duly ſerved in all your government The book 
of Common prayer as it is now eſtabliſhed Read each Sunday and Holy day and the 
bleſſed Sacraments adminiſtered according to the rites of the Church of England, 
you ſhall be carefull that the Churches already built there be well and orderly kept 
and more built as the Colony ſhall by Gods bleſfing be improved and that beſides a 
competent maintenance to be aſſigned to the Miniſter of Each Church out of the 
fruits and productions of the earth and labours of the planters, that a convenient 
houſe be built at the common charge for each Miniſter near each church and one 
huudred acres of land aſſigned to him for a glebe and Exerciſe of his induſtry. 

2. You ſhall within one month after your arrival or ſooner if you think fit call a 
General Aſſembly according to the uſage and cuitom of that our Colony and at the 
openiag thereof you ſhall declare to them that we are gratioully pleaſed to grant a 
free and General act of pardon and oblivion to all our ſubjects of what degree and

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quality ſoever of that our Colony of all crimes offences and miſdemeanours ſoever 
committed fince to excepting ſuch 
perſons wh o are attainted by act of Parliament in this our kingdom for the horrid 
murder of our dear Father of bleſſed memory if any of ſuch perſons ſhall at preſent 
be within that our Colony or ſhall hereafter repair thither he or they ſhall be forthwith 
apprehended and ſent hither to receive condign puniſhment, Provided that you and the 


Aſſembly take preſent care for the repeal of all laws and orders made during the late 


times of rebellion and uſurpation againſt our crown and dignity and derogatory to the 
obedience which all our ſubjects of that our Colony do owe unto us and to our Go- 
vernment and which we preſume they are willing to pay us. 

3. You ſhall let that aſſembly know that we do expect from you and them that 
you eſtabliſh good and wholeſome rules and orders and execute them accordingly 
for the puniſhment diſcountenance and ſuppreſſing of all vice and debauchery and 


Idleneſs of which as all good Chriſtians ought to be aſhamed in all places fo in New 


plantations if far from their own country and when they are expoſed to ſo many dan- 
gers inconveniences and wants that without an extraordinary and wonderfull pro- 
tection and aſſiſtance from God almighty they are in daily hazard of periſhing the 


fame ought to be more abominated and that they likewiſe eftablith all neceſſary en- 


couragements for virtue induſtry and obedience and for whatſoever may advance the 
wealth honour and reputation of that our Colony and of every member-thereof 
In order to which we do very heartily recommend to you and their care and conſi- 
deration. 

1. That care be whin to diſpoſe the Planters to be willing to build towns upon 
every River which muſt tend very much to their ſecurity and in time to their profit 
of which they cannot haue a better evidence and example then from their neigh- 
bours of New England who obliging themſelues to that order haue in few years 
raiſed that Colony to great wealta and reputation and ſecurity we wiſh that there 
may be at leaſt one town upon every river and that you begin at James River which 
being firſt ſeated we deſire to give all countenance and to ſettle the Government there 
and therefore as we do expect that you give good example yourſelves by building 
ſome houſes there which will 1n a ſhort time turn to your profit ſo you ſhall in our 
name let the Counſellors of that our Collony know that we will take it very well at 
their hands if they will each of them build one or more houſes there and you ſhall 
give a particular account by a letter to ourſelf of the ſucceſs of this our deſign what 
orders are made by our Aſſembly for the advancement thereof and what particular 
en do engage themſelves to build upon this our recommendation. 

2 That all poſſible Endeavours be uſed and encouragment given to advance the 
plantation of Silk Flax Hemp Pitch and potatoes for which we are well aſſured that 
climate and ſoil is very proper we ourſelf having made experience of the Silk grown 


there 
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there and finding it to be equal to any we have ſeen and yet that ſeems to be molt 
difficult of any of the reſt we expect that upon the review of what is already eſta- 
bliſhed for the encouragement of theſe particulars new and greater Rewards and en- 
couragements be given thereunto in proportion to the great benefit that our Colony 
would in a ſhort time reap thereby. 

5. Whereas we have been moved to put ſome reſtraint upon the planting of To- 
bacco in that our Colony both for the advancing the other commodities we have re- 
commended to you and becauſe the price thereof falls ſo low by the great quantities 
brought in from our other plantations, that the ſame will not in a ſhort time be va- 
luable to the planters or merchants and whereas we have been likewiſe moved to 
make ſome order for the limiting of the ſhips which trade thither that they ſhall not 
lade and return from thence but from and during ſome time limited at all which de- 
bates you have been preſent and in all which our privy councell have forborn to 
give any determination by reaſon of the difference of opinions between the mer- 
chants and the planters and maſters of ſhips no one party of which ſeem to be of the 
ſame mind and opinion we do recommend the conſideration and debate of the whole 
to you and to our Aſſembly to the end that upon the due deliberations of what is 
beſt for that our Colony we mean for the general good and future advancement 
thereof not the particular profit of a few leſs induſtrious perſons ſuch good rules 
may be eſtabliſhed as may be for the public benefit and becauſe what ſhall be found 
neceſſary to be ſettled in theſe particulars will require that the ſame proviſion be like- 
wiſe made in Maryland we do direct you that ſome Commithoners be appointed to 
treat with others of Maryland to that purpoſe and a fitt place agreed upon for the 
ſame. In order whereunto we are well aſſured the Lord Baltimore will ſend Direc- 
tions to thoſe who are truſted by him and if any thing ſhall be inſiſted on by them 

contrary to reaſon and prejudicial to our Colony of Virginia upon repreſentation 
thereof to us, we ſhall give ſuch a determination therein as ſhall be juſt. 

4. Whereas there hath been repreſented to us an order of our councel for the 
Colony concerning 2s Impoſed by the Aſſembly upon every hhd. of Tobacco ex- 
ported our of that our Colony upon which ſome limitations have been offered by the 
maſters of ſhips we are well contented to confirm the ſaid impoſition of 2s as afore- 
ſaid or any other impoſition our Aſſembly ſhall judge fitt and reaſonable to make for 
the good of the Colony the ſupport of our Government there and the bringing in 
and planting the commodities aforeſaid and we are graciouſly pleaſed that out of the 
ſaid money ſoe impoſed One thouſand pounds per annum be conſtantly iſſued to our 
Governor there for the time being and the remainder thereof whatſoever it ſhall 
amount unto ſhall be diſpoſed towards the encouragement of the plantation of the 
Commodities aforeſaid, a true account whereof ſhall be yearly tranſmitted to our 


councel of plantations reſiding here by you our Governor and ſuch who ſhall be ap- 


pointed to manage the ſame,

5. Whereas we have certain knowledge that there is greater endeavours uſed by 
the ill arts of ſome and negligence of others to defraud us and this kingdom of the 
eight and benefit which would accrue by the act of parliament concerning navi- 
gation if the ſame was carefully and faithfully executed and obſerved and that very 
much Tobacco is ſhipped in that our Colony in Dutch veſſels where ſome few Eng- 
tiſh mariners are entertained for that purpoſe and that very much which is put on 
board ſome Engliſh veſſels is not yet brought into England and entered here as by 
the ſaid act it ought to be inſomuch as the quantity of Tobacco brought into this our 
kingdom is in no proportion to the quantity yearly tranſported out of that our Colony, 
we do hereby require you that a very exact account you do cauſe to be entered there 
and tranſmitted to our Councellors and Farmers of our cuſtoms here of all the To- 
bacco which ſhall be ſhipped from that our Colony in Engliſh veſſels and that you 
ſuffer none other to be ſhipped from thence with the time when the ſame was ſhip- 
ped, the name of the ſhip and of the maſter and to what place he or they are bound 
to the end that diſcovery being thus made care may be taken for the ſevere proſecu- 
tion and puniſhment of thoſe who ſhall tranſgreſs the ſaid act of Parliament. f 

6. We being informed that the grant of our Royal Father of bleſſed memory 

heretofore made to that our Colony to exempt the planters from paying Quit Rents 
for the firſt ſeven years hath turned to the great prejudice of that our Colony and 
that many have abuſed that grace and taken occaſion thereby to take and create a 
title to themſelves of ſuch quantities of land which they never intend to or in truth 
can occupy and cultivate but thereby only keep out others who would plant and 
mannre the ſame, We do therefore revoke all ſuch grants as are contrary to the inten- 
tion of our royal Father and to the good of the people and do appoint you by and 
with the advice of our Councel to give direction to our Treaſurer or his Deputy that 
the Quit Rents be carefully and juſtly levied and no longer forbearance therof by 
reaſon or colour of ſuch occupation as aforeſaid and you ſhall likewiſe 
require our Treaſurer or his Deputy to be careful to enter upon all ſuch lands as are 
lawfully eſcheated to us and authoriſe him to make new grants of the ſaid eſcheated 
lands in ſuch manner and with ſuch limitation as ſhall be directed by you and our 
Councel. | 

7. Amongſt other good works we deſire to ere& in that our Colony of Virginia 
We have a defire to erect ſuch an iron work as may be (in truth) conſiderable and 
above what a private undertaking can go thorough and do therefore if we find en- 
couragement thereunto reſolve to undertake it ourſelf and in order thereunto we 
would have you debate the whole matter and all that may conduce thereunto with 
our Councel there and upon a clear ſtate thereof and upon a view that there is plenty 
of good Ore fit for the ſame you tranſmit your advice and opinion thereupon how 


we 
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we may beſt undertake it, what we muſt tranſport from hence for that purpoſe and 
all things which are neceſſary thereunto and we ſhall thereupon provide as we ſhall 
think fir. 

8. Vou ſhall once every year tranſmit the true and full ſtate, of that our Colony to 
our Councelof plantations here with a particukar account of every improvement you ob- 
ſerve to be made by the induſtry of the planters as well as by the direction of the Go- 
vernment In the year paſt what number of people have been tranſported thither that 
year and what new plantarions they have entered upon and what new encouragement 
you deſire from hence, that ſo upon a repreſentation made to us by them we may ſhew 
you by ſome new multiplied grace and favor how much we take to heart the good 
and benefit and advancement of that our Colony and our good ſubjects thereof. 

9. Laſtly we having now upon your deſire granted a comiſſion of Oyer and Termi- 
ner for the better adminiſtration of Juſtice and puniſhment of offences within that 
our Colony we do hereby recommend to your care wiſdom and integrity that Juſtice 
be well and impartially adminiſtered and that our good ſubjects ſhall have no cauſe 
of complaint and if you and our Aſſembly ſhall find it requiſite for the better execu- 
tion thereof that ſome perſons learned in the laws be ſent from hence and ſhall pro- 
vide competent falaries for them we ſhall upon ſuch your repreſentation make choice 
of ſome fit perſon for the performance of that ſervice.

Now foraſmuch as new 
complaints are made to this Court, of ſuch perſons abounding, eſpecially in the 
Eaſtern parts, endeavouring to draw others to that wicked opinion; | 
It is therefore Ordered, that the laſt law fit. vagabond Quakers May 1661 be 
henceforth in force in all Reſpects; Provided that their Whipping be but through 
three towns: and the Magiſtrates or Commiſhoners ſigning ſuch warrant, ſhall 
appoint both the Towns, and number of ſtripes in each town to be given. [1662]

HARLES the Second, by the Grace of God, &c. To all to whom theſe Pre- 
ſents ſhall come, Greeting. Whereas We have been informed by the hum- 
ble Petition of Our truſty and well beloved Subjects, John Clarke, on the behalf of 
Benjamin Arnold, William Brenton, William Codington, Nicolas Eaſton, . William 
Boulſton, John Porter, John Smith, Samuel Gorton, John Werks, Roger Willi- 
ams, Thomas Olney, Gregory Dexter, John Cogeſhall, Joſeph Clarke, Randall 
Houlden, John Greene, John Roome, Samuel Wildbore, William Field, James Barker, 
Richard Tew, Thomas Harris, and William Dyre, and the reſt of the purchaſers, 
and free inhabitants of Our Ifland called Rhode-Ifland, and the reſt of the Colony of 
Providence Plantations, in the Narraganſett-Bay in New-England in America, That 
they purſuing with peace, and loyal minds, their ſober, ſerious and religious inten- 
tions, of godly edifying themſelves, and one another, in the holy Chriſtian faith and 
worſhip as they were perſuaded, together with the gaining over and converſion of the 
poor ignorant Indian natives, in thoſe parts of America, to the ſincere profeſſion and 
obedience of the ſame faith and worſhip, did not only by the conſent and good en- 
couragement of Our royal progenitors, tranſport themſelves out of this kingdom of 
England into America ; but alſo ſince their arrival there, after their firſt ſettlement 
amongſt other Our ſubjects in thoſe parts, for the avoiding of diſcord, and thoſe ma- 
ny evils which were like to enſue upon thoſe our ſubjects, not being able to bear in 
thoſe remote parts their different apprehenſions in religious concernments ; and in 
purſuance of the aforeſaid ends, did once again leave their defirable ſtations and ha- 
bitations, and with exceſſive labour and travel, hazard and charge, did tranſplant 
themſelves into the midſt of the Indians natives, who (as we are informed) are the 
moſt potent Princes and people of all that country; whereby the good Providence 
of God (from whom the Plantations have taken their name) upon their labour and 
induſtry, they have not only beenpre ſerved to admiration, but have increaſed and proſ- 
pered, and are ſeized and poſſeſſed, by purchaſe and conſent of the ſaid natives, to 
their full content, of ſuch lands, iſlands, rivers, harbours and roads, as are very con- 
venient, both for plantations, and alſo for building of ſhips, ſupply of pipe-ſtaves, and 
other 
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other merchandize, and which lies very commodious in many reſpects for commerce, 
and to accomme date our Southern plantations, and may much advance the trade of 
this Our realm, and greatly inlarge the territories thereof; they having by near 
neighbourhood to, and friendly Society with, the great body of the Narraganſett 
Indians, given them encouragement, of their own accord, to ſubject themſelves, their 
people and lands, unto vs ; whereby (as is hoped) there may in time, by the bleſſing 
of God upon their endeavours, be laid a ſure foundation of happineſs to all Ameri- 
ca: And wheras in their humble addreſs, they have freely declared, That it is much 
on their hearts (if they be pèrmitted) to hold forth a lively experiment, that a moſt 
flouriſhing civil ſtate may ſtand, and beſt be maintained, and that aniong, Our Engliſh 
ſubjects, with a full liberty in religious concernments, and that true piety, rightly 
grounded upon goſpel principles, will give the beſt and greateſt ſecurity toSovereignty, 
and will lay in the hearts of men the ſtrongeſt obligations to true loyalty : Now know 
ye, That We being willing to encourage the hopeful undertaking of Our faid loyal and 
loving ſubjc&ts, and to ſecure them in the free exerciſe and enjoyment of all their civil 
and religious rights appertaining to them as Our loving ſubjetts ; and to preſerve un- 
to them that liberty in the true Chriſtian faith and worſhip of God, which they have 
ſought with ſo much travel, and with peaceable minds and loyal ſubjeftion to Our 
royal progenitors, and Ourſelves, to enjoy: And becauſe ſome of the people and 
inhabitants of the ſame Colony cannot in their private opinion conform to the pub- 
lick exerciſe of religion, according to the liturgy, form, and ceremonies of the Church 
of England, or take or ſubſcribe the oaths andarticles made and eſtabliſhed in that 
behalf; and for that the ſame, by reaſon of the remote diſtances of thoſe places, 
will, as We hope, be no breach of the unity and uniformity eſtabliſhed in this nation, 
have therefore thought fit, and do hereby publiſh, grant, ordain and declare, That 
Our Royal Will and Pleaſure is, That no perſon within the ſaid Colony, at any 
time hereafter, ſhall be any-wiſe moleſted, puniſhed, diſquieted, or called in queſtion, 
for any differences in opinion in matters of religion, and do not actually diſturb the 
civil peace of Our ſaid Colony; but that all and every perſon and perſons may, from 
time to time, and at all times hereafter, freely and fully have aud enjoy his and their 
own judgments and conſciences, in matters of religious concernments, throughout the 
tract of land, hereafter mentioned, they behaveing themſelves peaceably and quietly, 
and not uſing this liberty to licentiouſneſs and profaneneſs, nor to the civil Injury or 
outward diſturbance of others; any law, ſtatute or clauſe, therein contained, or to 
be contained, uſage or cuſtom of this realm, to the contrary hereof, in any-wiſc not- 
withſtanding. And that they may be in the better capacity to defend themſelves in 
their juſt rights and liberties, againſt all the encmies of the Chriſtian faith, and 
others, in all reſpe&s ; We have further thought fit, and at the bumble petition of 
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the perſons aforeſaid, are graciouſly pleaſed to declare, That they ſhall have and 
enjoy the benefit of Our late Act of Indemnity, and free pardon, as he reſt of Our 

ſubjects in other our dominions and territories have; and to create and make them a 

body politick or corporate, with the powers and privileges herein after- mentioned: 

And accordingly, Our Will and Pleaſure is, and of Our eſpecial grace, certain know- 

ledge, and mere motion, We have ordained, conſtituted and declared, and by theſe 

preſents, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do ordain, conſtitute and declare, That 
they the ſaid William Brenton, William Codington, Nicolas Eaſton, Benedict Ar- 
nold, William Boulſton, John Porter, Samuel Gorton, John Smith, John Weekes, 
Roger Williams, Thomas Olney, Gregory Dexter, John Cogeſhall, Joſeph Clarke, 

Randall Houlden, John Greene, John Roome, William Dyre, Samuel Wildbore, 

Richard 'Tew, William Field, Thomas Harris, James Barker, Rainſborow, 
Williams, and John Nickſon, and all ſuch others as now are, or hereafter 

ſhall be admitted, free of the Company and Society of Our Colony of Providence 
plantations, in the Narraganſet-Bay, in New-England, ſhall be from time to time, and 
for ever hereafter, a body corporate and politick, in fact and name, by the name of 
the Governor and Company of the Engliſh Colony of Rhode-Ifland and Providence 
Plantations, in New-England, in America; and that by the ſame name they and 
their Succeſſors ſhall and may have perpetual ſucceſſion, and ſhall and may be perſons 
able and capable in the law to ſue and be ſued, to plead and be impleaded, to anſwer 
and 10 be anſwered unto,'to defend, and to be defended, in all and fingular ſuits, cau- 
ſes, quarrels, matters, actions, and things, of what kind or nature ſoever; and alſo 
to have, take, poſſeſs, acquire, and purchaſe lands, tenements and hereditaments, or 
any goods or chattels, and the ſame to leaſe, grant, demiſe, alien, bargain, ſell and 
diſpoſe of, at their own Will and Pleaſure, as other Our Liege people of this Our 
realm of England, or any corporation, or body politick within the ſame, may law- 
fully do; and further, That they the ſaid Governor and Company, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, ſhall and may, for ever hereafter, have a common Seal, to ſerve and uſe for 
all matters, cauſes, things, and affairs whatſoever, of them and their Succeſſors, and 
the ſame Seal to alter, change, break, and make new from time to time, at their 
Will and Pleaſure, as they ſhall think fit. And further, We will and ordain, and by 
theſe preſcnts, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſſors, do declare and appoint, That for

And for the better execu- 
tion of Our Royal Pleaſure herein, We do for us, Our Heiss and Succeſſors, aflign, 
name, conſtitute and appoint, the aforeſaid Benedict Arnold to be the firſt and preſent 
Governor of the {aid Company, and the ſaid William Brenton to be the Deputy Go- 
vernor, and the ſaid William Boulſton, John Porter, Roger Williams, Thomas Ol- 
ney, John Smith, John Greene, John Cogeſhall, James Barker, William Field, and 
Joſeph Clarke, to be the ten preſent Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company, to continue in the 
faid ſeveral Offices reſpectively, until the firſt Wedneſday which ſhall be in the month 
of May now next coming. And further, We will, and by theſe preſents, for Us, 
Our Heirs and Succeſſors, doordain and grant, That the Governor of the ſaid Company, 
for the time being,or in his abſence, by occaſion of ſickneſs, or otherwiſe, by his leave or 
permiſſion, the Deputy Governor for the time being, ſhall and may, from time to time, 


upon all occaſions, give order for the aſſembling of the ſaid Company, and calling them 


together, to conſult and adviſe of the buſineſs and affairs ofthe ſaid Company : Andthat 
for ever hereafter, twice in every year, (that is to ſay) on every firſt Wedneſday in the 
month of May, and on everylaſt Wedneſday in October, or oftener, in caſe it ſhall be re- 
quiſite, the Aſſiſtants, and ſuch of the Freemen of the ſaid Company, not exceeding fix 
perſons, for Newport, four perſons for each of the reſpective towns of Providence, 
Portſmouth, and Warwick, and two perſons for each other place, town or city, who 
ſhall be from time to time thereunto elected or deputed by the major part of the Free- 
men of the reſpective places, towns or places for which they ſhall be ſo elected or de- 
puted, ſhall have a General meeting or Aſſembly, then and there to conſult, adviſe and 
determine, in and about the affairs and buſineſs of the ſaid Company and Plantations.

the ſaid Company, for the time being, the Aſſiſtants and ſuch of the Freemen of the 
ſaid Company, as ſhall be ſo as aforeſaid elected or deputed, or ſo many of them as ſhall 


be preſent at ſuch Meeting or Aſſembly, as aforeſaid, ſha!l be called the General Af- 


ſembly ; and that they, or the greateſt part of them then preſent, whereof the Go- 


vernor, or Deputy Governor, and fix of the Aſſiſtants at leaſt, to be ſeven, ſhall have, 


and have hereby given and granted unto them, full power and authority, from time 
to time, and at all times hereafter, to appoint, alter and change ſuch days, times and 
places of Meeting, and General Aſſembly, as they ſhall think fit; and to chuſe, no- 
minate and appoint ſuch and ſo many perſons as they {hall think fit, and ſhall be wil- 


ling to accept the ſame, to be free of the ſaid Company, and Body Politick, and them 


into the ſame to admit, and to ele, and conſtitute ſuch Offices and Officers, and to 


grant ſuch needful commiſhons as they ſhall think fit and requiſite, for the ordering 


managing, and diſpatching of the affairs of the ſaid Governor and Company, and

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their Succeſſors; and, from time to time, to make, ord ain, coſtitute or repeal, ſuch 
laws, ſtatutes, orders and ordinances, forms and ceremonies of government and Ma- 
giſtracy, as to them ſhall ſeem meet, for the good and welfare of the ſaid Company, 
and for the governmeyt and ordering of the lands and hereditaments herein after- 
mentioned to be granted, and of the people that do or at any time hereafter ſhall in- 
habit, or be withia rhe ſame ; fo as ſuch laws, ordinances and conſtitutions, ſo made 
be not contrary and repugnant unto, but as ncar as may, agreeable to the laws of this 
our realm of England, conſidering the nature and conſtitution of the place and peo- 
ple there; and alſo, to appoint, order and direct, erect and ſettle ſuch places and 
courts of juriſdiction, for the hearing and determining of all actions, caſes, matters, 
and things, happening within the ſaid Colony and plantation, and which ſhall be in 
diſpute, and depending there, as they ſhall think fit; and alſo to diſtinguiſh and ſer 
forth the ſeveral names and titles, duties, powers and limits, of each court, office and 
officer, ſuperior and inferior; and alſo to contrive and appoint ſuch forms of oaths 
and atteſtations not repugnant, but as near as may be, agreeable as aforeſaid, to the 
laws and ſtatutes of this our realm, as are convenient and requiſite, with reſpect to 
the due adminiſtration of juſtice, and due execution and diſcharge of all offices and 
places of truſt, by the perſons that ſhall be therein concerned; and alſo to regulate 
and order the way and manner of all elections to offices and places of truſt, and to 
preſcribe, limit and diſtinguiſh the number and bounds of all places, towns and cities, 
within the limits and bounds herein after mentioned, and not herein particularly named, 
who have or ſhall have the power of electing and ſending of freemen to the ſaid Ge- 
neral Aſſembly; and alſo to order, direct aud authorize the impoſing of lawful and 
reaſonable fines, mul&s, impriſonments, and executing other puniſhments, pecuniary 
and corporal, upon offenders and delinquents, according to the courſe of other ope- 
rations, within our kingdom of England ; and again, to alter, revoke, annul or par- 
don, under their common ſeal, or otherwiſe, ſuch fines, mulcts, impriſonments, ſen- 
rences, judgments and condemnations, as ſhall be thought fit; and to direct, rule, or- 
der and diſpoſe of all other matters and things, and particularly that which relates to 
the making of purchaſes of the native Indians, as to them ſhall ſeem meet ; whereby 
our ſaid people and inhabitants in the ſaid plantations, may be fo religiouſly, peacea- 
bly and civilly governed, as that by their good life, and orderly converſation, they 
may win and invite the native Indians of the country to the knowledge and obedi- 
ence of the only true God, and ſaviour of mankind ; willing, commanding and re- 
quiring, and by theſe preſents, for Us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, ordaining and ap- 
pointing, that all ſuch laws, ſtatutes, orders and ordinances, inſtructions, impoſitions 
and directions, as ſhall be ſo made by the Governor, Deputy, Aſſiſtants and freemen, 
or ſuch number of them, as aforeſaid, and publiſhed in writing, under their common 
ſeal, ſball be carefully and duly obſerved, kept, performed and put in execution, ac-

cording to the true intent and meaning of the ſame: And theſe our letters patents, 
or the duplicate or exemplification thereof, ſhall be to all and every ſuch officers, ſu- 
perior or inferior, from time to time, for the putting of the ſame orders, laws, ſta- 
tutes, ordinances, inſtructions and directions, in due execution, againſt us, our heirs 
and ſucceſſors, a ſufficient warrant and diſcharge : and further, our will and pleaſure 
is, and we do hereby, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, eſtabliſh and ordain, That 
yearly, once in the year, for ever hereafter, namely the aforeſaid Wedneſday in May, 
and at the town of Newport, or elſewhere, if urgent occaſion do require, the Govet- 
nor, Deputy Governor, and aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company, and other officers 
of the ſaid Company, or ſuch of them as the General Aſſembly ſhall think fit, ſhall 
be in the ſaid General Court or Aſſembly, to be held from that day or time, newly 
choſen for the year enſuing, by greater part of the ſaid company, for the time being, 
as ſhall be then and there preſent ; and if it ſhall happen, that the preſent Governor, 
Deputy Governor, and Aſſiſtants, by theſe preſents appointed, or any ſuch as ſhall 
hereafter be newly choſen into their rooms, or any of them, or any other the officers 
of the ſaid Company, ſhall die, or be removed from his or their ſeveral offices or 
places, before the ſaid general day of election, (whom we do hereby declare, for any 
miſdemeanour or default, to be removeable by the Governor Aſſiſtants and Compa- 
ny, or ſuch greater part of them, in any of the ſaid public courts to be aſſembled, as 
aforeſaid) that then, and in every ſuch caſe, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the 
Taid Governor, Deputy Governor, Aſſiſtants and Company aforeſaid, or ſuch greater 
part of them, ſo to be afſembled, as is aforeſaid, in any of their aſſemblies, to proceed 
to a new election of one or more of their company, in the room or place, rooms or 
places, of ſuch officer or officers ſo dying or removed, according to their directions: 
And immediately upon and after ſuch election or elections made, of ſuch Governor, 
Deputy Governor, Aſſiſtant or Aſſiſtants, or any other officer of the ſaid Company, 
in manner and form aforeſaid, the Authority, Office and Power, before given to the 
former Governor, Deputy Governor, and other officer and officers ſo removed, in 
whoſe ſtead and place new ſhall be choſen, ſhall, as to him and them, and every of 
them reſpectiveiy, ceaſe and determine; provided always, and our Will and Plea- 
ſure is, That as well ſuch as are by theſe preſents appointed to be the preſent Go- 
vernor, Deputy Governor, and Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company, as thoſe which ſhall 
ſucceed them, and all other officers to be appointed and choſen as aforeſaid, ſhall be- 
fore the undertaking the execution of the faid offices and places reſpectively, give 
their ſolemn engagement by oath or otherwiſe for the due and faithful performance 
of their duties in their ſeveral offices and places, before ſuch perſon or perfons as are 
by theſe preſents hereafter appointed to take and receive the fame ; (that is to ſay) 
the ſaid Benedict Arnold, who is herein before nominated and appointed the preſent 
Governor of the ſaid Company, fhall give the aforeſaid engagement before William 
"Pall 41 Brenton, 
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Brenton, or any two of the ſaid Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company, unto whom We do, 

by theſe preſents, give full power and authority to require and receive the fame ; and 
the ſaid William Brenton, who is hereby before nominated and appointed the preſent 
Deputy Governor of the ſaid Company, ſhall give the aforeſaid engagement before 
the ſaid Benedict Arnold, or any two of the Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company, unto 
whom We do, by theſe preſents,” give full power and authority to require and re- 
ceive the fame ; and the ſaid William Boulſton, John Porter, Roger Williams, Tho- 
mas Olney, John Smith, John Greene, John Coggeſhall, James Barker, William 
Field, and Joſeph Clarke, who are herein before nominated and appointed the pre- 
ſent Aſſiſtants of the Company, ſhall give the ſaid engagement to their offices and 
places reſpectively belonging, before the ſaid Benedict Arnold and William Brenton, | 
or one of them, to whom reſpectively We do hereby give full power and authority 
to require, adminiſter or receive the ſame. And further, Out Will and Pleaſure is, 
That all and every other future Governor, or Deputy Governor, to be elected and 
choſen by virtue of theſe preſents, ſhall give the ſaid engagement before two or more 
of the ſaid Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company for the time being, unto whom We do, by 
theſe preſents, give full power and authority to require, adminiſter or receive the 
fame ; and the ſaid Aſſiſtants, and every of them, and all and every other officer or 
officers, to be hercafter elected and choſen by virtue of thefe prefents, from time to 
time, ſhall give the like engagements to their offices and places reſpectively belong- 
ing, before the Governor, or Deputy Governor, for the time being ; un- 
to which ſaid Governor or Deputy Governor, We do by theſe prefents give full 
power and authority to require, adminiſter, or receive the ſame accordingly. And 
We do likewiſe, for Us, Our Heirs, and Succeſſors, give and grant umto the ſaid 
Governor and Company, and their Succeſſors, by theſe preſents, That for the more 


peaceable and orderly government of the faid Plantations, it ſhall and may be lawful 


for the Governor, Deputy Governor, Aſſiſtants, and all other Officers and Miniſters, 
of the ſaid Company, in the adminiſtration of juſtice, and the exerciſe of government, 
in the ſaid Plantations, to uſe, exerciſe, and put in execution, ſuch methods, rules, 
orders, and directions, not being contrary and repugnant to the laws and ſtatutes 
of this our realm, as has been heretofore given, uſed, and accuſtomed in ſuch caſes 
reſpectively, to be put in practice, until, at the next, or ſome other General Aſſembly, 
eſpecial proviſion ſhall be made and ordained in the caſes aforeſaid. And we do 
further, for us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, give and grant unto the faid Governor 
and Company, and their Succeſſors, by theſe preſents, That it fhall and may be 
Awful to and for the ſaid Governor, or in his abſence the Deputy Governor, and 
major part of the ſaid Aſſiſtants for the time being, at any time, when the ſaid 
General Aſſembly is not fitting, to nominate, appoint and conſtitute ſuch and ſo 
many Commanders, Governors, and Military Othcers, as to them ſhall ſeem requi- 
te for the leading, conducting, and training up the inhabitants of the ſaid Plantations 
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in martial affairs, and for the defence and ſafeguard of the ſaid Plantations ; and 
that it ſhall and may be lawful to and for all and every ſuch Commander, Gover- 
nor, and Military Officer, that ſhall be ſo as aforeſaid, or by the Governor, or in 
his abſence the Deputy Governor, and fix of the Aſſiſtants, and major part of the 
Freemen of the ſaid Company, preſent at any General Aſſemblies, nominated, ap- 


pointed and conſtituted, according to the tenor of his and their reſpective commiſſi- 


ons and directions, to aſſemble, exerciſe in arms, marſhal, array, and put in warlike 
Poſture the inhabitants of the ſaid Colony, for their eſpecial defence and ſafety, and 
to lead and conduct the ſaid inhabitants, and to encounter, repulſe, and reſiſt by 
force of arms, as well as by ſea as by land, and alſo to kill, ſlay and deſtroy, by 
all fitting ways, enterprizes and means whatſoever, all and every ſuch perſon or per- 
ſons, as ſhall at any time hereafter attempt or enterprize the deſtruction, invaſion, 
detriment or annoyance of the ſaid inhabitants or Plantations; and to uſe and exer- 
ciſe the law martial, in ſuch caſes only as occaſion ſhall neceſſarily require; and to 
take and ſurprize, by all ways and means whatſoever, all and every ſuch perſon and 
perſons, with their ſhip or ſhips, armour, ammunition, or other goods of ſuch per- 
ſons as ſhall in hoſtile manner invade or attempt the defeating of the ſaid Plantation, 
or the hurt of the ſaid Company and inhabitants; and upon juſt cauſes to invade 
and deſtroy the natives, Indians, or other enemies of the ſaid Colony. Neverthe- 
leſs, Our will and pleaſure is, and we do hereby declare, to the reſt of our Co- 
lonies in New-England, That it ſhall not be lawful for this our ſaid Colony of 
Rhode-Ifland and Providence Plantations in America, in New-England, to invade 
the natives inhabiting within the bounds and limits of their ſaid Colonies, without 
the knowledge and conſent of the faid Colonies. And it is hereby declared, that it ſhall 
not be lawful to or for the reſt of the Colonies to invade or moleſt the native Indians, 
or any other inhabitants inhabiting within the bounds or limits hereafter mentioned, 
(they having ſubjected themſelves unto us, and being by us taken into our ſpecial 
protection) without the knowledge and conſent of the Governor and Company of 
our Colony of Rhode. Iſland and Providence Plantation. Alſo our Will and Plea- 
ſure is, and we do hereby declare unto all Chriſtian Kings, Princes and States, That 
if any perſon, which ſhall hereafter be of the faid Company or Plantation, or any 
other by appointment of the ſaid Governor and Company, for the time being, ſhall 
at any time or times hereafter rob or ſpoil, by ſea or land, or do any hurt, or un- 
lawful hoſtility, to any of the ſubje&s of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, or any of the 
Subjects of any Prince or State, being then in league with us, our heirs and ſucceſ- 
ſors ; upon complaint of ſuch injury done to any ſuch Prince or State, or their ſub- 
jets, we, our heirs and ſucceſſors, will make open proclamation, within any parts 
oft our realm of England, fit for that purpoſe, That the perſon or perſons committ- 
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ing any ſuch robbery or ſpoil, ſhall, within the time limited by ſuch proclamation, 
make full reſtirution or ſatisfaction of all ſuch injuries done or committed, ſo as the 
faid Prince, or others fo complaining, may be fully ſatisfied. and contented ; and if 
the ſaid perſon or perſons, who ſhall commir any ſuch robbery or ſpoil, ſhall not 
make fatisfaftion accordingly within ,ſuch time ſo to be limited, That then We, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, will put ſuch perſon or perſons out of our allegiance and 
protection; and that then it ſhall and may be lawful, and free for all Princes or 
others, to proſecute with hoſtility ſuch offenders, and every of them, their and eve- 
ry of their Procurors, Aiders, Abettors, and Councellors, in that behalf. Provided 
alſo, and Our expreſs Will and pleaſure is, and we do by theſe preſents, for Us, Our 
Heirs and Succeſſors, ordain and appoint, That theſe preſents ſhall not in any man- 
ner hinder any of Our loving ſubje&s whatſoever, from uſing and exerciſing the 
trade of fiſhing upon the coaſt of New-England in America ; but that they, and eve- 
ry or any of them, ſhall have full and free power and liberty to continue and uſe 
the trade of fiſhing upon the faid coaſt, in any of the ſeas thereunto adjoining, or 
any arms of the ſea, or ſalt- water, rivers and creeks, where they have been accuſ- 
tomed to fiſh, and to build and ſet upon the waſte land belonging to the ſaid Colony 
and Plantations, ſuch wharts, ſtages, and work-houſes as ſhall be neceſſary for the 
falting, drying and keeping of their fiſh, to be taken or gotten upon that coaſt. And 
further for the encouragement of the inhabitants of Our ſaid Colony of Pro vi- 
dence Plantation, to ſet upon the buſineſs of taking whales, it ſhall be lawful for 
them, or any of them, having ſtruck a whale, dubertus, or other great fiſh, it or 
them to purſue unto that coaſt, and into any bay, river, cove, creek or ſhore, be- 
longing thereto, and it or them, upon the faid coaſt, or in the faid bay, river, 
cove, creek or ſhore belonging thereto, to kill and order for the beft advantage 
without moleſtation, they making no wilful waſte or ſpoil; any thing in theſe pre- 
ſents contained, or any other matter or thing to the contrary notwithſtanding. And, 
further alſo, We are graciouſly pleaſed, and do hereby declare, That if any of 
the inhabitants of Our ſaid Colony do ſet upon the planting of Vineyards, (the 
ſoil and climate both ſeeming naturally to concur to the production of wines) or be 
induſtrious in the diſcovery of fiſhing banks, in or about the ſaid Colony, we will 
from time to time, give and allow all due and fitting encouragement therein, as to 
others in caſes of like nature. And further of Our more ample grace, certain. 
knowledge, and mere motion, We have given and granted and by theſe preſents, 
for us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, do. give and grant, unto the faid Governor and 
Company of the Enylith Colony of Rhode-lfland and Providence Plantation in the 
Narraganſett bay iu New-England, in America, and to every inhabitant there, and: 
to every perſon and perſons trading thither, and to every ſuch perſon or perſons as 
are or ſhall be free of the ſaid Colony, full power and authority, from time to time, 
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and at all times hereafter, to take, ſhip, tranſport, and carry away, out of any of Our 
realms and dominions, for and towards the Plantation and defence of the ſaid Co- 


lony, ſuch and ſo many of our loving ſubjects and ſtrangers, as ſhall or will willing- 
ly accompany them in and to their ſaid Colony and Plantation, except ſuch perſon 
or perſons as are or ſhall be therein reſtrained by Us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, or 
any law or ſtatute of this realm ; and alſo to ſhip and tranſport all and all manner 
of goods, chattels, merchandize, and other things whatſoever, that are or ſhall be 
uſeful or neceſſary for the ſaid Plantations, and defence thereof, and. uſually tranſ- 


ported, and not prohibited by any law or ſtatute of this Our realm; yielding and. 


Paying unto Us, Our heirs and ſucceſſors, ſuch the duties, cuſtoms and ſubſidies, as 
are or ought to be paid or payable for the ſame. And further, Our Will and 


| Pleaſure is, and We do, for us, Our Heirs and Succèſſors, ordain, declare and 


grant, unto the ſaid Governor and Company, and their Succeſſors, That all and 
every the ſubjets of Us, Our heirs and ſucceſſors, which are already planted and 
ſettled within Our ſaid Colony of Providence Plantations, or which ſhall hereafter 
go to inhabit within the ſaid Colony, and all and every of their children which have 
.been born there, or which ſhall happen hereafter to be born there, or on the ſea 
going thither, or returning from thence, ſhall have and enjoy all liberties and 
immunities of free and natural ſubjects, within any the dominions of Us, our heirs 
or ſucceſſors, to all intents, conſtructions and purpofes whatſoever, as if they 
and every of them were born within the realm of England. And further 
know ye, That We, of our more abundant grace, certain knowledge, and mere 
motion, have given, granted and confirmed, and by theſe preſents, for Us, our 
heirs and Succeſſors, do give, grant and confirm, unto the ſaid Governor and Com- 
pany, and their Succeſſors, all that part of Our dominions, in New-England in 
America, containing the Nahantick and Nanhygan/ett alias Naraganſett Bay and 
countries and parts adjacent, bounded on the weſt, or weſterly, to the middle or 
channel of a river there commonly called and known by the name of Pawcatuck 
alias Pawcawiuck river, and ſo along the ſaid river, as the greater or middle ſtream 
thereof reacheth or lies up into the North country, northward unto the head there- 


of, and from thence by a ſtrait line drawn due north, until it meet with the ſouth. 


line of the Maſſachuſets colony, and on the north or northerly by the aforeſaid 
ſouth or ſoutherly line of the Maſſachuſets Colony or Plantation, and extending to- 
wards the Eaſt or Eaſtwardly three Engliſb miles, to the Eaſt and North-Eaſt of the 
moſt . Eaſtern and North Eaſtern parts of the aforeſaid Narragan/ett Bay, as the 
ſaid bay lieth or extendeth itſelf from the ocean on the South, or Southwardly, 
unto the mouth of the river which runneth towards the town of Providence, and 
from thence along the Eaſtwardly fide or bank of the ſaid river (higher called by 
the name of Seacunck river) up to the falls called Patucket falls, being the moſt

Weſtwardly line of Plymouth Colony; and ſo from the ſaid falls, in a ſtrait line due 
North, until it meet with the aforeſaid line of the Maſſuchuſets Colony, and bound- 
ed on the South by the Ocean, and in particular the lands belonging to the town of 
Providence, Patuxit, Warwick, Miſquammacock, alias Pawcatuck, and the reſt upon 
the main land, in the tract aforeſaid, together with Road Iſland, Blocke-Ifland, and all 
the reſt of the iſlands and banks in the Narraganſett bay, and bordering upon the coaſt 
of the tract aforeſaid, (Fiſhers-Iſland only excepted) together with all firm lands, 
ſoils, grounds, havens, ports, rivers, waters, fiſhings, mines royal, and all other 
mines, minerals, precious ſtones, quarries, woods, wood-grounds, rocks, flates, 
and all and ſingular other commodities, juriſdictions, royalties, privileges, franchiſes, 
pre-eminences and hereditaments whatſoever, within the ſaid tract, bounds, lands 


and Iflands aforeſaid, to chem or any of them belonging, or in any-wiſe appertain- 


ing, to have and to hold the ſame, unto the ſaid Governor and Company, and their 
ſucceſſors for ever, upon truſt, for the uſe and benefit of themſelves, and their aſ- 
ſociates, freemen of the ſaid Colony, their heirs and afligns, to be holden of Us, 
Our heirs and Succeſſors as of the Manor of Eaſt-Greenwich, in Our county of 
Kent, in free and common ſoccage, and not in capite, nor by Knight's ſervice, yield- 
ing and paying therefore to Us, Our heirs and ſucceſſors, only the fifth part of all 
the ore of gold and filver, which from time to time, and at all times hereafter, ſhall 
be there gotten, had or obtained, in lieu and ſatisfaction of all ſervices, duties, 
fines, forfeitures made or to be made, claims and demands whatſoever, to be to 
Us, Our heirs or Succeſſors, therefore or thereout rendered, made or paid; any 
grant or clauſe, in æ late grant to the Governor and Company of Connecticut Colo- 
ny in America, to the contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding ; the aforeſaid 
Pawcatuck river having been yielded after much debate, for the fixed and certain 
bounds between theſe our faid colonies, by the agents thereof, who have alſo agreed, 


that the ſaid Pawcatuck river ſhall be alfo called alias Narrogancett or Narraganſett 


river, and to prevent future diſputes that otherwiſe might ariſe thereby, for ever 
hereafter, ſhall be conſtrued, deemed and taken to be the Narrogancett river, in 


our late grant to Connecticut Colony, mentioned as the eaſterly bounds of that Co- 5 


lony. And further, Our will and pleaſure is, That in all matters of publick con- 
troverſies, which may fall out between Our Colony of Providence plantation, to 
make their appeal therein to Us, our heirs and Succeſſors, for redreſs in ſuch caſes, 
within this Our realm of England; and chat it ſhall be lawful to and for the inha- 
bitants of the ſaid Colony of Providence Plantation, without lett or moleſtation, to 
paſs and repaſs with freedom into and through the reſt of the Engliſh Colonies, up- 
on their lawful and civil occaſions, and to converſe, and hold commerce, and trade 
with ſuch of the inhabitants of Our other Engliſh Colonics as ſhall be willing to 
admit them thereunto, they behaving themſelves peaceably among them ; any aR, 
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clauſe or ſentence, in any of the ſaid colonies provided, or that ſhall be provided, 
to the contrary notwithſtanding. And laſtly, We do for Us, our heirs and Succeſ- 
ſors, ordain and grant unto the faid Governor and Company, and their Succeſſors, 
by theſe preſents, That theſe our letters patents ſhall be firm, good, effectual and 
available, in all things in the law, to all intents, conſtructions and purpoſes whatſoe- 
ver, according to our true intent and meaning herein before declared; and ſhall be 
conſtrued, reputed and adjudged, in all caſes, moſt favourably on the behalf, and 
for the beſt benefit and behoof of the ſaid Governor and Company, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, although expreſs mention, &c. In witneſs, &c. witneſs, &c.

TRANSLATION of the Fournal of the Dutch Commiſſioners to Hartford anno 1663. 


JOURNAL kept by the Commiſſioners Cornelis Van Ruyven, Burgomaſter Van Cort- 


landt and Mr. John Lawrence Citizen and Inhabitant of the City of New Am- 
fterdam on their voyage to Hertford. 


Anno 1663 on the 1 5th of October being Monday. 


trary, we came however with that Tide as far as the Varken's or Hog's Iſ- 
land, and as we could not by reaſon of the ſtrong ebb advance any farther with row- 
ing we caſt anchor and went on ſhore—The Sailors fetcht Ballaſt—'The Ebb being 
ſpent we weigh'd anchor—at low water got thro* Hell-Gate and by luffing and row- 
ing came as far as Minnetty's Iſland where the Tide ſtopt again. 

16 Do. Early in the Morning we weigh'd Anchor again, the wind being ſtill con- 
trary—The Tide ſtopt near Oyſterbay—The wind being pretty good in the after- 
noon we got ſight of Stratford Point—The wind ſhifted and the Tide being ſpent 
we caſt anchor. 

17 Do. Early in the morning we were again under fail with a good Tide and a 
contrary Wind nevertheleſs by luffing and rowing we made Milford between eight 
and nine o'clock, where we immediately addreſſed our ſelves to Mr. Bryan Merchant

A T Sun Riſing we departed with the yatch of Dirk Smith the Wind being con- 
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| begging the favor of him to provide three horſes for us to ride to Hertford with, 
which he undertook to do and ſaid that he purpoſed to go there himſelf, in the mean 
time we went to pay our Compliments to the Magiſtrates Mr. Treat and Mr. Fenn 
but ſound neither of them at home, afterwards Mr. Treat came to us in the Inn, af- 
ter mutual compliments we acquainted him with the reaſon of our coming and Jour- 
ne / to Hertford, requeſting him to take our yatch which we left in the harbour un- 
der his protection till our return, in caſe any Privateers which we underſtood ho- 
vered about there ſhould attack it, which he accepted of, we alſo recommended the 
ſame to young Mr. Bryan, in the mean time we underſtood that no more than two 
h. rſes could be had,*unleſs a young man who came from Herford would let us his, 
the young Man being called, we agreed with him for the hire of his horſe for four- 
teea Engliſh ſhillings, but when the horſe ſhould be delivered he receded from his 
Bargain, being aſk'd why, ſince we were abſolutely agreed, he would hardly ex- 
plain himſelf, but ſaid at laſt he feared his people at Herford would take it amiſs of 
him for aſſiſting thoſe who were their enemies, which was taken amiſs by the Magiſ- 
trate who was preſent, who told him that according to agreement he muſt deliver his 
horſe, which he finally did but with reluctance, after dinner the horſes being ready 
we mounted and rode to Newhaven, where we arrived an hour or two before dark, 
the horſes being taken care of, we waited upon the Deputy Governor. Mr. Gilbert, 
but did not find him at home—We ſtaid that night at Newhaven. 

18 Do. being Thurſday We departed from Newhaven at Sun Riſing in Com- 
pany with Mr. Bryan Merchant of Milford and Mr. Pell, and came at Herford about 
four o'clock, where being informed that the Governor and Court were aſſembled, 
we thought proper in order to loſe no time, to acquaint the aſſembly with our arrival, 
and at the ſame time to requeſt a hearing, which being done we received in anſwer, 
that we might come in now if we pleaſed or defer it till to-morrow morning, we de- 
ſired to be admitted immediately, which was agreed to- After friendly ſalutations 
we delivered the letter we had brought with us, which being read, we added that in 
caſe the Governor and the Court wanted any farther explanation of any of the 
points contained in it, that we were ready to do it, either to the whole aſſembly or to 
a Committee, to which no direct anſwer was made, only that they would look over it, 
having ſeriouſly recommended this Matter to them, we took leave, in taking leave 
we were told by the Deputy Governor Major Maſon that a room was provided for 
us at the houſe of their Marſhal whither they requeſted us to go, which we thank- 
fully accepted of. 

19 Do. In the Morning early before the aſſembly was convened, we paid a viſit | 
to Mr. John Winthrop, beggging the favor of him to do his utmoſt endeavour to re- 
m e all miſunderſtandings, and that every thing might be tranſacted in peace and 


unity, which he promiſed ro do, upon which we aſked him what was done on the 
Delivery

Delivery of the letter, he ſaid he could not tell, as he went out of the Aſſembly im- 
mediately aſter we a being indiſpoſed, but believed that the Court had appointed a 
Committee to tranſact buſineſs with us; as we could learn nothing Materi dd from 


him and the time of Meeting drawing nigh wee took Leave and preſented to rhe 
aflembly the following addreſs, 


To the Honourable the Governor and the Committee of the Council of the Colony 
. of Herford. 


THESE few Lines ſhall ſerve to thank your honors for your kind Reception of 
us, and of the letters delivered by us, friendly requeſting your catagorical to the 


ſame, that we may know how farther to conduct ourſelves; In the mean time we 
remain &c. | 


Which being carried in, we were told by the Marſhal, that three perſons were 
appointed to ſpeak further with us, who would meet within an hour at the houſe of 
Mr. Howard Miller being about half way between our Lodgings and the Town-Hall 
with Requeſt that we would alſo be there at that time, to which we agreed and went 
there at the appointed time, after waiting there about an hour in vain the Marſhal 
came and told us that the Committee had been hindered by ſome other buſineſs in- 
tervening from waiting on us, and as it was almoſt noon that the Governor and 
Court beg'd the favor of us to dine with them in the Town Hall, to which we an- 
ſwered that it appeared ſtrange to us that the gentlemen of the Committee excuſed 
themſelves as they had appointed the time; that nevertheleſs we ſhould come where 
we were invited, in a ſhort time thereafter the Deputy Governor and Secretary came 
to excuſe the Committee, as ſome buſineſs had happened in which their preſence was 
required, which we put up with ; After ſome diſcourſe we went with them to the 
Town Hall, after Dinner we deſired that our buſineſs might be forwarded, upon 
which the perſons who were appointed as a Committee promiſed to follow us imme- 
diately to the aforeſaid place, as they did, after ſome diſcourſe little to the purpoſe 
and being ſeated, we ſhewed our Commiſſion, with requeſt that they would do the 
Tame, upon which they delivered in an extract as they ſaid out of their minutes in 
which they to wit Allen Senior, Captain Tal » John Allen junior were qua 
lified to treat with us, adding that the ſhewing a Commiſſion was ſuperfluous, as we 
had been informed ourſelves by the Court that they were appointed for that purpoſe, 

upon which we let that matter drop alſo, and aſked whether they would be pleaſed 
to make anſwer to the propofitions contained in the letter we had delivered, to which 
they replied that they would fain be informed in a ſummary manner what the propo- 
ſitions were to which we required an anſwer, we ſaid that they were briefly con- 
tained in the afore ſaid letter (to wit): 
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Firſt, 
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Firſt, That we defired to know whether they would be pleaſed to conform them- 
ſelves to the advice of the other three Colonies, containing in fubſtance that every 
thing with reſpect to the limits ſhould remain as was agreed upon in the year 1650 
till the next meeting of the Commiſſioners in the year 1664. 

Secondly, Or elſe that they would be plcaſed to appoint ſome perſons to treat far- 
ther about the limits now in Diſpute. 

Thirdly, If not that the Matters ſhould then be referred to our ſuperiors. in Europe, 
on Condition that every thing ſhould remain in the mean time as was agreed to in the 
year 1650—Many Debates aroſe pro and con on the aforeſaid points inaſmuch that 
the whole afternoon was ſpent without effecting any thing, the ſubſtance of which 
were as follow : 

To the firſt ; That they could not conform themſclves to the advice of the afore- 
ſaid e for the following reaſons: 

iſt: That they had already given notice of their patent and of the King's Grant on 
Long Ifland. 


2dly : Thar they at leaſt the greateſt part of them had voluntarily be taken them- 
ſelves under their government. 

zdly : That they neither could nor dared refuſe it (if they would not incur the 
EKing's diſpleaſure) as the ſame were included in their patent, to which they further 
added, that though the fixing of the limits ſhould be deferred to the next meeting 
of the Commiſſioners in the year 1664 that they were not to regulate themſelves by 
the advice of the Commiſſioners nor of the other Colonies but by the King's Patent, 
and that in caſe the Commiſſioners ſhould do any thing contrary to it, that they 
would much rather ſeparate themſelves from the other Colonies, as they would ne- 
ver permit any thing to be done coutrary to it, or any change made in it, than by 
his Majeſty himſelf, as thoſe who would make any change or alteration in it would 
put themſelves above and lord it over his Majeſty. 

Whatever we alledged againſt this, that his Majeſty's meaning was not to give 
any thing away which had already been ſo long poſſeſſed by others, alſo that it could 
not be proued out of the patent &c. was in vain ; but they perſiſted in their Wound. 
leſs opinion. 

To the ſecond Point they made no direct anſwer only prepoſed by way of queſti- 
oning whether the General had ſufficient qualification from the Prince of Orange 
and the States General To which we anſwered, that the Commiſſion of the States 
General fufficientiy qualized the General for that purpoſe and dropt that Point and 
proceeded. 

To the third To which they anfwered that they were willing that the Matters 
ſhould be referred to ou mutual ſuperiors, on condition that the Englith Townſhips 
on Long Iſland and Weſtcheſter ſhould by proviſo be under the Goverment of Her- 

ford, 
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ford, this being thus propoſed, the old Mr. Allen made a long Harangue being to 
this effect that he was well aſſured that the Engliſh Townſhips would no longer re- 
main under the Dutch Government, and in caſs we ſhould compel; them that they 
were reſolved to defend themſelves to the uttermoſt, that he was therefore of opi- 
nion, that it would be more to our advantage to prevent farther miſchief and blood- 
ſhed, that the ſaid Townſhips faould remain under the Government of Herford till 
ſuch time as his Majeſty an4 the States General ſhould be agreed, (to wit) thoſe who 
had formerly ſubmitted themſelves to their Government. 

To which we anſwered, that it would now nor never be allowed—They replicd, 
that for the preſent they could not at any further with us, nor hindcr the aforeſaid 
Townſhips from hetaking tlremſelves under the obedience of his Majeſty—We aa- 
ſwered that they were the cauſe of it, ſince they had by different Deputations en- 
couraged and excited the Townſhips to it—They replied, that they were bound to 
make the King's grant known to them—We anſwered that they might do it to the 
King's ſulijects but not to the ſubjects of their High Mightineſſes and the Company 


—To which they again replied that they were ſubjets of his majeſty, as they dwelt 


according to the Patent upon the territorizs of his Majeſty—Upon which propoſition 
we aſked them in what light they looked upon the proviſional ſettlement of the Limits 
ia the year 1650 they anſwered, abſolutely as a nullity and of no Force, as His Ma- 
jeſty had now {ctiled the limits for them, the other being only done proviſionally &c. 
—Whereupon we again appealed to the advice of the other Colonies, to which they 


anſwered that they (to wit the other Colonies) could make no alteration unleſs they 


aſſumed to themſelves an equal authority with the King, ſaying that in that reſpect they 
had nothing to do with the other Colonies—The time being ſpent with many ſuch 
like propoſitions and anſwers without effecting any thing, we concluded from all theſe 


circumſtances, that the Doings of Richard Mills at Weſtcheiter, of Coo, Pantom and 


others on Long Iſland were done and put in Execution at their Inſtigation, and that 


they now only ſought to put a ſpoke in the wheel, and kept matters in agitation till ſuch 
time as the Townſhips (whoſe Deputies namely of Weſtcheſter, Middleburgh and 


Ruſtdorp we dayly ſaw here before our eyes have free acceſs to the principal Men) 
revolted, as they openly deelared that in Caſe the Townſhips who had freely be- 
talen themſelves under their government and protection ſhould aſk aſhſtance, that 
they could nor might not deny it them—all which matters beirig duely conſidered by 
us, and moreover that if we ſhould depart without reducing Things to ſome certainty 
the Engliſh'Town®wips on Long Ifland would apparently be revolted before our arrival 
at the Manhatons, to prevent which and the danger which might enſue therefrom and 


to ſhew that we would contribute as much as poſſible to prevent bloodſhed, we re- 
ſolved to make the following propoſal as the loſt (to wit that if they would firmly and 
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ſairhfully keep rhe proviſional ſettlement of the limits made in the year 1650 till ſuch 
time as his Majeſty and the High and Mighty States Geneal were agreed about the 
Limits and would not preſume to take any of the Engliſh ſettlements belonging to 
this Government under their protection, nor aſſume to th: mſelves any Juriſdiftion 
over the ſame, that we on our part would in like manner till that time aſſume no Ju- 
riſdiction over Oo/tdurp otherwiſe called Weſtcheſter, to which we added that if they 
would not acquicſce in this our propoſal (as having now contributed all poſſible 
means in our power to ſettle peace and unity) that we declared ourſelves and our 
Conſtituents innocent before God and Man of all the Calamities which fhould ariſe 
from their urjuſt proceedings—Aſter a few debates little to the purpoſe and it be- 
ing now late in the Evening they ſaid that, they would confider of the propoſal 
made by to-morrow morning of which they took a Copy. 

2oth October. Between 8 and 9 o'clock according to Appointment the above- 
mentioned Gentlemen of the Committee came to our Lodgings.— We went with 
them to the aforeſaid Place at the Houſe of Mr. Howard after ſome Introductory Diſ- 
courſe we aſked them whether they had conſidered of our Propoſal and what their 
anſwer was to it After ſome frivolous Exceptions that the Engliſh on Long- 
Iſland would not ſtand under us, and that if we ſhould compel them to Obedience it 
would be the Cauſe of much Bloodſhed, they expreſsly ſaid that they could not agree 
with us, unleſs the Engliſh Townſbips (viz. Ooſtdurp; Middleburgh; Ruſtdurp, and 
Hamſtede were under theiFGovernment, with which if we would comply they would 
defer the Matter, and not proceed further *till ancther Convention, but that we in 
the mean Time ſhould not m the leaſt interfere to exerciſe any Right or Iuriſdiction 
over them, and if we could not that they alſo could not hinder the aforeſaid Town- 
ſhips (being by His M:jeſty of England included in their Patent) from betaking them- 
ſelves urder their Protection, and conſequently that they ſhould be obliged to defend 
them in Caſe they were attacked—To which we anſwered that His Majeſty had more 
Diſcretion than to include the Subjc its and Lands of their High Mightineſſes which 
they had poſſeſſed for ſo many years in their Patent; that it was erroneouſly thus ex- 
plained ; that the Patent contained a Tract of Land lying in America in New Eng- 
land, and conſequently not in New Netherland; that Governor Winthrop had de- 
clared in the Hearin > of us all that it muſt be fo underſtood ; And that it muſt be un- 
derſtood in this Caſe like Boſton Patent, in which it is exprefily mentioned on Con- 
dition that the Lands ſhall not before have been poſſeſſed by any Prince or Poten- 
tate Long Iſlard being now ſo many years poſſcſſed by the Subjects of their High 
Mightineſſes that they cculd not by Rcaſon thereof claim any Right or Title to it— 
In ſhort what amicable Prot oſals and Inducements ſcever we made uſe of we could 
not proceed any further wich tkem—In the mean Time it being non we were again 
deſired by the Governor together witl. the Gentlemen of the Committee to dine with 


him, 
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him, which we did; After Dinner we complained to the Governor and the Gentle- 
men of the Committee that we did not advance in our Buſineſs with the Committee 
on Account of their unreaſonable and unanſwerable Demands, as giving up our 
Right to the Engliſh Townſhips &c. We deſired therefore of them that they would 
be pleaſed to anſwer us on the Letter delivered them and to the Neighbourly and 
friendly Propoſitions contained in it, which they promiſed to do, but nothing was 
concluded upon this Afternoon as it was Saturday and ſome of the Committee being 
obliged before Duſk to go to Windſor and Weatherfield. 

21 Ditto. Sunday We went to Church and Supt in the Evening with the Go- 
vernor, after Supper being in Diſcourſe with His Excellency ameng other Things he 
expreſsly declared that the Intent of the Patent was by no Means to claim any Right 
to New Netherland but that it only comprehended a Tract of Land in New England 
&c. We Beg'd the Favour of his Excellency to indulge us with ſuch Declaration 
in Writing that we might avail ourſelves of it, but he declined it ſaying that it was 
ſufficiently plain from the Patent itſelf We ſaid that a different Conſtruction was put 
on it by others and that ſuch Declaration would give much Opening But as we ob- 


ſerved that the Governor {till abode by his firſt Saying after ſome more Diſcourſe we 
took Leave. 


22 Ditto. Monday We deſired by the Marſhal an Anſwer in Writing to the deli- 


vered Letter, and the Propoſitions contained in it, which was promiſed us We din- 
ed with Mr. Wees whoſe Father had been Governor of Herford—Nothing was 
done this Day as we expected the promiſed Anſwer but did not receive it. 

23 Ditto. Tueſday Morning we were told that the aforeſaid Committee would 
meet us at Mr. Howards We went there The aforeſaid Committee being alſo come 
we demanded an Anſwer in Writing to the Propoſitions contained in the delivered 
Letter, they faid, that they were come once more to ſpeak with us about the afore- 
ſaid Townſhips as they had endeavoured to perſuade the Deputies of the aforeſaid 
Townſhips to remain quiet under our Government till farther Determination, but 
that they would not conſent to it; That it would therefore be beſt for us not to 
claim them to prevent farther Miſchief—We anſwered that thoſe of Herford were the 
Cauſe of it, as they had by frequent Deputations drawn the Subjects of their High 
Mightineſſes from their Oath and Allegiance and had encouraged them to revolt &c. 
Which was not denied by them, but ſaid it was ſo now, and we would fain have 
them remain quiet, but what can we do now they are n led in our Patent 

and deſire to be received and protected by us, which we cannot deny them; Much 


was faid againſt this, that they were not included in the Patent hat the Patent men- 


tioned a Tract of Land in New England and not in New Netherland; chat the Go- 
vernor underſtood it ſo himſelf; they anſwered the Governor is but a Man alone 
We underſtand it ſo and more beſides us, and that our patent not only takes in 


that, 


* 
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that, but extends Northward to the Boſton Line and Weſtward to the ſea— We aſk- 
ed them in Caſe there was another Royal Patent between where New Netherland 
would then lay they anſwered without Heſitation that they knew of no New Nether- 
land, unleſs we could ſhew a Patent for it from His Majeſty We ſaid that we had 
no need of a Patent from his Majeſty—They replied that they were willing to agree 
with us if we could ſhew a Patent from any Prince or from their High Mightineſſes, 
by which ſuch a Tra& of Land was given We appealed to the Charter and to the 
Approbaticn of their High Mightineſfes of the proviſional Settlement of the Limits 
made at Herford in the year 1650—They Anſwered that the Charter is only a Char- 
ter of Commerce, and the ſaid Settlement of the Limits was only conditional &c. 
If you cant ſhew a ſpecial Patent for the Land it muſt fall to us We ſaid that the 
Right of their High Mightineſſes was indiſputable, as appears by the firſt Diſcovery 
—'The Purchaſe from the Natives—The oldeſt Poſleſſion &c. They anſwered, that 
they would let us keep as much as was actually poſſeſſed and occupied by our Nation 
but that we could not hinder them from poſſeſſing that which was not occupied by our 
Nation Many Objections were made to this, that the poſſeſſion of part was taken for the 
Poſſeſſion of the whole &c. But it availed Nothing, they ſaid we had no Right to 
hinder them from poſſeſſing unlocated Lands, as they were comprehended in their 
Patent and we could ſhew no Patent from any Prince or State, after many Debates 
pro and con We aſked them how they would have it for the preſent, as they had not 
as yet anſwered to our Reaſonable Propoſals In the mean Time it being Noon they 
promiſed after Dinner to acquaint us with their Meaning, whereupon we went with 
them to the Town Hall, but before we got there a few Propoſitions were ſhewn us by 
Young Mr. Allen and Eemen Willits a Magiſtrate of Herford containing in Sub- 
ſtance that if we would give" up all Right and Title firſt to Weſtcheſter with all the 
Lands as far as Stanford, and further deveſt ourſelves of all Authority and Juriſdiction 
over the Engliſh Townſhips on Long Iſland that they would then agree farther with 
us—As theſe Propoſitions were full of Blots (it being the rough Draft) we deſired 
that the ſame might be copied fair, which they undertook to don the mean Time 
we dined ; after Dinner we deſired that they would expedite Matters as we had been 
there ſo long without effecting any Thing, upon which they promiſed to make an 
End at preſent, After ſome Talk the following unreaſonable Articles were delivered 
to us. 

* 1it, © That Weſtcheſter and all the People and Lands between that and 
Stanfort ſhal belonge to the Colony off Connecticutt till it be otherwiſe iſſued. 

2d. That Connecticut wil for, beare excerſiſeinge any Authority over the Planta- 
tions off Heamſtede, Iamecoe &c. until the Caſe be ſurther conſidered, provided the

Being at our Requeſt admitted within and having delivered the above Propoſitions, 
which they read, we were anſwered by ſome of them, that whether we propoſed it 
or not, the aforeſaid Townſhips would nevertheleſs not continue under us, others 
ſaid that they knew of no New Netherland Province but of a Dutch Governor over 
the Dutch Plantation on the Manhatans—that Long Iſland was included in their Pa- 
tent and that they would alfo poſſeſs and maintain it and more ſuch Like Diſ- 
courſe. 

To the Firſt was anſwered that we were aſſured they would continue under our Go- 
vernment if Herford Colony did not claim a Right to them. 

To the other that they had in the Making of the conditional Settlement of thi Li- 
mits in the Year 1650 acknowledged the Province of New Netherland &c. But 
obſerving we made no Progreſs with them we defired that the Matter might remain 
as it vas at preſent till a farther Determination of His Majeſty and the States General 
—To which they anſwered that His Majeſty's Patent fixt the Limits and if we could 
not acquieſce in it that then Nothing could be done, but if we would ſign them that 
they would then treat farther with us—As we deemed ſuch Compliance wholly unan- 
ſwerable for us, we deſired if they purpoſed to make any Anſwer to the Letter we 
delivered that they would not delay it as we intended to depart early the next Day and 
acquaint the General and Council of New Netherland with the Treatment we had 
met with, they anſwered that they would have one ready—After begging of them 
to take the Matter into ſerious Conſideration and endeavour to continue every Thing 
in Peace and Unity till ſuch Time as His Majeſty and the States General ſhould deter- 
mine the Limits, we took Leave—This happening in the Afternoon we went to them 
again in the Evening to know whether the Letter was ready We were anſwered that 
it would be bro't to our Lodgings and as we were reſolved to depart the next Day 
early in the Morning we took Leave of the Aſſembly as we alſo did of the Governor, 
to whom we complained that nothing more was done on our Reaſonable Propofals ;

SHEWETH, 


THAT your petitioners did in Anno 1660 : In a former Petition preſented to 
your Majeſty ſett forth the vnjuſt and tirannicall proceedings of thoſe of the Pro- 
vince of the Maſſachuſetts againſt your petitioners, wherevpon your Majeſty was 
moſt gratiouſly pleas'd to refer the conſideration of your Petitioners Complaynts

Truſty and well beloved, We greet you well : 


AVING taken very much to Heart the Welfare and Advancement of thoſe 
our Plantations in America, and particularly that of New England which in 
Truth hath giuen a good Example of Induſtry and Sobriety to all the reſt ; where- 
by God hath bleſſed it above the reſt, and having in our Royal Breaſt a tender 
Impatience to make uſe of Gods extraordinary Bleſſing upon Us and Our Subjects 
in thoſe parts, by improving the knowledge of him and his holy Name in the con- 
verſion of Infidels and Pagans ; which ought to be the chief End of all Chriſtian 
Plantations ;

Plantations ; We haue thought fit, ſince we cannot in Perſon viſit thoſe our ſo diſ- 
tant Dominions; the good Government whereof, and the due Adminiſtration of 
Juſtice wherein, we do notwithſtanding know to be as much our Duty as that 
which concerns our neareſt Kingdom ; to ſend ſuch Commiſſioners thither as may in 
our name viſit the ſame and after having taken a view of the good Government 
there, and received full Information of the true ſtate and condition of that our 
Plantation, and of their Neighbours on all ſides, and a due conſideration of what 
further Addition of Happineſs may be made by our Royal Grace and Favour to 


ons, and our good Subjects there, and thereby make the better Judgment what we 
are to do, either for the better repairing any Thing that is amiſs, or the better im- 
proving and Encouragement of what is good. 

And as we have had this Reſolution and Purpoſe fince our firſt happy arrival in 
England, to ſend Commiſſioners thither; as is well known to the Commiſſioners 
that came from thence to Us; ſo we have had many Reaſons occur ſince, to con- 
firm Us in that Reſolution, and to haſten the Execution thereof, ſome of which 
We think fit to mention to you. 

To diſcountenance, and as much as in Us lieth to ſuppreſs and utterly extinguiſh 
thoſe unreaſonable Jealouſies and malicious calumnies which wicked and unquiet 
Spirits perpetually labour to infuſe into the minds of men, that our Subjects in 
thoſe parts do not ſubmit to our Government, but look upon themſelves as indepen- 
dant upon Us and our Laws; and that we haue no confidence in their Affections 
and Obedience to Us; All which lewd Aſperſions muſt vaniſh upon this our extra- 
ordinary and fatherly care towards thoſe our ſubjects manifeſted in the ſeucral In- 
ſtructions giuen to our Commiſſioners; which ſhall by them be communicated to 
you, and which will exceedingly advance the Reputation and Security of our Plan- 
tation there, and our good Subjects thereof with all forrein Princes and States; 
when they ſhall hereby plainly diſcern that we do look upon any Injury dune to them 
as done to Ourſelf, and upon any Invaſion of Our Dominions in thoſe parts, or of the 
Privileges of our Subjects thereof, and chat We will reſent and vindicate the ſame 
accordingly. | 

That all our good Subjects there may know, as We have formerly aſſured you 
by our gracious Letters, how far We are from the leaſt Intention or Thought of 
violating or in the leaſt Degree infringing the Charter heretofore granted by our 
Royal Father of bleſſed Memory with great Wiſdom and upon full Deliberation ; 
ſo We haue great Reaſon to belieue and to be aſſured, that the Support and main- 
tenance thereof is at preſent as neceſſary as euer; and ther:tore as We have former- 
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ty expreſſed to you, We are uery willing to confirm or renew the faid Charter, 
and to enlarge the fame with ſuch other or further conceſſions ; as upon the experi- 
ence you haue had, and the. Obfervation you haue made, you judge neceſſary or 
conuenient for the good and benefit of that our Plantation. 

That all Differences may be compoſed which are ariſen betwixt the ſeueral Colo- 
' nies, upon the Bounds and Limits of their ſeneral Provinces, and upon the Exer- 
ciſe of their ſeveral Juriſdictions, whereof we haue receiued much Information and 
ſeveral complaints, It being as much in our Deſire to preſerve and Improve a good 
Intelligence and Correſpondence between all our good Subjects of thoſe our ſeveral 
Colonies and Provinces, between and towards each other, as to unite them all in a 
joint Dependance and firm Loyalty to Our Self : which will be beſt done by a full 
and clear Determination of the Extent and Bounds of each Province and of their 
Juriſdiction; in which fome confuſion hath fallen out, as we are informed, by ſome 
ſeeming contradictions or doubtful Expreſſions in ſeveral Letters Patents, upon the 
wrong Information or unſ{kilfull Deſcription of Places by Perſons concerned there, 
to profecute ſuch Grants; which Miſtakes and Errors could not be diſcouer- 
ed here: All which will be eaſily reconciled by our Commiſſioners upon the 
Place, either by and with the conſent of all Parties, or by a juſt Determination 
upon the Matter of Right or Repreſentation to us in Cafes of Difficulty. 
That we may receive ſull and particular Information of the State and Condition 

of the Neighbour Princes to our ſeueral Colonies ; from ſome of whom We haue 

received Addreſſes of great Reſpe qt and Civility, not without ſome Complaint or 
at leaſt Inſinuation of ſome Injuſtice or hard Meaſure exerciſed towards them from 
our Colonies ;—to which Princes We have appointed fome of our Commiſſioners, 
if upon Information and Advice there they fhalf find it neceſſary for the Advance- | 
ment of our Service and the Benefit of our Plantations, to repair in Perſon in our 
Name and to affure them of all Friendſhip from us, and that we will protect them 
from Injuſtice and Oppreſſion. f 

That we may protect our Subjects of our ſeueral Plantations ow the Invaſion of 
their Neighbours and prouide that no Subject of our Neighbour Nations, how al- 
lied ſoeuer with us, may poſſeſs themſelues of any Lands or Rivers within our Ter- 
ritories and Dominions; as We are informed the Dutch haue lately done, to 
the great Prejudice of our good Subjects of thoſe our Plantations, and to the Ob- 
ſtruction of the Trade, which in Time may prove very miſchievous to our good 
Subjects there; and therefore we cannot but be confident that when our Commiſſi- 
oners haue imparted to you our Pleaſure in this Particular, and the Benefit and Ad- 
vantage which with Gods Bleſſing muſt accrue to yourſelues from the fame, beſides 
the preventing many growing Inconueniencies to your Peace and Proſperity, you will 
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join and aſſiſt them vigorouſly in recovering our Right in thoſe Parts now poſſeſſed 
by the Dutch and reducing them to an entire Obedience and Submiſſion to our Go- 
vernment in which caſe our defire and Pleafure is that they ſhould be treated as 
Neighbours and Fellow Subjects and enjoy quietly what they are poſſeſſed of by 
their honeſt Induſtry. 

Laſtly We thought it better that Commiſſioners ſhould confer with you upon the 
Matter of our former Letter of June 28th 1662, ſent to you by your own Meſſen- 
gers, and your Anfwer thereunto of the 25th of November following then to en- 
large Our Self upon our Exceptions thereunto, of which we ſhall only ſay that the 

ſame did not anſwer our Expectations, nor Profeſſions made by your ſaid Meſſen- 

gers ; but we make no doubt that when our Commiſſioners ſhall confer at large with 
you upon theſe particulars, you will give ſatisfaction in all that we look for at your 
Hands; which is nothing but what your Charter obligeth you to, and which is 
moſt neceſſary for the ſupport of our Government there, and conſequently for the 
Welfare and Happineſs of thoſe Colonies. 

Having now imparted to you the moſt important Reaſous which prevailed with us 
to be at this extraordinary charge in ſending Commiſſioners to viſit thoſe our Colo- 
| nies and having choſen Perſons of known Affection to our Service and of long Ex- 

perience to. be our Commiſhoners to the Ends aforeſaid We do. not doubt at all 
but that you will receive and treat them in ſuch manner and with ſuch Reſpect as 
is due to Perſons ſo employed by us; and that you will freely communicate all 
Things to them which ſhall be neceſſary for the better carrying on our Service; 
you will give them your beſt Counſel and Aſſiſtance for the better bringing thoſe 
Things to. paſs, which we haue recommended to them; And to that purpoſe, and 
that the clear end and Intention in ſending thoſe our Commiſſioners may ſpeedily 
appear and be made manifeſt to all our Subjects in thoſe parts, Our Pleaſure is, 
that this our Letter be forthwith, upon the Receipt thereof communicated to our 
Council there; And that within twenty Days, or ſooner if it may be, a Generall 
Aſſembly be called, and this our Letter read to them, to the end our Commiſſion- 
ers may receiue their Information and Advice in many Things: And ſo expecting a 
full compliance to all theſe our Deſires, wherein the Happineſs of that our Colony 
is ſo. much concerned, We bid you Farewell: Giuen at Our Court at Whitehall 
the 23d. Day of April 1664, in the ſixteenth year of our Reign.

To all to whom theſe preſents ſhall come, GREETING. 


HERAS we have received ſeveral addreſſes from our ſubjects of ſeveral co- 
lonies in N. E. all full of duty and affection, and expreſſions of loyalty and 
allegiance to us, with their humble deſires that we would renew their ſeveral char- 
ters, and receive them into our favourable opinion and protection; and ſeveral of 
our colonies there, and other our loving ſubjects, have likewiſe complained of diffe- 
rences and diſputes ariſen upon the limits and bounds of their ſeveral charters and 
Juriſdictions, whereby unneighbourly and unbrotherly contentions have and may 
ariſe, to the damage and diſcredit of the Engliſh intereſt : And that all our good 
ſubjects reſiding there, and being planters within the ſeveral colonies, do not enjoy 
the liberties and privileges granted to them, by our ſeveral charters, upon confidence 
and aflurance of which they tranſported themſelves and their eſtates into thoſe parts. 
And we having received ſome addreſſes from the great men and natives of thoſe coun- 
tries, in which they complain of breach of faith, and acts of violence and injuſtice 
which they have been forced to undergo from our ſubjects, whereby not only our 
government is traduced, but the reputation and credit of Chriſtian religion brought 
into prejudice and reproach, with the gentiles and inhabitants of thoſe countries who 
know not God, the reduction of whom to the true knowledge and feare of God is 
the moſt worthy and glorious end of all thoſe plantations. Upon all which motives, 
and as an evidence and manifeſtation of our fatherly affection towards all our ſubjects 
in thoſe ſeveral colonies of New-England (that is to ſay, of the Maſſachuſetts, Con- 
nectieut, New-Plimouth, Road-Ifland, and Providence plautation, and all other plan- 
rations within that tract of land, known under the appellation of New England) and 
to the end we may be truly informed of the ſtate and condition of our good ſubjects 


there 
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there, that ſo we may the better know how to contribute to the further improve 
ment of their happineſs and proſperity. 

Know ye therefore, that wee repoſing ſpecial truſt and confidence in the fidelity, 
wiſdome, and circumſpection of our truſty and well- beloved Colonel Richard Nichols, 
Sir Robert Carre, Knt. George Cartwright, Eſq; and Samuel Maverick, Eſq; of 
our ſpecial grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion, have made, ordained, con- 
ſtituted and appointed, and by theſe preſents do make, ordain, conſtitute, and ap- 
point the ſaid Colonel Richard Nichols, Sir Robert Carre, George Cartwright, 
and Samuel Maverick, our Commiſſioners, and do hereby give and grant unto them, 
or any three or two of them, or of the furvivors of them, of whom wee will the 
ſaid Colonel Richard Nichols, during his life ſhall be alwaies one, and upon equal 
diviſions of opinions, to have the caſting and decifive voice, in our name to viſit all 
and every the ſeveral colonies aforeſaid, and alſo full power and authority to heare 

and receive, and to examine and determine, all complaints and appeales in all cauſes 
and matters, as well military as criminal and civil, and proceed in all things for the 
providing for and ſettleing the peace and ſecurity of the faid country, according to 
their good and ſound diſcretions, and to ſuch inſtructions as they or the ſurvivors of 
them have, or ſhall from time to time receive from us in that behalfe ; and from time 
to time, as they ſhall find expedient, to certify us or our privy councel, of their a&- 
ings and proceedings, touching the premiſſes.

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ECONDLY, You ſhall after all Ceremonies are performed, and in the firſt 
place of all Buſineſs, and before you enter upon any other particular, diſcourſe 
at large and with confidence to them all that we our Selfe haue diſcourſed with you

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of reducing the Dutch in or near Long Iſland or any where within the Limits of our 
own Dominions to an entire obedience to our Government. They will be eaſily in- 
formed of the Conſequence of ſuch Neighbourhood, if they be long ſuffered to raiſe 
a government of their own ; That beſides their being a conſtant Receptacle and 
Sanctuary for all mutinous ſeditious and diſcontented Perſons who fly from our Juſ- 
tice as Malefactors, or who run from their Maſters, or avoid paying their debts, or ' 
who have any other wicked deſign, as ſoon as they ſhall grow to any ſtrength or 
Power, their Buſineſs is to oppreſs their Neighbours and to engroſs the whole trade 
to themſclues, by how indirect, unlawful, or foul means ſoeuer, Witneſs their in- 
humane Proceedings at Amboyna in a time of full Peace, and all Profeſſions of par- 
ticular Love and Friendſhip ; And therefore it is high time to put them out of a Ca- 
pacity of doing the ſame Miſchief there, and reducing them to the ſame Rules and 
obedience with our own Subjects there; which you are to let them know is all we 
| aim at, without any Purpoſe of uſing any other violence upon or towards them than 
is neceſſary to thoſe ends; and that no Man ſhall be diſturbed or removed from what 
he poſſeſſeth, who will yield obedience to Us and line in the ſame ſubjection and 
upon enjoying the ſame privileges with our other ſubjects; and in order to this good 
End, of ſo great and immediate Concernment to them, you ſhall defire their 
Advice and Concurrence, and that they will aſſiſt you with ſuch a Number of Men 
and all other Things as are neceſſary thereunto : And you ſhall thereupon proceed 
in ſuch a manner as you ſhall think it fit, either by building of Forts aboue them, 
or by uſing ſuch Force as cannot be avoided, for their Reduction, they having no 
1 Kind of Right to hold what they are in Poſſeſſion of in our unqueſtionable Territo- 
rics, than that they are poſſeſſed of it by an Invaſion of Us.
